Tuourspay, May 13, 1909. 

Tus Twenty-fifth Quadrennial Session of the General Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ convened in the 
First United Brethren Church, of Canton, Ohio, at the hour of 
2:00 p.m. 

Bishops N. Castle, D.D. (Bishop Emeritus); J. S. Mills, D.D., 
Ph.D.; G. M. Mathews, D.D.; W. M. Weekley, D.D.; W. M. Bell, 
D.D.; and T. C. Carter, D.D., occupied seats upon the platform as 
the presiding officers of the Conference. 

Bishop N. Castle, Bishop Emeritus of the Church, presided at the 
opening session, and addressed the Conference, as follows: 


OPENING ADDRESS. 


I need not remind you that this is the Twenty-fifth Quadrennial 
Session of the General Conference of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ. 

Very distinguished honor has been accorded me by the senior bishop 
of the Church, Bishop J. 8S. Mills, in his invitation to preside at this 
opening session, and in connection therewith deliver a short address. 

Such a privilege is one of rare opportunity and responsibility. I 
most gladly accept the invitation, and cheerfully contribute my mite - 
toward your edification, knowing, as I do, that more by your charity 
and grace than by my merit you will accept what I have to say on 
this important occasion. 

This oceasion has both a focal and a general trend that is most 
commanding, and I doubt not that each one of you feels in a measure 
the responsibility of the hour. 

I congratulate you, brethren, ministers and laymen, on your elec- 
tion to membership in this distinguished body, and join with you in 
thanksgiving to God for your presence at this opening session. 
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What eventful years lie behind us, between this date and 1815, 
when our fathers met in the little old Bonnet schoolhouse just east 
of Mount Pleasant, Pennsylvania, situated on the old turnpike road 
that has led many a carriage and many a weary footman across the 
famous Alleghanies. How different the place of that meeting and 
the one we meet in to-day! How, different this fair city, with its 
surroundings, and this magnificent church edifice, and that solitary 
building of nearly a century ago! Is there not in this, and in the 
history between, enough to thrill the heart of any United Brethren 
who loves his Chureh, though knowing only a tithe of its history? 

To recount that history we cannot. We need to turn our eyes to 
the past for only a hurried glance to see memorable figures and 
momentous events. In the primitive days of our Church, with glad 
hearts, men and women met opportunities, made sacrifices, and per- 
formed duties, the full significance of which they could not then have 
imagined. They did not know they were making a history that 
would thrill the hearts of unnumbered thousands of sons and 
daughters; a history whose meaning can be fully understood only 
when seen from the baleony of the Eternal City. They did not work 
under the blare of trumpets, or march and fight under martial music. 
But to-day the road over which we tread is warmer and smoother 
for our feet, and more radiant to our vision because of their work 
of faith, labor of love, and patience of hope. They were buffeted by 
many a storm, and pinched by many a want, but they never faltered 
or weakened in their work. 

Now, can we claim true devotion to the past, and unswerving 
fidelity to the present, if we do not gain new force of purpose, and 
added warmth of piety, as we tread the lengthening road once trodden 
by these brave heroes that have now passed on into the unseen ? 

Do you say our fathers needed courage? How much more we of 
our day! If they planted their feet on the rock we need to plant 
ours im the rock. Conditions have greatly changed since their day. 
Then there was scarcely a rival; now competitors are numerous and 
strong. ‘Great multitudes of people are thinking and acting for 
themselves, independent of leaders. Less and less is the church able 
to live upon its achievement of the past; more and more it becomes 
manifest that it must vindicate its right to continued existence, by 
the work that it does, and by the service that it renders to humanity 
in the present. Vital and helpful relations to the life of the masses, 
is the demand of the hour. We are working in the day of brother- 
hoods, clubs, young people’s associations, philanthropic organizations, 
almost without number. We are in the day of colleges, universities, 
libraries, and newspapers, when the contest for position and authority 
is often vigorous and vital. The forum for the discussion of great 
moral and political questions is shifting to the press as never before, 
and the masses are finding in the great magazines and reviews of the 
world a broader field of light, culture, and independent thought. 


All this the church must admit and utilize as far as is reasonably 
possible. 
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But the ehurech cannot maintain its position and carry out its 
divine commission on the plane of mere social, congenial, and ethical: 
organizations. It has a distinctive field of usefulness and respon- 
sibility which no other organization cah enter and utilize. If not so, 
then the chureh has outlived its day of usefulness, and must pass 
away. Has that time come? Certainly not. The church has an 
inspirational power that no other organization has or can haye. It 
touches the very centers of the life and spirit of humanity. It is 
the mightiest spiritual force in this twentieth century. To develop, 
maintain, and use this force is its great mission in the world. 

Life is what counts. To be imparted it must first be in possession. 
The outward activities, to be true, must be the natural expression of 
this inner life. Then such activities will not be artificial and forced, 
but perfectly natural and true. 

A new era has dawned, and the doors of opportunity and etleaee 
are swinging to our entrance. This is no time for the “white 
feather,” but for the militant spirit. The frontiers are still awaiting 
us, and we must foree our way up the narrow pass and across the 
frowning cliffs to the posts of duty. In these strenuous days when 
political and ecclesiastic machinery is being taxed to its utmost 
tension, and when public sentiment is heated and restless, it becomes 
every Christian to stand for something definite. It is no time to 
be a spectator, watching the strain, the struggle, and the agony of 
others. It is no time for criticism or applause, but for stripping 
and girding for action. Honest critics and good counselors are 
always welcome; but pessimists and quibblers should be relegated 
to some other army. The capacity for shirking and for “conscientious 
scruples” is large in some church people, especially when the fight 
is on and obligations and responsibilities are pressing. Some good 
people may be weak here, but the effect is baneful, however good the 
motive. Here is the place for full trust in God, and the activities 
of highest manhood. Then there should be the conservation of the 
largest possible unity of action upon the part of all. Personal and 
official competition should have no place in the church of Christ. 
Where leaders are pitted against leaders the result is often inimical 
to public respect and Concnce: When the shepherds of the flock 
are in disastrous conflict, what will the timid and innocent sheep do, 
and where shall they look for the “green pastures and the still 
waters”? The awful waste of energy, the degeneracy of Christian: 
practice, and the utter uselessness of divisions, ought to move us most 
vehemently and devoutly to the worthy maintenance of the spirit 
of our Church name, and the realization of the Savior’s prayer “that 
they all may be one.” This spirit of unity ought to be alive in us, 
and we ought to provide for its largest and pew possible expression. 
In this is found the strongest expression and proof of true disciple- 
ship. “By this,” said Jesus, “shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to another.” “Can two walk together 
except they be agreed?’ Forces pulling in opposite directions will 
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never move the load, unless one force overcomes the other. But in 
such a case what a disgraceful loss of power ‘and patience when 
applied to the church! 

There is a unity that none of us may covet, for it is not doing 
anything and is not going anywhere, it is the unity of death. Death 
everywhere reduces to sameness. Life pushes into diversity, and yet 
into the most perfect and complete unity. Only the Master himself 
can create and maintain this unity in the church. When he enters 
and rules the atmosphere grows warm and the chill is out of the 
room. Let us “constrain him to abide with us: for it is toward even- 
ing, and the day is far spent,” and, as of old, he will come in and 
“tarry with us.” He will sit at meat with us. He will take bread, 
bless it, and break it, and give it to us. After this fellowship we 
shall know him and each other better; for our vision will be clearer, 
our eyes will be opened to see him as never before. But not, as then, 
will he vanish from our sight, for he said, “Lo, I am with you al- 
way, even unto the end of the world.” 

How encouraging this promise to the disciples viewed in the light 
of the trust committed, the work to be done, and the hostile forces 
organized against them. He had committed to them the gospel, 
the building of his church, and the evangelization of the nations. 

Brethren, Christ, through the fathers, has committed to us this 
church. What are we going to do with, and for this trust? We 
may well betake ourselves to the work of the knees and the graces 
of the heart in the presence of such a question. We have on our 
hands the most sacred interest ever committed to the care of man. 
We are not politicians, we are not partisans, we are not commercial 
agents, we are not lords and stately bishops, we are the disciples and 
followers of the meek and lowly Nazarene, and we should never be 
more in the grace and temper of our leader than during this Gen- 
eral Conference. 

If the church is dear to him, so ought it be to us. That it is dear 
to him we are sure, for “he loved it and gave himself for it2’? Then 
it is “his body, of which he is the head.” Our relationship, then, is 
of the closest character; it is blood-relationship. Life is shared by 
partaking of blood. Under the law the blood was impure, though 
the best that could be obtained; but here we have “the precious blood — 
of Christ.” We are to eat his flesh and drink his blood. This is 
the transmission and intertransfusion of life. We are “members 
of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones.” Bas 

Christ the head, the church the body, and we members one of an- 
other in this body, make the most wonderful organized force in the 
world. Do we appreciate the dignity and force of the relationship ? 
Christ. the head! What a vital, all-powerful, ever present, all- 
pervasive, directing center the Church has in him. Here we have 
our energies sustained, our plans directed and controlled, by this 
immediate and constant supervision. Let us enthrone Christ in his 
rightful place in this General Conference; in its plans and in its 
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work, in its spirit and in its activities. A headless, Christless church 
is certainly a tragic spectacle! God save us from such spiritual 
Jawlessness and folly. 

Let us make a large use of Christ in all his manifoldness. To 
use him we must be identified with him. -To use bread we must 
eat it, and not simply read about it and think about it. We can 
do this and die of hunger. To use water we must drink it, and not 


simply analyze it, admire its volume and immensity. We can do 


this and famish. We need Christlike qualities in.our lives. 

This is what Paul meant when he said, “That I may know him 
and the power of his resurrection.” He wanted to “attain unto the 
resurrection of the dead.” The resurrection life is an ascending 
life, its tendency is upward. But this road upward is not one easy 
of ascent. It means the cross, the wood, and the nails. It is 
dying to live. 

This risen and ascending life is all-conquering and triumphant. 
Christ is reigning with an ever-increasing power. Look out upon 
the world and see how much there is of him in history, in chronology, 
in geography, in architecture, in painting, in sculpture, in art, in 
literature, in poetry, in logic, and in theology. He is coming more 
and more into legislative halls, senate chambers, seats of justice, and 
onto the thrones of kings. He is leading armies and controlling 
navies. He is beating the swords of generals into plowshares, and 
the spears of soldiers into pruning hooks. 

Christ is the force that is moving all the great moral machinery 
of the world. He is building hospitals, asylums, reform schools, 
homes for the aged and the homeless, free schools for the masses, and 
universities for the few. He is touching municipalities, and swing- 
ing police courts, and the higher courts, even jails and prisons, into 
agencies of justice, reform, and mercy. 

World-agencies are being organized with a wonderful swing. Old 
bottles are bursting under the pressure of the new wine, and the 
old patchwork of adding new cloth to old garments is giving place to 
all being new. “Behold, I make all things new.” 

The old Jerusalem, with its temple, ritualism, and priests, 1s gone. 
Its obscuring veil has long been rent, and the Shekinah glory is now 
shining in all lands. 

Now, how is Christ doing all this? Primarily and mainly through 
his church. It is his organized, visible, working force in the world. 
It is his agent, his instrument, his body. God says of his church, “All 


my springs are in thee.” The pressure at the hydrant is determined 


by the height and the volume of water in the stand-pipe. What is 
the pressure that is on millions of hearts to-day, forcing them out 
from elegant homes into barbarous and cannibal nations? Paul says, 
“The love of Christ constraineth us.” Here is divine compulsion, 
fettering, spiritual slavery. It makes its possessors debtors to the 
world. To pay that debt it will turn its back on dearest friends, 
highest civilization, and face the dangers of all climates and countries. 
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It climbs highest mountains, and crosses all seas. It ridicules all 
impediments, surmounts all hindrances, and presses on to its goal. 

A picture: A busy town has been lulled into quiet by the wooing 
voices of the night, when the startling ery of fire is heard. A child’s 
face appears at an upper window. Hearts are touched. Brave fire- 
men look at each other and shake their heads. Too late, too late! 
Suddenly a slender woman rushes through the crowd, putting strong 
men aside. Upon her pure, white face are written the commingling 
feelings of despair and determination. Her determination is dis- 
cerned in a moment. Men try to keep her back, but on she comes, push- 
ing the firemen aside as she cries, “TI must; I must; it’s my child in 
that window!” So the brave minister and missionary pushes hin- 
drances and perils aside, and cries, “It is my Father’s sheep that 
is in the mountains, among the wolves, and I must save it!” 

In the burning of the Iroquois Theater in Chicago, a woman’s form, 
rigid and lifeless, was found carefully hovering a little child in such 
a way as to prevent its injury by the flames. The woman’s back 
was burned and blistered to a crisp, while the fire had not touched the 
little form, though its life was extinct from suffocation. 

Oh! brethren, in the light of such love and devotion T am ashamed 
of my record of suffering. My heart eries, “Let me go back and hunt 
for my Father’s sheep once more. I will climb again the mountain 
trails, too steep for the mounted rider. T will ford the streams that 
engulf all but my horse’s head. I will sleep beneath the trees at 
night, with ferns for my mattress, and a portmanteau for my pillow. 
I will row, and wade, and pull the boat twenty-four miles up the 
narrow stream, cutting a channel through an impassible mountain 
range, to a community of mixed races. I will go into the old-fash- 
ioned revivals in private homes, tent, school-house, and church, all 
this only that I might prove my devotion and likeness to that Shep- 
herd that left ninety and nine of his sheep in the fold and went 
after that one that was lost. 

I thank God that a better day is here; still there are many sheep 
far astray, and but for some pursuing and persistent shepherd, will 
never return. If that one astray were from your home-flock, what 
would you want done? 

Brethren, let us make much use of Christ in this Conference. 
Let us recognize him in his true relation to us as our Senior Bishop 
and our Chief Shepherd. Let us place him at the head of the table 
at all our meals; make him the chairman of all our committees, and 
especially the committee on devotion. And then constantly and per- 
sistently invite him to minister to us in all our pulpits. 

Like David of old, let us set our affections unto the house of the 
Lord. Let us plan for him the largest possible habitation. When - 
we have done all we can, and done it with our might, how much work 


will fall from our hands still unfinished.

Bishop Mathews offered the following prayer: 


OPENING PRAYER. 


O God, thou art infinite in goodness and love and power and grace 

and mercy. Thowu art eternal and true in all thy relations to the 
universe and to thy creature, man. Thou art the God and Father 
of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. Thou art transcendent in 
glory, for “the heavens declare thy glory, and the firmament showeth 
thy handiwork. Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night 
showeth knowledge.” 
' We bring unto thee our gratitude and praise and thanksgiving. 
O God, we thank thee for all the blessings that have come to us in 
the past through providence. We thank thee for the blessings ot 
civil government, and for all its rich gifts of protection and pro- 
vision. We thank thee for the spiritual gifts that have come to us 
through Jesus Christ, our Savior, and his blessed religion; for the 
church and its glorious triumphs; for its beneficence to men and 
nations and the wider world. We thank thee for all those of our 
Church with whom we have associated in the years since we last met 
together. We thank thee for the privilege of toiling with them in 
the name and for the sake of Jesus Christ, our Savior. 

O God, wilt thou grant thy blessings upon our Zion in all of its 
plans and enterprises and departments. We pray for all Christendom, 
and every effort of, and codperation for the larger things of the 
kingdom of Jesus Christ in the earth. We thank thee for the 
growing spirit of fellowship and brotherhood. We thank thee for 
the drawing of the nations together in a real, great brotherhood. 
We thank thee that thou art putting it into the hearts of the leaders 
of the nations to adjust their controversies by means of arbitration 
rather than the awful destruction of lives and expenditure of money 
with all of the evils of war, that mean the destruction of these 
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precious things. O God, wilt thou more and more give us the 
spirit of him who is the prince of peace [Amens], and may we take 
the swords and beat them into plowshares and the spears into pruning 
hooks, and may the nations everywhere learn war no more, and 
under this divine impulse of fellowship in Jesus Christ and the 
mighty rising tide of brotherhood, may the time come when all the 
nations shall bow in joyful submission to Jesus Christ as King of 
kings and Lord of lords, and fulfill the purpose and prophecy of the 
ancient servants in the establishment of a real spiritual brotherhood 
of the nations. 

‘O God, take away all bitterness through the inflowing of the 
love of Jesus Christ. Lord, help us to reflect the spirit of Christ, 
to have the temper of Christ, to exhibit his principles and his spirit 
before a gainsaying world as a stréng, winning testimony. Lord 
Jesus, we pray that thou wilt bring to us such blessings as thou 
seest we need at this time. . We thank thee for the grand gift of 
universal peace. We thank thee for the great commonwealth within 
whose borders we are gathered together. Lord Jesus, we thank thee 
for this city, with all of its influence, sacred in political life, in civie 
life, and in spiritual achievement. O God, wilt thou help us to 
behave ourselves as ministers and followers of Jesus Christ that will 
put a crown upon the memory of those who have gone before us, 
and who look down from the battlements of heaven upon us at this 
time. During this quadrennium thou hast come to a number of 
our toilers and associates with the irrevocable summons to come up 
higher. We miss their fellowship, their presence in this assemblage 
to-day. We carry the sweetest memory of their personal influence, 
of their sweet Christlike spirit of fellowship. But now they are 
wearing the crown of life and righteousness. O God, help us to 
act as if they were near us, watching the deliberations of this great 
assembly. 

We thank thee for the growing tendeney- towards the supremacy 
of the spiritual over the material. O God, in the midst of the spirit 
of greed and selfishness that is gripping nations and communities and 
secularizing the church, help us by the power and love of Jesus 
Christ to put a tremendous emphasis upon tle spiritual as above the 
material [Amen] so that the kingdom of Jesus Christ shall march 
on rapidly, and put the crown upon the brow of Jesus who gave 
his life for us, who poured out his precious blood upon the cross 
that we might live. Oh, we thank thee that since Jesus Christ has 
died for us, he now lives for us in all the virtue and glory of his 
intercession. O God, may we be conscious of thy presence. May 
we be conscious of the royal comradeship of Jesus Christ. Oh, help 
us to realize that Jesus himself must be recognized as the head of the 
church, and that the body must consult him and receive its life, 
inspiration, heroism, and power from the living head, Jesus Christ, 
60 that every part of the body shall pulsate with dynamic power for 
the advancement of the interests of the church. Pour down upon 
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us a pentecostal blessing. [Amen.] May this be a real spiritual 
Jerusalem where there shall descend upon us with great effusion the 
Holy Spirit that shall infill us, cleanse us, fire us, and bind us to- 
gether by the cohesive power of divine life and divine love, so that 
we shall realize that we are real United Brethren in Christ. Oh, give 
us triumph over all the evils about us. Lord God, put thy blessing 
upon every. movement for reform. fAmen.] O God, wilt thou 
reinforce every human plan and organization that has for its pur- 
pose the complete annihilation of the liquor traffic. [ Amen, amen. | 
O God, even come to Stark County [Amen] and reénforce its prog- 
ress here [Amen] throughout this county, and put a crown upon 
the memorable McKinley who made this county of Stark honorable 
and known throughout the world. _[Amen. ] 

O God, help us to emphasize the spirit of evangelism. May we 
be saturated with this Christ spirit and passion for lost men every- 
where. [Amen.] Help us to plan mightily and wisely for. the 
redemption of America everywhere, and then go out beyond the 
seas to save the whole world for Jesus Christ who died for all men. 
Oh, our God, wilt thou help us at this time to receive comfort from 
thee. Our hearts have been smitten and saddened because one of 
our associates has fallen during the quadrennium. Away out in 
the winter season, at the post of duty, in the midst of storm, with his 
face to the front, thou didst come and quickly call one of our 
associates into that blessed land above. Wilt thou comfort our hearts 
at this time [Amen]; bless his companion; bless his children; com- 
fort all our hearts in this bereavement that rests heavily upon us. 
We thank thee for the consolation of the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
and for the abiding influence of the Holy Spirit upon our hearts to 
give us rest and quiet of soul in the midst of the providence that 
touches us and gives us pain. Oh, we thank thee for the assurance 
of a blessed immortality after the trials and struggles of life are 
over. © God, help us to have heroism, to have faith, to have cheer, 
to have aggressiveness, and progressiveness, to never give up the 
battle until through Jesus Christ we have achieved universal victory 
for the race through the crown. 

And now, our Father, we pray thy blessing upon all the delegates 
that are here from the Southland, and from the Southwest, and from 
the far Northwest, and from the East, and from the Pacific Slope, 
and from the Atlantic Slope, and from Africa, and China, and Japan, 
and the Philippines, and Porto Rico, and all the home missionaries 
and foreign missionaries gathered here. O God, let a special bless- 
ing descend upon them all here in this Conference [Amen], and 
let them gather such inspiration and instruction that they will go 
back to the fields where they gladly toil to tell the story of redeeming 
love with added power. 

Bless our presiding officer. Oh, we thank thee that thou hast 
spared his life to be with us, and to open this Conference. Preserve 
his life for a long time. [Amen.] We need his benediction. We 
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need the inspiration of his hand grasp. We cannot spare him it 
would seem. Preserve his health and make him an increasing: 
benediction to this Conference. 

And now, our Father, let thy blessing rest upon all the com- 
mittees. Help us to be broad and free from any personal prejudice 
[Amen], anything that is narrow, anything that is detrimental, but 
for the good of the whole Church and through the Church for the 
advancement of the kingdom of God. [Amen.] O God, help us 
as we hear the voice of Jesus Christ coming down from the throne 
urging us to hasten to do the full will of God in this day and 
generation that we shall do our share to hasten the coming of the 
fullness of the kingdom of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, in 
the earth. 

And now, as we wait for a moment, let the dews of divine grace 
descend .upon all our hearts [Amen] and give us holy peace and an 
abiding joy, such as shall put the crown upon the radiant brow of 
Jesus Christ who loved us and gave himself for us, and unto God, 
the Father, God the Son, and God the blessed Spirit shall be praise 
and thanksgiving and blessing forever and ever. Amen. 


THE Presipinc Bisnop. We will now join in singing hymn Number

THE Presipinc Bishop. The Seripture lesson for this occasion is 
found in Paul’s first letter to the Corinthians, first chapter, and will 
be read by Bishop Carter. 

Bishop T. C. Carter then read the first chapter of First Corinthians. 

THe Presipinc Bisnorp. We will have a song in a few moments 
by the Arion Quartet, but I have planned for two short prayers if 
it might please the brethren before that, and I should like the audience 
to stand and Dr. W. O. Fries and Rey. F. H. Neff will lead in prayer 
in the order named. 

Dr. W. O. Fries, Associate Editor of the Sunday-School Literature 
and ministerial delegate from Sandusky Conference, offered the 
following prayer: 


O God, our Father, we thank thee for the great merey that we 
have received from thy hands, for the blessings that have come with- 
out number to us through all the years of our life on earth. We 
thank thee that we were born in a land that was illuminated with 
the light of the gospel of Jesus Christ, and in a day of thy Spirit’s 
power, we became willing to be born of the Spirit into thy spiritual] 
kingdom. We thank thee for the riches of grace that have been ours 
in Jesus Christ, for the forgiveness of our sins, and for the joy of 
peace that it has pleased thee, through him, to put into our hearts 
and into our lives—rich foretastes of the joy and blessings which 
await us in the life to come. We thank thee for the years that 
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have brought to us opportunities to render some service to thee. 
How small has been this service in comparison with what thou hast 
done for us! How often we have failed to do the things which the 
opportunities indicated to us we should do, but do new to-day for- 
give us and give us, we pray thee, such a baptism of thy spirit and 
of thy life that we may desire above all things to stand for the 
honoring of thy name in working for the salvation of men. [Amen.] 
We pray, our Father, that throughout this General Conference we 
may see the Christ as the one and oe leader, guiding us and direct- 
ing us to the adoption of those measures that mean the extension of 
thy kingdom in the years to come. May we look beyond ourselves, 
our own fields, our own places of work and toil, and look at the 
world as it lies in sin, and plan to do our part as men and women, 
and as a branch of the church of Jesus Christ for the winning of the 
world to the knowledge of Christ. Hear us and bless us. Give_us 
wisdom from above. [Amen.] Forgive us of our sins and bring 
us ultimately into thy perfect kingdom above. We humbly ask these 
things in Jesus’ name. Amen. 


Rev. F. H. Neff, of Oregon Conference, offered the following 
prayer:

of the Committee on Order of Business and Rules of Order, Report 
Number 1, as follows: 


COMMITTEE ON ORDER OF BUSINESS AND RULES OF ORDER. 
(Report No. 1.) 
We, your Committee on Order of Business and Rules of Order 
recommend the following: 


1. That the Conference shall meet at 8:30 a.m. and 2: 00 p-m. and 
adjourn on motion. 


, 
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9. At the second, third, and fourth days of the session the roll of 
the conferences shall be called, at which time, petitions, memorials, 
appeals, and any business pertaining to the annual conferences may 
be presented. 

3. Im election of members to the various Boards it shall require 
a majority of the votes cast to elect. 

4. The Committee on Nominations shall nominate three times 
the number to be elected, and shall not nominate any person for 
membership on more than one Board. 

5. The Bishops shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 

6. In discussions no person: shall speak more than twice on the 
same question nor more than ten minutes at one time, without per- 
mission of the Conference, nor shall any person speak more than once 
until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken; provided, 
however. that a committee making a report shall in all cases be en- 
titled to ten minutes to close the debate. 

7. Robert’s Rules of Order shall be our standard in parliamentary 
procedure. ; 

8. In the reading of reports, the printed reports shall first be 
placed in the hands of the members of the Conference. 

9. In the election of general officers and for members of the var- 
ious Boards, any ballots containing a smaller or greater number of 
votes than the number to be voted for, shall be thrown out. 

10. Any member desiring to speak or present any matter to the 
Conference, shall rise and respectfully address the president, and 
announce his name and conference, but shall not proceed until he is 
properly recognized by the chair and his name announced by him, 
and on assigning the floor to any member the president shall announce 
the name of the member and the conference he represents. 

11. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the 
Conference without leave, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to 
attend.

Chairman, that the report be received and printed. 
Seconded. 
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Tue Prestpinc Brsuop. You have heard the report read. All 
favoring its adoption will indicate by lifted hand. Any opposed 
to it, ike sign. It prevails. 

THe Presiping Bisnor. So far as I know now, unless there is 
something else of a preliminary character that you wish to present, 
of a miscellaneous character, we are ready to hear the Quadrennial 
Report which comes next in order, which report will be read by 
Bishop Bell, of the Pacific Coast District. 

Bishop Bell then read the Bishops’ Quadrennial address to the 
General Conference of 1909, as follows: 


THE BISHOPS’ QUADRENNIAL ADDRESS. 

Dearty BrLovep in THE Lorp: We have met in the city of President 
McKinley, in sight of his mausoleum. It is a fitting place to think 
great thoughts, to feel great inspirations, and to plan noble deeds. 

We are the guests of our largest local church and Bible school. 
It is worth coming here to feel the touch of these magnetic forces. 
If- possible, learn from Brother Recard the secret of a great local 
church, and from Brother Cogan the secret of a great Bible school, 
and carry these secrets away with you, as more valuable than gold. 


THE AGE. 

The crowning feature of the beginning of our century is the eman- 
cipation of the people, and their deliverance seems but begun. This 
condition was inherited by our age, so far as one age can bequeath 
such assets to another. Knowledge has been more nearly universalized 
than at any other period of human history. There is a stirring actiy- 
ity, the like of which was never before witnessed. Great quickening 
and stimulating influences have been at work, and they have resulted 
in a marvelous awakening and arousing of human thought, feeling, 
aspiration, and ambition. Knowledge is no longer the monopoly of 
the few, but it penetrates, energizes, and moves the masses. 

The means by which this leaven of knowledge has spread among all 
classes is not far to seek. The system of common schools, academies, 
seminaries, colleges, and universities extends the benefits of education 
everywhere. Their number is not only multiplied, but their efficiency 
is manifoldly increased. If there is any one national passion in Amer- 
ica it is the passion for education. The press is the school’s most 
powerful ally. It is now so nearly like the air we breathe we can 
hardly imagine the condition of society before the press became uni- 
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versal. Dailies, weeklies, monthlies, bi-monthlies, and quarterlies 
constantly increase; and to these must be added the millions of books 
issued each year. These leaves of knowledge, for number, can be 
compared only to the leaves of autumn. 

When we have added to these the postal service, the telegraph and 
the telephone, and the ease of travel by land and by sea, it becomes 
apparent how the knowledge of the whole world becomes the posses- 
sion of every person, in a day’s time. 

To knowledge must be added the ideal of political liberty, coming 
to us from the American and French Revolutions, always in danger 
of being perverted to mean license to do as one pleases; and still 
further add the ideals of equality and fraternity, contributed by 
Christianity itself (though all who enjoy them do not know their 
origin), and we have enumerated the chief elements of this age, and 
the cause of the present social unrest. This unrest is not of neces- 
sity an evil, but is a dissatisfaction with present conditions, in the 
light of higher ideals, and an effort to attain something better. In 
primitive society, in the heart of Africa, there are no social problems, 
and there is no social unrest. These people have no higher ideal than 
their present attainments. But Christianity presents exalted ideals 
of life and character, and this makes persons restless and anxious to 
improve. z 
' «The social crisis of this age, in our own land, shows us multitudes 
of starving, naked, vicious poor to be set over against colossal indi- 
viduals with wealth piled up beyond the dream of avarice. Grinding, 
maddening sweatshops in one street, and the glittering equipages, the 
spacious dwellings, and the circumstantial pomp of the rich in an- 
other. Ten millions of exceedingly poor people, living below the line 
of physical efficiency, fifty per cent. of whom are just skirting the 
edge of actual distress, the sociological experts tell us, exist in the 
richest land of the world. Four millions of people in our country 
are dependent on some form of public charity. One-tenth of all who 
die each year in New York City are buried at public expense. Nearly 
two millions of children under fifteen years of age are engaged in 
manual labor unsuited to their tender years. Here are gigantic aggre- 
gations of corporate enterprise controlled by single minds, over 
against menacing combinations of laboring men, the ranks in both 
these lines being swayed by selfishness. Here are the sins of refined 
criminals, who are manipulating securities and ruining the unwary 
in what is known as ‘high finance,’ paralleled on the other side by 
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the dishonesty of many of the masses, who show little respect for the 
rights of property.” 


THE CHURCH AND THE AGE. 


The church is called to reckon with three distinct classes in this 
age. 

1. The first is the industrial toilers. 

(We here abridge a statement approved by the- Federal Council of 
Churches held in Philadelphia, December 2-8, 1908.) 

There is an estrangement between the church and the industrial 
workers. By some, both churchmen and workingmen, this estrange- 
ment is greatly over-stated, by others it is most unwisely minified. 
At times local conditions have been interpreted in universal terms. 
The tendency of the group has been thought characteristic of the 
whole. Partisan utterances have been heard, as though they were the 
voice of the multitude. It would be as unfair because the treasurer 
of a national society of organized labor, who has handled millions of 
money, is a respected officer in a Christian church, to say that the 
chureh is regarded without criticism or eynicism by workingmen, as 
to hold that because some other labor leader is a bitter and brawling 
atheist the whole labor movement is hostile to the Christian faith. 
It is enough to note that in many localities the tendencies of indus- 
trial workers do not draw them to the doors or the altars of the 
churches, 

It should be remembered that the church does not stand for the 
present social order, but only for so much of it as accords with the 
principles laid down by Jesus Christ. Only extremists or the unob- 
servant will deny that the churches are striving, with growing moral 
seriousness, to find and assert the ideals which, if reduced to practice, 
would sweep from the fields the causes of class estrangement. JIn- 
dustrial workers, individually and through their organized forces, are 
recognizing in large part the value of these very ideals, and in pro- 
moting them are coming better to appreciate the true aims of the 
church as it seeks for social betterment. The workingman, caught : 
in the current of the new industry, and the church, arrested in its 
splendid service to individual life by the confused appeal of the com- 
munity, will surely, step by step, come to a common ground, where 
mutual understanding and mutual service, under the leadership of 


the one Master of life, will bring to a practical demonstration the 
brotherhood of man. 
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We believe that it is the duty of all Christian people to concern 
themselves directly with certain practical industrial problems. The 
church must stand for the improvement of the life, character, and 
environment of each individual, and for the establishment of Chris- 
tian ideals in society, by cheerfully codperating with all who have 
like aims, remembering that “he that is not against us is on our part.” 

To us it seems that the churches must stand— 

For equal rights and complete justice for all men in all stations 
of life. 

For the right of all men to the opportunity for self-maintenance, a 
right ever to be wisely and strongly safeguarded against encroach- 
ments of every kind. For the right of workers to some protection 
against the hardships often resulting from the swift crises of indus- 
trial change. 

For the principle of Sicilintion and arbitration in a oatelat dis- 
sensions. 

For the protection of the worker from dangerous machinery, occu- 
pational disease, injuries, and mortality. 

For the abolition of child labor. 

For such regulation of the conditions of toil for women as stall 
safeguard the physical and moral health of the community. 

For the suppression of the ‘sweating system.’ 

For the gradual and reasonable reduction of the hours of labor to 
the lowest practicable point, and for that degree of leisure for all 
which is a condition of the highest human life. 

For a release from employment one day in seven. 

For a living wage as a minimum in every industry, and for the 
highest wage that each industry can afford. 

For the most equitable division of the products of industry that 
can ultimately be devised. 

For suitable provision for the old age of the workers and for those 
incapacitated by injury. 

For the abatement of poverty. 

2. There is a separation between the rich and the church. 

This does not mean that all rich people have abandoned the church. 
But in our age there has arisen a class of men of great financial 
talents and opportunities. When selfishness rules their lives, they 


are as harmful to society as the great warriors of the past ages, who 


lived and fought for their own glory. By these generals of industry 
the virgin riches of our land, and the lives of millions of men and 
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women have been exploited and coined into gold, without reference 
to individual welfare or to present social needs or future human 
conditions. 

One of them finds opportunity to secure predatory wealth in the 
oil of the earth, or the coal of the hills; another in the metals of 
the mountains; and another in the timber of the forests; another in 
a monopoly of land; another in rebating railways; and still others 
in. corners on wheat, corn, beef, or other necessities of life. Not all 
so engaged are predatory, but the church should not be behind the 
State in condemning and seeking to remedy all monopolies as con- 
trary to social welfare. It should seek to correct all unfairness and 
injustice in the making or using of wealth and seek to establish the 
Golden Rule as the rule of social life. [Applause.] 

It is of the nature of things that those whose lives are controlled 
by material goods and the pleasures of the appetites and the senses, 
should turn away from the ethical code and demands of Christianity. 
But it is an omen of the influence and prosperity of the Church 
that many men and women of wealth bring their possessions and lay 
them down at the foot of the cross. The church should always be 
broad enough to receive all who love and obey Jesus Christ. It 
should be wise enough to make use of every kind of talent. If in 
the days of Paul he found place for a divine economy in the use ot 
persons of different gifts and graces—one of whom had the gift of 
knowledge, another the gift of wisdom, another the gift of faith, 
another the gift of prophecy, and still another the gift of miracles: 
and if the Savior chose apostles of widely different talents, should 
not the church to-day find use, not only for those who preach and 
teach, and sing and pray, but also for persons of every variety of 
talent and culture and gift and grace when consecrated to the Mas- 
ter’s service—even a place to offer the person who has the talent to 
make money and the heart to use it for the building up of the king- 
dom ? 

Since there are no classes in Jesus Christ, neither Jew nor Greek, 
neither bond nor free, but all are of one spirit, the church should be 
beautiful in its manifold variety of life, and strong in the strength 
of this endless diversity, all consecrated to God, and organs of his 
spirit. 

3. The church must reckon with the critical and, in many cases, 
skeptical culture of the age. (Not all culture is eritical, or skep- 
tical.) A distinguished Frenchman has said, “It is the historical 
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task of Christianity to asSume with every succeeding age a fresh 
metamorphosis, and to forever spiritualize more and more her un- 
derstanding of Christ and of salvation.” The church. has the option 
to absorb and utilize what is pure and right and good and reputable 
in modern culture, or to reject and stand in antagonism to it. We 
believe that it is doing, and will continue to do the former. But it 
must not 


“Be the first by whom the new is tried, 
Nor the last to lay the old aside.” 


The church should be neither an extreme conservative nor an ex- 
treme radical; the middle way between the two extremes is the way 
of safety; neither an optimist nor a pessimist, but a union of what 
is best in both; the church seeks to “try all things and to hold fast 
that which is good.” 

That rationalistic phase of modern culture, whose characteristic 
feature is the sentence, “I do not believe!” finds little place ameng 
us. Its most significant attempt is to rationalize the Scriptures and 
eliminate-from them all that is miraculous or above the reason of 
man to produce. This system has had very little effect upon our 
people. Its best refutation is the experimental test. As Jesus said, 
“Tf any man willeth te do his will he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be from God, or whether I speak from myself.” This evi- 
dence of experience has always been a favorite one with our people. 
Over the whole world to-day there is a great demand for this test 
in everything. 

Led by the skeptical culture of his day, Prof. Charles J. Romanes 
left Christianity for Agnosticism; but in his later years he came 
back to Christ. He tells us why he wandered in the dark: “wo 
well-nigh fatal oversights: the first was undue confidence in mere 
syllogistic conclusions, even when derived from sound premises, in 
regions of high abstractions. The second was in not being suffi- 
ciently careful in the examination of the foundations of my criti- 
cisms. Reasoning is not the only attribute of man for the ascertain- 
ment of the truth.” The experimental test brought this learned man 
back to the way of life. 

Not only a single doctrine, but a whole system may be subjected 
to the test of experience. In the laboratory Nature is made to re- 
peat her processes under observable conditions. Under proper tests 
an hypothesis which will not work is of little value. The new theol- 
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ogy may be subjected to this test. A few years ago a distinguished 
representative of this school was brought over here from England 
and put into the evangelistic field to show the churches what the 
new system could do. The man was cultured, scholarly, eloquent; 
but only a few converts came from his revival meetings. The sys- 
tem, subjected to experiment: under such favorable conditions, failed 
to work. Doctor Torrey, no more cultured or eloquent, went over 
the same field as a conservative evangelist and thousands were con- 
verted. Doctor Torrey and those of like faith thoroughly believe the 
Bible and their hypothesis works, thereby giving the highest proof 
of its truthfulness. 


CHURCH UNION. 


At the time of the last General Conference we were engaged in 
an effort at union with the Congregationalists and the Methodist 
Protestants. Four meetings of sub-committees, and two meetings of 
large delegated councils of the officially appointed representatives of 
the three churches, were held. The last council met in Chicago, 
March 19-21, 1907, and unanimously approved an act of union, w 
be submitted to the highest bodies of the three denominations. 

The National Council of the Congregationalists met in the fol- 
lowing October. This body did not approve the act of wnion, but 
asked for further negotiations and changes requiring a delay of 
several years before the union could be effective. The Methodist 
Protestant General Conference was held in the spring following. In 
the meantime they had become enchanted with the idea of a National 
Union of all Methodists and kindred bodies in our country. So they 
approved the Chicago act of wnion, but with the understanding that 
we would go along with them into this larger Methodist Union. 

The fellowship of the three churches during these worthy efforts 
for union was as Christian and delightful as this world can secure. 
The representatives of the other churches were courteous, learned, 
and wise, every way worthy of the work undertaken. Our admiration 
and appreciation for them constantly grew, and those days will ever 
be remembered as rare and exalted days in life’s history. 

But it is not boasting to say that our own Church representatives 
and denomination shared likewise the appreciation and good will of 
the other churches, and that as a result our own Church has become 
better known, and has awakened to a fuller self-consciousness and to 
juster self-valuation than it ever knew before. 
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Now, since the other churches failed to unconditionally approve 
the act of wnion, unanimously agreed upon by the united committee 
of the three churches, regretful as it may be, we can only regard this 
effort for church union as ended. We recommend, however, that a 
standing committee on church union be created and made permanent. 


CHURCH FEDERATION, 


The Inter-Chureh Conférence, held in New York, November 12-21, 
1905, brought together the chosen representatives of thirty Christian 
bodies, having an aggregate membership of more than seventeen mil- 
lion communicants. After mature deliberation these delegates adopted 
a Plan of Federation and recommended it for the acceptance of the 
constituent bodies through their highest judicatories, conferences, 
and councils. By the unanimous action of these great national 
assemblies the plan was ratified and has become the working consti- 
tution of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 
As stated in the Constitution, the purpose of the Federal Council is 
“to manifest the essential oneness of the Christian churches of 
America in Jesus Christ as their Divine Lord and Savior, and to 
promote the spirit of fellowship, service, and codperation among 
them.” 

In pursuance of this Plan, the-first Federal Council was held in 
Philadelphia, December 2-8, 1908. 

In both the Inter-Church Conference and the First Federal Gomme 
eil, by the authority of the last General Conference, our Church was 
represented, and was given a place on the platform and in the offices 
of these bodies. 

This Federation represents over fifty millions of the American 
people, and has already made itself felt in national affairs by quicken- 
ing the conscience of Christians in New York State until it has ban- 
ished horse-racing and betting from the State, and in awakening the 
people in South Dakota till that State has gone out of the business 


of easy divorces. [Applause.] It has aroused international interest 


in the people of the Congo basin, until the butchery tolerated by 
King Leopold is now abated, if not removed. 

By this Federation the Protestant churches of America reveal their 
essential unity, and will remove the most objectionable elements of 
their competitive past, and will coéperate with each other to secure 
the evangelization of each community, town, city, county, State, and 
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the Nation. We regard this as the most important Christian measure 
ever taken in America. 

We urge this body to take such action as will make our relation 
to this Federal Council permanent. 

The following is an outline, only, of our present condition as a 
Church. For statistics you are referred to the reports of the different 
departments. 

OUR MEMBERS. 


Our members are devoted to our common Lord and to the doctrines 
and polity of our Church. They never were more hopeful nor more 
willing to engage in Christian service, when they learn clearly what 
they ought to do; indeed, they are anxious to engage in practical 
deeds of Christian work. The adult classes in the Sunday school 
and the Laymen’s Movement are quite as much due to the laity as to 
the ministry, and these are but a hint of the resourcefulness of our 
people. 

The widespread revivals and ingatherings of the past few months 
warrant us in saying that our numbers are now about three hundred 
thousand. Such an army, consecrated and loyal to its leader, is in- 
vineible. 

OUR MINISTRY. 


Our ministry, without disparagement of the past, is the best that 
the Church has ever had. For the first third of our history, our min- 
isters were chiefly evangelists, serving at their own expense, holding 
evangelistic services in school-houses, private houses, barns, and 
groves. Many were the converts, but the ministers did not stop to 
organize their converts nor to build houses of worship; therefore this 
part of our Church history is without large fruitage. 

The second third of our history was noted for a generation of 
great preachers, who, inspired by love for Jesus Christ and the souls 
of men, and an intense dislike for slavery, preached wonderful ser- 
mons to great audiences. The sermons were great because eminently 
scriptural, often repeated, and aimed directly at the hearts of the 
people; but there were few pastors or financiers. 

During the last third of our history, our ministers are preachers, 
pastors, organizers, and financiers. Because of their varied activities 
we are now organizing great local churches, building corresponding 
houses of worship, parsonages, permanent schools, orphanages, a great 
publishing plant, and securing large sums of money for enlarging 
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the work at home and sending the gospel abroad. Our work is thus 
being made permanent and influential in our land. 

Our standard of faith has not been deserted nor compromised, but 
in this age of novelties our preachers preach against sin, in low or 
high places; they exalt Jesus Christ as the Savior and Lord of men, 
they insist on all living a clean and good life, and they confidently 
expect to continue their eternal life into the world to come. Their 
experience teaches them that they have a workable hypothesis in re- 
ligion which they are not willing to exchange for one of negations 
and doubts. 


EDUCATION. 


Our people share in the educational spirit of the land. Our schools 
have all made commendable progress, but some have excelled. Each 
school is the favorite project of our Church in the region where it 
exists. The growth of the interest of our people in education is 
attested by the increased attendance in all our schools and the en- 
larged contributions to the support of the same. 

“The Church has always stood for scholarship. From the days 
when the apostles had Mark for a minister of the Word, it has held 
to the necessity of training its youth. There are few institutions of 
learning in America which do not owe their foundation to the need 
of an educated ministry. Within later years, it is true, provision for 
the education of the young men and women has been made by large 
appropriations, by both Federal and State governments, but even in 
such institutions the great body of instructors are at least nominally 
connected with some church. Universities no longer care primarily 
for the training of ministers and seldom maintain theological depart- 
ments, but they are none the less due in a large measure to the initial 
impulse which was given collegiate education by the demands of re- 
ligious bodies. The church of to-day is living in the midst of the 
most extraordinary transition that the world has ever seen.” The 
chureh cannot maintain itself in this age and stand aloof from the 
movements in education. Jt can meet cultured skepticism only by 
the culture and experience of believers. While the church places a 
high estimate upon knowledge and culture, it still more highly prizes 
character. It therefore demands as high a type of character in its 
teachers as in its ministers. Thus by both training and example it 
earries forward its educational work. 
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The choice sons and daughters of our churches are. in our college 
halls, or have already gone forth from them. We owe it to them 
and to the great nation of which we are a part, to bring our schools 
up to the highest degree of efficiency possible. We do not need more 
schools, but the thorough manning and equipping of those we have 
is the imperative demand of the hour. 


OUR THEOLOGICAL SCHOOL, 


Some years ago the Board of Directors of the Union Biblical 
Seminary announced that if any one would give $50,000 to the en- 
dowment pf the school, he should have the privilege of renaming it. 
Mr: John M. Bonebrake and his wife, Mary E. Bonebrake, have now 
given to the endowment of the school land valued at $86,000, and, 
therefore, the name has been changed to that of Bonebrake Theolog- 
ical Seminary, as a memorial of five Bonebrake brothers who were 
early United Brethren preachers. 

A dean has been elected the head of our Seminary, of great learn- 
ing, enthusiasm, and activity, whose visits to the conferences, insti- 
tutes, and conventions have done much to establish the Seminary in 
the confidence of our people, and to draw our young preachers there 
for instruction and training. 

A new department of Pedagogy and Child. Psychology has re- 
cently been established, and an additional professor elected to occupy 
the same. This has added much to the value of the training now 
given. A Deaconess Course has also been added, from which three 
have already graduated, and which bids fair to receive the patronage 
of many more who will enter this field of activity among us. 

The courses have been strengthened to meet the demands of the 
age, and the library is now kept open all day, and is made a valuable 
means of the student’s education. 

The spiritual ‘and practical sides of Seminary life are now of a 
most commendable character. As a result of these improvements 
the Seminary has grown in the estimation of our Church, and had* 
its largest attendance the past year. To be best able to serve the 
Church the Seminary needs a new building, which, no doubt, it will 
get in the coming quadrennium. All who enter our ministry, to be 
of the highest service to the Church, should avail themselves of the 
advantages here offered. 
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SUNDAY SCHOOLS, 


With us for many years this work has held the front line of 
advance and in ‘no time have we made greater progress than in the 
last four years. As the age of youth is most susceptible to religious 
influences the Sunday school seeks to control this period in life by 
religious instruction and training. The Bible not only commends 
youth as the best period in which to begin the service of God, but 
the history of the Church has constantly taught the same lesson ; 
however, it was reserved for modern psychology to teach that this is 
the divine order of human development. Hence Decision Days and 
specific teaching having for their object the conversion of the youth, 
and their public committal to the service of God, are to be highly 
commended. : 

But the Sunday school is. also for men and women. The Adult 
Class Movement has introduced a new era and holds unknown possi- 
bilities for the future. Here a new class of teachers come to the 
front and multitudes of men and women are being trained for the 
service of the local church. 

During the recent past the Sunday school has become a peculiar 
evangelizing agency by sending out and supporting evangelists. This 
phase of its work has just begun, but has promise of great value. 
Along with these new movements, teacher-training, the home depart- 
ment, and the cradle roll maintain their interest and success. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Christian Endeavor is the title now agreed upon as the name for 
all our Young People’s societies. The interest in this work is still 
growing among us. Since the last biennial convention so requests, 
we recommend that this movement be placed under the management 
of a board of directors and salaried secretary, both directors and 
secretary to be elected by the General Conference. The vast possi- 
bilities of the Endeavor movement, we believe, will be best realized 
by this change. 


OLD PEOPLE’S HOME AND MINISTERIAL RELIEF. 


There is located at Mechanicsburg, Pa., a successful Old People’s 
Home, given to the Church by Rev. Z. A. Colestock, D.D., and wife, 
These servants of God, after long years of faithful devotion to the 
Church, leave their property to do good after they have ceased from 
their labors. 
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In this connection suffer us to urge that you make more adequate 
provision for the disabled and worn-out minsters, their wives, and 
orphans. In this matter we are behind the other churches, and many 
fraternities. This ought not to be. Now that our attention is 
awakened we cannot rest till we have acted justly, and humanely 
to these wards of our Church. 


THE QUINCY ORPHANAGE AND HOME, 


About seven years ago Rey. H. J. Kitzmiller and wife gave their 
valuable farm, containing one hundred and sixty-three acres of ex- 
cellent land, located at Quincey, Franklin County, Pennsylvania, us 
the foundation for an Orphans’ Home. The Pennsylvania Annual 
Conference approved the gift on the 6th day of March, 1902, and 
elected a board of trustees to take charge of the same. A charter 
was granted by the State and put on record August 15, 1902: Since 
then a splendid administration building has been erected and a 
home for the children has been remodeled and greatly improved. A 
twenty horse-power turbine water-wheel to furnish mechanical power 
for the institution has been installed; a large barn has recently been 
completed; a drove of fine stock, and the necessary farming imple- 
ments have been put on the farm. Other improvements are being 
made as rapidly as means are secured. The conferences of the 
Eastern District codperate with this new movement in the Church. 
The Orphanage combines many features of helpfulness. It gives 
instruction in the common school branches of knowledge, industrial 
training, and religious instruction to all. It aims to prepare for 
service in the Chureh and good citizenship in the State. There is 
no more necessary, worthy, Christlike work that it is doing. It 
should receive the warmest sympathy and all needed financial sup- 
port of the Church. There are fifty-three orphans now in the Home. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


There is a sense in which there is neither “home” nor “foreign” 
missions, but only one race of men and women for whom Christ 
died, and all about equally needy and equally worthy of salvation. 
But it gives us a better grasp on the situation to divide this great 
world into smaller parts and label them. The Church work among 
the needy in America we call home missionary work. 

The streams of migration westward across this great continent have 
been greater and more rapid than the Church could follow. Her

sons and daughters have gone away into the wilderness and beyond 
the wilderness and the mountains to make themselves homes. The 
Church has been busy with the older settlements. Time passes 
swiftly, generations multiply; and now we are aroused by voices that 
assure us the wilderness, the mountains and the plains beyond are 
full of people without the gospel; and the obligation is upon us to 
evangelize these multitudes. 

At the same time a million a year of foreign emigrants are pour- 
ing into our country. We hardly dare complain, as we are all emi- 
grants, unless we are Indians. These foreigners are of the same flesh 
and blood as ourselves, only more needy. Some of them come from 
lands blighted by centuries of religious tyranny and oppression, and 
are thus alienated from the church. Not only their needs, but our 
own safety, demand that we evangelize these emigrants as quickly as 
possible. 

Then, when we turn away our gaze from the frontiers of our land 
and incoming emigrants, and look into our great cities, we see mil- 
lions in the dark alleys and slums, “without God and without hope,” 
as needy and unchristian as if they lived in the heart of Africa. 

’ Our patriotism should add another motive to our love for the souls 
of men, and call forth every energy to evangelize our home land— 
our country, with which is tied up the hopes of this world. This de- 
partment recently issued a valuable book, entitled, “Our Heroes.” 
Great advance was made this quadrennium, especially in the cities. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


From the time Jesus gave his command to go into all the world, 
the church has been striving to make disciples of all nations. Provi- 
dence has now opened wide the gates of all lands; the nations are 
begging us to come over and help them. 

We have already entered one of the darkest parts of Africa, where 
we meet both heathen degradation and Mohammedan bigotry. We 
have entered both Porto Rico and the Philippines, where Rome for 
three hundred years was most fanatical, corrupt, and powerful; but 
we have helped to bring about a new day and a new opportunity for 
these people. We have entered China, the greatest of the non-Chris- 
tian nations, the one whose latent power is most enormous, but upon 
whom a new era is rapidly dawning. We have planted our banner in 
Japan, the most influential nation in the Far East, the one that 
seems to-day to hold the key of the Orient. 
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Over a year and a half ago, deputations were sent to visit all our 
foreign missions. Rev. S. S. Hough, D.D., accompanied by Messrs. 
Alfred Baltzly, C. N. Benson, and W. L. Hough, went to Porto Rico; 
Rev. W. R. Funk, D.D., accompanied by Mr. J ohn W. Ruth, went to 
West Africa; Bishop J. S. Mills, D.D., went to Japan, China, and 
the Philippine Islands. After a thorough inspection of the fields and 
encouragement offered to the missionaries therein, the delegations all 
returned home in safety. They have since issued the results of their 
-studies in the book entitled, “Our Foreign Missionary Enterprise.” 

During the quadrennium the workmen in the foreign field have 
been increased and the work enlarged; the Albert Academy, the joint 
property of the two foreign Boards, has been built and paid for, at 
Freetown, and is now the greatest moral and spiritual lighthouse in 
West Africa. And all this has been accomplished without making 
any debt on the Board of Home Missions. [| Applause. ] 

The Woman’s Board, as well as the other foreign Board, has 
wrought faithfully and successfully for our common Master. Both 
Boards have sown the good seed; the greater harvest will be reaped in 
the future, not far hence. Our people are awakening to our obliga- 
tions, and the work of the past will be duplicated many times in the 
near future, as our eyes are opened to see, and the vision of Christ 
becomes our vision. 


THE LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT. 


This movement should not be confused with the adult classes in 
the Sunday school. November 13, 14, 1906, there was held in the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, of New York City, an interde- 
nominational meeting in commemoration of the centennial of the 
famous “haystack” prayer-meeting. On the afternoon of the fifteenth 
a prayer-meeting was held, the result of which was the organization 
of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. Its purpose is first to carry 
on a campaign of education among laymen, to be conducted under 
the various foreign missionary boards. Second, to devise a compre- 
hensive plan, in conjunction with board secretaries, looking to the 
evangelization of the world in this generation. Third, to form” 
through the various boards a commission of. laymen to visit the vari- 
ous mission fields and report on them. ‘ 

This Laymen’s Movement has now held several conventions and 
recently held a National Missionary Congress, in Toronto, Canada. 
As an expression of what is in the hearts of modern laymen, it is 
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one of the most significant movements of modern times. Through 
this movement several of the churches have already pledged them- 
selves to raise the men and the money to do their share of evangel- 
izing the whole world in this generation. Faith has not died out of 
the church, and men like to have an heroic task to perform. Some of 
these churches pledge to raise an average of five and ten dollars per 
member a year for this world-wide purpose. Never since the apostolic 
age have men shown greater faith and courage. The movement should 
sweep through all our churches, and a new Pentecost will follow, or 
rather this movement itself will be the Pentecost. 

Already, in different localities, our laymen have held meetings of 
great interest; but these are only intimations and prophesies that 
our people are as anxious as those of other churches to obey the Mas- 
ter’s command, and to do our share in the speedy evangelization of the 
whole world. 


CHURCH ERECTION. 


Many a hopeful beginning of a local church brought no fruit to 
perfection because of inability to build a house of worship, a reli- 
gious home. The Church Erection Society now remedies this condi- 
tion by the aid it gives to the weak. Its real value becomes more 
apparent each year as it goes forward in its beneficent work. It has 
achieved its greatest success the past quadrennium. Great as the 
work done, the unanswered calls for aid are numerous, and its field 
of usefulness is the whole world. 


PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 


There is a constant increase in the publication of books, papers, 
and magazines. The kind that panders to the vicious tastes and appe- 
tites of the people competes for the field with the class that ennobles 
and blesses the readers. ‘The masses of the people are educated by the 
press. 

This department of church activity has just closed its most pros- 
perous quadrennium. From its humble beginnings in Circleville, the 
House has grown to one of the largest financial interest of our Church. 
In the publishing of periodical literature, our wants are well supplied. 
The Sunday school, the young people, and the Church in general are 
well supplied. The supply is not only abundant, but the quality of 
our periodicals is of a high grade of merit. 
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The book literature of our Church has always been deficient. This 
is due to the practical character of our people, who preferred doing 
to reading. But as we are now thoroughly equipped for the pro- 
duction of books, and the sales were larger the past quadrennium 
than usual, and as a generation is now present of more culture and 
leisure, we may be reasonably sure that a literature worthy of the 
Church will soon be provided. As each department of work can serve 
the Church best by specializing and doing only its own work, and as 
we now have the facilities, we urge that each general society do its 
publishing through the Publishing House. 

Our present publishing plant is a great enterprise, worthy of the 
faith and wisdom of the General Agent and his Board. Let all have 
patience and give the much-needed time to bring the project to com- 
pletion. 


REFORMS. 


The interest awakened over the nation in civic righteousness is a 
very hopeful indication of the quickening of public conscience and of 
the Christianizing of public opinion. 

The active sympathies of our Church are with every effort to pre- 
vent Sabbath desecration, reckless divorces, polygamous Mormonism, 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors, and all other social evils. 


TEMPERANCE 


Our Church’s attitude and record on the temperance question are 
highly commendable. As far back as 1837 our Church took official 
action against the liquor traffic. In 1841 it enacted a law prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating beverages by its members. 
And since that time it has maintained a consistent and uncompro- 
mising position against that gigantic evil. As a Church we broadly 
endorse all movements and organizations seeking the abolition of the 
saloon and the overthrow of the liquor traffic. We hail with trium- 
phant joy the unprecedented temperance tidal wave that is sweeping 
over the States and Territories of the Union. [Applause.] We 
believe that God has heard the cries and prayers of the suffering 
multitudes and witnessed the untold ruin and sorrow entailed by this 
iniquitous business, and that he is clearly in the mighty, resistless 
movement now marching on in the path of village, township, county, 
local option, to State-wide prohibition and on to the final goal of the 
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complete prohibition of this monster evil from our fair land. [Ap- 
plause. | 

The handwriting of God is on the wall. The enemy is retreating 
and this greatest of all individual, domestie, social, and national foes 
is passing to its deserved doom—its utter annihilation. We believe 
that no movement in modern times waged against this organized 
traffic promises such fruitful and abiding results as the National 
Anti-Saloon League of America. [ Applause. ] Combining as it 
does all the best elements of society, irrespective of party, credal, and 
racial distinctions, we look upon it as the God-inspired and heaven- 
blessed movement for the emancipation of the individual and the 
deliverance of our nation from this most deadly foe. [Applause. ] 
And we earnestly bespeak the support and coéperation of our churches 
with this movement in its effort to destroy the arch enemy of Chris- 
tian civilization and progress, and to usher in the glad day when we 
shall see a stainless flag floating over a saloonless country. [Great 
applause. | : 

FAMILY LIFE. 

In the beginning, before state or church existed, God planted the 
family on this earth. While the family in its idea is a divine insti- 
tution, like all other good things, it costs the anxious toil of human 
heads and hearts and hands to embody this idea in flesh and blood, 
and to bring it to perfection. It is not a ready-made article; it 
grows. It will not spontaneously grow into a beautiful, ideal condi- 
tion without human effort; only thorns and briars, thistles and weeds 
attain perfection unaided. The family reaches its perfection by 
thoughtful, prayerful, loving, sympathetic, united effort on the part 
of its members. 

The two greatest evils facing the Christian family in America are, 
first, that selfish love of pleasure and ease which, in many pros- 
perous families, seeks to avoid the presence of children in their homes, 
leaving the population of the land to be determined by the foreign, the 
defective, and the delinquent classes. Such a shirking of a divine 
responsibility brings a curse upon both family and state. The second 
is the ease and frequency with which divorces are obtained over parts 
of our country. To remedy this evil the church should emphasize the 
divine nature and permanence of the marriage state, and the nation 
should make uniform divorce laws for the whole land. [ Applause. ] 

The Christian family is the first ideal of character and conduct and 
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religion; the example of the parents in the service and. worship of 
God influences the lives of the children for time and eternity. 


SCARCITY OF MINISTERS. 


All the churches, including ours, lament the lack of suitable eandi- 
dates for the ministry. This lack is due to the commercial spirit of 
our age, which makes the accumulating of property the test of suc- 
cess in life; to the numerous other attractive vocations opened to 


young men, and to the skepticism and doubts created by the destruc- 


tive “higher criticism” weakening the life of faith. 

To remedy this condition we urge: 

First, that the Lord of the harvest be entreated to send forth more 
_laborers into the harvest; second, that Christian parents be urged to 
consecrate more of their children to this holy service; third, that our 
schools give more earnest effort to turning young men to the min- 
istry; fourth, that the superintendents of annual conferences give 
more: time and service to securing better salaries for the pastors, 
and that a minimum salary be fixed in each annual conference; fifth, 
that we exalt service and sacrifice as the true ideal of life, as it is 
greatly feared that the ministry is presented as too easy a job to 
attract the kind of men needed. 


EVANGELISM. 


The widespread and extensive revivals in our Church during the 
recent past is a witness that we have not lost the divine gift of 
awakening and leading the people to Christ—a gift with which we 
were endowed at the beginning of our history. It has taken us some 
time to learn that there is no one method by which to reach the people. 
Like Paul, we now “become all things to all men that we may save 
some.” All methods that will save men are free for our use. 

In one community, only the clear and powerful preaching of the 
gospel will reach the people; in another place, the gathering of the 
youth into classes for instruction will lead them to profess faith in 
Christ; while in still a third case, the personal work of the members 
among their neighbors and friends proves most effective. Let all 
these methods be cultivated and used, remembering that whoever 
widens the straight gate, and broadens the narrow way only deceives 
the people. Also, that Paul plants, and Apollos waters, but God gives 
the increase; and if the planting and the watering are properly done, 
God will give the increase. 
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“Now, the God of peace, who brought from the dead the great Shep- 
herd of the sheep with the blood of an eternal covenant, even our 
Lord Jesus, make you perfect in every good thing to do his will, 
working in us that which is well-pleasing in his sight, through Jesus 
Christ; to whom be the glory forever and ever. Amen.”

OPENING ADDRESS. 


The magnetic word of this new century is “fellowship.” Broadly 
speaking, it spells “brotherhood,” and in the spirit of that fellowship 
and brotherhood we are gathered here to-night from various sections 
of this great country and various portions of the world. There are 
delegates here from Oklahoma, Washington, Minnesota, Michigan, 
and from the Eastern Coast. Also from the Southwest and from the 
Central States—all over this great Union. These delegates having 
been sent here to engage in deliberations in the interests of our 
Church, for the advancement of the kingdom of Jesus Christ.. There 
are delegates and representatives from Africa and Porto Rico, from 
Japan and the Philippines, and China, the world-wide representation 
of this spirit of fellowship in Jesus Christ. 

Four years have passed of toil and struggle and battle and achieve- 
ment. After four years of such experience, according to the arrange- 
ment of our denomination, these officials, representing the various 
sections of the country and the various conferences, came up to this 
New Jerusalem for the transaction of business, looking to the more 
rapid advancement of the kingdom of Jesus Christ. May I say 
now, under the inspiration and impression of this anthem, that the 
great purpose is to put the crown upon the brow, the radiant brow, 
of Jesus Christ, who is Lord of lords and King of kings, and we 
shall do ourselves honor, not only to-night, but throughout this Con- 
ference, if the supreme and overshadowing purpose shall be to put the 
crown upon the brow of Jesus Christ, our matchless Savior, Lord and 
King of life and of the nations. 

We are here to-night because we wanted to come, not only because 
we were official representatives, but because we wanted to come to

this place and into this State, because we wanted to be welcome. 
It is a very delightful sensation to receive the royal, cordial weleome 
from all sections of the country in a magnificent church like this, 
and in such a splendid city as Canton, and we are drawn here by some 
strange, real, magnetic influences. It is a very delightful thing to 
come into this great commonwealth. Oh, why should not the chair- 
man be proud of his own native State? But why should not all of 
us be proud of Ohio, because of our splendid history, because of our 
magnificent leaders, because of the great movements that are now 
going forward in this State, and that were born in this State. 
Within sixty miles from here, in Cleveland, Ohio, the great national 
organization of the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, under 
the magnetic leadership of Frances E. Willard, was born in the State 
of Ohio. And then, not far from here, in Oberlin, Ohio, the magnifi- 
cent reform movement that we call the Anti-Saloon League was 

born one Sunday night under the inspiration of Howard Russell, 
that magnificent leader in temperance reform. 

I will not take your time to recount the glory of this great com- 
monwealth, but we are not only drawn into this commonwealth, but 
into the city of Canton. Oh, to come into this great city, immor- 
talized by the life and the labors and the achievements and the glory 
and the memory of the sainted, the immortal McKinley! It is 
worth coming across the continent to receive the inspiration and 
enjoy the fellowship of the people of Canton, that have been so 
honored by having such a magnificent President and leader as 
William McKinley. And then, Canton has been honored in having 
a great jurist, who is now a member of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. I mean Judge Day, that ma enificent jurist. And 
shall I mention also another influence that drew us here? Oh, to 
come into a church that is superintended and under the administra- 
tion of a magnificent pastor such as Charles W. Recard is, who is 
now pastor of eleven hundred members, is worth coming quite a 
distance. [Applause.] And then, in these burning times and 
movements of the laymen, when a splendid layman by the name of 
Jay M. Cogan is superintendent of a Bible school of nineteen 
hundred! [Applause—renewed applause.] Shall I interpret this 
applause that you think I am indulging in a kind of hyperbolic 
expression, because I am come from the “Windy City”? [Applause.] 
Sand breezes from the prairie and the stiff winds of Lake Michigan 
tell me that I am telling the God’s truth to-night. [ Applause. ] 

I have the pleasure of introducing to you one who is pastor of our 
church at Barberton, Ohio, a quiet worker, a great organizer, one who * 
gets the people to work—has that kind of leadership that he puts 
them to work and gets the credit for their achievements [laughter], 
who is a graduate of Otterbein University and our Theological Sem- 
inary. He will speak for the East Ohio Conference. IT have the 
pleasure of introducing to you Rey. U. M. Roby, of the Barberton 
church. [Applause.] 
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Rey. U. M. Roby, of East Ohio Conference, delivered the following 
address : 


Mr. CuarrMAn, MEMBERS OF THIS TWENTY-FIFTH GENERAL CONFER- 
ENCE AND Frrienps: In behalf of East Ohio Conference, I extend to you 
to-night a sincere and cordial welcome. His is a three-fold pleasure, 
who, representing a large constituency, speaks to the chosen repre- 
sentatives of a larger constituency, associated in some worthy en- 
terprise. That pleasure is mine to-night as I bring from a great 
conference words of welcome to you, the representatives of a great 
church, the church of Otterbein, of Glossbrenner and Weaver, the 
church which still is “The United Brethren in Christ,” a church 
which, as we believe, in the providence of God is to have no insignifi- 
cant part in the greatest undertaking in the world’s’ history—“the 
preaching of the whole gospel to the whole world.” 

As a conference, we are not insensible to the high honor conferred 
on us when you decided to hold your session in the city of Canton, 
but while we appreciate the honor we think that not unworthily is it 
bestowed. Elders of the Jews, as you remember, came to the Master 
on one occasion and requested that he come and heal the servant of 
a certain centurion, and the argument they used was: “He is worthy 
that thou shouldst do this for him,” and so while we congratulate 
ourselves because of your presence in our midst, and appreciate to 
the full the honor done us, you will pardon us as a conference if we 
have legitimate pride in the thought that the city of Canton, Kast 
Ohio Conference, and the great State of Ohio, form a fitting setting 
for even this great gathering. The commonwealth in which you now 
are can boast of none of the scenic, physical, or intellectual wonders 
of the new world. We have no Niagara, with its mighty plunge and 
everlasting thunder; no Pike’s Peak, with its snow-capped summit, 
kissed by the mid-summer sun; no Grand Cafion, with its Titan abyss, 
its eternal solitude, its fascinating, yet appalling sense of grandeur 
and terror. We have no Kansas cyclone, no California earthquake, 
no higher critic with his overturning and chaos-bringing announce- 
ment, not even a Chicago professor with his “fools rush in where 
angels fear to tread” audacity, and his refreshing and sublime omnis- 
cience [applause], but where is the man in any of the faraway 
corners of the earth so isolated and so benighted as not to know 
something of the past and the present, and the glories of the old 
Buckeye State? 

Many of you had the wise forethought to be born in Ohio 
[laughter], and your greatness is assured. Some of you showed a 
rare spirit of discernment by making this your adopted State, and 
a certain high eminence is yours; but to those of you whom unkind 
fate denied this forethought and discernment, to you there must 
ever be keen disappointment and unavailing regret that yours can 
never be the hope of highest distinction or preferment. [Laughter. ] 

You are well aware that the State into which you have come 
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is In many respects one of the most favored sections in all this broad 
land, rich in natural resource, in mineral, in wood, in river, in har- 
vest, in orchard and garden. I could draw you an enchanting picture 
to-night, did I dare, but it would be a picture which would haunt 
you on the wind-swept plains of Kansas amidst the burning sands . 
of the greater West, amidst the smoke-shrouded hills of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the interminable swamps of the Southland, as a glimpse 
of Abraham’s hosom haunted the thirsty soul in Hades. [Laughter.] 
The picture of a lane leading through fields of golden grain, through 
grassy meadows with their rippling brooks and flocks and herds, up 
through the great orchard with its golden sweets and red-cheeked 
astricans to the cool, roomy, restful old farmhouse; the spring of 
clear, bubbling, sparkling water; by its side lilacs, hollyhocks, and 
roses, making: fragrant all the air; the huge bell even now inviting 
the strong-limbed, clear-eyed, clean-blooded sons of the soil to a 
-dinner that for solid comfort and pure, unadulterated satisfaction 
has the feast of an Epicurus and the banquet of a Cleopatra hope- 
lessly distanced at the first mile-post. [ Applause. ] 

Canton is all right, as you are about to hear, but the judge will 
agree with me that if you wish to see the real thing, the real Ohio, 
get on one of our traction cars, or in one of our autos, and go out to 
any one of the farms of old Stark County, and when you have done 
so you will readily understand why it is Ohio is the greatest State 
in the Union. [Laughter.] 

You have heard of our institutions and our great men. Who has 
not? We have been furnishing Presidents, and Governors, and Judges 
and Bishops all these years, and if any State represented here to-night 
is in need of governor, judge, preacher, or teacher, allow me to say 
we are still doing business at the same old stand. [ Laughter. ] 
The supply is not exhausted. We can furnish you any man needed 
from the efficient pastor or fair-minded judge down to the President 
of the United States, and not go out of Stark County to find the man. 

Denominationally speaking, you are very near the heart of things 
when you come to the city of Canton. You are not far from Otter- 
bein University, Indiana Central, Bonebrake Theological Seminary, 
and the great United Brethren Publishing Plant, a fitting monument 
to the United Brethren push and enterprise, the pride of every loyal 
United Brethren heart. To the west lies the greater Sandusky, to 
the south old Miami, to the east rich, luxurious Allegheny, and im- 
mediately about you East Ohio. 

Kast Ohio is no insignificant part of this great State. As a con- 
ference our cheeks are fanned by the invigorating breezes of Lake 
Erie, while our feet are bathed in the gentle waters of the Ohio. We 
hold in our grasp such cities and centers of trade as Cleveland, 
‘Lorain, Conneaut, Akron, Barberton, Mansfield, Massillon, Alliance, 
and Canton. We are twelvé thousand strong. We have four thou. 
sand in our young people’s societies, and thirteen thousand in our 
Bible schools. 
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We have our hall of fame, we have given the. Chureh.such men 

as Booth and Weaver, of sainted memory, and Sanders and Whitney, 
and have others in training. Indeed, we are just waiting for the 
passing years to curb youthful imagination and bring soberness to 
give the Church the greatest bishop she has ever had in the person 
of the sunniest, cheeriest, youngest old man in Ohio, or any other 
State, the Bishop of East Ohio Conference, Father. Baldwin. This 
in passing. Should you need more Bishops, you need not go out- 
side of the conference, which is now your host, to make a selection. 
All we ask is that you do not despoil our garden by plucking our 
Lilley, break up our menagerie by stealing our Fox or our Dear, ruin 
our kingdom by enticing from us our King, or bring us irreparable 
loss by spoiling our Reeard. [Great applause. ] 
’ But I am here to welcome you. The fair young penitent came to 
confession with faltering voice and scarlet cheek to confess that her 
sweetheart had kissed her. “Alas, my daughter,” said the priest, 
“how often did this dreadful thing oceur?” With voice more low 
and cheek more scarlet still, the penitent said, “Father, I am not here 
to boast, I am here to confess.” [Laughter and applause.] I am 
here to welcome you, not to boast of the many excellencies of East 
Ohio Conference. 

Mr. Chairman, there are at least two great reasons a we rejoice 
that you are our guests, and feel ourselves honored in welcoming 
you to our conference and to our hearts. They are found in your 
Christian character and in the cause you have assembled to promote. 
With pleasure we welcome you because of your Christian worth, your 
labors, your loyalty to God and the Church. We expect East Ohio 
to be better for your coming, because she will get a new view of per- 
sonal righteousness, of consecration, of church loyalty, of Christ- 
likeness by this close touch with you. We are selfish enough to 
rejoice in the fact that we are to receive great benefit by having you 
as our guests. 

We know something of your labors. JI am sure our hearts were 
touched and thrilled by the tender and eloquent tribute paid by 
Bishop Mathews to the memory of Canton’s illustrious dead. As a 
conference, I am sure we are glad and proud to stand with bowed 
heads within the shadow of that beautiful monument—a monument 
of a life more beautiful still. Judge Harter, in the coming years, 
some of us will bring our sons to your city, and as they drink in the 
beauty of lagoon and terrace and marble shaft, we will tell them 
of that great and good man who reflected such high honor upon our 
city and upon our country. But, Judge Harter, you will be glad 
to know that before you to-night are the sons and daughters of such 
men as Christian Newcomer, Andrew Zeller, George Pfrimmer, and 
Jacob Ritter, and many others who might be mentioned, who, more 
than a century ago in the rugged wilderness of Pennsylvania, and 
Indiana, and Ohio, helped to lay the very foundations of these great 
commonwealths, and by their sacrifice and unselfish devotion helped 
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to keep alive in the new republic that Christianity which has made 
possible such men as Hayes, Garfield, and Hanly, and Harris, and 
the martyred McKinley. On the frontier in those giant empires of 
Oklahoma, and Oregon, and California, and Texas, and in the. South- 
land to-night are men and women who are giving stability of char- 
acter to a rapidly multiplying and diverse population, men and 
women to whose memory no imposing monument will be erected, but 
whose labors of love will be cherished as long as the sun shines and 
the waters flow by a grateful Church. We pause to pay due tribute 
to the heroes both dead and living, of our home and frontier mission 
field. 

As we sit here to-night a voice comes from Porto Rico, where 
tyranny and oppression of years, both physical and spiritual, have been 
broken, and that voice is still full of blessing for some who sit 
in this assembly. From the Philippines sin-cursed spiritually, duped 
and betrayed, comes the same voice across the mighty Pacific; through 
the Golden Gate, from the awakening millions of the “Land of the 
Rising Sun,” and “The Little Kingdom” comes the same voice; and 
from Africa, poor Africa, betrayed and ravished by the whole world, 
comes the same voice, and that voice is not only full of blessing, 
but it is also thrilling with the dawning of a great hope, the hope 
of the breaking on those long darkened shores of a new day, because 
of the labors of some who face me to-night. 

Who could but have a finer loyalty and holier consecration as the 
memory of Otsu and the splendid young life offered there, and the 
memory of Rotifunk, with the silent yet eloquent voices, humbles, yet 
inspires and thrills. 

Representatives of our home mission field of Porto Rico, the Phil- 
ippines, of Japan and China, and Africa, we welcome you as real 
heroes of the cross, as peers of the noblest type of Christian disciple- 
ship of which this world has had any knowledge. Were we worthy, we 
would say as we expect to hear said some day to you by the Master 
of us all, “Well done thou good and faithful servants.” 

And now, honored Bishop, general officers, delegates, and friends, 
in the name of my conference I weleome you because of the cause 
you are here to promote. We are not ashamed to have the citizens 
of Canton, or of our great State to look upon you and know for what 
you have stood in the past and for what you stand to-night. You 
have spoken with no uncertain sound on the great moral questions 
of past and present. When many others were strangely silent, you 
spoke, and your words were not misunderstood against human slavery 
in every form. Your words have rung true in behalf of perfect 
equality, of opportunity and privilege regardless of sex, of race, or 
color. 

Ever have you stood for temperance, for civic righteousness, for 
Sabbath observance, for the sanctity of the home, for the sacredness 
and binding force of the marriage bond, for purity-and peace. We 
welcome you because such a record is yours, and we expect that in 
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this great gathering you will speak as ever before concerning the 
great moral question which now confronts us as a State and a 
Nation. I need not say to you that our great crime in Ohio, as well 
as in some other States represented here, is the open saloon. We 
have been doing some cleaning up in this State, as you are doubtless 
aware. We have won some glorious victories. We have met with 
some defeats, and some strongholds are still defiant, but I wish to 
say to-night that “where Ohio begins there will she also make an 
end.” We are going to finish the job, and if you wish to return in 
four years, as I am sure you will, you can do so with perfect safety 
to yourselves. [Applause. ] 

But we expect you to help us in this great gathering. We want 
you by both voice and pen so to speak in old Stark County where the 
roots of this curse have gone so deep that they seem to be clinched 
around the fence posts on the other side of the globe, so to speak, 
that the hearts of the faithful in this city and in this county, and 
they are many, will be fired’ with new courage, and the hearts of the 
forces of darkness will be filled with terror and dismay. 

I welcome you last of all because, as intelligent ministers and 
equally intelligent laymen, the new theology has found no welcome in 
your ranks. With you, the doctrine of the trinity, the efficaey of the 
cross, the vicarious atonement, and the deity of Jesus Christ is secure. 
Bishop Mathews and delegates, I rejoice to welcome you, in the words 
of one wiser than myself: “With you there is but one cross—that 
upon which He was crucified; with you there is but one plan of sal- 
vation—that which He provided; with you there is but one process of 
redemption—the second birth.” 

Worthy sons and daughters of Otterbein, with your faces towards 
the light of this brighter and more glorious day for our denomina- 
tion, may you sweep on until “He shall have dominion also from sea 
to sea, and from the river unto the ends of the earth.” I bid you 
welcome. [ Applause. | 


Tur Presiwinc Bisnorp. One of the cheering signs of the times is 
the fact that our public officials stand for civic righteousness, and I 
take this opportunity of complimenting and congratulating the Pro- 
gram Committee for securing men who shall address this great Con- 
ference who represent civic righteousness. President Roosevelt was 
a member of a church and delivered a lay sermon. The sainted 
McKinley was an honored member of the First Methodist Church, 
and honored because he was strong and active, and positive as a 
Christian believer in the Lord Jesus Christ. Our magnificent 
Governor Hanly stands four-square as a Christian, and stands for 
civic righteousness, and Hon. W. J. Bryan is a member in splendid 
standing in the Presbyterian Church, a fine layman, who can sur- 
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pass, I presume, any preacher here in preaching a sermon. And 
then our Senator Dolliver, a member of the Methodist Church, will 
be here to deliver a magnificent lecture. All are living in splendid 
times in that public officials are willing, before the world, to stand 
for civic righteousness and personal righteousness. It is a very 
great delight to-night to know that we have before us a distinguished 
and able jurist coming from this city, whose soil seems to be so 
fertile, out of which jurists come, one who is public spirited, strong, 
and able; one whose decisions are scarcely ever reversed: one who is 
a member in good standing in the Trinity Lutheran Chureh; and it 
gives me special delight to be able to present to you a distinguished 
citizen of this city, Hon. Henry W. Harter, Judge of the Common 
Pleas Court. 
Judge Harter spoke as follows: 


BisHop Matuews, De.ecaTes To THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
Unirep BretHReN IN Curist, AND LapIES AND GENTLEMEN: Pious 
hospitality is as old as the days of Abraham. It is a Christian erace. 
The good Book enjoins it upon us, for it reminds us to “be not for- 
getful to entertain strangers. for thereby some have entertained 
angels unawares.” Abraham lived the simple life. Upon the plains 
of Mamre, he lived close*to nature and close to God. Perhaps we 
live in a more susceptible age than that of the Patriarch, for it 
seems to me that we never hear the rustle of a modern angel’s wings, 
or see the shadow of her hat without in some way becoming conscious 
of it. I do not know how you gentlemen of the cloth will answer 
to that indictment, but as for me, I plead guilty. I am entirely 
willing to confess that a noble woman is man’s good angel. There 
is a high authority for this opinion, for He, who “in the beginning 
created the heaven and the earth,” himself declared, “that it was 
not good for man to be alone.” Hospitality, like charity, is “twice 
blessed. It blesseth him that gives and him that takes. And it more 
becomes the enthroned monarch than his crown.” 

Nearly two thousand years ago the most wonderful child of history 
was born in Bethlehem of Judea; he was wrapped in swaddling 
clothes and laid in a manger; he was reared in a humble but 
pious home; he was baptized by John in the Jordan and approved 
of God; he went about doing good; he spake as man never spake, 
and performed the then miracle of miracles; he preached the gospel 
to the poor; he died the just for the unjust; he arose again from 
the dead and ascended into heaven, where he sitteth on the right 
hand of God the Father Almighty. He was the God Man, the long- 
promised Messiah, the Savior of mankind, the child of the ages, the 
Prince of Peace. 
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- When Christ came to the world it had need of him, and the 
greatest need of the world to-day is the living Christ in the hearts 
of men. 

Formerly, unbelief denied the existence of God, but the argument. 
from design settled that question; for the human mind can no: 
more think of a world full of design without thinking of its great. 
Architect and Designer, than it can think of a watch without think- 
ing of the watchmaker, of a pair of spectacles without thinking of 
the optician, or of a locomotive without thinking of the engineer who 
designed and the mechanie who built it. It then denied the his- 
torical Christ, but Paley and the able apologists who have succeeded 
him have settled that question, and have made it as certain that 
Christ lived in Judea at the time stated in the Scriptures, as that 
Alexander crossed the Hellespont, or that Ozesar crossed the Rubicon. 

Skepticism denies the dual nature of Christ, and it says, “Explain 
to me how the human and the divine were united in the person of 
Christ and I will believe.’ There are unexplained mysteries in 
religion, Just as there are unexplained mysteries in the natural world. 
When man can explain how the spiritual and the physical are 
united in his own person, it will be time for skepticism to demand 
that Christianity shall explain how the human and the divine were: 
united in the person of Christ. Skepticism also says: “I do not 
believe the doctrine of miracles. JI do not believe a miracle can be 
performed in a world which is governed by fixed and uniform laws.” 
It does not seem unreasonable to me to believe that He, who created 
the universe, who made the world, who raised the mountains and 
digged the seas, who set the planets in space and gave them their 
orbits, and who gave nature her laws, can, whenever he desires in 
the furtherance of his benignant purposes, suspend, modify, abro- 
gate, or abolish these laws of his own making. It says: “The age 
of miracles is passed. Show me a miracle and I will believe.” When 
we consider the origin, preservation, history, growth, development, 
and spirit of the Christian church, it seems to me that it is the omni- 
present and ever-continuing miracle of the centuries. .When Paul 
heard the Macedonian call, and not being disobedient to the heavenly 
vision, crossed from Asia into Europe to preach the gospel, he and 
his companions were the only Christians west of the Bosporus, and 
there were probably not to exceed 10,000 Christians at that time in 
the whole world. To-day nearly one-half of the world is Christian, 
and that means that there are now more than half a billion Christian 
believers in the world. This wonderful conquest of the world by 
Christianity was accomplished “not by might nor by power, but by 
His spirit.” It was accomplished not by the sword, but by what has 
been called “the foolishness of preaching.” What greater miracle 
than this could be demanded? It is not simply a miracle, but it is 
also a fulfillment of the prophecy of Christ himself: “And greater 
works than these shall ye do, because I go to the Father.” Modern 
skepticism denies the simple truths of the gospel, and it accepts 
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without question the almost incredible claims of science; it denies 
the incarnation, but it believes, without doubt, that this universe is so 
vast that there are fixed stars in it, so remote from the earth that if 
a ray of light had started towards the earth on the day upon which 
Christ was born, traveling at the rate of 180,000 miles a second, it 
would not yet have reached the earth. Can inconsistency be more 
inconsistent than that? The trouble with agnosticism is that it 
“strains at a gnat and swallows a camel.” It has Moses and the 
prophets, Christ and the Christian church, and if it will not believe 
these, it will not believe though One rose from the dead. 

Religion is the pillar and ground of the State. It is not only its 
foundation, but it is its chief support. The well-known views of 
Washington on this subject are familiar to us all, and we all know 
that Lincoln relied upon Divine Providence to guide the Ship of 
State over the stormy seas of rebellion into the haven of peace. 

Wall Street is the business weather bureau of this country. It 
has never been suspected of an excess of piety, nor has it been sus- 
pected of being particularly partial to religion; therefore, any 
opinion coming from this source upon the subject of religion merits 
the distinction of being at least impartial and unbiased. I commend 
to your serious consideration the following extract taken from the 
Wall Street Journal: “What America needs more than railway ex- 
tension, and western irrigation, and a low tariff, and a bigger wheat 
crop, and a merchant marine, and a new navy, is a revival of piety, 
the kind mother and father used to have—piety that counted it good 
business to stop for daily family prayers before breakfast, right in 
the middle of the harvest; that quit work a half hour earlier Thursday 
night so as to get the chores done and go to prayer-meeting; that 
borrowed money to pay the preacher’s salary, and prayed fervently 
in secret for the salvation of the rich man who looked with scorn 
on such unbusinesslike behavior. That’s what we need now to clean 
this country of the filth of graft, and of greed, petty and big; of 
worship of fine houses and big lands, and high office, and grand social 
functions. What is this thing which we are worshiping but a vain 
repetition of what decayed nations fell down and worshiped just 
before their light went out? Read the history of Rome in decay, 
and you'll find luxury there that could lay a big dollar over our 
little doughnut that looks so large to us. Great wealth never made 
a nation substantial nor honorable. There is nothing on earth that 
looks good, that is so dangerous for a man or a nation to handle as 
quick, easy, big money. If you do resist its deadly influence, the 
chances are that it will get your son. It takes greater and finer 
heroism to dare to be poor in America than to charge an earthworks 
in Manchuria.” The man who wrote that editorial knew his business, 
or, in the phrase of the day, “he was onto his job.” He was a wise 
business man, a social philosopher, and a statesman, although he may 
have no reputation of that kind, or pose as such. 
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Christianity is the only social panacea. The more universal the 
prevalence of its principles, the more men and women conform their 
lives to its standard, the more justice and peace there will be in 
the world. 

Your denomination was founded by Philip William Otterbein, in 
the city of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, in the year 1775, and it is 
therefore one year older than the Declaration of Independence. If 
I am correctly informed, you are Episcopal in government, Wesleyan 
and Calvinistic in theology, evangelical in method, missionary in 
practice, and intensely Christian in spirit. The rapid and increasing 
growth of your denomination demonstrates that there was need of it 
in the divine economy. Because of the’ good you have done, because 
of the good you are doing, because of the good you will do, the city of 
Canton welcomes you to its hospitality and its homes. It invokes 
the divine blessing upon your deliberations, and prays that all that 
you do may redound to the good of mankind and the glory of God. 

Tn these last days we hear a good deal about Christian unity. The 
world seems to think the Christian church is a mob of warring denom- 
inations. Nothing can be farther from the truth, for beneath the 
denominational differences there is a deep, spiritual unity pervading 
the Christian church. There is a spirit of tolerance, a spirit of co- 
operation, a spirit of fraternity, and a unity of purpose in the 
Christian church to-day, which was wholly unknown to former gen- 
erations. It seems to me the entire Christian church can stand on 
one spiritual platform, just as Catholics and Protestants are to-day 
codperating in promoting the good work of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association in this city. It seems to me that the Christian 
church ean unite in the declaration: “In essentials, unity, im non- 
essentials, liberty, in all things, charity”; that it can unite in that 
wonderful saying of St. Paul which Luther called the “Little Gospel”: 
“God so loved the world that he gave his only begotten Son that 
whosoever believeth in him might not perish, but might have everlast- 
ing life”; and in St. Paul’s exalted ascription of praise to Almighty 
God, and now to the King eternal, immortal, invisible, the only wise 
God be all honor and glory forever and ever. [Great applause. ] 


Tue Presipinc Bisnor. There are many good things coming. I 
am impressed that about the best thing to hear now is a song from 
four itinerant preachers who make up the Arion Quartet. We will 
hear from them at this time. 

The quartet then sang, “Spread the Sails,” and so great was the 
applause that they also sang, “Glorious Things of Thee Are Spoken.” 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. The next speaker is vice-president of 
the Ministerial Federation. He is pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of this city; a strong, able, public-spirited citizen, courageous in the 
work of the reform movement in this city, as well as in this State; 
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and I understand that he is a chum of the pastor, and since Judge 
Harter has emphasized so much the beautiful principle of fellowship 
in Jesus Christ, and resisted the charge that the churches are a mob 
of enemies, but that we are all under the spirit of unity in Jesus 
Christ, I think you will let me tell a story that I heard, which 
represents something of the spirit of the times. One of our laymen 
went up in Wisconsin and he saw a church on that corner and a 
chureh on the other corner, and he said, “What church is that on 
that corner?” And they said, “That is the German Reformed 
Church.” “And what church is this on the other side?” “That 
is the German Reformed Church also.” “Well, how is it that in a 
little town like this, right across from each other, you have two 
churches of the same name?” “Well,” the old German said, “Ill 
tell you how it is. Those persons that worship upon that corner 
believe that Eve tempted Adam, and those persons that worship on 
that corner believe that Adam was a ‘son of a gun’ from the begin- 
ning.” [Applause.] And so we thank God that these petty differ- 
ences have fled away, and that we are all one in Jesus Christ. . Why, 
this splendid disciple of Luther and this distinguished juror, I 
take you by the hand, and it is a personal pleasure to be able to 
‘introduce to you Doctor Beckwith, who is pastor of the Baptist 
Church and vice-president of the Ministerial Federation. [ Applause. ] 
Rey. Dr. Floyd J. Beckwith spoke as follows: 


Bishop Marurws anp DetEcatrres To THis Great GENERAL CONFER- 
ENCE, AND LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: If I had been asked to take any 
other part upon this program among such eloquent and distinguished 
speakers, I fear I should have felt very much like the gentleman who 
was attending his wife’s funeral. The undertaker who had the cere- 
monies in charge informed him that he was to ride in the carriage 
with his mother-in-law. The gentleman remonstrated and said he 
didn’t want to do it, but the undertaker says: “What is the matter?” 
“Well,” says the gentleman, “I don’t want to say now, but I don’t . 
want to.” “Well,” the undertaker says, “you must. That is the 
only arrangement that has been made for you.” “Well,” said the 
gentleman, “if I must, I suppose I must, but I can tell you right, 
here that that spoils all the pleasure of this occasion for me.” 
[| Laughter.] But since I have been asked to perform this important 
function, it is an inereased pleasure to me, for it is not only a duty, 
but it is an unexpressible privilege. J am especially glad to extend 
a welcome to the ladies of this great Conference who have shown their 
excellent discernment for the comfort of the other delegates in re- 
moving their beautiful bonnets. [Applause.] And I am very 
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happy to accept the honor that has been conferred upon me because 
of my sincere love for the pastor of this church, Rev. Charles Recard, 
and I want to say as a word of kindly advice to any honored presi- 
dent that may be a delegate to this Conference, If you want to honor 
your college, you see that you are the first college to give Charles 
Reeard the degree of Doctor of Divinity. [ Applause. ] 

Mr. Chairman, I am glad that I was born in the afternoon of the 
nineteenth century. That is the way I had always intended it to be. 
[Laughter.] And I am especially glad because it gives me the priv- 
ilege of being here to-night to extend the welcome of the navy to 
the army of the Lord [applause], and to represent a mighty Christian 
force that is marching shoulder to shoulder and heart to heart, one 
solid phalanx against all forms of sin and darkness. We are an 
aggressive people. As far as I know, all the churches of this city 
are growing. We have the greatest Sunday schools in the world. It 
is true, Mr. Chairman, that one of our Sunday schools gave up its 
superintendent to be the President of the United States, and the 
superintendent of its primary department to be the mistress of the 
White House, and judging from the executive ability of the superin- 
tendent of this Sunday school, you will not be surprised if I prophesy 
that we have another President in preparation. [ Applause. ] 

How we have looked forward to your coming. We knew that you 
would bring with you a feast of good things. A minister was being 
beautifully entertained at supper one evening, and after the bountiful 
meal was over, with characteristic frankness, he told his hostess 
that he had not had such a meal as that in many a day, and the 
irrepressible small boy of the family quickly responded, “Neither 
have we.” [Applause.] I might as well be perfectly frank with you; 
our eagerness to have you come was not altogether unselfish. Of 
course, we knew that you would be better citizens and better patriots 
after you had been to Canton, and we knew that some of you would 
probably want to stay here all summer, and you will be welcome if 
you do. We knew that you would go back to your homes with a 
desire to beautify your own homes on a larger degree after you had 
looked upon our fair city, and we knew that Canton was the place 
of all places to hold a wide-awake and a rousing, practical, up-to- 
date religious convention. But our motive was not altogether that. 
We need you and we need the encouragement and the inspiration that 
your presence with us will give to us. We trust, therefore, that this 
convention may give a mighty impulse to all the religious work of 
our community. May you sing your songs on our streets and sing 
a number in our homes. So let your light shine in our community 
that our overworked policemen may have a much-needed rest. 

Brethren, the town is yours, our churches are yours, our pulpits 
are yours, and J might as well tell you that you can’t stop there. 
You ean’t stop that easy. You have to take us. We are yours. 
[ Applause.] I wish I had more time. You can’t tell anybody how 
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much you love them in twelve minutes, can you, Reverend? But in 
conclusion let me bring to you the words of a friend of mine: 


“Come in the day time, or come in the night; 
Come with hearts heavy, or come with hearts ight; 
We meet you and greet you with honest delight, 

A genuine welcome bestowing. 


“We meet you as God’s soldiers in battle array, 
The joy of your coming dispels our dismay ; 
We meet you and greet you as watchers of the day. 
The cup of our gladness fulfilling. 


“Come from the great East or come from the great West; 
Come from the Southland or Canada blessed; 
We meet you and greet you with true-hearted zest ; 
Our lips breaking forth with singing. 


“In that great assembly where meets the first born, 
Apart from earth’s cares and the infidel’s scorn, 
We'll meet you and greet you on life’s golden morn, 

The bells of eternity ringing.’ 


[ Applause. ] 


Tue Presminc BisHor. Wherever I go I find representatives of 
colleges in official positions, in the ministry, superintendents of public 
schools. Here and there our laymen, a trained, educated, mighty 
force, are factors in the community, and we have now one who is a 
graduate of Otterbein University, who is city editor of the Repository 
of this Conference, a loyal United Brethren, a member of this local 
church, and whose wife is president of the local Woman’s Missionary 
Association, the largest in the denomination. I have the pleasure 
of introducing to you Mr. J. S. Wilhelm. He will speak for the local 
chureh at this time. [Applause.] 

Mr. J. S. Wilhelm spoke as follows: 


Honorep Bisuop, CHarrRMAN: It is no fault of mine that I am 
before you to-night, and perhaps it is no fault of yours that you are 
before me. [Laughter.] If any of you managed to get into this 
church without having seen the sign of weleome by day or by night, 
you must have come from Dayton in one of those air-ships, landed at 
the back of the church, and crawled in at a window. If any of you 
had any trouble in getting here, if your trains were late, if you 
missed connections, it may have been that you were not accustomed 
to traveling, and you must take that as a matter of course. If some 
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of you other fellows were confused in getting here, who are accus- 
tomed to traveling together, you should have known better and got 
here on time. [Laughter.] You have been welcomed here by that 
gem of the East Ohio Conference who has thrown a “robe” (Roby) 
of eloquence about you. You have been given a heartier welcome 
by my friend, Judge Harter, on behalf of the city. You have been 
welcomed by Beckwith, of the City Ministerial Association, and now, 
having been welcomed in the name of the Methodists, and the Bap- 
tists, and the other “ists”; in the name of the Evangelicals, and the 
Episcopals, and the other “als”; and in the name of the Presbyter- 
ians, and the Lutherans, and the other “ans”; all we need to do is to 
eall in the Bills and the Smiths, and it will be made unanimous. 
[Laughter.] I have been asked to welcome you on behalf of the 
loeal congregation. Some one, rather a genius, told me a way to 
write a sentence which reads the same way backwards or forwards. 
He thought that was a self introduction of Adam to Eve. It was 
this: “Madam, I’m Adam.” I say to you, “Friends, here is a church. 
Who are the people that are here?’ This resolves itself into a 
proposition, Who are you? and second, Who are wet I believe 
it was the psalmist, or somebody, that said you should not trust 
yourself, but let somebody else trust you, or something like that; but 
Bill Nye said that the fellow that bloweth not his own bazoo, the 
same shall not have his bazoo blown. [Laughter.] So if I had 
the time to-night, and if I didn’t feel as one of the guests of this 
oceasion that I was trespassing upon—taking the time, I would tell 
about the eleven hundred members in the church, and about the 
nineteen hundred members in the Sunday school here, and I know 
that if he had the time or opportunity, the pastor, Brother Recard, 
would be delighted to bring before you all of these people, and 
say as one did of old, that we learned about in our school days, 
“These are my jewels.’ But with the present number of people 
it would take more than seven blasts around (how many were 
there?) the walls of Jericho to get the people together now. Another 
thing this church stands for is that it is a cosmopolitan congregation. 
Tt is not like another church of some other denomination. It wasn’t 
Baptist or Lutheran. It was some other one in a different place. 
A good old darkey came to the pastor and made himself acquainted, 
and said that he would like to unite with the church. The good 
pastor said unto the colored brother, trying not to offend him, 
(he didn’t want him): “Now, you go home and think over this 
matter a few days, and then you come back to me and we will 
talk the matter over.” In a few days the pastor saw him again 
and said: “What do you think about it?’ “Well,” said the colored 
man, “I done prayed a lot. I done prayed over the matter, and the 
good Lord he say to me, ‘Rastus, don’t you bother your head no more 
about that church. I have been trying myself for more than twenty 
years to get into that church and I done give it up.” [Applause. ] 
This church is not a fashionable church in the sense that it keeps 
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out those who have not the proper credentials, neither race, nor 
color, nor previous condition of servitude, nor place, nor manner of 
birth—if he is the right kind of a fellow. 

I would like to speak at length about who you are. You notice 
that who we are came first. Now, who are you? Why, I don’t 
know! I only know what you represent. You have come, as I have 
been told, from this broad land of ours, and from foreign lands, and 
from the isles of the sea. You have come from Baltimore, the 
home of the oyster; and from California, the home of the orange, and 
incidentally of grafters, and the place where they make wars on 
Japan. [Laughter.] You have come from Nebraska, the place of 
Bryan and other cyclones. You have come—there may be some here 
from Louisiana, from the cane brake. From Wisconsin, Milwaukee 
—what made Milwaukee famous? but you didn’t bring any along. 
You didn’t need it. You have come from Indiana where they 
create poets laureate. If you have come from Indiana, and have 
not left your local option at home, you are all right. _Some of you 
have come from Kentucky. If you have left your feuds and your 
guns at home, you are welcome. [Laughter.] Some of you have 
come—oh, from every place; IJ have not the time to go over 
them. I want to say that all of you are welcome, because of what 
you are, because of the great institution you represent. I should 
like to speak of Otterbein University. I should like to speak of 
Leander Clark College, and of Union Biblical Seminary, which they 
now call Bonebrake, where they break the bones of the young fellows 
if they don’t bend, and make preachers out of them every day. I 
should like to tell of the achievements, but time will not permit. 
Perhaps I should tell you as did Andrew Jackson, “Old Hickory,” 
once upon a time, that old story. Andrew Jackson was out election- 
eering and he made a wonderful speech, and just before he got through 
the chairman said: “For goodness’ sake, Jackson, give them some 
Latin. If you don’t give them some Latin they will think you don’t 
know any Latin. The opposing candidate was here last night and 
talked for over an hour.” Old Hickory straightened himself up and 
advanced to the front of the platform, and said, “H pluribus 
unum. Sic semper tyrannus. Hocus pocus. Habeas corpus.” 
The gentleman made a hit and earried the district. You are 
here to enjoy the hospitality of the homes. Now, don’t expect too 
much of the homes. Time was when the good United Brethren 
went to the General Conference and slept out in the barn or under 
a tent [applause], in a bed, if big enough, three in a bed, or stood 
up in the corner if necessary. The time has come when United 
Brethren don’t do things that way, and they want two beds for one 
man, and that is all right; but don’t expect that in these two weeks 
of service here that you are a king or a queen, and that the retinue 
of the whole Canton church must run after you. The program is 
strenuous. You hardly have time for a breathing spell, but don’t 
take it too serious. You will be glad you were here. We are not 
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a stylish people. We are very commonplace. But after you have 
gone, after we have enjoyed immensely the good things you have 
carried here, I imagine that many of us will be society enough to say, 
“Oh, I am so glad they are gone!” I imagine, also, that you who 
have come from far away Oregon, and from the isles of the sea, 
you who have come from windy places, will appreciate as never be- 
fore that memorable song of John Howard Payne when you get to 
your home. 

But you are welcome; and as a son of this county or as a native 
of Ohio, that gives Presidents I want to call your attention to the 
fact that Ohio is the greatest State in the Union, because in Japan 
it is the only State which is heard spoken about every day. They say 
“OQ-hi-o” every morning. Isn’t that right?—“Good morning.” And 
the United Brethren Church as a denomination is greater than it ever 
was before. They are receiving United Brethren in Japan and the 
Philippines and China and Africa, and when we are saying “Good 
morning,” they are thinking about saying “Good evening”; and the 
spirit and beauty of the Church is seen by the fact that in Western 
Africa missionaries there are holding down that side of the con- 
tinent while Terrible Teddy is stirring up things on the east side. 

Brethren, and as the good colored man said, “sistern,’” all welcome. 
[ Applause. | 


Tue Presipinc Bisuor. We have with us a layman from California 
who is superintendent of the Los Angeles County public schools, a 
delegate to this Conference, who will respond as a layman. I have 
the pleasure of introducing to you Prof. Mark Keppel, the Mark 
Twain of California. 

Prof. Mark Keppel spoke as follows: 


Mr. CrarMan, FevLtow-Orators FRoM Onto, LapIrs AND GENTLE- 
MEN, AND MEMBERS OF THE CONFERENCE, CITIZENS OF OHIO: Was it 
Mark Twain who engaged in a literary discussion with a distin- 
guished citizen of Cincinnati and said, “Ohio is mentioned in the 
Bible”? Was it Mark Twain or was it Josh Billings? And the eit- 
izen of Cincinnati said, “I have read my Bible through and through, 
and I never saw it there.” “Oh, well,” said Twain, “it is there. The 
Book says, ‘The meek shall inherit the earth”” [Laughter.] 

As a layman I have long heard the old, old story, “Some men are 
born great, some achieve greatness, some have greatness thrust upon 
them.” Some are born in Ohio. -It is the same thing. I believe 
it was Tom Corwin who delivered a political speech in the Western 
Reserve, in good old Stark County, said, “Ohio is the best State upon 
the earth to be born in and to emigrate from.” [Laughter.] 

They stretch in an unbroken stream from far Pennsylvania 
through the land to the waters of the mighty Pacific. You can tell 
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them as far as you can see them. Modesty is written all over them. 
[Laughter.] I listened and listened. I expected to hear about the 
oil wells of Stark County, but never a word; but I have seen the 
greatest exposition of natural gas [great applause] in this common- 
wealth of which this world holds record, and really the champion 
in exhibiting that was the first gentleman. If you noticed, he gaye 
it to us from a manuscript. If there had happened to him, as hap- 
pened to an old Scotch minister long ago, and he said finally, “Third- 
ly, by beloved hearers—thirdly, my beloved hearers—thirdly, my be- 
loved hearers,” and one of his parishioners spoke up and said, “Oh, 
thirdly blew out of the window an hour ago”—if it had happened to 
him as happened to that minister, what an exhibition we should have 
had. I am glad that Ohio has furnished us Presidents, and judges 
ot the Supreme Court, and preachers, and teachers, and men and 
women. I am reminded that the State superintendent of my own 
State was born within the sound of the voices of these gentlemen 
who have sung the glories of Ohio; that his wife also was born here, 
and that in a burst of confidence she told me that she attended the 
National Educational Association at Cleveland and she was a little 
bit astonished at the size of Ohio. They went to the depot and bought 
a ticket to go to Kentucky and they found they could ride clear 
across the State for $3.25. [Applause. ] 

In my journey here as one of the delegates from the sands of 
California, I rode for two nights and a day and a half, nine hundred 
and sixty-two miles as the crow flies, straight eastward across the 
State of Texas. You could put seven States like Ohio down in the 
fertile lands of Texas and have room for two more. [Applause.] 
You can tell us what you are doing now, but I will tell you that in 
God’s own good time Texas will be the banner State of this Amer- 
ican Union, with more men and women in it than any other State 
in the Union; and in that day Texas will be furnishing the Presi- 
dents and the preachers and teachers and everything they wear, and 
if you have got any really good men on tap, you had better give 
them the tip and let them hike for Texas. 

What is the matter with Kansas, the cyclone State? I want to 
say to you that whenever another American commonwealth reaps 
the moral revision that Kansas has done in a generation, that com- 
monwealth will quit talking about cyclones. [Applause.] Whenever 
any other American commonwealth ean show its saloons used for 
the purpose of storing wheat, and can point to another generation 
of boys and girls and young men and women who have never seen 
an open saloon, or a closed one, either [applause], you will have a 
commonwealth worth while. 

We came here because we wanted to come. We wanted to see 
Ohio. We were looking for the bird of modest plume. We haye 
heard of your Recard with his eleven hundred invincibles. We 
have heard of your Sunday school with its “Koogan” (Cogan), and 
it sounds mighty familiar to me. It sounds like it came from the 
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old sod, and it reminds me of a historical quotation, “The Irish gov- 

ern in every country except their own.” Oh, it wouldn’t do to talk 
about Cogan. He is a native son of the old sod. You may be able 
to furnish Presidents and Chief Justices, but when you want a Sun- 
day-school superintendent, you send to Ireland for him. Seriously, 
solemnly, soberly, we laymen together from the length and breadth 
not only of the country and the continent, but of the world, have 
been looking toward Canton, Ohio, because it has loomed up large 
in our imagination. It is something worth while to see a United 
Brethren church that has eleven hundred members. It is something 
infinitely more worth while to see a Sunday school that has nineteen 
hundred members. It is worth while to see a man that cau gather 
together such a church and to see a man that can marshal such a 
Sunday school. And we are coming here to try to measure up the 
record of Recard and of Cogan [applause], and we will beat you if 
we ean if we have to send to Ireland for both a preacher and a 
superintendent. [Laughter.] This is certainly a great city in a 
-great State in the heart of a great country, and in a county with 
a name that is worth while. 

We have heard people say that America has no history. And 
Daniel Webster, boasting of himself and Massachusetts, was silenced 
once in the Senate of the United States by the reply of a man from 
the wild and woolly West. He said to Daniel, “Tf the pilgrim fath- 
ers had discovered California, Massachusetts would still be un- 
known.” When you start in with a Californian, you have found a 
fellow who has learned to brag about his country. You have 
found a fellow who believes in his country. You have found a feliow 
who not only believes in his country, but actually believes that every- 
body else believes in it. 

Now, we are in your presence to-night. You are the representatives 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. The State ot 
Ohio, the State of Indiana, the State of Pennsylvania, these three 
States are the very heart and life and center of the United Brethren 
Church. One hundred and fifty thousand of our three hundred thou- 
sand live in these three States. I think there is scarcely a church 
out in the West that has not been ‘the recipient of your bounty. 
There is scarcely a place that has not been helped by your devotion 
and Christian hands, and I want to say that we appreciate the sac- 
rifices that you have made. We are not unmindful of them. We 
are not ungrateful for them. We are aware that your toil was severe 
and privations were many, and these sacrifices were great upon your 
part. You gave liberally and bountifuliy and we thank you’ for it. 
We have only the most genuine, the most kindly, the most loving 
feeling for every member of the United Brethren Church that. has 
helped us in the great West. And it is no joke with us when any 
man refers to San Francisco as the home of the grafter. We have 
had them. They ruled San Francisco until it was no wonder to see 
that twelve minutes past five o’clock on the morning of the 18th 
day of April, 1906, the clock in the city building stood still and for 
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forty-eight long seconds the earth rocked as if in the hands of a 
giant. The wonder to us has been that other cities, New York and 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati and Chicago and New Orleans—time would 
fail me to call the long list of the cities—the wonder to us has been 
that other cities have not gone down in the morning or in the night 
of earthquake. We want to say to you that San Francisco is clean- 
ing house; that the political boss is under a sentence of fourteen 
years in the penitentiary, and he will go there [applause], and every 
grafter who held office has been put out, and that city has as honest 
a government as can be found upon the North American continent 
to-day. And the men and the women, most of them who made that 
fight in San Francisco and who won it are the sons and daughters, 
some of them, of Ohio, and some of them of the great Middle West. 
They are the contributions that the churches of the North and of 
the South and of the East have sent across the Rockies, dearer to us 
than any other beneath the flag, because they were in deed and in 
truth men in the stature and in the likeness of God. [ Applause. | 
The Master came upon this earth teaching in a humble and simple 
way, and teaching as no other body before him ever had taught, and 
he summed up all of his teaching, it seems to me, in two or three 
very short and wonderful sentences, “Know the truth and the truth 
shall make you free.” There is no slavery comparable to the slavery 
of ignorance; there is no freedom comparable to the freedom of in- 
telligence. And that other—“I have come into the world that you 
might have life and that you might have it more abundantly.” And 
we are here to-night more because the Master came that we “might 
have life and have it more abundantly.” We are here because of 
his mission to bring into the world the abundant life. We are here 
on account of that more than any other one thing; because into the 
lives of those who are our elders has come pardon for their sins, and 
they have become followers of the meek and lowly Jesus. There 
has come into their lives a larger fullness than they ever enjoyed 
before. And we are here that we may get more of that fullness, 
that we may get more of that abundant life, that we may drink 
more deeply of that fountain, that we may earry back with us to 
the East and the West, to the North and the South, over the conti- 
nent and over the seas, something more of that abundant life, and 
we are glad that we can gather inspiration and gather help, and 
that we can drink deep from the fountains of inspiration and the 
fountains of enthusiasm and the fountains of religion in this splen- 
did city of Canton, in this splendid, in this beautiful United Breth- 
ren church, in this most famous and most wonderful United Breth- 
ren Sunday school. : 
And so as laymen from the length and breadth of the earth, we 
say to you for your welcome, we thank you, we thank you; and if 
ever your feet should journey away from your own beloved Stark 
County, your own beloved Canton to other portions of earth, if you 
come where we are, the latch-string hangs out. You are welcome, 
thrice welcome to enter in, make yourselves at home, enjoy every- 
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thing that we have, and if there is anything that you want that you 
don’t see, just ask for it. [Applause.] 


Tue Presminc BisHor. Before the singing of the quartet, we 
will have the last address of the evening. The last speaker, is super- 
intendent of an eastern conference, composed of eighteen thousand 
members. He has been superintendent for seven years. Also, to 
his own monument, he has built one of the greatest churches in the 
denomination, at Chambersburg. I refer to Dr. W. H. Washinger, 
of Chambersburg, Pennsylvania. He will now respond on behalf of 
the ministers. 

Dr. W. H. Washinger delivered the following address: 

\ = 


Mr. CrarrMaAn, Lapies AND GENTLEMEN: In obedience to the 
promptings of my heart, and in homage to the sentiment of this oe- 
casion, I arise to make an additional note cf response to these warm- 
hearted, eloquent addresses of welcome, expressed in words so well 
spoken, like apples of gold in pictures ef silver. If it be true that 
from the abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh, may it not 
also be true that from the over-abundance of the heart the mouth 
is dumb? 

Such is my embarrassment to-night. It requires some temerity, 
I assure you, for a Pennsylvania Dutchman to venture any public 
utterance in a State, a city, and an assemblage whose atmosphere 
is saturated with oratory that produces an electrical effect. J am in 
a condition of heart and mind like unto a little colored lad I heard 
of—a little colored lad away down in Louisiana, who one day sat 
upon the end of an empty molasses barrel singing to himself only 
as a little darkey can sing, “Way down upon the Suwanee River, 
far, far away,” when. all at once the boards on which’ he sat 
broke and he found himself inside the barrel, the sides of which 
were yet honeyed over with molasses. Being of a devout turn of 
mind, he folded his arms and turning his eyes heavenward, said, “Oh, 
for a thousand tongues to do justice to this subject.” [Laughter.] 
And so to-night, after listening to all this oratory, I ery aloud in 
my embarrassment, “Oh, for a thousand tongues to do justice to 
these magnificent addresses of welcome.” 

But I should like to say to you that we do not need even the assur- 
ance of these eloquent and distinguished men in regard to your open 
hospitality, for we meet it everywhere. The air is full of it, and 
it is so much charged with the human soul that it electrifies every 
fiber in our bodies. And I want to serve notice on the mayor of 
this city and the honorable judge and the policemen and others that 
if they find the delegates walking just a little unsteady, bobbing 
their heads from one side to the other as they go up and down these 
streets, they must not conclude that they are full of Canton cham- 
pagne and run them in to a place of safety, but must conclude that 
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they are just getting over the electric shock which they experienced 
when they came to Canton. 

No sooner was the official vote counted and we were informed 
that we were the delegates to this Twenty-fifth Session of the Gen- 
eral Conference of the United Brethren in Christ, than the slogan 
was heard on every hand, “On to Canton! On to Canton! On to 
Canton!” And as our fiery steed flew over mother earth, robed as 
she is in this beautiful springtime in brightest green, rich with the 
fragrance of blossoming flowers, we all realized that we were being 
whirled on through brightest night and on to the city of oratory, 
and we are glad to come to Ohio, the Buckeye State, for Ohio is a 
great State. And I am going to take the side of the orators to- 
night, because they are the majority here and I always like to be on 
the winning side, you know. ‘ 

We honor her not because of her hills and valleys, not because of 
her magnificent river, not because of any of these material things 
that we might name; but we honor her for the contribution she has 
made to intelligence and to the elevation of the people of this great 
country. We honor her because of her educational institutions, her 
multitude of schools and colleges. We honor her because of what 
she has done to Christianize the masses in every movement from 
east to west, for I would serve notice on you that many Penusyl- 
vanians are found in the State of Ohio and in the United Brethren 
Church here and in many other States. We honor it also for what 
it has done to advance the Christian church, for the men it has sent 
to foreign fields, and for the impulse it has given to an intellectual 
and spiritual life. And we honor her because of the great men this 
State has sent forth to direct the ship of state. 

I love to call the roll of these men, for Virginia can no longer say 
she is the mother of Presidents, New York, Virginia, Ohio stand 
side by side in this respect. The first on the roll-call from this State 
is William Henry Harrison, the hero of Tippecanoe. There are only 
a few individuals living who ean recall that campaign, that ery of 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler, too.” I asked some in our delegation on the 
way out if they could recall it, and they said, “No.” The next on 
the roll-call is Rutherford B. Hayes, who, because he obeyed the 
mandate of his wife and banished wine from the White House, en- 
shrines his good name and that of his wife in the hearts of the 
sober men of this great country. [Applause.] The next was James 
A. Garfield, the preacher-president, the man who said he took a 
step down and not up when he went from the ministry to the Presi- 
dency, the man who had a clear vision of our national glory and 
destiny as a nation, and while he ascended to heaven in a martyr’s 
chariot, thank God that vision of his may yet be seen in QOhio’s 
success. And the next on the roll-eall is William McKinley; peace 
to his ashes and blessings on his memory! And the next on the roll- 
call is a man whom, when the people of this great country wanted 
some one who was heavy enough in every respect to keep the lid 
down at Washington, they came to Ohio last fall and selected—a 
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man who stands for lofty principles, for honesty of character and 
purpose, who never swerves ftom the path of duty, in the person of 
Wilham H. Taft; long may he live and prosperous may be his 
reign. [Applause. ] 

But we honor Ohio as a denomination because of what it has 
done for our denominational life, and that is the reason why so 
many are here this evening and will be here during this General 
Conference to catch the inspiration that they need in smaller and 
weaker places to help on the kingdom of God through the regiment 
called the United Brethren in Christ. Not very far from here is the 
city of Dayton, called sometimes the Gem City of Ohio. We call it 
the “hub” of United Brethrenism. There is our mammoth Publish- 
ing House, one of the greatest institutions of its kind in this country, 
and directed by a Pennsylvanian for quite a number of years. There 
is our Seminary, an institution that furnishes an education to young 
men and women transfigured by morals.. At Westerville is the mother 
institution of this Church—edueational institution of this Church, 
a great moral force in the State of Ohio and in Christendom. And 
in the cemetery there is buried a United Brethren poet, the great 
Benjamin Hanby, who, in his day, wrote “Darling Nelly Gray,” and 
by so doing made earth richer, brought heaven nearer, and immortal- 
-ized his name. 

But we are glad also to come to this State, this fine, prosperous 
State. Paul could say, “I am a citizen of no mean city.” He could 
boast of Tarsus, and you may boast, if you will, of Canton, a city 
which for enterprise, culture, and opportunity for doing good, stands 
among the first cities of its size on God’s footstool. Here every man 
may be a prince royal, richer than those of royal blood in lines of 
commerce, science, and art. Here is the highest chance for philan- 
thropy and for the best living for the race. Here is an opportunity 
for doing good, for the development of the highest manhood, and 
if the city of Canton had done nothing more than to give to this 
nation the Christian citizen, patriot, soldier, statesman, William 
McKinley, she had done her part in the sisterhood of cities. Wil- 
liam McKinley, praying until the hour of midnight for wisdom to 
solve the problem of the Philippines, and then arriving at a place 
of safety and assurance that he had been divinely directed to do the 
right thing, is, in my humble judgment, as impressive a picture as 
that of Solomon praying for light by means of which to govern 
Tsrael. : 

But we are glad also to come to this great church and enjoy the 
open-hearted hospitality of its members and the friends of this congre- 
gation. You are not a sleeping giant. You are a giant wide awake. 
And I want to say to the pastor, you have made a good record. Make 
another, and another, and another, and with your brainy assistants 
I trust that you will continue to be a great inspiration to our Church 
throughout our borders and throughout Christendom. With a Sab- 
bath school of eighteen hundred and fifty strong; with a Woman’s 
Missionary Association the greatest, the largest in our denomination, 
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with other organizations in a vigorous, healthy condition, and with 
your church membership eleven hundred strong, your possibilities 
are unlimited. And I am glad that we could give you a Pennsyl- 
vanian a little while ago, just loan him to you for a number of 
years, to help you on to the place where Robert Recard could take 
hold of the work and make a better church record than he perhaps 
had made any other place before, or had been made in this place. 
[ Applause. ] 

I am glad also for these fraternal greetings from the city ministers. 
I appreciate them from my heart, and they are only made possible, 
as I understand it, because of the twentieth century emphasis laid 
upon the fatherhood of God and its inevitable consequence, the 
brotherhood of man. And it means that we are placed under the 
banner of the Cross, which is over and above every other banner 
throughout the world. <A little while ago I heard an orator of 
national reputation say, “The time must never come when another 
flag shall be placed above Old Glory, the flag of this country.” 
Ladies waved their handkerchiefs; men clapped their hands: I 
clapped my hands also, for I yield to no other man in my love of my 
country and in my patriotism; but I said to myself, “There is one 
banner that is placed over and above even the flag of this country.” 
Thank God, every Lord’s Day morning on the great battle-ships of 
this country, Old Glory is lowered Just a little and another flag 
is placed above it. It is an ensign of blue with the cross of Christ 
in white. What flag is it? Is it the flag of Russia? No, a thou- 
sand times, no. Is it the flag of France? No, a thousand times, no. 
Well, is it the flag of Spain? No, a thousand times, no. It is not 
the flag of any one country or of any one people, but it is the flag 
of all countries and all nations and all peoples. It is the flag of 
Jesus, the banner of King Emanuel. Our soldier lads, our soldier 
boys are taught this important lesson, whether they cherish it or not, 
that however great our country, it is God’s, whose we are and whom 
we have the right to serve; and however they have a right to honor Old 
Glory, the flag of this country, they have the more right to honor the 
flae of Jesus. 

We are assembled under this banner to-night, and during the ses- 
sions of this General Conference; we are glad first that we are Chris- 
tians, Christ men and Christ women. And we are glad in the next 
place that we are members of the U nited Brethren in Christ, a regi- 
ment almost three hundred thousand strong. We represent a mag- 
nificent constituency in the home land, in Africa, China, Japan, 
Porto Rico, the Philippines, and other places of the earth, and we 
are here fresh from the fields of victory. Our opportunities for 
doing good are as thick as leaves in autumn. 

The forees of the East are grandly led by that intellectual giant, 
Bishop Mills. [Great applause.]_ The forces from the coast are un- 
der the magnetic influence of Bishop Bell, that silver bell that utters 
no uncertain sound. [Applause.] And the forces of the western and 
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Bishop Weekley [applause] and the consecrated, energetic Bishop 
Mathews. [Applause.] And the host from the sunny Southland are 
under the direction and leadership of the eloquent Bishop Carter 
[applause], the golden-mouth Chrysostom of the United Brethren in 
Christ regiment, while the genial, whole-souled, consecrated Bishop 
Castle, the Old Man Eloquent, simply but firmly holds the balance 
of power. [Applause.] We have also one hundred and fourteen lay- 
men here. <A brother layman arose in a certain praise and testi- 
mony meeting to give his testimony, and when the leader said, “Are 
you a preacher?’ he said: “No, sir; I am not a preacher. I am a 
layman. J live in this city, down on the corner of Everett and 
Water streets, and I operate a lumber-yard for the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Every one of these laymen, I believe, operate their respec- 
tive businesses for the Lord Jesus Christ. If not, they should. 
| Applause. ] 

We have with us also twenty consecrated women as delegates to 
this General Conference. [Applause.] Every one of them, so far as 
I know, a Frances E. Willard type—perfect women in themselves 
but complete in Him whose they are and whom they serve. Perfect 
women, like perfect men, in an absolute sense, have all died some 
years ago. [A voice, “Yes.”] A prominent lecturer asked his audi- 
ence, “Is there any one in this room who knows a perfect man?” 
Stillness reigned, and then he continued: “Is there any one in this 
room who knows a perfect woman?” Stillness reigned for just a 
little while, and finally a faint-looking little woman arose in the rear 
of the room and said in a thin, piping voice, “There was one but 
she is dead now. She was my husband’s first wife.” [Applause.] 
And I would like to say that I don’t know whether all of these 
women delegates are married or not, each some man’s angel, as the 
honorable judge referred so eloquently to womankind awhile ago, 
but I am of the opinion that if they are not already, they might be 
willing to become so before they leave the General Conference. 

We are here under the banner of the Cross. We are here to lay 
and perfect plans for the enlargement of Christ’s kingdom, not here 
simply as members of the United Brethren in Christ, but as belong- 
ing to the great Christian brotherhood of the world. And we want 
to lay plans to marshal our forces unitedly and solidly against sin 
in every form as never before. We stand for every movement that 
exalts the name of Jesus Christ and has for its object the uplifting 
of men and women more and more unto the likeness and image of 
our God. And so far as I know, there is not an individual engaged 
in the saloon business a member of the Church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ—North, South, East, or West. [Voices, “True.” ] 
There may be some members of the Church who are regenerated by 
the fire of the Holy Spirit—converted saloon-keepers—but not an 
individual, so far as I know, in the Church in good standing en- 
gaged in tlie hellish business. 

When General Grant was reviewing the English troops, he said, 
“They march with the swing of heroes.” There was something about 
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the tread of soldiers that fired the heart of the old chieftain. They 
had for drilling-ground the battles of Crecy, Hastings, and Waterloo. 
We have had splendid drilling-ground for one hundred years and 
especially during this quadrennium. Let us be United Brethren 
hosts on earth as never before. Let the almost three hundred thou- 
sand be enlisted and disciplined and sent to the front under the 
banner of Christ and make a crusade against sin in every form, 
joining with the other forces for righteousness until every land 
shall indeed become a holy land. 

I thank” you again for these cordial words of welcome, for this 
open hospitality, and pray the richest blessings on you as the days 
come and go. [Applause.]

SECOND DAY—MORNING SESSION. 


Fripay, May 14, 1909. 


Conference opened at 8:00 a.m., Bishop Weekley presiding. The 
devotional services was conducted by Rev. H. W. Trueblood of North- 


ern Illinois Conference, and Rev. Mr. Pontius led the singing. Song - 


Number 202, “I Need Thee Every Hour,” was followed with the 
reading by Doctor Trueblood of the General Epistle of J ames, first 
chapter, beginning with the fifth verse. Rev. L. L. Epley, of West 
Nebraska Conference, and Dr. J. W. Lilly, of Sandusky Conference, 
led in prayer. This was followed with song Number 174, “In the 
Cross of Christ I Glory.” Prayers were offered by Rev. J. A. Rich- 
ardson, of Wisconsin Conference, and Rev. J. W. Boggess, of 
Northern Illinois Conference; followed by song Number 23, “At 
Calvary.” Rev. J. S. Kendall, of East Ohio Conference, gave the 
morning address on the subject, “The Church That Grew,” and, in 
introducing his subject, he read from the second chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles, beginning with the forty-first verse. 

The hour of 9:00 a.m. having arrived, the business session opened 
with a song by the Arion Quartet. 

Tue Prestprine Bisnop: The Conference will come to order. The 
secretary will call the roll. 
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Seeretary Snyder then called the roll of delegates. 

Tue Presiping Brsuor. We will hear the record of yesterday. 

Seeretary Snyder then read the journal of yesterday’s session. 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. Are there any corrections to suggest ? 

Rey. Grorce P. Horr, of Virginia Conference. Do you under- 
stand that the report of the Committee on Rules was adepted? It 
was only ordered printed. 

THe Presipine BisHor. If there is nothing further the minutes 
will stand approved as corrected. Bishop Mills has a matter that he 
wishes to present at this time. 

BisHop J. S. Mimus. I hold im my hand a gavel made by Dr. J. H. 
Pershing, of Greensburg, Pa., the head of which was made of wood 
obtained from the old Bonnet Schoolhouse where the Conference 
of 1815 was held, and the handle was cut from a piece of wood taken 
- from the chair in which Bishop Newcomer and other bishops often 
sat. Brother Pershing wishes to present it for the use of this 
Conference, and, representing him, I so present it to you. [ Applause. | 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Do you wish to present a resolution in 
the matter ? 

J.S. Davis, Lay Delegate from West Virginia Conference. I move 
you that the thanks of the Conference be expressed to the donor for 
the gavel, and that it be accepted by this Conference. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. As many as favor the adoption of this resolution will show 
the hand. Opposed, by like sign. It is unanimously adopted. I 
certainly express the sentiment of the Conference when I say that the 
gift from Brother Pershing is highly appreciated by this Conference, 
and as long as we have it here, of course, we will think now and 
again of the Bonnet Schoolhouse, and of the First General Con- 
ference that was ever held, and of the early history of the Church. 

Bisuop Maturws. I move that the General: Conference extend 
courtesy to all of the general officers to sit as advisory members. 

Seconded by Bishop Mills. 

Tue Presipinc Bisoorp. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. All favoring it will signify it by uplifted hand; opposed, 
like sign. The courtesy is granted. 

Tue Presiprnc BisHor. Is the Committee on Rules and Order 
ready to report this morning? 
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Rey. L. L. Scuoonover, of Indiana Conference, read an additional 
report on Rules and Order of Business, as follows: 


Additional Rule No. 14: Resolutions shall be presented in writing 
by the mover, and all motions shall be submitted in writing when 
the president, secretary, or any two members require it. 

Order of business for second day: We recommend the following 
order: Reports of general officers and boards. First, Home Mission- 
ary Secretary; second, Foreign Missionary Secretary; third, Church 
Erection Secretary; fourth, Publishing Agent and Trustees of Pub- 
lishing House; fifth, the Board of Directors of Bonebrake Theolog- 
ical Seminary and Business Manager; sixth, Board of Education; 
seventh, Board of Young People’s Christian Endeavor Union. 


Tue Presipinc BisHop. Will you adopt this? 

Dr. A. P. Funxnouser. I move you it be received and added to 
the report of yesterday, and turned over to be printed along with 
this report. 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. There is a motion before the house. 

Rey. J. Simons, of St. Joseph Conference. I move an amendment, 
and the amendment is that the portion of the report relative to the 
receiving of these reports be adopted and the other part given to 
the printer. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipinc Bisuor. It is moved and seconded, as you have 


heard. Are you ready to vote on the amendment: that that part 
of the report relative to the receiving of the reports be adopted 2 


Docror Funkuousrr. Speaking on this amendment, why make 
this separation for so small a matter? Let it all go through reeularly. 
All the reports made to this body will be printed and put in the 
hands of the members for consideration. This report will be the 
rules of order governing the body, and while they are now to be 
found in the main in Roberts’ Rules of Order, they will be printed 
for the convenience of the members of the Conference; and if we have 
this thing separated the order of election will not be before the body. 
We will print it all together, and it will not add ten cents more of 
expense, and we will have it all together. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. Mr. Chairman, may 
I suggest this as a solution of the problem: Pass the amendment 
and go ahead with the business, and let us print it all together. 

Tue Presipine Bisop. Are you ready to vote. Those favorable 
to it will show the hand; opposed, by like sign. It prevails. 
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Rey. W. C. Miuter, of West Nebraska Conference. Do you report 
from day to day further rules for the guidance of this Conference ? 
If you do, I would suggest that they present their report on the rules 
governing the Conference each day a day ahead.

Upon request the stenographer read the motion of Doctor Funk- 

_houser that the report of the Committee on Rules be received and 
ordered printed. 

Rev. J. T. Roperts, of White River. Does that mean the same as 
adopted 4 

Voices. No, no. 

BisHore Maruews. I move the report be adopted and be printed 
for the earliest possible use of the Conference. 

Voices. No, no. 

Rey. L. W. Stauz. I move you that we proceed under the rules 
of the last General Conference until we adopt other rules. 

Seconded. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisnop. As many as favor it, show the hand; 
opposing it, like sign. It is adopted. We will go on now with the 
business. Then we will work under the rules of to-day. Then, 
do not the rules of four years ago provide for the hearing of memor- 
ials every morning? 

Rey. L. W. Stanu. Yes, sir. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Then, the roll of conferences will be called 
for presentation of memorials and resolutions as provided by the 
rules of four years ago. Now, the roll of the Conference will be 
called. If you have any memorials or petitions to be presented, pre- 
sent them and they will be referred to appropriate committees. 

The secretary called the roll beginning with Allegheny Conference. 

Dr. S. S. Hoven, of Allegheny Conference. I have here a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Foreign Missionary Society relative to the ad- 
ministration of foreign mission work. If it please the Conference J 
will read it. 

Tur Presiping Bisnor. Will you hear this read, or will you refer 
it to the Committee on Foreign Missions ? 
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A Voice. Hear it read and then refer it. 

Doctor Hough then reads the resolution. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. Will you refer this to the Committec on 
Foreign Missions 4 

Docror Trursioop. I move that this be referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Missions. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presminc Bisnor. All in favor will show the hand; opposed, 
like sign. It is so referred. ; 

Tue Presiping Bishop. Now, hereafter just state the nature of 
the petition.

Present F. E. Brooke. Under the rule that we are now conduct- 
ing business no motion is necesssary. I refer to Rule Number 24. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Rule Number 24 reads: “Members present- 
ing memorials, petitions, and other papers for reference shall prepare 
each paper by writing in a plain hand on the back of it the following 
items in the following order, namely: First, the name of the member 
presenting the paper; second, the conference from which it ‘comes; 
third, the number of petitioners; fourth, the subject to which it re- 
lates.” You want to write your name and conference and subject. 

Rey. L. W. Staun. On page eighty of the proceedings of the last © 
General Conference we always referred papers without reading and 
without any discussion. 

Tue Presiprnc Bisnopr. Very good. The other is out of order. 
Call the next name. 

The secretary then called the following conferences: California, 
Chickamauga, Colorado, Columbia River, Des Moines. 

Rev. Grorce Mitier, of Des Moines Conference. I have a paper 
here relative to the organization of a Preachers’ Aid Bureau under the 
direction of the General Conference. 

THE Presipine Bisnop. It will be referred to the appropriate com- 
mittee. 

Pror. Mark Kepren, of California Conference. May I make a 
motion at this time? 

THe Preswina Bisnop. Yes. 

Proressor Keppen. IT should like to move that a special committee 
upon that particular subject be appointed, and then that this paper 
and other similar papers be given to that committee; as I understand 
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we have no committee of that kind at this present time, and that is 
too great a subject to be loaded on a committee that has other work, 
and I so move. 

Seconded by Dr. W. H. Washinger. 

THe Presipinc BisHop. The committee under the Discipline that 
has that part will consider this and all other similar matters. It will 
go to that committee on that part of the Discipline—the Committee 
on Ministry of the Church. 

The secretary proceeded: East Nebraska, East Ohio, East Penn- 
sylvania. 

Rey. A. B. Starron, of Pennsylvania Conference. Mr. Chairman, 
I have several recommendations here.’ Shall I just give the nature 
of each one and have it referred then ? ; 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Yes, sir, that is all right. 

Rev. A. B. Srarron. We have a recommendation sent in by our 
Conference with regard to setting a limit to the term served by a 
church trustee, Section 1, Chapter 12, page 83 of the Discipline. 
Then we have another—do you wish to dispose of this first ? 

THe Presmpinc BisHop. No, proceed; it is referred to the com- 
mittee. 

Rey. A. B. Starron. That the General Conference set forth con- 
cisely and plainly what constitutes membership in good standing in 
our Church. Third, that the Conference authorize a general budget 
plan. Fourth, that some general plan for the support of worn-out 
preachers be adopted. Fifth, that the Discipline of the Church rela- 
tive to the election of ministerial delegates to the General Conference 
be so changed as to permit the eligible elders of the Annual Confer- 
ence in regular session to elect the ministerial delegates to the General 
Conference, and that the lay delegates in annual session be permitted 
to elect the lay delegates to the General Conference. Sixth, that the 
Conference superintendenecy be recommended as the system to be 
adopted for the whole Church. Seventh, that inasmuch as the 
Sunday school and Young People’s work of our denomination are so 
closely allied—believing that it would be for the benefit of the 
Y. P.S. C. E. as well as the Sunday-School Department to have these 
interests under the direction of one general secretary; we memorialize 
the General Conference to so provide. Eighth, that the Quarterly 
Conference—pardon me, I am trying to condense these if possible; 
you ask that they not all be read—Whereas the provision of Paragraph 
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7, Section 4 of the Discipline is impractical inasmuch as it defers 
until the appointment of a pastor for a year for the fixing of his 
salary for the year, and this leaves the Annual Conference without 
definite information on this point in selecting a pastor for the 
charge; therefore, be it resolved that this General Conference recom- 
mend that the Estimating Committee perform its duties before the 
close of the Conference year, and thereupon to report in writing to 
the Conference the matter of pastor’s salary. And the last recom- 
mendation, and I am sure that this is the best of all of them: That 
the Quincy United Brethren Orphanage and Home, at Quincy, Penn- 
sylvania, be recognized as sustaining a well-defined relation to the 
Church as a general institution; that at least one person, duly au- 
thorized by the Conference, in addition to the Bishop of the East 
District, be authorized by the General Conference to be part of the 
Board of Control; and that Christmas be recognized as the time for 
the annual free-will-offering for the support of the institution ; 
and that in some way jurisdiction be assumed so as to prevent the 
unnecessary multiplication of such institutions. 

Tue Presmine Bisuor. All of which are referred to the appro- 
priate committees. 

Secretary Snyder proceeded with the roll-call: East Pennsylvania 
Conference. 

Rev. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. There was 
an action taken at the last session of our Conference relative to 
representation in the Annual Conference of persons who held offcial 
relation in any of the boards or committees of that conference, that 
they be recognized as members of the General Conference, and I move 
the reference of this matter to the Committee on Church Government. 

THE Presipinc Bisnor. It is referred to that committee. 

Secretary Snyder proceeds with the roll-call as follows: East 
Tennessee, Krie, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Japan, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Lower Wabash. 

Rev. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash Conference, JT present a 
memorial concerning the ordination and administration of the sacra- 
ment, and I desire it referred to Committee Number 18. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. This goes to the committee named. 

Secretary Snyder proceeded with the roll-eall as follows: Miami, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri. 
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Rey. O. P. Garwoox, of Missouri Conference. A resolution was 
passed by the last Missouri Conference asking for a change in the 
boundary lines. 

THE Presipine BisHor. It will go to the Committee on Boundaries, 

Secretary Snyper. Neosho Conference. 

Rev. N. L. Vezin, of Neosho Conference. It is requested that the 
name of G. H. Hinton be referred to the Committee on Memoirs. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. It has been referred. 

Rey. N. L. Vez. At the last session of Neosho Conference there 
was a memorial presented to the General Conference as to a service 
pension system. I will write it out and put it before the proper 
committee. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers, of Neosho Conference. I have a paper 
relative to the election of delegates, and I should like to have it 
referred to Committee Number 21. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. You will write it out. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers. I have already written it out, two weeks 
ago. [Laughter.] 

Secretary Snyder proceeded with the roll-call: Northeast Kansas, 
Northern Hlinois, North Nebraska, Northwest Kansas. 

Rey. M. B. Spayp, of Northern Illinois Conference. Northern 
Tilinois has been passed, but I wish to present a memorial to the Gen- 
eral Conference with regard to constituting a board of trustees for 
Bonebrake Seminary, and I ask that it be referred to that committee. 

The secretary proceeds: Northwest Kansas, Ohio German, Okla- 
homa.* 

Rey. C. E. Hetser, of Oklahoma. We have a memorial in regard 
to the official board on circuits. S 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Write it out and it will be referred. 

The secretary proceeds: Oregon, St. Joseph, Sandusky. 

Rev. J. W. Litzty, of Sandusky Conference. Sandusky Annual 
Conference presents two memorials; one in reference to changing 
the Discipline relative to the publication of donors to missionary 
interests—making it optional. The other has reference to a Preach- 
ers’ Aid Society. I suggest or move that they be referred to appro- 
priate committees. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. They will go to the appropriate committees. 

Rey. M. B. Spayp. Can I make an addition? 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. Very good. 
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Rev. M. B. Srayp. Relative to the Constitution and presidency of 
the Seminary to go to the same committee—the Seminary Committee. 

The secretary proceeded: Southeast Ohio, Southwest Kansas, 
Upper Wabash. 

W. H. Cueapts, Lay Delegate from Upper Wabash Conference. 
We desire that the boundaries of the annual conferences do not 
extend beyond the State line of the different States. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. That goes to the Committee on Boundaries. 

The secretary proceeds: Virginia. 

Rev. Geo. P. Horr, of Virginia Conference. Virginia sends one 
on Publishing House dividends to Committee Number 15, and one 
on Education to Committee Number 12. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. These are referred. 

The secretary proceeds: West Africa, West Nebraska, West Ten- 
nessee, West Virginia, White River, Wisconsin. 

THe Presipinc BisHorp. That completes the list. We will now 
hear the report of the Home Missionary Secretary, Doctor Whitney. 

At this point the printed report of the Home Missionary Secretary 
was distributed to the members. 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. Will you hear this report now ? 

Voices. Hear, hear. . 

Rev. C. Whitney, General Secretary of Home Missions then read 
his report to the Conference. 


REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF HOME MISSIONS, 


To the Bishops and Delegates of the Twenty-fifth General Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, Greeting. 

By God’s grace I am permitted, as the Secretary, to bring to you 
the first quadrennial report of the Home Missionary Society. 

The task of opening an office and starting out as a distinct general 
interest revealed the fact that, aside from the general oversight of the 
work in the field, several departments were needed, such as literary, 
educational, evangelistic, and, besides these, we were persuaded to 
organize the women for home work. Each of these departments has 
claimed a share of attention and js entitled to mention in this report. 


OUR MISSIONS AND MISSIONARIES. 


At the opening of the quadrennium we had 59 missionary pastors, 
nine presiding elders, and one field secretary, making in all 69; we 
now have 111 pastors, six presiding elders, four evangelists, one or- 
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ganizer, and one field secretary, making a total of 123 workers in the 
field, or an increase of 78 per cent. in the field force receiving aid 
from the Home Missionary treasury. These figures do not include 
the three pastors recently appointed to Montana. 

The following places of importance have been entered by the aid 
of the society this quadrennium: Cumberland, Md.; Elkins, W. Va.; 
Mansfield and Van Wert, Ohio; Richmond, Central Church, Muncie 
and Swayzee Street; Marion, Ind.; Janesville, Wis.; Second Church, 
Decatur, and Galesburg, Il.; Kansas City and Nevada, Mo.; Chat- 
tannooga and Huntingdon, Tenn.; Omaha, Neb.; Marshalltown, 
Iowa; Herington, Third Church, Wichita, and Arkansas City, Kan.; 
Blackwell, Okla.; Walla Walla, Colfax, and Vancouver, Wash.; Sec- 
ond Church, Portland, Ore.; Second Church, Los Angeles, Chico, and 
Stockton, Cal., twenty-seven in number. Besides these, sixty others 
have been receiving help that are not so important in size, making 
in all eighty-seven fields added, and thirty-five missions have passed 
off our list during the quadrennium. 

Our missionary pastors have preached to an average of 6,717 each 
Lord’s day. The average attendance at Sunday school has been 5,835; 
the prayer-meetings have had an average attendance of 1,828; the 
Church membership has increased from 5,516 to 10,618, or 92 per 
cent. There have been 8,306 accessions reported. Our missionaries 
have preached 38,073 sermons and made 128,512 pastoral visits. The 
mission fields have contributed $78,599.17 on pastors’ support; 
$29.322.91 has been paid on conference benevolences. These fields 
have contributed $134,050.89 on church property. Please notice that 
these struggling fields out of their poverty have paid to pastors’ sup- 
port, conference benevolences, and church property a total of $241,- 
972.77 during the quadrennium. If the same rate of increase in 
membership had obtained throughout the Church, the denomination 
would be reporting 497,802 instead of 281,309, as found in the Year 
Book of 1909; and if the whole Church had paid in proportion to 
their wealth as have these mission fields, we should be far in advance 
financially of what we are now. The greatest investments for returns 
in souls and money is that which the Church puts into its Home 
Mission work. 

Something has been accomplished for the people of foreign speech. 
We have Rev. Paul N. Palmer and daughter in northern Wisconsin 
among the Scandinavians. He has succeeded in organizing several 
churches in the past two years. Rev. J. Sick is winning his way in 
our German mission in Chicago, IIl., where he is working in a dis- 
trict of about 80,000 of that nationality. Rev. L. 8S. Woodruff, in 
our mission not two years old, at Stockton, California, has a fine class 
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of fourteen or more Japanese, who are instructed several nights a 
week. Other similar work is being done elsewhere, but not under the 
direct care of our home missionaries. This is only the beginning of 
a much-needed department. 


THE LITERARY DEPARTMENT, 

We were painfully impressed, the very first week of service in the 
office, that we did not have even a tract to send out to our people. 
Much time, effort, and money have been devoted to the preparation 
of good and attractive literature, consisting of tracts, booklets, circu- 
lars, and charts. The person having control of the exhibits at Silver 
Bay, N. Y., at the last missionary conference was overheard to say that 
ours was the finest display of any literature in the hall. [Applause.] We 
invite a close examination of our exhibit. Special mention is due to 
the booklets entitled “The Needs and Opportunities of Home Mik- 
sions” and “The Needs and Opportunities of City Evangelization.” 
Most of the matter of each of these booklets is from the pens of our 
bishops. The address of Doctor Washinger on “City Evangelization” 
and the address, “The Holy Spirit in the Church’s Finances,” by 
Bishop Weekley, have also had a large circulation. There have been 
over a half million of leaflets, tracts, eards, booklets, and charts 
issued. Sister denominations have appreciated our chart, “Dark 
America,” and commented upon it as being the most striking illus- 
tration of our condition as a country that, they have seen. " 

The device for securing monthly contributions to home work, the 
Home Mission calendar, has been sought after by other denomina- 
tions also. 

At the opening of the quadrennium the name of “The Searchlight?” 
was changed to “Missionary Advance,” and its publication was econ- 
tinued until January, 1909, when the Publishing House discontinued 
the publication of it, as its subscription list did not pay the running 
expenses. 

It is with sincere thankfulness that we speak of the privilege 
granted the society since January 1, 1907, of a page in the Religious 
Telescope, and it is also gratifying to learn to what extent page 23 
is read. 

The society has been placed under great obligations to the columns 
of the Watchword for space given to Home Missions. 

It is impossible to estimate the widespread educational influence 
of these two periodicals. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


After January 1, 1906, the Educational Department was started. 
Up to this time we had never had a Home Mission study class in the 
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denomination. Since that date we have had the honor, in proportion 
to number, of leading the world. Our efforts have been to bring to 
our people the conditions of the home land. The statement has been 
made, and we believe truthfully, that as a denomination we were 
better informed of the spiritual needs of some other countries than 
ot America. 

In the thirty-nine months, since the above date, we have placed 
our order for 19,294 Home Mission study books, or, excepting Sun- 
days and holidays, an average of twenty per day have gone forth to 
enlighten our people. During this time 1,026 classes have been organ- 
ized with 16,395 members; this does not include 706 classes in “Needs 
and Opportunities,” by our bishops, with 9,249 members; should these 
be added, it would make a grand total of 1,732 classes and 25,644 
members. The changes wrought by this effort is little short of 
marvelous. Prejudice has given way, interest has been created, and 
places where the subject of Home Missions was unwelcome are now 
inviting some one to present the cause. 

Several different phases of Home Mission work have been covered 
by the books studied. The difficulties and sacrifices of the home mis- 
sionaries among the early settlers was brought out by “The Heroes 
of the Cross in America,” by Don O. Shelton. The immigration 
problem was forcibly presented in “Aliens or Americans?’ by How- 
ard B. Grose. The alarming problem of the city in the book, “The 
Challenge of the City,” by Josiah Strong, has opened the eyes of 
many. The last few months the Church has had the privilege of 
studying the sacrifices of some of our own Church fathers in the 
excellent book, “Our Heroes,” or, “United Brethren Home Mission- 
aries.” The denomination has been placed under lasting obligations 
to Bishop W. M. Weekley and Dr. H. H. Fout for this work. No 
unprejudiced mind can read “Our Heroes” without being made more 
loyal to the Church. It has had a circulation of nearly 7,000, though 
published less than nine months ago. As far as we know, this is the 
first strictly denominational text-book on Home Missions ever pub- 
lished. 

During the coming year the Home Society will be in a position to 
present all these books mentioned, and also the excellent book, “The 
Frontier,” by Dr. Ward Platt. 

One of the inestimable benefits connected with Home Mission 
study has come through the prayer cycles, or the personal prayer of 
members of classes for individual missionaries and their work. 

Great credit is due for the unparalleled success of this department 
to Miss Lyda B. Wiggim, who was elected Educational Secretary of 
the society. 
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THE EVANGELISTIC DEPARTMENT. 


Without means to finance this work we were compelled to resort to 
our evangelistic pastors for the first year of this quadrennium. The 
plan was to ask the pastors to. donate their services, their congrega- 
tions to grant the time, and the Home Missionary Society to make 
the appointments and become responsible for the necessary expenses, - 
all of which was covered by special solicitation. This plan proved to 
be an excellent one, as can be shown. One result has been that these 
men came back with a much better knowledge of the field. Eighteen 
pastors and singers went out the first year, resulting in at least 350 
conversions. This interchange of men in the Kast, with the faithful 
toilers in the South and West, has established a current of sympathy 
which is most helpful. Two of the number who went out among the 
first are now serving as pastors on the Pacific Coast. The plan of 
sending out pastors has continued throughout the quadrennium, but 
the second year Rev. J. E. Shannon, of Marion, Ind., was employed 
jointly by the Sunday school and Home Mission boards. By the per- 
sonal solicitation of Bishop Weekley it was made possible to employ 
Rev..S. W. Keister and Rev. T. M. Sharp. Most of their time was 
given to the West District. 

The third year Rev. J. E. Shannon, Rev. E. C. Petry and wife, 
and Rev. J. W. Hicks were in the employ of both the Home Mission 
and Sunday School Boards; but Rev. R. J. Parrett and wife were 
engaged by the Home Board exclusively. The last year Reverends J. 
E. Shannon, J. W. Hicks, and R. J. Parrett and wife have been 
working under the direction of the Home Missionary Society only. 

The reports show that our evangelists have preached 1,881 ser- 
mons; delivered 758 addresses; made 5,325 visits; reported 3,168 con- 
versions, with 1,952 accessions. Great praise is due these men and 
women in the evangelistic field, and the greatest testimony is the 
number of souls saved and gathered into the Church. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF OUR WOMEN. 


It was something of a surprise to learn that we were the only de- 
nomination, of any considerable membership, in this country who did 
not have their women organized in home mission work. 

Early in the quadrennium we published a plan for organizing 
“Woman’s Home Missionary Auxiliaries.” This was an entirely new 
department and has not had the attention given it that it deserves. 
More attention has been given to this work in the West District. 
Because of the failure to report to this office we have been unable to 
get a complete record of the auxiliaries; we only know of 125. From 
the conference minutes we are able to glean something of what has 
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been accomplished financially. Over $7,000 has been reported, and 
this does not include the boxes and barrels of clothing that have 
been sent to our needy workers in the West and South, aggregating 
several hundred dollars in value. We have had an organizer in the 
field part of the time, and, for a short time, two. What the organ- 
izations already formed have accomplished gives us an idea of what 
can be done. A few months ago a constitution was published and the 
work can now be pushed in a way that it has not been at any time 
during the quadrennium. : 

When we read the annual reports of the women of our sister de- 
nominations and see that one-half million dollars have been raised 
in a single year in one denomination, we wonder why we, as a 
Church, have failed so long to recognize this great world force. 

The most natural thing would be for each Christian woman to be 
interested in America and the salvation of her home land. We are 
told that only one in twelve of our women are organized for mission 
work now, and surely that one-twelfth and the other eleven-twelfths 
ought to be interested in saving our own country. 

We urge upon this General Conference the importance of recog- 
nizing a Woman’s Home Missionary Society of the United Brethren 
in Christ, and commend to them, in the main, the constitution 
already published, unless the Woman’s Missionary Association will 
take up the work of home missions, giving it proper recognition and 
adequate financial support, which course we are sure would commend 
itself to the Home Missionary Society and to the entire Church. 
This is our most ardent desire. But if this cannot be done, give the 
women of this Church an opportunity to do work in our own borders. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Nothing is so vital to the future progress of our denomination as 
the securing of a system and division of finances that will give to 
each general interest an equitable share of the funds bestowed by the 
Church. No unprejudiced mind can fail to see that this is not the 
case at present. Several things conspire to cause the lack of suffi- 
cient means to conduct our Home Mission work. 

First. Our plan is superlatively deficient. On page 105 of our 
Discipline, under Article VII., second paragraph, we read: “Each 
conference shall lay upon its several fields a reasonable assessment 
for Home Missions, which, when collected, shall be divided equally 
between the conference and Home Board.” There is no indication 
of what a reasonable assessment would be or what per cent. as a 
minimum could be considered as reasonable. The consequence has 
been in many instances that the conferences have made an unreason- 
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ably small assessment and kept one-half of that; then made another 
under the name of Home Missions for their conference, often much 
larger than the one to be divided between the conference and Home 
Society. This last assessment named is all retained by the confer- 
ence, together with the one-half of the regular Home Mission assess- 
ment. The consequence is that we have realized an average of only 
seven cents per member annually from the regular assessment during 
the quadrennium. 

Second. Our edueation for over fifty years fag been along the 
lines of foreign work. The organizing of a Home Society brought 
us up to confront these conditions in a most trying manner. For 
this reason the greatest effort and force of the home office has been 
put in the educational work. It is with a degree of satisfaction and 
joy that we report victory. We greatly appreciate the pressing invi- 
tations that now come to the office for some one to come to churches, 
Sunday schools, men’s classes, Young People’s societies, and annual 
conventions to present Home Missions. Some of the friends of this 
general interest have expressed themselves that the growth of senti+ 
ment in favor of Home Missions is a little short of marvelous. 

There has been $157,861.71 collected from all sources during this 
quadrennium for Home Missions. But the society has failed to re- 
ceive the proper financial attention, especially in the stronger con- 
ferences. To illustrate: By comparing the total for missions of five 
of our leading conferences, as given in the Year Book, with the 
Treasurer’s account as given through the regular channel of assess- 
ments for Home Missions by these same conferences, we will find 
that the Home treasury received less than ten cents out of each dol- 
lar. We submit to any one, no matter what their preferences are, 
whether this is a “fair deal,” not for the Home Missionary Society 
alone, but to the Church itself; for who will deny that Home Mis- 
sions lies at the foundation of all our general interests? We must 
have the planting of the local church first before anything else can 
follow. 

The society was unfortunate in inheriting a debt of over three 
thousand dollars. 

The first year of the quadrennium the assessment was divided with 


the Foreign Society, and the Treasurer’s account shows that only + 


$11,928, or an average of four cents and one mill per member, came 
from this source. 

The expense of starting an office, the debt, the small amount of 
money to do with, all conspired to place a handicap on the society 
that was most embarrassing. 

Appeals for help have come from many sources. Conference young 
people’s organizations have challenged the society to invest an equal 
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amount with them in opening work in some important centers; 
bishops, anxious for their districts, have plead for help; presiding 
elders have besought the society; pastors have gone to members of 
the executive committee and said, “I must have help; my family is 
in need”; stanch and faithful laity have moved into regions desti- 
tute of the gospel and have written heart-melting appeals for some 
one to come and preach to them. The inclination is to trust the 
Church and heed these calls, but unexpectedly the past year has been 
disappointing; numbers of the stronger conferences have failed to 
bring up as much through the assessment as the previous year; one 
fell short $487; another, $362; a third, $162, and so on until the 
treasury is embarrassed to the amount of $6,662.88; or, in other 
words, we are about three months ahead in our work of our needed 
supply of money. We might have had money in the treasury if we 
had not pushed on and occupied the open doors that God in his provi- 
dence seemed to indicate for us to enter. But, while this situation 
faces us on the one hand, it is only fair to state that we have added 
to our contingent assets in the way of notes until we now have 
pledges that have installments coming due from time to time to the 
amount of $24,656, or a net gain in this class of assets of $23,241; 
also, the society has notes maturing at the death of donors which 
aggregate $15,000. It is extremely difficult to establish the present 
worth of these so-called death notes, therefore they are not counted in 
the assets of the society. We have bequests and death notes in the 
courts, pending settlement, of between $3,500 and $4,000. In addi- 
tion to the above, $4,000 in cash has lately been added to the endow- 
ment fund. To the field secretary of the society, Rev. L. O. Burtner, 
much is due for faithful and persistent toil in securing the above- 
mentioned assets. , 

In your planning for the financial future of this department we 
trust you will take into consideration what the Home Missionary 
Society stands for. If it were simply the sending out and maintain- 
ing missionaries in the fields destitute of the gospel, that would not 
require near the amount of money that is necessary under the present 
conditions. At least two-thirds of the places now receiving support 
from the Home treasury would pass off from our list if it were not 
for the debts on their local churches. The ery is, “You must continue 
the appropriation until we are out of debt; if you do not, we are 
ruined!” This must be done so that the mission can put its money 
into the debt; or, in other words, the Home Missionary Society must 
pay the church debt, no matter whether that money is secured from 
bank, Church Erection, or private sources; it must be paid back, and, 
in an unrecognized way, Home Missions must help to pay it. Right 
here allow us to call your attention to the fallacy claimed by some 
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that Church Erection and Home Missions are all the same and ought 
to be tangled up together. One is an out-and-out gift, the other is in 
no sense a gift except. the interest. In some of the sister denomina- 
tions they have a gift fund in connection with their Church Erec- 
tion Department; not so with us, and, until this is the case, remem- 
ber that Home Missions and Church Erection are distinct and should 
be separate in their appeal to the Church. We recognize the close 
relation between these two societies and rejoice in the magnificent 
work of Church Erection, and oppose any effort to belittle its useful- 
ness or cripple its claims on the Church by trying to confuse it with 
Home Missions. Let them stand out clear and distinct, and place 
before the Church the claims of each. 

Again, another unrecognized call on the Home Missionary treasury 
is the support of evangelists. Only a few of the stronger fields 
served by these faithful workers put up enough to bear alt the ex- 
penses of the service. Permit us to say that if these regular evan- 
gelists were sent to the strong fields their reports would be much 
greater in number of conversions and cash secured than they are 
under our present policy, for we very frequently send them to some 
weak, struggling point where ten conversions mean as much as a 
hundred would in some old established church. Coupled with these 
unrecognized appeals is the regular work of supporting missionaries 
and through them the building of a foundation for all the other 
interests in the Church, and you have a most important department 
to consider and plan for. May God give wisdom in so doing. 


SPECIAL MENTION. 


The Ontario Conference.—It will be remembered that at our last 
quadrennial gathering the Ontario Conference was authorized to 
open negotiations with other Canadian churches with a view to 
union, provided that no proposition of union should be final until 
it is first submitted to a vote of the members of the Ontario Confer- 
ence and receive a two-third majority of such votes cast. Now we 
submit whether the direct inference is anything other than that when 
a two-thirds vote is secured, that is final. You will also remember 
that the negotiations should be under the direction of the Home 
Mission Board. It was reported to our society by the authorities of 
the Ontario Conference that the matter of union with the Congrega- 
tional Church of Canada had been submitted to the aforesaid Con- 
ference and that two-thirds majority had been secured. That being 
final, there seemed to be nothing that we could do but to consent to 
the union; no veto power was delegated to the Home Mission Board 
if they had felt disposed to use it. Therefore we have only to. report 
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to this body that the portion of the Church formerly known as “The 
Ontario Conference of the United Brethren in Christ” is now a part 
of the Congregational denomination in Canada. We wish we were 
able to report their general prosperity since that union, but we notice 
by the Year Book that in 1905 they had 1,452 as a membership; and, 
from a letter lately received from their secretary, Rev. J. W. New- 
berry, of Sheffield, Ont., he reports 1,199, a decrease of 253 in four 
years. 

North Nebraska Mission Conference.—At the session of this body 
four years ago, North Nebraska was made a mission conference, in- 
eluding South Dakota. This last territory mentioned has six 
churches and three parsonages that have stood vacant during the 
quadrennium for lack of men and money to take proper care of them, 
until about eight weeks ago, when the church at Toledo, Iowa, made 
it possible for us to take up that work again by raising the money 
sufficient to send a pastor to that neglected district. They also fur- 
nished the man, Rev. R. M. Montgomery, and we have hopes of 
building up this territory. The conference proper shows substantial 
growth—61 per cent. gain in membership, and 60 per cent. gain in 
finances in total for all purposes. 

A New Conference—The Board in its session in May, 1908, author- 
ized the forming of a new conference to be known as the “North 
Texas,” including in its territory “The Pan Handle” of Texas, that 
part of Oklahoma known as “The Strip,” and the Territory of New 
Mexico. The occasion of this action was the migration of so many 
of our own people to this new country. The conference was organ- 
ized by Bishop Weekley in November last and consists of five fields 
of labor, with a membership of 245. The organization being of such 
late date, this new field is without representation in this General 
Conference. 

“Finally, brethren,” “Think on these things”: 

Do you long for the salvation of souls?) We ask where there are 
any records in soul-saving that will compare with those of our Home 
Mission fields ? 

Do you wish for more means to carry on the work of the Church ? 
Where is there any giving to compare with our struggling Home 
‘Mission fields? 

Have you a laudable ambition to increase the capacity of our great 
publishing plant? But what would be the need of it if we neglect 
to expand our Home Mission effort? 

Does this General Conference desire to strengthen our educational 
work to obtain more students and to enlarge the endowments? How 
is that to be done without the aid of Home Missions to plant the local 
church from which to draw the patronage? 
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Have we patriotism enough to save our own land from the heathen- 
ism and semi-heathenism of the millions of immigrants that come to 
our shores? If so, how can we hope to succeed without giving more 
attention to Home Missions? Will history repeat itself? Palestine 
had the gospel from Christ’s own lips and those of his disciples; later 
they neglected to evangelize the foreigner who invaded their country, 
and now they are without the light. If they lapsed into heathenism 
by neglecting Home Missions, may not we, if we are guilty of the 
same neglect ? : 

Do we see the wisdom of Christ’s command to put the emphasis on 
the home work at “Jerusalem,” “Judea,” and “Samaria”? How can 
the work abroad succeed without the home Church from which to 
draw the recruits and means? How ean the army fighi in distant 
fields without a base of supplies at home? 

Who will join us in nationalizing our Church by establishing our- 
selves in every State and Territory not now occupied ? 


RECOM MENDATIONS. 


Furst. That the Home Missionary Society be freed from all en- 
tanglements or division of funds with the conferences or any other 
society, and be placed on the basis of a direct appeal. That the pas- 
tor of each and every church be required to see that the claims of 
Home Missions are placed before the members of his congregation by 
himself or a committee appointed for that purpose, not less fre- 
quently than once a year, to secure the definite contribution of all 
the people. And should any charge contribute less than an average 
of twenty-five cents per member, Christ’s cause and the Church must 
suffer in proportion to such failure. 

Second. That all the funds contributed under the aforesaid pre- 
sentation shall be at once forwarded to the Conference Treasurer, 
and by him to the office of the society at Dayton, Ohio, within thirty 
days. 

Third. That assessments made by conferences for the purpose of 
extending the work of their bounds shall be designated as ‘“Confer- 
ence Church Extension Fund,” thereby avoiding confusion. 

Fourth. That all Sunday schools be instructed to make a monthly 
offering for our missionary societies, the Home and the Foreign, and 
that the claims of each society be presented alternately, for the sake. 
of intelligence in presentation, and that all offerings made in the 
school be forwarded at once to the conference treasurer, who, in turn, 
shall send the same to the respective general offices at Dayton, Ohio, 
for receipt and record. 

Fifth. That the Sunday school make a special presentation of the 
claims of the Home Missionary Society on the Sunday before or 
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after the national Thanksgiving Day, to be known as “Home Mission 
Day” in the Sunday school, and that the offering be forwarded as 
above. 

Siath. That nothing is more needed in the denomination than the 
consecration of means, and to this end there should be a thorough 
knowledge by each Christian of his duties to God and man in the use 
of means. Therefore we recommend that this Conference institute a 
department to be known as that of Christian Stewardship.

I move that the report be approved and 
referred to the respective committees,

tary was distributed. 

The Conference then joined in singing, “My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” 
led by Prof. E. S. Lorenz, of Miami Conference. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. We will hear Doctor Hough’s report now. 

Dr. 8. S. Hough, General Secretary of Foreign Missions, then read 
his report, as follows: 


REPORT OF GENERAL SECRETARY OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


To the Bishops and Members of the Twenty-fifth General Conference. 

Honorep Coworkers: ‘our years ago the General Conference 
created the Foreign Missionary Society as one of the two separate 
and distinct organizations which were formed from the Home, 
Frontier, and Foreign Missionary Society. All through the quad- 
rennium that now closes much attention has been given to the study 
of the conditions and problems of world evangelization, in order that 
every step taken might be an essential factor toward the realization 
of our purpose—to plant Christianity as a permanent blessing in 
Sierra Leone, West Africa; Japan, and Porto Rico. 

In addition to the careful study of the fields by our experienced 
superintendents and their associates, Bishop J. S. Mills, D.D., made 
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a visit to Porto Rico the first year of the quadrennium; and all the 
five foreign fields of the Church were visited and carefully studied 
by deputations last year—Bishop Mills going to Japan, China, and 
the Philippines; Dr. W. R. Funk and Mr. J. W. Ruth, to Sierra 
Leone, West Africa; and the General Secretary, accompanied by 
Messrs. ©. M. Benson, Alfred Baltzly, and W. L. Hough, to Porto 
Rico. Every phase of mission work was carefully examined. An 
effort was made to ascertain the extent of the territory for the evan- 
gelization of which our Church is responsible. The absolute need 
of new missionaries, buildings, and equipment, and the opening up 
of new departments of work received the most careful consideration 
of the deputations. 


KEEPING THE ULTIMATE AIM IN VIEW. 


Tn all the work and investigations of the quadrennium the ultimate 
aim of foreign missions has been kept constantly in view; namely, 
that of preaching Jesus Christ as Savior and Lord to every creature, 
and of so instructing and training the native Christians as to enable 
them to become powerful in the work of evangelizing thew own 
fellow-countrymen. 

In other words, those who direct the foreign missionary enterprise 
have sought to employ such agencies and methods of work as shall 
raise up and establish a native Christian church that shall be able, 
ultimately, not only to maintain itself, but to direct and extend its 
own gospel work without aid from other lands. 

To accomplish this task the gospel must be constantly proclaimed 
with zeal, love, and much perseverance. The final aim in every 
department of the work should be soul-winning and the building up 
of the Christian life. The young converts must be instructed in the 
essentials of Christianity, and trained to do personal work in extend- 
ing to others the blessings they have received. Native churches need 
to be organized and the principles of building up the spiritual life 
of a congregation and of self-support must be inculecated. Chapels, 
churches, and school-buildings are much needed, and a Christian 
literature in the vernacular must be provided. In some fields the 
natives must be taught the dignity and blessings of honest toil; hence, 
industrial training is an absolute necessity. And in addition to day 
schools, higher institutions of learning for the teaching and training 
of the native ministry are of first importance in the present stage of 
foreign missionary work. 
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STEPS TOWARD PERMANENCY—NEW MISSIONARIES. 


An earnest effort has been made to put into successful operation 
the principles and agencies just mentioned. The most important 
factor in accomplishing this difficult work is the missionary himself. 
Our denomination is deeply indebted to Bishop Bell, the former 
Missionary Secretary, and his associates for many things, such as 
their magnificent work in clearing away the long-standing mission 
debt, and preparing the way for foreign missions to be presented to 
the Church on its merit; but for nothing are we so indebted to the 
past as for the able, experienced, heroic missionaries they bequeathed 
to us—Dr. and Mrs. J. R. King, Dr. and Mrs. A. T. Howard, Rev. 
and Mrs. N. H. Huffman, Rev. and Mrs. Philo W. Drury, Rev. and 
Mrs. Joseph Cosand, and Prof. Raymond P. Dougherty—missionaries 
of the highest type of culture, loyalty, and practical efficiency. 

One of the most difficult and delicate phases of the administrative 
work is the selection of the missionaries needed at this time in the 
foreign fields. The very highest qualities of heart, mind, body, and 
all-round efficiency are needed. Such workers we have been able to 
add to the foreign staff during the quadrennium. Rev. Monroe 
Crecelius and Rev. and Mrs. B. F. Shively were sent to Japan; Rev. 
and Mrs. I. E. Caldwell, Miss Elizabeth Reed, and Rev. and Mrs. 
©. I. Mohler, to Porto Rico; Prof. and Mrs. Edwin M. Hursh, Rev. 
E. Kingman, Rev. John F. Musselman, and Rev. and Mrs. H. T. 
Miller, to West Africa. 


NEW CHURCHES BUILT. 


On taking up the work four years ago, calls that demanded 
immediate action came to the Board for new churches, chapels, and 
other buildings. The society saw no hope of winning to Christ large 
numbers of people and building up a strong native church without 
proper equipment. The home churches were informed of all the 
needs, and of the purpose of the society to build permanently and 
to go forward into new districts only as the work could be adequately 
supported. 

The contract to build the first church of the quadrennium—that 
of Juana Diaz, Porto Rico—was given July 8, 1905, eight days after 
the present Board came into authority. In exactly four months’ 
time this new brick church, plastered on the outside with cement and 
well furnished within, was completed and dedicated. The entire cost 
of the building including furnishings was $5,356.04. Excellent 
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churches were also erected on the island at Guayanilla and Penuelas; 
and the church at Ponce received extensive repairs and readjustments 
which resulted in greatly increasing its usefulness and beauty. Here 
we have what is considered by other denominations a model congre- 
gation. It has a membership of 171, and a Sunday school with an 
average attendance of over 200. 

Aided by the anniversary offerings from the Young People’s socie- 
ties, the substantial chapel at Shizuoka, Japan, was erected. An 
interesting illustration of personal work in soul-winning took place 
in connection with the building of this church. The contractor was 
led to Christ by the tactful native pastor, Brother Seki, while the 
church was being erected, and on the day of dedication he and five 
others were ready to confess their new-found Lord and unite with 
the church. 

Land in Japan has greatly increased in value since the war, and 
it is exceedingly difficult to secure suitable lots for church purposes 
in the larger cities. During the last two years, after much careful 
investigation, Boctor Howard succeeded in purchasing three most 
valuable lots, one in Kyoto and two in Tokyo. The erection of much- 
needed churches on these lots should be the next step taken in Japan. 


CHURCHES ERECTED BY THE NATIVES. 


The principle of self-support and of self-extension is recelying 
increased emphasis. It is a source of joy to be able to report that 
in West Africa the native churches, in addition to building a large 
number of adobe chapels and residences for their native workers, 
erected recently, entirely through their own contributions and labor, 
new churches at Sembehu, Daymah, and Otterbein Station, costing 
$400, $750, and $1,750, respectively. 

Two chapels in Porto Rico were also erected largely through the 
contributions of the native church, the one at the Caves and the 
other at the Playa of Guayanilla. The chief effort of the native 
churches in Sierra Leone and Porto Rico in extending their own 
work has been by contributing toward the building of churches. In 
Japan a regularly-graded schedule which leads to complete self- 
support in twenty years has been in operation since 1906. 


RESIDENT HEADQUARTERS, 
The great importance of permanent resident headquarters for all 
our foreign missions was early brought to the attention of the Board. 
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Missionaries cannot do their best service when they are obliged to 
move frequently and be compelled, sometimes, to live in unhealthy, 
inconvenient houses where the wives and children are subjected to: 
such physical and social perils as are sure to result in nervous break- 
downs, and in the cutting short of what might be, under more favor- 
able conditions, long and successful missionary careers. 

Frequent changes break seriously with the continuity and develop- 
ment of the work. When a missionary is adapted to a foreign field, 
his services increase in power as the years go by, and the wisdom of 
providing a healthful, convenient residence where the missionary and 
his family can continue through a long period of years in the best 
possible physical, mental, and spiritual condition, is more and more 
clear to all who have studied this question. Moreover, a Christian 
home, well located and permanently established, becomes a valuable 
object-lesson in foreign lands and is one of the strongest missionary 
agencies. 

It is a real joy to be able to report that resident headquarters were 
erected during the quadrennium in Japan and in West Africa, the 
latter being constructed by the two Boards jointly. Superintendents 
Howard and King exercised the highest wisdom in the selection and 
purchase of admirable sites and in the construction of these con- 
venient and healthful buildings. 

The entire cost of the headquarters for Japan, including grounds, 
buildings, and equipment, was $7,873.73; and the lots, building, and 
furnishings of the headquarters in Africa cost $7,811.48, one-half of 
which was provided by the Woman’s Missionary Association. We 
have the assurance that these properties have already so increased in 
value that we could dispose of them at any time, if we so desired, at 
more than thirty per cent. in advance of the cost. These new build- 
ings bring to our mission work permanency, prestige, and splendid 
facilities. Our faithful missionaries in these centers now have com- 
fortable quarters provided for them and their families and offices for 
the transaction of the increasing business of the missions. It is 
earnestly hoped that good residences may soon be erected for our 
missionaries in Porto Rico. 

Through the anniversary offerings of the Young People’s societies 
last year, splendid dormitory facilities for the students of the Rufus 
Clark Training School, at Shenge, West Africa, are being provided, 
and a mission residence is now nearing completion at that important 
station. 
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INDUSTRIAL TRAINING STATION. 


Special attention has been given to the development of industrial 
work in Africa the last two years. Rev. E. Kingman, a man of wide 
experience in many practical matters, was secured and sent out to 
direct in this important phase of mission work. Superintendent King 
and others have had a growing conviction that greater emphasis must 
be given to industrial training in Africa in order to conserve the 
highest possible fruitage from the evangelistic and educational work 
already well organized. In any country prolonged idleness will sap 
the power of aspiration and achievement and lead to stagnation. On 
the other hand, steady employment gives a healthy body and fosters 
a noble purpose in life. 

In the Shenge District, through the wisdom and foresight of 
Brother Gomer, the society many years ago secured the title to a 
number of tracts of land, which range in size from about one hun- 
dred to one hundred and sixty acres. Doctor King and Brother 
Kingman decided to select the farm located at Mofus on the Cock- 
boro River, about twenty-five miles from Shenge, as the place best 
suited to open up the industrial work. When Mr. Kingman, with 
his band of native workers, entered this place in October, 1907, there 
was nothing but dense bush—no improvements whatever. At first 
temporary buildings were erected, then a substantial house. This 
was followed by the erection of a store-room and houses for the native 
laborers, all at a cost of about one thousand dollars. The mission-- 
house furnishes a home .for Mr. Kingman and his assistant, and 
serves for a day school, night school, and a daily morning prayer- 
meeting, and on the Lord’s day for preaching services. In addition 
to erecting these buildings, fourteen acres have been cleared, and a 
transformation that is surprising has taken place. 

Two thousand five hundred para rubber plants and over seven 
thousand cocoa trees and a great number of other fruit-bearing trees 
have been growing in nurseries. One thousand cocoa trees and six 
hundred and twenty-two cola trees have been transplanted, and six, 
acres of cassada and a large number of bananas and plaintain are 
now growing on the industrial plantation. 

Mr. Kingman is exceedingly optimistic and enthusiastic about this 
work. He is looking ahead through the centuries, recognizing the 
fact that the whole of the interior of Africa awaits the successful 
demonstration of the possibilities of such industrial work. 
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After more than a year of expe™tsace in this work, Mr. Kingman 
wrote: “Everything is opening up as we expected it would. The 
rich possibilities which lie in this land await our patient endeavor 
to be brought forth. The people themselves must be led to grasp 
the principles that underlie all education and industrial efforts and 
be brought to the place where they will have larger faith in them- 
selves and in the land in which they live. People can be taught best 
how to do things by leading them to do them. There is a great dif- 
ference between knowing how and doing. We have here work that 
we like, and a God to serve whom we believe is interested in this 
great world and has got some of us fitted into his purpose for it. 
Should we not be joyful ?” 


TRAINING SCHOOLS. 


No foreign mission can be rated as a real success unless it is 
developing able native leaders whose loyalty to Christ is unques- 
tioned. The strength of our foreign missionary work, therefore, 
cannot be measured by the material equipment, nor entirely by the 
number of converts that are reported, but rather by the number of 
resourceful, efficient native ministers that are being ordained. The 
number of ordained native ministers in our three foreign fields 
increased during the quadrennium from 4 to 14, and the total number 
of native workers from 39 to 64. 

Christian schools are greatly needed to call out and train a much 
larger force of native leaders. In Japan and Porto Rico the govern- 
ments provide good public day schools, but such is not the case in 
West Africa. Our mission there has had to maintain 15 day schools, 
which now have an enrollment of 525. These elementary schools 
become important feeders for the schools of higher grade. The Rufus 
Olark Training: School, at Shenge, is of an elementary and grammar 
schoel grade and provides excellent industrial as well as intellectual 
training for a large number of boys. 


THE ALBERT ACADEMY. 


Probably the one work of the quadrennium that will stand out as 
of first importance was the erection of the new Albert Academy 
building at Freetown, West Africa, and the organization and deyvel- 
opment of this splendid institution for the education and training of 
native workers. The academy was established jointly by the Woman’s 
Missionary Association and the Foreign Missionary Society on 
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October 4, 1904, when five students were enrolled at its initial session 
held in a rented room. 

Mr. Ralph Leininger, of Brooklyn, New York, a cousin of Rev. 
Ira E. Albert, who gave his life for Africa’s redemption, made a 
proposition to donate five thousand dollars toward the erection of an 
academy to be named “The Albert Academy,” in memory of Mr. 
Albert. The conditions of Mr. Leininger’s proposition were accepted, 
and he afterwards voluntarily increased his gift to over eight thou- 
sand dollars. The whole Church is greatly indebted to this generous 
Christian layman, for without his help the Albert Academy as it now 
stands would have been an impossibility. May his unselfish spirit 
fall upon many of our men of means! 

During the first year of this quadrennium a five-acre tract of land, 
three hundred feet above the sea and commanding a fine view of the 
city of Freetown and its harbor, was purchased for $2,000, as the 
site for the academy. The new building was completed and dedi- 
cated on January 11, 1908, by Rev. W. R. Funk, D.D., assisted by 
Doctor King and others; and the first graduating exercises of the 
school were held January 18, 1908, when five young men received the 
first diplomas of the institution. 

The Albert Academy is a magnificent modern cement-block build- 
ing, 100 feet long and 40 feet wide. The entire cost of the grounds, 
building, fence, and equipment aggregates $20,000, for which full 
payment has been made, and the Foreign Missionary Society has 
already secured a cash endowment of $6,236.22 for this institution. 
Very much credit is due Doctor King and his associates for their 
untiring labor and care in the construction of this splendid edifice. 

The attendance at the academy has been most encouraging. The 
first year, 1905, the enrollment was 46; the second year, 89; the third 
year, 138; and for the fourth year, which closed recently, the enroll- 
ment was 178. 

While the chief object of this school is to prepare young men for 
mission work, it aims to give such all-round training as will fit the 
students for teaching, preaching, professional, or business life, so as 
to make each one a real factor in the upbuilding of the various 
departments of Christ’s kingdom in West Africa. Much attention 
is given to manual training, and the students are given practical 
experience each Lord’s day in holding evangelistic meetings. 
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Professors Raymond P. Dougherty, A.M., and Edwin M. Hursh, 
A.B., and their associate native teachers, have accomplished a work 
of far-reaching importance in the organization and development of 
the Albert Academy. If wisely directed, under the blessing of God, 
its influence in the work of Africa’s redemption is destined to become 
increasingly .great as the years go by. 

The important work of establishing training schools in the other 
mission fields, either independently or in codperation with societies 
of like faith, has already claimed the attention of the Board, but no 
action has yet been taken. Early in the next quadrennium this great 
task should receive the united codperation of the Church. 


GROWTH ABROAD DURING THE QUADRENNIUM. 


From what has been said, it will be apparent that our missionaries 
have had four years of most strenuous work. Very much of their 
time and strength was given to planning and erecting new buildings. 
The full fruitage from this kind of work will not appear for many 
years. However, right through this building period there was encour- 
aging growth in all departments of the work. 

The following exhibit of the development of the work under the 
Foreign Missionary Society, during the past four years, will be

ENLISTING THE HOME CHURCHES. 


iinmemiately foliowing the last General Conference the Foreign: 
Missionary Society inaugurated an extensive missionary educational 
campaign to secure the codperation of the entire membership of the 
Church in an earnest endeavor to obey literally the last command of 
Jesus Christ, “to preach the gospel to every creature.” 

It was recognized at the beginning that the task was a very great 
one, but there was a deep conviction that we cannot reasonably expect 
to reap large results without first giving definite missionary informa- 
tion and such training in the expression of the awakened interest as 
will lead to systematic giving and fervent praying. 

The scope of this educational campaign embraces: 

1. Organization. A live foreign missionary committee and a 
treasurer of foreign missionary funds were appointed by each annual 
conference. This committee became the living link between the 
general office and the pastors, and was charged with the responsibility 
of developing the largest possible interest in, and gifts for foreign 
missions on every charge in their conference. 

A quarterly system of reporting the missionary offerings from each 
annual conference to the General Secretary was introduced. This 
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has been of an immense advantage in supplying funds for the work 
every three months, and thus saving hundreds of dollars of interest 
on borrowed money. 

Many local: churches have appointed a general missionary com- 
mittee of from three to five members to codperate with their pastors 
in the training agencies necessary to make each church a world force. 

2. Missionary Information for All. <A persistent effort has been 
made each year to supply every family of the denomination with. 
such facts concerning the foreign work as would lead to intelligent, 
earnest codperation. The society prepared the following attractive 
missionary leaflets which were sent out upon application for free 
distribution: Sixty-five thousand copies of “Making Bright a Dark 
Picture”; 70,000 copies of “A New Year for Foreign Missions”; 
60,000 copies of “The Great Permission”; 50,000 copies of “What 
Christ Did for Me”; 26,000 copies of “A 4-Fold Advance,” and other 
leaflets, making a total of 281,500 helpful missionary tracts poet 
put into circulation. 

In addition to the ee 2,330 copies of the 5-cent booklets, 
“Prayer for Missions,” “Methods of Enlisting Men in Missions,” and 
“Non-Christian Religions Inadequate,” were sold. 

3. One or More Foreign Mission Study Olasses in Hach Church. 
Far more significant than the circulation and reading of missionary 
tracts and booklets is the mission study campaign which has been 
conducted with increasing power and success through the quadren- 
nium. By this agency alone large numbers of well-trained leaders 
have been developed in the local churches. 

The number of classes organized and the members enrolled in the 
study of foreign missions during each year of the quadrennium was 
as follows for- the years ending May 1:

Total enrolled classes for the quadrennium, 1,057, with a member- 
ship of 15,889. 

In many churches from two to seventeen classes have been engaged 
in the actual study of world-wide missions. The importance of this 
intensive work, which not only gives to our people the essential facts 
of the kingdom in foreign lands, but directs them in the formation 
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of definite purposes and plans for the extension of the gospel, is of 
the greatest importance. 


OUR NEW FOREIGN MISSION BOOKS. 


Within the last year two books on our own foreign missionary work 
were issued; the one, “Our Foreign Missionary Enterprise,” written 
by Bishop J. 8. Mills, D.D., W. R. Funk, D.D., and the General 
Secretary, members of the deputations that recently visited our for- 
eign fields; and the other, “The Church in Earnest,” prepared by 
pastors and others who have had wide experience with the ‘subjects 
treated. The publication of these books has produced a new era in 
the study of the foreign mission work of our Church. 

“Our Foreign Missionary Enterprise,” for the publication of which 
Doctor Funk, our Publishing Agent, assumed entire financial respon- 
sibility, has had an average sale of over a thousand copies a month 
since it came from the press on November 3, 1908. In its circulation 
the Woman’s Missionary Association has aided largely. Nine thou- 
sand nine hundred and sixty copies of “Enterprise” and “The Church 
in Earnest” have been sold during the last eight and a half months. 

Members of conference foreign missionary committees, pastors, and 
local leaders have demonstrated splendid ability in directing an edu- 
cational campaign of great magnitude. Seventy foreign missionary 
institutes and rallies have been held during the last two years, which 
were attended by about 550 ministers and 12,000 of our people. These 
were not only inspirational, but they set forth definite aims and 
methods to be carried out in the local churches. 

Earlier in the quadrennium, 1,864 copies of “Daybreak in the Dark 
Continent,” 1,827 of “The Christian Conquest of India,” 1,657 of 
“Uganda’s White Man of Work,” 2,174 of “The Uplift of China,” 
3,568 copies of “The Why and How of Foreign Missions,” “Sunrise 
in the Sunrise Kingdom,” “The Pastor and Modern Missions,” Trull’s 
“Manual of Missionary Methods for Sunday-School Workers,” and 
other helpful books were placed in the hands of our pastors and peo- 
ple. This makes a grand total of 21,050 first-class foreign missionary» 
books known to have been secured by our church-membership during 
the quadrennium. 


WORKING WITH THE PASTORS AND LOCAL CHURCHES, 


In planning the program for the cultivation of the home churches 
for foreign missions it was recognized that the pastors and local 
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leaders hold the key to a powerful and sustained advance; that this 
work. is the task that Christ himself left to every member of his 
church, and that a sense of personal responsibility growing out of an 
intelligent interest in foreign missions is a great need. Therefore, 
an early decision was made to work with the pastors and local leaders 
by furnishing them not only helpful missionary books and leaflets, 
but by setting before them such aims and methods of work as would 
enable each pastor to develop initiative on the part of his church in 
extending the kingdom of God. 

The responsibility for securing the necessary funds for the foreign 
work was committed entirely to the pastors and local churches. There 
has been a remarkable growth in the teaching and practice of Chris- 
tian stewardship. A weekly system of giving not only to meet the 
local expenses, but for missions, has been introduced in many con- 
gregations. The growth in receipts to foreign missions during these 
years is largely due to the increased ability on the part of pastors and 
local leaders to organize and train their forces 1 in the extension of the 
kingdom.

Every bill for the quadrennium has been paid, and the Treasurer 
informs me that on April 1, 1909, there was a reserve fund of 
$4,584.63 with which to begin the work of the next quadrennium. 
The society has aimed to manage the foreign work in such a way as 
to have ten thousand dollars in the treasury on April 1, each year, 
-with which to carry forward the work through the summer months 
without the necessity of borrowing money. Progress is being made 
toward the realization of that aim. 


COMBINED RECEIPTS. 


The combined cash receipts of the Foreign Missionary Society and 
the Woman’s Missionary Association for each of the past four years, 
including interest on permanent funds, were as follows: 1906, 
$61,377.97; 1907, $82,196.53; 1908, $91,856.32; and 1909, $100,458.66. 

In 1905, the average gift per member in our denomination for 
foreign missions, including all the contributions received by both 
the Woman’s Missionary Association and the Foreign Missionary 
Society, was 19 cents; and for the year ending April 1, 1909, it was 
36 cents. This shows an encouraging increase. We are coming into 


the class of the more progressive churches. The Methodists gave 


last year to foreign missions an average of 68 cents per member ; 
the Presbyterians an average of $1.00 per member, and the United 
Presbyterians led all the other denominations, contributing an aver- 
age of $2.04 per member. 


COWORKERS AND COUNSELORS. 


To aid in pushing vigorously the educational campaign, Rev. 
J. Edgar Knipp was chosen secretary of the Young People’s Depart- 
ment at the beginning of the quadrennium. Very much of the success, 


not only in mission study, but in other phases of the cultivation of. 


the home churches for foreign missions, is due to Mr. Knipp’s 
enthusiastic, wise, persistent work. He has rendered, also, most 
valuable service as assistant in the office. 

The cause of foreign missions has had able and faithful counselors. 
I gladly record here my unbounded appreciation of the splendid 
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services rendered by members of the Executive Committee, Drs. W. R. 
Funk, W. O. Fries, J. G. Huber, J. P. Miller, and ©. J. Kephart— 
men of strong personality, wide experience, and unswerving loyalty 
to the cause of Christ. In more than one hundred committee meet- 
ings these men rendered most efficient service. 

The directors of the Foreign Missionary Society served the cause 
most ably and faithfully throughout the quadrennium. By their 
sympathy and thoughtful codperation they have made the work of 
the Secretary, though heavy and difficult, exceedingly pleasant. 

The courteous and effective codperation of the editors of the Reli- 
gious Telescope, the Watchword, and the Sunday-school literature is 
most highly appreciated. 

A great loss came to the society in the departure to their home 
above of Bishop E. B. Kephart, D.D., Rev. Wm. McKee, D.D., and 
Rev. Monroe Orecelius. For more than twenty-five years Bishop 
Kephart and Doctor McKee were among the strongest promoters of 
the foreign missionary interests of our Church, wise in counsel and 
broad as the race in their sympathies and fellowship. They have left 
us a legacy that will work for God through many years to come. 

The sudden home-going of Rev. Monroe Crecelius, after having 
witnessed for Christ but fifteen months in Japan, was a great shock 
to us all. We are reminded, however, by his departure, that the true 
measure of our lives is not in the number of years, but in noble 
purposes and heroic deeds. 

The vacancy in the Board caused by the death of Doctor McKee 
was filled by the unanimous choice of Mr. George A. Lambert, a lay- 
man of Anderson, Indiana, who has already rendered valuable service. 


WHAT FOR THE FUTURE ? 

Surely this is the day of glad tidings—a day of many inspirations 
for large service. The victories of the cross of Christ the last one 
hundred years in all parts of the world abundantly justify the 
cobbler’s daring motto, “Expect great things from God; attempt great 
things for God.” Messengers of Jesus Christ, made fearless by their 
passion for souls, have opened up the whole world. Four hundred 
and seventy of the difficult languages and dialects have been mas- 
tered and the Word of God has been given to the people in their own 
tongues. ; 

The past century was a period of foundation laying. It took one 
hundred years, or until 1896, for Protestant Christianity to win a

million converts for Christ in non-Christian lands; but the second 
million were won in twelve years, from 1896 to 1908; and they are 
now being won at the rate of a million in six years. With such 
staggering opportunities as China and Turkey now present to the 
Christian church, who can predict what the next ten years will bring 
forth? In the midst of mevements of unparalleled significance, one 
who is giving his life for the redemption of China writes: 

“A picture comes before me to-day. One-half a billion of people 
gathered around the rim of the Pacific, people that for centuries 
have been divided from us by walls that are high. I see them, the 
youngest of peoples on all the earth; I see them as perhaps to-day 
the most intense and active; I see them in a state of flux; I see them 
with the manacles of the past fallen from them, and with the breath 
of the twentieth century upon their brow. I see them waiting for 
the very best that the world has for them. 

“If there is a heroism here to-day, I call you to a war whose end 
is peace. Is there patriotism, I call you to a statesmanship which 
is laying the foundations of God’s kingdom. Is there imagination, I 
call you to see redeemed millions marching into the presence of our 
King. 

“I would rather live in this hour than in any hour that the world 
has ever seen. I would rather have a part in this task than any task 
the world has ever known. I would rather die in this cause than to 
live in any other. I would rather walk through it poverty-stricken 
and in want than in any other to have wealth and ease and all the 
honors that the world could bring.” 

God, who has been moving with such wonderful rapidity among 
the nations of the earth preparing them for his gospel, has also been 
awakening an unparalleled movement in the home church, and is 
marshaling his forces in America and England for a determined, 
persistent, world-embracing movement to carry the gospel, during 
this generation, to every living being. 

Since we met four years ago, thousands of trained missionary 
leaders have arisen with a determined purpose to make the very heart 
of the churches of America and England missionary in spirit and 
practice. Special emphasis is being given to instructing and train- 
ing the 15,000,000 children now in the Sunday schools of North 
America, and a graded series of interesting missionary books, like 
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“Uganda’s White Man of Work” and Robert E. Speer’s “Servants of 
the King,” now on the press, is in preparation. 

But the most significant awakening is the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement, which was born in a prayer-meeting in New York City, 
on November 15, 1906. The laymen of America, in this movement, 
are arising to inaugurate a comprehensive plan in conjunction with 
the mission boards, to evangelize the world in this generation. Their 
spirit is expressed by the motto: “From every man according to his 
ability to every man according to his need.” 

Deputations of Christian laymen have gone at their own expense 
to investigate the mission fields of the world. After close examina- 
tion, one of them sent back this message, “Cannot you say something, 
or do something to make the church in America realize that just now 
is the Christian opportunity of centuries? Not next year, but now.” 
Four of the laymen of our own Church, as stated already in this 
report, had a share in this world-wide missionary tour. 

The Laymen’s Missionary Movement has taken up the study of the 
world field with a view to placing one missionary to every 25,000 of 
the non-Christian peoples of the earth. They have announced as 
their fixed purpose the following: “No overlapping nor overlooking.” 

The various denominations have signified the number of those with- 
out the gospel they are willing to evangelize. The Presbyterian 
Church has chosen one hundred millions; the Baptists, sixty-one 
millions; the German Reformed, ten millions; and, after careful 
investigation by the secretaries and missionaries on the fields, it is 
clear that the United Brethren Church ought to be responsible for 
the evangelization of not less than five millions of people in non- 
Christian lands. As a denomination, are we not ready at this time 
to assume our full share of the world-field for Christ? To accomplish 
this work, we must have four hundred thousand dollars annually for 
foreign missions, a greatly-increased force of missionaries, and a 
much larger equipment in each of the five foreign fields. 

I believe thousands of Christian laymen in our Church are ready 
to take up their share of the work to make Jesus Christ King of 
kings and Lord of lords the world over. Such a task will furnish an 
objective big enough to eclipse all worldly allurements, and will de- 
velop stalwart Christian character. The money needed to support 
this great undertaking can be secured when the membership of the 
Church is trained in Christian stewardship, and in a weekly system 
of giving for this world work. 
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A Christian business man in Jowa who recently came in touch 
with this mighty laymen’s movement, wrote us last week, saying, 
“What can I do, and how can I do it?’ He is ready to go forward. 

Another, on hearing that Rev. Mr. Ishiguro, our native pastor in 
Kyoto, recently baptized fourteen persons, at which time they were 
all baptized with the Holy Spirit and cried for joy, wrote us volun- 
tarily, saying: “I feel that a man who is working in this spirit, and 
with such spiritual results, ought to be supported. He ought to have 
a new church right away. If you will raise four thousand dollars 
within the next six months, I will give the other thousand dollars so 
he can have his church.” These voluntary expressions of interest are 
but the first fruits of a great awakening among the Christian men 
everywhere. The men are beginning to see clearly that Christ needs 
them as much for service as they need him for life. When the lay- 
men of the churches arise, and with whole-hearted consecration put 
their influence, their time, their talents, and their possessions at the 
disposal of Jesus Christ our Lord, and back all with fervent prayer, 
nations shall be born in a day.

SECOND DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Fripay, May 14, 1909. 

CONFERENCE convened at 2 p.m., Bishop Bell presiding. 

Rev. R. J. Parrett, a visitor from St. Joseph Conference, led the 
devotions. The singing was led by Rev. E. H. Pontius. Song 
Number 211, “Trust and Obey,” was sung. Rev. R. J. Parrett read 
from the third chapter of Ephesians, beginning with the seventh 
verse, followed by prayer. : 

The Arion Quartet then came to the platform and sang “The 
Christian’s Hope.” 

Tue Presipine BrsHop. Unless there is miscellaneous business of 
importance we will go at once to the reports that are to come to 
the Conference. But we will turn aside from that for something 

. of an informal character that will delight and please us all, I am 
sure. You will recall that this General Conference has already, in 
a very friendly and sympathetic way, expressed its interest in, and 
approval of the National Church Federation movement. We are 
highly favored this afternoon in the presence of its General Secre- 
tary, Dr. E. B. Sanford, of New York City; and I take pleasure 
in presenting him to you at this hour for such remarks as he may 
have to make to this body. 

Dr. E. B. Sanford addressed the Conference as follows: 


Memepers oF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE Unirep BrReTHREN 
IN Curist: I feel very much at home in this fellowship. I like 
to recall that delightful hour when the delegates of the church with 
which my own life has been connected and your own met together, 
at the hour when hope beat very high in many of our hearts that we 
were soon to come into the closest ties even of an organic fellowship 
and brotherhood. But the clouds and shadows have fallen upon that, 
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and I can assure you that it brought some heartaches along with it. 
Still we never can forget and can, I trust, never lose the sense of 
fe!lowship of that day, sprung into such touch that some of the most 
valuable friendships in life were formed, and that I am confident will 
last. 

But I recall the fact that twenty years ago while I was employed 
in the work of editing a cyclopedia of religious knowledge, that I 
asked myself the question, Who is the best man to prepare the sketch 
of the United Brethren in Christ. I came into correspondence with 
Bishop Weaver who prepared that sketch, and it was in the reading 
of that brief history that I, for the first time, really came into 
close touch with your life as a church and your fellowship, and then, 
in the providence of God, when we began to work at our plan of church 
federation, among what was known as the National Federation of 
Churches, I came into Ohio, and there I came into touch with dear 
Bishop Bell and Bishop Weekley and other men in connection with 
them, and, as I say, I feel very much at home this afternoon. 

But I am not here, brethren, to teke your time making a formal 
address. I couldn’t be eloquent if I desired. The truth is that it 
has been my lot in these recent years to be nothing more or less 
than a promoter. I have simply been a go-between, visiting the 
bishops of the churches, coming and knocking at their doors and 
sitting by their side and saying to them, as I looked them in the 
face—and it didn’t take long to discover that I had a welcome at 
their door, for it opened with its weleome—and there together we have 
talked over the need of getting together; and we here this afternoon 
know something of that wonderful chapter in the Christian life of 
this nation that has brought into the fellowship of this Federal 
Council a constituency that numbers between seventeen and eighteen 
millions of the church-membership of this land of ours. 

But I come now for a moment to bring to you, brethren, a message 
regarding a matter of business in the interest of the kingdom, whieh 
I understand, with joy and thanksgiving, has already received your 
official sanction and support. JI am here because it is my duty to be 
here. J am your servant. I am here fulfilling a definite respon- 
sibility in submitting a report to you regarding matters that you 
have the same right to know about as you have to be informed of the 
great missionary and publieation interests of your Church. 

Now, I don’t mind if you forget everything else, and that you 
finally decide that I am not very much of a platform speaker, if 
you will get this conception into your hearts that this Federal 
Council of the churches of Christ is not an interdenominational 
organization. It is an action of the denominations that have entered 
into this fellowship; you as a General Conference have taken up this 
matter and have decided to come into it, and therefore that Federal 
Council is a part of the life of your church, and I hope, brethren, 
that in your thought and in your prayer you will think of it in Just 
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the same way that you think of the organizations inside of your 
Church that are seeking to advance the kingdom of God. 

Two or three Sundays after the closing of the sessions of the 
Federal Council in Philadelphia last December, a prominent Baptist 
minister and a delegate appointed to the Northern. Baptist Conven- 
tion, preached a sermon in his New York pulpit, in which he made 
this statement: “One does well to speak within the bounds of sane 
and reasoned forecast; yet it would be difficult to exaggerate the 
importance and the promise of this council. It stands for the 
greatest effort toward the unity of Christendom, which Christendom 
has seen since it first stood, divided against itself. And I believe 
that I shall be chargeable with no fantastic exaggeration, but only 
possessed of the prevision of a daring faith, if I declare that in the 
magnitude of its blessing it may represent the greatest gift which 
America has yet given to the world.” 

Now, brethren, that is a very high prophetic note that Doctor 
Aked has voiced, but I believe it is true and in harmony with divine 
promise. I take for granted in this presence that you all know 
something of the steps that led to the action taken in Philadelphia 
in December last. First came the organization of the National 
Federation of Churches in 1899, a federation made up of individuals 
and local churches after the plan of the council of Evangelical Free 
Churches in England. At its annual meeting in Washington, in 
1903, the National Federation appointed a committee that sent a 
letter to all the evangelical churches, asking them to appoint delegates 
from their highest ecclesiastical conferences and judicatories to an 
interchurch conference on federation, to be held in the city of New 
York in November, 1905. Your Bishops felt that they were author- 
ized, acting in your behalf, to respond to this invitation, as they 
did in the body of delegates that were present representing other 
churches. 

This conference of 1905 opened a new chapter in the history of 
Protestant Christianity. By unanimous action the four hundred 
delegates present adopted a plan of union that, on the basis of 
common service and the declaration of their oneness in Jesus Christ 
as their divine Lord and Savior, brought them into a closer working 
fellowship. 

Brethren, I believe the action that was taken at Carnegie Hall in 
New York, in 1905, has had a mighty influence in calling the atten- 
tion of the clergy and the laity of this country to the work and person 
of Jesus Christ as never before. J believe that action has exalted 
him in the thought of the church and its leaders more than ever 
as Lord over all, and that it is to be a tremendous influence against 
any of those currents of thought that in-any way seek to lower the 
thought that beats in human hearts in regard to the work and the 
person of our Divine Lord and Redeemer. And if the united church 
ean reveal to the world its leadership in Jesus Christ, the world is 
won. [Applause.] 
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The object of this proposed Federal Council was stated as follows: 

First, to express the fellowship and Catholic unity of the Christian 
church. That is a great thing especially to get before the world. 
Now you know our Roman Catholic friends have reason to be very 
proud of the fact of their unity—unity in their earthly head. But 
IT contend, brethren, that the Protestant forces of our country have- 
been so coming together in the last century that sectarianism in all 
its bitterness has been so eliminated that virtually in our Protestant 
life there has been an essential unity as great as that in that great 
Church of Rome. I go further, and contend that even in that 
Church the cleavage between their different societies is as great as 
exists between the Christian fellowship of the denominations of this 
country. We are one; and you know just here—I am not going to 
inject it—that. is the reason why the more I think about this whole 
matter the better I am pleased with denominational conditions. I 
believe that denominations of a like quality should be seeking to get 
together in doctrinal faith; but really, brethren, it is through smaller 
fellowships that I believe that local interests of the church of Christ 
can be advanced if those forces can only be arranged so that they 
will work in harmony and unity of spirit, and go along doing the 
work to which the Lord has called them. The second object, as 
stated in the constitution, is to bring the Christian bodies of America 
into united service for Christ and the world. Third, to encourage 
devotional fellowship and mutual counsel concerning the spiritual 
life and religious activities of the churches. Oh, let us thank God 
there is so much of that being done. People ask me sometimes, 
What is church federation? Why, beloved, how is it down in your 
city or town? Have you had union services in the last year? You 
have read about them. How much of special service has there 
been in the larger towns and cities in the last twelve months that 
was not on a basis of united work together? While I do not think 
it is wise that we should throw the whole responsibility upon that 
united work, I think the fires as they were kindled should flame in 
the life of the local churches. Yet we are seeing on the other side 
how much there is of mutual counsel concerning the religious life 
and activities of the churches; and just here, brethren, do you know 
what a beautiful illustration of the spirit of unity was shown in the 
great evangelistic campaign in Boston last winter? You know the 
Presbyterians had charge of that matter; and they had the support 
of Rey. Russell H. Conwell, of Philadelphia. There is only a little 
handful of Presbyterian churches in New England; yet they went, 
in there and bunched their money and put in their life and their 
services and kindled the spiritual interests of that great city as it 
had not been in scores of years; and did it without thought as to its 
helping or building up Presbyterian interests. It was done for the 
glory of God and the building up of his kingdom. : 

Another object of. this Federal Council is to secure a larger com- 
bined influence for the churches of Christ in all matters affecting 
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the moral and social condition of the people, so as to promote the 
application of the law of Christ in every relation of human life, and 
to assist in the organization of local branches of the Federal Council 
to promote its claim in their communities. . This plan went back to 
the constituent bodies for their action, and as far as I have been 
able to learn not a dissenting vote was cast in all the thirty national — 
assemblies that adopted the plan of federation that is now the con- 
stitution of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 

Those of us who have been closely identified with the work con- 
nected with the calling together of the conference in 1905 and 1908 
have been overwhelmed with a sense of the providential guidance 
and blessing that has thus far guided this great movement. Federa- 
tion from the top has been oes While good men have been 
talking about the “historic episcopate” and methods of organic union, 
Jo! in an hour ripe for action, the churches have come together “in 
unity of spirit” in the bond of peace, for the furtherance of 

“righteousness in life.” 

The first letter sent out to the churches expressed the belief that 
questions like that of the saloon, marriage and divorcee, Sabbath 
desecration, the social evil, child labor, relation of capital and labor, 
the bettering of conditions of the laboring classes, the problem 
ereated by foreign immigration and international arbitration—in- 
deed, all great questions in which the voice of the churches should 
be heard—coneern Christians of every name and demand their united 
and concerted action if the church is to labor effectively in the 
- conquest of the world for Christ. 

In these three years and a little over, brethren, what have we 
done? Some of you have said you have never heard of the federa- 
tion of churches of Christ before to-day. Let me tell you another 
thing, that you have been giving the credit, very likely, to other 
people, but if I had the time I could give you the facts that the 
initiative of them came absolutely from the councils of this great 
federation. Time will not permit me to tell you of the wonderful . 
results that have already been secured by united action since the 
Conference of 1905. The anti-racé-track victories in New York are 
given to the credit of the National Federation of Churches. Gover- 
nor Hughes was a charter member and a member of the Executive 
Committee of that federation. J had the honor—I esteem it as 
such—of striking the match that started the conviction; and at first 
it looked as if we were going ‘to be wiped out rather than the race- 
track. _ The governor knew us; I sat at his side and talked of matters. 
He is one of the men who do not talk a great deal when you are 
talking to them. He may ask a few questions and you are left to 
wonder, but when we opened the pages of the newspaper that con- 
tained his message we knew we had found our leader, and the politi- 
cians very soon found out that the churches had a leader in the 
Christian governor of the Empire State, and under the flag we went 
forth to victory. [Applause.] 
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You have heard something of the wiping out of the disgrace of 
the miserable divorce law that has'been in operation in South 
Dakota. Who did it? The federation of the churches of South 
Dakota; they were the group of men that took it up—men repre- 
senting all the leading churches of that commonwealth—and they 
did not rest until that disgrace had been wiped out. 

And then there was the action of the Senate of the United States 
regarding conditions in the Congo Free States. -Who helped to bring 
about that action? Well, I recall very vividly going over to Boston 
to meet the Committee of the Congo Association, a lot of splendid 
men, and who didn’t see anything to agitate. I said, “Brethren, 
agitate!” The Methodist Episcopal Conference at Los Angles 
passed on this matter. The Interchureh Federation, embracing 
seventeen millions, stood for this, and they said to this committee, 
“We will stand back of it.” I went down with Doctor Barker, of the 
Baptist Board—they had a lot of missionaries in the Congo—and 
within a week the matter was taken up and a resolution was passed ; 
I am told it was absolutely unanimous. You will remember that 
resolution forced President Roosevelt to stand by the side of Great 
Britain, and what was the result? King Leopold threw the whole 
matter back, as you will remember, upon Belgium, and we can rejoice 
over that. Well, matters are not just as we would wish, yet we 
are thankful for the amelioration of conditions in this country. 
The burden rests upon millions of human creatures unable to lft 
up their heads in their own behalf. If your General Conference had 
taken that matter up, do you think it would have gotten a hearing - 
by the President? and yet two men, no better or stronger than any 
other two men in this nation, went down there and simply stood 
for that broad action of-the church of Christ in this country, seven- 
teen millions. The splendid senator from Maine, Senator Fry, said 
to me: “Doetor Sanford, your Council ean be of great aid to us in 
thess matters. You men ought to understand the situation better 
than we do, and I can simply say that when you can come and say 
to us that the action that is desired of Congress is desired by the 
great Protestant constituency of churches and members in this coun- 
try, without exception you may expect there will be a favorable 
response.” | Applause. ] 

If I can only show you in this way that you never will or can find 
an opportunity of spending six hundred dollars in a better way, then 
why shouldn’t I just state to you what we are going to do with this 
money? There will be about $22,000 in all of the constituent bodies,» 
but according to the appropriation. that would be fifty dollars per 
delegate. We expect within a year to have headquarters in the city 
of Chicago, from which will be sent out this influence, and seeking 
to define local chureh federation all through the interior. I hove 
there will be another office over in Denver, and another on the 
Pacific Coast, and that we can enlarge our own central office in New 
York, and then have an eastern office. 
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The opportunity of serviee, it seems to mé; is simply magnificent; 
and how can you conceive of money that could go farther when you 
see that these activities will come right in the life of the churches, 
and you will have back of it all of the activities that are reflected by 
the thousands and tens of thousands of churches throughout the 
length and breadth of our land. 

I wish to speak a moment of the action taken at Philadelphia, and 
how it has been followed out in Doctor North’s report. The paper 
of Doctor North has arrested world-widé attention. Published in 
nearly all the leading denominational papers, it is even more signifi- 
cant that three hundred labor papers have given it a place in their 
columns. + We have already had ealls for several thousand copies, 
aud the influence of it is going throughout the length and breadth 
of this land and is being disseminated everywhere through these 
organizations. 

Brethren, we find ourselves in position where we need your help 
and your prayers, and J rejoice that on that splendid Executive 
Committee you have a representative in Bishop Mathews [applause], 
and we are confident, and we know you are confident, that he not 
only realizes the responsibility resting upon him, but he will dis- 
charge it in a way that will be both acceptable and helpful to us in 
the great work we have on ‘hand. 

And now, in closing this brief summary, which gives you just a 
glimpse of the possibilities and influence of a great church council, 
in matters of large and common interest, a single word regarding 
church federation at the bottom. JI said church federation at the 
top has been achiéved. Now we want to get together and fill all the 
churches. By this I mean church federation at the bottom, the 
federation of local forces, for here lies our greatest practical task, 
and in this effort we must look to the rank and file of the ministry 
and laity for support and success. J need not dwell upon the erying 
demand of the hour. Comity must be more than a sentiment. The 
overlapping and overmultiplication of churches must cease, and plans 
of codperation prevail. The overlooking of waste and needy places 
will cease when men and money can be used with the least possible 
waste. The signs multiply that united effort in national, state, and 
local work is to aid and increase the efficiency of all the churches and 
exalt its ministry as the great supreme agency in bringing the 
gospel, the divine and only remedy for all ills, to the hearts and 
homes of men. 

I close by saying that I hope, and my,prayer is that you will 
take the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ closer to your 
heart and your thought, and rejoice that in that fellowship you are 
one in Christ. with all who Jove and trust and follow our Lord and 
Savior, Jesus Christ. [ Applause. ] 

THe Presipina Bishop. J am sure we all share in the delight of 
this great message from the Secretary of the National Federation 
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of Churches, and the impression made will abide and we shall take 
fresh heart and courage as we appropriate this message in our own 
messages in broadening the kingdom of God in America and through- 
out the world. We thank you, Doctor Sanford, for this message 
to-day. 

Bisuop G. M. Maruews. I wish to present the following reso- 
lution: 


We are glad for the presence of Rev. E. B. Sanford, D.D., of New 
York City, General Secretary of the l'ederated Churches of Christian 
America, and hereby express our high appreciation of his instructive 
and inspiring address in which he outlined the purpose and the scope 
of this new movement, so fruitful of beneficent results to the local 
churches, the city, community, nation, and the wider world. We 
bid him Godspeed in his leadership of this great movement to the 
fulfillment of its high and noble purpose.

THe Presipinc Bisuop. Bishop Mills will announce an added 
member of a committee that was overlooked. 

Bisnop Minis. The name of Brother J. W. Kiracofe is assigned 
to the Committee on the State of the Church. It was overlooked by 
the Committee, and we beg his pardon, but we are glad to correct it. 

At this point a committee arrived with Hon. William Jennings 
Bryan. The audience arose and waved handkerchiefs in greeting 
as Mr. Bryan came to the platform. 

Tue Presiorna Bisuor. All the members and visitors to this 
General Conference have been looking forward with great pleasure® 
to the fact that a distinguished citizen of this country was to be 
the speaker at the Auditorium. It was my privilege to see this 
gentleman when he set sail from San Francisco on his trip around 
the world, and to hear him as he spoke to the great throng in Berkeley, 
California, before he embarked on that world’s journey. We are 
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Americans. We are interested in the administration of the govern- 
-ment of this great nation that God has given us as an inheritance. 
We shall always differ in governmental policies. We shall always 
probably be under the necessity of having partisan alignments and 
political organizations in the varying conceptions of governmental 
life. We shall always have the blessing of the men who served in 
the ranks; we shall have the blessing of men who can fulfill the 
responsibility of our administration; we shall always have the 
mighty inheritance of personality that stands for a long life of great 
_ personal power, for so much depends on them in official power in the 
last analysis. It is our distinguished honor and privilege to have. 
with us now the great friend of humanity, the man whose life and 
_character is enshrined in the whiter house of united Christian sym- 
pathy and love [applause], and whose masterfuls declarations put 
him among the prophets of the century, and the prophets of the age. 
It is our great pleasure to listen to words from the distinguished 
American citizen, the Honorable William Jennings Bryan, of Lincoln, 
Nebraska. [Great applause. ] 
Hon. W. J. Bryan addressed the convention as follows: 


ADDRESS OF HON. WILLIAM JENNINGS BRYAN. 


BrotrHer Bishop, Lapirs, AND GENTLEMEN: I appreciate this very 
cordial welcome and the more than felicitous speech in which I have 
been presented to you. I feel at home in any Christian body. I am 
not as well acquainted with this church as with some others. JI am 
connected by blood with the Presbyterians and by friendly interest 
with all the rest. J have never exactly understood the name of this 
Church—United Brethren. It has always seemed to me if they were 
brethren they would be naturally united, and if they were united 
they couldn’t help being brethren. I suppose you want to leave no 
doubt, however, that you are both brethren and united; and when we 
consider the divisions that have existed among brethren, it is pro- 
bably a wise precaution that you describe it. [Applause.] 

I feel somewhat embarrassed in speaking before a body of ministers, 
before those who give their entire time to the holding up of a moral 
standard, to the preaching of the gospel, and to the application of a 
religious creed. 

[Bisuop Minis. Half of these are laymen.] 

Half of these are laymen. Then I feel half at home. [Laughter.] 
I thought when I spoke that you were all ministers, and I was think- 
ing that if I had known in advance that I was to speak to you, I 
would have prepared a special address, for I have a subject that I 
expect to develop sometime into an address which will be appropriate 
for an occasion like this, or for such an oceasion as I thought this 
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was, when I would speak to ministers. And although I am not 
prepared to deliver that address to you at this time, I will tell you the . 
subject, although in doing so I am afraid that some of you will 
adopt it [laughter] and prepare so much better address that I will 
have to take another when I get around to it. [Laughter.] 

But I was thinking the other day that if I had time to prepare 
an address for ministers only, I would take as my text, “Elijah,” for 
it does seem to me that Elijah is a character that ought to be 
studied at the present day, and I read in the morning paper some 
resolutions that you passed yesterday, and it suggested to me that 
possibly if you had ever attempted the character of Elijah you would 
at least become acquainted with Ahab’s position and run from 
Jezebel. [Laughter and applause.] For it does seem to me that 
the minister of to-day has something of the responsibility that Elijah 
had, and if any of you have ever been actually engaged in reform 
work, I expect you have felt as Elijah did when he was discouraged 
and complained that he was the only one who still remained to serve 
the Lord. 

There are times when every one engaged in reform work meets 
discouragement and is almost ready to give up. I believe that Peter 
the Hermit, who set the world such an example in what enthusiasm 
and intense earnestness can do, was at one time despondent. As 
Elijah was shown that there are thousands who did not bow the knee 
to Baal, so those who to-day attempt to do the things that need to be 
done are sometimes astonished to find how many there are who really 
are at heart sound, and who are only waiting for an opportunity to 
work with others for the accomplishment of a common end. And 
I was glad when I read what I did in the paper this morning and 
found that this Conference, or session, or synod—I don’t know just 
what phrase you use—but I was glad to find that you had raised 
your voice against what is known as predatory wealth: for I be- 
lieve that wealth ought to measure the reward of those who con- 
tribute to society, that wealth ought to be relieved of the odium that 
is being brought upon it by those who are predatory. 

I believe that the Christian ministers ought to lead in this effort 
to distinguish honest accumulation from dishonest accumulation ; 
that the honest reward of effort should stimulate and inspire to great 
endeavor, and to-day we are confusing, I am afraid, honest with 
dishonest wealth. And in the work of separating the one from the 
other the minister will find a pleasant and an important. task. 

Now I was in my youth from boyhood, from early boyhood, 
looking forward to the ministry. Before I was six years old, if any- 
body asked me what I was going to be, I said I was going to be a 
_Baptist preacher. It was just a little before I was six, I believe, that 
I decided to be a lawyer, but earlier than that I was going to be a 
Baptist preacher, and I am not sure that my father was pleased when 
I decided to follow his example and be a lawyer rather than follow 
his advice and be a minister. But, my friends, I have always had 
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a high opinion of the ministry, and a high conception of the min- 
ister’s work, and I realize so fully that you can’t make any real 
progress in the discussion of any question until you review the 
ethical principle that underlies it, that I find myself drifting into 
morals every time I make a political speech: I find that you cannot 
reach people until you reach the moral questions and reach their con- 
science. J am convinced that you cannot decide any question until 
you find out the ethical principles in it, and have the people sit in 
judgment on them, and for that reason I am very often accused of 
preaching a sermon when I am making a political speech. [ Laughter. | 
And I quote Seripture first, because the people understand the Serip- 
tures better than anything else; and second, because I have never 
found any other book in which truth is so well expressed as it is in 
the Bible. [Great applause.] And sometimes I have almost yielded 
to the temptation to call my speech a sermon instead of a speech. 
But I haven’t yet done that, but if the time comes when the tempta- 
tion becomes so great I can’t resist it, and I preach a real sermon, I 
have my text already selected. It is, “If a man says he loves God 
and hates his brother he is a liar.” [Great applause.] Now J am 
a very conservative man myself, and I wouldn’t use language that 
strong [laughter], but I have no authority to amend the Scriptures 
and therefore I would take it just as it is. 

Now, my text would be short, but if I attempted to show how many 
there are of them, my sermon would ke long. [Applause.] And 
when I was invited here this afternoon, I thought possibly I might 
lay some emphasis upon that text, because I believe that that is the 
great work of the minister to-day. It is not necessary to spend a 
great deal of time in presenting the principles of Christianity. It 
is not necessary to spend a great deal of time in comparing the 
moral code of Christ with the other moral codes of the world. What 
we need to-day is to apply this code to daily life [ Voices. Yes.], and 
unless I mistake the minister’s work to-day, it is to point out to those 
in his congregation how they can exemplify every day what they 
think about on Sunday. [Voices. Yes, yes.] . Now, if I am mis- 
taken in that, then I am afraid my coming here this afternoon is a 
mistake and I will get into trouble. If I am right in the assump- 
tion, then I may be able to say something appropriate to this 
occasion, that it is appropriate for me to occupy your attention. 

I assume that the Christian wants to live up to his profession, 
and I assume that if a minister finds he does not, he will get him 
out of chureh as soon as he can, for if I understand the difference 
between the Christian and the non-Christian it is this—not that the 
Christian is perfect, but that the-Christian wants to be perfect; 
not that the Christian makes no mistakes, but that when he does 
make a mistake he is sorry that he has made it—not that he is caught 
at it. Now that is my understanding of the difference [ Voices. | 
Sure.| between the real Christian and the man who is not. 
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Now, if the member of the church is then a real Christian and 
wants to develop in his profession, if he is a real Christian and is 
anxious to make his life conform more and more to the perfect model, 
then he will be glad to have the minister point out to him where he 
is not living as he ought: to live; therefore, the work of the minister 
is not so bad, if the men in his church are really Christians. And I 
have asked myself how long it would take to bring the time prophesied 
when every knee shall bow and every tongue confess, if those who 
called themselves Christians: really proved it in their lives. The 
situation is embarrassing, my friends, when you have to appoint an 
investigating committee to take testimony and determine whether a 
man is a Christian or not. [Laughter.] 

I say it is embarrassing. It is embarrassing to have the life of a 
church member so different from his profession as to enable people 
outside of the church to call attention to it and use it as a reason 
for not joining the church. Now, I don’t think the man outside has 
any right to do this, but he does do it. If a man outside of the 
church were to give me that excuse for not joining the church—tell 
me there were bad men in the church, I would tell him that I thought 
that if he would average them up he would find more bad men out- 
side than inside, so if it was bad company he was trying to get 
away from he had better come in and take his chances with us. 
[Applause and laughter. ] 

But I would give him another reason. J would tell him that it 
was none of his business whether men in the church are hypocrites 
or not. [Voices. Good.] That it was his business to follow the 
doctrine himself, and that he wouldn’t be held responsible for what 
the other did, unless he set the other man an example and thus be- 
came responsible for him. And, my friends, I would tell him, if 
he wanted another reason, that if he was as fond of the church as 
he seemed to be, and as anxious that the church should be without 
hypocrites as he seemed to be, that he ought to come in and increase 
by one, at least, the number of religious men as against the hypo- 
erites. [ Applause. | 

But now assuming that the man in the church is willing to be 
instructed, what an opportunity the minister has to-day to take up 
the conditions as we find them, and to show the Christian how he 
can apply his religion to his life, and point out the sins that he 
ean avoid, that he may now avoid. Do you know, the more I have 
studied publie questions the more convinced I am of the fact they 
are simply in their last analyses, and that when we get down to the 
principle that underlies them all it is, “Thou shalt not steal,” and is 
really a larger subject, than appears upon the surface, because an 
injustice that is done in pecuniary ways by one man to another is 
a form of larceny. We have petty larceny and grand larceny and 
glorious larceny in these latter years. We have the man who steals 
a little bit, and the man who steals more, and the man who steals 
most. And we have the larceny by individuals and we have the 
larceny through governments. 
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I believe to-day, my friends, that the largest form of larceny that 
we have in this country and in other countries is the lareeny by 
law, the enactment of legislation that takes from one man and gives 
to another, and the forms in which it is done are almost infinite. 
Why, we take the subject-of taxation, the most common subject with 
which the government has to deal, and what is unjust taxation? It 
is merely a form of larceny, and when I say this I know I am not 
speaking too harshly, because I am quoting the decision of the 
United States Court, a decision of our Supreme Court that to take 
with one hand the property of a citizen and with the other hand to 
bestow it upon those who are favored is none the less larceny, because 
done in the forms of law and as equal taxation. 

Suppose a man pays ten dollars taxes when he ought to pay five, 
and another pays five when he ought to pay ten; what is the real 
effect of that law? It is to take five dollars from one man’s pocket 
and put it in the other man’s pocket, and if the law was made by the 
fellow who gets the five dollars, how do you distinguish the motive 
from the motive that induces a man to go into your house at night? 

But I am not going to apply these speeches. We find tax dodg- 
ing, my friends; if we turned all the tax dodgers out of the church 
it would leave room enough in the pews for some people to come in 
who feel that the church is not doing its duty in providing for the 
poor people. [Laughter.]. If we drove out of the church those who 
are responsible for corruption in politics, we could better appeal to 
those who in the extremity of their destitution and despair sometimes 
accept the money on election day that the church member provides a 
few days before election for the purpose of buying them. I believe 
the minister ought to condemn the selling of the vote; that the man 
who sells his vote for five dollars or for ten dollars cannot testify 
even on the ground of necessity or of want. 

But, my friends, I am not content to condemn the man who 
accepts the bribe. JI believe in the doctrine that it is more blessed 
to give than to receive, but I don’t want to apply it to the briber 
and say it is more blessed to give a bribe than to take it. And T 
believe that the corruption in American polities could be easily wiped 
out if we could stop the giving of corruption funds and not take 
all our time in condemnation of the little fellow who accepts it. 
[ Applause. | 

I notice in your resolution you speak of monopolies. I am glad 
you did. J have been astonished at the blindness of people on this 
subject. I have been astonished that men could not see the immoral 
principle involved in a monopoly. I say, my friends, that I have 
been shocked to find men who seemed unable to discern that there was 
any vicious principle in the methods of monopolies. I met some men 
on the train a few months ago. They told-me that they were going 
into a territory to drive out a competitor. They represented a trust. 
They had some competition in a part of their territory, and they 
were sent there to undersell this competitor, and they were author- 
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ized to sell for any amount that was necessary until they drove him 
out. What was the result? As soon as they got him out then they 
raised the price and got it back out of the people, and while they 
were underselling this man in that territory they would keep up 
the price elsewhere and make enough to carry on this warfare. 

Do you call that legitimate business? Is that the only one? 
I wish it were the only one. The Standard Oil is only one. It is 
acting on the same principle that others are acting upon, and, my 
friends, it is because we have so many of them acting on the same 
principle that it is difficult to reach it. Why, if there was just one 
ereat trust, you might be able to throttle that; but, my friends, with 
so many and with Christian people holding the stock and getting the 
dividends and keeping silent, we find it difficult to do anything. 
[Applause.] You know it is not safe to say anything on this sub- 
ject until after the courts have acted, because it is dificult some- 
times to bring the witnesses and prove a case until after they have 
gone through the court. 

But let me take a case that has gone through court. It has 
recently been discovered that the sugar trust was cheating the gov- 
ernment. How? By fixing its scales with a secret spring, and by 
having a man to stand there and push on the spring with his thumb 
when the goods were being weighed, so that they could cheat every 
time they weighed sugar. Now it has gone through court; it has 
been established; the amount has been fixed, and they have arrested 
these men, I believe, for having used their thumbs in pressing 
the spring, and for cheating the Government. Who made the 
machine? Who fixed the scale? Who directed the thieving? And 
these men—they just got a little bit, I think five dollars a week more 
for being dishonest than they would have received for being honest. 
They got a very small part. Who is responsible? The men higher 
up; the men in charge. And who put them in charge? The stock- 
holders. And yet how many Christian stockholders will feel con- 
seience-stricken because they have been drawing the money and 
receiving it year by year that has thus been stolen? How many of 
them will recognize their responsibility, or will they feel that they 
are just stockholders, and that it was somebody else that was to 
blame ? 

My friends, it makes a great deal of difference how sensitive a 
man’s conscience is as to how indirect, that is, as to how he will 
excuse indirect responsibility when he wouldn’t excuse direct respon-» 
sibility. Now, I mention this as a recently established case; but that 
is not the only case. Why, we find rebates have been given in 
violation of law. We find that every possible scheme has been 
resorted to, and yet the moment we raise our voices against these 
things they say we are raising our voices against honest industry 
and against honest accumulations. I believe that the time has come 
to separate the sheep from the goats, and let the honest men stand 
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forth and let the dishonest-men be herded together and branded so 
that they will be known. [Applause and clapping of hands. ] 

But, my friends, I told you this was a large subject. I am not 
going to attempt to speak upon it, much less exhaust it; but I say 
to you that I am glad to find from your discussions here and from 
your results, that you are already taking hold of this subject. To 
my mind it is a great subject to which all Christian people must 
turn their attention. If I am not mistaken we are entering upon a 
new era, not in this country only, but in the world. 

Fourteen years ago, or fifteen, the great Frenchman, Dumas, wrote 
a saw, or a letter, in which he said the world was about to be seized 
with a passion of love. He said that the era of brotherhood was 
about to be ushered in; and Tolstoi read his letter, and two years 
later endorsed it; and Charles Wagner, since then, has written that 
little book, the “Simple Life,” and why did it take? Because it 
was an eloquent protest against this materialism that has been 
making man the servant of- his possessions, It was an assertion 
of the thought which is highest and best in us. Within ten years 
more Men’s Clubs have been organized in the churches in this country 
than were ever organized before in the same length of time. Two 
years ago last November I went to a meeting of our National Broth- 
erhood, the Presbyterian brotherhood. It was the first meeting, and 
there were nine hundred delegates. They have had two meetings 
since, one thousand six hundred at the second and two thousand at 
the third, if I am correctly informed. Other churches are doing the 
same thing. What does it mean? It means that the men are 
coming into the church. It means the men are being enthused. It 
interests me. If you will go into a Mohammedan mosque you will 
find that the men only are expected to worship. They have a gallery 
fenced off, screened off, and if anv of the women come they are 
behind the sereens in the gallery. When I saw one of those mosques 
and heard how they did there, I couldn’t help but think how different 
it was from our churches. Generally we have the women in the 
church, and the men don’t even come as far as the gallery. [| Laughter. ] 
I am interested to see this growth in these brotherhoods, in these 
men’s clubs. What does it mean? It means a growing enthusiasm 
on the obligation of Christianity. And what is it going to do? We 
can’t tell what it is going to do.  [Voices. True.] You get an 
idea into a man’s head and you ean’t tell what the idea will do with 
him. An idea will revolutionize a life; it will take hold of a man 
and he will be a different man. An idea will revolutionize a com- 
munity; it will revolutionize a city, a nation, a world, and I think 
a revolution is going on. TI believe there is a great ethical awaken- 
ing, and no man ean tell the limits to what is‘going to be accom- 
plished. 

I am interested to see you taking up these questions, for we have 
got to purge business of its dishonesty; we have got to purge polities 
of its corruption; we have got to purge society of its debauchery; and 
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we have got to make the church the moral influence it ought to be in 
a community, Underneath all of our civilization must rest moral 
principles. Traveling around the world I was impressed with the 
idea that what the world needed was a Christian conception of life, 
Christian conception that measures life by the service that is ren- 
dered. I went over into India and I couldn’t help thinking of some 
of the arguments that I had heard on the missionary question. I 
had heard people say that just as long as the heathen didn’t have a 
chance to accept the gospel that they couldn’t possibly suffer, because 
God was too good to punish a man without an opportunity for him to 
know better; and some even carried it to the point of saying that as 
long as they were there now, we had better not jeopardize them by 
giving them an opportunity to reject. Well, after I had passed 
through India and seen the idolatry and heathenism, J returned with 
this conviction: I am not going to attempt to decide on God’s plans; 
if you ask me what God intends to do with the heathen in the next 
world, I will tell you that I have no comniission from him to decide 
that question. But, my friends, I have seen the heathen in this life, 
and I believe we owe it to them as a Christian duty to carry to them 
the Christian conception of life that they can have the benefit of it 
on earth [applause], and that, too, without regard to what their fate 
will be in the next world. 

And we need the Christian conception of life in this country as well 
as in Asia, and the erying need of our country, as well as the erying 
need of the Old World, is that the Christian conception of life shall 
be applied in the life of the individual, and the life of the com- 
munity, and the life of the nation. 

And so I end as I began, that the minister of to-day has a great 
opportunity; but, my friends, to meet and live up to that opportunity 
requires courage in the minister just as much as it does in anybody 
else. [Voices. Yes.] You take a man in politics who risks defeat 
to stand by what he believes. Will the minister risk leaving the 
pulpit rather than be silent? [Applause.] You tell the business 
man that he must risk the loss of business rather than do things 
his conscience will forbid, and the business man ean tell you that 
the minister whose heart has been touched by divine fire dare not be 
a coward when the time comes for speech. [Applause.] My belief 
is that a man never loses permanently by being a man. | Applause. ] 
I believe that more men have been failures in politics because of 
cowardice than because of heroism and of courage. I believe that 
more men in business have failed because they were willing to 
compromise with their conscience than have failed because they 
would not compromise with evil; and I have such faith in God’s 
wisdom in linking man’s happiness to his duty that I believe that 
more ministers will occupy their pulpits and make them worth keep- 
ing by standing out and advocating what they believe to be right, 
and by applying moral principles to every question than can hope to 
do it by dodging responsibility in the pulpit. [Applause.] ;

Now pardon me if I have assumed to speak frankly and abruptly, 
but just remember, my friends, that I have been a member of the 
chureh since I was fourteen years old, and I have attended with 
sufficient regularity to hear a good many sermons, and after a man 
‘has heard as many sermons as I have heard he is anxious to talk 
back occasionally. J thank you. [Great applause.] 


Dr. W. R. Funx. Mr. Chairman, I present the following resolu- 
tion: 


We, the General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ have heard with delight the address just made by Honorable 
William Jennings Bryan, and bid him Godspeed in his effort to 
spread the gospel of truth. 


Seconded. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. It is moved and seconded that this expres- 
sion of gratitude be given to our honored speaker and guest. As 
many as will join us in this will indicate it by standing. [The 
audience arose.] It is unanimous. 

THe Presipinc Bishop. Now we shall resume the business of the 
General Conference, and, if it be your pleasure, we shall hear the 
report of the Secretary of the Church Erection Department. 

[ Voices. Hear, hear.] 

At this point the report of the Secretary of Church Erection was 
distributed to the members of the Conference. While these were 
being distributed, Rey. Mr. Pontius led the Conference in singing 
Number 236, “It Is Well With My Soul.” 

Tue Presipinc Brsnop. Brother Gabel will come forward and we 
will give attention to the reading of his report. 

Rey. H. S. Gabel, Secretary of Church Erection, read his report as 
follows: 


QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF TITE CHURCH ERECTION SOCIETY. 


Honored Bishops, Fathers, Brethren, Sisters, and Friends, in the 
General Conference, Greeting: 
WE ARE BUILDING. 

The quadrennium has been one of great activity in the building of 
churches and parsonages, making a gain of almost $2,000,000. The 
increase in values shows a larger proportion than in the number of 
churches built, owing to the fact that much costlier churches than 
formerly have been constructed and many old ones were replaced by 
larger and better buildings. The aggregate property values now reach 
the handsome amount of $10,236,417 as placed upon 4,000 churches 
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and 1,000 parsonages. Compared with twenty years ago, when nine- 
tenths of our churches were in rural districts, and rated at $4,000,000, 
this gives our present property interests an increased valuation of 
$6,236,417. During the last decade seven-tenths of the new churches 
were built in towns and cities. These facts plainly show the sweeping 
transition that has been made from being almost solely a country 
-ehurch to one that is courageously grappling with the problems in 
establishing herself in the growing towns and cities all over the 
nation. 
AN INDISPENSABLE FACTOR. - 


In this achievement the Church Erection Society has been an 
indispensable factor. Our forward march proceeds no faster than the 
pace of this essential agency in furnishing churches. Others may 
find the places, but it is left to Church Erection to secure them. In 
the country our constituency and friends builded the churches, but 
in the rushing towns and cities churches must first be built to make a 
constituency and friends. With our splendid growth the weight of 
this work necessarily multiplies. 

It is to be deplored that our Church Erection work is not founded 
on an integral basis rather than subdivided into almost as many 
independent or local organizations as there are annual conferences, 
aside from the General Society. ‘These conditions do not mean 
simply a distraction of funds and energy, but that which is worse, 
they provincialize the work and compel the doing of here a little and 
there a little, whereas the supreme duty of the hour for this depart- 
ment is to encounter the larger and needier fields at a greater cost 
and task than we are able to perform under our present plan. 

As we have established Indianapolis, Columbus, Kansas City, Mo., 
Chicago, Omaha, Oakland City, Riverside, Los Angeles, Walla Walla, 
Chattanooga, Atlanta, Galesburg, Hamilton, Cincinnati, Wilkens- 
burg during the quadrennium, so in a more triumphant way, entailing 
a greater expense, we should very soon go into Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burg, South Bend, St. Louis, Kansas City, Kan., Decatur, Scranton, 
Buffalo again, Chicago in many places, and other great cities, as well 
as into the new and prolific sections of the country that are now being 
opened by the Government, traversed by continental railroads, through 
which constant streams of good people are flowing to these lands 
of promise. Shall we not claim our heritage as an American church 
with our loyal, genial, American spirit? To invade these many wait- 
ing places, with the assurance of success, demands a united front 
along the whole line. 

Our conference boards are doing a good work, and in a few of the® 
stronger conferences commendable enterprises have been set in motion 
by them, but the fact nevertheless remains that there should be a 
general, dominant plan and purpose in all of our mission building 
work, championed by all our leaders, and thus victoriously lay siege 
on the great fortifications of sin, supported by a solid Church. This 
is an age of concentration of capital and energy and from the stu- 
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pendous commercial and industrial conquests all around us we should 
learn that the largest building enterprises can be handled only by 
united forces. : 

As affairs are now conducted, the General. Board is not in touch 
with the work of our conference boards, and neither can it be, for 


_ they are beyond its reach. Honored members of the General Con- 


ference, none of the other great, aggressive churches presume to 
administer their affairs under such a lame policy. Dr. Charles H. 
Richards, Secretary of the Congregational Church Building Society, 
says: “We have no independent or State societies, for which we are 
grateful. Such a plan, in our judgment, does not work well” Dr. 
Robert Forbes, Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Church 
Extension of the Methodist Episcopal Church, writes: “Every Con- 
ference Board of Church Extension is auxiliary and responsible to 
the Parent Board.’ Dr. H. H. Weber, General Secretary of the 
Board of Church Extension of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
General Synod, adds: “We have no independent societies, All work 
goes through our Central Board.” Dr. G. W. Muckley, Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Board of Church Extension of the Christian 
Church, also says: “We do not have any State organizations.” The 
splendid success of these boards and the many churches they are 
building in their work of extension can only be admired and dare 
not be ignored by us. 

We do not mean this to be an attack on our conference boards, but 
we do most earnestly protest against our present fallacious system. 
Under a general, single plan the interests of each and every conference 
would be enlarged and better conserved than they now can be. With 
the multiplied increase of funds and power, as a united order would 
insure, the work of this department would soon speed with irresistible 
momentum for the permanent extension of God’s cause everywhere 
throughout our domain. 

The policy of separate, provincialized work is obsolete and ought 
to be discarded by us. This General Conference should harness all 
our church-erection work to pull the same way, so as to draw the 
heavy loads that challenge our combined strength. The United 
Brethren Church was never keener of vision than now, never more 
ardent in her devotion to the Master’s cause. She has a mighty 
work to accomplish, and that this may be well done, let us provide for 
her a mighty equipment. 


CITY FUND. 

About the middle of the quadrennium the “City Fund” was insti- 
tuted and incorporated as a part of the society’s work. This fund 
was created to be absolutely devoted to loans for churches in cities 
having a population of not less than 50,000. Thus far $17,352.10 
cash, and pledges representing about $25,000 more, were secured by 
specials, these having been its only sources of income. The confer- 
ence revenues were left undisturbed in supplying the General Fund. 
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This special work, in part, is meeting a long-felt want and is growing 
in favor with our people. 


MONTHLY CHART. 


A chart has been devised to give the results of the canvass for 
funds. This method of publication created new interest as it im- 
parted information by telling its own story each succeeding month 
through the columns of the Telescope. The goals fixed at $26,500, 
$30,000, $35,000, and $50,000 for the years of the quadrennium in the 
order named, have been reached, aggregating $141,000. These figures 
represent all that was secured in cash, contingent notes, real estate, 
and mortuary notes. 


THE EASTER APPEAL. 


At the Columbus, Ohio, Board meeting, held April, 1907, a de- 
parture from the assessment plan to an open Easter offering was 
decided upon. Accordingly a proposition for said change of operation 
was submitted to and accepted by nearly all of the annual conferences. 
The first year’s results of the new plan do not show decided gains 
above the amounts realized the few previous years, through the 
assessments and Kaster parsonage collections, yet the amounts secured 
by the pastors who faithfully presented the cause to their people 
justify the change. This glorious day should be designated by the 
General Conference as the special time for Church-Erection econtri- 
butions in all our churches, Sunday schools, and Young People’s 
Societies. A sister church of about the same numerical strength 
as ours, by a united and thorough effort on Easter several years ago, 
secured $40,000 for her church-extension work. 


PARSONAGE FUND. 

One-fifth of the returns from the Easter offerings, $1,600, was 
credited to the Parsonage und, and this was its only resource last 
year. This fund has grown from $5,911.50 to $12,500.00 during the 
quadrennium, ‘The time is here when the women of our Church 
should be called upon to support this fund. We believe that the 
many Ladies’ Aid Societies and kindred organizations among us 
should ke enlisted to make annual appropriations to this work, which 
is so essential to the domestic happiness and comfort of our itiner- 
ants and their families. Where our women are not organized for any 
special work, under the direction of the pastors, they will gladly, in 
a private way, secure offerings each year for this fund. Our mothers, 
our wives, our sisters, our daughters are the rightful conservators 
of the home, and let us here, by action, dedicate them to the beautiful 
and tender work of aiding, in their own way, the Parsonage Fund. 


LOT OR GRANT FUND. 


The time has also arrived in the history of our work when a Lot 
or Grant Fund should be created. Within the bounds of every annual 
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conference there are towns and cities of strategic importance, to 
which many of our people emigrate. An available fund to purchase 
well-located lots in such places as a straight gift to the probable 
church, would prove a great entering wedge for subsequent operations. 
Such a fund could be sustained by charging a small rate of interest, 
say from one to two per cent., on the loans. By this method all our 
income would be retained in the permanent funds to the society. 
Then, too, there are persons who would be glad to contribute to such 
fundamental work. 


BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


The Board of Managers elected at the last General Conference, 
consisting of the honored Bishops and Doctor Whitney, Dr. H. F. 
Shupe, Dr. I. H. Albright, Rev. S. C. Coblentz, Rev. W. F. Parker, 
J. M. Cogan, Esq., Mr. H. J. Roop, and Mr. J. A. Weinland, held 
regular annual meetings at Dayton, Ohio, Columbus, Ohio, Chambers- 
burg, Pa., and Canton, Ohio. At these meetings the proceedings of 
the Executive Committee were heard and ratified. The reports of 
the General Secretary and the Field Secretary were also submitted 
and considered, and other important business transacted. Addresses 
of great strength and inspiration were delivered by Rev. G. jee 
Macklin, D.D., Rev. H. F. Shupe, D.D., and Rev. W. R. Funk, DEB 
all of which were published in tract form and distributed throughout 
the Church. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTED. 

Rev. H. F. Shupe, D.D., Chairman; Rev. H. A. Thompson, D.D., 
LL.D., Prof. A. W. Drury, D.D., Mr. L. O. Miller, Treasurer, and the 
General Secretary composed the Executive Committee, which held 
one hundred and four meetings through the quadrennium, when the 
correspondence and applications for aid were carefully serutinized. 
Some of these applications have been cheerfully granted, while others 
had to be reduced, or even refused. It may have been for lack of 
money; it may have been because the community seemed already 
over-churched, or because the outlook did not warrant the risk. But 
every application received sympathetic and thorough examination at 
their hands. Rev. G. P. Macklin, D.D., of large experience, and who 
served with distinction for a number of years, because of his removal 
from Dayton, to the regret of the other members, was obliged to 
relinquish the work a year ago. His vacancy was ably filled by the 
election of Prof. A. W. Drury, D.D., who proved of inestimable value 
as a judicious counselor. 


FIELD SECRETARY. 

To the energetic and tactful work of Rev. H. A. Sechrist, Field 
Secretary, is a great share of the credit due, for any measure of sue- 
cess that has been achieved. His earnest, yet genial spirit, and 
gentlemanly deportment have won support and many friends for the 
society everywhere he has gone. 
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FINANCIAL ITEMS. 


Our books were closed on March 31, 1909, the fiscal ending of the 
quadrennium, with a cash balance of $4,098.87. 

It is to be regretted that after an earnest effort to realize on our 
outstanding loans, $35,000 remains unpaid. A portion of this amount 
is long overdue. It would be well to place a‘ larger measure of 
responsibility on our annual conference authorities for the prompt 
refunding of these claims, which is very essential in granting relief 
to the many waiting churches. : 

At the Dayton Board meeting the Treasurer was ordered to deduct 
one per cent. for the defraying of incidental expenses on all loans 
made. 

It will be observed that the death notes secured during the quad- 
rennium have not been invoiced because of possible contingencies, 
which amount to $29,900. They have all been legally written, and 
will doubtless at some future-time prove a source of handsome 
revenue. 

Neither could wills nor bequests be listed, for they are usually of 
an uncertain kind and quantity. Yet we have knowledge of some 
persons who have generously remembered the society in this manner. 
There are now two cases pending in the civil courts, where wills 
devising liberal amounts to the society are being contested. It is 
believed that both eases will finally be decided in our favor. 

The Annuity Fund is becoming more popular, the better its benefits 
are being understood. <A five per cent. rate of interest is usually 
paid on these investments, though in a few instances six per cent. 
has been demanded. Eleven thousand dollars for this fund have been 
secured through the quadrennium. 

Our capital, as taken from the Treasurer’s books, now amounts to 
$228,662.09, including all the assets that have been invoiced, cash, 
real estate, and notes. This makes a net gain of $91,212.11 for the 
quadrennium. Had not the business depression of last year inter- 
fered, it is believed a round $100,000 might have been reported as so 
much increase to the several funds of the society.

Where such 
societies do not exist, that the pastors be requested to appoint one or 
more of the women of the church to gather funds for it.

Dr. W. R. Funk then read his report as Agent of the Publishing 
House, as follows: 


QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE AGENT OF THE PUBLISHING HOUSE. 


To the Members of the General Conference of 1909. 

Dear BreruHrEN: To submit a report of the business trans- 
actions of the publishing department of the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ, covering a period of four years, 
is no small task. This being my third quadrennial report 
causes me, in view of the twelve years of experience, to feel 
the responsibility of making this statement as clear and plain 
as possible. There is no disposition on my part to claim 
perfection in the management of your institution. No one 
has deplored the lack of judgment more than your Agent. 
With humility the figures for this quadrennium are presented, 
wishing that there might not have been an error in ariything 
connected with the management. It is my hope that, on the 
whole, the report will be satisfactory to you, for it has been 
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the best of the three quadrenniums since my connection with 
the House. 

It is my purpose to use as few words in this report as 
possible, and to deal with figures compiled from the four 
reports which have been submitted to the Board of Trustees 
during their annual sessions. In order that comparisons 
may be made, this report will follow as nearly as possible the 
form of the report of four years ago.

It is best to deal with the net inerease of $134,010.35, for 
in that you have the absolute gain in dollars and cents, aside 
from all subsidies that have been paid to the Church. To 
have this increase in the net assets of the institution, in the 
presence of the reduction of more than fifty thousand dollars 
on machinery and equipment, in addition to the subsidies 
paid, is to the management, a satisfactory showing. In this 
gain the principal items are that of $55,000.00 worth of real 
estate located on Market Street and new machinery added to 
the factory. This does not include the additional piece of 
property purchased since the first of April, 1909. Neither 
does the recent bond issue show in this report. These bonds 
will not appear in the report of the House until April 1, 
1910. The only item connected with the new manufacturing 
building that appears is that of $825.00 paid for the plans. 


OFFICE BUILDING. 


It will be remembered that this building was opened for 
tenants April 1, 1905, and has stood the test of the entire 
quadrennium to the satisfaction of the management and the 
Board of Trustees, and it is my hope that it will now bear 
your inspection. 

The Office Building is managed as a department of the 
United Brethren Publishing House, and every item of expense 
incurred by the building is charged against it. In fact, dur- 
ing the first and second years of the quadrennium not only the 
interest on the bonds, but the interest on borrowed money was 
charged up to this department. It has carried its own bur- 
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dens during the quadrennium, and now it has become a great 
benefit to the other departments, in view of its monthly 
rentals entering into the payment of all the obligations of the 
House. It has supplied money during the year when other- 
wise we should have been compelled to go to bank at times to 
meet our current expenses. We have been able to discount 
all of our bills each month, and the Office Building has had 

no small part in this item. We are retiring our bonds in a 
prompt manner. We decided not to dispose of $20,000 of the 
original issue of bonds, and have paid $47,500, leaving at the 
present time $182,500 outstanding on Office Building. These 
ean and will be retired from year to year. The final payment 
will be made April 1, 1916. 

‘It is gratifying, in view of the fact that we have gone 
through a panic in this quadrennium, that the building has 
been able, not only to maintain itself, but to meet all its 
obligations. On April 1, 1909, more than ninety-eight per 
eent. of the building was occupied; only four offices remained 
unrented. = 

Up until the present time the management has been able 
to finance the institution without paying anything to brokers 
for assistance in the sale of bonds, or in the obtaining of 
money. The only difference that we have experienced has 
been a slight inerease in interest paid on our short loans in 
the banks, due to the money stringency during the panic. 
We are almost back to the normal condition previous to the 
financial flurry.

All this is true in the presence of the fact that we have 
purchased $55,000 worth of real estate, and added over $75,000 
worth of new machinery and other minor things. If these 
items had not been purchased the debt would have been re- 
duced still further by that amount. In referring to my report 
vf four years ago, a hope was expressed, under this item, “that 
$47,000 of the bonds would be paid during the next quadren- 
nium.” This hope has been more than realized.

No one can rejoice more than the management in this gain, 
and, if it had not been for the financial depression and the 
increased cost of labor and material, we would have shown a 
greater profit for the quadrennium. 


THE MANUFACTURING DEPARTMENTS. 


During these four years the different departments composing 
the factory have been greatly increased in capacity. Espec- 
ially is this true of the Press Room, Bindery, and Linotype | 
departments. A statement of amount is given under the 
item of New Machinery. 

The hours of work have been decreased during the quadren- 
nium.- Twelve years ago the factory was running on a 
fifty-nine-hour week. Since then the time has been reduced, 
and now we are running our entire plant forty-eight hours 
per week. 

We have splendid employees, and, as far as known, there is 
not the least dissatisfaction in any of the departments. Our 
printing, electrotyping, engraving, and binding departments 
are all doing high-class work. The management has the 
motto, “The best is none too good.” 

We are increasing our business as good times return. Our 
print shop has-been full of work in all its departments since 
the first of January, 1909, and, if we can hold the volume 
of business that we are now doing, the House will show com- 
mendable gains. Work was taken at a very close margin 
during the financial depression, and we have been unable, at 
times, to know just how-to caleulate on the number of work- 
men needed, because of the uncertainty of conditions. Some 
weeks we would be very busy, while the next week we might 
be slack in the volume of work. We have given our people 
employment at times without profit to the House. This 
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spasmodic condition has been hard upon the institution, es- 
pecially during the past year, but the management feels that 
the worst is over, and. the indications are for splendid results 
during the coming year. 


OUR OUTSTANDING ACCOUNTS. 


There is due the House, on outstanding accounts, $45,428.27. 
This is about the same as four years ago. During the past 
two years we have suffered a heavy loss in connection with 
the World’s Events Publishing Company, caused by the finan- 
cial stringency carrying down a firm in New York State to 
which the World’s Events Company owed considerable money. 
They were unable to float their indebtedness, and, as a result, 
they too were forced to make an assignment. As is always 
the case in the winding up of the affairs of such a company, 
there was great loss on the valuable assets of the company. 
The Publishing House account was $6,067.17. This we 
charged off as a whole. While the matter is yet in litigation, 
and we shall recover some money, the desire was to be on the 
safe side in closing the quadrennium. 

A word of explanation is due the General Conference. 
This loss seems heavy. In fact, it was for job work done, 
and, as we did not employ much more help in our departments 
because of it, the loss is not as great as it appears. What- 
ever profit we had on the work appears now as a loss. The 
management was as careful as it could well be in this matter. 
We knew that we were taking some risk, and, because of this, 
we sent the General Superintendent of the factory to investi- 
gate the work to be done, and the Cashier to examine the 
books of the concern before entering into a contract. To be 
doubly sure of the conditions surrounding this work, your 
Agent, in company with the President of the Board, made 
a trip to Danville, N. Y., and looked over the situation. The 
Local Committee was presented with the facts as they were 
given to us, and we concluded to’ undertake the work. It is 
almost certain that, if the panic had not come, the firm would 
have been able to pull through and pay its obligations, and 
would be doing business with us at this time. Their work 
fitted into our business in a very advantageous way. The 
loss is deplored and I am willing to carry any criticism on 
account of it. In this you must be the judges. We are 
trying to reduce all loss to the minimum in the management 
of the House. 
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Our accounts are now in fine shape. A number of over- 
due accounts are owed by ministers and Sunday schools. <A 
peculiarity in connection with this is the fact that those who 
criticise us for not making enough money and not declaring 
dividends to the Church are usually those who do little or 
no business with the House. It is my firm belief that the 
General Conference ought to make it an offense for a minister 
not to settle his account every year with this institution. As 
now, it is an injury both to the individual and to the institu- 
tion. The Publishing House loses more through bad accounts 
with persons who have gained credit by the annual conferences 
giving them credentials than is lost in any other way. Why 
not protect the institution by some action ? 


THE POWER DEPARTMENT. 


It was the purpose of the management to install a power 
plant in the new building now under construction. The old 
boilers, engines, and generators which we now have will be 
placed in the new building. An enticing proposition has been 
made by the Dayton Lighting Company to furnish light, 
power, live steam, heat, ete., for our entire business, enabling 
us, thereby, to make a test for a year on this plan, and, if, at 
the end of that time, everything is satisfactory to both parties, 
a contract for a period of years will be made, thus relieving 
the management of the burdeu of caring for a power plant. 
This contract will not be made unless to the advantage of 
the institution. 


NEW MACHINERY. 

During the quadrennium we have placed, in the different 
departments of the House, machinery and_ fixtures to the 
amount of $75,519.99. This shows the increase in the capacity 
of the plant. In this list are found printing presses, type- 
setting machines, folders, automatic press feeders, bindery 
machinery, ete. AJ] of which has made our printing plant 
up to date, and second to none in the land in the elass of 
work done.

INTERNATIONAL BIBLE AGENCY. 

On June 17, 1905, subsequent to the General Conference 
held in May of that year, we paid our share of the final loss 
in this partnership, the amount being $2,825.60. The invoice 
of April 1, 1898, shows the International Bible Agency assets 
to be $39,984.07. This was the last report where profits were 
included in the invoice. In the invoice of April 2, 1900, the 
International Bible Agency assets were reduced arbitrarily 
to $30,598.31. In the invoice of April 1, 1901, its entire 
assets were stricken from the invoice of the House. Taking 
the amount of $39,984.07, and adding to that the $2,825.60, 
we have $42,809.67, which represents the total loss. It is a 
relief to report this business closed and partnership ended. 


OUR GERMAN PERIODICALS. 

We are continuing to handle the German Sunday-School 
Helps, but are sorry to report a smal] decrease in the circula- 
tion. We have paid the annual- subsidy of $500.00 to the 
Ohio ee Conference to assist them in the publication of 
their paper, “The Froeliche Botschafter.” 


CHANGES IN THE OFFICIALS OF THE HOUSE. 
During this quadrennium we have had two vacancies on the 
Board of Trustees caused by death—the first being that of 
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Rev. C. J. Burkert, who passed to his reward in 1905. He had 
served in the position of President of the Board and Chair- 
man of the Local Committee for nearly five years. He was 
a valuable member of the Board. At a meeting of the 
Trustees, held to elect a successor, E. R. Smith, M.D., of 
Toledo, Iowa, was chosen to fill the vacancy. Mr. Samuel FE. 
Kumler, of Dayton, Ohio, was selected to fill the office of the 
President of the Board of Trustees and Chairman of the 
Local Committee, and Rev. P. M. Camp, D.D., was chosen a 
member of the Local Committee. 

In 1908, before the meeting of the Board for that year, 
Rev. D. W. Sprinkle, D.D., was called from us by death, and, 
at the meeting held April 1, 1908, Jay M. Cogan, Esq., of 
Canton, Ohio, was selected to fill the unexpired term. With 
deep sorrow and true appreciation we make note of these 
changes wrought by death in the Board of Trustees. 

On October 28, 1908, Rev. Isaiah L. Kephart, D.D., who had 
oceupied the position of Editor of the Religious Telescope for 
twenty years, laid down his pen and peacefully and trium- 
phantly entered into the presence of his Master, leaving his 
position as editor vacant. At a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees subsequently held, Rev. J. M. Phillippi, D.D., Phe Ds 
was selected as Acting-Editor, and the Agent and Local Com- 
mittee were instructed to furnish assistance needed to com- 
plete the quadrennium. Prof. J. P. Landis, DED; PhDs of 
Bonebrake Theological Seminary, has rendered valuable serv- 
ice to Doctor Phillippi in this connection. 


THE BOOK-STORE AND MAIL ORDER DEPARTMENTS, 


The quotation given below is from my report to the Board 
of Trustees at their session held April 14, 1909. This will 
give a comprehensive view of the Book-Store and Mail Order 
Department. 

“This year we have made a complete separation between 
the Book-Store and the Mail Order Department. In May, 
1908, subsequent to the action of the Board in April of that 
year, we separated about $20,000 of stock that was considered 
old, shelf-worn, and unsalable, and have invoiced it separately, 
as will be shown in the inventory under the item of ‘Special 
Sale Books and Miscellaneous Stock,’ in the store. We are 
determined to reduce this item until it entirely disappears 
from the invoice. This is in keeping with the action of the 
‘Board. The value of this stock-is problematic. If sold in a 
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lump it would bring a very small amount of money, but it is 
our hope to handle it as second-hand stock and thus get out 
of it all we can for the House and Church. The remainder 
of the stock is as good as can be found in any book-store in 
the land. In fact, it is much superior to the average stock 
that is found in book-stores, and is worth the value placed 
upon it. The purpose is to guard the store so as not to ac- 
cumulate any more dead stock. 

“The Mail Order Department was started May, 1908. An 
invoice of stock of over $13,000 was turned over to it by the 
store. This was composed chiefly of old stock of our own 
publications—the accumulation of more than a quarter of a 
century. - As a result we have cut the invoice, selling off the 
stock at reduced prices, until now it figures $8,067.31. It is 
the purpose to reduce the old stock until it is eliminated from 
the invoice. This will cause a loss, but it is the only safe 
method to follow. The cleaning-up process is. hard on the 
management, but responsibility has always been faced and 
will continue to be until it can be said to the Church that 
every old item has been disposed of in some way. We do not 
favor doing this all in one year, but we will bring things to 
an absolutely safe basis in the stock of the Book-Store and 
Mail Order Departments.” 


THE LOCAL COMMITTEE. 


The following is quoted from my last annual report: “It 
is certainly a matter of great gratification to any one who is 
in a responsible position to have advisers who will come up to 
serious propositions with frankness and thoughtful sincerity. 
Mr. S. E. Kumler, Prof. S. D. Faust, D.D., and Rev. P. M. 
Camp, D.D., have been just such advisers. They have at- 
tended, without complaint, all the committee meetings, not- 
withstanding their busy lives. They have dealt candidly with 
every proposition. There have ‘been perplexing problems be- 
fore the committee that demanded immediate solution, the 
solution of which we all wished at times might be referred 
to subsequent meetings of the Board for final action, but we 
have been forced to consider them immediately, and, in these 
trying moments, these splendid men have made their decis- 
ions, taking the responsibility in such a way as to give in- 
spiration to me in the management of the institution. It 
would be unjust for me to pass by their devotion and service 
rendered to the Church without this statement.” 
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THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


It is a pleasure to speak in praise of faithfulness wherever 
it is found, and the Church is under special obligations to 
the men who have composed the Board of Trustees of the 
United Brethren Printing Establishment during this quad- 
rennium, for, during this time, there “have been many ques- 
tions that have demanded solution, dealing with the future 
of the House, that required great care. The regularity with 
which they have attended the meetings (there being very few 
absentees at any of the Board meetings) showed their intense 
interest and purpose to give their very best judgment in the 
management of the House. Their painstaking investigation 
has been a comfort to me. The sessions of the Board have 
been quite unanimous on every point that has been raised. 
Difference of opinion obtained and discussions were at times 
earnest and intense, just as we wanted, in view of the better- 
ment of the institution in its work for the Church. Their 
willingness (in fact, their eagerness) to push out into new 
enterprises has always been of great helpfulness to the Agent. 
The Church can never reward them as it should for their 
faithfulness. Four regular and four special sessions have been 
held during the quadrennium. 


OUR TOILERS, 


Again my last annual report is quoted: “Much could be 
said in reference to the character of our people. We have an 
exceptionally good class of employees from the standpoint of 
morals and conduct. We are also coming to greater perfec- 
tion in the work that is produced in the departments. We 
are undertaking things that are serious, from the standpoint 
of financial conditions, in the reduction of the working hours, 
for, on April 3, 1909, we instituted the eight-hour day in our 
entire plant. There was no demand made for this change by 
our own employees or from any outside influence, in the recent 
years, but, feeling that we wanted our establishment to stand 
for every advanced movement in keeping with other similar 
institutions in other denominations, we have undertaken it, 
with some mental reservations as to the financial side of the 
proposition, for it will mean quite a great deal to the man- 
agement to have the services of its employees reduced from 
fifty-two hours per week, as it has been the past year, to 
forty-eight hours, and to have all its machinery stopped four 
hours a week, thus depriving us of the product that would 
otherwise flow from the different departments. Codperation 
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on the part of the employees with the management may over- 
come some of this loss, but the Church must understand that 
the management cannot do impossible things. Twelve years 
ago, when my administration of the House began, we worked 
fifty-nine hours a week. We are now working forty-eight 
hours, and there has been an increase in wages in the pres- 
ence of a decrease of hours, as herein stated. We are not 
ashamed of the record made in the presence of this condition. 

“Many individuals could be named who have given special 
services during this quadrennium. All the superintendents 
have been faithful. Some have been more successful than 
cthers in the management of their departments. The man- 
agement is emphasizing the fact that a superintendent must 
be the head of his department, and he is being held responsible 
as never before for the management in that department. This 
is developing the strength and weaknesses of superintendents. 

“Mr. J. L. Senseny, the General Superintendent of the 
Manufacturing Departments, has continued to show his 
ability in the work to which he has been assigned, while Mr. 
S. B. Maeder, as cashier, has been careful and watchful in 
his position of purchasing agent and custodian of the cash 
of the institution. Our employees have placed me under 
cebligations for their personal interest and their loyal support 
shown to me as Agent.” 


OUR EDITORIAL WORKERS. 


It would be out of place for me to say much at this time in 
reference to these splendid men, whose earnestness has been 
so marked during this quadrennium. Death, entering the 
ranks, took the dean of the editorial force, but his trium- 
phant death is a living example to his co-workers, as well as 
to the entire Church. It is a pleasure to emphasize what has 
been said in my Annual Reports from year to year—that my 
association with this company of Christian men has been most 
delightful. They have produced a line of periodicals that is 
second to none in the land; and, in the management of the 
institution, they have given encouragement to my part of the 
work by the high standard of the subject matter of our period- 
icals, as well as the personal fellowship had with them as 
editors. 


THE FIELD. 
Once again the management is constrained to thank the 
membership of the Church and the loyal ministry of our 
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denomination for their continued help in the work of this 
department. Our volume of trade with the Church is grow- 
ing. This is very encouraging. We have desired to make 
every department of this House tell for you. We have been 
anxious to hear from you on every line of service concerning 
which you may desire information, and we have aimed to 
meet the needs of all our people. It is to be regretted that 
the Church does not give greater support to its Church paper, 
the Telescope, and increase its circulation to 30,000, and do it 
quickly. With faith we look to the future. 


OUR EXTENSION. 


As announced in the Telescope, we have already begun our 
building extension to our manufacturing departments. Con- 
tracts have been let for the new building. The building will 
be forty by sixty-five—forty feet on Market Street and sixty- 
five feet back and connecting with our present Manufacturing 
Building. This will give eight floors, counting the basement, 
for additional room. é 

In the making of these extensions, we are issuing one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars of bonds. It was esti- 
mated, when this issue was made, that it would require that 
amount to complete the purchase of the real estate, the cost 
of the new building, the installation of the power and the 
storage-battery plant, and purchase the additions of new 
machinery needed. We shall not need this full amount for 
that purpose, and shall pay off a certain amount of indebted- 
ness—the exact amount of which cannot now be stated. The 
bonds have been selling rapidly at par, and we think we shall 
have no difficulty in meeting the obligations connected with 
the erection of the new building and the installation of new 
machinery, ete. In this extension there will be installed a 
freight elevator, thus giving two elevators in our Manufactur- 
ing Building. We have been very much hampered by the 
use of but one elevator. When this building is completed 
and in running shape, we feel confident that the saving in the 
handling of our product will be very great. The contractor 
is to have this building ready to occupy by September 1, 1909. 
Additional property was ordered bought by the Board at the 
February meeting in addition to the ground on which this 
building is being erected. We have purchased what is known 
as the Richter piece, east of the alley—giving us at the present 
time about sixty feet east of the private alley on Market 
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Street, or a total frontage of about one hundred feet on this 
street. We have been defeated in our larger plans for the 
purchase of real estate east of us, by the failure of an indi- 
vidual to carry out his promise in connection with options 
obtained for us. We tried to enforce the delivery of this 
property to us by injunction proceedings, but the court 
decided against us on technicalities. Our moral right was 
evident, and without question. We have, however, secured 
enough ground to guarantee to the House a great growth in 
the manufacturing departments of the plant.

The report of the auditor of our books, Mr. C. L. Hubbard, 
of Dayton, Ohio, who has had experts working upon our 
accounts for the past three months, is placed in your hands.

DEAR Sir: I have audited the books and accounts of the Pub- 
lishing House for the business year ending April 1, 1909. The 
accompanying schedules exhibit the comparative decrease and in- 
crease in the resources, liabilities, loss and gain accounts of the 
year just closed with the one preceding. The loss of $4,803.79. on 
the Telescope, of $1,134.10 on the Review, of $605.92 on the 
Advance, of $111.88 on the Watchword, or a total of $6,655.14, 
should be added-to the loss of $4,153.00 on subsidies, making 
$10,808.14 in all. 

Inasmuch as these are eleemosynary features, and would not other- 
wise be permanently continued at a loss, this sum of $10,808.14 
should be added to the net gain of $23,828.52, making $34,636.66, 
or what the net profits would be if business alone were considered. 

The capital at the beginning of the year was $513,157.66; the 
business net profit for the year is $34,636.66; the business net profit 
is 6.75 per cent. of investment. There is a marked improvement in 
some of the bookkeeping and office features. An honest office force 
has accurately conducted a large volume of business of a more or 
less intricate nature in an intelligent manner.

1. That pastors be asked to settle accounts with the House 
quarterly, and credit be stopped if settlement in full is not 
made once a year. ; 

2. That all the book trade and book supplies for the 
different departments of the Church be handled through the 
publishing department. 

3. That text-books be issued by the House at the risk of 
the department desiring them. 

4. That the sale of all books at the annual conferences be 
from the publishing department. 
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5. That the Board of Trustees be authorized to adjust any 
discrepancy between. the periodicals in size or price. 

6. That the annual conferences be asked to exercise more 
care in the granting of credentials to unknown and untried 
men, through which condition the House has been a heavy 
loser in the past. 

7. That the Agent and Local Committee be authorized to 
select a book editor who shall criticise all manuscripts which 
may be recommended by the book committee for publication. 

8. I recommend a dividend of $5,000 annually to the 
conferences, provided the House is not loaded with subsidies 
as heretofore. 

9. It is my judgment that the $500 subsidy to the Ohio 
German Conference should be continued.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLISHING HOUSE. 
T'o the General Conference of 1909: y 

The Board of Trustees of the Publishing House, after an- 
other quadrennium, present their report for your considera- 
tion. The Board was called to meet for organization in the 
Capitol Building, Topeka, Kansas, May 22, 1905. On mo- 
tion C. J. Burkert was elected president, and L. W. Stahl, 
secretary. C. J. Burkert, S. E. Kumler, and S. D. Faust 
were elected to serve on the Local Committee. 

The following changes took place during the quadrennium: 
On November 11, 1905, our honored president, Rev. OC. J. 
Burkert, went to his heavenly reward. The Board met ~n 
called session December 10, 1905, to fill the vacancy thus 
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caused by his death. Dr. E. R. Smith was unanimously 
elected to fill the vacancy. Samuel E. Kumler was elected 
president and chairman of the Local Committee, and P. M. 
Camp was elected to fill the vacaney on the Local Committee. 
On March 11, 1908, oceurred the death of Dr. D. W. Sprinkle, 
and at the regular meeting of the Board, April 21, 1908, Jay 
M. Cogan, of Canton, Ohio, was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The death of Dr. I. L. Kephart, Editor of the Religious 
Telescope, again brought the Board together in special ses- 
sion November 10, 1908. After considerable deliberation, the 
Board authorized Dr. J. M. Phillippi, Associate Editor of the 
Telescope, to assume charge of editing the Telescope for the 
remainder of the quadrennium, the Agent and Committee to 
employ such help as he might need for the work. 

On February 2, 1909, the Board again was called in special 
session for the purpose of considering improvements and the 
extension of our publishing interests. After carefully con- 
sidering the situation and the needs, the Board authorized 
improvements not to exceed $150,000. Owing to a change in 
the heating and power plant of the House, only about $69,000 
of this amount will be expended in the erection of the new 
manufacturing plant, and $55,000 on real estate. 

The Office Building has now been in operation a full quad- 
rennium. Jt is managed as a department of the Publishing 
TIouse, and every item of expense incurred by the building 
is charged against it. The results are most gratifying: Retir- 
ing the bonds promptly, and not only maintaining itself, but 
again and again helping the printing department of the IIonse 
in a financial way. April 1, 1909, more than 98% of the 
building was occupied. 

The manufacturing department is in splendid condition, 
having the latest improvements, therefore fitted to do the best 
and highest quality of work. The assets of real estate of this 
department were increased during the quadrennium, $55,000, 
while the improvements (mostly machinery) for the same tim2 
amounted to $75,519.99. 

The total net increased assets for the quadrennium ar? 
134,010.39, while the profits for the same time were $166,- 
299.81. Of this profit $32,289.46 was paid back to the Chureh 
in subsidies. 

The total indebtedness of the House April 1, 1909, was 
$301,884.42, a reduction for the quadrennium of $6,057.56. 

There is due the House at this date $45,428.27 on outstand- 
ing accounts, with a cash balance on hand of $3,688.56, or a 
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_total of $49,116.83. This would reduce the total indebtedness 
1o $252,267.59. 

For the past year the Book-Store aa Mail Order Depaek: 
ment have been separate and each put on its merits. About 
$13,000 of the old stock of the store was turned over to the 
Mail Order Department, and $20,000 of old stock classed as 
second-hand or special sale stock. This left the store with a 
clean stock of first-class books. Some encouraging things are 
Jooked for in the Book-Store. 

The Mail Order Department, although new, is already 
promising good things with great prospects for the future. 

It is a matter of relief to report that the business of the 
International Bible Agency is closed and partnership ended. 

The Board heartily endorses the recommendations made by 
the Publishing Agent, W. R. Funk, in his report to this body. 
We are also in accord with the desire of the Agent to make 
the Publishing House not only commensurate with the present 
needs of the denomination, but with its future possibilities. 
We also commend the Agent for his earnestness, progressive- 
ness, wisdom, and judgment in the management of every de- 
partment and interest of the House. ‘ 

The fellowship of the Agent and Board have been most cor- 
dial and with Christian grace.

Tue Presipinc Brsuor. The Report of the Publishing Agent and 
the Report of the Board of Trustees of the Printing Establishment 


are before you. What is your pleasure? 


It is moved and seconded that these reports be approved Sari: re- 
ferred to the appropriate committees. 
Rey. W. C. Miuurr, of West Nebraska. I am pleased with the 


report, but there is one little item I wish to call attention to. 


The 


Agent has taken the liberty of saying something about the accounts, 
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and on one page you will find it reads: “Our accounts are now in 
fine shape. A number of over-due accounts are owed by ministers 
and Sunday schools. A peculiarity in connection with this is the fact 
that those who criticise us for not making enough money and not 
declaring dividends to the Church are usually those who do little 
or no business with the House.” 

I am not over-sensitive, but I feel this is a reflection upon some 
who criticised, in a sense, the action of the Publishing House along 
that line. If I owe that institution a nickel I don’t know it. I do 
all the business of purchases of books and papers with the Publishing 
House. I do my best to increase the patronage of the House. We 
increased our Telescope subscriptions in West Nebraska. last year 
forty per cent., and I flattered myself that at least some of it was due 
to my humble efforts. Therefore, I do not feel that this is quite 
just in this respect. I also have read appeals in the Telescope 
criticising this matter. I should like to know whether I was included 
“in this number of persons the Agent refers to. 

Docror Funk. Mr. Chairman, I am very glad to say that Brother 
Miller is certainly not included. I did not include any one that 
does not owe the House; but I am frank to say, Mr. Chairman, and 
members of the General Conference, that I have not had under 
consideration those who had written articles, but those who had com- 
plained in other ways. JI have not made it a personal matter, al- 
though I can demonstrate just what I have said in this report. 
Some of the brethren know what I talk about. One article did 
appear in the Telescope casting insinuations. That article may 
have been considered in this report, but the facts in this case. are: 
that the brother did ninety-six dollars’ worth of business with the 
House in the last four years. He now owes the House of that 
-amount about thirty-eight dollars, and we have been trying to get 
him to make a settlement for over two years. Other cases might 
be cited of like nature. I did not include this item because of any 
personal feeling, but that you may see the situation. 

Rey, W. C. Minurr. ‘The statement was made in such a way, and 
my article having appeared in the Telescope, I thought unless such an 
explanation like this was made by the Agent any one might think I 
was included. 

Rey. Ex1 Goon, of Michigan. I would like to ask a question. On 
page 10, in Cash Receipts for four years, in the summing up of cash 
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receipts the first item, the total sum is given as so much. The 
second item is net cash receipts for the quadrennium. Then the 
first item in the middle of the page, in summing up cash receipts 
for ten years, the total cash for the quadrennium was so much, and 
the cash for the preceding quadrennium was so much, and then 
striking a balance and making an increase. Does the first item 
mean net or total receipts? 

Docror Funk. It means net receipts. Total receipts for the 
quadrennium, for the business of the institution for the quadrennium, 
were twelve hundred and eighty-three thousand. Is that what you 
refer to? 

Rey. Ext Goop. Yes, sir. 

Doctor Funx. Well, the net cash receipts for the preceding 
quadrennium were so much, the total, of course. 

Rev. Ext Goop. Does it mean the total—total net receipts ? 

Doctor Funk. Total net receipts. 

Rev. Ext Goop. J wanted to know whether it meant total net or 
total gross receipts ¢ 

Doctor Funk. Is it plain to you now? 

Rev. Eur Goop. It is not quite clear. 

Rev. R. A. Hirt, of Southeast Ohio Conference. Do we adopt 
the recommendations ¢ 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. No, sir. The recommendations will go 
to the committee for such action as they deem wise. That was the 
intention of the motion. 

Doctor Funk. Brother Good says he is not quite clear. The 
confusion is in the word “total” in one case and “net” in the other. 
Tt really ought to be total in both cases, and that clears it. I don’t 
know why I used the word “net.” 

Rev. Ext Goop. It is now clear. 

Rev. J. MoMiunen, of Northwest Kansas. This matter of those 
indebted to the Publishing House being brought up by the Agent I 
think is one that is perplexing, and I am of the opinion that he is, 
hardly justifiable in making the statement that he has made to this 
Conference. Now, I believe there is a plan by which the House can 
be secured so they will not have these losses. If it were proper I 
would make a motion now, but I would like to make a motion when 
the time will be proper to do so. I would suggest this, so that the 
members may think about it. It is impossible for the Agent to 
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know all the members that apply for credit. The annual confer- 
ence ought to know its members, and where the Agent may be in doubt 
in regard to an applicant he can refer to the presiding elder and 
the conference secretary, and if the presiding elder and the con- 
ference secretary recommend that individual they thereby bring the 
conference in responsibility for the debt. The conference acts’ 
through them, and they speak for the men and vouch for the credit 
of the men by the conference. That will be about the line of my 
motion. 

Doctor Funk. I should like to say, Mr. Chairman, that we have 
been contending with that situation ever since I have been Agent of 
the House. But there is one item of his recommendation that we 
would not be able to enforce, and that is to have the conference 
assume the debt. [Laughter.] 

Rev. J. McMinuen. That is the point I wish to incorporate in 
my motion. 

J. H. Ruseusu, Lay Delegate from Virginia Conference. I would 
like to ask one question for information, not criticism, for we are 
all proud of our great Office Building and Publishing Plant; but I 
would lke to know about what per cent. this building earns on the 
$332,000; what is the income from that source? I would like to 
know that. ; 

Tue -Presipina Bisuop. Would Doctor Funk answer that ? 

Doctor Funk. I would like to answer that publicly if I thought 
it ought to be answered. There are good reasons why it should not 
be answered before this body, composed as it is now of many other 
than delegates. It is an enterprise that I think—I am sure the 
Conference does not want to publish the facts abroad to the world. 
If you want me to answer, I can answer in a detailed statement. 

Mr. Ruesusu. I would like to know if it is a good financial 
interest 2 

Doctor Funk. Yes, sir, it is, Mr. Chairman. I would be glad 
if I had the income from the Building. [ Applause. ] 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. I think the General Conference can rest 
contented on the statement that it is first class. 

Docror Funk. I will answer privately any members that come to 
me. 
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Tur Presiping Bristop. Those favoring the approving of the 
reports and referring the recommendations will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” The reports are approved and the recommendations referred. 

BisHop WeEKkiEY. I move we do now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Doctor Funk. Pardon me for one word. Mr. Chairman, I am 
just a little amused to see just how sensitive péople are when you 
get back at them a little bit. The attacks in the Telescope were not 
answered by me, although I could have answered them; I had the 
facts before me and the figures before me, but I declined to do it. 
Now because I make just a little statement in my report, you are 
sensitive on the proposition; so you must remember, gentlemen, that 
T have got a human heart in me, too. [Applause.] 

Rey. J. T. Roserts, of White River Conference.. We are ready 
to give out the work of to-morrow, if it is desired, at this time—the 
Committee on Rules of Order. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Will you have this report? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Rev. J. T. Roperts. To-morrow the Conference will continue these 
reports that we have had to-day, and the committee recommends we 
adjourn at noon to-morrow to give the committees a chance to do 
their work. 

Tur Presioing BisHop. If there is no objection this will be the 
official order for to-morrow forenoon. 

Announcements for committee meetings were then made by the 
chairmen of quite a large number of regular committees. 

Tue: Presipinc BrsHop. As many as favor the motion to adjourn 
will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The motion is carried. 

The Conference arose and Rey. J. W. Lilly, of Sandusky Con- 
ference, pronounced the benediction, and Conference adjourned until 
the regular hour for assembling. 


THIRD DAY—MORNING SESSION. 


SarurDay, May 15, 1909. 
Conference convened at 8:00 am. The devotional service was 
conducted by Rev. J. E. Shannon, of White River Conference. Organ 
voluntary by Prof. E. L. Leslie with chimes. The music was led by 
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Rev. Ray Upson. Song Number 174, “In the Cross of Christ I 
Glory,” was followed with prayers by Rev. A. J. Maring, of Erie 
Conference; Rey. E. W. Curtis, of Des Moines Conference; and Rey. 
George Geiger, of Southeast Ohio Conference. Song Number 240, 
“Tis Sweet to Trust in Jesus,” was followed by the reading of the 
second chapter of the Acts, beginning with the fourteenth division, by 
Brother Shannon, after which Dr. J. 8. Kendall preached the morning 
sermon on the subject of “The Workers Found in the Church That 
Grew,” and some of their special characteristics and that which 
seemed to be most effective in their lives, The devotional service 
closed with prayer by Dr. H. H. Fout. 

The hour of nine having arrived, the business session opened with 
Bishop T. C. Carter presiding. 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. The General Conference will come to 
order; and I desire to very gratefully acknowledge the gift of the 
gavel presented to me by my good friend, Rev. W. A. Smith, of 
Columbus, Ohio, who secured it while in attendance at that great 
Sunday-school meeting in Jerusalem. I am sure, if you fail 
to hear me this morning, you will not fail to listen to this gavel. 
I ask that all conversation will subside during the business hour. 
I should like to see a first-class United Brethren business session this 
morning. JI know there are many things filling your thoughts. 
Every General Conference has three classes of delegates—the revo- 


.lutionists, the modificationists, and the let-well-enough-alone-ists. 


They act and react upon each other.. If it were not for the revo- 
‘utionists, we would stagnate in our work. If it were not for the 
modificationists, we would not be willing to even adapt ourselves to 
new and changed conditions. And if it were not for the let-well- 
cnough-alone-ists, the church elder would not know how to lead 
prayer-meeting when he got his new Discipline. But let us turn our 
thoughts along cherished plans this morning, and give heed to the 
business before us. The secrétary will call the roll. 

Secretary Snyder called the roll of delegates, and corrections were 
made. - 

THe Presiping Bisuor. The journal will now be read. 

Secretary Snyder read the minutes of the previous day’s sessions. 

Tue Presipine Bisnorp. You have heard the reading of the journal. 
Are there any corrections to be made? 
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Dr. H. S. GaBew, of East Pennsylvania Conference. In reference 
to Doctor Funk’s paper, it stated it was agreed to by unanimous vote. 
I think it should say by the standing vote of the General Conference. 

Tur Presiping Bisnor. That correction will be made. If there 
are no other corrections, the journal will stand approved. It is 
approved. Is there any miscellaneous business at this time? 

Rev. J. McMinien, of Northwest Kansas Conference. I have a 
paper which I wish to present to the Conference regarding the 
Publishing House. 

Tu Preswina Bisnop. Will the General Conference hear this 
paper ? 

Rev. L. L. Epiey. I rise to a point of order. 

Ture Presipinc Bisuop. State your point. 

Rev. L. L. Eptey. The rule provides that the roll of conferences 
shall be called, and it shall ke presented in order. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. Will you please hold that, Brother Me- 
Millen, until the roll is called ? 

Rev. W. §. Lynpn, of East Nebraska Conference. The report of 
the Committee on Order of Business—Rules of Order and Order of 
Business—is in the hands of the members. I move that that be 
adopted. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. Is there a second? 

The motion was seconded. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. It is moved and seconded that the Rules 


of Order now in the hands of the members of the General Conference ; 


be adopted. Are you ready? 

Presipent Brooke, of Iowa Conference. I move to amend: that 
we teke them up item by item and adopt them. 

Tur Presiping Bisuop. Is there consent that they be taken up 
item by item ? 

Voices. Consent. 

Dr. A. P. Funknouser, of Virginia Conference. I rise to a 
question: Is this the full report of the committee, or are we to have 
additional reports submitted ? 

Tur Presiprnc Bisuorp. The question is raised as to whether this 
is the full report of the committee. Will your chairman answer? 

Rey. J. T. Roserts, of White River Conference. This is only a 
partial report. 
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Tue Presipinc Bisnop. It is answered that it is only a partial 
report. : 

Dr. A. P. Funxnousser. Now, Mr. Chairman, there are standing 
rules under which the Conference acts every day without reference to 
this order of business. The rules under which we are now acting— 
the rules of the last General Conference—are the result of many 
General Conferences, and were revised to some extent the last session. 
They are certainly about as perfect as we can well make them. In 
order to act under these rules for the remainder of the session, I move 
a substitute for the amendment that we adopt the rules of the last 
General Conference to govern us during the sessions of this body. 

Seconded by Doctor Stahl. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. You have heard the motion. 

PreEsIDENT Brooke. Now, we have before us the rules of the 
last General Conference. They were published in the minutes, but, 
at the same time, there are some features in both these sets of rules 
that seem to me ought to be eliminated. In Section 4, or Number 4: 
“The Committee on Nominations shall nominate three times the 
number to be elected, and shall not nominate any person for mem- 
bership on more than one board.” Jf this committee brings in a 
full report, then two-thirds of the nominees are put up to be knocked 
down; and if they put strong men on some of the tickets (it is sup- 
posed that all of the men in this body are strong men), then under 
these rules there are individuals who might be defeated for one 
Loerd whom it would be very desirable to have on some other board. 
Therefore, I think that that rule should be changed to read that “no 
person shall be elected on more than one board.” But the act of 
this rule of the Nominating Committee practically precludes tue 
possibility of an individual ever appearing on more than one board. 

Tue Presioing Bisuop. The question is on the substitute offered 
by Doctor Funkhouser. If that prevails, it will not be necessary 
to modify the rules presented. Are you ready to vote on the sub- 
stitute ? 

Rev. J. T. Roserts. I think that the point made by Doctor 
Brooke is well taken. It is the same in this as it was four years 
ago. Yet I desire to make this statement: that in the rules adopted 
four years ago, many of them were simply repetitions of what we find 
in Roberts’ Rules of Order, and*some of them are out of harmony 
with Roberts’ Rules of Order. We gave here simply the brief rules 
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we thought we needed, and a supplementary report will follow from 
day to day. We have at this time the arrangements for the next _ 
two days, if adopted. This is our first report, and there is a feeling 
that a great many of those rules that we have had ought to be left 
out, they are simply statements, and we have adopted, as our pro- 
cedure on parliamentary law, Roberts’ Rules of Order. | And 
much that we have been having is what we find there, while 
some of it, if you will read carefully, is out of harmony with Roberts’ 
Rules of Order. This is why we presented these rules instead of hav- 
ing the rules of four years ago. 

Rev. §S. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. I rise to a question of 
privilege. We have a motion to adopt item by item, and then there 
was a motion before the house and seconded for amendment by sub- 
stitution. I would like to have that taken up item by item and 
adopted. 

Rey. L. W. Stanz. Mr. Chairman, I believe the motion of Doctor 
Funkhouser is the one before us for discussion. 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. Yes. : 

Rey. L. W. Stauu. I favor the motion, because it places the rules 
of order in a condensed form in a way that each one of us may have 
some of the general rules before us. I know that Roberts’ Rules of 
Order is an excellent work and good authority. JI appreciate that 
very much. But how many of us have a manual with us and ean 
refer to it? The rules of four years ago aré brief, and we have them 
in the General Conference minutes of four years ago before us, 
where we can refer to them readily. J am heartily in favor of the 
motion. 

Dr. A. P. Funkuousrer. If Brother Stahl will permit me, Rule 31 
of four years ago is concerning this report of the order of business: 
“The standing committee of nine on Order of Business shall be 
selected, whose duty it shall be to provide the order of business from 
day to day, subject to the approval of the Conference; said committee 
shall have the right to report at any time.” ‘. 

Rev. L. L. Eprry. In regard to the question raised by Doctor - 
Stahl on parliamentary procedure, it seems to me the Bishop decides 
all questions of parliamentary procedure, and he is expected to know 
Roberts’ Rules of Order’ It is not expected that we know them, 
unless it comes to a question of appealing from the Bishop’s decision. 
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I think we can trust our presiding officers to conduct this Conference 
by parliamentary rules and without burdening us with a lot of rules. 
And besides, some of these rules are not in accord with parliamentary 
procedure. In the second place, there are some rules presented in 
this list that are changed from what we had four years ago; that I 
believe is proper; and then, further than that, these are the rules 
to govern this body, not that of four years ago. The work that is 
to be done from day to day is simply record of the order of business. 
The committee has taken that into consideration. These are the 
rules that we believe cover all the ground that we need to cover. 
If we are going back to four years ago, why appoint a committee on 
rules, and give them the time and work of getting up these rules. 
If we are simply to adopt what we had four years ago, we could have 
stayed at home. 

Vorces. Question! Question! 

Dr. A. P. FunxHouser. I want to call attention to two rules under 
which previous General Conferences have acted, and which I do not 
find in these, and they are-important. It seems to me it is necessary 
that these rules be in operation at every session of this Conference. 
Rule 20, “No resolution altering or rescinding any rule of Dis- 
cipline shall be adopted until it shall have been in the possession 
of the Conference at least one day.” That preserves conservative 
action. Rule 34, “Any motion introduced proposing any important 
action by this Conference shall be-referred without debate to the 
proper committee, and shall be disposed of by that committee, or in 
the consideration of its report.” That prevents hasty action, which 
might be induced by our sentiments or feelings or emotions under 
peculiar or sudden conditions arising. We need these rules. 

Rey. W. C. Miturer. I desire to ask a question. Does this substi- 
tute, if adopted, carry with it the rules of procedure of last session ? 

Tur Presiprng Brsuop. Only the rules of order and not the rules 
of procedure. 

BisHop Bey. I venture this suggestion, which is in harmony with 
the prerogatives of this body: Instead of adopting or readopting 
the rules of four years ago, let us make rules of order for this General 
Conference. Let us not turn down this committee. [Applause.] 
If there is anything good in the old rules of order, that ought to be 
adopted, we can easily restore it by an amendment to that item, and 
I believe that this General Conference should select its own rules of 
order. JI hope you will vote down the substitute. [Applause.] 
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Tue Presiping Bisnop. The question is on the adoption of the 
substitute. Those favoring its adoption will signify the same by 
saying “Aye”; those opposed will say “No.” The no’s have it and 
it is lost. 

Doctor FunKHousrr. Now, Mr. Chairman, I move that the report 
be referred back to the committee with the instruction to provide the 
rules complete—the standing rules of order—that we may act upon 
it at any time. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisnop. Is there a second? 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. The motion of Doctor Funkhouser to 
recommit is now before us. 

Doctor Funk. I rise to a question of privilege and point of order. 
Doctor Brooke made a motion that we adopt this item by item. This 
was the substitute, and it was lost. Why don’t we go back to Doctor 
Brooke’s motion ? 

Tne Presipinc BisHor. The motion of Doctor Funkhouser is be- 
fore us. You can vote it up or vote it down. 

Doctor Funk. It is not before us. It is out of order. 

Tur Presminc Bisuorp. The substitute having been lost, Doctor 
Funkhouser makes a motion that the report be referred back without 
waiting for us to take up the substitute offered by Doctor Brooke, and 
I think that his motion is before us, and it will take only a moment 
to dispose of it. Will you refer this report back? 

Rev. J. T. Roperts. Can I make a statement? 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. Yes. 

Rev. J. T. Roserrs. Why take the time to refer this back? 

Tue Presipina BisHop. The Conference will settle it. 

Pror. Marx Krrpren. <A point of order—the motion to refer is not 
debatable under Roberts’ Rules of Order. 

Tur Presipina Bishop. The point is well taken, and I rule that 
the question before us is the amendment offered by Doctor Brooke. 

Senator Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conference. That is 
correct. 

THe Presiping Bisuor. Those who will adopt this amendment will 
signify same by saying “Aye”; those opposed, the contrary. It is 
adopted. Now are you ready for the main question? Those who 
will adopt the rules offered by the committee will signify same by 
saying “Aye”; those opposed, the contrary. The aye’s seem to 
have it; the aye’s have it. 
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Docror Brooke. Before the decision was called for you have 
earried this motion to adopt. What is the place of the amendment 
then ? 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Call the first item. 

Assistant Secretary Rev. A. C. Siddall, of Sandusky Conference, 
read the first item, as follows: 


“1. That the Conference shall meet at 8:30 am. and 2:00 p.m., 
and adjourn on motion.” 


Docror Funk. By consent, I ask that that be 8:00, and I believe 
they mean it eight o’clock. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretary Siddall reads the second item: 


“9 At the second, third, and fourth days of the session the roll 
of conferences shall be called, at which time petitions, memorials, 
appeals, and any business pertaining to the annual conferences may 
be presented.” 


Tur Presipinc BrsHop. Those who-will adopt this item will sig- 
nify same by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. 
Secretary Siddall reads the next item, as follows: 


“3. In the election of members of the various boards, it shall 
require a majority of the votes cast ts elect.” 

Tur Presipinc Bisnor, Those who will adopt this item will say 
“Aye”: those opposed, “No.” It is adopted. 

Secretary Siddall reads the fourth item, as follows: 


“4. The Committee on Nominations shall nominate three times 
the number to be elected, and shall not nominate any person for 
membership on more than one board.” 


Doctor Brooke. I move that all after the word “elect,” in line 
two, shall be stricken out, and insert, “The committee shall report 
the nominees for each board singly, and no person shall be elected 
on more than one board.” By that, I mean they shall bring in their 
report on one board, and then let it be voted on before the report of 
the nominees on another board is brought in. 

Tur Presiprinc Bisuorp. Is there a second to this motion ? 

Seconded by Rev. C. I. B. Brane, of East Pennsylvania Conference. 

Docror Funk. I rise, not to oppose the motion, but to call 
attention to one thing. If you do that, we will be here for thirty 


days. 
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Pror. Marx Keprpren. I should like to know what point the Pub- 
lishing Agent spoke about—that we would be here for: thirty days. 
The nominations are to be printed, and if the committee reports only 
one set for one board at one time, then we must wait until that list 
is printed and voted upon; and then we must have another report 
and then wait again. The purpose, as I take it, is that the com- 
mittee should have them reported, and then we would take our time 
to elect the board, instead of electing them at once. 

Rey. C. I. B. Branr. Can we have the amendment stated again ? 

Tue Presipine Bisnorp. Will the secretary read the amendment? 

Rey. J. §. Funron, of Allegheny Conference, Chairman of the 
Committee on Nominations. I should like to ask why we are spend- 
ing time on this item. If the Committee on Nominations is only 
permitted to nominate one person for one office; how can you elect 
that same person to two offices ? 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Now, are you ready for the question? 
Can. the moyer read his amendment? 

Rey. C. I. B. Brane. Mr.’ President, I simply rise to ask that the 
author of the pending amendment restate his amendment that I might 
catch the specific meaning of it. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Will Doctor Brooke restate his amend- 
ment ? 

Doctor Brooke. With the consent of the second, I will change it 
to read as follows: Strike out all after the word “elect,” and insert, 
“and shall report the nominees for not to exceed three boards at a 
time. No person shall be eligible to election to more than one 
board.” 

THe Presipine Bistop. Does the second accept this modifieation 2 
If so, that is the amendment now before us. 

The modification was accepted by the person seconding the amend- 
ment. ; 

THE Presipina Bishop. The question is on its adoption. 

Voices. Question, question, 

Question ‘called for. 

Tuer Presiping Bisnor. Those who will adopt this amendment will 
signify same by saying “Aye.” 

Rey. J. W. Kiracore, of Pennsylvania Conference. Is it under- 
stood that no one man can be nominated for three or four different 
boards ? 
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Tue Presiwine Bisnor. The motion contemplates that a man shall 
be elected to but one board. 

Rey. J. W. Kiracorr. But can he be elected for more than one 
- board? ; 

Docror Brooke. May I explain my meaning in making that 
amendment? Supposing there are fifteen boards. I will suppose the 
case. There will be five sets of nominations, and when the nomina- 
tions are brought in for three boards, a man could not appear but 
once in all the nominations. But any man that is defeated could be 
renominated for another board. That is the meaning of it. 

Docror Funx. That is if the Committee on Nominations will 
nominate him. 

Doctor Brooke. Yes. 

Pror. Marx Kepprn. Mr. Chairman, I would like to move a sub- 
stitute for Item 4, which will read as follows: “The Committee on 
Nominations shall nominate three times the number to be elected, 
and no person shall be eligible for election on more than one board.” 

Seconded by Rev. W. Z. Roberts, of Sandusky Conference. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnorp. It is moved and seconded as to the substi- 
tute of Professor Keppel; the question is on its adoption. 

Bisuor Beitu. I want to raise this question, If Professor Keppel. 
wished to insert the word “office,” we are dealing with boards now 
instead of offices. 3 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. He meant “board.” 

BisHop Bett. With that change I am ready to support it. 

Proressor Knppen. I moved the substitute, “That the Committee 
‘on Nominations report three times the number to be elected on each 
board, and that no person shall be eligible to election on more than 
one board.” 

Docror Brooke. That does not cover the case. The nominating 
committee is then to bring them all in at once. J am willing to 
accept that amendment if he will provide that the nominating com- 
mittee shall bring in three at a time and only three. 

Me. A. H. Lavcusaum, of Sandusky Conference. Mr. Chairman, 
T think the substitute of Professor Keppel is all right. Let us sup- 
pose that one man is nominated on all the boards, and the first election 
elects him, he is no longer eligible for any of the others. He may be 
nominated on all of the boards, but if he is elected on the first 
election, according to his substitute, he is stricken off and not 
eligible for a further election. 
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Rev. T. D. Crires. If these nominations all come in at one time, 
and the election of the boards all takes place at one time, it is im- 
possible to put a man, who might not be elected on one board, in 
nomination for a place on another board, and that is the thing that 
we are trying to do. It is to give a chance—if you don’t get the 
best man on the first time—that he can go on some other board, and, 
if it takes thirty days, let us do the best thing for the Church. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers, of Neosho Conference. A brother suggests, 
that if a man is elected on the first ballot, then he is not eligible to 
be elected on another board. Do you suppose we can all remember 
who has been elected, and if his name js on the ticket? We are liable 


to vote for him and will’get all mixed up. The man ought not to, 


be nominated. 

A Voice, Then his name could be withdrawn. 

The question is called for. 

THe Preswine Bisnop. The question is on the adoption. of the 
substitute of Professor Keppel. 

Pror. Marx Keppet. I should like to say a word as to this matter. 
I do not think the motion as it is there goes to the heart of the 
question. We want to know what we are doing. We want the entire 
list of nominees in advance of any election, that we might have it to 
study, and know the candidates, and decide whom we want. If we 
elect a man on that board, and he were on the other lists nominated, 
_then his name can simply be scratched off. 

We are not in favor of restricting nominations to one board, be- 
cause we do not propose that one committee in the exercise of its 
wisdom and good judgment shall put a man on a board where we 
do not want him, and keep him off of a board where we do want him. 
Now it may be that my understanding of it is not that of the 
remainder of the Conference, and personally, as a delegate, I would 
like the Conference to get what it wants at this time. We had 
better get it the way we want it at this time. 

THE Presipive Bisuop. I think the Conference is ready to vote. 

Rev. J. MoMitien, of Northwest Kansas Conference. tenet: 
see where any time can be saved. If any individual is elected on 
the first board, and his name is scratched off from the others, then 
it will take time to fill these vacancies on the other boards. 

The question is called for. 
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THe Presipine BisHop. Those who will adopt Brother Keppel’s 
substitute will say “Aye.” Those opposed will say “No.” The 
no’s seem to have it. The substitute is lost. The motion is on 
Doctor Brooke’s amendment. Brother Brooke, please state the 
amendment: 

Docror Brooke. The amendment was that the nominating com- 
mittee bring in three times the number of nominees, and the number 
of nominees for three boards at a time, and that no one person can 
be elected for more than one board. 

The question is called for. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisnop. Those who will adopt this amendment will 
signify by saying “Aye”; those opposed will say “No.” It is 
adopted. The question is now on the adoption of this item as 
amended. 

The question is called for. 

THE Presipinc BisHor. Those who will adopt it will say “Aye”; 
those opposed will say “No.” It is adopted. Read the next. 

Secretary Siddall read Item 5, as follows: 


“5. The bishops shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Conference.” 


Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read Item 6, as follows: 


“6. In discussions, no person shall speak more than twice on the 
same question, nor more than ten minutes at one time without per- 
mission of the Conference; nor shall any person speak more than 
once until every member, who desires to speak, shall have spoken. 
Provided, however, that the committee, making the report, shall in 
all cases be entitled to ten minutes to close the debate.” 


Tuer Presipinc BisHop. I think you are agreed on that. 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall reads Item 7, as follows: 


“7. Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be our standard in parliamentary 
procedure.” 


Vorces. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall reads Item 8, as follows: 


“8. In the reading of reports, the printed reports shall first be 
placed in the hands of the members of the Conference.” 


Vorces. Agreed, agreed. 
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Secretary Siddall reads Item 9, as follows: 


“9. In the election of general officers and for members of the 
various boards, any ballots containing a smaller or greater number 
of votes than the number to be voted for shall be thrown out.” 


Pror. Marx Kepret. I want to ask one question. “In the election 
of general officers, and of members of the various boards, any ballot 
containing a smaller or greater number of votes. than the number 
to be voted for shall be thrown out.” Suppose there are four or five 
or six bishops to be voted for, and the-ballot shows the required 
number of tickets; say there are four, and it contains four names; 
but suppose these names are the names of only one man. Does this 
resolution cover that? 

Docror Funr. No. 

Proressor Kerpet. Do we want to leave it in the shape it is? 
Probably some of us might use the accumulative system of voting. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. Would you suggest the words, “five differ- 
ent names,” or some modification 2 3 

G. C. WinuiaMs, of Sandusky Conference. I move to strike out 
“smaller or’; then it will read, “contain a greater number of votes 
than the number to be voted for.” 

Voices. No, no. 

Seconded. 

Rev. W. ©. Minter. I move, as an amendment, that the word 
“votes” be stricken out and “names” be inserted. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. How would it read then ? 

Rey. W. O. Minurr. “In the election of general officers, and for 
members of the various boards, any ballot containing a smaller or 
greater number of names than the number to be voted for shall be 
thrown out.” ‘ 

Seconded. 

G. C. WituiAMs, of Sandusky Conference. Mr. Chairman, I made 
a motion and it was seconded. - 

Tue Presiping Bisuorp. Was it seconded 2 

A Voicr.. Yes, sir. 

G. C. WituiaMs. Then it would be, “in the election of general 
officers and members of the various boards, any ballot containing a 
greater number of votes shall be thrown out.” 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. I will state this as a question of parlia- 
mentary usage that all bodies like this body rule out all votes of a 
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smaller number—where there are a smaller number than the-required 
number to be elected. The General Conference of both Methodist 
bodies put in their rules of order this very item, and all other similar 
bodies, as far as I know. A vote for one man, for instance, for an 
office, when there are five names mentioned, is a vote and a half. 
It is an unfair thing to the other candidates. 

Rev. L. W. Stanzt. Mr. Chairman. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Brother Stahl. 

G. C. Wiuttams. I have the floor, have I not? 

Rey. L. W. Stranu. I am willing to wait for him. 

G. C. Witirams. It is not in accordance with the laws of this 
country that if men vote for less persons than on the ballot they 
shall be other than counted. But we understand when it is a greater 
number that you do not know whom they intended to vote against, 
which is right. But the small number—suppose that nine persons 
should be voted for here, and a person should somehow or other fail 
to count right and put on the ballot eight persons, under the laws 
of this country—this commonwealth—-we count them. In all elec- 
tions in this country they are counted, and if you would vote for 
only three, they are legally voted for and recognized in this State. 
[ Applause. | 

Rey. L. W. Sranzt. Under the rule of the Church, if this is_ 
adopted, the rule of the Church carries. If nine are to be voted for, 
and I only mark eight, the ballot that J cast in the fear of God—is 
it to be thrown out? I have helped on different occasions to count 
votes, and I know that in a number of instances we would have cast 
out ten per cent. of the number of votes that were cast. The result 
would have been quite different, because some of the brethren had 
voted for a less number than eligible. The Jast general election 
in my own commonwealth, I did not vote for all candidates, but 
believe that I had a right to vote for part. There were several 
parties—there were nominations made by the different parties. The 
question was put to me. I exercised my right as a Christian citizen 
to vote for. whom J felt it was right to vote for in the fear of God; 
because, if the men were not of the character that a man ought. to 
be, I did not vote for any of them. My vote was counted the same 
as any other man, and if I do not want to vote for the number that 
I am entitled to, I, as one of the representatives of my conference, 
have the right to vote, if I want to, for a less number, and so has 
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every other man. I don’t believe in this General Conference con- 
trolling the vote of any delegate here. I have a right to my suffrage. 
This Conference has no right to take away my right to vote for a 
less number. 

‘Rey. J. E. Suannon, of White River Conference. I think the 
question turns on the question whether it is names or votes. Un- 
doubtedly, a man ought to have the right to vote for few or many; 
and if four names are called for, and I put on only two, then J am 
surely in error. I am sure that the question is all settled if you 
change the word “votes” to “names.” 

Doctor Funk. I certainly agree with Brother Shannon, and I 
am sure that we do not want, when five names or six names are on a 
ballot. for an office, that some one should vote for only one. Suppose 
in a case there were five bishops to be elected, as we had four years 
ago, and some one would vote for only one person on that ballot; you 
see what it will do. You can talk about rights along that line, but we 
need to guard rights right here, and I want to offer this amendment 
as a substitute to all: “In the election of general officers and for the 
members of various boards, any ballot containing a smaller or larger 
number of names than the number to be voted for, or any names 
duplicated, shall be thrown out.” 

Seconded. 

Bisuorp Marnews. I simply call the attention of the Conference to 
what happened four years ago. I wanted to proceed at that time 
for the election of bishops, and I announced in harmony with Bishop 
Weaver's ruling. Bishop Weaver always claimed in every conference 
that if there were two presiding elders to be elected there must be two 
names on the ballot, and if there were not, he threw them out. He 
said it was not fair and was not just to vote for one name. Since 
then, everywhere in my conferences, I have followed this rule. When 
we appealed to Bishop Kephart, he said it was right. What we say 
now is in harmony with the opinion of the officers of the Church, 
the bishops of this Church, in the interests of justice. If there are 
four persons to be elected, then there should be four different names 
and no duplications, It is the only way to be just and fair in a 
democratic church such as we have. 

R. H. Bennett, of Neosho Conference. There is a sense in which 
that is fair. There is also another sense in which it is unfair. If 
we act upon the assumption that this matter is political, and that 
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political chicanery is actuating the hearts of the members here, it 
_will be necessary to compel every man to vote for the full number 
of names; but if we act upon the assumption that a man is guided by 
an honest conscience, and he desires to do the best thing for his 
church, we will not get into the difficulty that the bishop states. 
For instance, the ballot is a printed ballot. It is handed to me. T 
do not help make these nominations. It comes in here from a com- 
mittee. The number of names to be voted for is fixed before it-comes 
to me. J am personally acquainted with one man on a board to be 
elected—perhaps of three men. I believe honestly that he is a good 
man. I do not know the personal fitness of the other men for the 
position, and yet the question is one of personal fitness of those 
men for that particular position. I am clear in voting for the one 
man on there—assuming we had more than one to elect at the time. 
I am clear in voting for the one man; but I am not clear in voting 
for the others. 

I am willing to leave it to men who know the personal fitness of 
the other men to select them. Otherwise, you force me to help out 
the man who is least fitted and vote him in over the men who know 
the personal fitness of the other men. And I believe that a man’s right, 
unless he is the wrong man, is Just as important as is the right of 
the man who is running for the office, and it is just as undemocratic 
to say that I cannot vote for one man for a place as it is to say that 
I shall not have the chance to favor a particular friend. Now, there 
is the objection. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. May I state a point of order? 

R. H. Bennetr. Yes, sir. 

THe Presmpinc Bisnop. This General Conference will not print 
any names of officers to be elected; but it is competent for any voter 
to select four or five names, and out of this great Church, I think, 
he ean find in his own knowledge of men four names that he is 
willing to vote for; may vote for four—if it is four or five to be 
elected—at his own discretion, and write the names that he proposes 
to vote for, and it is not a question of requiring the printing of a 
ticket and requiring the men to support these names. No names will 
be printed on the ticket. 

Doctor Funk. Except the boards. 

Tue Prestpoinc Bisuor. As to boards, it will be printed. 
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R. H. Benyert. I appreciate the fact that this is the policy of 
this Church, and has been before, that the ballots must contain the 
whole number of votes, and must be thrown out if not. Yet, I am 
so much an American citizen that I would like to vote as I believe, 
and not be ruled by the other fellow. It is true there is some 
hardship worked in it some times; but it seems to me it is not 
dangerous. 

Dr. 8. S. Hover. I would like to call attention to just one little 
difference here, which I think will clear up the matter that the 
brother who has just taken his seat has referred to, and to which one 
of the other speakers made reference, and that is in the matter of 


voting for persons nominated for the boards. As I understand it, 


we are not limited to the persons that are nominated upon these 
tickets for the boards. This is merely a suggestion; just the same 
as the annual conference nominates three times the number of min- 
isters to be voted for as delegates to this body, but you can vote for 
others if you wish. And several blank lines are inserted—two or 
three lines are inserted that the people might have the privilege of 
doing that. We can then vote for five persons for any board that 
we desire to vote for. We are not limited to the persons who are 
put on the ticket. This is a mere suggestion. I would like to have 
the opinion of the chair, so our vote is not thrown away. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. The point is well taken. If six persons 
or twenty persons are nominated for boards and printed, you can 
seratch one of these names and substitute any name eligible in the 
Church for that position; seratch all of them, if you wish, and 
substitute other names. 

Rev. L. W. Stant. I want to ask a question. In place of the 
six names, if I should make a mistake in counting, and I should 
only have five names on my ballot, and there were twenty to be voted 
for and there should be only nineteen, would my vote be thrown out? 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. That is not a supposable count. 

Rev. M. B. Spayp. I want to offer an amendment to Doctor Funk’s 
substitute. That we strike out about the election of boards, and 
that this apply only to the officers. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincrr, of Pennsylvania Conference. Let us hear 
that substitute. 

Doctor Funk. In the case of the election of the general officers, 
striking out the few persons of the various boards, “any ballot con- 
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taining a smaller or larger number of votes than the number to be 
voted for, and any names duplicated, shall be thrown out.” That 
does not refer to boards. 

Voices. We want it to refer to the boards. 

Dr. OC. I. B. Braye, of East Pennsylvania Conference. Suppose 
there are five names to be elected to the office out of fifteen; suppose 
the voter, instead of five, votes for four; is that ballot to be thrown 
out under the pending provision ? 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Yes, it should be thrown out. 

Dr. W. R. Func. Sure. 

Rev. C. I. B. Branz. On what ground? Will Doctor Funk 
answer that? 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I will let Brother Brane make his speech, and 
then [I will answer him. 

Dr. C. I. B. Brane. Mr. Chairman, if fifteen names are submitted 
by the committee for the board of education, for instance, and five 
of those fifteen are to be elected. Suppose some individual voter 
should happen, unintentionally, to vote for six of these names. 
Would it cast out the entire ballot? 

THe Presmine BisHop. Yes, sir. Any intelligent man, that 
knows enough to vote, ought to vote for the number required. 

Dr. OC. I. B. Brant. Well, Mr. Chairman, sometimes. the Lord is 
familiar with a great many things that we do not know of; we make 
mistakes. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. Can I answer Doctor Brane? 

Rev. C. I. B. Brane. Yes. 

Docror Funk. The amendment strikes out the amendment in 
reference to boards, and this now simply relates to the election of 
general officers. Any ballot must be open and above-board to the 
Board of Bishops. 

Rev. C. I. B. Brant. You have no proof of it. 

The question is called for. 

Pror. Mark Keprent. Brother Bishop, either it is a question of 
principle, or it is not. If it is a question of principle and a ques- 
tion of right, the general boards should be included. And if it is 
not a question of principle and a question of right, then an election 
which is in accord with the bishops should not be agreed to. It is a 
fact that what is known as single shotting can be done. 
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Doctor Funk. ~The rules settle the nominations—three times as 
many names as are to be elected—and doesn’t that settle the very 
point Professor Keppel is raising ? 

Proressor Kepren. It does not touch it. 

Doctor Funk. Then I do not understand it. 

Proressor Keppen. J hope I can make it clear. There ought 
to be elected five men on boards, and the ballot which comes in has 
on it fifteen printed names. The man who votes the ballot scratches 
off eleven and leaves only four on. Now, he has voted for only four. 
That is not the thing that is vicious. The vicious thing’ would be 
that he scratched off fourteen and left one. And ten or more voters 
can put a man on a board if they will single shot that one man. 

Doctor Fun. I give it up. 

Proressor Keppen. You can talk to the end of time to prevent 
politics from entering into this religious body; but so sure as we are 
here, and so sure as we are to exercise our suffrage as delegates here, 
we have a perfect right to safeguard every question as only an election 
can be safeguarded, and that is to provide that there should be no 
possibility of any one taking any advantage. Gladstone said it is 
the purpose of law to make it as easy as possible to do right, and as 
hard as possible to do wrong. [Great applause.] The man who 
makes a mistake must answer for his mistake. [Applause. Voices: 
Good, good.] I believe that every person here is capable, perfectly 
capable, to cast one, two, three, four, five, six, or seven votes—to 
vote for the required number of names. [Voices: Right, right.] 
I acted as teller in the last General Conference, and we acted on this 
rule, and we did not throw out two ballots. Those delegates attended 
to business. They saw to it that there were seven names. There 
were times when an officer was elected by only one vote, and a single 
shot—two single shots could have put another man in his place— 
could have defeated the will of the majority of the: Conference. 

Now there are some of us who say that we want to vote for a less 
number because we do not know them. If our Committee on Nom- 
inations is not honorable enough to put up only men who are fit for 
the offices, if they are going to put a lot of dead timber or unseasoned 
timber-up for nominations, then let us dismiss the Committee on 
Nominations and put up a Committee on Nominations that will give 
us the right kind of timber. [Applause.] .If we have three names, 
we ought to have them every one nominated, and then let us have it 
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fixed so that every man and every woman of this Conference must 
vote for the required number, and no more and no less and no 
duplicated names. [ Applause. ] 

Docror Funk. I agree with every word that Professor Keppel has 
said. Speeches have been made here that we are trying to prejudice 
the rights of the people. So far as I am concerned, I would like to 
have the privilege of restoring a word previously omitted in item 
number nine, and make it read as follows: “In the election of gen- 
eral officers and for members of the various boards, any ballot contain- 
ing a smaller or larger number of votes than the number Ao be voted 
for, and any name duplicated, shall be thrown out.” 

Voices. Good, good. : 

Doctor Funx. The amendment will then read: After the words 
“number to be voted for” insert “and any ballot containing the 
duplication of any name shall be thrown out.” 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Does the second accept that? 

The person seconding the amendment accepted same. 

THE Preswinc BisHop. Are you ready to vote? I think you are 
ready for the question. 

Voices. Question, question. 

THe Presiping Bisuop. Before stating the question, I desire to 
say that in one instance where they voted for presiding elders, where 
two were to be elected, I know certain persons decided to cast single 
votes. They elected one man, and the best man was set aside and 
rejected, when he should have won with that first vote. Those who 
will adopt this amendment will say “Aye”; those opposed will say 
“No.” It is adopted. Read the next item. 

Secretary Siddall reads Item 10, as follows: 


“10. Any member desiring to speak or present any matter to the 
Conference shall rise and respectfully address the president, and an- 
nounce his name and conference, and he shall not proceed until he is 
properly recognized by the chairman and his name announced by 
him; and on assigning the floor to any member the president shall 
announce the name of the member and the conference he represents.” 


Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Are you agreed? 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall reads Item 11, as follows: 


“41. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the 
Conference without leave, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to 
attend.”

Tue Presiprng Bisnor. All agreed. Now that you have adopted 
this report item by item, as many as will adopt the report as a whole 
will signify same by saying “Aye”; those opposed, “No.” The report, 
as amended, is adopted. 


COMMITTEE ON ORDER OF BUSINESS AND RULES OF ORDER. 
(Official Report as Adopted by Conference.) 


We, your Committee on Order of Business and Rules of Order, 
recommend the following: 

1. That the Conference shall meet at 8:00 a.m. and 2: 00 p.m, and 
adjourn on motion. 

9. At the second, third, and fourth days of the session the roll of 
the conferences shall be called, at which time, petitions, memorials, 
appeals, and any business pertaining to the annual conferences may 
be presented. 

3. In election of members to the various boards it shall require 
a majority of the votes cast to elect. 

4. The Committee on Nominations shall nominate three times 
the number to be elected, and shall report the nominees on not to 
exceed three boards at a time. No person shall be eligible to election 
to more than.one Board. 

5. The bishops shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Conference. 

6. In discussions no person shall speak more than twice on the 
same question, nor more than ten minutes at one time, without per- 
mission of the Conference, nor shall any person speak more than once 
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until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken; provided, 
however, that a committee making a report shall in all cases be en- 
titled to ten minutes to close the debate. 

7. Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be our standard in parliamentary 
procedure. 

8. In the reading of reports, the printed reports shall first be 
placed in the hands of the members of the Conference. 

9. In the election of general officers and for members of. the 
various boards, any ballots containing a smaller or greater number 
of votes than the number to be voted for, and any name duplicated, 
shall be thrown out. 

10. Any member desiring to speak or present any matter to the 
Conference, shall rise and respectfully address the president, and 
announce his name and conference, but shall not proceed until he is 
properly recognized by the chair and his name announced by him, 
and on assigning the floor to any member the president shall an- 
nounce the name of the member and the conference he represents. 

11. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the 
Conference without leave, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to 
attend. 

12. The bar of the Conference shall be the auditorium of the 
church. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is 
not within the bar at the time when such question is put by the 
president, except by permission of the Conference. 

14. Resolutions shall be presented in writing by the mover, and 
all motions shall be submitted in writing when the president, secre- 
tary, or any two members require it. 


THe Presiprng Bisnop. I understand that our distinguished 
friend, Dr. Josiah Strong, is in the building, and it is the desire to 
introduce him at this time. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Brethren of the Conference, this is Dr. 
Josiah Strong. I have heard it said that “Our Country,” of which 
he is the author, was the greatest book ever written, except the Bible. 
[ Applause. ] 

Dr. Josiah Strong addressed the Conference as follows: 


Brethren, I was not expecting to be called upon to speak at this 
time, I believe it will be my privilege to address you Sunday even- 
ing. But I cannot forego bringing to you my greetings, and to 
thank you for the great cordial reception which you have given to 
me. As an Ohio man, I am always especially glad to look into the 
faces of an Ohio audience. You know some people achieve greatness, 
some have greatness thrust upon them, and some are born in Ohio. 
[ Laughter. ] 
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They have a saying in New York City that the typical successful 
man there was born either in Ohio or in Jerusalem. [Applause, 
laughter.] I am sure I am not expected or even permitted to take 
your time in so busy a session, and I see you are engaged in important 
work. I called simply to bring you my fraternal greetings and hope 
to meet you again. [Applause.] 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. I recognize Brother W. O. Siffert, of East 
Ohio Conference. ‘ 

Rey. W. O. Sirrert, of East Ohio Conference. I am requested by 
the Committee on Devotion to make this announcement, that they 
will arrange for a service at the McKinley Monument some time 
next week, and that time will be at the pleasure of the Conference. 
The service will consist of a couple of songs by the quartet and 
addresses by capable men. 

Tuer Presipina Bisuop. You have heard this announcement. Now, 
shall we take up the calling of the conferences for reports and 
memorials and appeals? 

BrsHop WErEEKLEY. The bishops, a few weeks ago, announced 
through the Telescope, that they would appoint early in this session 
a committee to revise and publish a new Discipline, and I believe 
they called it the Codifying Committee. To begin early and make 
corrections—creating a new Discipline in many places, which is badly 
needed. So I move, Mr. Chairman, that Doctors J. P. Landis, 
H. F. Shupe, and W. O. Fries, in connection with the Publishing 
Agent, constitute that committee. 

Seconded by Doctor Trueblood. 

Tur Prestiprna Brsuop. It is moved and seconded that the com- 
mittee named be appointed to codify and assist in the publication of 
the Discipline. Are you ready? Those who will adopt it will say 
“Aye”; those opposed, “No.” They are appointed. 

Rev. W. C. Minurr, of West Nebraska Conference. Some votes 
have been taken while some parties here are not eligible to vote 
until the report on credentials is adopted. The report on credentials 
is ready. 

Tur Prestipinc Bisnop. Will you hear the committee ? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Rev. W. C. Miller reads the final report of the Committee on 
Credentials, as follows: 


“Your committee reports that the name of W. E. Bell appears on 
the roll as lay delegate from East Tennessee. From the evidence 
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before us, it appears his name was placed illegally on the printed 
ballots, but without blame on his part; he voluntarily withdraws from 
the contest. O. S. Money is entitled to the seat in his stead. Also, 
the name of Ira J. Wagner should take the place of R. J. Overton as 
lay delegate from Northern Illinois Conference; and T. CO. Leggett, 
the place of E. F. Crites, as lay delegate from East Ohio Conference. 

“We also find that I. E. Meese is entitled as alternate to the place 
of E. J. Reed as ministerial delegate from Minnesota Conference. 
Also the name of F. A. Z. Kumler should be entered as alternate lay 
delegate instead of J. R. Beachler, of Miami Conference.”

Tuer Presipinc BisHorp. You have heard the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. Those in favor of its adoption will say 
“Aye”; those opposed will say “No.” It is adopted.- Now, will 
you call the roll of conferences ? 

Rev. O. F. Tompson, of East Ohio Conference. We at once 
notified Mr. Leggett, and he cannot come. I would like to notify 
Mr. Baker, the next man, as lay delegate. Can he have his seat if 
he comes? 

Tue Presiprnc BisHop. His name will go to the Credentials 
Committee. 

BisHop Brett. An item of reference. A paper involving a matter 
of justice between Doctor Thompson and the management of the 
‘Publishing House, growing out of the discontinuance of the Quar- 
terly Review, January 1, 1909, was referred to the Board of Bishops. 
We ask that it be referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Tue Presipinc BisHorp. Is it the pleasure of the Conference to 
refer it? It is referred by consent. 

Pror. EK. S. Lorenz, Lay Delegate from Miami Conference. I rise 
to a question of personal privilege. I have this request to make: 
That you will excuse me from further participation in the work of 
this General Conference, and that the alternate be notified to come 
and take the place as delegate from Miami Conference. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. You have heard this request. Shall we 
grant this favor? 

On motion the request was granted. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor.. Now, will you call the roll of conferences 
for petitions, memorials, and appeals? The secretary will call the 
roll. 

Secretary Siddall began calling the roll. Allegheny Conference. 

Srcretary Smppaun. Mr. Chairman, I hold in my hands a paper 
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from the Woman’s Missionary Association touching their relation 

-to the Church, and I ask that it be referred, without reading, to 
the Committee on Foreign Missions and to the Committee on Home 
Missions, as it affects both departments. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. It is referred without motion. 

Rey. J. I. L. Resster. I have two memorials here from the Pitts- 
burg Ministerial Association of the United Brethren Church. One 
refers to the formula concerning membership of our Church; and 
another one from the Pittsburg Ministerial Association of the United 
Brethren Church memorializing the General Conference in regard to 
a cabinet for the stationing of ministers. 

Tue Presiping BisHop. These petitions or memorials will be sent 
to the appropriate committees. Are there any further. petitions from 
Allegheny ? 

Secretary Siddall continues the roll call. East Nebraska. 

Rev. W. S. Lynpr, of East Nebraska Conference. I have a paper 
for a pension for superannuated ministers, wives and children of 
deceased ministers. I wish to know to what committee it shall be 
referred ? 

Tue Presipinc Bistop. It will be referred to the Committee on 
the Ministry of the Church. 

The secretary continues the roll to Iowa Conference. 

Rev. J. C. H. Licut, of Iowa Conference. I have a paper to present 
on a form for application for membership and confession of faith. 

Presipent Brooke. I have in my hand a copy of the Constitution 
of the Men’s Brotherhood Class of the United Brethren Church at 
Toledo, Iowa; also form for reception of members of this class. I 
wish to refer it to the Committee on Men’s Movement. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. They will go to the appropriate committee, 

The secretary continues the roll call to Miami Conference. 

Rey. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. I have a paper from 
the Young People’s Christian Endeavor Union memorializing the 
General Conference to constitute the Young People’s Union a depart- 
ment of the Church. ‘ 

Tue Presipine Bisuor, That will go to the proper committee. 

The secretary calls Minnesota Conference. 

Rev. J. E. Mrrst, of Minnesota Conference. I have a paper to be 
referred to the Committee on Formulas. 

The secretary calls Missouri Conference, Neosho Conference. 
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Rev. N. L. Vezin, of Neosho Conference. We have a resolution 
that we want to bring before the Conference. We noticed that the 
memorials in reference to the pension system, or providing for the 
needs of a worn-out minister and his dependents, has been referred 
to the Committee on the Ministry of the Church. That may be very 
good, and the best thing to do; but there is no greater or more 
important matter before this Conference at this session than this. 
I can give some reasons for believing that, therefore I desire to sub- 
mit the following resolution: 


In view of the imperative need of immediate provision being made 
for the aid of worn-out ministers and their dependents, that a com- 
mittee of nine be appointed by the Board of Bishops to take this 
matter in hand and report to this General Conference as early in the 
session as may be.

The secretary proceeds with the call to Virginia Conference. 

Rev. Geo. P. Hort, of Virginia Conference. I have a paper on 
the legal standing of our treasurer, which I wish, by your pleasure, 
to refer to the Judiciary Committee. 

Tue Presminc BisHop. Judge S. W. Lott is chairman of that 
committee, and it is so referred. 

The roll-call continues to West Nebraska Conference. 

Rey. L. L. Eprtzy, of West Nebraska Conference. We have a 
memorial from the Men’s Movement Convention of the West District 
which we wish referred to the Committee on Men’s Movement. 

The secretary continues the call to Wisconsin Conference. 

Rey. J. McMinuen, of Northwest Kansas Conference. I didn’t 
hear Northwest Kansas Conference called. I have a paper here 
touching the delinquent accounts of the Publishing House, which I 
would like to send to the committee or read to the Conference. 

Tue Presmine Brsnor. It will go to the Committee on Publishing 
Interests. 

Dr. 8. S. Hoven. I have a matter that has come from the Foreign 
Missionary Society and Board of Bishops, and there does not seem to 
be any committee provided, and it is thought by the Board of Bishops 
that it might be published. It is a small item. TI should be pleased 
to read it by your permission. 
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Tue Presiping Bisnor. Doctor Hough will read. 

Docror Houcu. Before reading this, I want to say that this con- 
cerns the admission of foreign mission districts into annual confer- 
ence relationship, or foreign mission conference relationship, and 
would be similar to annual conference relationship in our country. 
During the quadrennium, in examining the Book of Discipline, we 
found that this is the only reference on this question: “In conjunc- 
tion with either of the boards of missions (foreign or home), or the 
Woman’s Missionary Association, a bishop shall have power to organ- 
ize mission conferences.” 

But it is not stated what a mission conference is. Under previous 
administrations it was the contention of those who were directing 
this work, and the bishop likewise, that the missionary board could 
not organize a foreign mission district into a foreign mission con- 
ference, but should-simply take the preliminary steps and make the 
recommendation to the General Conference. It was the belief that 
the General Conference only has power and authority to admit a 
mission district into annual conference relationship with full power 
to send delegates to the General Conference. We feel that this is 
an important item; that the bishop and the board have really no 
power to constitute an annual conference; but that they may organize 
the mission district, and then, if it is sufficiently strong by the next 
General Conference, make the recommendation to the General Con- 
ference, which body alone has authority to admit into the sisterhood 
of conferences any mission district with full power to send delegates 
to this body. With a view of carrying out that thought and that 
interpretation of the Discipline, the Foreign Missionary Society 
offers this resolution concerning the Porto Riean Mission District: 


“The Foreign Missionary Society in Annual Session in Canton, 
Ohio, May 12, 1909, respectfully and unanimously requests the 
General Conference to constitute the Porto Rico Mission District a 
Foreign Mission Conference with authority and standing the same 
as are now granted to the West Africa and Japan conferences. 

“The Porto Rico Mission District now has fourteen organized 
churches. Its communicant membership has increased during the 
quadrennium from 244 to 800; its Sunday schools from seven to 
seventeen; the enrollment in the Sunday schools from 500 to 1,200. 
We now have nine American missionaries in this field, and there are 
twelve native laborers—nine of whom are regularly licensed preach- 
ers—two of this number were the first Protestant natives on the 
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island to be ordained. We have nine ehurch-buildings and other

THe Presipine Bisuor. Before acting on that paper, I would be 
glad to introduce Mrs. B. F. Witt from the Woman’s Missionary 
Association, who has a paper to present from that board. 

Mrs. B. F. Witt, of the Woman’s Missionary Association, came to 
the platform amid the applause of Conference, and read the follow- 
ing paper: 


To the General Conference assembled: 

One year ago conferences were organized in the mission fields of 
China and the Philippines. While authorizing the same, the Disci- 
pline makes little provision for their faanagement. 

At the last session of said conferences, delegates were duly elected 
to this body, and have come here without expense to the General 
Conference, and they await your pleasure. 

They represent conferences with 1,367 communicant members, 
twenty-four organized churches, twenty missionaries, and thirty-two 
native workers, strong Sunday schools, and Young People’s societies. 

In addition, we have a large medical work, and strong educational 
work in boarding and day schools. We have a property valuation 
upon the two fields of $60,000. 

Concerning said mission conferences, at the annual meeting of the 
Woman’s Missionary Association, held at Akron, Ohio, May 11 to 
13, 1909, the following action was taken: 

Because of the strength of our missions in the Orient, and of our 
medical and educational work there, that we ask of the General Con- 
ference that our mission conferences in China and the Philippines 
be given the same relation as the conference in West Africa.

Dr. H. F. Shupe read report as follows: 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON GENERAL CHURCH FINANCES. 


To THE Bisnops AND MEMBERS OF THE TWENTY-FIFTH GENERAL Con- 
FERENCE; CHRISTIAN Greetincs: At the suggestion of several of the 
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boards, the bishops appointed a Committee on General Church 
Finances, to consider plans and measures for the promotion of the 
entire work of the Church, the same to report to the General Confer- 
ence. The Committee is composed of the following-named persons: 
Bishop G. M. Mathews, G. A. Lambert, W. H. Washinger, H. H. Fout, 
H. S. Gabel, Col. R. Cowden, C. Whitney, L. O. Miller, Mrs. B. F. 
Witt, W. R. Funk, C. M. Brooke, S. S. Hough, 8. D. Faust, C. B. 
Rettew, and H. F. Shupe. 

The committee held nine different sessions, and after much careful 
deliberation, submits the following: 

The marked advances in all departments of our Church in recent 
years is a source of great inspiration and encouragement, and should 
lead to a still better system of work. After considerable investiga- 
tion we find that all the aggressive denominations are giving much 
thoughtful effort to introduce a comprehensive, efficient system of 
giving. We believe the time has come when the General Conference 
should make a definite declaration on this question, and recommend 
practical and efficient plans for local and general church finances. 


A WEEKLY SYSTEM OF GIVING FOR LOCAL EXPENSES. 

One condition of. greater efficiency for our denomination is better 
support for the ministry, and a more complete equipment of the local 
churches. We recommend, therefore, that the laymen and pastors on 
each charge seek to introduce a weekly system of giving to meet all 
the local needs, including pastor’s salary, conference superintendent’s 
salary, expenses for janitor, music, taxes, repairs, printing, heating, 
lighting, and for any other items thought: necessary by the local 


ehurch.

For those churches that are not prepared to introduce immediately 
such a system of weekly or monthly offerings, we recommend the com- 
bining of the various departments into two or three well-defined 
groups for adequate presentation. After proper emphasis has been 
given in this way for a year or two, it is hoped that each church will 
be able to combine the entire benevolent interests in one weekly 
system of offerings. 


CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP EDUCATION. 


Of supreme importance in securing better financial results will be 
a campaign of education. Back of methods must be instruction in 
the principles of Christian stewardship and tithing. When our people 
fearn to honor the Lord with their substance and seek first the king- 
dom of God, there will be no lack in any department of the church’s 
finances. 
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The committee recommends, therefore, that the General Conference 
provide some agency for the promotion of this necessary educational 
work; and we urge that the bishops, general officers, presiding elders, 
pastors, and official boards unite most heartily in making this cam- 
paign on Christian stewardship and a weekly system of giving one of 
the most prominent features of our denominational work during the 
next quadrennium. 


COOPERATION OF THE CONFERENCE AND GENERAL BOARDS. 

In the case of several departments, notably Home Missions and 
Church Erection, various conferences have boards, carrying on work 
of the same character as that of the general boards. We believe 
there should be a closer codperation between the conference boards 
and the general boards, and recommend that the general boards of the 
Church utilize the conference boards, where such similar boards exist, 
as a medium through which to reach the church field, and that the 
reverse order of procedure be also established. 

EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITY OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

For the purpose of utilizing the educational opportunity of the 
Sunday school in behalf of the general benevolences of the church, 
the Committee recommends that monthly missionary offerings be 
made alternately for Home Missions and for Foreign Missions; and 
that Educational Day be observed on the last Sunday in June, with 
suitable exercises, and that an offering be made for educational 
purposes.

THe Presmine Bisnop. You have heard this paper. What is your 
pleasure—to adopt it, or to adopt portions of it, and refer others to 
appropriate committees? I await your pleasure. 

Present Brooke. I desire to call attention that under this 
arrangement the largest amount that anybody could give would be 
$104 a year for the general support of all the activities and the 
enterprises of the local church. I wish to say that that is not 
enough. There are men in this Church that ought to give ten 
dollars every Sunday. Print it on this report; there is nothing like 
suggestions. JI know a little town in Iowa where there are ninety- ° 
five loyal young people of the Baptist Church that are building a 
twenty-thousand-dollar church, and girls that are working for ten 
or twelve dollars a week are putting in as high as three dollars a week 
for building purposes—to say nothing of pastor’s salary and other 
interests. I believe that is a travesty upon the benevolence of this 
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Church, to say that there is no man in it that will give more than 
two dollars a Sunday for this Church. 

Rev. J. S. Fuuron, of Allegheny Conference. This report is not 
before us for discussion. I therefore move you that it be referred 
to the proper committees.

L. O. Mitier, Church Treasurer. Before I read the report, I wish to 
make just a few preliminary statements. The last General Conference 
ordered a division of the funds of the former Home and Foreign 
Missionary Society into the Home Missionary Society and the For- 
eign Missionary Society, taking effect J uly first. So that the records 
for the first fiscal year—three months of the same were under the 
organization of the old society—and in order to reach a basis of report 
to this body for that year, it was necessary for the treasurer, upon 
assuming the duties of his office July 1, to go back over the records 
for the previous three months and make a distribution of receipts 
and expenses as they applied to the two different departments of work, 
and in that way I reached a basis or beginning of operation for the 
two societies, and likewise reached a credit balance belonging to each 
as to April 1 rather than July 1. I wish to state further that the 
finances passing through the treasury and through the books are 
considered as a whole, and that each department—Home Missions, 
Foreign Missions, and all the other departments as far as the records 
are concerned—are as a unit, so that in the audit of the books of the 
treasurer’s office the entire departments of the Church are included 
as a whole; and with that statement I pass to the secretary the report 
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ait 


ot the auditors, which covers the audit of the entire departments, so 
that this one report will cover the audit of all, and will answer for 


each report. 


I wish to make this further statement respecting all of my reports: 
that there are tables on a few of the pages that I shall not attempt 
to read to you, but leave for your own investigation as you may find 


time to read them. 


Mr. Miller then read his report as treasurer of the Home Mission- 


ary Society.

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. I ask your prayerful attention to the read- 
ing of the Twenty-seventh Psalm. After this reading, we will stand 
and sing two or three stanzas and then we will bow in prayer. 

Following the reading of the psalm, song Number 206, “Come, 
Thou Almighty King,” was sung. Rev. C. E. Heisel then offered 
prayer, followed by Rev. J. W. Bogegess. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. We will sing one more stanza and then T 
will ask Brother Hess, of West Virginia, to lead us in prayer. 

Rev. J. S. Kendall preached the morning sermon on the subject, 
“The Equipment of the Worker in the Chureh of Jesus Christ.” 
The devotional service closed with prayer by Bishop Castle. 

The hour of nine having arrived, Conference proceeded to business 
with Bishop J. S. Mills presiding. 
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Secretary Snyder called the roll of Conference and read the pro- 
ceedings of: Saturday. ; 

THe Presipine Bisnor. Are the minutes correct? They will be 
marked approved. Is there any miscellaneous business? I am re- 
quested to bring before you two or three items. The mission dele- 
gates who were admitted to the Conference on Saturday, the Board 
of Bishops have added to the Committee on Foreign Missions. I 
have a communication from the Rev. Dr. Lewis, of the Methodist 
Protestant Church, stating that his delegation of a fraternal nature 
will be here to-morrow afternoon, Will you fix that as the order of 
the afternoon ? 

Rev. L. W. Sraut, of Allegheny Conference. I move that the 
hour of four o’clock be set apart for that purpose. 

Seconded by Dr. W. H. Washinger. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. I suppose this is not in conformity to the 
regular order of business. ; 

Rev. L. W. Stanzt. I move that the rules be waived, and that the 
order be fixed. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. The motion is to waive the order of 
business of to-morrow afternoon at four o’clock in order to introduce 
another item of business. Are you ready to vote on waiving the 
order at that time? All in favor will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” It is agreed. Now the motion is that you fix for the order 
of business to-morrow afternoon the reception of fraternal delegates 
from the Methodist Protestant Church. All in favor will indicate 
by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is agreed, and the hour of 
four o’clock is set for that purpose. 

F. A. Z. Kumurr, of Miami Conference. Will a motion be in 
order now ? 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Is it of a miscellaneous character ? 

Mr. Kumuer. _ It is. 

Tue Presipina Bistop. Your motion is then in order. 


Resolved, That the Nominating Committee be instructed to nom- 
inate for the various boards, as nearly as possible, an equal number 
of ministers and laymen, and that each class be properly designated 


on the printed ballot. 
(Signed) F. A. Z. Kumuer. 


Seconded. 
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THE Presipinc BisHop. Any remarks. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. - 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I hesitate to speak on this motion, because there 
ought to be no division between the ministers and laymen in this 
General Conference. I hope no such spirit is growing in our Church. 
I certainly do think that it is a mistake to bring such a resolution 
into this General Conference, because I believe it will work harm. It 
may not be intended for that, but I believe it is a mistake. 

F. A. Z. Kumirr. Mr. Chairman, no spirit of division exists in~ 
this resolution. The laymen had a meeting, and this resolution 
simply represents the spirit of that meeting. There need be nothing 
of the kind even referred to as presented by Doctor Funk. TI have 
not heard any intimation of any division between us as delegates, 
whether ministerial or lay. It was my pleasure and great satisfac- 
tion eight years ago to present the motion for equal representation, 
and, so far as I know, it has been heartily satisfactory. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. I rise to a point of order, 

Tue Presipine BrsHor. What is your point of order? 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers. There is nothing before the house. The 
motion was not seconded ? 

F. A. Z. Kumirr. The brother is mistaken, the motion was sec- 
onded. 

Rev. J. R. Campers. I beg your pardon. 

F. A. Z. Kumuer. As far as I have heard there has been no dis- 
satisfaction with equal representation between the ministers and lay- 
men; but I have been somewhat concerned with reference to represen- 
tation of laymen on the various boards, especially where the financial 
affairs of the Church are concerned. Therefore, this motion is made 
in that spirit, and in the spirit of the meeting of the laymen held on 
Saturday; so that I hope the brethren will not feel in any way that 
any other spirit exists. It is simply a question presented in a good- 
spirited, Christian: manner to present our claim, and as laymen we 
propose to do that, but in the right spirit, praying God that there 
will be no division whatever, It is not a question on the part of the 
ministers that they do not want laymen on these boards. It gen- 
erally comes from the fact that when these nominating committees 
come together that these laymen must advise with the pastors, and 
the laymen are not acquainted with the lay delegates as well as the 
pastors are. They do not know their names, and this motion is 
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intended to aid them, that the pastor and the committee, the laymen 
and the pastors will get together and consult over this matter. I 
hope that there will be no feeling of that kind with reference to this 
motion. It is simply that we get together.as laymen and as min- 
isters, and that through this resolution we will increase our service 
along all lines. 

What better way is there to increase the salary of the min- 
ister than for him to come in touch with the laymen? If you 
do not have the laymen on these boards, how will you get them 
enlightened and enthused in your work? How will they know your 
great difficulties? The important thing for them to know is the 
difficulties and needs of the Church. 

This great men’s movement is the medium that is bringing this 
forward, and it is brought forward by the spirit of God and thespirit 
of unity and the spirit of helpfulness. We have no feeling that the 
ministers want to keep us off of these boards. It is a question of 
turning their attention to these lines and get a wakening up ourselves 
as laymen. [Applause.] 

Dr. F. E. Brooke, of Jowa Conference. I would like to hear the 
motion again. 

THe Presipinc Bishop. The mover will please read again. 

F. A. Z. Kumler repeated his motion. 

Doctor Brooxr. Mr. Chairman, it does not require then that there 
be an equal number elected? It is simply that there be as nearly 
as possible an equal number nominated. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. That is what the resolution calls for. 

Doctor Brooke. Then, if there were a committee of fifteen, there 
would be seven of one and eight of the other, or one way or the other. 
T want to understand the resolution. 

Rey. I. E. Mersz, of Minnesota Conference. Is it not the wish 
of this committee, in making these nominations, that they are nom- 
inating an equal number, and in doing so is it not generally antici- 
pated that an equal number, as nearly as possible, be elected ? 

Rev. L. L. Eeury. Do not the Articles of Incorporation of some 
of these boards decide the number of each class that shall be on the 
boards 4 

Brsuop Beuty. No. 

Rey. L. L. Eritry. In some eases? 

Tue Presipina Bisnop. In some cases it is true. 
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Dr. W. R. Funx. The matter of incorporation enters into the 
election of some of these boards, and in some you would have con- 
fusion. I am sure I only want to say this, that my thought was 
when this paper was presented that it was to elect an equal number 
of each. If it were that, I certainly would oppose it. 

Rey. C. W. Brewsaker, of Pennsylvania Conference. I like that 
motion because we are now developing the men’s movement, and we 
are always speaking about the laymen, and I think that this would 
be in harmony with the men’s movement of to-day. We ought to 
recognize our laymen upon the boards of our Church if we are going 
to push forward and promote the interests of the men, and I heartily 
endorse the resolution introduced by Mr. Kumler. [Applause.] , 

The question is called for. - 

Rey. H. W. Wippors, of Philippine Islands. IT would like to know 
if the passing of this motion means the establishment of a law for 
future time, or whether it refers to instructions for the nominating 
committee only of this Conference. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. It refers to the present only. 

Dr. A. P. Funxuouser, of Virginia Conference. There are nine 
boards to be elected, and on two or three of them the last General 
Conference provided that four members should be laymen. This is 
simply extending the operation of this principle to the other boards. 
It is nothing new; but extending it. When the nominations are 
made, there being an equal number of laymen in this body, they will 
see whether an equal number are elected to the different boards. 
When they are nominated once they have the opportunity of election. 
The resolution is fair and in harmony with the equal representation 
extended to this body. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. All favoring the motion will indicate same 
by uplifted hand. Those opposed, by like sign. The motion prevails. 

Rev. J. T. Roserrs, of White River Conference. It is impossible 
for the Committee on Order of Business to arrange in advanee for 
the emergencies that may come up from time to time. It has been 
requested that Mr. Beckley have the privilege of speaking for the 
men’s work, and it is the desire of the committee, if the General 
Conference will consent to it, that Mr. Beckley be permitted to ad- 
dress the Conference during the morning session; and also this after- 
noon that the Committee on Temperance make its report and get that 
out of the way. 
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THE Presiping Bisnop. Are you agreed to this suggestion of the 
Committee on Order of Business? There seems no objection to it. 

Doctor Brooke. I desire to make a motion that 2:30 Tuesday 
afternoon be made the hour for the election of bishops. 

Secondéd by Doctor Funk. 

Tue Presipinc Brsuor. You have heard.the motion. 

Rey. J. T. Roserrs. I would make this statement: According to 
the arrangements of Saturday, the committees on salaries and super- 
intendency both have to report before the bishops are elected. 

’ Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Are you ready on the motion for fixing 
the hour of 2:30 for the election of bishops? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. All favoring it will indicate by saying 
“Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is agreed. There is one other miscel- 
laneous item I have been asked to bring before you. You will note 
that the bishops, in distributing the work of the Conference, assigned 
Men’s Adult Classes along with the Sunday schools. Now, it is 
desired on the part of a number that this be divided, and the bishops 
suggest that you allow the following committee—calling it the Men’s 
Bible Class League. The committee will be A. B. Statton, W. O. 
Zeigler, R. H. Bennett, A. C. Siddall, J. G. Huber, A. A. Maysilles, 
C. W. Brewbaker, J. M. Cogan. 

On motion it was adopted. 

Bishop Werkiry. Will you please announce that Dr. W. E. 
Schell has been added to the Committee on Bible Cause. 

This was agreed to. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. T might state, as it has not come up yet, 
Brother Whitney, because of his special knowledge, was added to the 
Committee on Home Missions, although he is not a member of the 
Conference. Will you allow this? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. W. L. Hiysnaw, of Southwest Kansas. Is the roll of con- 
ferences to be ealled to-day? 

THe Presiprne Bisnop. - Yes. It will be called immediately. The 
roll of Conference will now be ealled for business. 

Secretary Siddall called the roll from Allegheny Conference to 
Sandusky. 

Rey. J. W. Linuy, of Sandusky Conference. Mr. Chairman, I have 
a memorial from the Sandusky Conference on the trial of preachers. 
We wish it referred to the Committee on the Ministry of the Church. 
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Tuer Presipine BisHor. It is referred. 

Seeretary Siddall proceeds with the call to Southwest Kansas 
Conference. 

Rev. W. L. Hivsuaw, of Southwest Kansas Conference. I have 
a paper relative to the term of office of the presiding elder or super- 
intendent to go before the proper committee. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. It is referred. 

Rey. W. L. Hinsuaw. And one on equalizing. the General Con- 
ference assessments. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. It is referred to the Committee on Finance. 

Rev. W. L. Hinsuaw. And one concerning Preachers’ Aid. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. It is also referred to the proper committee. 

Secretary Siddall proceeds with the roll to West Nebraska Con- 
ference. 

Rev. W. C. Mitirr, of West Nebraska Conference. I have a paper 
here relative to the election of presiding elders—manner of election. 
Tue Presipine Bishop. It is referred to the proper committee. 

Secretary Siddall finished the roll-call of conferences. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Will you now take up the order? 

Rey. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. Will you hear Brother 
Beckley now on the Men’s Bible League? Will you hear him? 

Vorcrs. Hear, hear. 

THe Presiping Bisuop. I take great pleasure in presenting to you 
the man who has done more for this movement than any man in the 
Church—although a very busy layman. He will now speak to you. 

Mr. O. P. Beckley, of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, Secretary of the 
Men’s Movement, addressed the the Conference as follows: 


Mr. Cuairman: TI shall promise not to take more than ten or 
twelve minutes of your time, and I thank you for the favor. I fear 
that some of you do not understand this work. JT tried in the mes- 
sage last night to bring some proofs of what we have heen doing. 
I wish that we might thoroughly understand this work. Some of you 
know in a way about the other denominational organizations. You 
know of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, of the Episcopal Church, 
and of the Brotherhood of Andrew and Philip, of the Episcopal 
Church, the oldest organization. You know of the progress they have 
made. Also of the organizations of the Presbyterians, the Metho- 
dists, the Baptists, the Disciples, and other denominations. They 
have organized their men into leagues or adult classes; while some are 
organizing all their men into one fraternal organization. We have 
nothing of that kind in our organization. The vesult is many of 
our men are going into other classes. Undoubtedly you desire to 
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be connected with some movement that has held its own and that has 
some national character, and that is what I am planning for in our 
own Church—a movement that will be recognized by the Church, and 
that will give our men in the local Shucche more representation as a 
national bode We have come to the place now, as did the Presby- 
terians two years ago in their conference, when they recognized this 
as part of their report. The object of the union shall be to establish 
fraternal relations between all Bible classes, clubs, and kindred or- 
ganizations devoted to the men—fraternalizing Bible classes, clubs, 
and all kindred organizations, and that is the movement that I am 
pleading for here—that we get all our men lined up to do these 
great things. 

I fear there has been a division in appointing committees and in 
laying out work that the men of the adult classes do all these differ- 
ent lines of work. This Men’s Bible League, or Men’s Bible Class 
League, as you choose to eall it, will be organized and lined up ready 
for all these aggressive movements that come before you. Campbell 
White and his noble assistants can come to our Men’s Organizations; 
and when this proposition is put before you, will you measure aD 
to it? 

As it is, we have no way to get at them. You have trouble to 
find a layman that can do things. We cannot find them. We cannot 
pick them out, because we have not got them lined up. -Here comes 
an arrangement by which all these different organizations can be 
lined up under one head—one man that will give his entire time to 
this. I say it, brethren, a 
layman preferably, who is a man among men. Because there are so 
many of those men who will say, “That is all right for the preacher, 
but if he knew my troubles he could not do that.” So I plead that we 
have this work so organized as a national body, headed by a man 
who will give it his entire time, and this man should be a layman. 

I will not have time to tell you all the reasons why this should be. 
I told you last night we have fifteen thousand men enrolled. They 
are waiting for this big proposition, and they will do it—the bigger 
the propositions you put before them, the more nobly they will take 
hold of them. The trouble has been that they come to a place where 
they believe the church is for women to work in, and we are giving 
them a woman’s job. If you will give them a man’s job, and make it 
good and high and big they will measure up to it, and they will do it. 
[ Applause. ] 

We take an annual Easter offering in. our Sunday school, at 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, every Easter. I wish you would see how 
the men come up to that offering. They do not shy off and stay away 
because of the collection; but we have some of our greatest offerings 
on Easter. What do they do? They do not take out their pencils 
and mark down what they will give; but they say we will have to do 
better this year than before, and the result is $710 cash that we can 
feel with our hands and put in our hands. ° [ Applause. ] 
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The first year we started out with $300. The next year ahead 
of that, and so on. And if the men do not feel it is enough the first 
time they pass the hat again. We have to get a little ahead each 
year; that is what the men want to do. Give them big things—high 
plans for men of this denomination—and I will fall back on my 
promise, knowing these men, that they will measure up to the duty. 
If you give us a man for this work, it is the best thing this Conference 
has ever done. 

Oh, men, you have not had time to get to know your men. You 
have not had time to study this great problem that is facing you 
to-day. That is the thing that I fear, because I know that, as busi- 
ness men, as Christian men, if you had time to sit down and study 
it out and work it out in our church, as they are working it out in 
other churches successfully, you would look at it differently. 

These classes can do such fine things. When organized, we can 
do such big things. You know the inspiration in great numbers. 
We could not keep the saloon out of some districts, but with this we 
can keep them away. They wanted to plant a saloon up there where 
we have 25,000 people, with more young men than I have seen in 
other localities, but we fought them away. [Applause.] 

And a little while ago a newspaper offered a piano to the most 
popular organization, and there was quite a competition. We said, 
“We will show them what we will do,” and we licked them. [Ap- 
plause.] Our men came up and said that this piano is going to 
play, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,” and it is playing it 
to-day in our room. They know they cannot put a hotel up there 
either. They did not try it last year. We are lined up against it, 
and that is what we can do throughout the whole Church. 

If you will put a man on this job who will direct these men—if 
you will show the pastors how to line up these men! We have been 
trying to do it. We had a great convention two years ago in Dayton, 
Ohio; and at Holton, Kansas—how the fellows worked it up! and 
at Harrisburg, when we had 2,000 men in the parade. I wish you had 
been there and had seen the spirit of them. Men stood on the 
street and said, “I did not know he belonged to the Sunday-school 
class.” But he did, and there he showed his colors as he marched 
along. Also in Kansas City, Missouri, last year—Bishop Mathews 
has been telling you about that. 

T have no time to tell you this morning. TI visited Bishop Mills’ 
conferences two years ago, trying to bring the matter before our 
people. More than two thousand letters have been sent out by the 
committee. We have been sticking by it financially. We have been 
pretty good fellows. We paid our own traveling expenses, our own 
hotel bills, and our printed matter, except what we owe to the Pub- 
lishing House, and we will pay that. 

But we have not had enough money. I sent out a number of 
letters to a lot of men that I thought ought to give twenty-five dellars, 
but few responded. 
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I want to state this about the men’s classes: When we arranged 
for the Harrisburg Convention, we got the expenses. They sent the - 
money in nobly, and we had a convention there costing something 
like $800, and we paid every cent of it without the slightest trouble. 
We did not appeal for money once on the Gonvention floor. These 
men will do the work and pay the bills if we give them the chance, 
and will do the work right. 

One thought in closing: I would like to go before this committee 
that has been appointed. I am glad you have sanctioned the move- 
ment. I have a plan which will be successful for all classes of work, 
and will give what you want if you will permit us to have a man who 
will devote his energy and time and thought to this work. It needs 
a business man, a man who knows men. A man who will eat and 
drink and sleep on this job. It is not a matter of one or two hours 
a day, but seven days a week and twenty-four hours a day. That is 
what it means. A fellow that is hunting a snap does not want this 
job. It requires him to hustle. - [Applause.] 

I want a man that will lay himself out for men. And I will tell 
you, dear friends, when you come up to the next General Conference, 
there will be no agonizing like this if you will give us all we want, 
for we will have made good. 

When this matter is presented to the Conference I will not be here; 
but I am going to pray, and I am going to trust that you will see 
this squarely, fairly, and honestly, and that you will give it what it 
needs to have to-day—a real man. [A voice. We will.] I thank 
you. 


Rey. W. H. Wasurxcer, of Pennsylvania Conference. I offer the 
following: 


We have heard with pleasure the splendid address of Mr. O. P. 
Beckley, General Secretary of the Laymen’s Movement of our 
Church—the brightest star above the horizon to-day—and kindly 
request our laymen, inasmuch as they are willing to help solve our 
problems, to give their earnest attention to the cause of Christian 
Education and Christian Stewardship, as the twentieth century inter- 
ests of our denomination.

Conference to Page 10 of the Treasurer’s Report of the assets for 
Africa, Japan, and Porto Rico. You will notice for Africa the treas- 
urer gives the assets as $48,000—Japan, $27,700; Porto Rico, $27,700. 
In my quadrennial report, I said that the total of the property in the 
foreign field at this time is $110,254.50, and the total of these three 
items given in the treasurer’s report aggregate but $98,400.00; and 
some of you might want to know how we account for that seeming 
discrepancy. It is this: After consulting with the superintend- 
ent it was felt that it would not be proper to put down as assets 
anything excepting that for which the society had a legal title in 
his country, and the buildings which are erected on the foreign field 
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are not included in the assets of the treasurer’s report. It is 
included in my total value of property in the foreign field. I thought 
it was due the Conference to make this statement. Also, it is proper 
to state that the four laymen, who went to the foreign field, paid their 
entire expense. Not only so, but made large gifts to the work in 
addition. [Applause.]

NINTH QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 

In aceord with the provisions of the Discipline, the Board of Edu- 
cation presents this ninth quadrennial report to the General Confer- 
ence of the United Brethren in Christ. 

The General Conference of four years ago elected as a Board of 
Edueation, L. Bookwalter, G. A. Funkhouser, J. P. Landis, H. U. 
Roop, C. I. B. Brane, C. J. Kephart, W. E. Schell, P. O. Bonebrake, 
and L. S. Cornell. In addition to these, the ex-officio members of the 
Board are the bishops of the Church. 

At the annual session of the Board in 1906, J. P. Landis resigned 
his position, and FH. A. Thompson was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The meeting of the Board for organization was held in the Hall 
of Representatives, Topeka, Kansas, May 21, 1905, at 3:00 p.m. 
W. KE. Schell was elected president of the Board, and P. O. Bone- 
brake, recording secretary. The executive committee. was made to 
include G. A. Funkhouser, J. P. Landis, L. Bookwalter, and Bishops 
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J. S. Mills and G. M. Mathews. When J. P. Landis resigned from 
the Board in 1906, H. A. Thompson succeeded him in the executive 
committee. At the annual session of the Board in 1906, S. D. Faust 
was elected corresponding secretary of the Board. Within the quad- 
rennium the Board has held only its regular annual sessions.

THE PROSPERITY OF OUR SCHOOLS. 


The past quadrennium was quite favorable to all interests depend- 
ing upon benevolences for their support. The material prosperity 
which responded to the call for better things in all other fields made 
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it possible also for our schools to strengthen themselves in material 
resources and educational facilities. In answer to the efforts of the 
schools to impress themselves upon the consciousness of the people, 
that wide and significant field is receiving the sympathy and sup- 
port of a constantly enlarging proportion of the members of the de- 
nomination, and yet relatively it. must be admitted that education 
is neglected. 

An invitation was given to the heads of all our schools to repre- 
sent in this report the chief things accomplished during the quad- 
rennium. The following statements were submitted as indications of 
progress made during the quadrennium:

Three buildings have been erected, and a fourth, Lambert Hall of 
Music and Art, is in process of building. 

There has been added to the laboratories a thousand dollars’ worth 
of equipment. 

There have been added to the library over ten thousand volumes. 

Meanwhile no debt has been made, it being the policy to “pay as 
we go.” : 

The administration has inaugurated a movement to add to the 
* endowment $200,000, toward which $26,500 has been secured, of 
which $20,000, being conditional, is not included in the above total 
endowment fund. 

The internal interest is excellent and the college spirit vigorous, 
while the interest in the territory and the general cooperation of the 
constituency has never before been so strong. ; 


CAMPBELL COLLEGE. 
A few features of our college work at the beginning of the quad- 
rennium and now will best show the work and progress made. 
In 1905 the number of students enrolled in the college department 
was 17; we now have 54. The number graduating from the classical 
courses during the four years is 44, 
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The Conservatory of Music has grown from 70 pupils in 1905 to 
132 in 1909. The number studying for the ministry has increased 
from 16 to 27. The number of students converted during the quad- 
rennium, largely through the activity of the Christian associations, 
is 161. 

The income from tuitions and incidentals has increased from 
$8,000 to $12,000 a year. About $6,000 has been expended in repairs 
and improvements, while $1,500 worth of physical and_ biological 
equipment has been added. 

The library has been increased some 600 volumes. 

Five of our college graduates have entered our own Theological 
Seminary at Dayton, Ohio, and one has gone to Drake Seminary, ‘of 
Des Moines, Iowa. 

The financial plan of 1909 comprehends the entire liquidation of 
the college indebtedness. Thirty thousand dollars must be secured 
by December 1, 1909. One-half of it has been secured up to this 
time. 


WESTFIELD COLLEGE. 


4. In 1905 an endowment of $24,000 was secured. Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie gave $12,000 and the college authorities raised $12,000. 

2. An effort was made to run the college within its income, and 
this has been practically done during the quadrennium. Only a small 
deficit has accumulated, and we hope to provide for this by June 
next. 

3. The building has been put in better condition than for years. 
The heating plant was overhauled; a new lighting plant was in- 
stalled; new chairs were put into the lecture-room; the building was 
properly drained; cement walks were laid; a large supply of labo- 
ratory equipment was secured; two new pianos, one a Knabe Concert 
Grand, were added; the library received many valuable additions; a 
number of college rooms were put in first-class condition. 

4. During the early part of the quadrennium the student attend- 
ance reached its lowest ebb, and at the close we find the largest num- 
ber in attendance recorded in years. This does not mean as much 
for permanency as the mere statement might seem to indicate. The 
number of students in the college classes has always been small, and 
it is very difficult to get high-school eraduates from good high 
schools to come to a small college located in a small town. Our stu- 
dents are largely from the country, and the adjunct departments are 
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more largely attended than the wollege or the academy. This state- 
ment at once indicates the problem that Westfield College has to 
face. 


PHILOMATH COLLEGE. 


1. The establishment of the “Philomath College Chimes,” a paper 
published monthly during the academic year by the student body. 
It combines the college and conference news in a way that is val- 
uable both to the school and Church. ; 

2. The publication of a quarterly bulletin mailed at second-class 
rates. 

-3. The organization of the student body under the name, “The 
Philomathean Society.” 

4. The addition of two three-story brick wings to the Administra- 
tion Building, at a cost of about $8,000. This gives the college a 
commodious and symmetrical structure, well adapted to the needs of 
the institution. The change adds six classrooms, a president’s office, 
and two society halls to the building. 

The Administration Building, the Library, the College Home, 
and the building containing the music and art rooms, complete the 
list of structures on our eleven-acre campus. 

5. The advance of our little city has made a fine mountain water 
system available, bringing the usual conveniences—toilet, hot and 
cold water, and hose for the campus. Electric lights are also estab- 
lished. Heating plants are installed in the College Home and the 
Administration Building. 

6. At the rear of the Library Building a new gymnasium, regu- 
lation size, has been erected largely through the efforts of the student 
body. This has given an impetus to the gymnasium sports, and this 
year our basket-ball team has made a fine record, 

7. The appearance of the campus is greatly improved by the re- 
moval of some unsightly buildings and fences; by the making of new 
gravel walks; by trimming the fir grove and making new flower beds. 
The students and citizens have displayed a thoroughly loyal spirit in 
helping to accomplish many of these changes. 

8. Both in the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A., mission study and 
Bible study classes have been organized and maintained. 

9. Some additions have been made in equipment. Three typewrit- 
ers, supplies for the laboratory, and two new pianos are among the 
purchases. 
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10. The departments of art and show-card painting have added to 
the efficiency of the school. 

11. The chapel has been reseated and the rostrum recarpeted, at 
a cost of about $350. 

12. A farm of 120 acres, worth at least $12,000 and steadily in- 
creasing in value, has been donated by Brother Sam McLean. He 
has also made large gifts in money, and, above all, Brother McLean’s 
sympathy and daily prayers are turned toward the college and its 
interests. 

13. The Bishop Castle Memorial Fund was inaugurated as a 
memorial to the life interest which our beloved Bishop Castle has 
manifested in Philomath College. The donors have the privilege of 
contributing to three phases of the college work—the contingent 
fund (including teachers’ salaries), endowment fund, and the build- 
ing fund. When this fund was introduced on Conference Sunday, a 
subseription of $6,000 was raised. 


COWDEN COLLEGE. 


Edwards Academy, at White Pine, was sold, and Holston College, 
at Mosheim, purchased and rechartered as Cowden College, the first 
term beginning January 5, 1909. 

Prof. W. T. Guthrie, A.M., is principal. At present only prepara- 
tory work is being done. The tuition pays all expense of teaching.

YORK COLLEGE. 


During the quadrennium now closing, York .College has added 
$36,000 to its assets; launched its first endowment effort and secured 
more than $30,000 toward an undertaking of $50,000; graduated 
seventeen students from the full collegiate courses, six of them min- 
isters of the gospel; graduated fifty-nine students from courses lead- 
ing to teachers’ state certificates, twelve of them taking the highest 
erade and their studies reaching up to the Junior year in the col- 
legiate department; graduated one hundred twelve students from the 
departments of business, music, and elocution; furnished five mis- 
sionaries for the foreign field; had an average of twenty students 
each year engaged in study for the ministry or special Christian 
work; led more than two hundred students to begin the Christian 
life; had an enrollment of more than five hundred for each of the 
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last three years. The great pressing and immediate need is $20,000 
to complete the present endowment effort. 


THE RELATION OF THE SGHOOLS TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


With the exception of Bonebrake Theological Seminary, the schools 
are under the direction of representative boards of trustees, elected 
by the several cooperating conferences, as determined by the confer- 
ences themselves. They are therefore not immediatly related to the 
General Conference, but to the annual conferences, constituting their 
cooperating territory, and electing their trustees. They make annual 
Statements to the Board of Education, and upon these statements 
the corresponding secretary of the Board founds his report to the 
General Conference. 

From the beginning the General Conference assumed no responsi- 
bility for academiie education within the denomination, further than 
to resolve in 1845: 1. “That proper measures be adopted to establish 
an institution of learning.” And in the same connection it deter- 
mined the character of those “proper measures” by resolving: 2. “That 
it be recommended to the attention of the annual conferences, avoid- 
ing, however, irredeemable debts.” In accord with these resolutions, 


the annual conferences have founded schools according to their own’ 


pleasure, until within comparatively recent years, when the General 
Conference reémphasized the “Grredeemable debts” feature of its 
second resolution by placing a few restrictions upon the annual con- 
ferences, from financial considerations. These restrictions are chiefly 
“to discourage the multiplication of schools and colleges where they 
cannot be properly supported,” and “no college shall be founded 
except upon the demand of an imperative necessity.” 

The theological educational work of the denomination, unlike that 
of scholastic education, is directly related to the General Conference. 
The founding of theological schools is not delegated to the annual 
conferences. When a theological school was to be founded, the Gen- 
eral Conference elected a Board of Education and instructed it “to 
devise and adopt a plan for the founding of a biblical institute, to 
be under the control of the General Conference.” Four years later, 
in 1873, a board of trustees was elected, whose specific duties were 
confined to the institution already founded in 1871. In 1885 the 
financial head of the institution was made an officer of the General 
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Conference, so that both the trustees and the financial head of the 
institution proceed from the general representative body of the whole 
denomination. Theological education is, therefore, placed beyond the 
control of the annual conference and the college by both the legisla- ° 
tion and the traditional usage of the Church. 


THE RELATION OF THE SCHOOLS TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Discipline does not specifically define the relation of our col- 
leges and academies to the Board of Education. It directs that the 
Board “make an annual report of the general and financial condition 
of the colleges and other educational institutions of the Church,” 
but to whom, is not stated. It directs that the Board “shall make to the 
General Conference a report of all the work done during the preceding 
four years.” This report would include the above annual reports 
made, and thus include a report of the “general and financial condi- 
tion of the colleges and other educational institutions of the Church.’’. 
It is therefore safe to assume that the intention of the Discipline is, 
that our schools are to be regarded as in some sense standing in a 
subordinate relation to the Board; that the Board is to have some 
sort of supervision over the schools, though that supervision is not 
clearly defined; that it is to carry out, in relation to these schools, 
the direction of the General Conference, and that it is to assist the 
cause of higher education as represented in the schools. 


“THe GENERAL EDUCATIONAL WORK.” 


It is assumed by the Discipline that there is a general educational 
field, as indicated in the statement, “This Board shall direct and 
supervise the general educational work of the Church under the rules 
and regulations enacted by the General Conference.” But this gen- 
eral educational work was not chiefly in the mind of the Church 
when the Board was created in 1869, for it was then assigned the 
specific task of founding a biblical institute. Four years later, when 
Union Biblical Seminary had been founded, there was elected for 
this institution a separate board of trustees, showing that the 
thought of the Conference had been upon the biblical institute and 
not upon the general educational work. The Board of Education, 
then founded, has been elected from quadrennium to quadrennium, 
assigned to an ideal field, which the Church’ has scarcely yet con- 
sciously either recognized or defined. This situation may have arisen 
from the fact that the educational work of the denomination was 
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projected in 1845 without a thought of general educational interests. 
Moreover, from 1845 to 1869, the period within which more than half 
of our surviving schools were founded, there was no organization in 
existence among us to represent general educational interests or 
work, or to indicate that the Church had any conception of such 
interests. It is to be feared that in 1873, when the Board was sepa- 
rated from its relations to Union Biblical Seminary, it was continued 
as a hope for the future, cherished by a few great minds, rather than 
as an agency appointed to an immediate task. 

To be sure, the Board of Education is directed “to assist in every 
way the cause of higher education in the Church, to awake and stim- 
ulate an interest in this important work throughout the borders of 
our Zion, to encourage and aid our educational institutions that are 
striving to bring the Church to greater efficiency, and to unite the 
friends of education in their efforts, that greater unity of plan may 
be secured, and the forces of the Church combined to give our people 
advantages commensurate with the needs of the present day.” It is 
further directed “to raise funds by collection, donation, or bequest to 
aid by loan . . . . in educating, in both the collegiate and theologi- 
cal courses, worthy young persons who are preparing for the work of 
the gospel ministry, or as missionaries in the United Brethren 
Church; . . . . the Board shall have power to. receive money and 
use it for other educational purposes, as donors may direct.” But 
this is not all of the task assigned. This Board is also “to seek by 
the publication of tracts, pamphlets, addresses, or books upon educa- 
tional questions, to diffuse among our members a more general knowl- 
edge of the value of a sanctified education and of a well-instructed 
ministry, and thereby awaken in them a better appreciation of our 
institutions of learning and of the obligation resting upon them to 
give of their substance for their support.” 

This language fully establishes the assumption that some one is 
consciously awake to the fact that there is a really general educa- 
tional work; that there is a field, not occupied by any educational 
institution of the denomination, not occupied by all of them. And 
the mere outline of these tasks assigned to the Board of Education 
is enough to stagger any board of nine men, the strongest and 
greatest to be found in this brawny, brainy denomination, if it be 
supposed for a moment that this work, here outlined, is really to be 
done; if it be supposed that the denomination is really conscious of 
any need for such work, and demands that it be done. 
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The Discipline here outlines a work difficult enough for angels’ 
hands, and significant enough to stir with unbounded enthusiasm the 
heart of every loyal son of Otterbein. To awake the avaricious, 
mercenary mind and lead the man to recognize the divine message 
struggling within him, and to give it the mastery in spite of his own 
sordid resistance, to stimulate those wondrous powers of the soul 
which constitute the line of demarkation between that being created 
a little lower than God, and the brute creation, over which he is given 
dominion, into a recognition of its own infinite dignity, were in itself 
enough—an end in itself; but when the cultivation of these powers 
lies at the social foundations of efficiency in performing the work 
committed to us by our adorable Lord—the work of binding on earth 
what shall be bound in heaven, and loosing on earth what shall be 
loosed in heaven-—-we may dismiss the thought of dignity and meth- 
ods and ends, and question the vitality of our acceptance of His com- 
mission, if we do not carry forward his work with the greatest effec- 
tiveness possible. Ultimate power is from God, but the spiritual 
power of the man is the energy of God transmitted through him, and 
the primary social equipment for its transmission on man’s part is 
education, so that to the degree to which any denomination places its 
primary emphasis here, to that degree will all its activities abound 
in effectiveness and force. 

If to any degree the denomination to which we are proud to belong 

can improve its facilities for a realization of the ideal condition in 
this field, to that degree by a new emphasis we shall impel ourselves 
‘to a new efficiency. And doubtless this is possible. And since the 
highest efficiency in any denomination is dependent upon men rather 
than upon material resources, for men are the creators of material 
resources, the chief factor involved in superlative success is the 
superlative man with the superlative practical education. Tf this is 
true, then there is no department of denominational activity so fun- 
damental to the highest achievements by the denomination as is the 
educational, especially that part of it which has to do with the future 
ministry. Reason and expediency alike demand that this most fun- 
damental interest be given an opportunity to contribute its possi- 
bilities to this denomination, which has for a hundred years shown 
itself unwilling fully to utilize the unmeasured resources of strength 
and efficiency bound up in the enlarged powers incident to thorough 
intellectual training, 
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Hitherto this denomination hds not thought it worth while to 
appoint a man to represent its general educational interests before 
its people. It has been content to emphasize other forms of denom- 
inational activity and other departments of Church work without 
paying a great deal of attention to the social side of the agents upon 
whom all achievements depend. The Board of Education believes 
that it is now high time to appoint a head to this department whose 
task it shall be to make effective the provisions which the Discipline 
already outlines concerning the work of Christian education as rep- 
resented in the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, and there- 
fore recommends that the Conference appoint a Secretary of Educa- 
tion. . 


THE BENEFICIARY WORK. 


The beneficiary fund of the denomination is committed to the care 
of this Board. This fund is intended to supplement the means of 
students preparing for the gospel ministry. It is provided by an 
assessment to the several annual conferences under authority granted 
by the General Conference. These annual assessments are pitifully 
small in the. aggregate, and the collections are still smaller. Only a 
few conferences pay the small sum requested. It seems that the 
denomination is but slightly conscious of the need which this money 
is designed to mect. 


THE BENEFICIARY QUESTION FROM THE CIVIL STANDPOINT. 


Does the state provide help analogous to beneficiary aid? The 
state wishes its citizens possessed of a common school education, but 
it does not forthwith declare that any one who does not have the 
initiative and the courage to secure such an education at his own 
expense does not possess the qualities necessary to good citizenship, 
and that it sustains no loss when such persons do not educate; but, 
on the contrary, not only does it put the expense for common school 
education at next to nothing, but it also compels the future citizen 
to take advantage of these opportunities, provided for him free of 
outlay. When the general Government wants trained men for its 
leaders in army and navy, it not only provides the best equipment 
and instruction at West Point and Annapolis, absolutely without 
cost to the candidate, but also holds out before him, as an incentive, 
the glory of a loyal soldier’s career, and the sure promise that in his 
maturity he shall not be deposed, nor in his old age deserted. Thus 
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does the state make liberal provision for a qualified life-service, with 
no ‘financial outlay on the part of gs servant, as well as for a suit- 
able, honorable retirement, with no “over the hill to the poorhouse.” 


THE BENEFICIARY QUESTION FROM THE ECCLESIASTICAL STANDPOINT. 

“The sons of this world are for their own generation wiser than 
the sons of light.” The soldier, who, it is to be supposed, would espe- 
cially need courage and the non-dependent spirit in the discharge of 
his duty, is neither effeminated nor pauperized by the facts that his 
preparatory expenses are borne by the Government, and that his 
retirement at a fixed salary is sure from the beginning. On the con- 
trary, he is regarded as being crowned with special honor when it is 
publicly announced that his application for these things has been 
approved. Not so is the case with the young preacher. He is in 
danger of being pauperized by beneficiary aid, and will most. cer- 
tainly be secularized by his salary, if beyond the minimum required 
for his most common needs! There are numerous churchmen to-day 
who hold in their hearts what seems to them the irrefragable argu- 
ment, “If a young person in this country does not possess the natural 
qualities which will secure for himself the necessary preparation for 
his chosen vocation, he does not possess the natural qualities which 
will secure his success in Christian leadership, and there is there- 
fore no loss to the kingdom if such. persons do not enter the gospel 
ministry.” but the irrefragable argument falls under its own weight. 
It sets less value upon the end to be attained than upon the method 
of its attainment. With us the method needs improvement, and the 
end a new emphasis. 


MINISTERIAL SUPPLY. 


In some denominations in recent years there has been considerable 
attention given to the supply of candidates for the ministry. Among 
us it is late enough to set in motion agencies whereby not only the 
number of candidates may be increased, but also whereby the candi- 
dates presenting themselves may have set before them requirements 
which demand a thorough mental preparation. No one will propose 
to invite any one into the ministry who has not first been called of 
God. [This is a good argument which the secretary makes.] But 
no one will deny that there are many called to whom the Church 
needs to interpret the call, and to whom she needs to give 
assistance, so that God’s call need not be passed by unheeded. “A 
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call to the ministry” consists of a divine impulse in the soul impell- 
ing the man to render his services in Christ Jesus to the Church, 
and of a divine impulse on the part of the Church to desire such 
services from the man; both sides, the ministering agent and the 
agent ministered unto, impelled from on high. When either is lack- 
ing there is no real call. The Church has her duty to recognize her 
part in the call, as well as has the man, and when there is a lack of 
candidates, or of the right kind of candidates for the ministry, she 
may well inquire whether she or God is responsible for the shortage.

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RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


1. That the last Sunday in June be appointed as Educational 
Day for the denomination. 

"2. That Disciplinary recognition be given to the Day of Prayer 
for Students. 

3. That an Educational Secretary be elected by the General Con- 
ference. 

4. That this Educational Secretary be made a member of the 
Christian Stewardship Commission. 

5. That the General Conference direct its Educational Secretary 
to give special attention to ministerial education during the quad- 
rennium. 

6. That for the schools the special direction be given to the rais- 
ing of $1,000,000 for endowment. 

7. That no college be established or relocated except by the direc- 
tion and guidance of the Board. 

8. That quarterly conference preachers be required. to complete a 
public school course, half way through the high-school grade, or half 
the standard preparatory course for the Freshman class, before re- 
ceiving license. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education will make loans from the Educational 
Beneficiary Fund to persons properly recommended, who are in 
schools of our own denomination preparing for the gospel ministry, 
or for special mission work, in accord with the following rules: 

1. Application for loans must be made under the forms and pro- 
visions determined by the Board. 

2. The student applying for a loan must be properly recom- 
mended by his annual conference, and by the faculty of the school in 
which he is a student. These recommendations must accompany each 
application for a loan, and must have been given the student within 
the year preceding the date of his application. 

3. Each loan must be ‘secured by a negotiable, legal note, signed 
by the beneficiary, and“bearing six per cent. interest after maturity. 

4. In no case will a note be made for a longer term than five 
years. If for any good reason the beneficiary cannot pay his note 
when due, he may have the time of payment deferred, at the discre- 
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tion of the Board, by applying for extension of time and giving a 
new note, non-interest-bearing until after maturity. 

5. Money loaned will be paid to students through some officer of 
their school, twenty per cent. of the loan for the year about the first 
of October, twenty per cent. about the first of December, twenty per 
cent. about the first of April, when the note specified under rule three 
shall be given. 

6. Loans will not be promised when there is no money in the 
treasury. Should the aggregate loans voted beneficiaries in any year 
exceed the total amount available within the year, the Board will at 
its discretion reduce or cancel amounts so voted as loans. 

7. The amount to be loaned to any student in any year, or in any 
number of years, is determined by the Board, and may be made to 
vary at the discretion of the Board. Unless the case is an extraordi- 
nary one, the loan to a member of the senior class in college shall not 
exceed $80; to a junior, $75; to a sophomore, $70; to a freshman, $65. 
To a college graduate who is pursuing a course in the Theological 
Seminary, the loan shall not exceed $150. To others in the Theologi- 
eal Seminary, loans may be made corresponding in amount to that 
to which their class standing would entitle them, as indicated above, 
were they students in a college. Experience in the pastorate will be 
regarded as equivalent to college work, at the discretion of the Board. 

8. Any loans made in excess of sums stated in rule seven shall be 
regarded as short loans, and shall be made payable by October 1, fol- 
lowing the date of such short loans, so that the money may be avail- 
able for the use of students in the following year. 

9. Loans may be canceled by the Board on account of the death 
of the beneficiary, or for any other reason upon which the Board ~ 
agrees. 

10. The note required in rule three shall be given for three-fourths 
of the amount voted to any beneficiary. The remaining one-fourth 
of the amount shall be given as a gift. 

11. If for any reason a beneficiary does not enter the active min- 
istry of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, the entire 
amount of this loan or loans, whether legally due or not, shall be 
due and payable at the date of the first meeting of his annual con- 
ference after his leaving school. ‘School’ is to be regarded as a 
school of the United Brethren in Christ. This item is applicable 
whether the beneficiary is in another school or not. 
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12. The beneficiary shall regard himself, within proper limits, as 
under the direction of the Board of Education. 

13. At the discretion of the Board, payment may be withheld on 
account of unworthy conduct on the part of the beneficiary, or for 
any other reason. 

14. These rules shall constitute the contract between the Board of 
Education of the Church of the United Brethren in Ss and the 
beneficiary who receives a loan or loans. 

15. The signature of the beneficiary shall be affixed to a copy of 
these rules, by which signature he. binds himself to observe every 
requirement stated in any one of these rules and in all of them.

At the close of the paper, Doctor Funkhouser read additional 
recommendations, as follows: 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE BOARD OF EDUCA'TION. 


1. That the General Conference elect a General Secretary of 
Education, whose salary shall be paid from the funds of the Educa- 
tional Board. 

The following is suggested as an outline of his duties: 

The secretary shall be under direction of the Board of Education: 

(a) To promote the educational department of the Church. 

(b) To increase the funds under control of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

(ec) To promote by addresses, publications, and otherwise the 
educational interests and institutions of the Church. 

(d) By addresses, conferences with candidates for the ministry, 
and otherwise seek to promote a ministry educated in our colleges 
and theological seminary; and advise the Board of Education as to 
the collecting and loaning of beneficiary funds. 

2. That the General Conference set a time when the educational 
interests shall be given special attention by pastors and people over 
the entire Church, to be known as Education Day, and that the time 
be the first and second Sundays of July. 
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3. That the General Secretary of Education be made a member 
of the Christian Stewardship Commission. 

4. That Disciplinary recognition be given to the Day of Prayer 
for Students. 

5. That the needs of our schools call for additional endowments 
aggregating $1,000,000, and that an effort be made to secure this 
amount within the ensuing quadrennium. 

6. (a) That candidates for the ministry may be licensed as lay 
preachers according to the discretion of the quarterly conference. 

(b) That educational attainments, equivalent to the completion 
of a public-school course, half way through the standard high-school 
grade, or to the completion of half the standard academy course nec- 
essary to entering the freshman class of a standard college, be re- 
quired for admission to the quarterly conference. 

(ce) That educational attainments equivalent to the completion of 
a standard academy or a standard high-school course, be required for 
admission to the annual conference. 

(d) That the foregoing, in addition to the completion of the an- 
nual conference course of reading, be required for ordination. 

(e) That the ideal preparation for efficient work in the ministry 
is a full college course, followed by a theological course, to which 
standard we earnestly urge our young ministers to aspire. 

These recommendations touching educational qualifications for the 
ministry, contemplate corresponding changes in the Discipline, in 
Section IT., item 1, pages 44 and 45, and in Section III., item 4, 
pages 47 and 48.

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. There is nothing said as to the time. 
This body can indicate some specific action. 

Rev. L. L. Eptey. What we want is to have the written report 
before us—presented to Conference, and then it can be printed and 
then handed to us ready for consideration when the time is here. 
It seems to me if the report is presented to Conference it is before 
us. When it-goes to the printer and comes back that is sufficient 
time in order to consider it. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Probably Brother Williams can explain. 

Mr. G. C. Witurams. I meant that all reports after they had been 
printed. We want them in our hands for ten hours to look over 
them before they are brought up for consideration. At the last 
General Conference we had them in our hands twenty-four hours. 
There is not sufficient time to take up a report and consider it as 
it should be considered when it is presented from the printer. Some- 
times there are only five or ten minutes for consideration before we 
act upon it. I want sufficient time to look over these reports. 

Tuer Presiprng Bishop. Are you ready? The question is before 
you. Those favoring this question will lift your hands. Opposed, 
like sign. It is carried. 
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SenaTor Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conferenee. J wish to 
offer the following resolution, and I move the rules be suspended, 
and we consider it now. 

Joun W. Rut, of Allegheny Conference. I second the motion. 

Secretary Snyder read the resolution, as follows: 


Wuerras, a higher education and better preparation generally is 
being demanded of the Christian minister; and 

Wuereas, the cost of living is greatly increased over what it has 
been, and will, no doubt, continue to-rise; and ~ 

Wuereas, there is a scarcity of efficient men, not only in our own 
Church, but in all others in our nation; and 

WHEREAS, many of our men are responding to calls from sister 
denominations because of the inducements offered; and 

WHEREAS, we are entering county-seat towns and large cities by 
the score, and we are planning to continue to do so, thus increasing 
the demand for the very best and efficient ministry; therefore be it 

Resolved, First, that as laymen of the Twenty-fifth General Con- 
ference of the United Brethren Church, we give it as our deliber- 
ate judgment that there should be a general increase in the salaries 
of the ministry of our Church all over the denomination. 

Second, that this resolution be approved by standing vote of the 
laymen and ministry of this Conference, each voting separately. 

Third, that a copy of this resolution be furnished the chairman of 
every delegation in this Conference, to be presented to his annual 
conference with the request that it be printed in the minutes of the 
next session of his conference. 

Marr Epmonps, Chairman,

THe Presiping Brsuop. You have heard the reading of this paper. 
The motion is that the rules be suspended so that we can act upon 
it at once. It requires a two-thirds vote. Those favoring the motion 
will show the hand; opposed, like sign. The rules are suspended. 
Now it is up to you for consideration. 

Rev. E. H. Suvuny, of Northern Illinois Conference. ~ I move it 
be so amended that the laymen only vote. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipineg Bistor. The motion is amended so that it shall 
read “the laymen only voting.” Are there any remarks? 

Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. Mr. Chair- 
man, I should like to have a recommendation in that paper, a recom- 
mendation at least of the minimum salary-so that our people can 
work up to that. We have not anything really tangible in it. There 
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is not anything for our people to look up to. It simp!y mentions 
the fact that we think the salaries ought to be increased. It seems 
to me that if we would fix a certain sum, if not definitely, yet by 
recommendation for a standard, it would help our people to work 
up to it. In my own experience in the work in East Pennsylvania 
Conference, I find in the fixing of a salary standard that we have no 
difficulty in bringing our people to that standard, When TI hold 
quarterly conferences, in some cases, the matter was delayed until I 
came, and in other cases the estimating committees had already 
arranged for the pastor’s salary. I found, to my surprise, that in 
these committees they have gotten right up to the requirements of the 
annual conference, some a hundred dollars increase, and some a 
hundred and fifty dollars more. It did not impoverish them, for they 
have more money in their treasuries than before; but it was the 
standard that brought them up to it. If we had passed a resolution 
of this kind only, I do not suppose it would have amounted to very 
much, as too often such resolutions do not. 

S. E. Kumuer, of Miami Conference. Mr. Chairman, I move, as 
an amendment to the paper, that we say that the minimum salary 
of a minister shall be seven hundred dollars. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Is there a second to Mr. Kumler’s motion ? 

The motion was seconded. 

THe Presmine Bisnop. It is an amendment to the amendment, 
two amendments really. 

Senator Epmonps. Was there a second to that first amendment? 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. Yes, sir. 

SenAToR Epmonps. I submit that Brother Kumler’s amendment 
is somewhat out of order, and not in harmony with this resolution. 
We are not fixing a minimum or a maximum, but we are increasing 
the salary. J did not-expect the clergy was going to take up this 
matter. As a layman, I thought I would get the first shot at this 
myself, for this originates among the lay members. JI would have 
no objection to the ministers voting after we get through, and see 
what we are going'to do with it; but I judged from the vote to 
suspend the rules that there was no opposition whatever, and that 
everybody would be in-favor of it. Perhaps I may be wasting my 
sweetness on the desert air in talking on this resolution, because I 
believe you are ready to vote on it. But it is a fact—I do not know 
how it is down East, but it is a fact in the West, generally, that 
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the minister is too poorly paid, and that the cost of living is increas- 
ing, while his salary has not increased in proportion; and if we want 
a good ministry and a good laity, we must bring them nearer to- 
gether in living and wearing clothes [Voices. Amen.] so that the 
minister’s family cannot be distinguished from Mr. Jones’ family; 
that they will be just alike in society. [Applause.] And when they 
sit down to their tables they will be alike, with the same provision 
for their meals. Now, it is not a matter of men, but it is a matter 
as to our regard for God’s truth and his representative. “Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me.” There is nothing brings greater joy to my 
heart as when my children are out among strangers and J hear how 
well they are treated. It brings joy to me because they have been 
treated right. And if we want a church that is a power with God 
and to save the world from sin, we want a church that is up to date 
in taking care of God’s ministers. [Applause.] I want it to go 
out from this General Conference, yes I want the word to go out 
from here to every field that we increased the salary. We shall 
have better work and greater blessing. [Applause.] 

Tue Presipring Bisnop. Are there any further remarks? 

Presipent Brooke. Mr. Chairman, of course this is the layman’s 
business; but at the same time the matter of fixing a minimum salary 
for the whole denomination is a little dificult. What may be con- 
sidered as very modest in Pennsylvania, or in Ohio, or possibly in 
some parts of Ohio, would be considered exorbitant probably in 
another part of the Church. When it becomes a matter of fixing 
the minimum salary for the whole denomination, it will run into 
what we call our ministerial qualifications. In some eases we have 
just quarterly conference preachers. There are persons who are 
doing very good work on two hundred dollars a year,’and they are 
not worth very much more. TI believe the laymen, as a rule, have a 
very good paper here, and being as it is, their funeral, I believe we 
ought to let them be the chief mourners. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. In reference to Senator Edmond’s resolution, 
I did not make any motion; I simply called the attention of the Con- 
ference to the fact that the paper was not sufficiently definite, and 
that I could wish that these laymen would do what I believe the lay- 
men throughout the Church will expect these laymen to do. And 
then, besides, I do not say that they should fix a salary, a standard, 
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but recommend a standard, and then each annual conference cou!d 
fix its own particular standard of salary if it wants to. It is a 
recommendation to put the salary on a higher plane. That is what 
the motion, I think, means that Mr. Kumler offers by his amendment. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. Now, I think, brethren, we can get to the 
minimum with reference to the salary, if you will take a cut across. 
Why not agree to the amendment that the laymen only shall vote? 

Docror Funk. What are we considering ? 

Tur Presiping Bisuor. We are considering the paper offered by 
Senator Edmonds, and Mr. Kumler’s amendment to fix the minimum 
salary at seven hundred dollars. Mr. Kumler’s amendment is before 
you. 

A. H. Laveusaum, of Sandusky Conference. May we have the 
motion read again, or the part pertaining to what is under con- 
sideration ? 

Secretary Snyder read the portion referred to. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. Mr. Kumler’s amendment is that the 
minimum salary be raised to seven hundred dollars. 

Senator Epmonps. Mr. Chairman, I am opposed to that amend- 
ment, which places the amount at seven hundred dollars. I think 
that is an impossibility for this Conference to do, to fix the amount. 
What we want is an increase in the amount, and I do not want that 
paper loaded down with amendments. I want it to go through just 
as it is. [Applause.] I pay one man thirty-five dollars a month 
on my farm, and I pay another man seventy dollars, and the seventy 
dollar man is the cheapest. I believe my friend, Mr. Kumler, in his 
store, does the very same thing. “Now some of those preachers are 
worth a great deal more than others; and because a man has not the 
ability to earn a thousand dollars, if he can earn five hundred 
dollars, why, five hundred dollars it is. We earn what we are worth, 
generally. It does not make any difference whether it is in the 
pulpit, or in the legal profession, or as a doctor or a teacher; we 
bring what we are worth. I am opposed to the amendment, and I 
hope the paper will go through as offered. 

The question is called for. 

Tur Presmina Bisuor. All the ministers and laymen will vote 
upon that. All those favoring the amendment that the minimum 
salary shall be recommended to be seven hundred dollars will lift their 
hand; opposed, like sign. It does not prevail. Now the paper is 
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. 
before you, the adoption of this paper. without the amendment. 
Those favoring the adoption of this paper— 

Doctor Funk. I rise to a question of privilege. I thought you 
said the laymen only should vote when we were discussing this 
amendment. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. I stand corrected on that. Proceed. I 
want to, however congratulate the ministers on their hearty and 
generous vote. 

J. N. Snewu, of St. Joseph. There are two amendments; there was 
another amendment to it. I believe I would be opposed to the 
amendment that only calls on the laymen to vote. This is a law- 
making body giving way now to the minority. 

Tre Preswinc Bisuor. It is before you, the laymen only vot- 
ing, the laymen of this Conference voting and only the laymen. 
Those who favor the paper to raise the standard of ministerial com- 
pensation throughout the denomination will raise the hand; opposed, 
like sign. It seems to be carried unanimously. It is unanimous. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. Now where are we? 

THe Presipinc BisHor. Any further miscellaneous business ? 

Dr. H. W. Truestoop. We have a little item for the report on 
superintendency that was overlooked in the rush in getting the paper 
before us this morning, and we have that little item ready now to 
read, if the Conference will hear. 

Tue Presipine Bisnorp. Will you hear? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. Let us hear that item. 

Rev. H. S. James, secretary of the committee, read the item. 

THe Presipina Bisuop. What is your pleasure with reference 
to this additional item ? 

By agreement it was referred to the Printing Committee. 

Senator Epmonps. Mr. Chairman, I have another short paper I 
wish to offer. I move that the rules be suspended, and this be con- 
sidered now. 

Tur Presiping Bisuor, The secretary will read it. 

Secretary Snyder reads Senator Edmond’s paper, as follows: 


Believing as we do, that it is not reasonable that the minister should 
leave the Word of God and serve tables (Acts 6:2); Therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That it is the sense and advice of this General 
Conference that in each of our churches, wherever possible, the 
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pastor should be relieved of the responsibility and labor of caring 
for financial matters, both local and general. 

2. That the laity should, as far as possible, take this respon- 
sibility and labor upon themselves. 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. The motion “is that the rules shal] be 
suspended so we can consider this paper. Those who favor suspend- 
ing the rules will show the hand; opposed, like sign. The rules are 
suspended. It is now before you for consideration. 

A. H. Laucusaum, of Sandusky Conference. I move its adoption. 

Seconded. 

Tue Prestpine BrsHor. Those in favor will lift the hand; opposed, 
like sign. It prevails. Any other miscellaneous business ? 

Rey. C. E. Heiser, of Oklahoma Conference. The Conimittee on 
Credentials has two names of lay delegates to be changed, and we 
have this partial report to offer. 


First, that John Shambaugh be the accredited delegate instead 
of Edward Van Cleve, of Des Moines Conference; and, second, that 
H. H. Baber, instead of Mr. Leggett, of East Ohio Conference.

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Are you all agreed ? 

Vorces. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. It is agreed. 

Doctor Funk. I move you that the official report of our sten- 
ographer be the official record of this General Conference. 

Seconded. Z 

Tue Presiping Bisuorp. You have heard this motion that the 
official report of the stenographer be the official record of this General 
Conference. Are you agreed ? 

Seconded. ; 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. Those favoring this motion will lift the 
hand; opposed, like sign. It prevails. 

Tur Presipinc BisHop. Now the next item in general reports is 
the Report of the Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor. 
We will hear this report at this time. Doctor Huber, the national 
president of the Association, will read the report. 

Rev. J. G. Huber, of Miami Conference, read the report, as 
follows:

THE QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE YOUNG PEOPLE'S CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR 
UNION. 


With profound gratitude to Almighty God for his abundant grace, 
I bring to you the quadrennial report of the organized work of the 
young people of our beloved Church. 


OUR NEW NAME. 

We come to you with a changed name, but we have not lost our 
identity or our spirit. For many years an increasing number of our 
societies had affiliated with Christian Endeavor. At the Greensburg 
Biennial Convention, in 1906, action was taken advising all our so- 
cieties and Branches to consider the question of a change to En- 
deavor and report their decision to the next Biennial Convention. After 
a thorough canvass it was found that two-thirds of the Branches and 
societies desired to affiliate with the Christian Endeavor army. At 
the Indianapolis convention, on June 26, 1908, in accordance with 
this expressed action, and in the midst of a perfect Pentecost of lov- 
ing fellowship and spiritual baptism, the word “Endeavor” was in- 
serted, and now our full name is “The Young People’s Christian 
Endeavor Union of the United Brethren in Christ.” We have not 
only increased our name, but we have also during these four years 
greatly added to our already numerous family. At the last General 
Conference we reported from statistics carefully compiled from the 
conference minutes, a grand total of 1,946 societies with a member- 
ship of 77,921. This year the same sources give us 2,151 societies 
and a total membership of 86,930—a gain of 205 societies and 9,009 
members. 

ORGANIZATION, 

The General Union is composed of thirty-nine organized Branches. 
Their officers are the most capable and energetic persons to be had, 
and they are doing a noble work in leading forward the young people 
of their respective conferences. 

Besides the Executive Council and officers, the General Union 
maintains the following departments of activity: Junior and Inter- 
mediate, Christian Stewardship, Bible Study, Home Missions, Foreign 
Missions, and the Quiet Hour. All the superintendents of these 
various departments are active and giving most satisfactory service. 
The Branches are organized much after the same manner and are 
seeking to promote their interests in the local societies and congrega- 
{ions. 
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MISSION STUDY. - 
During the quadrennium our young people have responded in large 
numbers to the urgent calls of our Mission Boards to engage in the 
study of Christian missions. 

The Educational Secretary of the Home Mission Board reports 
1,026, classes with an enrolled membership of 16,395, and the Foreign 
Board reports 1,059 classes and 15,889 members, making a total of 
2,085 classes and a complete enrollment of 32,284 persons engaged in 
mission study for the quadrennium. This record stands without a 
parallel in the churches of the land. 

_ We have continued our custom of devoting the anniversary offer- 
ing to missions. Each year has been marked with commendable gain. 
In 1905 the offering was $1,025.39, and was designated for the build- 
ing of a chapel at Shizuoka, Japan. In 1906 the amount was 
$1,229.38, and was used for the furnishing of Albert Academy, 
Africa. In 1907 an offering of $1,624.40 was raised to create a fund 
for work among aliens in America, and in 1908 the sum of $1,640.83 
was placed in the hands of the Foreign Board for the enlargement of 
the Boys’ Home and the erection of a Mission House at Shenge, 
Africa. This year we are asking for at least $2,000 to make possible 
some advance steps in the vast unchurched States of our Western 
Empire. e 

Besides this, the Branches have raised at least $6,000 annually for 
church extension, colleges, and missions. It is estimated that the con- 
tributions of the societies to the local churches aggregate at least 
$20,000. Many societies also make generous gifts to meet the confer- 
ence assessments, but, without taking these into account, the grand 
total of offerings reaches no less than $110,000 for the quadrennium. 

But a better day is dawning. When our young people adopt the 
tithe as their minimum and pay it systematically, they will be able 
to give many times more than the above amount, 


CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP. 


The General Union has sought to be faithful in promoting the 
teachings of Christian stewardship. We have printed and distrib- 
uted 4,800 copies of tracts on “Divine Ownership” and “Christian 
Stewardship,” by Rev. J. S. Kendall; 1,500 copies of “Concerning 
Christian Stewardship,” by Dr. H. F. Shupe,” and at least 1,000 cir- 
culars by Rev. J. S. Kendall, entitled, “The Next Step for United 
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Brethren. Churches,” and “Suggestions for Organizing a Christian. 


Stewardship League.” Probably 6,000 Tithers’ Pledge Cards have 
been scattered throughout the Church. We have also distributed 
hundreds of copies of “The Holy Spirit in the Church’s Finances,” 
by Bishop W. M. Weekley, and “Money and the Gospel,” by Dr. S. S. 
Hough, and tracts of other publishers. 

The last Biennial Convention, held in Indianapolis in June, 1908, 
took very strong position on this question. A. ringing resolution was 
adopted, laying many duties on the executive committee, urging 
every Branch and conference to appoint a superintendent or com- 
mittee on Christian Stewardship, whose duty should be to push the 
campaign in the field. The result is that we have invested consider- 
able money in this department and are prepared to join in any larger 
plan that may be ordered by this General Conference to premote this 
fundamental Scriptural principle. 


LITERATURE. 


Our superb little “Watchword” goes into 46,000 hands each week. 
We think it is a gem among the young people’s papers of the land. 
It carries many interests in its columns and it carries much weight 
because of its sane and sagacious editorship. 

In addition to the tracts on Christian Stewardship, we have pub- 
lished “Our Committees,” 1,500 copies; “Training Course for 
Juniors/” 600 copies; “Christian Endeavor Constitutions,” “Raising 
Branch Funds,” “How to Organize a Young People’s Society,” and 
various other leaflets needful in carrying forward our work. 


OUR TASK. 

May we be reminded at this hour that the task set before the Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society is one of difficulty, delicacy, and great value 
to the Church? The‘purposes to be accomplished are “to promote an 
earnest Christian life among its members, to increase their mutual 
acquaintance, to make them more useful in the service of God, to 
promote loyalty to the Chureh of the United Brethren in Christ, to 
study its life and interests, and to seck in every proper way to assist 
the growth of both the local church and the denomination at large, 
as our particular part of God’s Zion.” And what is the standard age 
for its membership? Is it the pliable years of emerging out of child- 
hood into youth, or is it the period of stable manhood and woman- 
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hood? Rather, it is the intractable adolescent period—the stage 
when the young people are leaving the Sunday school and taking 
back seats in the services of the church; the time when they are 
standing at the foot of life’s hill in the first flush of conscious man- 
hood and womanhood; when with radiant faces and lifted eyes and 
throbbing hearts they are seeking a way for their feet; when they 
are trying to poise themselves in the midst of mysteries and tempta- 
tions that are new and appalling in their significance; when the great 
choices of life are being irrevocably determined. It is at that hour 
that the Christian Endeavor Society is to grip them and be to them 
an inspiration and a restraint, a school of prayer and wholesome 
training, offering happy and holy friendships and opening beautiful 
doors for communion with God. 

This is the unique, the serious and sacred work the young people 
have undertaken for each other to do. To accomplish well this great 
task they need not only the sympathetic help which is already theirs, 
but they should have the leadership and direction of one or more 
men who can devote all their time and strength to the development 
of their activities. ? 


OUR FUTURE. 

We are modestly asking this august. body to provide for the Union 
more effective supervision. During the past nineteen years a pro- 
digious amount of labor has been done gratuitously by the officers of 
the General Union. Our meager income has been invested in the 
spread of literature and in the improvement of our various depart- 
ments, and our best gifts have been poured into the treasuries of the 
Church. We humbly feel that our efforts have not been fruitless, 
nor have they gone unappreciated. 

The funds for supporting the movement have been raised by the 
societies themselves, without any aid from the general Church. Al- 
though the income has been limited, the Union’s splendid achieve- 
ments have been wrought without ‘incurring any indebtedness. 
Should this General Conference once again graciously pass us by, we 
shall become neither embittered nor disheartened, but pursue our 
course with courage and faith. We believe most thoroughly in the 
mission of the Society of Christian Endeavor as a child of the 
Church, as a strong servant of our Savior, and as a mighty redeem- 
ing and training factor in the conquest of the world for Christ. 

J. G. Huser, President.

Tue Presipine Bisuor. You have heard this report; what will you 
do with it? 

Rey. J. W. Litty, of Sandusky Conference, T move its adoption. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. It is moved and seconded that the report 
be approved and referred to the appropriate committees. Those in 
favor of the reference will lift the hand; those opposed, like sign. 
It is adopted and the recommendations referred. I think we have 
time now to hear the report of the Sunday-School Secretary. 

A. Menvennatt, of Georgia Conference. We cannot hear what is 
going on because visitors keep coming in. I move that we have 
ushers appointed to look after the seating of the visitors. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipine Bisnor. Those favoring the motion will lift the 
hand; those opposed, like sign. It is adopted. I presume the pastor 
of the church can look after the ushers. We will hear the report of 
the Sunday-School Secretary. 

Col. Robert Cowden, General Sunday-Sehool Secretary and lay 
delegate from Miami Conference, then read the Eleventh Quadren- 
nial Report of the General Sunday-School Board, as follows: 


QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE GENERAL SUNDAY-SCHOOL SECRETARY. 


BRETHREN AnD Sisters: The last General Conference chose Rev. 
W. Z. Roberts, Rev. W. A. Smith, Rev. A. B. Statton, Mrs. Marie J. 
Kumler, and Mr. L. M. Mittendorf to constitute, with the General 
Secretary-elect, Robert Cowden, the Board to manage the general 
Sunday-school interests of the denomination for four years. To these 
the General Conference also added Bishops J. 8. Mills, N. Casile, 
W. A Bell oT Carter, E. B. Kephart, W. M. Weekley, G. M. 
Mathews; Revs. 8S. S. Hough, ©. Whitney, H. 8. Gabel, W. R. Funk, 
W. O. Fries, J. G. Huber, H. H. Fout, and Mr. L. O. Miller, ez- 
officio members. Thus constituted, the Board met on eall of the Gen- 
eral Secretary in the assembly room of the United Brethren Publish- 
ing House in Dayton, Ohio, in June, 1905, and organized by electing 
Mr. L. M. Mittendorf, president, and H. H. Fout, D.D., recording 
secretary. They also selected’ W. O. Fries, H. H. Fout, L. M. Mit- 
tendorf, L. O. Miller and Robert Cowden to serve as the executive 
committee for the entire quadrennium. They outlined the general 
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policy of the Board and appointed Members Cowden and Fout a com- 
mittee to pass upon, and grant or withhold donations of literature 
asked for by schools. They made it one of the duties of the General 
Secretary to prepare teacher-training matter for the Bible Teacher 
Monthly, which he has done, using from two to four pages each 
month. They elected Miss Mary E. McGinnis stenographer to the 
General Secretary. 

This Board has held meetings for business annually, late in April, 
all in Dayton, Ohio, the second and third of them in the Cowden 
Memorial Church, on each of which two occasions, in addition to the 
annual business, a program, consisting of discussions of current 
Sunday-school movements, was rendered, commencing at 10 A.M., 
and continuing until the close of an evening session. These were 
oceasions of very great general and local interest. Almost every 
member of the Board was present at every meeting. 


CHANGES IN MEMBERSHIP OF BOARD. 


Soon after the close of the General Conference session, and before 
she had ever met with the Sunday-school Board, Mrs. Marie J. Kum- 
ler resigned her position as a member, for satisfactory reasons given, 
and by correspondence between Gereral Secretary and all the mem- 
bers her resignation was accepted, and, in the same manner, Rev. S. 
Edward Long was chosen to fill the vacancy. 

On the 24th of January, 1906, Bishop E. B. Kephart, an ex-officio 
member of this Board, passed on from us and received his reward. 
That vacancy was not filled. At the next annual meeting the Board 
took suitable action in honor of his memory and of his great service 
to the cause of righteousness. 


DONATIONS TO SCHOOLS. 


Following the custom of former Boards we granted temporary aid 
in 1,379 gifts to probably 1,000 or more different schools, at an aggre- 
gate cost of $7,325.01, or an average of $5.31 to each gift. To some 
new schools located in cities where a protracted struggle was neces- 
sary our help was continued during a year, and in a few instances 
several years. Most new schools need aid only during their first three 
months. During the last two years the Publishing House has helped 
us by selling to us one-third off to new schools for a limited time. 
This help has amounted to $628.03. 
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THE WORK OF THE SECRETARY. 


The General Secretary served full time having traveled 62,769 
miles in attending 112 gatherings of various kinds, and delivering 
178 other addresses on special occasions at a total expense for travel 
of $1,657.13. The expenses of his office were, in all, including the 
salary of the stenographer, $5,884.99. The receipts through the office 
in collections at institutes, and fees for teacher-training, and sales of 
supplies, were $1,578.48. 


THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


This committee met monthly and gave close personal attention and 
direction to the active work of the secretary and the interests of the 
Board. The full report of the secretary of the committee is on file. 


EDUCATIONAL SECRETARIES. 


We employed Rev. James E. Shannon who began September 1, 1906, 
and served two years. Also Ephraim Q. and Stella Petry, who began 
September 1, 1907, and are still in the field. Also Rev. J ames W. 
Hicks, who served from October 1, 1907, one year. Also Prof. Moses 
A. Honline, who served the first two months of the present calendar 
year. We have now added to our force in the field Rev. L. L. Epley, 
who began the 15th of March of this calendar year. Revs. Shannon 
and Hicks both served the Sunday School and Home Missions Boards 
jointly, each Board paying an agreed portion of their respective sal- 
aries. The others named were or are wholly in our employ. The 
universal testimony where they have been heard is that they have no 
known superiors in their line and that their services are a great up- 
lift to the schools and churches served. We feel that this is a most 
happy arrangement and hope that it may be continued. None but 
workmen of the first class have been or should be employed, as they 
are observed not only by our own but by other people. 


CO-OPERATION OF ANNUAL CONFERENCES. 


Each year we repeated the kindly request to annual conferences to 
assess the amount of the Disciplinary requirement for the support of 
our work, and, each year were represented on the floor of nearly every 
conference. The results have not been gratifying. We have never 
yet received in any one year as much as even two cents per member 
of the whole Church for the prosecution of our work. 
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CHILDREN’S DAY. 


We have given much and careful attention to the cultivation of 
sentiment favoring the observance of this one great rally day with 
gratifying results. For example, the average nwmuber of schools ob- 
serving the day during the preceding quadrennium, which was the 
best in all our then past history, was 378, with an aggregate offering 
of $4,344.49 for the four years. During the quadrennium now clos- 
ing the average number of schools observing the day was 793, and 
the aggregate offerings was $10,539.81, much more than double the 
preceding four years. We have made great preparation for this year 
and are hoping for largely-increased results. We published each year 
an exercise for the day which we donated to all schools that would 
use it. 


STATISTICS. 


According to the Year Book we had in 1908 three thousand, six 
hundred and four schools. That statement alone is very unsatisfac- 
tory. Hence at the beginning of the present calendar year we set 
out to learn something of the inside organizations of our schools by 
a series of searching questions propounded. The result is that after 
long waiting and firm and continuous persistency we now have re- 
turns from 2,293 schools, leaving 1,311 still unheard from. 
These reports, coming to us at first hand from the schools them- 
selves, are doubtless correct as to the facts reported. The result 
shows that in 429 schools we have 9,911 members in Home Depart- 
ments, and in 775 schools we have 20,308 members on Cradle Rolls, 
leaving 1,518 schools that have neither, and only 429 that have both. 
At the same-ratio if it be assumed that the schools unreported -will 
measure up to those reported there should be added to the foregoing 
figures 214 Home Departments with 4,955 members, and 387 Oradle 
Rolls with 10,154 members; making the totals to read 643 Home De- 
partments with 14,866 members, and 1,162 Cradle Rolls with 30,462 
members. The reader will make his own deductions. There is no 
sufficient reason why we should not have 50,000 members in each of 
these departments just as soon as an earnest effort is made to have 
them. They are so easy of operation and the material for them so 
abundant that the wonder is we have so few. Only 183 schools report 
teachers’ meetings, leaving 2,110 with none, or an average of only 
one to every 123 schools. Could any one guess why our work is so 
lame and unsatisfactory ? 
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TEACHER TRAINING. 


This greatest of all our departments has had unceasing attention 
and persistent pushing with only partly gratifying results. We long 
for better things and will have them if we continue our present policy 
of maintaining a competent force in the field. Many of our people, 
wherever the matter is plainly brought before them by a living 
teacher, are ready to enter upon studies for self-improvement. At 
the close of this quadrennium, we have enrolled 8,717 students, of 
whom 1,448 have been graduated. 5 


ADULT BIBLE CLASSES, 


This new department was created by the International Sunday- 
School Association just at the beginning of this quadrennium and 
its growth has been phenomenal and most encouraging, especially in- 
somuch as it is bringing into enthusiastic codperation in Bible study 
and church work so large a body of earnest men not hitherto inter- 
ested. In our own work we recorded the first class on the third of 
November, 1907, and already have, in only seventeen months, 533 
classes with an average membership of about twenty-nine. If we 
should bring the report down to the first day of this session of con- 
ference it would show 748, with applications coming in daily. The 
results cannot be forecast. There is surely a great fature for the 
denomination, of which this is but an earnest. 


INTERMEDIATE CLASSES, 


Beginning the first of March, 1909, we have enrolled 25 organized 
classes of Intermediates, whose ages range between 12 and 16 years. 
If the report was brought down to this date it would show as many 
more. Logically the next step will be to organize the J uniors, ages 
9 to 12. In the organizations of intermediate classes we have not 
waited for the leadership of the International Association, but have 
formulated our own plan and made our own certificate, and issue 
them direct from our own office. 


RELATION TO ORGANIZED SUNDAY-SCHOOL WORK. 


Our standing with the interdenominational or organized Sunday- 
school work is closely codperative and mutually harmonious and sat- 
isfactory. Within the last fifteen months a conference of Interna- 
tional, State, and denominational leaders of teacher-training work 
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was held in Philadelphia, at which our General Secretary was pres- 
ent. The purpose and the result was the standardizing of the work 
throughout the country and in all denominations represented in the 
conference. Our own standard was as high as the highest, but, in 
common with all the others, our text-books failed to reach up to the 
new standard of requirements on psychology, and religious pedagogy. ~ 
Hence a change was necessary and this we accomplished by securing 
the very first thousand of the new book, “Training the Teacher,” that 
came from the press of the Sunday School Times Company, only six 
and a half months ago. After selling 2,000 copies we turned the 
contract over to the United Brethren Publishing House, retaining a 
per cent. on all sales made by us. 

Our denomination stands in the same relation to the International 
Association that any State does, being competent to transact all In- 
terdenominational Sunday-school business with our own people. 


RECOM MENDATIONS, 


1. Place emphasis upon the teaching of mission-study lessons 
statedly in all our schools and riveting the instruction by prompt 
and practical gifts to some concrete purpose that has been fully 
explained and is well understood. 

2. Define more specifically the duties and responsibilities of the 
Conference Sunday-school Secretary, his relation to this Board, and 
provide for meeting his necessary expenses when engaged in Sunday- 
school work for this Board. Guard also the manner of his selection 
that only competent and consecrated persons may be chosen.

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CoLonEL CowprENn. Since coming to this Conference and reading 
this report at the annual meeting, they added two other reeommen- 
dations, the first of which I cannot state, and the last of which was to 
change the name Sunday school to Bible school; change the nomen- 
clature all the way through. I think a third one was that the Con- 
ference be required to provide for the expense of their Conference 
Sunday-school secretary when employed in the interest of the Con- 
ference. 

Rey. J. Simons, of St. Joseph Conference. I move that the report 
be received and recommendations referred to the appropriate com- 
mittees, 

Seconded. 

THE Preswine Bisuop. It is moved and seconded, as you have 
heard. All favorable will indicate by uplifted hand. Opposed, like 
sign. It prevails. 

THe Presipinc Bisnorp. We have reached the hour for the consid- 
eration of temperance. The time of the speaker is limited, as he 
desires to fulfill another engagement this afternoon, therefore it would 
not be proper or wise to take his time by making any introductory 
remarks, except to say, before I introduce him, that the old saying is, 
“The wicked flee when no man pursueth,” but they make a little better 
time when you get after them. The saloons and those who have 
charge of the liquor traffic have some great organizations after them, 
and they are making splendid time. The Anti-Saloon League of 
America, with the other organizations of our country, including the 
Catholic organizations, are after the saloons for the purpose of the 
complete annihilation of the American saloon. Twelve hundred 
saloons were voted out of business in 1908. Half of the territory of 
this country is now “dry.” Recent victories have added to the no- 
license area 350,000 square miles. At least 4,300,000 more people 
live in “dry” territory than one year ago. Surely God is marching 
on. The fight for deliverance from the bondage of strong drink and 
the Liquor League domination is on. It is terrific, but the outcome 
is assured. With the seven millions of men and more in the church- 
es of America, aided by the heroic women and children of our land, 
we shall never cease fighting until final victory shall come, when 
. that blighting, cxushing, damning accursed evil shall be driven from 
our American soil and civilization, and it shall be made forever more 
improbable either by sentiment or law, that the iniquitous rum traffic 
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shall exist and flourish under the starry folds of our flag. [Ap- 
plause.]| I have now the pleasure of introducing to the Conference 
Rev. John S. Rutledge, who will address you on the subject of 
Temperance. 


Rey. John S. Rutledge spoke as follows:, 


Mr. BisHop AND BROTHERS AND SISTERS OF THE CONFERENCE: I 
esteem it a high honor to address this company of God’s workers, of 
God’s representatives. I compliment you upon the splendid work you 
have done as the representatives of your great Church; and in my 
work of about seven years over this State and other States of this 
great nation, I have yet to find the first church of your denomination 
that ever hung back in the work. They have been in the front ranks 
fighting for God and home and country. [Applause.] Therefore, 
I deem it a special privilege to speak to such a gathering as this, 
which represents the soldiers in the forefront of the contest. The 
wicked indeed flee when no man pursueth, but at the same time they 
are not all running. [Laughter.] It is necessary thate we give 
them evidence that there is a real power back of the contest, and 
of the statements that the saloon in this country must go. It is 
not going by accident. It is not going the same as human slavery. 
It is holding on as best it may, because it has not appreciated itself, 
and because it seeks to dictate to the great financial institutions of 
this country, and therefore they wage a bitter contest. 

I wish to compliment you on the work your Church has done in our 
own State of Ohio; and furthermore, I desire to say that you have one 
of the best Bible classes and schools here in this church in Canton 
that it is possible to find in the State of Ohio. [Applause.] The 
pastor of this church may well be proud of that class, and your church 
may well be proud of its influence which is going out over this 
county and this State and over this country. I rejoice when God’s 
people and God’s workmen so unite themselves that they stand as a 
single man in their efforts to uphold everything that is right, and in 
their disposition to denounce and overthrow everything that is 
wrong. 

I have a few things to say about the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League at large. Your honored and efficient bishop here represents 
your Church upon our Board, stanch and stalwart, true and effective, 
strong in his utterances, who does honor to your Church and great 
good and helpfulness to the cause which I represent to-day. [ Ap- 
plause. | 

I wish to say this, that the liquor traffic in this country is at the 
“mourners’ bench” just now. It is somehow trying to reform. It 
professes that it is going to reform. It is saying, “Please let us 
reform; we are willing to reform now.” In one of their meetings, 
a great gathering of liquor interests, one man said, the only thing 
now in the way of letting the liquor traffic reform and showing itself 
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was, that they would have to get the churches and the preachers out 
of this fight so as to let the saloon people reform. [Laughter.] I 
will agree that this is a hopeful statement from their side of the 
contest, but you will remember reading a story in one of the dead 
languages about the proposition made by the mice to tie a bell on the 
cat—don’t you remember about that? You know a cat.had annoyed 
them tremendously as they went to and fro in their various vocations, 
and a convention was called, and they decided unanimously to tie a 
bell on the cat, so when the cat went along there would be ding-a- 
ling, ding-a-ling, and the mice could scatter to their places of refuge; 
and it was passed with enthusiasm. And then the trouble came. 
One old gray mouse, hoary with age and with experience and with 
hair-breadth escapes, said to them, “Who will tie on the bell 2” 
[ Applause. | 

Now the liquor people in this country are wanting to get the 
preachers and the churches out of this temperance fight; but I want 
to propound a most serious question to them: “Who is going to get 
them out?” If the liquor traffic will leave out its meanness and its 
efforts to capitalize the vices of civilization, then we may have some 
hope of its reformation. 

But, brethren, you have been tried like the others, and all your 
reports indicate that you are expending your money on the future 
character of American citizenship, seeking and uplifting—seeking 
to give it a splendid opportunity in the years that are to come. 
What is the liquor business doing? It is investing its money—how ? 
The Cleveland & Sandusky Brewing Company has sold twenty-year 
six per cent. guaranteed, payable in gold bonds, Now, in twenty 
years most of us old fellows will be under the sod. What does that 
mean? It means that they have actually capitalized the probable 
demand for drink, or appetite for drink, that is inherent in, or heredi- 
tary in your children or mine. But not money invested, as they 
would have you and me believe, but they have actually gambled on 
the future of American citizenship, and sold bonds and built brewer- 
ies, gambling on the future of this country. We cannot live in that 
kind of civilization, and this country cannot manage its institu- 
tions on that basis. That is why, therefore, the gauntlet has been 
thrown down before the liquor traffic, and we say, without any hesi- 
tation, that this institution, under the protection of the American 
flag, must go. [Applause.] And, brethren of the Conference, we 
ask no quarters and get no quarters. [Applause.] [ Voices. Amen. } 
We simply ask that we shall have in this great land of ours a stain- 
less flag that does not float in one moment’s protection over an 
institution that demoralizes and degenerates American citizenship. 
[ Applause. ] 

I am surprised at the liquor fellows opposing the churches evidenc- 
ing their position by results, ete. They want us to say to the boys 
and girls, and do the best we can to put them upon a self-supporting 
and remunerative basis of life, and then turn over their income and 
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receipts to the liquor traffic. It reminds me of a story of a man that 
got an idea to marry, that is told in our part of the country. He 
came in and got one of our ministers to marry him. He did not 
have any money, only a few pennies, and he turned his pockets inside- 
out and found twenty-seven cents and he gave it to the minister, 
and the minister was sorely disappointed, and he said, finally, “I 
tell you, brother, that is all the money I’ve got; you have married 
me, and I guess you’ve done a good job”; and continuing, he said, 
“If we have any children we will send them to your Sunday school.” 
[Applause.] Now, as to the liquor traffic, the liquor traffic proposes 
that they will send their children to our Sunday school, and we 
ought to be absolutely satisfied. 

This great movement against the saloons is not confined to the old 
State of Ohio. It is sweeping over this great land. It is in opera- 
tion in the south land. I have had some little experience down there. 
Magnificent citizenship of the old south land! [Applause.] In 
fact, you know they have got a little cleaner Anglo-Saxon civilization 
down there than we have in the North. I may say to Bishop Carter 
that I have had some experience down in his home State. Why, 
they have cleaned the business up down there until they have made 
it a penal offense to manufacture and sell liquor. They have ruled 
out the business and all that kind of thing. [Applause.] I tell you, 
we Yanks up here in the North have got to go some to keep up with 
these fellows down South. They have got us guessing right now on 
the standards of American citizenship. [A Voice. True.] And 
I never knew what it meant to be patriotic until I was down South 
about a year ago. 

My father was a soldier, and I had the honor of being chaplain in 
Chief of the Sons of Veterans, U. 8. A. I went to Salsbury, North 
Carolina, in their State campaign, and I sat on the platform at 
Salsbury with Confederates. J saw the band coming and they were 
playing, “John Brown’s Body Lies Mouldering in the Grave; But 
His Soul is Marching On.” They were playing “Dixie Land,” “My 
Maryland”; they even played “Marching Through Georgia.” And I 
sat there and looked at my Confederate friend; tears were running 
down his cheeks, and there were a few tear marks on my own. I 
turned to him, and I wanted to say something; I said, “It is a great 
country.” That is about all I could think of to say. [Applause.] 
I said, “It is a great country,” and he locked at me, and replied, 
“Great country? Why I love this country as much as you do.” 
He says, “I would die for that flag; I would die for that flag as 
quick as you would die for it.” And then he said, “You Yanks 
came down here,” and he pointed to where the Government had 
erected a monument over thirteen thousand soldiers, “We have erected 
that monument over your brave men who gave their lives to set at 
liberty the black race in this country. But,”’he said, “We will send 
our men up North to help you free the northern people from a 
greater slavery than ever was in the South.” [Applause.] 
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I stopped there as that band wext by, and as perhaps a thousand 
women and children; and fully that many men, marched following 
that band as they played these various airs. I stopped and looked 
upon them a minute, and then I thought of the surrender yonder. 
I thought of the terms of peace, I thought of the parole that was 
secured to the old fated gray coat, and the last look that was taken 
upon the ground of the fallen comrade; and then that soldier with 
the lost cause to his back, turned his face homeward to his native 
soil with his barns burned and his slaves, his chattels set at liberty. 
And then with a new inspiration, with a new South Land before 
him, he girds himself for the battle, and he says, “I love that flag as 
much as you love it, and would die for it as quick as you would die 
for it.” I was ashamed of my patriotism, and I said, God help me 
to go back to my north country and be truer to my country in its 
time of need than ] have ever been, as true to it in times of peace 
as my father was true to it from ’61 to 765. 

But we are in danger of becoming a nation of money mongers 
and commercial seekers, for we are after every form of commercial- 
ism without devoting our lives, our hearts, and our influence to the 
raising of the standard, the ideals of American manhood. The 
highest prize or the highest ideal in this land that can be held by an 
American citizen, the best asset of his life, and the best legacy to 
his children is the character, the ideal life of American manhood and 
womanhood. In this war against the saloon we should pledge every- 
thing until it is overthrown. 

Now a word or two further. This is a splendid company of God’s 
people. This battle goes on, magnificently on, all over this country. 
Indiana sends a shout across to Ohio that she is voting dry.  [Ap- 
plause.] Illinois says, “dry.” [Applause.] And Pennsylvania is 
pretty much liquor soaked, but they say over in Pennsylvania, like 
that Carthagenian General did, when he made his report, you know, - 
every time he closed up a sentence with “Carthage must be destroyed.” 
So over in Pennsylvania they hear the license system of the liquor 
traffic advocated—and McDonough, national president of the Liquor 
Dealers Association, said in Pittsburg there are twenty-five hundred 
“speak-easies”’—but the temperance peop!e say that the liquor traffie 
of Pennsylvania must be destroyed. [Applause.] And so the fight 
goes on, while it amuses me to hear these liquor fellows trying to 
bolster up their business. They will tell you how much money they 
put in. The fact is they will take eight dollars and give back one 
dollar to the people. Why, I am poor, but I would like to eome down 
in Canton and give one dollar for these fellows and take eight for 
myself. I would stay a week, and the rest of you preachers will 
join me and we will open offices, and we will leave the citizenship 
in this town better intellectually, better morally than the liquor busi- 
ness ever left it in the history of our country. They take eight and 
give one back. We are losing on our investments with the liquor 
traffic day after day, and it is a liability and not an asset to Ameri- 
can. civilization. 
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It reminds me of a story. There was an old colored man down 
South that had the ague. They get chills down there considerably, 
and they took this old colored fellow over to the hospital, and they 
thought they would kind of care for him pretty easily. They give 
quinine down there for the ague; they do not give it in capsules, 
they use a teaspoon. And so this fellow was waked up by the 
nurse, who says,“ Unele, it is time to take your medicine; stick out 
your tongue.” And the old colored man turned over and stuck out 
his tongue, and the nurse poured a teaspoonful of quinine on his 
tongue, and the old colored man says, “Got a doctor here?’ The 
nurse says, “Yes, do you want to see him?’ WHe says, “Indeed I 
would.” The doctor came in and says, “Uncle, what’s the matter?” 
He says, “Doctor, se powerful sick; T’se awful sick.” The doctor 
said, “I thought you were getting better?” He says, “I don’t know; 
T’se powerful sick; I never was so sick in my life.” And the doctor 
says, “What’s the matter?” He says, “Doctor, it seems to me my 
gall am busted.” [ Applause. ] 

You know, it seems to me when [ hear these liquor fellows telling 
us what they are doing for civilization, it seems to me like some of 
them would burst their gall. [Applause.] 

I dare not spend any more time, only for a word or two about 
the contest here in the State of Ohio. God’s cause is marching on 
all over this great land. State after State is Joining the “dry” 
ranks, I believe never to go back to the domination of the liquor 
traffic. Now we are in need of some things. In the first place, we 
need a united church of Christianity. We need that. It reminds 
me of the story of an old colored doctor when one of his friends had 
been hit, and the young fellow was in bad shape, and the doctor was 
earing for him, and he came along and looked after him the best he 
could and gave him a couple doses of medicine. Then the regular 
doctor came, and he says, “Uncle, what’s the matter with the young 
man?” The young man was unconscious, and the old uncle was 
taking care of him the best he could, and he says, “Doctor, I’ve looked 
up the case, and I think it am a scatteration of the inward parts.” 
He says, “What have you been doing for it? What are you doing 
for it?’ He says, “Well, doctor, I just given him a dose of alum 
and bees-wax.” He says, “Uncle, why did you give him alum and 
bees-wax?” He says, “Well, doctor, I give him .the alum to pull 
the parts together, and the bees-wax to make them stick.” [ Applause. ] 

Now, I will tell you what we need over this country with the church 
people. We need to give them, a good many of them a little bit of 
alum and bees-wax to get them together and make them stick, so 
that when we get out on the firing line there will not be a soldier 
of the legion of God’s temperance host that will fall out of ranks or 
out of line. That is what we need. Oh, that the power of God 
will fall upon the church of Jesus Christ until every professor of 
Christianity will be engaged in this warfare against the saloon! We 
would make short work of the business, Bishop—it wouldn’t take 
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long, and yet I am not finding fault with them. God bless them; 
they are loyal soldiers and faithful men and women who will give 
their lives, if need be, that this liquor traffic may become a thing 
of the past. 

But we need this cooperation of our friends. We need one thing 
further. We need not be weary of well doing, over this land and 
every land. Why, a man of wealth came to my office the other day 
in Oleveland, and he said, “I am willing to bear all my own ex- 
penses; I am willing to do everything I can and ask no remuneration 
from no source.” He says, “I want to go to England, and I want to 
ask the churches of Great Britain to unite in a- league against the 
liquor traffic, as we have united here.” He says, “I would like to 
have a commission from the Anti-Saloon League of America to 
organize the churches of Great Britain against the liquor traffic,” 
and he is planning to go there, bear his own expenses, for he is a 
man of wealth and influence, and start out in Great Britain in which 
he has some relatives and interests as his fatherland, against the 
liquor traffic. The day is coming when the sun, in its eternal circle 
around this great world in which we live, will not shine upon a 
country beneath it that legalizes and appropriates the profits of the 
maintenance of the liquor traffic. 

Now, just a word as I close, because the bishop has been very 
kind. I have several things awaiting me at my office in Cleveland, 
and I am only a kind of substitute in this meeting anyhow, and so 
am doing the very best I can. You will have a good deal of sym- 
pathy and a good deal of patience with me, but I am on the firing 
line, and I have been more used in the last seven years to have a few 
eggs presented to me than the compliments of a General Conference 
such as this. [Applause.] And so J ask your prayers and co- 
operation. 

Speaking about fighting, don’t weary in well-doing. The story 
is told by Professor Elston, of our public schools in Cleveland, of 
a little girl that had the habit of rolling out of bed. She would 
roll out of bed nearly every night. One morning she came down 
stairs, and says, “Mamma, I didn’t fall out of bed last night.” ~She 
says, “I know you didn’t, Mary.” “But more than that, I know 
why I have been falling out.” She said, “Why, Mary?” And Mary 
replied, “I have been going to sleep too near where I got in.” [ Ap- 
plause.| There are a lot of people that go to sleep too near where 
they get in. That is responsible for the back-sliding of a great many 
of our Methodist and United Brethren brethren; and I want to say 
to you that we want your help in.this great battle for the children 
of Ohio, and of the people of other States to help in this mighty 
conflict. 

I want to call your attention to where the Ohio line meets the Ohio 
River north of East Liverpool, and around that circle to Cincinnati 
is forty-three miles, and there is not an open saloon or 4 legalized 
saloon on the Ohio side. [Applause.] But now, brethren, think of 
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that. We think we have driven to the outposts the liquor traftic 
of the State of Ohio. We have in the city of Cleveland 1,960 odd 
saloons. For over eight hundred of them the taxes are paid by one 
Brewing Company, and they are maintaining a great system of the 
liquor traffic that debauches our citizens in the hope of gain. That 
is all. Oh, if ever there was a time when God’s people ought to 
be true! Somebody said that what the church needed to do was 
something that would take the place of war. We have got it. What 
we need is volunteers for the war—men who are not ashamed and 
not afraid to go out in the first fight. I will tell you there are a 


. lot of our chureh people, good strong business men, that are so con- 


servative they are afraid to let anybody know which side they are 
on. If those men would just loan their clothes to their wives, 
there would be things brought about in that community. But I am 
not blaming them. Some fellows cannot help it, you know, so I 
am only stating the fact. I am kind of using a general statement 
of conditions and not finding fault with anybody, but the battle 
must go on and will go on. And now we have come down to the 
place here in old Stark County when the forces of temperance say, 
we are going to rise up and say to the brewers, and to the hundred 
and fifty or sixty saloons here in Canton, “Pack up your grips and 
move out and move on.” [Applause.] We want to serve notice 
on the liquor traffic in this county as well as on the rest of Ohio, 
the same notice that was written on the walls at the feast of Bel- 
shazar, “Mene, Mene, tekel upharsin”—weighed in the balance and 
found wanting, and American citizenship demands that any institu- 
tion that is found wanting in its helpfulness to manhood and woman- 
hood of this country must pack its grip and move out and move on. 
Now, I wonder if these Christian people are ready to back-slide or 
ready for work. You know there is an old hymn that we used to 
sing, Isaac Watts wrote it: 


“Am I a soldier of the Cross, 
A follower of the Lamb; 

And shall I fear to own his cause, 
Or blush to speak his name?” 


Some fellow comes along and says, “Are you ‘wet’ or ‘dry’? Well, 
you are not certain which side you are on until you find out how 
certain so and so of your official board stands. Now if you brethren 
are weather-cocks you ought to get some kind of a sign out so that 
we know which way the wind is blowing. That is the kind of men 
that ought to go out to serve the kingdom of God, and give pro- 
tection to this greatest era in which humanity has ever lived. 


“Must I be carried to the skies 
On flowery beds of ease, 

While others fought to win the prize 
And sailed through bloody seas?” 
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If we had a church membership that were more faithful we would 
have a cleaner, better, and holier citizenship; but it is kind of movy- 
ing in the direction of less resistance. We must stand for the 
maintenance of everything that is right. God bless you and the 
schools of this country, and all other countries which you represent. 
Go back from Canton and tell your people that the liquor traffic in 
this country is doomed, and the day is not far distant when our flag 
will no longer protect it in the least particle, and it shall be a thing 
of the past as human slavery is a thing of the past. [Applause.] 

It is not an easy thing to go out and face a mob and talk 
to them kindly and pleading persistently. It is not an easy job in 
the world, but it has to be done. Like the founders of the Christian 
church who faced suffering and persecution and hardships and death 
and decapitation on the block, all this that the kingdom of God might 
be established, and that Jesus Christ might be given to this world 
to save it from sin. I wonder if we have back-slidden until we have 
become a Judas Iscariot. JI wonder if some of you men would be 
taken up to the top of the temple, the pinnacle of the temple, and 
shown the profits of this liquor business and the influence and the 
standing you might obtain if you would just worship and say, here 
is an enormous revenue, and here are business interests represented, 
and then fall down and worship and all these things with political 
preference and with an easy life of affluence to be yours, will you 
do it? [Voices. No, no, never.] God help you then if you will 
not; then say, “Get behind me, Satan; I will never cease to fight 
against this business until the last saloon in this great land is gone.” 

A poem and then I am done.

“Behind him lay the gray Azores, 
Behind the Gates of Hercules; 
Before him not the ghost of shores, 
Before him only shoreless seas. 
The good mate said, ‘Now we must pray, 
For lo! the very stars are gone;

He said, ‘Sail on, and on, and on.’ 
““My men grow mutinous day by day, 
My men grow ghastly wan and weak,’

THe Presipine BrsHop. Where is there any man on earth that 
would presume to speak at this moment, after this magnificent and 
inspiring address? Words must express themselves in song at this 
time in the consideration of this magnificent address. “I hear the 
tolling of the bells” that are sounding the death-knell of this iniqui- 
tous business that we call the un-American saloon, and I am sure 
we would be glad to hear those that come from the magnificent 
State of Indiana, where sixteen cities, and twenty counties, and 
twenty-two county seats already have banished the American saloon, 
and the work is going on splendidly under the magnificent leader- 
ship of our gallant Governor Hanly, who will speak on Thursday 
evening in the auditorium. 

Rev. J. W. Lake. Fifty-one counties have gone dry in Indiana. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. I expected you to say that. 

BisHop WeEekLeyY. f[ come from Missouri. We have one hundred 
and fourteen counties there and eighty-four have gone dry. 

J. W. Grim, of West Virginia. I come from the State of West 
Virginia, where the legislature one year ago refused to grant the 
people the legislation that they wanted, but this last week the city 
council of my own city, by a vote of thirty to ten, passed an ordin- 
ance that they must go out of business on the thirtieth of June, 1909. 

Dr. A. P. Funxnouser. I come from the Old Dominion where 
we have one hundred counties, eighty-six of which are dry. Out of 
one hundred and twenty-two towns we have only twenty that are wet.

TWENTY-FIFTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


Senator Epmonps. JI come from Kansas where we have one hun-’ 
dred and twenty-five counties, all dry. [Applause.] 

S. C. Canpwetu, of East Nebraska. J was born in Kansas, but I 
have moved to Nebraska; but praise God, our capital is dry since the 
fourth of May. : 

W. 3B. Cosriey, of Georgia. I want to say that Georgia is all dry, 
and the first one that ever undertook to sell in what we call a “Blind 
Tiger’ down there was a detective, and now he is in the “chain 
gang” for three years. [Applause.] ; 

A Voice. Georgia is constitutionally dry. 

Rey. Exi Goon, of Michigan. You know that Michigan is indebted 
for its liquor to The Grand Rapids Brewing Company and other brew- 
ing companies; but out of eighty-five counties thirty-one are dry. 
and the next legislature, when it meets in two years, will be for the 
entire prohibition of the State of Michigan. 

A Deecatr rrom Jowa. Out of ninety-nine counties more than 
three-fourths are dry. 

Rey. C. E. Hetset, Oklahoma. The proudest and the newest star 
in the galaxy of States is all dry. 

Rev. 8. W. Paut, of Tennessee. Some of us are from the land of 
sunshine and flowers, the State of Tennessee, where for the last two 
years there have been only four towns in the State where liquor could 
be sold. Only a few months ago it cost us the life of Senator 
Carmack, who was a martyr to the cause that he defended so nobly 
for years. Tennessee is dry. It cannot be manufactured or sold 
in the State. [Applause.] 

Rev. N. J. McIntire, of Pennsylvania. It would not be very good 
policy for me to say what I am going to say in Pennsylvania just 
now, but I want to say that we are on the firing line there, and as 
soon as the old State ever gets a chance to vote, we will vote it out 
before breakfast. [Applause.] 

Rey. J. N. Hanes, of Colorado. By our local option law there is 
not a single town on the line of the Burlington Railroad from 
Denver to Nebraska, and only one saloon.down on the line of the 
Union Pacific from Denver to the Nebraska line, and they only 
lacked one vote of voting that out. Last spring there were fifty 
county seat towns voted dry and one very large town in the agricul- 
tural portion of the State. That puts practically all of the agricul- 
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tural portion of the State dry. Five wards in the rum-soaked city 
of Pueblo went dry, and they elected a dry council and a dry mayor. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. Don’t forget Brother Laughlin, the State 
superintendent, was a United Brethren. 

Rey. J. E. Parton, of Chicamauga Conference. Mr. Chairman, I 
am exceedingly glad to meet you all here this evening, and when the 
liquor traffic question came up, it thrilled my heart with joy to hear 
testimony of the great victories that have been achieved. Forty-two 
years ago I joined this band to fight against the liquor traftic. J 
took a pledge to abstain from the use of strong drink as a beverage, 
and from the use of tobacco in every form, and also from all pro- 
fanity. From that day until this we have made a war upon the 
liquor traffic, for in our neighborhood in Chattanooga there is up- 
wards of five hundred men and women that grew up out of that 
temperance organization that stand by the pledge, “Touch not, 
taste not, handle not” the intoxicating cup, including wine, beer, 
and cider as a beverage, and from the use of tobacco in every form, 
and from all profanity; and we have kept that pledge. To-day we 
have in that noble band some of the best colored people in the South. 
[Voices. Good, good.] I appreciate hearing of the victories of the 
people throughout the land, and I am satisfied, as I stand here, that 
America is going to close up her saloons. It is a source of pleasure, 
at this late day, that the people in America have taken hold of the 
idea that the saloons cause most of the trouble in America. When 
you go to the South Land many of you have our sympathy, but you 
do not understand the difference between the races in the South. 
When liquor is driven from our land the flag of peace will be hoisted 
high in the American air, and the people can breathe the pure air of 
liberty and peace and good will to all men.” [Applause.] 

Tuer Presipinc Bisnop. Brother Patton is quite a reformer. 

H. A. Dunpar, of Colorado. I desire to state to the Conference 
that one county out in our State shows how this temperance reform 
lowers court expense and county expense. The deputy sheriff of 
Moler County had risked his position because of this, and after the 
saloons were voted out they couldn’t pay the sheriff’s salary, let alone 
the deputy. - 

Tue Presipina Bisuop. I thought somebody would talk for Ken- 
tueky. Of one hundred and nineteen counties of Kentuely, one 
hundred and five have voted dry in “Bourbon” Kentueky, and 
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seventy-seven per cent. of the Blue Grass State is dry at this 
moment. 

Rey. GC. R. Dean, of Kentucky. These people from other States 
may take back the message that’ as soon as Kentucky will quit 
making whiskey, the whiskey topers everywhere, regardless of how 
well they love the old Kentucky whiskey, will have to quit drinking 
it. We are voting it out wherever we have it, but soon we are 
going to quit making it, and Kentucky whiskey will no longer be 
drunk in other States. To-day we are not selling it, but it is only 
being manufactured and sent abroad. [ Applause. ] 

Tur Preswoinc Bisnop. I would like to say to the General Con- 
ference, that in the providence of God it is my privilege now to live 
in a great city, and to live in prohibition territory. There are only 
two prohibition districts in Chicago, and it is my privilege to live in 
one of them. [Applause.] Now shall we hear from the quartet? 

Rev. H. Houston, of Chiecamauga Conference. I am the driest 
man in the house. I am dry from head to foot. Many years ago 
when I was a slave I commenced this war, before these States had 
seceded. .My mistress came to me one day with a Bible in her 
hand, and said to me, “I am geting up a Temperance Society, will 
you join?’ JI couldn’t read and I couldn’t write my own name. I 
says, “If I can.” She said, “I will write your name for you, and 
then you just make across mark in the Bible.” I made my cross mark. 
This was fifty-nine years ago, and from that day to this I have been 
on the sea where whiskey was, and I was in the Civil War where you 
know whiskey was used every chance that they could get, and from 
that day to this I have never touched a drop of whiskey. I never 
drank a drop of lager beer in all the days of my life. [Applause. ] 

I live in Chattanooga where they had a little rally about prohibi- 
tion. We did not have our eyes opened like we have got them now, 
and now they have, until the first of July, before they quit—the boys 
will quit going to the bar rooms. I have never seen as many drunk 
boys as I have now for the last two months, and I have lived forty odd 
years. They say it shan’t go dry for they are going to drink it dry. 
[| Applause. | ‘ 

Rey. W. M. Tuompson, of California. We have nine counties and 
three or four large cities which have all gone dry. We are soon 
going to have a “dry” State. 

Rey. H. W. Wippoks, of the Philippine Islands. I want to hear the 
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quartet as badly as any of you, but I want to call your attention to 
one thing. With all your grand work in this country, you do not 
vote the American saloon with all of its attractions out of the 
Philippines. We need some legislation to do something for us in 
the Philippines. [Amen.] 

Bisnop Castie. I simply want to say that the best city of Oregon 
is dry since 1901. [Voices. Good.] 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. Now we will hear from the State of 
Bishop Castle. These splendid Indiana boys will sing, “The Tolling 
ot the Bells.” 

The Arion Quartet then sang, “The Tolling of the Bells,” and being 
encored they sang their popular song, “The Saloon Must Go.” 

Tue Presiping Bisuorp. Under and in the current of this inspira- . 
tion this afternoon, it would be best to have the report and finish the 
work. Really, it would help us dispatch business in the days which 
are before us, but I thought we owed it to ourselves to hear a five or 
six minutes’ speech from the chairman of the Committee on Temper- 
ance of our own denomination before we hear the report; and I have 
asked Brother Shannon, the chairman of the committee, to make a 
few remarks before the reading of the report. He has helped drive 
out hundreds of saloons over in Indiana and other places. 

Rev. J. E. Shannon, of White River Conference, spoke as follows: 


T will do my best to start and stop in five or six minutes, although 
that is a very difficult thing for me. I think I ought to say, even 
since we have only those few minutes, a few reasons why I believe 
the saloon ought to die, and why we ought to help kill it. It is an 
awful cancer on the body of this land in which we live, and we have 
been finding it out as we have been endeavoring to help remove it, 
or loosen it a little. In some cities not a business man would come . 
out and even sit on the platform, not a professional man, and in one 
city but one resident minister would take a place on the platform and 
declare himself, because this thing had hold of him, or had hold of 
his congregation. 

It ought to die because it seeks to kill everything that I am trying 
to keep alive. It seeks to tear down everything we are trying to 
build up. There is not a home here so sacred, no difference how 
sacred it may be, there is not a home here, no difference how beauti- 
ful it may be, but what our legalized traffic in rum will spoil and 
damn if it has its way with it. Oh, you say this is sentiment. Yes, 
I understand it is, but there is sentiment to be considered. Some- 
body said, “Well, it won’t get to my home.” Will it not get to your 
home? How do you know it won’t? I am not satisfied that it 
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won't get to my own, even if sixty-eight counties in Indiana are 
already dry. JI am not yet satisfied that this hydra-headed monster 
will not in some way get a feeler into my home, and with its poison- 
ous tendril, in its very rage spoil some of the lives from my own 
family circle. It has already gathered in boys as strong as mine. 
My wife and I both belong to the Woman’s Temperance Union; my 
two elder children have graduated from the Loyal Temperance 
Legion, and the other two are taking the course; but J am not satis- 
fied yet that when the eold pale hand slips down the latch-string at 
midnight and touches the life cord of my boys’ father, that he will 
not stagger off into a drunkard’s grave. Jam not satisfied, I am not 
sure, and I don’t know but that one of his three sisters may be tied 
up for life with a drunkard. J have been led to believe that the 
darkest home in Greenland, in the darkest night that ever settled 
down with it, is brightness compared with the home of a woman who 
has to live with a drunkard. [Voices. You are right.] I don’t 
know, and I say the truth. I love my- family if I know my poor 
tired heart, but I would rather have a telegram within five minutes 
that all three of my girls have dropped dead in their tracks than to 
know that they would have to be tied up for life with drunkards; and 
I am not sure yet, J am not satisfied. There is not a single drop 
of blood in my body, not a single corpuscle in a single drop of blood, 
but what thrills when I face the fact. There is not a vibration of 
my being but what says “Amen” to everything that looks anti towards 
the saloon. It ought to die. I have met some men who told me, 
“Oh, I haven’t any fight with the saloon-keeper.” Well, I have. 
[ Voices. Amen and applause.]| I have seen some splendid-looking 
preachers with plenty of head above their ears, and plenty of head in 
front of their ears, and plenty of room between their eyes, who have 
said, “I haven’t any fight with the saloon-keeper; I am fighting the 
business.” How under the shining arch above our heads can you 
fight the business without fighting the men that are in it? [Ap- 
plause.} And the United Brethren preacher who refuses to fight 
in favor of putting them out is in the business, and I have got to 
fight with him. [Applause.] He is particeps crimines. If he 
simply stays away and behaves himself, that doesn’t make him good. 
It ought to die. It is not worth while to stop and talk about it 
being the enemy of the church. This great question is not sectarian; 
it is not a church question simply. That is one reason no more has 
been done; it is every man’s question, and the church ought to tell 
every other man so. 

I have never been able to agree with my friend Mr. Wooley and 
all my friends in the Anti-Saloon League, and I don’t agree with* 
all the women in the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union who say 
this is the church’s question. It is everybody’s question, and a man 
cannot crawl behind the fact that he is not a church member and 
say, “I have no responsibility, because it is the church’s question.” 
It is everybody’s question; it is a social, moral and industrial ques- 
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tion, Every man has a social value and a moral value and an 
industrial value. The saloon ought to die because it diminishes the 
social, moral, and industrial value of every man it touches. [ Voices. 
Yes.] There is no man who is a better craftsman, a better profes- 
sional man, a better business man, a better anything because of drink, 
or because he deals in it, or because it touches his life. 

But once more I want to call attention to the statement of the man 
who says he has not any fight with the saloon-keeper. I wish I had 
a chance to help in Stark County for a week. Listen! How about 
that sweet, beautiful boy down at your house, or over at your neigh- 
bor’s house? You have no fight with the saloon-keeper, nor the bar- 
tender, have you? You have not got a saloon-keeper in Canton, 
people, that would not take the cleanest,- sweetest, most beautiful 
boy—the boy with the most abundant energy in his being, the boy 
with the greatest and most wonderful possibilities if he could have 
his way with him. You have not a saloon-keeper here that would 
not take him and turn-him in a few years to a blear-eyed, bloated, 
wheezing, crazy, drunken sot, with every possibility of his life so 
nearly ruined that his chances for success are all gone. You have 
no fight with him? Well, I have. 

You say if this is such a great question, what is the reason no 
more has been done about it?. Why, men have naturally thought 
that other things ought to have consideration. I was brought up in 
Ohio. I was fed protective tariff for breakfast, dinner, and supper. 
My father used to tell me—he is still living, and if you want to write 
to him, he lives in Newark, Ohio—he used to tell me he was just 
as good a prohibitionist as I, but when he went to the polls he 
voted for a party that said, “We will help to perpetuate the saloon,” 
and a number of men who belonged to that party, prayed against ie 
but cast their vote for its perpetuation. They used to tell me that 
tariff was the great question, and some people think it has come in 
sight again. And then they said the money question had to be 
settled; and after a while they said they were all settled. One of 
the funniest things was to see people going around trying to find out 
something in the last national campaign to fight about. When they 
could not find anything they turned to fighting each other, man 
against man. ven the illustrious citizen who spoke from this 
platform a few days ago still dares to say that the whiskey question 
is not a national question. He even also failed to sign the petition 
for local option in his own city. [Voices. True, true.] But listen! 
Oh, if it is not true, gentlemen, I will take it back—just a minute, 
if I ever get a chance to talk with him I am going to tell him that 
by the time he comes to run again for President, it will be a 
national issue. [Great applause.]/ You cannot keep it from becom- 
ing a national issue. It has touched the race of the world, and it is 
a world problem. We have got to think everything in terms of the 
earth from now on. 

A good many reasons why no more has been done. Some people 
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are telling us that it is not worth while to go ahead and push this 
fight and “shut out the legalized saloons that are being protected by 
the Stars and Stripes. Now, I want to say to you Ss an this 
afternoon—TI don’t speak to the women, for in this poor old State of 
Ohio they can’t vote—I want to tell you to-day that our homes and 
our saloons can never both be protected under the same flag. [Ap- 
plause.| Some people have said to me, you must not shut up the 
licensed saloons; if you do the whole State will be turned. into a 
howling wilderness: and the menagerie will be the feature of every 
community. That wild beast, the ring-streaked and striped “blind 
tiger” will be so plentiful in the community that conditions will be 
worse than they are now. I agree with my splendid little friend up 
in Rochester, New York, that I would rather have all the blind 
tigers after my boy than one that could see out of both eyes. [Ap- 
plause.] I would like to serve notice on the voting population of this 
country that blind tigers will not be very fat andl sleek unless we 
suffer blind office-seekers to continue in office. 

But the trouble with me is, in a little speech, I pass so many good 
stopping-places; but I will stop. I was asked to speak at a Southern 
Indiana Young People’s Convention. The committee had seen my 
friend, James Paddock, in Indianapolis. They said to him, “Do 
you think it is safe to ask that man to speak ? ” They didn’t know 
me then. He said, “Knowing him as I do, don’t do it; he ain’t got 
quitting sense.” [Applause.] - 

Now, brethren, I will pull off the brakes ee go in on the honest 
sweat. [Applause.] I would not let a little Hicuoeal Conference 
stand in the way of this problem, would you? JI want to quit now 
just in a little bit. This splendid speaker, my friend Doctor Rut- 
ledge, who thrilled all of our hearts, said something about the saloon 
going to die. My brethren in the ministry, who have sung as nobody 
else can sing about the tolling of the bells—that is something that 
stirs my heart and makes me feel good—I am glad to think of the 
day when the liquor traffic shall be put out, when Old Glory shall 
stiffen and refuse to float over a single saloon in America. If I 
could have my way, when I get word that it is dead, I am going to 
sit down and write, the day I hear it, “To-night we will have a wake 
without any weeping, to-morrow we will have a funeral without any 
mourners, agd a burial without any tears, and an obituary without 
one single eulogy.” _[ Applause. ] 


Bisuop Bett. If the chair please, I desire to offer a resolution with

Brother 
Long, of East Pennsylvania Conference, will read the Report of the 
Committee on Temperance. 

Rev. A. A. Long, of East Pennsylvania Conference, read the 
Report of the Committee on Temperance, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance, to which you referred Page 80 
of the Discipline, offers the following report: 

Resolved, That we express our approval of the high standard set 
before us in the Bishop’s Quadrennial Address, and that we indorse 
the following declaration of the address as the deliverance of this 
General Conference on the subject of Temperance: 

As a Church, we broadly endorse all movements and organizations 
seeking the abolition of the saloon and the overthrow of the liquor 
traffic. We hail with triumphant joy the unprecedented temperance 
tidal wave that is sweeping over the States and Territories of the 
Union. We believe that God has heard. the cries and prayers of the 
suffering multitudes and witnessed the untold ruin and sorrow en- 
tailed by this iniquitous business, and that he is clearly in the mighty 
resistless movement now marching on in the path of village, town- 
ship, county local option, to State-wide prohibition, and on to the 
final goal of the complete prohibition of this monster evil from our 

fair land. 

' The handwriting of God is on the wall. The enemy is retreating, 
and this greatest of all individual, domestic, social, and national 
foes is passing to its deserved doom—its utter annihilation. We 
believe that no movement in modern times waged against this organ- 
ized trafic promises such fruitful and abiding results as the National 
Anti-Saloon League of America. Combining, as it does, all the 
best elements of society, irrespective of party, credal and racial dis- 
tinctions, we look upon it as the God-inspired and heaven-blessed 
movement for the emancipation of the individual and the deliverance 
of our nation from this most deadly foe. And we earnestly bespeak 
the support and codperation of our churches with this movement in, 
its effort to destroy the arch enemy of Christian civilization and 
progress, and to usher in the glad day when we shall see a stainless 
flag floating over a saloonless country.

Tue Presiping Bisnor. No. 

BisHorp WEEKLEY. That is a great organization, and it deserves a 
place in that report, for who have done more than the women to save 
this country from the liquor traffic? 

Tur Presiping Bisuop. It is simply a suggestion and they will 
cover it. 

BisHop WEEKLEY. Please mention the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. It is agreed to put that in. JI want to 
put the question as to a permanent Temperance Committee. I do 
not know what way you have it, but the Anti-Saloon League ask that 
a committee be appointed, and that it be put in their permanent list, 
and that they may have the names and correspond with them. All 
in favor. of adopting this report lift the hand; opposed, like sign. 
It is adopted. 

Rey. C. J. Kernartr. May I speak for a moment? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Rev. C. J. Kepnarr. I believe four years ago a permanent Tem- 
perance Committee was appointed; I believe my name stands in con- 
nection with it; I was not the chairman of it. I never heard of the 
committee being called together, and so I thought I would just 
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mention that it was not because of lack of interest that no report is 
here. I don’t know why a report is not here. 

Tue Presipinc BirsHop. I want to state to you that in the Book 
of the Anti-Saloon League of America that committee is printed and 
put in its proper place with the other committees. 

Rey. C. J. Kepuarr. The committee was. never called together as 
I know. 

Rey. L. W. Staun. I move that the Board of Bishops appoint a 
Committee on Temperance. 

Seconded. ; 

Tuer Presipinc Bisuop. A permanent Committee on Temperance? 

Rev. L. W. Stan. Yes, sir. 

Doctor Funk. This question. In the appointment of that 
committee they ought to be appointed so they can get together. 
The difficulty has been during the past quadrennium that the com- 
mittee was so scattered over the different States that they could not 
get together, one being out in Oregon, and there is no money in any 
fund with which to bring them together. 

Rey. J. L. Branpensure, of Lower Wabash Conference. I move 
that a committee shall be selected who live in Dayton, Ohio, or 
vicinity, where they can get together and do their work. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. The motion is that the bishops appoint 
a permanent Committee on Temperance. Those in favor will lift 
the hand. 

Rev. W. C. Minter, of West Nebraska Conference. It locks as if 
we were doing something unnecessary. On page 743 of the minutes 
of the last Conference, a permanent commission was appointed. 

Tur Presipine Bisuop. For the last quadrennium, Brother Miller? 

Rev. W. ©. Minter. There is no statement from that committee. 

Rey. J. E. Suannon, of White River Conference. I have a com- 
munication from the Anti-Saloon League of America with one or 
two suggestions of immediate interest to us. I will be glad to read 
jt if the Conference will hear. 

Voices. Hear, lear. 

Rey. J. E. Shannon read as follows:

The work of saloon suppression,» for which the League was formed, 
is going grandly forward, but is not nearly finished, and your co- 
operation in the work that remains to be done is needed. 

Pledging such codperation you are entitled to be represented at the 
Chicago Convention by ten delegates, and such representation would 
be highly appreciated. “In the multitude of counselors there is 
safety.” 

Attention is respectfully called to the provision in the Constitution 
of our League for trustees who shall directly represent the churches, 
and it is requested that your representative or representatives be 
selected at the present time, if practicable. The terms of the con- 
stitutional provisions in question are as follows: 

“There shall be a Board of Trustees of the League composed as 
follows: §

Second. One representative for each religious denomination with 
a membership of not less than ten thousand in the United States, 
which recognizes the League as an agency for codperation with other 
church and denominational bodies against the saloon, and one addi- 
tional representative for each denomination having a membership 
in the United States of one million or over; such representatives to 
be selected at the regular national or general meetings of the re- 
spective denominations, or by their permanent committees, commis- 
sions, or boards on temperance.”

Rev. L. W. Staut. It was my motion that the Board of Bishops 
appoint a permanent committee. 


Tue Presipinc Bistor. Those favoring lift the hand; opposed, 


like sign. It prevails. 

Tue Presiping Bisnorp. We are making arrangements to have 
100,000 persons in line in December at this Anti-Saloon Convention 
in Chicago, to help us in our great struggle in our dark city; one 
hundred thousand persons will be in line in the National Convention. 
We ought to have a representative there. 

Rey. J. Simons, of St. Joseph Conference. I move that we do now 
adjourn. 

Seconded. 
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Proressor Mark Keppen, of California Conference. If you will 
hold the motion to adjourn, I understand there are.a number of 
college presidents here, B. F. Daugherty, of. Westfield, Lewis Book- 
walter, of Otterbein, and William E. Schell, of York. I would like 
to move that these college presidents in our denomination, not already 
members of this body, be admitted to advisory seats in this body. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipine Bisnop. It is before you. Are you ready? Those 
favoring the motion will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It 
prevails. 

Announcements of committee meetings were made by the chairmen 
of various committees. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Those favorable to adjournment will say 
“Aye”; contrary, “No.” It prevails. 

Rev. A. Schmidt pronounced the benediction, and Conference ad- 
journed until Tuesday morning, May 18, at the usual hour. 


FIFTH DAY—MORNING SESSION. 
Tuespay, May 18, 1909: 


The devotional services were conducted by Rev. Eli Good, of 
Michigan Conference. Singing led by Prof. W. O. Andreas, of 
Dayton, Ohio. Song entitled, “May God Depend on You?” and “At 
Calvary” were followed with prayers by Rev. N. J. McIntire, of Erie 
Conference, Mrs. Celina Richards, of Wisconsin Conference, and Rev. 
H. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference. These were followed with 
the song, “Will There Be Any Stars?’ 

Rev. IF’. P. Rosselot, of Greensburg, Pa., read the fourteenth and 
fifteenth verses of the twenty-eighth chapter of the Acts of the 
Apostles, and preached the morning sermon on the subject of “The 
Elixir of Sympathy,” closing with prayer. 

At 9:00 a.m. Bishop W. M. Weekley called the Conference to 
order. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Will you have the roll-eall, or will you 
dispense with that this morning? 

Voices. Dispense with it. : 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. Then by common consent it is dispensed 
with. 
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Bisuop Minis. I notice that ‘Dr. W. J. Shuey is in the room. 
He is one of our aged and highly-respected ministers, and I move that 
he be invited to a seat on the rostrum. 

Seconded. : 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. All in favor say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” 
Doctor Shuey is invited to a seat on the rostrum. 

Dr. W. J. Shuey then came forward and occupied a seat on the 
rostrum. 

Tue Presipinc Brsuop. The secretary will read the minutes of 
yesterday. 

Secretary Snyder read the journal of the morning and afternoon 
sessions of Monday. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. You have heard the minutes of yesterday. 
Are they correct? I hear no objections, therefore they will stand 
approved. Haye you any miscellaneous business to introduce? 

Rev. OC. E. Heisei, of Oklahoma Conference. I have a Report of 
the Committee on Credentials: We recommend that the name of 
Mrs. L. Cotterman be substituted for that of Prof. KE. S. Lorenz, lay 
delegate from Miami Conference. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. All favoring the adoption of this report 
will say “Aye”; opposed, will say “No.” It is adopted. . 

Dr. A. P. Funxkuouser, of Virginia Conferenee. I move that all 
elections of general officers be by ballot, and that the ballot for these 
officers be counted in the open session here. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipinc BisHop. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. 

Pror. Marx Kepren, of California Conference. Will you state 
the motion, please? We would like to have it stated. 

Tre Presipinc Brsuor. That the elections all be held by ballot, 
and the ballot be counted in open session. Does not that interfere 
with the rules that have been adopted ? 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. - I am in favor of this 
motion, and I was in favor of it four years ago. I want this dis- 
tinetly understood. The minutes will show this to be true. 

Rey. J. T. Rozerrs, of White River Conference. I rise to ask a 
question. The Committee on Order of Business ordered that there 
be a committee of six appointed to count the ballots. There is noth- 
ing said as to where the ballots should be counted. That may be 
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here or elsewhere. I do not know that it is in conflict with our 
rules. 

Pror. Marx Keppet, of California Conference. If the chair 
please, I certainly am opposed to that motion, and I am opposed to 
the motion for two reasons. The first is that there is no good 

- reason why this Conference should sit here for an hour and listen 
while delegates monotonously call off the names of those who have been 
voted for. [Applause.] And I am opposed to it again because the 
number of tellers appointed to count the votes are honest men, who 
will count the votes honestly and fairly and squarely, and make an 
honest report, and they can do it more quickly in the privacy of the 
room than they could in this public presence. [Applause.] And I 
am opposed to it again because it will in every case be a waste of 
from thirty minutes to one hour of this Conference, which could 
be spent to better advantage in prosecuting the business of this Con- 
ference, and if not in prosecuting the business of it, then at least 
in devotion. I think the way to do this is to do it in a business 
way. I am not in favor of haste at all, but I am in favor of that 
peace and progress which is not haste, but which is orderly progress. 

“Tt may be solacing to the ears of the candidates to hear their names 
called out two hundred and fifty times, but it is a waste of the time 
of the Conference, or waste of the time of the Church, and a waste 
of money that the Church is paying for us while we are here. I 
hope the resolution will be voted down and a number of tellers will 
be appointed who will take the ballots when in hand, retire to the 
privacy of one of these rooms, count them quickly and decently, 
while the rest of us go on transacting the Lord’s business. [ Applause. ] 

Dr. A. P. Funxnouser, of Virginia Conference. I believe there 
are two sides to this question. First, the mover of this motion does 
not expect to hear his name counted two hundred times, or any other 
number of times for an office. Second, this motion is made in the 
interest of deliberate and conservative action on the part of this 
Conference. It is in harmony with the precedents of the Church for 
one hundred years and has seldom been departed from. We are 
here to do business for the Church, and we have time for that busi- 
ness. We elect our officers to represent us and stand for us and the 
Church for four years, and there is nothing more important, as I 
understand it, and as I believe these delegates feel, than the selec- 
tion of these officers. We have plenty of time to do it. I do not 
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question any of our tellers, their accuracy or honesty, Mr. Chairman, 
but when we give to the Conference ‘the suffrage and the ballot, we 
do not set up a condition which would offer any opportunities for any 
questions to arise. We are willing to stand here or sit here and hear 
these names of general officers called, and whether we take this action 
or not, some of these officers will be decided, and the election de- 
clared on this floor. Why not for every one? I made the motion 
in the interest of expediting business, doing everything above board 
in our presence, and attending to important business, which we have 
in hand, and in which all of us are interested. I do not care per- 
sonally whether this motion is carried or not. It is in the interest 
of the business of this Conference and the work of the Church for 
the next quadrennium. 

Pror. Marx Kepren, of California Conference. I would like to 
offer an amendment. I move a substitute for the motion, that after 
the ballots have been east and collected, that the tellers retire to 
one of the private rooms and count the ballots, and after the ballots 
have been counted, that they return and hand the return of that 
ballot to the Presiding Bishop, who-shall announce the result. 

Rey. W. C. Miuuer, of West Nebraska Conference. I second the 
substitute. 

Tr Presiprne Bishop. You have heard the amendment offered by 
Professor Keppel, that a committee of six be appointed to carry the 
ballots to some room, count them, and then bring back the result 
to the Conference to be. announced by the Presiding Bishop. 

Rev. N. J. MoInrme, of Erie Conference. TI offer an amendment 
to the amendment, that the business of the Conference shall not be 
the election of any officer until so announced, and my reason for 
that is this: That many of these tellers would like to vote for the 
next official to be voted for, and they would be deprived of that 
privilege. 

Pror. Mark Keppern, of California Conference. TI am perfectly 
willing to have that stand as part of my substitute motion, that no 
other election shall be held while the ballots are being counted. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop, Do you accept it 2 

Proressor Krpren. Yes, : 

Dr. A. P. Funxnouser, of Virginia Conference. JI would like to 
ask whether your substitute motion includes part of the original 
motion, that all the election shall be by ballot. 
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Tue Presipinc Bisnor. I so understand it. 

Rey. J. McMinten, of Northwest Kansas Conference. I am ready 
to support that motion providing this Conference agrees to transact 
no other business while the tellers are out. They would like to be 
here when business is transacted, and it is good that they should 
be here. Now, if these tellers will agree, or if you will have it 
arranged to count the ballots when not in session, all right. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. All in-favor of the amendment offered by 
Professor Keppel will say “Aye”; opposing it, will say “No.” The 
amendment prevails. All favoring adopting the resolution as amend- 
ed will-say “Aye”; opposed, will say “No.” It is adopted. 

PresipENT Brooke, of Iowa Conference. . The action now is that 
these votes be counted by tellers, and the result reported to this body. 
I move you that the ballots for each election, or each time we ballot, 
that these ballots be placed in a large envelope and sealed, and the 
result written on the outside of the envelope by the committee. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. All favoring the motion offered by Presi- 
dent Brooke will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” The motion 
prevails. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. Mr. Chairman, a 
question of privilege. The motion is all right, and I am not op- 
posed to that, but I would like to know what is to be done with the 
ballots. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. They will be turned over to the Publish- 
ing Agent. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. Mr. Chairman, I thank 
you very much, for we will keep them. 

Tur Presiprsc Bisuor. Are you ready to take up the regular 
business ? 

Rey. E. L. Reese, of Louisiana Conference. The Louisiana dele- 
gation has arrived. Has anybody been sitting in our place? 

Tur Presipina Bisnor. You will be referred to the Committee on 
Credentials. 

Bisuor Carrer. I advise the alternate to go before the Committee 
on Oredentials. He is contesting their seat. This will! settle it. 
They are all right and regular. Brother Reese and Sister Reese are 
the regular delegates. 
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Presipent T. D. Crires, of Northeast Kansas. The Committee on 
Education is ready to report whenever the Conference is ready to 
hear their report.

The next is the Report of the Manager of 
Bonebrake Theological Seminary, Dr. ©. M. Brooke, who is manager. 

Dr. C. M. Brooxr, Manager of Bonebrake Theological Seminary. 
I want the privilege of a few remarks before I begin to read. Four 
years ago the General Conference (and I think there are four-fifths 
of you at this Conference, which constituted the other General Con- 
ference, or were present), directed that the Seminary have a thorough 
revision of its methods of bookkeeping, and adjust the accounts and 
introduce a modern system. This was done by competent account- 
ants, and their finding reported to the Board of Directors, which 
unanimously adopted them. We now have a good bookkeeper that 
carries on the double entry system. Each month the manager and 
Church treasurer settle, and there is a yearly audit, and at the end 
of the quadrennium a quadrennial audit, therefore you will find that 
the manager’s accounts and the treasurer’s accounts perfectly tally. 

Dr. C. M. Brooke then read his report. 


REPORT OF MANAGER OF BONEBRAKE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


To the General Conference: 

Dear BreTHrReN: I am gratified to report to this body that our 
Theological Seminary has shared in the prosperity that has been 
general in our Church work during the quadrennium. However, I 
do not think the suecess of the Seminary is what it should be, 
neither is it proportionate to the advance made in some of the other 
general interests of the Church. When we acquaint ourselves with 
the fact that the founding of an institution of learning for the spe- 
cific purpose of educating ministers and missionaries was bitterly 
opposed by some of our.leading men, it will help us to understand 
why our Theological Seminary has had so little real codperation. 

Our Church was born in a spiritual awakening. It gathered to _ 
itself the people who possessed and believed in experiential re- 
ligion; a vital Christianity with both the form of godliness and the 
power thereof. Our leading men, as would naturally be expected, 
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were very zealous in preaching and teaching these important doc- 
trines and by so doing provoked the opposition of churchmen who 
appeared to our people as being educated, but not converted; scholars, 
but not Christians. These men were bitter in their attacks upon 
our Church fathers, and openly hostile to our work. When our 
people suffered at the hands of these men, and learning that they 
were theologically educated, but strangers to both the spiritual and 
ethical life which Christianity enjoins, it was natural for them to 
conclude that a theological education was not only not good for a 
preacher, but was a positive injury to him and subverted the very 
purpose it was claimed to serve. In recent years many of our people 
are unable to account for the silence of Bishop Otterbein, the 
founder of the United Brethren Church, upon the subject of educa- 
tion and educational institutions. Bishop Otterbein was a scholar, 
and a great scholar for his day. Bishop Asbury, of the Methodist 
Church, said of him, “Great and good man, the greatest divine that 
ever came to America, or was ever born here; a ripe scholar in liter- 
ature, philosophy, and divinity.” Isn’t it strange that a man of 
such scholarship placed so little value upon his scholastic attain- 
ments, and in no special way urged an educational requirement for 
the ministry in his day? Not so strange, for the interpretation that 
our Church fathers placed upon the religious and ecclesiastical diff- 
culties they encountered made their attitude toward education per- 
fectly consistent. We are certain that our fathers were in error 
when they considered education responsible for the persecution they 
suffered. But, believing as stated, they could not conscientiously do 
otherwise than they did. 

In the light of these facts, if it be proper to call it light, we are 
prepared to understand why our educational work had so much oppo- 
sition at its beginning and so little real cooperation since. We do 
not impugn the good intentions of these men, but we do question 
their ability to reason between cause and effect. Fifty years hence 
a United Brethren General Conference may be fully as complimen- 
tary to us. 

If anything heroie is to be accomplished in this Chureh, and by 
this Church, it must have its beginning here. A stream cannot rise 
higher than its fountain head, and this denomination can never be 
more aggressive than its General Conference. 

Many of our local congregations are building modern churches, 
which is wise and commendable, for the increased facilities vreatly 
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multiply the good that can be and is accomplished. Our Theological 
Seminary is attempting to do its work in a building erected more 
than thirty years ago. During these years it has been made to serve 
as administration building, library, and students’ hall. If modern 
buildings and equipments are necessary “for the success of local 
churches, they are equally necessary for the general departments of 
the Church if they are to succeed in the work committed to them. 

It is impossible for us to make safe progress as a denomination 
by developing one department above another. We should give to 
each department a support in proportion to the relation it bears to 
the symmetrical growth of the entire Church. If a department fails 
to keep up in the progress of the Church the whole body suffers be- 
cause of this one defective member. What need is more widely felt 
at this time than the need of qualified ministers? Supply this need 
and all the others will be supplied. But this greatest need is an 
effect of which our greatest neglect is the cause. 

We cannot be too prompt in applying the remedy. Increase@ the 
facilities and this institution will supply in great number ministers 
for fields now white unto harvest. If a chain is no stronger than its 
weakest link, then a church is no stronger than its weakest depart 
ment. How utilize missionary money without missionaries? Of 
what use are church-buildings if no preachers are available to serve 
in the pulpits? 

We do not expect this body to turn its attention to raising money 
for any of our institutions, but it can speak with sufficient enthu- 
siasm and emphasis tkat the entire Church will respond, provided 
the action of General Conference is properly urged before the people 
by bishops, presiding elders, and pastors. This will not make un- 
necessary the work of a specific representative of our Seminary, but 
it will furnish an enlightened and patriotic constituency for that 
representative to meet in behalf of the institution. 

I verily believe, am fully convinced, and am assured you will join 
in declaring that the psvehological moment is here. We have 
talked and we have resolved, and now, for the sake of God whom 
we serve, and suffering aad sinful men for whom we live, we must 
suit our actions to our words or hide our faces in blushing shame. 

Before reading the financial part of this report it is fitting to 
state that during the quadrennium the largest gift in the history of 
our Seminary was received from Brother and Sister John M. Bone- 
brake, of Veedersburg, Indiana. The gift consists of three thousand, 
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eight hundred and forty acres of land in Thomas County, Kansas, 


which was appraised at $83,000. 


The acreage in wheat last year 


yielded a net profit to the Seminary of more than 7% upon the valu- 
ation of the land. This gift led to the change of the name of our 
Seminary in accord with a proposition of long standing which 
Brother and Sister Bonebrake accepted.

RECOM MENDATIONS. 

1. The General Conference to direct the annual conferences to 
pay $10,000 annually for the support of Bonebrake Theological Sem- 
inary. 

This amount, together with our income from permanent funds, 
will pay the current expenses of the institution and the time of the 
manager and field secretary can be given largely to the new building 
enterprise. 

2. The manager to employ an engineer, a landscape artist, and an 
architect to provide a plan for the buildings necessary to a complete 
theological seminary, and adjust them to our grounds, and the build- 
ings to be erected in the order of the Seminary’s needs. 

3. Should more ground be needed to properly carry out a com- 
prehensive plan for our Seminary, the manager is instructed to pur- 
chase such additional ground, at such time and upon such terms, as 
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shall be agreed upon by the Board of Directors or the Executive 
Committee. 

The present building to be thoroughly modernized and repaired, 
both internally and externally, more especially internally, and put 
into a convenient and attractive condition. These improvements to 
be completed in time for the opening of the Seminary next September. 


On motion it was approved and referred to the appropriate com- 
mittees.

REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF BONEBRAKE THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 
To the General Conference, Convening in Canton, Ohio, May 18, 
1909: 

It is a pleasure to report that the work of the Seminary has made 
progress during the past four years. 

The total number of students enrolled is 234, against 181 last quad- 
rennium; the number of graduates, 62 (31 being college men), 
against 54 last quadrennium (23 being college men); of the 62 grad- 
uates, 55 were men, 7 were women. In the regular course, 41; in 
the English course, 17; in the missionary course, 1; in the deaconess 
course, 3. 

While the curriculum of studies has always been equal to, and even 
in advance of other seminaries of similar grade and equipment, it 
was found necessary to give increased attention to homiletics, his- 
tory, sociology, pedagogy, and child psychology, and also to add a 
deaconess course to the other three courses offered. 

To meet these enlarged demands satisfactorily, it was necessary to 
add a fifth member to the faculty in the person of W. G. Clippinger, 
a graduate of the class of 1903. He has done excellent service the 
past four years, proving the Board made a wise choice. 

October 11, 1906, the Seminary was thirty-five years old, and the 
anniversary was celebrated on the evenings of the ninth and tenth. 
Representative men from different sections of the Church spoke on 
different features of the work of the Seminary. Sentiment was 
created and several hundred dollars voluntarily contributed toward a 
new dormitory building. j

At a ealled session of the Board, March 20, 1909, the name was 
changed from Union Biblical Seminary to The Bonebrake Theolog- 
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ical Seminary, in recognition of a gift by John M. Bonebrake and 
his wife, Mrs. Mary E. Bonebrake, 384 acres of. land in Thomas 
County, Kansas, appraised at $83,000. The inception as well as the 
completion of this valuable gift is due to the Manager of the Sem- 
inary, Dr. C. M. Brooke. Without drawing upon the general treas- 
ury, the Library was catalogued, rendering it more serviceable. It is 
now much used by the students. Early provision ought to be made 
for the addition of a large number of new books which are much 
needed. i 

Closing of the Seminary year with a devotional Bible conference, 
inaugurated by our institution, is being imitated by other seminaries. 

Those held under such leaders as G. Campbell Morgan, F. B. Meyer, 
J. Campbell White were great occasions for reunions of the Alumni 
and friends, were a spiritual uplift to the students, to hundreds of 
pastors of other churches as well as of our Church, and served to 
make the Seminary known in a most favorable way. Only two of 
such conferences were held the past. four years.

While there has been some advancement, the Seminary is not 
meeting the increasing demands for trained workers in opening fields 
at home and abroad so that relatively the Seminary is far behind 
what it should be in numbers and equipment; and as in the past 
twelve years there has not been a general canvass of the Church in 
this interest, 

1. We recommend the Commencement Bible Conferences of the past 
be restored, that the management of the same be committed to the 
Seminary Faculty, and that the Board of Directors lend such en- 


couragement and take such steps at each Board meeting as shali * 


make it possible to secure the highest grade of men in the land. 

2. We recommend that steps be taken to erect on the grounds owned 
by the Seminary additional buildings; one a dormitory building with 
all the modern, approved appointments; the other a library building. 
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The old building which for thirty-one years has served all purposes is 
no longer adequate, but can be changed into an administration build- 
ing. These additions are imperative if the Church is to afford ade- 
quate accommodation for students and keep pace with the enlarging 
equipments of the colleges and other seminaries. 

3. Inasmuch as an Educational Secretary is needed to stimulate, 
unify, and to build up wisely and solidly a definite educational de- 
partment of the Church, to inspire increased attention to the work 
of the ministry, to seek out, encourage, and care for young men enter- 
ing the ministry with a view to their largest efficiency, to increase 
beneficiary aid funds, ete., we recommend that a Secretary of Educa- 
tion be elected, care being taken to secure the right man for this 
wide field. 

4. We recommend that a strenuous effort be made the next four 
years to solicit the entire Church both for students and for money, and 
we call attention to the small number of college men entering the 
Seminary. 

Of the 234 enrolled students the past four years, forty-five had 
graduated from a college. Of the thirty-seven entering as Juniors 
last fall, only six enrolled as graduates of a college, seventeen as hav- 
ing attended college or high school a short time, and fourteen as not 
having attended any beyond the graded school. 

The number of those unprepared, or only partially prepared, is 
out of proportion to those prepared to warrant the most desirable re- 
sults in classes, and to meet the expectations and demands of Semi- 
nary graduates on the part of the Church. 

5. That the assessment for the Seminary be increased to $10,000 
per year for the next quadrennium and the same be apportioned to 
the conferences and collected in full. 

6. In view of the lack of facilities for carrying on the work of 
the Seminary and the imperative demand for additional buildings, 
we offer it as our candid and deliberate judgment that unless the Gen- 
eral Conference makes such progress possible that the Seminary will 
be unable to best serve the Church and give to it adequate returns 
for the money expended in its maintenance.

Dr. H. F. Shupe read the Report of the Christian Stewardship 
Commission, as follows: 


REPORT OF CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP COMMISSION. 


To THE GENERAL ConrereNce or tHe Unirep Breruren in Cueist: 
The Commission on Christian Stewardship, appointed four years ago 
to study and promote Christian Stewardship in the United Brethren 
Church, reports as follows: 

Stewardship stands for the Christianization of wealth. The stew- 
ardship of money is no more important than the stewardship of 
talents, but it is no less important, especially in a country and an 
age of unparalled wealth. 

During the decade, 1890-1900, the population of the United States 
increased fifty-two per cent., and its wealth increased over one 
hundred and two per cent. The per capita wealth increased from 
$850 to $1,164 in the same period, and at the present time amounts 
to perhaps $1,400. Protestant Christians have a good share of the 
total wealth of the land, perhaps thirty billions of dollars. Trustee- 
ship for this enormous amount of money is a phase of Christian duty » 
of enormous importance. God has given this nation and his church 
in this nation this great wealth for a purpose. 


WHAT IS STEWARDSHIP. 


A steward is a trustee. His duty is to do the best possible for the 
one whom he serves. His obligation is to make the best possible 
use of that which has been committed to him. Stewardship, there- 
fore, is broader than giving. It includes responsibility for earning 
money as well as giving, for personality as well as possessions. 

In the more technical sense Christian Stewardship means, (1) the 
practice of Biblical methods of giving by the individual, and (2) 
the use of right methods and aims in church financing. The elements 
of Christian stewardship are simple: (1) Every Christian contribut- 
ing, not merely a few leading members and representatives of fam- 
ilies. (2) Every Christian paying what he owes, as God prospers him, 
and in recognition of God’s ownership. (3) Paying systematically, 
as an act of worship and a means of grace. (4) Giving liberally in 
amounts commensurate with the Church’s great enterprises intelli- 
gently comprehended. 

Every interest of the Church is dependent upon stewardship. Do 
we need spirituality? Let us abound in the’grace of giving. Do 
we need revivals? Bringing in the whole tithe will open the windows 
of heaven. Do we need money to equip our local churches and sup- 
port the pastors? Faithful stewardship will supply it. Do we need 
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funds to evangelize America and build churches and colleges? Rec- 
ognition of the Biblical obligation to give will provide them. Are 
we the trustees of the gospel, and do we have a duty to non-Christian 
lands? Christian stewardship will enable us to be faithful trustees. 
Every consideration of the Church’s mission in the world demands 
that attention be given to the promotion of right methods of giving. 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 


The Church has been engaged in this work for years with good 
results. The per capita giving by the membership of the United 
Brethren Church has increased. Ten years ago we were giving 
$5.30 per member to all purposes, as reported in the Year Book. 
Last year we gave $8.45 per member, an increase of about sixty per 
cent. During the same time the average per capita wealth had in- 
creased about twenty per cent., leaving the increased giving at about 
forty per cent. for ten years. This shows progress, but it is not com- 
mensurate with our ability. 

During the quadrennium the missionary societies, the Young Peo- 
ple’s Christian Endeavor Union, and other departments have been 
doing something. They have issued leaflets, and by voice and pen 
have preached the gospel of the Lord’s ownership of wealth. 

The Home Missionary Society has preached the law of the tithe 
in the pulpits and the press of the Church, and has issued a tract, 
“The Holy Spirit in the Church’s Finances,” by Bishop Weekley, 
distributing 8,000 copies. 

The Foreign Missionary Society has issued a book, “The Church in 
Earnest,” of which 3,750 copies have been sold. Two chapters of 
this book are devoted to systematic giving and stewardship. The 
foreign mission pages in the Telescope have advocated the subject 
from time to time through the quadrennium. 

The Young People’s Christian Endeavor Union has maintained a 
Christian stewardship department, superintended by Rev. J. S. Ken- 
dall, who conducted a department of the Watchword. Tithing and 
other phases of stewardship have been frequent themes at Young 
People’s conventions, and at the last biennial convention stewardship 
was given special prominence, and the formal request was made to the 
conferences to elect stewardship secretaries. This has been done in 
many eases. The Young People’s Union published and distributed 
tracts, as follows: 2,800 copies of “Bible Study on Christian Stew- 
ardship,” by Rev. J. 8. Kendall; 2,000 copies “Divine Ownership,” 
by Rev. J. S. Kendall; 1,500 copies “Concerning Christian Steward- 
ship, by Dr. H. F. Shupe. Hundreds of copies of “Money and the 
Gospel,” by Dr. S. S. Hough, and tracts from other publishers were 
distributed by this agency. Probably 6,000 tithers’ pledge cards have 
been scattered throughout the Church. . At least a thousand circulars 
by J. S. Kendall, entitled “The Next Step for United Brethren 
Churches” and “Suggestions for Organizing a Christian Stewardship 
League” were distributed. 
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This brief outline of efforts at promoting stewardship does not 
begin to enumerate the work done by bishops, pastors, general secre- 
taries, and many others. 


AND WHAT NOW. 


While the departments have been sowing the seed of stewardship 
principles by the publication of thousands of tracts and through the 
periodicals and the pulpits of the Church, your commission believes 
that the time has come when there should be a thorough, systematic, 
continuous, church-wide campaign for the adoption of right and 
adequate plans of local church financing for all departments-of work. 

We believe that to accomplish this the work no longer can be left 
to the departments acting independently and intermittently, but that 
there should be a properly-equipped agency, authorized by the Gen- 
eral Conference, to promote this interest systematically and con- 
tinuously. 

We believe the functions of this agency should be: 

(1) To provide a text-book, or manual, on the principles of 
stewardship and tithing, and on plans and methods of local church 
financing; to be used as text-book of instruction for official boards 
and the laity of the Church in a manner similar to the books now 
used for mission study and teacher training. 

(2) To study the workings of local church financial plans, and 
advocate the best. 

(3) To conduct an educational campaign for systematic and pro- 
portional giving. 

(4) To provide tracts, and, by speech and press, promote the 
principles of stewardship. 

We recommend, therefore, that the General Conference direct the 
general departments, including the Home Missionary Society, the 
Foreign Missionary Society, the Woman’s Missionary Society, the 
Church Erection Society, the Board of Edueation, the Board of Man- 
agers of Bonebrake Theological Seminary, the Sunday School Board, 
the Young People’s Christian Endeavor Union, and the Publishing 
House to set apart a sufficient amount of funds to properly promote 
such a campaign of education and training; that a proper board of 
management be provided, including representatives of the depart- 
ments interested; that this board be authorized to employ such 
workers as may be deemed wise.

Upon assembling, the bishop shall direct the organization of the 
association, which shall consist of a vice-president, a secretary, a 
treasurer, and such other officers as may be necessary. 

Each annual conference representation within the district shall 
be entitled to one vote upon all matters coming before the association. 

The business of the Superintendents’ Association shall be to con- 
sider the material and spiritual advancement of the Church, and 
devise methods and provide means for promoting the same. 

Special attention shall be given to the planting of missions in 
growing towns and cities where our Church is not already repre- 
sented. 

Each annual conference shall provide for the traveling expenses 
and entertainment of its delegate or delegates to the association.

F. A. Z. Kumurr, of Miami Conference. We would like to know 
what the reason is.

Presipent F. E. Brooks, of Iowa Conference. J think the motion 
is well taken, indeed, to adopt the report item by item, but if the 
Conference will look over that lst— 

Rev. Ext Goon, of Michigan Conference. It is moved and seconded 
that we do so. 

Presipent F. E. Brooxe, of Iowa Conference. J am not going to 
discuss that phase of it. I only want the Conference to look at it. 
There is a gradation there, and each one of those are fixed with 
reference to the other, and that is all I had in mind. Some weeks 
ago I was informed by the Nominating Committee, that as chairman 
of the Committee on Salaries, with the other members of the com- 
mittee, we would have to recommend to this body the salaries that 
were to be paid to the general officers of the Church during the next 
guadrennium. I took the trouble to correspond with some of our 
churches to find out what they were paying officers in their respective 
churches doing about the same kind of work. Now then, I have a 
communication here from one of the officials of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and I find that they are paying their bishops five 
thousand dollars, their publishing agents five thousand dollars, their 
editors thirty-seven hundred and fifty to five thousand, their general 
secretaries four thousand to five thousand. Now then, my friends, 
I think that every one of us will concede that there is not a man in 
the entire United Brethren Church that is doing service for the 
Church, from top to bottom, and who is winning success, but that 
man is underpaid. Iam talking about the movement for our success, 
and there is not anybody in this whole Church that recognizes that 
more fully than do the laity of this Church, and in harmony with 
that proposition, I call your attention to the action of the laymen 
of this body this morning when, without a dissenting vote, they said, 
“Let us push the salaries of the preachers up all along the line.” 
But I did not hear a preacher object to it, not one. The laymen did 
it. Now, there is a man on this floor who is considerable of a farmer 
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and stock raiser, and he told me yesterday that he was paying one of 
the men on his farm seventy dollars a month because he could do 
the work, and he said he was paying another man thirty dollars a 
month, and the seventy-dollar man was the cheapest. I want to say 
to you that there are men to-day working on the streets: there are 
men that are carrying the hod, and in all the other walks of life, 
that are receiving better salaries than the men of our Church, some 
of whom have put in years of preparation in order that they might 
qualify themselves for their work. But I think there ought to be a 
distinction between what a preacher or pastor receives and what a 
conference superintendent receives. It is supposed in the very 
nature of the thing that the man who ean be superintendent of a 
conference is one who is not only able to succeed as a pastor, but 
who can succeed in marshaling his forces and superintending a num- 
ber of pastors, and for that reason he ought to have a little more 
money, and I think, without a single exception over the Church, you 
will find that the presiding elders or superintendents of conferences 
are getting more money than the pastors under them. It ought to 
be that way anyhow, if it is not. Now then, you follow out that 
line of reasoning. What shall we say about the superintendents of 
conference superintendents? They ought to be a higher salaried 
class of men from the very nature of things. The man who has 
upon his heart and upon his mind the interests of the Church to such 
an extent that he will travel miles and miles, and lose his sleep, and 
plan and toil and sacrifice for the success of his Church over his 
district, that man ought to be a man of ability, and his sacrifice 
ought to be recognized in the way of salary. If he is not that kind 
of a man he ought not to have a place, and I say, “God pity him if 
he is not.” I can say I know our bishops are all right. If you are 
going to pay pastors what they are worth, and conference superin- 
tendents what they are worth, you will say to Conference that the 
superintendent of conference superintendents js very modestly: paid 
when we give him three thousand dollars a year. I want to make 
a little comparison. I was in St. Paul a few weeks ago when Robert 
McIntyre, lately elected to the bishopric, came into the city. There 
was a delegation—I don’t know how many it numbered. There were 
two brass bands of music. The Trades Unions were out. I do not 
know how many automobiles and rubber-tired carriages there were, 
and they escorted him down to his fine palatial home, one of the 
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nicest in St. Paul, and it did not cost him a cent. Ile has a 
splendid turn-out, a fine carriage, rubber-tired, and a team of horses, 
and all this did not cost him a cent. In addition to that he has an 
assistant. All of his traveling expenses are paid, and, in addition to 
all of that, five thousand dollars a year. Now, I want to say to you, 
great preacher that he is, we have got some preachers, and some of 
them are in the bishopric, that can preach as good, if not better, than 
he does. [ Applause. ] So much for that. We have a man at 
the head of our publishing institution, and some other men in the 
Church, that, had they turned their attention towards commercial 
interests (they have the brains, they have the initiative, they have 
the capacity), had they gone out into some of the commercial 
walks of life, to-day some of them would have been at the head of 
great corporations, receiving twenty-five to fifty thousand dollars 
a year. I have met some of the men that are getting it, and they 
do not carry any more gray matter under their hats than do our 
men. I want to tell you, brethren, the time of parsimoniousness is 
passed, and if you want brains coupled up with character, and grit 
and good American courage, you have got to pay for it just as sure 
as you live. Therefore, I say that you can look at this report from 
top to bottom, and from item to item, and I appeal to your patriotism 
and your Church loyalty that you will stand man to man and vote it 


through without taking a dot off of a single “i,” or a cross off of a 


single “t.” 

Rev. H. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference. That was a very 
nice speech. We enjoyed it. I would be glad if all our treasuries 
were full. Every pastor, presiding elder, bishop, editor, -and all 
would get a share of this thing—get more money. The fact is, we 
all need better pay. As to that, we would like to have it. But now, 
T have a motion to make on this first item, and that is, instead of 
saying three thousand dollars for the bishops, saying two thousand 
five hundred. I move that we so amend that it read $2,500 instead 
of $3,000. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presina Bisuor. It is moved and seconded as. you have 
heard. 

F. A. Z. Kumurr, of Miami Conference. Does this include the 
expenses of the bishops, and, if not, are the expenses of the other 
officers of the Church paid when they travel? Let us get that before 
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us. I would like to knowe whether part of them have their expenses 
paid and part not. If the bishops must pay their own expenses, then 
we can consider this salary from that standpoint. 

Tne Presipine Bisuor. The bishops pay their own expenses and 
house rent. 

SENATOR Marr Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conference. Mr. 
Chairman, I am a member of that committee. [Advances to the 
front amid applause.| Perhaps I ought to say something in refer- 
ence to this salary question. I take it that you brethren have all 
been busy in your avocations and on your committees, and we have all 
been very busy since coming here on this committee. We have 
studied this salary question thoroughly from beginning to end. I 
want to say one thing, in my younger days my education was very 
limited. J went with the itinerant preacher, and with the presiding 
elder out over those broad fields in Kansas. I would go with some 
pastor or presiding elder once in a while and enjoy his experience, 
and sometimes they used to put me up to take up the collection. J 
have done that very often, because they thought I was a pretty good 
contributor myself; but I found this out in taking up the collection, 
that I had to go down myself first and then the others would follow. 
Now, I want to say to this body that the bishop in his territory has 
got erther college or colleges, or new churches or new improvements, 
and chureh dedications, and he is called on to contribute, and he goes 
down for one hundred dollars himself the first thing. After he has 
gone over his district, how much money has he left? I mean to 
say, In paying this salary to the bishop it is only loaned. He 
gives it back again to the work from which it came. You are not 
out one dollar. It comes back on the bishop’s district. It does not 
come from the Publishing House, nor your missionary fund, nor 
enything of that kind, but it comes from your own work and goes 
hack to the work. Now then, the more money you invest in your 
own work the better returns you will get. TI want to say this, that 
if we want recognition from heaven we must do something ourselves. 
I was humiliated one time in my early days. ‘There was a young 
fellow going to college, and he was very poor. He was studying for 
the ministry, and we were without a preacher, and he was sent during 
vacation to supply our pulpit. It is no disgrace to be poor, but it 
is very inconvenient. T was walking down the street and aman in 
my presence says, “What tramp is that?’ Another man said, “Why, 
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that’s the United Brethren preacher.” I was a member of the State 
Senate at the time, and they elected me steward. They did it in a 
little bit of mirth. I said, “Never mind, I would rather be a steward 
in the house of God than a member of the Senate. You will find 
that your man will get his pay.” And he got it, every cent. [Ap- 
plause.] Now, brethren, we have studied this question. We have 
men all along this line. We have men of ability, and we have also 
men that are wearing out their lives. I notice here this man who has 
put in his best years, regardless of his family that looks ufon him 
for support and care. He has put in his best years when he was 
young and strong, but now he is going down the line. You lay 
him to one side and say, “Root, hog, or die.” I am opposed to all 
of this. [Amen.] We should take care of him. We want to take 
eare of what we have in our ministry, our bishops, and all other 
officers. I don’t want to do to-day what I shall be sorry for to- 
morrow. I cannot correct it then, but I will do justice to my con- 
science to-day and to the credit of the United Brethren Church and 
its General Conference. I have thought over this matter, and there 
is not an item here that is too high. They have this great field to 
work in, and they will earn their wages every day. Now, brethren, 
let us rise to the occasion and vote this report through and let these 
brethren live. [Applause.] I am glad of the progress which we 
have made since the last General Conference. Let us now go to 
higher ground. Let us do more noble things. I do not want it to 
be published in the morning paper here that you have cut down these 
salaries, but that you have voted it to them to-day unanimously. 
So I hope this amendment will not prevail. 

S. EB. Kumurr, Lay Delegate from Miami Conference. Mr. Chair- 
man, I would like to say a few words. I will stand out here in the 
front of the rostrum so you can all hear me. I have written some 
notes here upon the leaves of this book, and when this motion 
was made it seemed to be so unanimously received by this Con- 
ference that I was afraid I would not have a chance to use them; 
but on account of this motion to reduce the recommendation of the 
bishops’ salaries to $2,500 instead of $3,000, I beg leave to make a 
little speech, Mr. Bishop. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Proceed. 

SE. Kumupr. I am not in this General Conference of my own 
seeking. JI am not partial to conferences. I have had more or less

dread of conferences ever since Bishop Henry Kumler, Jr., called me 
into a conference with himself in regard to smashing the windows 
out of an old abandoned still-house [applause] which stood about a 
stone’s throw from our stable. In those days Bishop Henry Kumler, 
Jr., was away from home most of the time traveling his circuit upon 
horseback, and I was twelve years old. It is not by my own seeking 
that J am upon this Committee on Salaries, but I feel very much at 
home in the committee, and find that I must trot a pretty lively gait 
in the Gommittee to keep up with the brethren. TI have long believed 
(I want to say to you that I have written this in the quiet of my 
rooyn, and it is with full consideration that I will say what I am going 
to say)—I have long believed that meagerly-paid ministers, poorly- 
paid itinerants, all along in the years when we could not afford to 
pay them better were, nevertheless, a great hindrance to us, but now 
not so great a hindrance to us as is the fact that now when we ean 
afford it we do not pay them much better. It is not the deepest or 
broadest reason that I can give this General Conference to say that 
on account of our low salaries we lose many of our young men who 
leave us and go to other churches, for such are not lost, but are still 
working in the kingdom of God with us for the salvation of men. 
But listen to this, brethren! I am sure few of us think of it soberly. 
You will see that it is broad and good. The greatest and deepest 
reason is that there is no encouragement for young men born in 
our communion to go into the ministry when it makes no show of a 
livelihood, and on this account there is a great ery for prepared 
ministers sent out from all over the country, not only from our 
Church, but everywhere. We thus proceed to hinder young men from 
going into the ministry because we do not give them consideration. 
I believe there is humbuggery as well as cowardice in a quarterly 
conference that will license a man to preach, thank God in eloquent 
prayers for his self sacrifice, pat him on the back and start him out 
at a salary of four hundred dollars per. I believe it is cowardice 
and lack of judgment. Do you know the impression that a high- 
spirited man gets from such proceedings? He gets the impression 
that the kingdom of heaven has gone into bankruptey, and that a 
receiver should be appointed, Now, Mr. Chairman, this does not 
seem to be speaking to the question, and I thank you and the Con- 
ference very sincerely for the courtesy you have given me for not 
calling me to order. TI will speak to the question, and will say that 
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I take the position with the committee, which I did, personally, for 
two reasons: first, because the offices to which we have attached 
salaries are worth the money; and second, because it will indirectly 
but surely bring greater consideration and higher salaries to every 
shepherd that feeds the flock of God in all the world. Now, that is 
written down. It sounds extravagant, but it isn’t. Do you think, 
as you analyze this last expression, that it is extravagant! It 1s 
said to be a truth in natural law, that if a pebble is dropped into the 
ocean the mighty deep is moved to the farthest shore. What you do 
to-day, brethren, will have its effect in all the world—to increase the 
desire of young men to go into the ministry, to hold up consideration 
to them for— 

“The earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof; the world, and 
they that dwell therein. 

“For he hath founded it upon the seas, and established it upon the 
floods. 

“Who shall ascend into the hills of the Lord? Or who shall stand 
in thy holy place? 

‘Fe that hath clean hands, and a pure heart; who hath not lifted 
up his soul unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully. 

“He shall receive the blessing from the Lord, and righteousness 
from the God of his salvation. 

“This is the eae of them that seek him, that seek thy face, 
O Jacob. 

“Lift up your heads,.O ye gates; and be ye lift up, ye everlasting 
doors; and the King of Glory shall come in. 

“Who is this King of Glory? The Lord strong and mighty, the 
Lord mighty in battle. 

“Lift up your heads, O ye gates; even lift them up, ye everlasting 
doors; and the King of Glory shall come in. 

“Who is this King of Glory?) The Lord of hosts, he is the King of 
Glory. [Applause.] 

J. H. Rueevsu, of Virginia Conference. As a layman, I surely 
would not be expected to take a position different from these brethren 
that have spoken. I am not very well known to the brethren here, 
but in my own conference I have always stood for increased salaries. 
TI believe in increasing the salaries we have before us, but I believe we 
are making a mistake in going so fast at one time. I have been 
figuring just a little bit, and these ministers have just as good a right 
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to an increase as the Publishing Agent, the editors, and the bishops. 
If we carry it through, where are we going to get the five thousand 
dollars for the worn-out ministers, because we are consuming the 
profits of the Publishing House ? 

A Voice. Pay it out of our own pockets. 

J. H. Rursusu. I believe that this recommendation in the motion 
to amend by paying five hundred dollars more is a good one, and 
sufficient at this time. I believe as these brethren say, and yet I do 
know truthfully that the church of God is not controlled altogether 
by finance, and that this Church has not grown altogether under the 
hands of the men that get the most dollars. And the time when this 
Church grew rapidly was the time when the men traveled large cir- 
cuits and were filled with the Holy Ghost. To the statement made 
about other denominations, I simply want to call your attention to 
this fact: In the Episcopal denomination, the best paid of any de- 
nomination, their day of increase is about gone. And the Presbyte- 
rian Church, and the churches that pay large salaries, have not 
grown any for years. The Methodists, who take the fellows like we 
do and help them along, have grown rapidly. The Baptists, who will 
take anything on the road as a preacher and go anywhere to establish 
a church, are cleaning up whole conferences all over the South. 
Now, that is a fact, but the men go out. You can’t start a new 
enterprise, but the Baptists will go and send a missionary, and after 
awhile they will pay salaries. I believe in an increase in salaries, 
but I do not believe in going up fifty per cent. in one jump. I think 
just as much of these men as any of you, and it hurts me to get up 
and make a speech like this. They may think less of me for it, but 
I think a great deal of the preacher at home that has a cireuit; you 
cannot raise his salary fifty per cent. next year. We have been rais- 
ing salaries at times, and we can raise them some more, and I think 
we pay the money cheerfully ourselves. 

Rev. J. W. Kiracorr, of Pennsylvania Conference. JT want to ask 
a question. Is the salary intended only for the active bishops, if I 
understand it properly, or is it intended for Bishop Emeritus as well? 
. Tue Presipine Bisyopr. Active Bishops only, as I understand it. 

Rev. J: W. Kiracorr, of Pennsylvania Conference. I do not object 
to this salary. If they pay their expenses and house rent, they should 
have $3,000. I am Sorry we cannot pay them $5,000, like the Metho- 
dists. When we get as strong as the Methodists I am sure we will 
pay them $5,000, possibly $6,000 or more.

UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST 


Dr. R. J. Wurre, of Erie Conference. I will say, brethren, that it 
is an embarrassment to speak upon this subject, but I feel that while 
I love my Church and love its interests, and all that, I must say 
what little I have to say. J.am in favor of the amendment. Now. in 
answer to the arguments of the brethren, it is not a question as to 
what these brethren are worth or as to their ability. You all know 
this to be true, that if it is a question of dollars and cents, very few 
of us would be in the ministry or be in this Church now. That is 
not the question—where-we can make the most money. If it is, then 
of course in some places there will be very little of the United Breth- 
ren Chureh left if we are actuated by that principle. It is not a 
question as to what the Methodists or what the Episcopalian Church 
or the Presbyterian Church pays, my brethren. There is a Presbyte- 
rian Church in our city of Buffalo that pays five thousand dollars to 
its pastor. Now, supposing that becatse the Presbyterian Church 
pays five thousand dollars our congregation should say, “Why, they 
pay five thousand dollars and we ought to pay our pastor three thou- 
sand dollars.” Would you argue in that way? Not at all. Yet the 
brethren who have made that comparison compare the strength and 
ability of these churches to pay, with our own Church. The brother 
said in regard to the four-hundred-dollar man, that it was a misfor- 
tune that you voted him only four hundred dollars. But it is not a 
question of voting the pastor four hundred or eight hundred or one 
thousand dollars. Brethren, the only thing we are trying to do here 
—and if you pass this resolution of the committee and do not get the 
first officers here named down, by means of that all the officers are 
going up in this raise? Where does the shoe pinch, brethren? On 
the preacher. It is here. Instead of being an encouragement to the 
men lower down, it is a discouragement. I have been a member of 
one annual conference for over thirty years, and in that thirty years 
we have been served by eloquent bishops, men whom we loved, and 
we did not begrudge them their pay; but I know this to be true, and 
you all perhaps have had like experience, that annual conference has 
eome and the brethren have reported, and there never has been a 
year but what somebody failed to get his assessment, and the time, 
was when we had to raise the deficit in the bishop’s salary. Who had 
to pay it? 

A Voice. The preacher. 

Docrer Wutirrt. The laity were not there to pay it, and if they 
were there, although they were good men, who had to go down in, 
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their pockets and pay it? The preachers had to do it, and the very 
men who raised these assessments in the other fields and cheerfully 
raised them. Now, what do you propose to do to increase the amount 
that we shall have to raise over the last quadrennium of five thousand 
dollars? What does that mean? That means that more of us will 
have to respond when the call comes up to annual conference, and 
somebody stands up and says, “Here is a deficit of five thousand dol- 
lars; who will pay it?’ -Who is the man that will respond? Once in 
a while a layman; but the men that do it are the men that are getting 
the four hundred dollars, and hence I say the argument is not appro- 
priate and does not apply to the occasion. Why, brethren, I would be 
willing to vote these good brethren that preach so eloquently to us 
and serve us so faithfully—I would be ready and willing to vote 
them, if we could pay it, ten thousand dollars, providing they would 
make good use of the money. But while they serve us and serve us 
honestly and faithfully, is it true, brethren, that this two thousand 
dollars that they received in the last quadrennium is the only income 
that comes to them? Is it the only income? I think it is not the 
only income. Every man knows, who is a pastor, that the salary that 
he gets of five hundred or six hundred dollars is not the only means 
of his income. There are other means by which he gets an income. 
Now, while I want these brethren and those who may be elected, who 
will undoubtedly be good men, to receive a good salary, I am not in 
favor of this increase. 

Rev. 8. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. I move an amendment 
to the amendment to say that the other salaries be two thousand dol- 
lars. 

Tue Presipina Bisuor. It was agreed to adopt the report item by 
item. Your motion is out of order. 

Rev. H. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference.. I made that 
motion to put it at $2,500. I have been used to figuring ever since I 
was a little boy, and to raise this fifty per cent. at once is quite a 
high lift at once. You will see from my gray mustache, if you do 
not see it on my face, that I have been in this service quite a while, 
too, and I am interested in the United Brethren Church in Christ. I 
have been presiding elder for eight years, and I have cried over this 
matter at the hour of midnight when it was on my heart—men in my 
district working for two hundred dollars a year, and every one of 
them sticking to it; and we have suffered together and worked to- 
gether. Now, I say to-day, I know men that are working for less 
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than three hundred dollars a year. It is not a matter of dollars and 
cents. I have worked by the side of men in other churches who have 
received two thousand dollars a year and I received only three hun- 
dred a year, and yet I have come out looking just as well as they did 
with my clothes, and I had a good countenance also. It is not a 
matter of dollars and cents. If we go forward and lift this salary a 
thousand dollars, which makes five thousand dollars extra annually , 
and twenty thousand dollars for the quadrennium, it will discourage 
us ministers in the ranks to see that the officers in charge are getting 
large money and we are doing the hard work and our money comes 
only by a small raise. I believe in being equal in these things. I 
love these bishops; they know I do. I need not tell them that. We 
love each other as brothers, and we will go to heaven by each one of 
us helping the other to bear the cross of Christ. Our work is to save 
souls to the Church and to Jesus Christ. When a man is converted 
I like to see him join the United Brethren Church and appreciate 
the principles of the United Brethren Church. I will give my life for 
this Church. I did not always say that. That is the truth of it. I 
have tried to do it. If you will leave this salary as in my motion, 
$2,500, I have if in my heart that these men will be satisfied. We 
have good bishops now, but we may change them, so far as I know. 
[Laughter.] I am glad to know this, that in the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ there is plenty of timber for bishops. 
[Applause.] I am glad that the day has come, and has been here for 
years, when we have educated men throughout this Church. We are 
not now as we were forty years ago, but we have men here who are 
able to do things, and there are one hundred and fifty men here who 
could rise up on this floor and serve us in offices if the opportunity 
was given them. When I have a conviction I am going to stand up 
to it. You may see it better than I can, but, my friends, I do feel 
this, that we will do justice to this question if we vote the amend- 
ment through, and then we will encourage our men down in the 
ranks. I hear things that you do not hear who are in office all the 
time at general headquarters. The ministers will say, “We are down 
in the ranks; we are discouraged.” I told Bishop Glossbrenner when 
I was standing up before him for a license to preach, “Now, I 
feel I ought to preach; I am bound to preach; I have got to do that.” 
I said, “If you license me, all right; and if you don’t, I will preach 
anyhow.” Now, it makes no difference how this matter goes with 
me, but I want it $2,500. 
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The question is called for. . 

Rey. R. A. Hirt, of Southeast Ohio Conference. Now, brethren, 
I want to speak so that I may be fully understood, if I can use the 
English language so that I may do-so. I believe in going forward, 
but I never did believe in jumping so far that I could not see where 
I was going to light. I am heartily in favor of this amendment. I 
. believe it is the thing that we ought to do to-day from a number of 
considerations. I do not need to tell these bishops how well I love 
them, nor do I need to tell persons with whom I am associated and 
working how well I love them. I go from church to church in our 
conference. We have men who will bring up their bishop’s salary. 
If they do not collect it from the Church, they must pay it from their 
own pockets. We have men in our conference, a number of them, 
who preach for $400 and $500 and $700 a year, who always have to 
go down in their own pockets to pay this amount, When I think of 
them and think of things all along the line, I am heartily in favor 
of this amendment, and I believe it will be a step in the right direc- 
tion. I think of the increase of the pastor’s salary; I think we should 
increase the pastor’s salary. By this amendment we raise the salary 
from $2,000 to $2,500, and we get a chance at this’ only each four 
years, and so I am heartily in favor of the amendment. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. N. J. MoInrmr, of Erie Conference. TI think we ought to go 
just a little slow. I am not sure that a raise in salary is always 
aggressive. I am in favor of anything that is progressive and ageres- 
sive in our work. I would heartily, if I could see the way clear and 
stretch my imagination to its highest beam, vote for the motion and 
against the amendment. But, friends, we who are out on the rough 
edge, we who are gathering up these assessments, we who must stand 
the blunt and go back and meet our people, should be interested 
enough to understand why we vote for this question or how we vote 
on it. Some one has suggested here that this special offering be laid 
before the people, so that they must view that from the preacher’s 
standpoint. Now, cannot any one see what that does for the other 
offerings? It affects the missionary offering and for educational pur- 
poses, simply to bring up this offering, because the man who preaches 
for $200, $300, or $500 can’t go down in his pocket and make up for 
the ones who don’t pay. I received with a great deal of pride and 
was elated over the resolution that went through yesterday as a peace 
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offering to this. I want to say this: I am a pastor at the present 
time. I have been in the eldership and I was a good elder, and I am 
a pastor and I am a good pastor, too, and I almost hate to speak 
against this for fear I might be elected. bishop. I could use the 
money all right enough, but I am in favor of the amendment. Let 
us go one step at a time, advance as we can see our way. 

Prof. Mark Keppel, of Oalifornia Conference, receives the recog- 
nition of the chair. 

R. H. Benner, of Neosho Conference. I move the previous ques- 
tion. 

Pror. Marx Keppet, of California Conference. The fact that a 
man has the floor is no reason for moving the previous question out 
of order. No man can speak unless he is recognized by the chair, 
under the rules of this body, and I have been given the floor and 
those gentlemen are out of order. To me it is a most regrettable cir- 
cumstance that in one of the most momentous crises of the Church, 
anybody should attempt to cut off debate when hours have been 
wasted by this Conference upon trifles light as thin air. 

R. H. Beynerr, of Neosho Conference. I rise to a point of order. 
The gentleman is not speaking on the motion. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. The point is well taken. He will proceed 
to speak to the motion. 

Pror. Marx Kepren. I thank you, Brother Bishop. I shall speak 
to the motion. I have said something, and, of course, do not regret it. 
[| Applause.] The man in this Church for whom JI have the _ pro- 
foundest regard is the minister of the gospel; the man for whom J 
have the tenderest feeling is the minister of the gospel; the man for 
whom my compassion and my pocketbook reaches out farthest is the 
minister of the gospel; and the person for whom J feel more than I 
do for him is his own patient, loving, sacrificing wife [applause], and 
I know what the condition of the minister of this Church is. First, 
let me say in answer to the statement of the brother that said that 
the pastor of the Church would have to pay this salary, let me say to 
you that the first thing this brother said to us was that a lot of the 
ministers did not bring up their conference assessments. Now, the 
thing to do in the sight of God and man is to hold these ministers to 
their responsibilities [amen and applause], and the reason why most 
of these ministers do not bring up their conference collections—hear 
me, for it is God’s truth—is that there are so many members that 
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every week do not bring the tithe to the storehouse. [Voices. Good, 
good.] Do you know what the membership of this Church does with 
its income? It chews gum; it eats candy; it rides on the street-cars; 
it goes to the theaters. It does a lot of other things with it, and it 
gives eight dollars and forty-five cents a year to the cause of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. [A Voice. And a number use tobaeco.] Yes, 
and a number use tobacco [applause], and it gives eight dollars and 
forty-five cents a year to the gospel, to everything. Look at the Year 
Book for 1908. Look at your membership. Look at your income, 
$8.45 a member! Do you know what your bishops cost you, my breth- 
ren? Do you know what your appropriation is that goes to pay the 
bishops’ expense for the quadrennium? It has been four cents. Do 
you know what we are asking you now? We are asking you to pay 
a nickel a year into the bishops’ salary. Oh, walk down town one 
day instead of riding on the street-car [applause]; put away a pack- 
age of that chewing-gum; take one less plug of tobacco. Now, you 
may say that is ridiculous. No, it is not ridiculous. We have been 
up here on the mountain-top looking at three thousand dollars, and 
we have seen that snow-clad summit, and we have lost sight of the 
nickel down here in the dust. It is the nickel that is going to pay it; 
it is the nickel that goes to him. What is a bishop worth to you, my 
brother of the ministry? What is a bishop worth to you? Oh, I 
have troubles of my own: I have a board of trustees. There is a 
clerk of trustees who runs the school district and he runs it into 
trouble, and when everything is going smilingly he ignores me. He 
says, “Mr. Superintendent, don’t put your nose into my business; I 
am running my district.” But when he gets into trouble he tele- 
phones me to come up, “I am in trouble.” And he is mighty glad to 
see me. I spend more time keeping these fellows out of trouble than 
anything else. You have got a church to dedicate; you have a thou- 
sand dollars to raise. Your congregation will raise five hundred dol- 
lars of it. Your bishop comes. He is a preacher; he is a minister; 
he is a great man of God. He fills your house full, and when he has 
preached and the money is raised, you have five hundred dollars, and 
then you get another five hundred dollars because you have a bishop 
there. And now you talk about the two thousand dollars that have 
been paid to the bishops during the last quadrennium, and this tre- 
mendous jump of one thousand dollars. It is not a jump of one 
thousand dollars; the bishops were entitled to twenty-five hundred 
dollars the last quadrennium. You owe them two thousand dollars 
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now in back salary, and give them the increase they are entitled to. 
I want to tell you that you never, never, never throw a man or a 
woman out of your Church by paying them more salary, but you 
drive a number of them out by not paying*them enough—a Whole lot 
of them. We have plenty of members in our. First Church at Los 
Angeles who pay three and four and five dollars a year, and they 
think they are making tremendous sacrifices for the Lord’s cause, 
and you have a whole lot of them. I thank God that the sun is rising 
in the South and that better things are in store for them, and it is 
only a few years when they will be demanding the most costly 
preachers and they will not be content with cheap men. Better things 
are going to prevail there. Prosperity is coming to them. They tell 
about that wonderful revival they had long ago when the preacher 
conducted the revivals, but you know that in that good old time it 
took a man six months to get six bits together to pay for a license to 
marry. He didn’t have any money; there wasn’t any money. But 
there is money now. In every department of life salaries are being 
paid commensurate with the work that is being done, and if you pay 
your chief two thousand dollars you must pay his assistants less. 
You pay the ministers less than the presiding elder. If you raise the 
presiding elder’s salary, the minister’s will go up with it. Don’t tell 
me salaries can’t be raised; don’t tell me the United Brethren Church 
can’t pay twenty million instead of eight million and have a greater 
blessing from the Lord than they have had. A lot of churches are 
dead ones because God does not want souls saved at their altars be- 
eause there is not a consecrated membership. When that is the 
trouble the money don’t come. Brethren, the trouble is this: you 
should pay the back salary that you owe the bishops and give them 
the advance they ought to have. Your bishops will pay for that. 
advance salary. I used to drive a plow team. When I gave them 
enough to eat they could do a good day’s work and do it well. The 
less I gave them to eat, the less work I could get out of them. Now 
I tell you to stand for the thing that is right; stand for the thing 
that they ought to have as God’s workmen ordained. Can he not 
provide these things if we give him a chance? By saying we can 
only raise twenty-five hundred dollars we say we have only that much 
faith in their capabilities and possibilities. And, brethren, I appeal 
to you to stand by this salary schedule from top to bottom. [ Voice. 
Amen. | 
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Rev. W. ©. Mituer, of West Nebraska Conference. I move that 
we do now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Presipent F. E. Brooks, of Iowa Conference. I believe I was 
granted the privilege of closing that debate, and I will yield that 
privilege if you close now. I move the previous question. Vote down 
the motion to adjourn. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. I rise to a question of 
privilege. As I understand the order for the afternoon, at two o’clock 
it is the election of bishops. 

Presipent F. E. Brooxe, of Iowa Conference. Another question 
of privilege. You make two special orders for this afternoon. I 
say I will yield. JI can go without my dinner. There is not any- 
thing that you are going to discuss in this body that equals this, 
and I say let us settle this. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. The motion is to adjourn. As many as 
favor the motion to adjourn will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” 

A division is called for. 

Tuer Presipinc BisHor. As many as favor the motion to adjourn 
will please rise, stand, and be counted. 

Secretary counts those standing. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnorp. Those opposing will stand. 

Secretary counts those. 

Tue Presipine Bisrop. You are not adjourned. 

Presipent F. E, Brooke, of Iowa Conference. I move the previous 
question. 

Seconded. ; 

THE Presipinc Bisuop. As many as will order the previous ques- 
tion will ‘say “Aye”: those opposing will say “No.” It is so ordered. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke, of Iowa Conference. I have the right 
to close, and I will yield it as I said I would. 

Tue Presipine Bisoor. Very good.. The motion is on the amend- 
ment. The report says $3,000. The motion to amend makes it 
$2,500—the salary of bishops $2,500. The motion is on the amend- 
ment. :

Tue Presminc BisHop. As many as favor the motion to amend 
will please stand and be counted.

FIFTH DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Turspay, May 18, 1909. 


The devotional service was led by Rev. O. W. Slusser, of East 
Ohio Conference. The service began with an organ voluntary by 
Prof. E. L. Leslie; also, “Alas, and Did My Savior Bleed” was played 
on the chimes. 

Bishop W. M. Bell presided at this session. Rev. Ray Upson 
announced Hymn Number 195, “Wonderful Love of Jesus.” Rev. 
O. W. Slusser then read from the sixth chapter of St. Matthew, 
beginning with the last sentence of the twenty-fourth verse, “Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon,” and read to and including the thirty- 
third verse; and then led the Conference in prayer. 

Tue Presming Bishop. The quartet will favor us with a song. 

The Arion Quartet then sang, “Blessed Savior, Hide Me.” 

Tur Preswina Bisuorp. I am sure the General Conference will 
grant to Bishop Castle just a word reminiscent, and as a matter of 
personal privilege. You will hear him now, I am sure. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

As Bishop Castle arose, he was heartily applauded; he addressed 
the Conference as follows: fe 
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Breruren: JT simply want to ask a question and have it answered, 
if I may. I think it is not out of any vanity, but I have a real per- 
sonal interest. I want to know if there is any one here, a member of 
this present General Conference, that was a member of the General 
Conference that met in Lebanon, Pennsylvania, at the old stone 
church, forty years ago. If there is any such one that was a member 
of that Conference forty years ago and is a member of this Confer- 
ence, will he please stand. (No one stood.) How many are. there 
present to-day that were members of that Conference forty years ago, 
whether a member of this or not? [Rev. W. J. Shuey, of Miami 
Conference, and Rey. J. G. Baldwin, of East Ohio Conference, arose. | 
I thank you, brethren. That was the first General Conference that I 
attended, and I survive, frail and feeble as my life has been, through 
these forty years, while men not frail then have fallen asleep. How 
many bishops have gone that way? Bishops Glossbrenner, Edwards, 
Weaver, Markwood, Shuck, and Hott have all passed into the beyond, 
and only just a few weeks ago, or just a few months ago, the oldest 
member and the only one that survived with me in my own confer- 
ence passed into the beyond. So I am the oldest member in the St. 
Joseph Conference now living; no one older than I in that confer- 
ence. 

I want you in the silence of your hearts to thank my Father and 
yours for his great goodness to me [Amen] in permitting me to cross 
the mountains and plains and come in and look in your faces again. 
What pleasure I have had with you—what delight in these different 
States! And you will excuse my emotion, for you are very dear to 
me. And how, as I said in the address, if I be relegated and go back, 
I would like to climb the hills again; I would like to ford the 
streams; I would like to endure the hardships, if it were necessary 
for the promotion of the kingdom of God. [Applause.] But I thank 
God we live in a better age than that—in a better time. 

I want to thank you all for what you have done for me. You have 
made me. This Church has made me. I have not given much to it. 
I have been weak and frail, but you have given ever so much to me, 
and I thank you for each kindly remembrance, for every token of 
good will you have shown me during these years, and for this blessed 
fellowship I have with you in this Conference. [ Applause. ] ; 


Dr. H. S. Ganen, of East Pennsylvania Conference. I stand to say 
a word of privilege. Doctor Lowery and I both attended that General 
Conference at Lebanon, in 1869. We were not delegates, however. 
I remember it very well, and Brother Spayd says he was there. I 
remember very well of having attended a session one afternoon with ~ 
my father. He went there, and Bishop Markwood was speaking— 
made quite an interesting and stirring speech. Of course I don’t 
remember what he talked about, but I often heard my father and others 
speak of the speech that Bishop Markwood made on that oceasion. 
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Tue Presiping Bisuor. I am glad to say here that Doctor Lowery 
and Brother Spayd and Brother Gabel attended that General Con- 
ference with Bishop Castle and Brothers Shuey and Baldwin. 

Rev. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. And 


Brother Stehman. 

Rey. J. I. L. Ressuer, of Allegheny Conference. Could we not 
hear from Doctor Shuey and Brother Baldwin—a few words? 

Tuer Presse BisHor. Doctor Shuey, you are called for any word 
that you may have. Please come forward. ; 

Rey. W. J. Shuey came forward amid applause and waving of 
handkerchiefs, and addressed the Conference as follows: 


I feel severely embarrassed. I do not think that I am worthy of 
all this expression of love and friendship that you are disposed to 
show to me; and yet, at the same time, I would not be unappreciative 
of the honors which my brethren in the Lord are so willing, and I 
believe with such sincerity, would give expression of their feelings 
toward me. 

The remarks that Bishop Castle has made have led to recollections 
of the past at the General Conferences. I might state that this is 
the fifteenth General-Conference that I have been permitted to attend. 
In nine of the fifteen I was a delegate, and in a number of others I 
came very near being one, and I don’t know that those General Con- 
ferences could have done without me. [Laughter.] E 

Doctor Funk has some experiences, since I left the throne, very 
similar to what I had at the General Conferences that I didn’t have 
the honor of being a member of. And I keenly remember why I was 
not a member of those intervening General Conferences. We had in 
the distant past, as you know, in this Church a rebellion, or it came 
very near being one [Voices. Yes], and I was not of their number, 
and they would not vote me for General Conference because I wasn’t. 
That is, the public sentiment of the Church in the conference to 
which I belonged was with the Radicals. And twelve years ago, at 
the General Conference in Toledo, Iowa, Bishop Weaver called for 
all members present who had been members of the General Confer- 
ence of 1857, held in Cincinnati, when the depravity question came 
almost rupturing this denomination, as certainly and as painfully as 
the rebellion of 1885. Three of us answered to that call—Bishop 
Weaver, Bishop Shuck, and myself. : 

My first delegate experience was in the General Conference of 
1857. Now, after twelve years, Bishop Weaver and Bishop Shuck 
have long since gone to their reward. I look around me here, and I 
find comparatively few of the old companions, and I sympathize with 
Bishop Castle in the feeling which he has at this meeting. Brother 
Baldwin, here, and I have been companions in many ways in all 
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these years. He is a little ahead of me in age and far ahead of me 
in usefulness and power in the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Without detaining you any longer, I would say that I came here 
with reluctance at an age when leaving home is not attractive and 
pleasant, and my son said, “Father, this may be the last time that 
the General Conference is near enough to you to attend it”; and so I 
said I will go, and I am here, and it is the last I shall attend. But I 
have not lost my youthfulness. I have been interested in the labor 
and progress of the Church all these years of retirement, and the 
hardest job that I ever undertook was to do nothing. [| Laughter. ] 
I differ from that native king who said, “Let him glory rather that 
putteth off the harness than him that putteth it on.” It has been 
hard to put off the harness; but it is off. And I bless you, brethren, 
in all your efforts to build up this Church, and I think it is the sin- 
cere prayer of the few of us here with gray heads and as octogena- 
rians to ask you, if not to counsel you, to watch and pray lest the 
devil get into the General Conference as he has been in some that I 
have attended, and mar the business and prosperity and wisdom of 
the church of Jesus Christ as we represent it. 

I rejoice in the prosperity of the Church; I rejoice in all the 
various departments of the Church and expect to do what I ean to 
build up this blessed Church in which I was born and in which I 
expect to die. 

I thank you. I thank you for your expressions of respect and 
honor.

Tue Presiinc Bisnop. Delightful! Delightful! The General 
Conference also asks for a word from the other veteran who was 
introduced by Bishop Castle. 
Rev. J. G. Baldwin addressed Conference as follows: 


BRETHREN OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE: I was born in the State 
of Connecticut, the State of wooden nutmegs, basswood handles, and _ 
all such things. I came to this State in the year 1841 and landed in 
Cleveland the twelfth of May; and when we came down in Medina 
County and Wayne County we found no Presbyterians. I was 
brought up under the administration of old Dr. Lyman Beecher. 
Dr. Lyman Beecher married my father and mother and he baptized 
me, and Henry Ward Beecher went to school with my mother, and 
she said he was the most mischievous rascal she ever knew. 

After a while I experienced religion, the nineteenth day of August, 
1841, at a camp-meeting among the Methodist people, and they » 
wanted me to join the church. I joined on probation, and I did so 
well under the probation of six months that they let me out in three 
months. [Applause and laughter.] And after while, Brother Joseph 
Waldorf, an old minister in this conference, came into our neighbor- 
hood to preach as a pastor, and he proceeded to organize the Society 
of United Brethren, and myself and my wife joined the first of Jan- 
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uary, 1848, and that day we subscribed for the Telescope, and I have 
taken it ever since. [ Applause. ] 

And then Brother Samuel Weaver was our presiding elder and I 
was teaching school; and he says, “Brother Baldwin, you ought to 
preach. Haven’t you thought about it?’ I says, “Yes, I have thought 
about it, but I don’t believe that I have education enough to 
preach.” He says, “You have. There is not a doctor of divinity in 
this church; there is not a school in this church [laughter]; there is 
not a college in this church, and there are very few meeting-houses 
in this church.” “Well,” I said, “Brother Weaver, this is too poor a 
congregation and set of Christians for me to join.” I was raised 
among the Bontons [laughter], among those that are high up. I in- 
tended to attend Yale College; I attended the preparatory for that, 
but my father came into the woods and that burst the thing up. And 
so I joined the Church, and so for ten years I thought about this 
preaching. I kept aloof and tried to get out of it in every way. It 
took me ten years to get in, and I don’t know but it is going to take 
me twenty years to get out. [Laughter. ] 

I never felt so like preaching in my life as I do now, and I do 
preach once in a while, and sing. I have got a bad cold now [laugh- 
ter], and the brethren say that I can preach now as much as they 
dare practice. [ Laughter. ] 

I was up at that General Conference in 1869, and when I went 
home my wife says to me, “Well, how did you like it?” Says I, “I 
hope that the Lord will excuse me from ever going to another Gen- 
eral Conference.” [Laughter.] My, what a time we had! But then 
they kept electing me and electing me until I pushed out, and at the 
last—the last General Conference I attended was at Fostoria, when 
we finished up the job. 

So I feel very thankful that all-over there are plenty of doctors of 
divinity, and plenty of timber for bishops and all that, and they have 
elected me bishop of this conference (East Ohio), and so I feel very 
happy. 

I was eighty-four years old the fifteenth of last December, and 
now to-day I am eighty-four years and five months and two days old. 
I am glad to see you. God prosper you, and may you continue to 
grow, and if you have any -banners to send out, put it upon the ban- 
ners, “See Us Grow,” and the Lord help us that we may all meet over 
the river in the King’s countr¥, where we shall tell our sorrows and 
our joys and our conflicts and our victories and our trials—every- 
thing and everything—and never get tired and never get weary and 
never get old. I don’t get old; I feel as spry as a sixteen-year-old 
boy. 

I am glad to meet you here and look into your faces. There was 
one thing against me yesterday; but there was such an influence and 
such a power and such an enthusiasm here upon the side of temper- 
ance; and some one brought in a resolution and the Conference was 
to vote on it, and I voted with the rest. I thought I was a part of 
the Conference. [ Applause. | 
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Tue Presipina Bisuor. We have reached the hour for your special 
order, and by your action this morning the Board of Bishops was 
asked to announce the Board of Tellers to have charge of the ballot. 
That, Board we beg to announce, as follows: Mark Keppel, Chairman, 
E. M. Horner, Eugene Schaefer, L. W. Stahl, T. D. Crites, I. E. Doty. 

Now, will these gentlemen please distribute the ballots? The 
General Conference will proceed to vote, as we understand your 
instructions of this morning, for five bishops, five names appearing 
on each ballot. Will the Board of Tellers comé forward and take 
charge of the distribution of the ballots and the collection of them ? 

The tellers came forward. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. The question has been raised as to whether 
you should have the initials of the candidates when you write the 
names. To be sure, it is best that you write the initial letters. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke, of Iowa Conference. Just a question. 
I would like to ask here whether or not this would be an informal 
ballot. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. Oh, no. 

Presipent Brooke. It counts? 

Tuer Presiping BisHop. Sure. We are not counting for fun. It 
is extremely serious. [ Applause. ] 

Rev. M. F. Dawson, of White River Conference. - In regard to the 
initials. Supposing that we do not get all the initials correct, will 
the ballot be thrown out? 

Tur Presiping BisHop. The Board of Tellers will exercise an 
ordinary intelligence in such a matter. 

The tellers proceed to collect the ballots. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Has everybody voted? If so, the tellers 
will retire. 

The tellers retired to count the ballots. 


Tue Presiprinc Brstiop. We adjourned this Conference with an ~ 


item of business before us, the Report of the Committee on Salaries. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. TI rise to a question of 
privilege. I move the reélection of Bishop N. Castle as bishop emeri- 
tus of this Church. 

Seconded by Bishop Mills. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. You want that done by acclamation ? 

Doctor Funk. Yes, sir. 
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Tue Presipinc Bisuorp. The motion is that Bishop Castle be 
reélected Bishop Emeritus, and that the action be taken by accla- 
mation. Are you ready? 

Voices. Ready, ready. < 

Tuer Presiping BisHop. All in favor of the motion will say “Aye”; 
contrary, “No.” He is unanimously elected. [Great applause. ] 

Bisuor Castie. Will you give me this word, brethren? Within 
all reason this will likely be the last General Conference that I may 
meet you, and I thank you for this act. JI think, perhaps, that my 
pillow will be a little softer, and also I shall sleep a little more quietly 
because of what has taken place to-day. And so I thank you sin- 
cerely for this manifestation of your good'y esteem and affection. 
[ Applause. | 

Dr. R. J. Wuire, of Erie Conference. The matter of salaries is 
now before us, is it? 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Yes, sir. We have not resumed the report, 
but we were proposing to get to it at once. 

Dr. R. J. Wuits, of Erie Conference. JI move you that we recon- 
sider the motion to take the matter of the report on salaries up item 
by item.- My purpose in doing so is this, if I can get a second to the 
‘motion: The vote clearly showed, I think, the temper of the General 
Conference—that we are in favor of an increase, and of an advance 
of twenty-five per cent. of the salaries of the last quadrennium, and 
I think we can easily dispose of it. I have that faith that we can 
secure this increase without discussion on each particular item. 
Therefore, I move you that we reconsider the motion. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc Bistor. Let me hold just a moment. The reso- 
lution was seconded. The second item is before us, which is the 
item pertaining to the salary of the Publishing Agent. And now, 
Doctor White’s motion, as seconded, is that we move to reconsider 
the action by which you decided to consider the whole report item 
by item, and that is before you. 

F. A. Z. Kumuer, of Miami Conference. Mr. Chairman, I hope 
you will vote that down from the fact that I think it is only fair 
to consider the office of Publishing Agent a purely financial position 
of our Church—not only as to the present, but as to the future of 
this great institution. Brethren, I think you ought to permit that 
one item to come before us and be carefully considered. 
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Dr. J. G. Huser, of Miami Cénference. This motion is out of 
order. We have already acted upon one item of the report. 

THe Presipinc Bisnor. I should think that the better way would 
be to move to recommit the remainder of the report to your com- 
mittee. They perhaps understand about what the General Conference 
wishes, and they could withdraw, and within a very short time bring 
us an amended report that probably would have universal consent. 
Would you, Doctor White, withdraw your motion ? 

Dr. R. J. Waite. That is all I have in view. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke. Can’t we consider that next item on its 
merits? It is separate and distinct from anything else. Let us con- 
sider the next item. 

THE Presipinc Bisuop. Are you agreed? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

F. A. Z. Kumuer, of Miami Conference. Shall I have the floor 
then ? 

THe Presipine Bisnor. Yes. 

F. A. Z. Kumuer, of Miami Conference. When a man in business 
desires to make money, his first object is to secure a money getter. 
With a corporation that represents a million dollars invested, the 
most important question to be decided is, where is the genius, the 
mind, the man that will take hold of that ship of a million dollars 
and guide it over rough seas to safety and success. Twelve years 
ago your present Publishing Agent conversed with me as to taking 
charge of the book-store. I was at that time connected with an 
educational institution, Avolon College, at Trenton, Missouri. I 
came to Dayton and met him in his office, JT said, “Doctor Funk, I 
have not the practical experience and success to accept that position 
at your hands, because I never followed the book business. What 
you ought to get is aman that has made a crowning success of the 
book business, and then put him in that place and let him bring the 
book department out of failure into success.” When these business 
positions come before us, as a Church, in which we are all vitally 
interested, the question is, can you get a man that is earning $5,000 
a year, or $3,000 a year, and put him in that position—a man that is 
a large success, and that can bring success to your department ? 
Therefore, I say that this is a purely financial department, and

should be so considered in this item of salary. When J. J. Till, of 
the Great Northern Railroad Company, wanted a man for a very 
important position, some one said, “You can get such and such a man 
for $5,000.” Mr. Hill said, “I want a $20,000 man.” Why, the 
trustees looked up surprised. “Why,” he said, “a $20,000 man is 
worth a dozen of the $5,000 men, because he has shown in railroad 
service his ability, his success.” Brethren of this Conference, we 
had in the Publishing House a few years ago an institution repre- 
senting actually~but a few thousand dollars. Eight years ago, I 
was criticised severely because some one on the floor said our build- 
ings were old, crumbling down, and I remarked, “Let them go.” It 
hurt somebody’s feelings. I referred to the buildings and what might 
be made of them. ‘To-day we have a magnificent palace there in a 
business way, representing altogether close to a million dollars. We 
are all proud of it. But are we not in the experimental stage of this 
affair? Let us understand that at some time Doctor Funk may 
resign, and the chances are that you will have to get a layman that 
is earning five or ten thousand dollars a year to take the responsi- 
bilities of that place. It is no boy’s play. It is an immense estab- 
lishment. And when you go to select another man in the future 
for this place, you will not select a man that is hunting a job; you will 
not select a man that is earning one thousand dollars a year. You 
will select a man of bright business experience, that has gone into the 
financial world and made a success. 

What is it we want as ministers and laymen? We want this 
institution, that represents nearly a million dollars, to produce a fair 
income and to be carried on in a sharp, business-like way, bringing 
in a larger income to the Church, so that the ministers’ funds and the 
other features of the Publishing House may grow—that you will 
have the money secured for these things. 

You secure a two thousand dollar man and you will have a two 
thousand dollar income-—mark what I tell you. You get a man that 
is worth ten thousand dollars for three thousand dollars, and you will 
find that it is a mere drop in the bucket between $2,500 and $3,000. 

Let me say to you, I have nothing to say as to the other official 
salaries in this debate. This is a distinctly financial position. Will 
you, brethren (and I sympathize with you who preach for three or 
four hundred dollars a year, and I wish that all along the line we 
could go and say fifty per cent. increase) consider why this fifty per 
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cent. increase which I am advocating for this position’ should 
be granted? Do you understand that the expense of a financial 
agent in a city like Dayton, Ohio, is two or three times as 
much as in the small towns? And again, let me call your atten- 
tion to this: Doctor Funk has under him to-day a superintendent 
that is worth to that establishment several thousand dollars per 
year, and he would be worth a great deal more than he is getting to 
other institutions. If you do not increase the Agent’s salary, how 
are those under him to be secured? There are men that come to 
that institution, in mechanical pursuits and other positions, and tell 
Doctor Funk, or his superintendent, “You give me forty or fifty 
dollars a week or I will have to go to Cleveland, or I will go to some 
other city, where such wages can be secured.” Now, how ean they 
give these men $200 a month if the head of this institution is getting 
below that sum. I hope that the laymen, especially, will consider 
this matter as purely a financial affair. That is what it is. The 
institution must earn money, and you have got those bonds to pay 
for. You have one of the most tremendous propositions to carry out 
that this Church or any other church ever undertook. Doctor 
Funk knows it, and the next four or eight years will prove that, and 
the responsibility that is coming on him will be greater in the next 
four years than it has been in the past years. New problems will 
come up and new questions, because it is always easier to spend money 
than to make it. It is always easier to get in debt than to pay your 
debts. We have with us a proposition of a $300,000 debt, and if the 
future propositions are carried out, it will be $400,000 in debt; and, 
therefore, I think we need the best experience for the financial super- 
intendent that this Church can afford. JI ask that you consider this 
from a financial standpoint, and not consider it from the standpoint 
of the bishops, or any other line of work. It is a money maker. It 
is a money maker or a money loser, and it depends to a great degree 
upon the man at the helm. So I ask earnestly that you will leave 
this item alone, and place the salary at $3,000 as the committee 
recommends. I will not argue on these other lines because—because 
T do feel that all along the line there has been such a good spirit in 
this Conference. It came first from the laymen—that way down 
there in that little village the minister should get more pay than he 
is getting. We are all in for it. And the preachers would be un- 
grateful if they did not decide with the laymen on this question. 
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What you want to do, ministers of the gospel, is to lay this financial 
business more on the laymen. I will tell you where you can relieve 
yourselves of a burden—don’t you meddle with the business affairs of 
the Church any more than possible—with the financial side I mean, in 
respect to your salary. Throw the burden on the laymen. Let them 
understand they must raise your salary; and so it is in this most 
wonderful enterprise that we have before us. : 

You must excuse me for this earnestness, because I feel that the 
future of that institution depends a great deal upon this question as 
to what salary the agent shall receive. If he wants to get the best 
talent—and I understand now in this printing establishment they 
are going to build—the new building—that in that building they are 
going to put modern presses, and they are after the business of the 
city of Dayton and elsewhere. There is plenty of business, and they 
ean be prepared to go after it. But as they expand this business 
they must get the best quality of printers, engravers, lithographers, 
pressmen, ete., and the highest quality of men. They can’t get 
them unless they have the money to pay them; and how can this man, 
who is at the head of this instituion, say, “I will pay you $40 or $50 
a week,” when the head of the institution does not get that much 
himself? I thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

G. C. WiuuiaMs, of Sandusky Conference. JI move that this item 
be amended to read $2,500. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc BrsHop. It is moved that this item, which now 
reads $3,000 as the salary for the Publishing Agent, shall be amended 
to read $2,500, and that amendment is before you. 

The question ‘is called for. 

Tur Presipinc BisHop. Are you ready to vote? As many as are 
agreeable to the amendment will say “Aye.” 

Voices. Aye. 

Senator Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conference. Have you 
voted on that amendment? 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. No, the vote is not taken. If you want to 
speak to this amendment before we conclude the vote, you can do so. 

Senator Epmonps. Mr. Chairman and members of the Conference, 
I feel like thirty-five cents. Now, this may be pleasing— 

Rev. J. W. Litty, of Sandusky Conference. Mr. Chairman, I rise 
to a point of order to ask whether it is proper when a vote is half 
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Tue Presipineg Bisuor. As the chair understands it, until the 
negative vote is taken and the vote is announced, it is right for a 
member of the body who thinks he has a right to claim the floor, 
and it is also the right of the chairman to grant him the right to 
speak. 

Rey. N. L. Vezin, of Neosho Conference. In this case in hand and 
under consideration, are you going to put the affirmative of this 
question again 4 / 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. We will put the whole question, for this 
takes it all back, as if we had not had half a vote. Senator Edmonds 
will proceed. 

Senator Epmonps.. Now, Mr. Chairman, I do not want to insist 
upon my right to speak, because I believe that the intelligence of this 
convention is not going to support that amendment. The point I 
wanted to make was this: If you leave this business to me, whether 
or not I shall speak, it is very unpleasant. I was thinking if the 
bishops were out—if Doctor Funk was out, then I would feel free 
to talk; but, inasmuch as they are here, it is not becoming to the 
intelligence of this General Conference that a question like this shall 
be taken up and argued before intelligent men. Because, if you are 
men of business, you take in the situation at onee without any 
argument, without any enlightenment whatever upon this subject. 
Now, I have been raised in this Church. I have always been a 
United Brethren. For several years, not by desire of my own (be- 
cause I have business of my own and could use all my time), nor be 
my choice I have been connected with the Publishing House as a 
trustee. J have no reflection to cast on any one. . Doctor Shuey, 
especially, whom I admire and love—he had his day in that House 
under the cireumstances and conditions that obtained. He brought 
it to victory. Did the best he could. Then you elected Doctor 
Funk to take his place, to take hold of that great institution that 
the Church is proud of. He has labored day and night, and now 
must he sit here and listen and argue a point to give him a little 
insignificant salary of $3.0002 T remember out in Kansas when the 
average farmer was under the impression that the man who had gone 
through school and college and was teaching school, should receive 
the same wages as the man that plowed corn that didn’t need to 
know his letters. If a man brings that institution to suceess—the 
House that you are proud of—a business that accepts credit from the

Chureh—he has got to work for it early and late. And then talk about 
eutting down his salary from $3,000 to $2,500! Now, I don’t want 
to cast any reflections on any brother. I take-it that he is honest, 
and that every one of you are honest here, and that you have done 
justice to your own convictions when you have been cutting down 
these salaries. But if that brother was conversant with the House 
and the responsibility there, I don’t think he would make that 
motion. 

If you want men you will find plenty for a thousand dollars a 
year, but they are not the kind of men you want. If you go out on 
the market to look for a man, you will find some. But you will not 
get a man for five thousand dollars a year to take hold of the ‘place 
and insure success. You will not get him for five thousand dollars, 
because that kind of a.man will have a job somewhere else, and you 
will have to pay him more money to get him. I want: to do justice 
to my conscience in this case, and I shall stay with you as long as 
ITean. And if I fail—I shall not fail, but you will fail in this mis- 
take—if you make the mistake by reducing the salary to $2,500; but 
I hope you will not make such a mistake. I hope you will strengthen 
the Agent’s backbone in place of trying to weaken it, and in doing 
that you will strengthen the backbone of the Church everywhere. 

I leave this subject with you, and I hope that you will see it as 
I see it; and, at the end of four years, if I live and you live, 
if I made a mistake, I will give you the money back out of my own 
pocket. e 

Rey. H. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference. Just one question 
or two. It is to get a more definite understanding. This need not 
be embarrassment to any one, because the bishops nor the Publishing 
Agent are not elected for the future; that is my understanding of 
that affair. No officers are yet elected—they will know the amount 
of the salary. And another thing: Brother Edmonds talks about 
weakening the Publishing Agent. My understanding is that the 
Publishing Agent gets $2,000 at the present time, or has been 
during the quadrennium—two thousand dollars during the quadren- 
nium each year. Now, the original proposition is to put a thousand 
dollars a year on it, while the amendment simply calls for five hun- 
dred dollars increase instead of a thousand. Now, the Senator talks 
as if it is taking five hundred dollars off of the present salary. It 
is not that. I wish you would state it the way it is. 
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G. A. Lampert, of White River*Conference. Mr. Chairman, I am 
sure that if we pass this amendment that we will make a mistake. 
I do not know whether Doctor Funk, or whe is to be our representa- 
tive in the Publishing House for another four years. But I am 
sure of this: that if we should have to go outside of the realm of 
this body (I don’t say we have to), but as the point has been made 
that ability is to be required, we may have to in order to secure what 
we need to run the Publishing~ House—three thousand dollars is 
considered very small indeed—a three thousand dollar salary on the 
outside among business men. 

A number of men in connection with our company, and we are not a 
great company—a number draw $4,000 a year, and others draw more 
than that, while many get $2,400 a year for a very small amount of 
responsibility; it is ridiculous indeed as compared with the manage- 
ment of the Publishing House. I believe that it is only doing credit 
to the position to offer a reasonable, just a reasonable salary. Be- 
sides, I know this: when my salary was just about one-fifth of what 
it is to-day, I got along just about as well as I do to-day. But at 
the end of the year my salary is all absorbed. Instead of my giving 
five dollars to this, or to that, or the other, now I am expected to 
give one hundred dollars or a hundred and fifty, and you can give 
five hundred, or you can give fifty for some little thing. I want to 
state that salaries don’t. count for much, but they do give a little 
backbone to a fellow. And further, brethren, if you try to get this 
work done, it is purely secular—it is not for escntiment now. We 
want a man that will get money. We want a man that will run 
the business successfully. It is business. It is not preaching. I 
don’t want to say that it is a higher proposition than the ministry. 
It is not. Men that go out to preach the gospel, go with humility 
in their hearts. But when it comes to business, it is business, and 
we ought as a Church to get at the business end of it in a business 
way, and make it go just as it has been going in recent years, and 
therefore we will make a mistake if we vote that amendment. We 
ought to give three thousand—we ought to give more. But three 
thousand would be a reasonable increase to begin with. Any institu- 
tion that has for its capital anything like our Publishing House— 
outside of the Church—would not think of using a man at less than 
a ten thousand dollar salary. Any institution of a million dollars, 
or five hundred thousand dollars, would pay five thousand dollars 
for a reliable man. 
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A. H. Laveusaum, of Sandusky Conference. I am usually con- 
sidered a very conservative sort of a fellow when financial questions 
are to be considered, and inasmuch as my good brother, G. ©. Wil- 
hams, of the Sandusky delegation, has made this motion to amend 
this item, I usually agree with him; but in this case, I must say that 
I am against him—I am forninst him this time. [Applause.] This 
is a position which I think ought to rise above the consideration of 
any other position, or any other salary that is in this report. This 
is a business proposition—purely a financial business proposition, 
and we ought to see it just as it is. I do hope that the laymen, as 
well as the ministers that have a vote on this question, will consider 
the importance of placing a man there that has ability, and that 
understands the situation to carry this out, and give him such a com- 
pensation that we know that he can realize for himself that he is 
getting something like decent pay for the work that is before him. 
Therefore, I am ready to vote against this amendment. 

Thé question is called for. 

Rev. P. M. Camp, of Miami Conference. I do not want to defend 
the position of the Publishing House, because I was a member of 
the Exevutive Committee and of the Board the last quadrennium. 
But I feel that the Church will be obliged to look at the Publishing 
House as a different part or department of the Church from any of 
our bishops, or secretaries, or editors that we have been considering: 
this forenoon. I am quite satisfied that the compensation of the 
Publishing Agent as an institution—or taking it the other way— 
the Publishing House as an institution is more often commensurate 
to the dernands upon him than any other man’s work in the other 
departments of this Church. Do you understand me? The ministry 
and the general work of this Church is not commensurate with the 
work of the Publishing House. The fact of the matter is, under the 
administration of the past, a plant was built there that is meeting 
the demands of the church—of a church twice the size of ours. T 
might give some inside figures and some inside statements that have 
been made by men that have gone into the inside work of that Pub- 
lishing House. There are eight or nine different departments, and 
all the men that we have ever had to go into an investigation of the 
plant, both for business and in making up the different accounts, have 
said that it is the most complex and most difficult institution in the 
city of Dayton to manage. On that ground, and on the ground that

the Publishing House is a asmiciel institution, not looking to the 
Chureh for its support in paying salaries or expenses; but an insti- 
tution that sends the power of light disseminating every part of our 
Chureh life. We talk about home missions and foreign missions 
and church erection and Sunday-school work, those great lines of 
denominational life; when you come to the inside the Publishing 
House has an integral part in promoting its welfare, and it is the 


real life underneath it, and I don’t believe that we should disturb ~ 


for a single minute the consciousness in the mind of anybody that 
the Publishing House, as an institution, stands at the center where 
light is disseminated into other departments of our Church. Because 
of these things, while I am not in favor, and I did not vote for the 
increase of the bishops to three thousand dollars, and I am frank 
to say that I will not vote that the editor of the Telescope shall 
receive $2,400, or the associate editor $1,800, yet I believe that in our 
Publishing House, as an institution disseminating life and strength 
and power and influence, not only within our denomination, but to 
every denomination in the world, I believe it demands it. For 
myself, I am in favor of leaving that item of the report stand. 
Rey. J. H. Parrerson, of Iowa Conference. The management of 
the Publishing House is no doubt worth three thousand, perhaps five 
thousand; but the very fact that he was receiving only $2,000 this 
year, and if he were to receive $3,000 this year would not make him 
sell any more books in the book department, neither would it make 
that book department any more prosperous than it was before. The 
amount of salary he will receive will not make up the deficit in the 
sale of books. As far as I am concerned, if the money is on hand 
and in sight, and it will make a difference in the sale of books, I 
would be willing to make it five thousand dollars rather than three 
thousand. Through all the departments in the business world there 
‘are men as poorly paid as in the religious world. We recognize that 
fact. Have we the money? That is the proposition. . If we have, 
I am in favor. If we are running behind, I am not. 
_ Rav. W. S. Lynpe, of East Nebraska Conference. I certainly have 
the highest degree of respect and admiration for our presént Publish- 
ing Agent, and for all the agents of the Publishing House as far 
back as I know them. I would be glad if these salaries could be 
paid up even above what the committee has reported. But, Mr. 
Chairman, I want to emphasize one fact, and that is this: That you 
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are very willing as a people to have the ministers have their amount 
for finances. Would you want to raise the finances out upon the field ? 
Our distinguished brother here told us to keep our hands off, and I am 
glad that our eloquent bishop emphasized the fact also in the 
quadrennial address. While I believe we have a man at the head 
of this institution that is as competent as any in the Church, I do 
not believe, brethren, that all the brains are at the head of that 


institution, but that there are other men that can handle that busi- 


ness. I believe that we should be consistent in our advancement of 
salaries for all the various officers. There are no men in any business 
of life that are more worthy of an increase than we have already given 
to our bishops in the Church. We are not cutting down this salary 
because we don’t want them to have an increase; but, brethren, the 
increase has got to come from the field. It has got to come from the 
laity, and the ministers have to have a hand in getting it. We know 
very much the sentiment of the people when we go to them and say 
to them that these salaries have got to go up, and you know it. If 
our officers cannot serve at the salaries that the Church can pay, then 
let us put men in that can serve. We have good men to-day that are 
serving the Church just as faithfully and just as intelligently as any 
general officer. They have never had an adequate salary, and we are 
coming to the end of the race, my brethren, without a dollar ahead, 
simply because we have not had a fair living from the Church. We 
will go on, and we are willing to let the increase go on as long as 
the Church can put up the money. But we are not willing to let it 
go at the rate that we can see, just as these laymen can see, is bringing 
us into a position where we cannot sustain it. 

Rev. F. H. Nerr, of Oregon Conference. I have only this to say 
on the subject. It appears to me that it is purely a matter of busi- 
ness, and not a matter of sentiment. It is not a question of what 
I am geting out in Oregon in my church; but it is a question of 
efficient management of a great institution. And this, I think, is a 
just rule in matters of this kind—to receive service without just 
remuneration is a disgrace. If a man is worth it to the institution, 
or the business, he should receive it as a matter of conscience. Some 
of you recall that four years ago the Publishing Agent, when this 
question came up, took the floor himself and very generously said to 
this General Conference, “I protest against any raise in salary for 
myself.” A noble deed! a generous deed! in the face of the achieve- 
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ments that had been made in this work up to that time. Since 
that time this great interest has gone on to such a proportion that 
not a member of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ any- 
where could feel anything else than elated over his success. Doctor 
Funk has given to this great enterprise of the Church a spirit, that 
spirit, that solidity, and business sense which has brought to it the 
confidence of the business world wherever they have come to be ac- 
quainted with it; and I believe that I am not out of bounds when i kD 
say that under his efficient management the income of. this great 
institution has increased at a surprising and extremely gratifying 
rate. The charges throughout the Church will know little or nothing 
of the burden of this man’s salary, or the enterprise which he has 
so wonderfully enlarged, and which he will still further enlarge—to 
make more even, we trust, under the Providence of God, in the future, 
when he will not only bring to the Church the added amount of his 
own income, but he will add to the income and resources of the 
Church itself. 

Now, let us be generous to the man whom God has endowed with 
a generous spirit, and treat him not only in a sound business way, 
but in an eminently honest and just way. If he is worth this to 
the Church, of which there is no question, I, for one, will say let us 
give it to him in all heartiness and good will. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke, Chairman of the Committee on Salaries. 
T only beg for a moment of time. T am slightly disfigured, but still 
in the running. But I want to say this, that I heartily agree with 
the speeches that have been made, not only by some of the ministers, 
but especially these laymen—Mr. Lambert from Indiana, Senator 
Edmonds of Kansas, and Mr. Laughbaum from Sandusky. TI under- 
stand they are all laymen accustomed to weighing things in a busi- 
ness-like way in business seales.. I think it has been said that this 
is an interest that should be viewed from a little different Standpoint 
from that of any other in the entire list hefore us. I only want. 
to say that I can second from the bottom of my heart all the remarks 
that have been given on the side of the question looking toward the 
three thousand dollar salary. That is all. 

Rev. W. Z. Rozerts, of Sandusky Conference. There is just one 
point I wish to emphasize. The Publishing House is not one of the 
charges of the Church. It makes its own money and pays its own 
bills. That cannot be said as it relates to any other office. Ag it 
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relates to the bishops, the salary comes from the people direct in that 
ease. In this case, the House makes it alone and it pays its own 
officers. Therefore, I cannot agree with the amendment, and I wish 
that we might consider that carefully. It leads it into another realm, 
and let us put it in the realm where we find it; and, in the employ- 
ment of an agent, secure that quality of man and that energy that 
will push it to the highest attainment. 

Rev. N. L. Veztn, of Neosho Conference. I wish to say I hoped 
we were done speaking on this before adjournment at noon. But 
there are some things come to me that are practical. I am at the 
head of the special committee trying to make some worthy arrange- 
ments for our worn-out ministers. We have already been served 
notice that we need not expect more than $5,000 a year to this fund 
from the Publishing House. If the Publishing House is in that | 
straightened condition financially that the great army of men, who 
have toiled for twenty-five to forty years for it, are served notice 
that they need not expect more than that, I want to ask the question: 
If this is done, does that mean the deducting of two thousand dollars 
more from that fund? There are other men that are serving this 
Church out upon the firing line [applause], and I want to say to 
you that my life has been a, humble one, and the results have been 
meager, but I have served that Publishing House for twenty-five 
years for nothing. I have sent my orders into it year after year, and 
TI have paid every cent to it. I do not do business for any other 
institution in the world without compensation, and I ask you in the 
name of high heaven, while these rewards are being distributed for 
service, let us give the men out on the firing line at least a little 
chance. - [ Applause. | 

Rrv. J. G. Dessincer, of Missouri Conference. In my fifty years’ 
experience in this Church, I have never been surprised as J have been 
to-day. I voted before adjournment at noon with the minority. My 
delegation stands solid, that is three to one, on this first and second 
items, and if the first would have earried, I should have made an 
amendment to have made the second item thirty-five hundred. But 
that is out of order now. But what surprises me is that after a man 
made an address like Brother Beckley, that is full of enthusiasm and 
hopefulness from the crown of his head to the soles of his feet, run- 
ning out of his toes and ends of his fingers; when he said, we are going 
to. do it, you just clapped and clapped your hands. But just as soon 
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as we are going to advance and progress, then you go along like an 
old hen with her wing down. [Applause.] I was going to say like 
a snail. When I was over in Lebanon County, Pennsylvania, where 
I was raised—where all the great preachers come from—when I was 
a little boy we used to go out and just upset a log, and there we found 
snails, and we sprinkled salt on them, and oh, how they squirmed. 
I would not dare to do that now. That was awful cruel, but we 
thought it was fun. But I want to tell you to-day it is not what I 
am worth, or what I have done, but the question is—this is a ques- 
tion of how much this man, that runs the greatest institution, not 
only in our Church, but in any other church, is worth. And then, if 
you please, you can count on the laity and especially on our ministers 
—nine-tenths of them are not earning what they are getting. You 
can count them right here, and you don’t find many that are capable 
of running that institution. I hope that this great Church and these 
dear brethren here—I am astonished at the ministry—when the laity 
are going to arise and going to boost us up, and you are going to hold 
us down. Why, bless your heart, when we are ready to do something, 
you ought to be full of power and say we are going to do it. I would 
sooner give this man, whoever he is—I am not talking about Doctor 
Funk, it may be somebody else—but you had better have it five 
thousand than twenty-five hundred. ‘YT will go back to my work 
discouraged if you carry this amendment. 

Mrs. Wituiam Srout, of Northeast Kansas Conference. I would 
just like to say, on behalf of the ladies of the Conference, that when 
we send to the Publishing House for anything, we get value received. 
I want to bring that fact right here. Somebody talked about working 
for the Publishing House for twenty-five years and sending so much 
money with his orders. But when you send for anything to the 
Publishing House, you get value received. So, therefore, I am in 
favor of the report of the committee, [ Applause. ] 

Rey. W. ©. Mituer, of West Nebraska Conference. I have been 
doing business for twenty-five or thirty years, and I have men working 
for me all these years, and there were times that I could not leave 
my business in safety, but there were times when I had men that I 
could go away and have a pleasure trip and feel perfectly safe with 
my business, knowing that I had men to run my business that knew 
how to run it to make a success of it, and that is the way that I 
feel with our brother—the man who has been at the helm, the man 
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who knows how to run the business. I oppose the amendment very 
strongly. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. Mr. Chairman and 
members of the Conference. I suppose a man was never in a more 
delicate or trying position than I am this afternoon. JI have been 
told, and it was said before I came to the General Conference, that I 
was to be curbed and stabbed, and everything was to be done to me 
all along the line. Personally, that is all right. You can do any- 
thing you want to me, and when you are through with it I will have 
a good word for you. [Applause.] I do not seek the position of 
Publishing Agent of this Church. There are men on this Conference 
floor that know that I desire that some one else than myself be selected 
for this position. I have given it the best service I could. I have 
not met with the Committee on Salaries, except this morning, when 
I called three members of this committee into the room in the rear 
of the auditorium. Some one came to me and whispered in my ear 
that they had placed my salary—that is, the salary of the Publishing 
Agent—if you pardon the stress upon me for the slip after giving 
to it twelve years of my life—they told me that. they had placed the 
salary of the Publishing Agent above that of the bishops. I told them 
that they could not put my salary five hundred dollars above the 
bishops of this Church. That is as I feel now. I have tried to be 
still, yet I want to say this: The United Brethren Publishing House, 
in answer to Brother Vezie, was never in a better financial condition 
than it is to-day. [Applause.] There is no danger about it, and you 
can elect some one else at this General Conference if you will, and he 
can step in and handle it all O. K., for it is organized as it was never 
organized in the twelve years that I have had anything to do with 
it. When I think of the past, as I saw my honored predecessor on the 
stand to-day, after twelve years, one of the joys of my heart is to 
say that I never found a crooked step in his administration of that 
great institution [applause], and I trust that when my successor takes 
the place, he will find a record as clean. I feel conscious now that it 
is clean, and I am ready, quite ready, with an open heart to lay down 
the burden at this moment and let some one else take it up. You have 
know me for twelve years in this position. You have known one 
thing about me at least, that [ am not a two-sided man, and 1 
will stand to what I say. Now, beloved brethren, you vote this 
amendment, if you think that is right, and it is all right with me. 
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J. 8. Davis, of West Virginia Conference. It was intimated that 
the laity of this Conference should have something to say in the 
finances of the Church. I believe that the business men, as they 
gave their feelings this afternoon, are in sympathy with the report 
of the committee. I believe this—not wishing to express any criti- 
cism on this occasion—but I believe that a number of ministers here 
are making the wrong speech. They will possibly regret it when they 
go back to work; and many of us know something of making money, 
handling money, and paying it out, and as one brother said, I believe 
especially that the honest Christian men and women of West Virginia 
miss an opportunity for service in this greater work. Go out in 
this city or any other, and you will find the presidents of your 
banks, the men that earn the money, the men that know what 
to do with the money and how_to pay money out, they are 
well paid, and it is well that we do it, because they make the 
success. When they take a backward step and pay inferior prices 
the result is dismal failure. I believe that we make a mistake when 
we refuse to honor the report as it first was reported from the com- 
mittee. I believe it was correct. I believe that all of this talk is 
out of place. In the first place, we should have honored that com- 
mittee, and we should have acted upon it as a whole, and these bishops 
should have had the proposed raise; and the head of the Publishing 
House should have it without a word—without a dissenting voice. 
We should have said three thousand dollars, and not humiliated him 
or any in this Conference. I wish to say to you this afternoon that 


when we need money in West Virginia, we dig a hole in the ground 


and out it runs from the bowels of the earth, and we pay bishops, 
preachers, and all. If we need coal, we dig down and it brings wealth 
to us. And I wish to say that we have money to pay the head of 
this Church—that great man that has done so mueh for West Vir- 
ginia. We can make up the three thousand dollars. Have it as it 
stands. [Hurrahs and applause. | 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presiprng Bistor. The question is very generally called for. 
But there are members of the General Conference that insist on being 
heard. Will the General Conference tarry a moment until the chair- 
man announces the result of the ballot for bishops? T will ask that 
the chairman of the Board of Tellers will read this report. The 
Conference, I think, will consent to that. 

Voices. Hear, hear, 
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Prof. Mark Keppel, Chairman of the Board of Tellers, read the 
result of the ballot for bishops, as follows:

Rev. N. J. McIntire, of Erie Conference. J was for the amend- 
ment, and I did not expect to speak again on this question; but after 
listening to these speeches, I made up my mind that it is time now— 

Rev. L. L. Scnoonover, of Indiana Conference. I rise to a ques- 
tion of privilege. The brother has spoken on it. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. Did you speak on this amendment ? 

Rev. N. J. McIntire, of Erie Conference. I only want to make this 
point: There has been a great deal said about the ministers keeping 
their hands off the finances. But when the ministers take their 
hands off the finances there will not be very much of the finances. 
Now, my argument is based upon Doctor Funk’s speech. What he 
said he said with his hand and eye upon the bishops and on the old 
ministers of this Church, who receive, or should receive dividends 
from the Publishing House. He is willing, and he enters into it; he 
puts his heart into it. It is not money for him. He recognizes the 
sacrifices all along down the line, and he is willing to stand for our 
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side, and, with respect to the old ministers, he is perfectly willing to 
serve this Church for $2,500. Not that he is not worth more—it is 
- not that. And he need not blush when I speak of this. We have 
men that do not labor for dollars, but they have the principle for 
service. For the well-being of the Church, I am, therefore, in 
favor of the amendment. I believe to vote down this amendment 
would be an unjust discrimination—that we ought to go hand in hand 
in the advance. 

The question is called for. i 

THe Presipineg Bisnop. As many as favor the ameadment, which 
will increase the salary of the Publishing Agent to $2,500 a year 
will indicate by uplifted hand; opposed, like sign. The amendment 
does not prevail. [Applause.] 

Tue. Presiping Bisuop. As many as are favorable to adopt the 
report of the committee—this item of the report—will indicate it 
by uplifted hand; opposed, by like sign. The item is adopted. 
[Great applause. ] 

THe Presiping BisHop. What is your pleasure further? 

Pror. Marx Kepren, of California Conference. We ask that the 
ballot proceed fer bishop. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Will the General Conference proceed to 
take another ballot for one bishop? Will the Board of Tellers pro- 
ceed immediately? You will write one name on your ballot. 

‘The tellers distributed the ballots and then proceeded to eollect 
same. 

THE Presipinc Brsnop. Have you all voted? Any who have not 
voted will indicate it. The ballot is closed, and the tellers will 
proceed with the count. 


The tellers then retired to their room to count the second ballot 


for bishop. 

Tie Presipine Bisnop. Will you take up the next item of the 
Report on Salaries ? 

Dr. R. J. Warren, of Erie Conference. Mr. Chairman, I move you 
that the balance of the report be recommitted to the committee with 
instructions that they report an increase of twenty-five per cent. over 
the salaries of the last quadrennium. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that the balance 
of the Report of the Committee on Salaries be recommitted to the 
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committee with instructions to make an increase of twenty-five per 
cent. 

Dr. R. J. Wuirr, I think there is one exception. I think the 
secretary of the Sunday-School Board ought to receive the same as 
the other secretaries. | would incorporate that in the motion. 

The motion as sent to the secretary read as follows: 


That we recommit the balance of the report of the Committee on 
Salaries after the second item with instructions that they report an 
increase of twenty-five per cent. over the salaries of the last quadren- 
nium, with the exception of the salary of the General Sunday School 
Secretary, which should be the same as the other general secretaries.

I know that it is not debatable, but I want this 
word: You have made a target of me for this great Church this 
afternoon. These other men who are on this list from top to bottom 
are as worthy as I am, and you onght to treat them just alike from 
bishops down to the bottom [Voices. Amen.]—all of them—that is, 
what ought to be done.’ 

Tur Presipinc Bisnorp. . As many as will favor the motion to 
recommit the report to the committee will indicate by saying “Aye” ; 
contrary, “No.” The balance of the report is referred to the com- 
mittee for its further consideration. We are now almost to the 
hour when the deputation from the Methodist Protestant Church is to 
be received. We have just nine minutes left until that time. What 
will be your pleasure? 

Rev. E. W. Curtis, of Des Moines Conference. The Committee 
on Ministry of the Church is ready to report. 

Turn Presipinc Bisnor. The Committee on Ministry of the Church 
is ready to report. Will you hear? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Tur Presiping BisHor. The secretary will please read. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson, of White River Conference, begins the reading 
of the report. 
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Tue Presipine Brsuor. Let me rise to state that the Board of 
Tellers is ready to report and the time is here for the special order, 
and the committee’s report is not quite through. 

Docror Funk. I suggest that the report go to the printer without 
the remaining portion being read. 

Tur Presiping BisHor. Will you do that by unanimous consent ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. By. unanimous consent this report will go 
at once to the printer, and we will hear the report of the Board of 
Tellers.

Tur Presipixa Bistor. Members of the General Conference, you 
are conversant with the fraternal relations that have been sustained, 
and have existed in the recent past between the representatives of the 
Methodist Protestant Church and our own, and it affords us pleasure 
this afternoon to announce the names of the deputation upon this 
platform, who are: the Rev. Dr. T. H. Lewis, of Maryland; Mr. T. E. 
Peterson, of Iowa; Rev. M. L. Jennings, D.D., (Editor of the Meth- 
odist Reeorder, of Pittsburg); Mr. W. N. Swift, of Michigan (Treas- 
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urer of the Board of Young People’s Work); and Mr. S. R. Harris, 
of North Carolina. 

Doctor Lewis is the spokesman of the deputation, and, after intro- 
ducing the entire deputation standing at.my right, I am sure you 
are glad to greet them and salute them, and I will ask the General 
Conference to arise in recognition, and as a greeting of the General 
Conference in reference to the presence of these honored guests of 
ours. * 

Conference rises and with great applause greets the deputation. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Doctor Lewis is well-known to many of us, 
and you will hear him now, I am sure, with peculiar pleasure, as the 
speaker of this deputation. 


ADDRESS DELIVERED BY PRESIDENT 1. H. LEWIS. 

Mr. Presment, Faruers, AND BretHren: I appear before you as 
the president of the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant 
Church to convey to you the fraternal salutations of that body, and to 
reciprocate in all Christian sincerity and cordiality the sentiments 
expressed by the committee appointed by your Bishops’ Cabinet, that 
visited our General Conference at Pittsburg a year ago and made us 
glad with their cordial message. President Bookwalter, Bishop Car- 
ter, Doctor Brane, and Doctor Funk, who spoke for the committee, 
made a most happy impression by their speeches, and I trust they 
and all the members of the committee felt what: we tried to express, 
that they were most welcome visitors, and that their message aroused 
an enthusiasm and promoted a spiritual enjoyment such as have sel- 
dom been experienced in our conference. A few years ago the most 
of our people knew very little of your Church. Now we feel that we 
know you quite well, and our acquaintance has ripened into esteem 
and fraternity, and we trust may go forward to something still better. 

T am also here as the chairman of a commission appointed by our 
last General Conference, and empowered to meet with a like commis- 
sion of your Church with the view of promoting organic union with 
you. This was done in response to a suggestion of your committee, 
and we are here to say to you, “If thine heart is as my heart, give me 
thine hand.” 

The Church of the United Brethren in Christ has the distinguished 
and enviable honor of starting a movement for the union of a number 
of Christian denominations whose doctrine, polity, and usages were 
so similar that it appeared reasonable to expect them to unite without 
much difficulty or delay. That the movement has experienced both 
difficulty and delay is not the fault of the Church that suggested it. 
Perhaps it is not the conscious fault of any of the churches con- 
cerned; but the fact is, the movement has not as yet succeeded. The 
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committee from your Church that visited our General Conference 
gave expression to the following conclusion: “We believe that should 
it be the pleasure of the Methodist Protestant Church to proceed at 
once to consummate organic union with the United Brethren Church 
on the general principles of the Chicago platform, our people are 
ready to join them in such a movement.” 

The “Act of Union” adopted at Chicago in March, 1907, by repre> 
sentatives of the Congregational, United Brethren, and Methodist 
Protestant churches was presented first to the National Council of the 
Congregational churches at Cleveland in October, 1907. That body, 
after full discussion of the measure, did not come to a vote on the 
act upon its merits, but asked the other churches to join them in 
sending it back to a new commission for revision and amendment. 
This action was a great disappointment to all the friends of the 
union, and our church felt that as no suggestions were made as to 
the specific character of the amendments desired, and as it was alto- 
gether uncertain whether a new commission would be able to agree 
upon a new basis more likely to secure the approval of the National 
Council than the old, it was inadvisable to continue the negotiations 
on that line. We did not, therefore, join in the recommendation to 
form a new commission, and as the Act of Union was already vir- 
tually defeated by the position taken by the National Council, our 
conference did not discuss it at all; so that the sentiment of our 
church with regard to that form of union has never been formally 
expressed. : 

Your committee proposed a union with ours on the general prin- 
ciples of the act adopted at Chicago. I understand the action of our. 
General Conference in response to this proposal to be that we favor 
organic union with the United Brethren without reference to the 
Chicago platform. Not that we are opposed to that form of union; 
but, as I have said, it was not discussed, and it seemed to be the gen- 
eral opinion among our people, and I believe it is also an opinion in 
which some of your people coincide, that the provisions of the Act of 
Union are not altogether suited to a union of two churches as much 
alike as the United Brethren and Methodist Protestant, and that 
a much more satisfactory and effective basis ean be worked out if 
these two alone are concerned in it. However, I do not wish to con- 
vey the impression that there is any hostility among us to the Chicago 
platform; and if this body prefers to negotiate with us on that basis, 
our commission is ready to meet one of yours with that in view. 
How many Methodist Protestants I represent in the opinion I do not 
know, but my own opinion is that if organic union can be consum- 
mated between our two churches with a standard creed and a uniform 
polity, it would be better than anything proposed in the Chicago plat- 
form; for it would at once bring us close enough together to think 
alike and act alike without waiting for the coming years to work that 
consummation gradually with the chance of not working it at all, as 
the Chicago platform proposes. 
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There is one more matter to be mentioned to set before you com- 
pletely the action of our conference on the union question. We were 
visited at the same session by a delegation from the General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, asking us to renew organic 
fellowship with them and thus inaugurate a movement for a union of 
all American Methodists. You can well understand how this would 
appeal to our church; and it did evoke the greatest enthusiasm. Our 
commission was empowered to meet with commissions from the M. E. 
Church, the M. E. Church South, and other Methodist bodies for the 
promotion of this object. Nevertheless we realized that such a move- 
ment is compassed about with difficulties, and it may require many 
years to bring it to pass. There are sections of our church which can- 
not at present be brought into organic union with either of the prin- 
cipal sections of Methodism, for the same reasons which now keep 
those sections apart. But we feel it to be our duty to promote in 
every way we can this larger hope of a union that is destined to come 
and to bring with it such large and hopeful results to American 
Christianity. 

I have thus set before you in the fullest and frankest manner the 
attitude of our church, so far as | am able to interpret it, on the 
great question of Christian union. At the same time I do not dis- 
guise from myself the fact that this interpretation is from one who 
is In full sympathy with the whole movement and whose convictions 
lead him farther, perhaps, than many of our people would be willing 
to go. There are those among us who are so attached to the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church as it is, that they are unwilling to favor any 
movement to make it anything different. Such persons do not hesi- 
tate to announce in the most decided terms their opposition to any 
and all plans for.union. These I think are few in number, and I am 
not hopeless that they -will become fewer with more reflection. There 
are others among us who, while not declaring themselves in opposi- 
tion to union in principle, seem unwilling to favor any particular 
plan to carry the principle into effect, and who oppose most vigorously 
the plan that seems at any time most likely to succeed. I think that 
such persons deceive themselves by seeming to concede the principle 
of union, while opposing any plan to make that principle anything 
more than a useless sentiment. Then, of course, there are others who 
have never formed or expressed an opinion on the subject, and are 
indifferent to it. They have never waked up to the realization of the 
fact that the twentieth-century church is confronted with an issue, 
alive and appealing for instant and serious consideration; and that a 
live church can no more evade this issue than it can live on the other 
dead issues of the past centuries. But, making full allowance for all 
these classes in the Methodist Protestant Church, I still believe that 
the great body of the church is ready for an immediate forward move- 
ment for the union of the chureh of Christ in America, and that 
those who thus feel and act do so with an unselfish desire to see the 
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will of God done on earth as it is done in heaven; and the great 
family of God united on earth as it is united in heaven. 

There was a time when those who prospered to unite the severed 
fragments of God’s church were required to give a reason why any 
sect should be asked to abandon its-separate organization. That time 
has passed; the burden of proof has shifted; and now those who insist 
upon maintaining separate organizations must be ready to give a 
reason. This means the recognition by the Christian world of the 
fact that division among Christians is an abnormal condition, and 
that the normal condition is union. Separation is not necessarily 
sinful; it is sometimes justifiable, and it may even be necessary for 
the due preservation of Christian liberty. But, nevertheless, all 
schism in the body of Christ is abnormal, is not what Christ intended. 
and is sinful unless it can be justified by the appeal to reason or 
necessity. On the other hand, union requires no justification; it is 
the normal condition of those who love Jesus Christ as Lord. No 
man without a theory to support can read the New Testament and 
escape the conviction that Jesus Christ desired his people to live to- 
gether in him as one family, to magnify his love for them by exhib- 
iting their love for one another in the closest ties of a brotherhood, 
and to demonstrate his power and authority as the Son of God by 
moving as one army under him against all the works of the devil. 

When, therefore, it is proposed to unite two or more Christian 
bodies, it is a movement from an abnormal to a normal condition: 
and the man who puts hiniself in opposition to it is bound to give a 
reason why it should not proceed. The only requirement that can be 
properly made of the unionist is to show that it can be done without 
the sacrifice of any Christian principle or conviction on the part of 
those uniting. With this accomplished, every union of Christian 
people is not only permissible and desirable; it is obligatory. The 
platform announced by John Wesley ought to be the platform of the 
church of the twentieth century: “TI desire to have a league, offensive 
and defensive, with every soldier of Christ.” 

We are sometimes told that what we most need is unity of spirit, 
and that we can have this without the outward union of organization ; 
and they would give us “unity” as a watchword instead of “union.” 
Well, perhaps it may be possible to have unity without union, if this 
distinction may be allowed to stand for a difference; but certainly the 
result of the past centuries has not given any flattering instances of 
success in this direction. And why are these brethren so anxious to 
eliminate union as a possible way of bringing about unity? Is it “a 
monster of such frightful mien, as to be hated needs but to be seen 2” 
If this was what Jesus meant when he prayed that all his people 
might be one, why did he not warn them against union, and show 
them how to get unity without union? “The way to resume,” said 
Mr. Sherman, “is to resume,” and thus ended the long discussion 
about returning to specie payments. And the way to get unity is to 
unite. There are no hair-splitting distinctions about that; it is simply 
common sense. 
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I think the simplicity of this proposition is what commends it to 
laymen. They are not given to philosophizing; they are accustomed 
to go for what they want by the shortest road. I have been more or 
less connected with discussions of the union question for six or seven 
years, and in all that time I have not heard a layman from any 
ehurch oppose any of the plans suggested when he understood them. 
I believe the laymen in all our churches are convinced of the practical 
good sense in the union proposition; I believe they want union, and 
I prophesy that if those who are leading the thought and action of 
our churches continue to argue that union is impossible or impracti- 
cable or inadvisable, the laymen will take matters into their own 
hands and show us how to unite by uniting. 

When I see two bodies of Christians holding the same faith, prac- 
ticing the same methods, organized on substantially the same polity, 
not even having any remarkable “temperamental differences,” and 
working sometimes in the same communities with a wasteful and 
irritating competition, I ask, “Who is keeping these people apart?’ 
I insist upon it, that is the fair and logical question; not whether 
they ought to come together, but ought they to remain apart. And 
the man who is responsible in any way for keeping them apart must 
tell this age and must be prepared to tell Almighty God why he keeps 
them apart. Is Jesus willing for them to unite? It was his last 
prayer on earth that they might be one. Is the Holy Ghost willing 
for them to unite? His first coming was to the disciples gathered 
together in one place with one accord; and his perpetual ministry is 
pledged to build us up together for an habitation of God. If these, 
then, be for it, who is against it? Brethren, let us answer that ques- 
tion in the solitude with God. I mean no imputation of the motives 
of those who differ from me on this question, nor to include them in 
an eyil category. But it is the simple statement of fact to say that 
Satan is against it; all the men on earth who do his bidding are 
against it; prejudice is against it; undue pride in what our hands 
have wrought or our fathers left us is against it; selfishness is against 
it; spiritual lethargy is against it; denominational greed that would 
keep back part of the price of union, desiring to keep all and give up 
nothing, is against it; and there are some good men conscientiously 
against it; but even so, they that are for it are more than all that can 
be against it. 

Therefore let no man cry, “To your tents, O Israel,” and persuade 
God’s people that his pleasure or their own interests consist in sepa- 
ration. Rather let the ery be, “To the field, O Israel.” We who have 
one Lord, have also one enemy. Our enemy is united, compact, aggres- 
sive. Shall we not be as wise as he? In the face of the enemy, divi- 
sion is treason, and never was the church so much in the face of the 
enemy as it is to-day. May the Holy Spirit awaken us to see that 
this union question is not a question of names and genealogies, not a 
matter of sentiment, but the most practical, the most momentous, 
and the most solemn question that confronts the church. And may 
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he help us who have to meet it, to meet it like men who wait for 
their Lord. 


Great applause followed the address of Doctor Lewis. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. Surely, it has been a great delight to the 
Conference to hear the frank, cordial, and hospitable message of 
Doctor Lewis, President of the Methodist Protestant General Con- 
ference. Will you allow us to interject at this moment the last 
report of the Board of Tellers? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed.

BISHOP WERKLEY’S RESPONSIVE ADDRESS. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND CONFERENCE AND BROTHERS OF THE METHODIST 
Prorestant Cuurcu: -I know it is a difficult task to reply to such a 
speech as we have heard—a scholarly address, well put together, and 
well delivered. 

I was in one of the classrooms about one o’clock, trying to get some- 
thing together, and I lost it; I could not find it. I came across it a 
few moments ago. Don’t you see where I am, at this time? But I 
feel a little like old Father Taylor, who used to speak to the sailors 
over at Boston. He was given to making long sentences, and some- 
times he would get lost and not know where he was, and one time he 
began a sentence, and he kept on and on until he was utterly lost, 
when he stopped and said, “Well, friends, I haven’t any conception as 
to where I began and none as to where I shall end, but I know I am 
on the way to the holy Jerusalem.” [ Laughter. ] 

I hardly know where to begin nor where to end, but I know I stand 
for church union all the time. [Applause.] I stood for it ten years 
ago; I stood for it six years ago; I stand for it to-day. I expect to 
stand for it until I get to heaven or it be accomplished here. [ Ap- 
plause. } 
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A meeting like this would have been impossible fifty years ago; a 
scene like this would have been impossible fifty years ago. Our eccle- 
siastical fences five years ago were so high that we could not even see 
over them without standing on tiptoe. But, thank God, the top rails 
have been thrown off, some this way and some that way, until to-day 
we can stand flat-footed, looking each other in the face, extend Chris- 
tian greetings, and bid each other a hearty Godspeed. [Applause. ] 

Pushing back the curtains of time nearly four thousand years, we 
see the two noted persons talking together, Abraham and Lot; and, 
mark you, it is the uncle talking to the nephew, the older to the’ 
younger, the greater to the smaller. And Abraham says to Lot, “Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, between me and thee, and between my 
herdsmen and thy herdsmen, for we be brethren.” That has the ring 
in it, “We be brethren.” 

A thousand years later, David, in the One Hundred and Thirty-third 
Psalm, the first verse, I believe, says, “Beloved, how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity.” Now, I will go 
over that again,’ for here is a nugget of gold; I will go over it again, 
“Beloved, how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell to- 
gether in unity.” Now, that means United Brethren, doesn’t it? 
[Laughter.] Did you ever know before, Doctor Lewis, that we ex- 
tended back to the time of King David? Can you beat it? 

[Doctor Lewis. No, sir.] 

Indeed, I ran across a Methodist some time ago, who said he 
could beat it. He said that after studying the ark and the meth- 
ods put-into the ark—its construction—he was sure that Noah 
was a Methodist. [Applause.] I said, Just like the Methodists. 
They had charge of the whole human family for twelve months, and 
the Methodist Church steered the ark across the floods to dry land. 
And he said that Moses was a Methodist because he liked to be around 
where thé people were so well; and then I said, “Then IT am satisfied 
that it was an old-fashioned Methodist shout that knocked the walls 
of Jericho down.” 

A thousand years later, we had that wonderful prayer recorded in 
the seventeenth chapter of John, referred to by Doctor Lewis, where 
the Savior says, “That they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in 
me, and I in thee; that they also may be one in us: that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent me.” 

T tell you that unity among the people of God is the strongest argu- 
ment with the world every time. Unity among Christians is one of 
the greatest arguments in favor of the divinity of our holy religion. 
Nothing is more charmingly beautiful than oneness among Chris- 
tians. It represents a religion that is pure and undefiled; it repre- 
sents a religion that is as clear as its native skies and as holy as its 
divine Author. 

Now, friends, the devil knows some things. He knows something 
about human nature; he knows that sometimes human nature gets 
into the church, and he knows how to handle it there as well as out- 
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side; he knows that strife means division, and division means weak- 
ness, and weakness means defeat. On the other hand, he knows that 
union means strength and service and victory. Hence his efforts to 
divide the forces of Christ. If I were a devil or the devil [laughter] 
—well, now wait until I tell you [laughter]; if I were the devil I 
would put in all my time trying to get the church apart and in trying 
to keep them apart. That is what I would do. But, on the other 
hand, as I am a humble representative of the cross of redemption, it is 
my business to do all in my power to get them together and to keep 
them together. [ Applause. ] 

Listen. The nineteenth century was a century of divisions and 
alienations; the twentieth century is to be the century of reconstruc- 
tion, and, thank God, the work is going on now. I have heard of two 
colored brethren who had a discussion over their respective places. 
One was a Methodist and the other a Baptist. The Methodist brother 
said his was the chureh—the stronger and larger and better church, 
and of course the Baptist brother thought his was the same; and so 
finally the Methodist brother said, “Now, it stands to reason that the 
Methodist Church is the biggest and the oldest, because we have split 
seventeen times and you only twelve times.” 

Now, Doctor Lewis, I am glad to believe that the splitting craze is 
about over with the Methodists. They have seventeen different divi- 
sions, but only one message. There is only one Methodism, one 
Presbyterianism; it is not a dozen or twenty different messages, but 
one only. So with the Baptist Church and so with the Lutheran 
Church and the other churches. And I am hoping that Doctor Lewis 
will succeed abundantly and gloriously in his mission: that he would 
like to bring all the smaller Methodisms into one great Methodism. 

I heard of a man who moved up into the mountains and built a 
cabin and put a great high fence around it, and then a gate in front 
of the door. One day he went out to hunt a bear, to kill a bear, to 
capture a bear, and he found one. He didn’t have time to shoot until 
Bruin was on him, before he knew what was going on. And so he 
grabbed his gun and bounded over the brush and logs, and on and on 
until he got in shouting distance of the cabin, when he cried, “Nancy, 
Nancy, open the gate; I am bringing him home alive.” [ Applause. ] 

Doctor Lewis is trying to corral the smaller branches of the Metho- 
dist family and get them all home alive, and I am sure that Nancy, 
the mother church, will have the gate open when he gets there. 

Well, we are glad for occasions like this. This spirit of fellowship 
is splendid. Like the Israelites in their journeyings, you know they 
came across to Elam to those springs of water and there they rested a 
while. And so an oceasion like this gives us a chance to turn aside as 
while and mingle with redeemed spirits, and to drink from sparkling 
fountains and to rest among’ the flowers. 

It is said that somewhere in the upper air—a certain point in the 
upper air—all the discordant sounds of earth—the rumbling of 
wheels, the rattle of musketry, the roaring of cannon, the erying of a 
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child, the barking of a dog, the melody of instruments, the music of 
the birds—meet and blend in perfect harmony. That may be true 
and it may not be true; I cannot say, certainly. But I know this is 
true: That there is a higher plane for us to occupy as churches and as 
Christians—a higher plane for Christian living, a higher plane of 
unity; a plane where the sun shines more brightly, warmly, where 
fellowship is sweeter, where the burden is lighter, where more and 
more of the presence and power of the Spirit of God is enjoyed, and 
where we all may clasp hands around the common cross and feel that 
we are one in Jesus Christ. 

Oh, my brethren, I extend the warm, hearty grasp of Christian fel- 
lowship. I am glad to be on the great platform of Christian liberty 
and Christian fellowship. And I express the sentiment of this great 
Conference when I say, God bless you and your brethren and the 
great church you represent. 


Tux Presiping Bisuop. Senator Edmonds, of Kansas, is to speak 
in behalf of our laymen in response to this address of Doctor Lewis. 

Senator Edmonds, of Northeast Kansas Conference, spoke as fol- 
lows: 


Mr. Cuarmman: I am in a worse fix than Bishop Weekley was. He 
had prepared some notes and lost them, and I have not prepared any. 

But this is a big subject, this question of union. I was a delegate 
to Dayton and also to Chicago, when we had the tri-council. You 
know we people from the West, we get big ideas in our heads and 
sometimes we execute them. If we fail, we try again. In going to 
Dayton, I was in a deep meditation in regard to this union. Nothing 
struck -me any better, and when I arrived in the morning, as I sat 
down the first morning to my breakfast in the Phillips Hotel, I was 
surrounded with delegates—not from my own Church—to the coun- 
ceil. Their efforts convinced me there was something more in it than 
merely words. I found them men of Christian experience. When 
they were talking, I was all ears, and my impxession of them was 
formed and it was of the very best. And when that delegation re- 
turned from there in their cars, when they were speeding with their 
faces toward home, they held a prayer-meeting and asked God’s bless- 
ing on their gathering and the great work they were working for. 
When I came to work with them in that body, I found them Christian 
men and in earnest, and after my experience in Dayton and in Chi- 
cago, | was fully convinced that the best men of the church were in 
favor of that union. [Applause.] They didn’t merely talk it, but 
when you rubbed up against them, you found that they were just as 
they talked. 

But, the question, I presume, with all the delegates was whether 
you could bring the balance. When I returned home full of enthu- 
siasm, I believed that the time was coming when these churches 
would become one head and one people. They worshiped the same God, 
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the same Spirit, the same Christ I did, and I thought of what a Chris- 
tian parliament that would give—all to merge into one church. And 
what a power and what a saving of finances and what a benefit would 
come to all! I returned home and talked to my folks, and I told 
them about what I had seen, our associations together, and what they 
had done. They seemed to fall in with the sentiment. It is a tidal 
wave that is coming. We are laying aside the dogmas, and we are 
coming so to look face to face and preach and believe and act the 
‘same. This pervades our people. There is a power behind it. It is a 
tidal wave that, whether organically we come together as one church— 
legislate together in spirit—we will be together, and we will worship 
together—my prayer is whatever we may do, that in spirit and in 
truth and in our life that we may unite, and that we may finally 
work up to a real union so that we shall be one church and one people 
and worship one God.

I wish that they 
would make this exception for the election of these trustees—Chureh 
Trustees, Church Erection, and Publishing House—inasmuch as they 
are the committees that are already nominated, and we cannot nom- 
inate the others until their reports are acted upon, and some of them 
are not here until after the elections called for are due, and we 
cannot do it until the general action of the body has been upon it. 
IT wish you might except the election of the Church Trustees, and 
Church Erection, and Publishing House. 

THE Preswina Bisuor. You would like this committee to make 
that the first order, giving precedence over the others? 

Rev. J. T. Roserts. J have not consulted with the other members, 
but I am sure this will be satisfactory. 

PRESIDENT Brooke. The motion to adjourn was made. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. That was withdrawn. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke. Our report, as we submitted it, on 
twenty-five per cent. basis is about what ought to go through. That 
is about what our report is. It is fresh in our minds, and we could 
get it out of the way. It seems that we ought to consider that matter. 

THE Presipinc Brsor. Just a moment now. The Committee, as 
I understand it, on Order of Business accepts the suggestion of 
Brother Fulton. As many as favor the adoption of that report will 
say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The report on rules is approved. 

Present F. E. Brooke. The suggestion was that there should 
be an increase of twenty-five per cent. That has been talked con- 
siderably. Now, if you will see what our report is, beginning with 
the third item, and compare it with former salaries. you will see that 
the average is about twenty-five per cent., or a little less. You take, 
for instance, a salary of $1,500 and twenty-five per cent. is $375; that 
would make $1,875. We just lopped off the $75 and made it straight 
$1,800. There are some a little in exeess of twenty-five per cent., in 
order to make the average—to keep it in whole hundreds from 2,400 
to 1,800. We left it just as before, and that is our report, members 
of the Conference, and we bring the same report, and, if you com- 
pare it with the former, there is as much difference as there is between 2 
tweedle-dee and tweedle-dum.

mittee on Salaries, offers to you as their report in answer to your 
order: that the salaries as named in the committee’s report are 
about what you request, and he therefore offers that as their report. 

Rey. J. A. Hawkiys, of Lower Wabash. I move to recommit, and 
that they be instructed to bring it back as ordered. 

Seconded. 

Presipent Brooke. I ask for the reading of the motion. There 
was no instruction. We were instructed to bring back a report 
without any instructions. 

Tue Presiprsc Bisnor. That is correct, and the report is before 
you. 

Rev. Geo. Minter, of Des Moines Conference. TI move you that 
the report be adopted. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuorp. Are you ready to vote? 

* The question is called for. 

Rev. W. C. Minuer, of West Nebraska Conference. Give us the 
figures. 

Rev. R. J. Wurre, of Erie Conference. I have no objections to 
this report, but I don’t think that the brother’s statement is correct 
in regard to the motion. I would call, therefore, for the reading of 
the motion.

Presipenr F. E. Brooke. I didn’t so understand the instruction.

Doctor Brooxr. Very well. Editor of the Telescope, $2,400. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. What was it before? 

Doctor Brooker. Eighteen hundred. Editor of Sunday-school lit- 
erature, $2,400. 

Bisuor Mitus. Let him read it—what he reports it now; that is 
the idea. 

Rev. W. C. Mixizr, of West Nebraska Conference. We want it 
now as corrected. 

PRESIDENT Brooke. The committee did not make any corrections.

Present Brooke. They follow out the general spirit of an 
advance of twenty-five per cent. It is practically that in order to 
keep within even hundreds. 

THe Presipine Bisuop. The Chair would eall attention to. the fact 
that the motion carried instructions which it seems the chairman of 
the Committee on Salaries did not fully comprehend and appreciate. 
The motion here, as read in your hearing, has a little different in- 
structions from what he thought the General Conference had given 
him, and so it occurs to the Chair that you had best lay this matter 
on the table until to-morrow morning. Will you do that by unani- 
mous consent ¢ 

Pror. Mark Kepren, of California Conference. If you lay it on 
the table until to-morrow morning, you will have to. take it up and 
put it into the committee’s hands. Why not put it in the committee’s 
hands and let them have it until to-morrow morning ? 

THE Presipine Bisnop. Very well. Is there a motion? 

Rev. W. C. Miturr. I move it be recommitted. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipina BisHop. Those favoring recommitting the report of 
the Committee on Salaries, will say “Aye.” Contrary, “No.” It is 
recommitted. 
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Rey. H. W. Truesioop, of Northern Illinois Conference. J move 
we do now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Rey. L. A. McIntyre, of Wisconsin Conference. I desire to call 
attention to two facts concerning the delegates’ expenses. First, that 
the report says that fare shall be paid by the direct route to and from 
this Conference. There is quite a discrepancy in the accounts of dele- 
gates coming from the same conference. Second, that sleeper is not 
included in transportation expenses—only ear fare, standard coach. 

Proressor Keppen, of California Conference. J would like to say 
a word in connection with that. The ministers in many cases were 
able to take advantage of half rates, whereas delegates could not do 
that. It seems to me that if the committee wants to discuss with any 
member in regard to his bill they should call the member before the 
committee. 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. That is correct. 

Senator Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conference. I am re- 
quested to notify all delegates from Kansas—laity, ministers, and 
visitors—to meet me in the auditorium this evening—everybody from 
Kansas. 

Various committee meetings were announced by the chairmen. 

The Committee on Devotions reported that Rev. William Thompson, 
of California Conference, would lead the devotions in the morning, 
and that Rev. J. H. Patterson, of Iowa Conference, would lead the 
devotions in the afternoon of to-morrow. 

Tur Presiprinc Bisuorp. Are you ready for the motion to adjourn ? 
Those favoring adjournment will say, “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The 
motion prevails. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. Let us arise and have the benediction by 
Doctor Landis. 

Conference arose, and Dr. J. P. Landis, of Miami Conference, pro- 
nouneed the benediction. Conference adjourned until to-morrow 
morning, May 19, 1909, at the usual hour. 


SIXTH DAY—MORNING SESSION. 
Wepnespay, May 19, 1909. 


The devotional service was led by Rey. William Thompson, of 
Oalifornia Conference, and Prof. J. H. Ruebush, lay delegate from 
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Virginia Conference, led the music. “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name” and “Leaning on the Everlasting Arms” were sung, followed 
with prayer by Rev. L. L. Epley, of West Nebraska Conference. 
The next few moments were devoted to quoting passages of scrip- 
ture. Thirty-one persons took part in this service; following which, 
prayer was offered by the leader, Rev. Wm. Thompson.

Mrs. Fries then sang, “Jesus Is All the World to Me.” [ Applause. ] 

Rev. F. P. Rosselot delivered the morning address on the subject, 
“The Privilege of Sacrifice,” and closed with prayer. 

The business session opened with Bishop T. C. Carter presiding. 

THe Presiping Bisuop. The General Conference will come to 
order. Before the reading of the journal, I desire to read a card 
that has just come to the table from Rev. and Mrs. Henry A.

To THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE UNriTEp BRETHREN IN CHRIST: 
In accord with Section IV. of Chapter XTIT. of our Book of Disci- 
pline, I, as president of the Board of Church Trustees, beg leave to 
submit to your body a brief report of the doings of the Board during 
the quadrennium now closing. 

Only two meetings were held during the term, for the reason that 
no business required it. 
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At the second meeting, Wm. J. Shuey was elected president and 
William McKee secretary. The General Church -Treasurer was 
recognized as the treasurer of this Board. 

During the quadrennium, Mr. William M. Miller, of Clay County, 
lowa, deceased, in his will, made the Church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ, at Dayton, Ohio, his residuary heir without any con- 
ditions as to how this money should be used. The final settlement 
of the estate -came in December last, leaving one hundred and fifty 
dollars as ‘the share of the Church. This money is now in the 
treasury to be distributed by the incoming Board of Church Trustees. 

Two members of the Board, namely, William McKee and Gotlieb 
Fritz died during the term. No meeting being held since theiz 
demise, these vacancies remained unfilled.

Tue Presipine Bisoor. It is moved and seconded that this be 
referred to the Committee on Printing.

Tue Presiinc Bisvop. You have heard the motion. Those who 
will so order will say “Aye”; those opposed, “No.” Tt is adopted.

Secretary Snyper. I notice in the order of business provided 
there are three items yet to be taken up—the Report of the Woman’s 
Missionary Association, the Report of the Committee on Church 
Union, and the Report of the Committee on Missions.

The first 
in order is the Woman’s Missionary Association. 

Rey. C. E. Heisén, of Oklahoma Conference. We are in miscel- 
laneous business. I hold in my hand a memorial lauding the setting 
apart of a day to be recognized as Mothers’ Day. This memorial 
comes from the First United Brethren Church, of Wanette, Okla. 
I do not suppose there is any committee that it should come before. 
I move that the rules be suspended, if necessary; and this memorial 
be received at.the present time. I make a motion to that effect. 


Seconded by Dr. W. O. Fries. 
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Tue Presipine Bisnop: It is mieved and seconded that this memor- 
ial concerning Mothers’ Day be received and at once acted upon, 
the rules to be suspended. Those who will suspend the rules will 
say “Aye”; those opposed, will say “No.” They are suspended. 
Now, what is your pleasure? Is there a motion? 

Rev. C. E. Herser. Shall I read the memorial as it has been 
presented ? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Rev. OC. E. Heisel, of Oklahoma Conference, then read the memor- 
ial, as follows: 


WaANeTTE, OKLA., May 10, 1909. 

To THE Bishops AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
CiturcH or THE Unirep BrReroren IN Cririst, GREETING: As a result 
of a splendid service, held in our chureh at Wanette, Oklahoma, May 
9, 1909, as an observance of “Mothers’ Day,” we, the pastor, mem- 
bers, and friends of the Wanette United Brethren Church, do most 
earnestly and humbly desire to submit, to your important body, for 
your wise and very prayerful consideration the following petition, 
namely : 

We do most earnestly implore you to recognize, approve, and re- 
quest our people, throughout the Church, to annually observe, in an 
appropriate manner, the day set apart by the National Congress of 
Mothers, as “Mothers’ Day.” 

Believing that the observance of this day will prove a source of 
inspiration and help to the Church, and a joy to our mothers to be 
remembered, we beg you to take official action, by declaring that, as 
the great law-making body of the Church, you believe the fond 
memories of childhood, and an affectionate mother’s love should be 
forever perpetuated, by establishing “Mothers’ Day.” 

Believing also, as a tribute of love to the mothers of every member 
of this General Conference, that you will grant this request, we 
pray God to bless you as a result of this act, and pray the Holy 
Spirit to guide you in all you deliberations. 


Rev. C. E. Heiser. -I move the adoption of this report and the 
recognition of this day—the second Sunday in May—as Mothers’ 
Day. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipine Bisnop. It is moved and seconded: that the second® 
Sunday in May be set apart as Mothers’ Day in the Church. 

Pror. Marx Kepprn, of California Conference. This matter of 
Mothers’ Day is being handled by the National Mothers’ Day Asso- 
ciation. It would be much more appropriate if this Conference 
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adopt a Mothers’ Day, that it adopt a resolution saying that the 
Sunday in May set apart by the National Conference of Mothers as 
Mothers’ Day be Mothers’ Day in the United Brethren Church, 
instead of our attempting to fix the day. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Do you accept that substitute? 

Rey. C. E. Hetsen. I accept it. 

THe Presiping BisHop. The mover accepts the suggestion of 
Professor Keppel. Are you ready to vote? Those who favor adopt- 
ing this as suggested by Professor Keppel will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” It is adopted. 

BisHop Marnews. The Report of the Woman’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation was called for yesterday. It would please them very much 
if we fix a time for that to be heard. J move that three o’clock this 
afternoon be the time for receiving the Woman’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation’s report. I move the rules be suspended so we can adopt 
this. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that we suspend 
the rules. All in favor will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The rules 
are suspended. 

Bishop Marnews. Now, we are honored with the presence of 
Doctor Russell. I think we will honor ourselves to let him speak 
just about five minutes. He represents a great work. Will you 
hear ? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. The General Conference will hear Dr. 
Howard Russell concerning the Anti-Saloon League. [ Applause. ] 

Dr. Howard H. Russell addressed the Conference as follows: 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND Bretiren: As a Congregationalist minister 
I am especially fraternal with you. Looking back to the history of 
the last two or three years in our efforts to get together, I can say 
that while we are not together organically, we are in spirit in the 
work of the Master, and especially in connection with that work in 
which we are now all together—in the battle against the saloon upon 
the platform of the Anti-Saloon League. 

Last year, the year of our Lord, 1908, there were closed and put out 
of business in the United States 12,600 saloons. [Applause.] If 
you allow thirty feet frontage for each room—say we should set 
them side by side, the narrow way—that makes seven hundred miles 
solid frontage of.saloons put out of business last year. 

While that is true, there is one thing we must do, and that is to 
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stand face to face with the fact that we are just getting into the 
fight now, and that the enemy is only beginning to marshal his 
torces and spend his money to earry forward agitation work and his 
organization work; to drive against this force it takes all the churches 
of the land. We must strengthen our fortifications, we must practice 
eternal vigilance, we must recognize that in war there are no holi- 
days if we are to go forward and hold all we have gained, and gain 
more. 

Now, there is one great step in advance we are about to teke in 
which the United Brethren Church is, perhaps more than any other 
single denomination, interested, and that is the establishment and 
equipment of our great printing and publishing house, which is to 
be, in the future, the arsenal of the preparation and organization of 
the armies for this fight. And it has been located upon the beauti- 
ful site which has been contributed to the National Anti-Saloon 
League by the citizens of the United Brethren College town, Wester- 
ville, Ohio. [Applause.] 

My task just now, and for some months to come, is upon the side 
of the financial resources of that enterprise. JI am looking in your 
faces this morning just to ask you to help, as far as you ean, in 
connection with that, and I may have the two grounds of appeal: 
your interest in the temperance cause and your interest in the 
Otterbein University at Westervil'e, for both enterprises are to be 
furthered and strengthened by the establishment of the National 
Headquarters Offices at Westerville, and the great enterprise that is 
to be carried forward there in behalf of our National League in the 
future. 

For it means not only the printing and publishing house, which we 
are to take care of this year—put up and equip and set the presses 
running, but it involves a more far-reaching enterprise—the estab- 
lishment of our national Anti-Saloon League Headquarters and the 
Lincoln Legion of Total Abstinence. We are to have a Temperance 
Library there in the course of time, and all equipment necessary for 
original research, both economic and scientific, in the great struggle 
against the liquor traffic. This involves the expenditure of one 
hundred and fifty or two hundred thousand dollars. 

This year we will be obliged to get our linotype and folding ma- 
chines so that in October we can take over the American Issue, 
with which you are all familiar, and push the ecireulation. It has 
a circulation of a million copies monthly. It must be two millions 
a month within the next two or three years. 

So it is upon us to raise forty thousand dollars necessary to build 
and equip this publishing house. 

There is just one item I should like to leave in your thought, 
and I will correspond with you; and that is to give us the names of 
a few of your honorable women in your churches. Our enterprise, 
it seems to me and it seems to our committee of the National League, 
drives us to that resort, which always is so. When.a man cannot 
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get what he wants himself he turns to the women. And we have 
got to turn to the women, it seems to me, and gather in small amounts 
from a large number of people to get this work done. I ask you for 
the names from this locality—not necessarily of your Church—but 
the Godly, temperance women of your locality with whom I ean 
correspond for coéperation in this work. 

The Anti-Saloon League wishes to have the last word and the 
truthful word upon this question. You know the liquor dealers are 
spending hundreds and thousands of dollars in agitation work for 
their nefarious business. They are printing and publishing to the 
extent of hundreds and thousands of dollars a year. They are 
taking part in local-option elections. They defeated us in Lorain 
County by printing and sending to the farmers of that county state- 
ments that their taxes would be increased if the saloons were closed, 

We must meet it frankly, we must meet it practically. Bishop 
Fowler, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, says, “If you will cast a 
ray of light into a dark hole, it will-spoil it for rat purposes. And 
if you will turn the light into the saloon, it will put it out of 
business.” 

I thank you. I will not take more of your time from your busy 
session; but I bid you Godspeed in all the enterprises in your Church, 
and I thank you on behalf of all the officers of the Anti-Saloon League 
for the codperation we are having from the United Brethren people 
at Westerville and throughout the country, and for the help you are 
giving in the State for the ultimate and complete overthrow and 
destruction of the saloon and the beverage liquor traffic throughout 
the country. [Applause.] 


-Tur Presipinc Bisnor. May I say on behalf of the General Con- 
ference just a word to Doctor Russell before he goes. I desire to 
express the pleasure the General Conference has had in hearing these 
words, and to assure our brother that our hearts are with him in this 
great fight, and I am glad they were compelled to turn to the good 
women of the land, after all, to help the Anti-Saloon League. When 
Asheville, N. C., was dry, before the State went dry, J was in Knox- 
ville in a barber shop. JI read in a Northern paper that Asheville 
had gone dry, and an excited man against the prohibition movement 
said, “Yes, it is the blamed women that done it,” and I said, “They 
are to blame.” 

Docror Russetyt. They say stronger words than that sometimes. 

Tus Presipixg Bisuor. Well, if a man swears in public in Ten- 
nessee, we have him arrested. [Applause.] _I want to say this: 
that honoring the Anti-Saloon League as I do in enlisting the men, 
in the great wave that has swept over the South, the noble women, 
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the school teachers and Sunday-school women, and the children of 
Sunday schools did more to enlist public sentiment in the immediate 
fight than any other influence that was wielded. [Applause.] And 
the largest pageantry that I ever saw in my State was ten thousand 
Sunday-school women and children marching through the streets 
of those cities singing their songs and enlisting the brave men to 
sweep the saloons clear out of those cities. [ Applause. ] 

Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. TJ believe 
the order of business is to hear the Report of the Boundaries Com- 
mittee. 

THe Presipinc Bisnor. The order here does not say that. Inas- 
much as the Woman’s Missionary Association has been arranged to 
report at three o’clock this afternoon, the next in order is the Com- 
mittee on Church Union, as given in the regular order of business. 

Rev. 8. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. The Report of the Com- 
mittee on Boundaries is ready. Under miscellaneous business; I 
wish to submit their report to have it printed. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. TI am sure you will hear it. 

Rev. William Thompson, of California Conference, read the Report 
of the Committee on Boundaries, No. 14. 

THE Presipine Bisnop. You have heard this report, and, if there 
be no objection, it will be sent to the printer. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. There is an omission there that T think ought 
to be added: “That all other conferences in their boundaries remain 
unchanged.” 

This was accepted. 

Jupcr S. W. Lorr, of Sandusky Conference. The Report of Com- 
mittee No. 5 on Judiciary is ready, and we want to get it before the 
Conference so as to have it go to the printer. 

Rev. L. L. Eetny, of West Nebraska Conference. I move that we 
proceed with the order of business. 

Seconded. 

THE Presipine Bisuor. It is moved and seconded that we pro- 
ceed with the regular order of business. Tt: you desire to expedite 
business you must get these reports in the hands of the printer. 

Jupce Lorr. TI simply want to get this report before the Con- 
ference, and we are willing that it go to the printer without reading 
—the Committee on Judiciary. 

By agreement this report was sent to the printer.

Now, the motion is to take up the order 
of the day. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke, of Iowa Conference. There was a matter 
that was left over of unfinished business—the Report of the Finance 
Committee. The motion was to lay it on the table, but no action was 
taken upon it. 

Tur Presiprxe Bisnop. The secretary states that it was referred 
back to the committee. 

A. Menpenniatn, of Georgia Conference. The Committee on Nom- 
inations report that they have’ three boards ready. JI move that they 
be distributed to the Conference after they are printed. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

A. Menpennaty. TI learn that the ballots are not in. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Mr. Chairman, may I have this word? The 
General Conference ought to remember that we have two printing 
offices running on our work at this time; yet with this arrangement 
we cannot anticipate what the Committee on Rules of Order are 
going to fix for the next day, so these reports are going to the printer 
just as they come to us. And they take precedence in that way 
whether or not in the future the Committee on Rules of Order 
changes the plan. The Report of the Committee on Nominations 
has been sent to the printer, but you cannot expect it back here - 
immediately.

Dr. A. P. Funknouser, of Virginia Conference, read the Report on 
Church Union, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH UNION. 


We, your Committee on Church Union, appointed by the General 
Conference held at Topeka, Kansas, May, 1905, respectfully submit 
the following report: 

In performance of the duties assigned us by the General Confer- 
ence, negotiations were continued with the Congregational and 
Methodist Protestant Churches with the hope and purpose of finding 
a basis of organic union, just and satisfactory, to all concerned. 

The first Tri-Council, which had already been planned without 
having date named was held in our First Church, in Dayton, Ohio, 
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in February, 1906. The meetipg was largely attended by repre- 
sentatives of each of the three denominations, parties to the proposed 
union, and a most delightful and inspiring fellowship was enjoyed. 
It is a question whether anything like it has ever occurred in the 
history of the churches of our country. Earnest, anxious desire, that 
reached holy enthusiasm, to honor God and promote his kingdom in 
the world by the complete union of the three bodies now working 
separately filled every breast. Much intelligent work was done and 
progress made toward a working basis. Seeing, however, that much 
time and painstaking labor would be required to frame such plans 
and statements as would meet general approval, the work was re- 
ferred to a large committee of twenty-one with instructions to report 
a statement of doctrine and polity to a subsequent meeting of the 
council. 

A two days’ session of this committee, well attended, was held in 
Pittsburg, Pa., the following November, when the entire ground was 
gone over and some progress made. 

The Tri-Council convened in Chicago, Ill., March 19, 1907, and 
continued in session three days. This meeting was largely attended, 
and most excellent in spirit and fellowship. What was considered 
a working basis for organic union, to be submitted to the national 
bodies of the three churches for approval, was finally agreed upon. 

In October, 1907, the Triennial Council of the Congregational 
Churches met in Cleveland, Ohio. The Chicago plan was thoroughly 
discussed by their Committee on Union and the Council; but it 
was not agreed-to. The leaders, however, were anxious to have 
another meeting of the Tri-Council, believing that an amicable 
adjustment of differences might be reached. 

A number of our representatives attended the General Conference 
of the Methodist Protestant Church, held in Pittsburg, Pa., in May, 
1908. They were cordially received and accorded a thoughtful hear- 
ing; but in view of the overtures then made by the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, looking to the joining again of long-severed ties, there 
was a strong sentiment in favor of such reunion, and no action was 
taken regarding the plan of union submitted by the Tri-Council. 
Thus the matter rests at present. 

While these two- denominations failed to adopt the Chicago plan 
of union, and while the negotiations are suspended for the present, 
nevertheless, we regret the halt in these efforts, and stand as ready and 
anxious as we have ever been to join these sister churches in the most 
complete union which will best promote the interests of our Master’s 
kingdom, and mass the forces of our Common Zion against the com- 
bined and organized powers of darkness. 

We must record the fact that this union movement has been a 
great blessing to our Church. We have shown a fraternal spirit 
which has commended itself to all the churches, and to the onlooking 
world as well. ; 
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Our Church has become known as never before, and everywhere 
and by all its spirit, polity, and doctrinal statements are most highly 
commended. 

A feeling of self-consciousness and self-assertion has been awakened 
among us, never before experienced. Our ideals were never so high, 
our faith never so strong, and our determination: to win never so 
great as at this moment. Since these negotiations have been in 
progress marvelous achievements have been won throughout our Zion. 
These declare in no uncertain way that we have been helped and not 
hindered by our Christian attitude on the subject of Union. 

We rejoice in the good spirit our people have shown and still mani- 
fest, and we confidently believe that no people will ever be more ready 
than they to meet others of God’s great family upon any ground that 
will magnify his glory, strengthen his cause, enlarge his kingdom, and 
hasten the coming of our loving Lord. 

We recommend that a permanent Committee on Church Union, 
consisting of fifteen members, including the bishops, be authorized 
by this General Conference.

Dr. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash Conference. I move the 
rules be suspended and this report be considered at once.

In view of the visit 
of the delegation from the Methodist Protestant Church, does this 
paper meet the requirements ? 

Dr. W. R. Funk. of Allegheny Conference. It does, Mr. Chair- 
man, It provides for a commission to meet them. 

Tur Presminc Bisuop. Those who will adopt this paper will say 
“Aye”: those opposed, will say “No.” It is adopted. 

Dr. W. R. Func. Mr. Chairman, may I have a word of privilege? 
T hold in my hand a book, fifty copies of which came yesterday by 
express, and are on sale. The title of the book is, “The Social 
Message of Our Lord.” The author is Bishop William M. Bell, and 


it contains his picture. A dozen who have scen the picture say it is 
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Henry Ward Beecher [applause], some say Charles Sumner, and 
others say William Jennings Bryan. Secure a copy and judge for 
yourself. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. You have heard this statement. I do hope 
our people will buy the books published by our own Publishing 
Tfouse and written by our own men. The next report is the Com- 
mittee on Missions, but it does not say whether home or foreign. 

Rev. J. E. Fout, of Sandusky Conference. May I state on behalf 
of the Home Missionary and also the Foreign Missionary Committees 
that we cannot possibly get our reports ready for Conference until 
to-morrow. 

Rev. J. T. Roserrs, of White River Conference. According to the 
order, the Report on Church and Modern Industry is the first in order. 

Tuer Presipine Bisnop. Will the secretary read the report? 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis, of Miami Conference, Secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Modern Industry. “I consider myself happy, oh, most. 
noble Festus,” that the title of Bishop Bell’s book was presented to 
you just now, because this is in line with that, or that rather is in 
line with this. [Applause.] This subject is new to our Church, 
new to this General Conference, and I beg your indulgence. I be- 
lieve I can read it all. I have it arranged in the form of a state- 
ment. We have had a good deal on this subject since we came to- 
gether, showing that the matter is really in the air. And the para- 
graph with which I shall conclude has already been given in that 
magnificent document. that we heard at the opening—the Bishop’s 
Quadrennial Address. : 

Doctor Landis then read the report, as. follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCIT AND MODERN INDUSTRY. 
Statement. 


Every age has its own prominent and absorbing problems. Just 
now the questions which are in the front are social in their char- 
acter. Josiah Strong says, “It is quite obvious that the questions 
peculiar to our times are social.” Professor Rauschenbusch de- 
elares, “By common consent the social erisis is the overshadowing 
problem of our generation. _ Western civilization is passing through 
a social revolution unparalleled in history for scope and power. The 
industrial and commercial life of the advanced nations are in the 
throes of it.” C. Bertrand Thompson, in a book just off the press, 
holds that “the great problems in the minds of the people to-day are 
not theological, but social problems. The people care not about the 
disputes of the higher criticism, nor about the philosophy of religion. 
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nor even about the great Christological problem.” The great Council 
of the Federated Churches of Christ in America, which met in Phila- 
delphia last December, speaks of “the great work of social reconstruc- 
tion which is now in progress,” and instructed an executive com- 
mittee to create a “Commission on the Church and Social Service 
representative of the churches allied in this council, and of the 
various industrial interests to study social conditions.” 

The question which probably received more attention than any 
other one, and which ealled forth more interest than perhaps any other, 
was that of “The Church and Modern Industry.” Many things 
testify to the great importance and overtowering prominence of the 
social problem, such as the grave breach between the so-called labor- 
ing class and the church, the rise of vast corporations, trusts, labor 
unions, strikes, night-riders, the immense growth of socialism, the 
accumulation of enormous wealth in the hands of the few, graft, 
embezzlements, defiance of courts of justice. It can therefore be 
truly said, as was said by the afore-mentioned council, “The Church 
now confronts the most significant crisis and the greatest opportunity 
of its long career.” 

Industrial society is in a state of war, and the battle is all along 
the line. Employers unite to fight the employees, and the workmen 
unite to fight the employers. “Various industries are combining,” 
says Josiah Strong, “to force down production—that means that 
working men are thrown out of employment, and to force up prices— 
that means increased cost of living. There are lumber, coal, coke, 
oil, brick, nail, screw, steel, rope, fence-wire, glass, wall-paper, school- 
book, insurance, hardware, starch, cotton, and scores of other com- 
binations . . . small dealers must enter the ‘pool’ or be crushed.” 
“On the other side,” says Doctor Gladden, “there are powerful com- 
binations among the working men which seek to control the rate of 
wages and the hours of labor, and sometimes to prevent improvements 
in industry.” 

The invention of almost innumerable varieties of machinery has 
produced unprecedented and often very sudden industrial changes, in 
many instances affording the opportunity for, and in many instances 
compelling the organization of great corporations and trusts. Huge 
monopolies have thus arisen. These have often been oppressive. 
They have cornered the markets and made high the prices of the 
necessities of life; they have violated the laws and defeated justice. 
Graft has grown apace. Public utilities have been seized and ex- 
ploited for the enormous enrichment of individuals and corporations, 
and to the disadvantage or hardship of the people. The shameful 
exposure of graft and political corruption in New York, Philadelphia, 
St. Louis, San Francisco, Pittsburg, and other places bear witness to 
the power of Mammon. The numerous and bitter strikes, lockouts, 
boycotts, adulterations of foods and drugs, the child-labor outrage, 
such violent outbreaks as those of the Kentucky and Tennessee 
“night-riders,” all witness to over-weening greed.

TWENTY-FIFTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


Another evidence to the same*deplorable temper of mind is the 
daily, nightly, everlasting, wide-spread gambling. This is regarded 
by an able economist as “by far the most dangerous of the unsocial 
forces now threatening the destruction of society.” He puts its 
peril above intemperance. Reference is here had not to the little 
gambling dens hid away in garrets and cellars, but that form which 
wears the mask of business and assumes the polite name of specula- 
tion. “Every cent made by this class,” says an economic writer, “is 
taken from the industrial classes with no recommendation.” It has 
been stated that the “lambs” are shorn in the New York stock markets 
alone to the enormous amount of eight hundred millions of dollars 
per year. 

Our nation is far the wealthiest nation on earth. Some recent 
estimates put it at $171,000,000,000, making a probable average of 
about $1,300 per capita. A very large proportion of this enormous 
wealth is in the hands of comparatively few men. Nine per cent. 
of the families of the United States own seventy-one per cent. of the 
wealth. Schmoller, in Germany, in a work of his, said, “All experts 
agree that no country has such a plutoeracy as the United States.” 
While the rich are steadily becoming richer, the poor are becoming 
comparatively poorer. 

The great body of laborers feel that they are not getting their share 
of this wealth increment. Most of the writers on these problems that 
have come under my eye agree with this conviction. 


RELATION OF THE CHURCH TO THESE PROBLEMS. 

But what has the church to do with these questions? Is she to 
turn aside from preaching and teaching the gospel and give her 
attention to economie and industrial problems? Is it not the business 
of the church to save men, to lead them to repentance and regenera- 
tion? To get them busy about “working out their salvation with fear 
and trembling” ? 

Let us see. First we must not ignore the fact of an alarming 
breach between the working people, as they are ealled, and the church. 
Mr. Moody is quoted as once saying, “The gulf between the churches 
and the masses is growing deeper, wider, and darker every hour.” 
Mr. Charles Booth wrote, “Failure of all efforts almost drives one to 
the conclusion that there must be something actually repellant to 
the people in the pretensions of religion, or in the associations of 
Christian worship.” 

Dr. Arthur S. Hoyt tells us that “Miss Jane Addams said a while 
ago, to a company of ministers, that there was little serious antag- 
onism among working men to the church, for to them the church 
was nothing—it did not come into their view.” The “Federal Coun- 
ceil” in Philadelphia said, “There is an estrangement between the 
ehurech and the industrial workers.” 

On the other hand, it was also noted that there is a separation 
between the rich and cultured and the churches. Dr. Christlieb, years 
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ago, in his work on “Modern Doubt and Christian Belief,” discussed 
the breach between the cultured and the churches. While it may be 
admitted that the church is not blameless, it is not difficult to exag- 
gerate the “subserviency,” as many have thought, of the churches to 
wealth in this country, whatever may be true of the church’s attitude 
to the political power in the old country. 

It is evident all about us that the wage earners are seriously dis- 
contented; that they are becoming more and more widely separated 
from the employers in the social scale, resulting in the undemocratie 
and unchristian division of society into “classes”; that alienation 
and enmity are not only rising between these classes, but that active 
hostility is tending to become chronic. It is also evident that the 
working people regard the churches as largely indifferent to them, 
and as being under the control of the money power and its allies. 

Now, let us put the question: Has the church no interest in, or 
concern for these conditions? She must have or go to the wall, as 
she ought to go to the wall, Everything affecting the social, moral, 
and spiritual welfare of men should be of intense interest to her. 
Not that it is her province to enter as a church into participation 
with the control or manipulation of industrial or commercial trans- 
actions, but her influence should be potent and aggressive in all the 
ethical elements that enter into the complex structure of the social 
and industrial fabric. Whatever concerns the highest welfare of 
men individually and collectively for this world and for the next 
should appeal to her sympathy and active interest. Now, the highest 
interests are not the purely commercial and industrial; they are 
ethical; that is, moral and religious. The church is at once the 
custodian of Christian and Biblical teaching, and the guardian of the 
ethical welfare of manhood. Man is a moral being in all his relations, 
including, of course, his commercial and industrial relations. The 
doctrine that morals are for the Sabbath and not for the week days, 
for the sanctuary and not for the factory, the store, and the market 
place, is of the devil. The church is to be the salt of the earth and 
the light of the world. The church stands for righteousness and 
justice and love. Whenever individual life has, under the influence 
of economic law, or of social custom, or from individual obliquity, 
deflected from the right, it is not chargeable to the standards of the 
church. If she has blinked duty, if she has winked at iniquities 
perpetuated under her shadow, if she has turned her face away from 
social, political, and industrial perversity, she has been untrue to her 
own standards. Those ultimate standards are found only in the 
New Testament, wherein is contained the authoritative rule of Jesus 
Christ for all the relations and affairs of men. 

We hold, therefore, that only in obedience to the law of Christ, the 
rightful king of us all, which Doctor Strong rightfully says is the 
law of sacrifice. the law of service, and the Jaw of love, is to he found 
the specific for the maladies which are consuming men and society. 

We adopt the expression of the Federal Council of American 
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Churches, which says, “We believe, not for its own sake, but the inter- 
est of the kingdom of God, the church must not only acquiesce in the 
movements outside of it which make for human welfare, but must 


demonstrate not by proclamation, but by deeds its primacy among” 


all the forces which seek to lift the plane and better the conditions of 
human life.” 

We also approve and adopt, as an expression of our attitude, their 
sanction of the following items for which the churches must stand: 

“For equal rights and complete justice for all men in all stations 
of life.” 

“For the right of all men to the opportunity of self-maintenance, 
a right ever to be wisely and strongly safe-guarded against encroach- 
ments of every kind.” 

“For the right of workers to some protection against the hardships 
often resulting from the swift crises of industrial change.” 

“For the principle of conciliation and arbitration in industrial 
dissensions.” 

“For the protection of the workers from dangerous machinery, 
occupational disease, injuries, and mortality.” 

“For the abolition of child-labor.” 

“For such regulation of the conditions of toil for women as shall 
safeguard the physical and moral health of the community.” 

“For the suppression of the ‘sweating system.’ ” 

“For the gradual and reasonable reduction of the hours of labor 
to the lowest practicable point, and for that degree of leisure for all 
which is a condition of the highest human life.” 

“For a release from employment one day in seven.” 

“For a living wage.as a minimum in every industry, and for the 
highest wage that each industry can afford.” 

“Kor the most equitable division of the produets of industry that 
ean ultimately be devised.” 

“For suitable provision for the old age of the workers, and for 
those incapacitated by injury.” 

“For the abatement of poverty.” 


Recommendations. 


1. That our ministry diligently seek to familiarize themselves with 
the present-day social conditions, the present reconstruction of society, 
the causes, character and ethical import of the labor movement, and 
the relation of the Church to, and responsibilities regarding these 
great problems. 

2. That our pulpit and press keep faithfully instructing the people 
in the fatherhood of God, the brotherhood of man, the binding force 
of the command, “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,” the Golden 
Rule, and the precepts which require men to esteem others better 
than themselves, and in honor to prefer one another. 
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3. That we ask Bonebrake Theological Seminary and our colleges 
to enlarge, if the subjeets be not already very adequately covered, their 
courses in sociology, economics, and the social teachings of Jesus. 

4. That there be classes formed as often as practicable in the 
Young People’s Societies and churches similar to the mission study 
elasses for the study of these important subjects. 

5. That the Home Missionary Secretary be charged with the duty 
of securing appropriate books for this purpose. 

6. That in the distribution of the labor and official relations of 
the churches, the poor be not discriminated against. 

7. That the democratic and Christ-like spirit of brotherly equality 
be earefully cultivated, and artificial distinctions earnestly discoun- 
tenanced. 

8. That the Committee on Courses of Study for annual conference 
ministers be instructed to place in the course a suitable book on the 
social and industrial problems of the day.

Dr. J. P. Lanpis, of Miami Conference. Mr. Chairman, I would 
like to hear from the author of that book right from the printer’s 
press with that good-looking picture in it—Bishop Bell. 

Bishop Bell, the author of “The Social Message of Our Lord,” 


addressed the Conference as follows: 


If the Bishop please, I had no idea of speaking to this report. 
About six months ago, or perhaps a years ago, I was invited by the 
ministers of San Francisco to give a series of addresses in two of 
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the churches in the city on this subject. And the occasion was turned 
into an institute of social evangelism. That work. grew into the 
message which has gone into this book. 

When I came up to the proposition of dealing with the questions 
that naturaly came into view, I was impressed as I had not been 
before. J was reflecting upon the fact that Christ evidently stood 
for a two-fold message, and that it was the duty of the Church just 
now to give that message a two-fold emphasis. It is true that we 
have been very earnest and diligent in carrying the redemptive mes- 
sage of Christ. That message has been heralded throughout the earth 
and throughout America, and we rejoice that it has been. But isn’t 
it true that we should carry forward the social and redemptive mes- 
sage of Jesus? These are natural parts of the world. 

Every age will need to make its own interpretation and deduction. 
Every age will need to interpret the problems of Jesus Christ to that 
age. In as much as we are in the midst of a erisis, students of 
social economy and thoughtful students of chureh life—inasmnuch as 
we are in such a crisis—it becomes churchmen to become alert and 
offer leadership in such a time as this. 

I think in some respects I have changed my view of the minister 
in the last few years. I am convinced he wants to be more of a man 
of affairs than we have usually presumed, and it becomes the preroga- 
tive of the church to announce her leadership. If it be true, and. I 
take it, it is true, that religious responsibility is fundamental in 
civilization, and that the different evils existing in civilization are 
to be immediately studied by the religious element of civilization, and 
the different problems, which are to be solved, must be immediately 
undertaken for their solution by the religious element of civilization, 
then it follows that when we are having a revival of economie and 
ethical righteousness in the political world—and Mr. Taft, in some 
of his remarkable addresses, pays a very fine compliment to the 
ministers—that the ministers of the United States are in a large part 
responsible for the recent revival of moral standards in polities. If 
this be true the time has come for the Christian ministry to assert 
its leadership in the affairs of the United States, and of the world. 
Isvn’t it about time to say that we are thinking men—that we not only 
have our theories of the life eternal, and the life beyond the expe- 
rience which we call the grave, but that we are in tremendous earnest 
for the solution of the problems that are here now before us? 

I believe thoroughly that our acceptance as a church of the respon- 
sibility at this point will be complimented by thoughtful men through- 
out the country. And I am expecting that the church will have more 
credit in the solution of this problem than has been anticipated. I 
verily believe that the social message of Christ the Lord is to be 
taken up in the Christian life and Christian propaganda of this 
country with great readiness, with celerity, and with a zest which will 
vitalize and revitalize the echureh life of Ameriea. 
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The other day we had up the temperance question here, and it 
burst suddenly into a great testimony meeting about the great tidal 
wave that is sweeping out the saloon. I insist that the next accent 
of Christianity and the next advance of Christianity towards the 
conquest of the American laboring classes is to come by our accept- 
ance of leadership at this time, and by insisting that the political 
ideals shall be brought to the ideals of the morals represented in Jesus 
Christ, the head of the church and the head of civilization. 

I am sure, without any question, as we move forward in that direc- 
tion we are to witness a mighty recognition of the church’s power 
in the great public conscience and life of the American Republic. 
A great moral revival is on. We have great secular prophets in the 
alignments of political leaders to-day, and we are thankful for it. 
I think the ministers ought to be thankful that we have lawyers, 
governors, senators, and craftsmen who are taking up these issues, 
and to my mind it is one of the magnificent symptoms of the hour. 

We have had naturally a great prejudice in this country to any- 
thing like an association between the church and State. But let me 
remind you, while the pendulum swung to the opposite extreme in 
founding the civilization of the United States, in as much as our 
government was founded by men who recoiled with almost absolute 
terror from the autocracy of Europe, and who fled from the trial and 
domination of State church life in Europe; whereas we founded our 
civilization upon the basic principle and element that the church and 
State should be absolutely two—isn’t it possible that in that. tre- 
mendous emphasis which might have been necessary in that hour— 
isn’t it possible that we have now reached the time when we ought 
to say in all candor everywhere the priest of the State and the priest 
of the church should walk abreast in the column of human progress 
and sociological advancement in the United States? Sympathetically 
the church and the State are to be one. We are asked that they shall 
be one organically. 

Christianity accepts the tremendous task of teaching the youthful 
life about these things more and more that is being committed to us. 
The liberal education of the youth is thrust upon us, and the church 
accepts her responsibility. But the ministry of the chureh will 
more and more, as I think, demand consideration and recognition by 
the ministry of the State. Here upon equality is to stand for all 
time to come the church and the ministry and the judiciary and the 
executive and the legislative for the great Republic. Because we 
haye reached the hour when a great ethical revival is visible, because 
we have reached the hour when leadership in social questions is 
demanded of the church. 

I am glad to hear that this General Conference, in adopting the 
report of such a committee as this, will do credit to our intelligence 
and to our patriotism; will do credit to our statésmanship; will do 
eredit to our heroic Christian faith; will do credit to the fathers wh6é 
promoted the great revival under the redemptive message of Jesus 
Christ. 
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In this twentieth century, by theSe social requirements, they will 
Christianize our politics, Christianize our money, Christianize our 
education, Christianize our government, and introduce the reign of 
Jesus Christ as King of kings and Lord of lords. [Applause. ] 


Ture Presipinc Bisuop. Is there anything further to be said upon 
this subject.’ 

The question is called for. 

Dr. OC. Wuitney. May I ask what books are recommended for the 
Home Missionary Society ? 

Doctor Lanpis. Shall I tell? 

Tue Presiprng Bisuor. Doctor Landis will explain. 

Doctor Lanprs. The recommendation was that there will be study 
classes organized in the Young People’s Societies and the churches 
similar to those organized in respect to missions, and that the job 
of securing appropriate books be committed to the Home Missionary 
Secretary. I want to say this: that at the Federal Council in Phila- 
delphia in last December, where there were thirty-three denomina- 
tions in the United States represented, and where there were about 
four hundred and thirty delegates representing at least seventeen mil- 
lions of Protestant Christians, this subject received far more attention 
and more interest than any other subject that was presented. Some of 
the strongest speakers upon that floor—such as Doctor North, who 
prepared the report on that occasion, and Doctor Stelzle who, as you 
know, has given his whole time almost to problems of this character 
—made extremely strong speeches that thrilled the entire company, 
and sent us away feeling that here is a problem that we must look 
in the face, and it was exceedingly interesting, and it was exceedingly 
instructive, and we, as a Church, as a denomination, have not come 
as,much in contact with it as we shall. We have been working among 
the rural classes generally; now we are plunging into the cities; and 
there is where we shall come face to face with these problems. I 
wish the brethren would take enough interest in it to keep the matter 
before their minds, and buy some books upon the subject and organize 
these classes that are reeommended—as you will do, of course, if these 
propositions go through. 

Docror Funk. Mr. Chairman, I do not rise to raise a question or 
dispute, or cause a discussion, but I do desire information. In the 
Report on Publishing Interests I made the recommendation, and per- 
haps the Committee on Publishing Interests will have a reeommen- 
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dation along that line with reference to the publication of books by 
the Publishing House instead of the societies. -If the General Con- 
ference is going to place in the hands of the societies the right to 
publish books along these lines, we are in danger of dividing the 
book-trade of the Church, which should not be. I ask for an explana- 
tion as to whether this means issuing of books from the committee. 

Doctor Lanpis. All that the committee had in mind was the 
procuring of appropriate books. But the Committee on Course of 
Study have anticipated your action here, and have introduced the 
title, “New Books to Be Read.” This book referred to quotes one or 
two passages from Professor Rauschenbusch’s “Christianity and 
Social Crises.” It does not say anything about being published by 
the Publishing House, but the procuring of appropriate books—the 
designation of appropriate books to be studied in these courses. 

Doctor Funk. It does not relate to that item ? 

Doctor Lanpis. No. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Are you ready to vote? Those who will 
adopt this great state paper will say “Aye”; those opposed will sa¥ 
“No.” It is adopted. 

Pror. A. A. Maysinties, of Miami Conference. I think I have never 
been prouder of our Church than I am now; and I do not believe 
that we have taken quite as much action as we ought to in accord 
with the dignity of the paper that has just been read, and I move that 
the reporters be instructed to place those parts of the Report of the 
Committee on the Church and Modern Industry, which are not 
strictly denominational, in the hands of the Associated Press, that it 
may go forth to the country as the policy of our Church. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiprinc Bisnor. Those who will pass it will say “Aye”; 
opposed, “No.” It is adopted. 

Pror. Marx Kepper. of California Conference. There is a matter 
of unfinished business. I suggest that President Brooke submit his 
salary report at this time. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Tuer Presipine Bishop. Give attention and President Brooke will 
present the subject. 

Preswent F. E. Brooks, of Iowa Conference. Mr. Chairman, I 
am ready to present the remainder of the report on salaries. 
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President Brooke then came to the platform and had written on the 
blackboard the Report of the Committee on Salaries as changed after 
being recommitted. 

PRESIDENT Brooke. Your Committee on Salaries beg leave to sub- 
mit the following amended report. In order that I may know abso- 
lutely whether or not we have complied with the instructions, I 
. would like to have the motion read. There was a motion with 
instructions to this committee. The secretary has the paper. I 
will state it as we remember it: It was that it was to be recom- 
mitted with instructions to return an exact twenty-five per cent. 
increase over the salaries that were paid during the past quadren- 
nium; that is as we understood it. 

Rev. Eri Goop, of Michigan Conference. I rise to a point of 
explanation. If I remember, immediately after that resolution was 
offered the bishop in the chair said, “Will you consent to submit this 
report without instructions?” And we said “Agreed,” and it was 
so ordered. 

Voices. No, no. 

Bishop Maruews. It went with instructions. 

Tue Prestpre Bisnop. It went with instructions from the bishop 
who presided. 5 

Dr. R. J. Wuirr, of Erie Conference. There was another item of 
instruction. 

Secretary Snyper. Shall I read the motion? That will explain 
it all. 

Secretary Snyder read as follows: - 


It is hereby moved to commit the balance of the Report of the 
Committee on Salaries, after the second item, with instructions that 
they report an increase of twenty-five per cent. over the salaries of 
last quadrennium, with the exception of the salary of the General 
Sunday-School Secretary, which should be the same as the other 
general secretaries.

Preswent Brooke. Possibly we have not done that with reference 


to the General Sunday-School Secretary; but we will change that if 
it needs changing.

Dr. R. J. Wire, of Erie Conference. J think that we ought to 
understand that the brother has made one mistake with one of 
those items, as is reported by the minutes of the last General Con- 
ference. 

Tuer Presipinc Bistop. Will you state the item? 

Dr. R. J. Wire, It is the salary of the Manager of the Seminary. 

Presipent Brooke. I had that $1,500, and I was ereditably in- 
formed that the former salary was $1,600. as fixed by the General 
Conference, therefore I made that correction. 

Rev. W. C. Mitisr, of West Nebraska Conference. The salary 
was only fifteen hundred. 

Prot. Mark Keppet, of California Conference. May we know what 
salary was paid the last quadrennium? The Manager of the Sem- 
inary is here. What does he get? 

Dr. C. M. Brooke, Manager of the Seminary. Fifteen hundred 
is correct. The General Conference made it sixteen hundred, and I 
asked them to reduce it one hundred, and they granted my request. 
T think the next manager should have it two thousand. 

Pres went F. E. Brooker, of Iowa Conference. I will place the 
amount that this body says for me to put there. 

Pror. Mark Kerrren. If the Conference made that salary $1,600 
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four years ago, it should be rated as $1,600 with the same increase 
of twenty-five per cent. as the other officers. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. Let it remain at $1,600 
with increase. 

Presipent Brooke. IJ want to say that the sum total amounts to 
exactly twenty-five per cent. increase, and aggregates $22,125. In 
the first report of the committee the sum total aggregates $22,400, or 
a difference between the two reports of the enormous sum of $275. 
In other words, this General Conference costs one dollar a minute. 
We have wasted time over this report to three times, almost, the 
cost of the amount that is distributed among eleven officers. Now 
“then, in our first report, there are no odd numbers—average it up and 
down... I don’t know the difference between a forty-five dollar horse 
and a fifty dollar horse. J don’t know the difference between an 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five dollar man and an eighteen hun- 
dred dollar man. JI don’t know how much more gray matter he 
would have to have in his head to make the difference. But we 
simply stayed m even numbers, and brought in practically what you 
have—only a difference of $275. Brethren, it is up to you now. 

Pror. Mark Keppsrn, of California Oonference. Mr. Chairman, I 
move that the amended Report of the Committee on Salaries be now 
adopted. 


Seconded. 

Tue Preswwine Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that the amended 
Report of the Committee on Salaries be now adopted. You have 
heard the motion. Are you ready? 

The question is called for. 

THE Preswine Bisnop. Those who will adopt it will say “Aye”; 
those opposed will say “No.” The “Ayes” have it, and it is adopted 
unanimously. : 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. May I have just this 
word for the General Conference? They have done a splendid act 
this morning. If they will reconsider their action of yesterday with 
the fixing of the salaries of the Board of Bishops, and place the * 
salary at three thousand, they would honor this Church. [ Applause. ] 

Co. Roserr Cowpen, of Miami Conference. I move the recon- 
sideration of the vote that placed the salary of bishops at $2,500. 

Seconded. 
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Tue Presipinc Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that the vote 
by which the salary of bishops is fixed at $2,500 be reconsidered. 

A Voticr. Did Brother Cowden, who made the motion, vote in the 
affirmative ? 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. Brother Cowden will answer. 

Cot. Roperr Gowpen. I did not. 

Rev. H. W. Truesnoop. It is out of order, and he has nothing to 
speak to. Is there anything before the house? 

Bisnor Mints. The order of the day. 

Tue Presipina Brsuop. The order of the day has arranged for the 
presentation of the representatives of the United Evangelical Church. 
Brethren of the General Conference, I have the very great pleasure 
of presenting the Rev. L. M. Boyer, presiding elder in this great 
sister church, who will now bring to us the greetings from that 
denomination. [Applause.] 

Rey. L. M. Boyer addressed the Conference as follows: 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN OF THIS GENERAL CONFERENCE: Four years 
ago, Doctor Stanford, the Editor of our English church paper, “The 
Evangelical,” was our fraternal delegate to your General Conference. 
He returned to us in 1906 and gave a most glowing report of his 
visit to your General Conference, and spoke with highest appreciation 
of the reciprocal expression that you gave to his visit. 

Pursuant to that, Doctor Drury was appointed as fraternal dele- 
gate to our General Conference that met in Iowa, and presented to 
us your interest and sympathy in our-behalf. He delivered to us a 
most excellent and thoughtful address, which was very favorably com- 
mented upon, and, on recommendation of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, it was printed entirely in our Conference Journal, and has been 
to us food for thoughtful consideration. 

Rey. W. H. Fouk, Editor of our Sunday-School and Young People’s 
Literature, at Harrisburg, Pa., was appointed fraternal delegate to 
this General Conference. He wrote to me a short time ago, and 
stated that because of ill health and excessive labor he was not in a 
position to be here at this time, and respectfully requested me as 
alternate to represent the United Evangelical Church before your 
- honorable body. I certainly regret the absence of Doctor Fouk, as 
he could have in a much broader and effective way presented to you 
the greetings of our General Conference. Nevertheless, I take great 
pleasure in discharging this duty, and to bring to you in my feeble 
way our greetings. 

As a church, we are among the youngest of all the American 
churches. Organized in 1896, we represent only seventy-one thousand 
members, with upwards of eight hundred ministers. We thank 
God, nevertheless, that our labors have been abundantly blessed in our 
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evangelistic efforts, in the increase of our numbers, and the extension 
of our material interests. We are devoutly thankful, and feel en- 
couraged to go forward in the work to which God in his providence 
has called us. 

We look upon you as a church very generally along the same line, 
and it seems to us that the bonds of fraternity between us are tight. 
They are closely—and by force of circumstances should be very closely 
drawn. As you know, we constitute a part of what was once the 
Evangelical Association, and therefore trace our history back to the 
organization of the Evangelical Association. It so happened that 
in the course of events, that it seems that the United Brethren in 
Christ and the Evangelical Association had their origin about the 
same time. They were born in the same State of Pennsylvania 
among the class of people known as Pennsylvania Germans. 

In that early history they were closely associated—indeed so much 
so that it seems that the spirit of fraternity seems to point to the time 
when they should be one. It is stated traditionally, if not in history, 
that there were two efforts made to unite the two bodies, and the 
strongest one was hindered by excessive floods and the lack of bridges 
and the absence of railroads, so that the parties who were to meet 
and institute a basis of union were hindered in their work, and for 
reasons unexplained were never reconstituted. 

But it does seem that the bonds of fraternity should be very closely 
drawn. We originated, as I said already, in the same State, among 
the same people, in bonds of closest fraternity. We have the same 
faith, the same doctrine. We have a very similar church polity, we 
have almost exactly the same form of worship. Our evangelical 
methods are identical. We drink in the same spirit. We unite 
everywhere and meet as brothers. Our relations are most cordial, 
and it seems natural that the spirit of fraternity should be closely 
drawn and very strongly. [Applause.] 

Indeed, the question has been raised as to why we should not be one. 
Doctor Drury stated it in a very beautiful way, looking forward to 
the time when we should have the name—not giving offense—The 
United Evangelical Brethren Church. And as I listened yesterday 
to those forceful and beautiful addresses in regard to coming together 
of the churches of America, it wondered me why it should not be in 
the air that we two might step into the column [applause], and march 
in this splendid procession, starting out so magnificently in the open- 
ing of this twentieth century. 

Brethren, I do not wish to obtrude upon your time, but I appreciate 
the privilege you have given me to represent our little church. | 
appreciate the largeness of your body, as I had oceasion recently to 
read over your history, and I rejoice in the work you are doing. | 
heartily thank you, and in accordance with the resolution of our 
reneral Conference we shall be pleased to receive from you a fra- 
ternal delegate at our next meeting, which will be held in this city in 
the First Church on Third Street. I heartily thank you. [ Applause. | 
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Tie Presse BisHor. Our highly beloved and well esteemed 
Doctor Brane has been selected to respond to this beautiful message 
from our United Evangelical brother. 

Rev. ©. I. B. Brane came to the platform amid the applause of 


Conference, and delivered the following address: 


It is with a great deal of reluctance, a vast amount of hesitancy 
that I consented to respond to the delightful greetings we just re- 
ceived and enjoyed from the heart and lips of our venerable and 
deservedly distinguished brother from the United Evangelical Church. 
I have always felt deeply, I think I can truthfully say affectionately 
responsive to occasions such as we are now identified with. 

So far as church union is concerned, I suppose no one in this 
General Conference. and no one in this audience who has happened 
to hear of me, will accuse me of having taken a church union tantrum. 

[Laughter.] [Voices. Louder.] 

[A Voice. He will get louder all right.] 

If you do I am sure you will conclude that it was on the other side. 
I shall have nothing to say respecting the proceedings of four years 
ago; but with great delight, however inefficiently it may be done, I 
respond to these fraternal greetings that our dear brother has brought 
to us. And, inasmuch as the streams have been bridged, and the 
railroads ballasted between the points of time to which he referred, 
out of my heart of hearts I would be tempted to move, if it were in 
order, which it is not, that we come together in the manner he has 
suggested. : 

[ Applause. ] 

Whilst it is true that unity of spirit stands for life, and uniformity 
sometimes simply for death, and while it is true that denomination- 
alism has done something, in my humble judgment a great deal for 
the furtherance of the gospel in every land, especially in broadening 
the thought and knocking down the walls of partition that have 
hindered us from looking into each others faces, and in deepening 
the channel of spiritual fellowship and affection that ought always 
to obtain between individuals and denominations, still I think we 
could do with very much less of it. Now, I am delighted with my 
own Church. Indeed, I am increasingly delighted with the organized 
life of the Church with which I have been identified all these years. 
I have been in the pastorate twenty-five years, and several years in other 
work, and during all that period of time, which includes all the ins 
and outs, the hard and easy, the’sweet and bitter experiences of a 
minister’s life, the Church has treated me finely. I never served a 
congregation that did not, at the close of my pastorate, unanimously 
invite me to continue the blessed relation. I never served a congre- 
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gation that did not pay me more than they promised me, and I never 
said beans about salary either. The last church to which I ministered 
before I took my present pastorate, in the last week of that conference 
year, the official board met twice and unanimously requested me to 
remain. So, you see, I have no fault to find with my own Church; 
but I am also in love with other churches, and I wish in my heart that 
some means could be devised to unite those that ought to be together. 

As for you, my brother, we are glad for your greetings, and rejoice 
in what you say concerning the great and good people’-for whom you 
speak. I know many of your pastors and hundreds of your people; 
and all my associations with them and the general officers of your 
church have been very pleasant. I live in the midst of a whole lot 
of United Evangelicals. If it were not for the absence of trees in 
that locality, I would say that the woods are full of them, and if it 
were not for the fact that the hills round about are usually occupied 
on Sunday by a worldly gang, I would say that the mountains are full 
of them. But I may say that the prominent business streets, and also 
the residential portions of our city, including the highways and 
hedges, are largely occupied by numbers of the chureh from which 
our brother brings us gracious greetings to-day. Moreover, I think 
that if we were united as he suggests, we would find the harmony so 
deep and the fellowship so sweet that we would never think of a sepa- 
ration. J am sure we could work together in striking contrast with 
a team Bishop Mathews saw, or heard Sam Jones hitch up once. One 
was a kicker, and one was a stinger, and the other was an unmen- 
tionable animal whose name I will not call in this presence. So, I 
say, if the United Brethren and the United Evangelical churches come 
into closer bonds of union there will be no kicking. But, like a boy 
who was forced to attend a long, dry prayer-meeting every week, and 
whose uncle took him to a circus while the lad was on a visit to his 
home, who said to his mother when he came back, “Mamma, did you 
ever go to a circus?” _ “No, my son, I never did.” “Well,” he said, 
“you ought to go once. If you would see a cireus you would never 
attend another prayer-meeting as long as you live.” 

[ Applause. | 

Now, I will tell you, if we come into these blessed relations of 
federation and fraternity, especially when it is as mutually acceptable 
as it is in this case, I believe we will find it permanently pleasing and 
satisfactory... I have absolutely 10 sympathy with that sort of de- 
nominationalism, nor any other kind of ism that sets aside the 
divinity of Christ and the power of the atonement. The cardinal 
doctrines of sin and salvation, the blessed hope we have in Christ 
Jesus as being both God and man, capable of sympathizing with us 
most affectionately through all the ins and out of sorrow and suffer- 
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ing, and divinely able to lift us out of sin and place us in the line of 
promotion, not to worldly fame and honor, but to eternal life and 
glory, are the things to which we cling. 

With respect to these truths and relations we welcome you affec- 
tionately to all we are and have. We know what you preach, we 
know what you teach, we know positively that you and we are 
together in these great fundamentals, and that we can preach and 
pray, live and labor in the bonds of unity and spiritual delight, 
especially if we keep close to the Master; and then, when the ran- 
somed of the Lord shall return and come to Zion—not simply from 
the captivity of Babylon to the comforts of Jerusalem—but from the 
sins and sorrows of earth to the Joy and peace of heaven—we shall 
come with songs and everlasting joy upon our heads, bringing our 
sheaves with us. Dear friends, these are not deceitful illusions. 
These are not human speculations. These are not mere matters of 
poetry and sentiment, except as those blessed products of the human 
mind and heart stand for and respond to all that is most real and 
substantial and abiding in our structural lien on immortality. Unless 
we underscore the word “heart” in every practical relation in which 
we find it in the Scriptures, at least ninety-nine per cent. of its deep 
and sweet meaning will slip through our fingers and make our esti- 
mate of the Master’s teaching and preaching just a fraction above 
nothing as compared with what it really is and ought to be. The 
sermon that is merely intellectually pleasing, or doctrinely sound, 
or elegantly delivered, is not able to reflect the meaning of the life 
to which the word of God and the greeting of this Geoker invite us. 
We need additionally the love of God shed abroad in our hearts by 
the Holy Ghost. 

Dear brother, we accept your invitation to closer fellowship. We 
are glad for your greetings. I speak the very heart-felt sympathies 
and soul-thought of every delegate to this Conference, and every gen- 
eral officer, and I think every member of our Church, when I say we 
are glad to have you come with these kind utterances, and that we 
bid you Godspeed in every relation that you oceupy to Him and to us 
and to the world of mankind. 

[ Applause. | 


Bishop Weekley and Rev. W. C. Miller each asked recognition to 
present a resolution. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. Each of you read your resolutions and 
we will take the one that is the better one. 

Bishop Weekley presented the following resolution: 


Be it resolved, as the sense of this General Conference, that we 
have heard with much pleasure the excellent address of Dr. L. M. 
Boyer, fraternal messenger from the United Evangelical Church. 
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We appreciate most highly the generous spirit of fraternity which 
the address breathed. In view of the similarity between the United 
Evangelical and the United Brethren in Christ, in polity, doctrine, 
methods of worship, and spirit of fellowship, we deem it right and 
proper that they should be closely allied in all the things which make 
for the betterment of God’s kingdom on the earth. The Conference 
is asked to appoint a fraternal representative to bear to the next 
General Conference of the United Evangelical Church the greetings 
of this body. (Signed) W. M. Weexnry. 


Tue Presiping Bisnop. TI think it is courteous to Brother Miller 
that he should at least read his resolution. 
Rey. W. C. Miniter, of West Nebraska Conference. JI was just 


going to second Bishop Weekley’s paper. It is much better than the 
one I have. J will read mine. 


Resolved, we rejoice in the fraternal spirit expressed in the message 
brought us from the United Evangelical Church by its able and elo- 
quent representative, Dr. L. M. Boyer, and hereby express our appre- 
ciation of the same, and heartily reciprocate all projects to secure a 
closer union of the above-named chureh with the Church of. the 
United Brethren in Christ.

Bisnop Beiy. We say nothing of any resolution in regard to this 
particular man and the church he represents. We are simply sending 
delegates, and I invite the Evangelical Church to come and sit down 
with us and see if we cannot in the name of God get together. 
[ Applause. ] 

THe Presipine Bisnor. Will you name the Brother to represent 
us in that commission, and shall that be the representative to their 
General Conference? 

Bishop Minus. A Commission on Church Union has already been 
provided for, and I move that the motion of Bishop Weekley go to 
that committee. 

Bistop Maturws. I second the motion. 
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Tue Presiwie Bisriop. It is moved and seconded that this motion 
of Bishop Weekley go to the committee already appointed on Church 
Union. 

Rey. W. C. Minter. I rise to a point of order. You already have 
a commission provided for in Bishop Weekley’s paper. 

THe Presipine Bisnor. This was an amendment of the report. 

Rev. W. C. Mituer. As it was, it will embrace the idea of Bishop 
Weekley. 

THe Presipine Bisnor. It is moved and seconded that this item 
be inserted in the resolution of Bishop Weekley.

If it has not been provided for by any of the committees, 
some action should be taken. 

Dr. W. H. Wasurvcer, of Pennsylvania Conference. The Com- 
mittee on Church Federation will suggest something to this body when 
they will report. 

Tre Presipinc Bisttop. What is your further pleasure? 

Rey. J. H. Parrerson, of Iowa Conference. I move we do now 
adjourn.

President William E. Schell, Secretary of the Committee on Bible 
Cause, read the report of that committee, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 


To THE GENERAL CONFERENCE: We, your Committee on - Bible 
Cause, submit the following report for your careful consideration : 

We believe the Bible to be the word of God. We are firmly 
grounded in the assurance that it was supernaturally produced 
through men of old divinely inspired by the Holy Spirit; that it hag 
been miraculously preserved in the face of the imperial edicts of 
ancient rulers calling for its annihilation, and in spite of the efforts: 
of evil-minded men in all ages to destroy belief in it by writing in 
opposition to its claims of divine authority and historical testimony ; 
that it is an immeasurable and far-reaching power for good in the: 
lives of those who are brought under the sway of its teachings, and 
that wherever it is heartily received, diligently studied, and faithfully 
obeyed, there the cause of humanity prospers and the best civilization: 
obtains with all its light and glory. And not only does it afford man- 
kind the one system of truth which is a safe guide in all the affairs 
of practical life, but it is also an anchor to the soul when earth is 
fading from view and the shadows of death are gathering about the 
parting pilgrim. ft is then that its teachings become most precious, 
filling the heart with calmness and joy, and opening up to faith’s 
vision the blessed life beyond. 

We cannot, therefore, emphasize too strongly the importance of 
the circulation and study of the Bible, and we hereby approve and 
commend all agencies looking to this end, and especially the American 
Bible Society and the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

The American Bible Society was founded in 1816. Tt is a chari- 
table institution whose sole purpose is to encourage a wider cireula- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures. It invites the contributions and eo- 
operation of all who accept the Bible as their rule of life, and who 
believe that every human being is entitled to have the privilege of 
knowing what it teaches concerning truth and duty. During the 
more than ninety years of its existence it has put out an average

of almost a million copies a year, and at the present time is issuing 
yearly about two million copies. 

The British and Foreign Bible Society, organized in 1804, is 
operating on the same interdenominational and world-wide plan, and 
doing just about double the work of the American Bible Society. 

These societies operate both at home and abroad. Their repre- 
sentatives are found in all parts of the world. They are accomplish- 
ing a monumental task in supplying the Seriptures to mankind, and 
the world is opening in marvelous manner to receive the benefactions 
they stand ready to bestow. We hail with joy the silent and victor- 
ious march of God’s Word into nearly all the lands, in about five 
hundred different tongues, until to-day it stands upon the threshold 
of approach to at least nine-tenths of the human family; and the 
work is so conducted that the missionaries of all denominations in a 
given field have a like translation, so that the poor heathen are not 
confused by several different versions. 

These facts are full of splendid promise for human progress and 
the triumph of the church of Jesus Christ, and it is hereby resolved: 

First. That we continue our codperation with the American Bible 
Society, and request each pastor to take a yearly offering from his 
congregation for its support. 

Second. That we continue to encourage the systematic study of 
the Bible in our Young People’s and Men’s organization. 

Third. That we encourage every child of the Church to possess a 
Bible of his own, and carry it with him to church and Bible school, 
and that all our people, both ministers and laymen, should strive for 
still higher attainments in Biblical knowledge, and should count that 
day lost which is allowed to pass without making some advancement 
therein. 

Fourth. That we recommend the Authorized Version for general 
use, but always in comparison with the Revised Version for eritical 
study. 

Fifth. That, if a sufficient number of advanced subscriptions can 
be secured to warrant the undertaking, we ask the Agent of our 
Publishing House to issue the Bible in a ten or fifteen volume edi- 
tion, in larger print than the ordinary Bible, the volumes to be well 
bound and of a coat-pocket size, so that busy men of affairs can always 
have a volume with them, and thus be able to improve odd moments 
in gathering a better knowledge of the Word of God.

87 of the Discipline, there must be a majority from Ohio on the 
Board of Church Trustees—a majority must be in the State of Ohio. 

Rey. W. ©. Mituer, of Nebraska Conference. Then according to 
this ballot there are four districts here represented—Kastern District, 
Ohio District, Central District, and Western District. I would like 
to have an explanation as to that. 

Rev. J. S. Fuuron, Chairman of the Committee on Nominations. 
The explanation is that we didn’t nominate anybody from any other 
district. We use the term “Ohio District” from the fact that the 
majority of the board have to be elected from Ohio. 

Rey. J. R. CuamsBers. Are all these marked “Ohio District” from 
Ohio? 

Tue Presiping Brsnop. They are citizens of Ohio. 

R. H. Bennett, of Neosho Conference. Can anybody explain to 
us whether a person who is a citizen of Ohio but who is out of the 
State could still be an officer on that board under that charter? I un- 
derstand Brother W. Z. Roberts has taken work out in a better country 
than Ohio. I would like to vote for him. 

Tue Prestpine Bisnop. Mr. Bennett asks the question, and it is a 
very proper one, whether or not the removal of Brother Roberts to 
Kansas does not invalidate his residence in Ohio. I suppose a 
civilian would answer that he lives in Kansas. 

Rev. W. Z. Roserts, of Sandusky Conference. JI am not a resi- 
dent of the State of Ohio. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. The Report of the Board of Tellers is 
ready. I will ask the chairman of the board to read. 

Prof. Mark Keppel then read the report of the tellers for the elec- 
tion of Publishing House Agent, as follows:

Rey. H. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference. JI see no Southern 
District. 

“Tur Presming Bisnor. I may answer. The chairman said a 
moment ago that they didn’t nominate anybody from the Southern 
District. : 

Rey. P. M. Camp, of Miami Conference. S. W. Paul is nominated 
in the East District, and he belongs to the Southern District. 

S. C. Canpwetn, of East Nebraska Conference. Some one said we 
should vote for six from the Ohio District. What are we to do, 
erase or destroy the. ballot? 

Tue Presminc Bisnop. That “Ohio” is intended to mean State, 
and not Ohio District, but he raises the question. 

BisHor Carter. Vote for seven. 

S. C. Catpwetu. We have our ballots made out to vote for six 
from the State of Ohio. Now, shall we erase or destroy the ballots 
and make new ones? 

Rev. J. T. Roserts, of White River Conference. Every person 
does not have to vote for seven persons in Ohio, does he, to make his 
ballot good? 

Tue Presinine BisHop. The charter requires that a majority of 
these persons be from the State of Ohio. 

Pror. Mark Kepren, of California Conference. The persons who 
have voted for six from Ohio and six elsewhere need only seratch off 
one of the names not from Ohio and write in a person from Ohio 
to make your ballot good. 

Tue Presipineg Bisuor. That suggestion covers the point. 

Rey. Gro. P. Horr, of Virginia Conference. I may not vote for 
the same six that my brother votes for. There may be three of mine 
and four of his elected from Ohio. I don’t see how we need to 
quibble about voting for six from Ohio. We have the nominations 
and the highest seven will be elected. 
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Rey. J. T. Roperrs. According to our rules, there has to be a 
majority of all the votes cast to elect, but it does not seem necessary 
for everybody to vote for seven from Ohio. 

Rey. L. W. Sraun, of Allegheny Conference. It seems to me that 
I can vote for all of them from Ohio District if I wish to. I am not 
limited to vote by districts. But when we come to count those that 
are elected, there must be seven of them from the State of Ohio, and 
if there should be ten others having a higher vote than the seventh 
man from Ohio, the seven highest from Ohio that have a majority 
will be the ones that will be elected. 

R. H. Bennett, of Neosho Conference. If we must elect seven 
from Ohio, we must certainly vote for seven from Ohio, and then 
provide that the seven receiving the highest number of votes from 
Ohio are elected, or else you must stick to the fact that it must be a 
majority vote. Either one of them would be perfectly regular, and 
I move you that each person voting shall vote for seven names on 
the Ohio list, and the seven receiving the highest number of votes 
from Ohio shall be declared to be those elected from Ohio. 

Seconded. 

Pror. Mark Kepeer, of California Conference. We want that 
motion divided. One is that we vote for seven from Ohio, and the 
other is a plurality question. 

Tuer Presiprinc Bisttor. The motion is that it be necessary to vote 
for seven persons from Ohio in order to make it a perfectly legal 
ballot. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. Those favorable to it will say “Aye”; 
contrary, “No.” It becomes your order. 

R. H. Bennett. Now, I desire to renew the other phase of the 
motion, that the seven receiving the highest vote be elected. 

Rey. J. T. Roperts, of White River Conference. You will have to 
suspend the rules to do that. 

Rey. L. W. Strat, of Allegheny Conference. J think what is ap- 
plied to the Ohio District ought to be carried all the way through. 
It will not be fair. J think if a plurality from Ohio will elect, it 
ought to elect others as well. I move you that the rules be suspended 
and that a plurality vote elect. 

Seconded. 


Tur Presiping Bisnor. It is moved and seconded that the rules 
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be suspended so that in all of these boards, including this ballot, a 
plurality shall elect. The motion to suspend the rules is before you. 

Rev. J. T. Roperts. May there not be ten or twelve having a 
larger vote than those in the other districts? It seems to me you 
will have this difficulty here. 

Rey. L. W. Stant. We are limited to seven, and the seven having 
the highest vote from Ohio will be the seven elected, and the five 
from the other districts having the highest will be the other portion 
of the board. : 

Rey. J. H. Kiracorn, of Pennsylvania Conference. Mr. Chairman, 
I move that we vote for the names represented in the State of Ohio 
first, and elect seven from Ohio first. 

Voices. No, no. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnorp. The motion is out of order because there 
is another motion before the house. On the motion to suspend the 
rules and declare plurality elections lawful in this case, those favor- 
able will indicate it by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The rules 
are suspended and the ballot will be cast under that rule. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. TI would like to offer 
a resolution for future guidance: 


Resolved, That hereafter the Committee on Nominations shall 
name the districts in which the nominee lives, and where a charter 
ealls for a majority from Ohio, that Ohio be named on the ballot, 
and all names shall appear under the name “Ohio.”

Tellers retire to make the count. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. We have reached the hour for the recep- 
tion of the delegates who represent the Woman’s Missionary Asso- 
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ciation. Mrs. B. F. Witt and Mrs. L. R. Harford will please come 
to the platform. 

These ladies were greatly applauded as they came to the platform. 

THE Presipine Bisnor. I have the pleasure of presenting to the 
Conference Mrs. B. F. Witt, who will make such communications as 
she may have at this time. 

Mrs. B. F. Witt, General Seeretary of the Woman’s Missionary 
Association, read the following report: 


EIGHTH QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE WOMAN'S MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION, 


To THE BIsHops AND DELEGATES OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
Unitrep BRETHREN IN OCurist, GREETING: The marvelous impetus to 
missionary work within the last few years is a cause for great thanks- 
giving, and we rejoice that our own Church is in this forward move- 
ment, this men’s movement, this study movement, and that local 
congregations are moving forward along new lines. 

During this quadrennium two notable women have passed from 
earth to their reward, Mrs. L. N. Derrickson, the mother of our 
Association, and Mrs. L. K. Miller, for eighteen years our president, 
and by reason of this our minds revert back to our beginning. We 
recall how it was laid upon the heart of Mrs. Derrickson, after a 
night of prayer, that our women should be organized; how, by the 
advice and help of prominent men of our Church, an organization in 
Miami Conference was affected in 1872, and how the General Con- 
ference of 1873 commended the work, and encouraged the organiza- 
tion of societies in all of the annual conferences. 

Supported by the general officers of the Men’s Board of Missions, 
and by many of the brethren, a general organization of women was 
effected in 1875. The General Conference following, that of 1877, 
recognized our organization by the ratification of our constitution, 
and its incorporation into the Discipline, and by the confirmation of 
our officers, and voted that we have full liberty to take charge of the 
Sunday-school missionary interests wherever Sunday-school auxil- 
laries were not organized. 

At the General Conference of 1881, the Mission Secretary recom- 
mended that you recognize that the Woman’s Missionary Association 
has already accomplished much good at home and abroad, and that 
you do whatever you can to enable it to prosecute its work success- 
fully for time to come. The Conference, by a unanimous vote, 
pledged their prayers and help to the Woman’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation. 

The General Conference of 1885 heartily and enthusiastically 
adopted a motion, promising the Woman’s Missionary Association 
sympathy, codperation, encouragement, and prayers, and that God 
continue to enlarge their field. 
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General Conferences following, éach passed hearty resolutions com- 
mending our work and bidding us go forward. This will show you 
why we have understood, through all these years, that we had the 
recognition and authority of the General Conference of our Church, 
and so we bring to you our report. 

During the quadrennium we have been indebted to our bishops, 
general officers, our Publishing Agent and his force, and to many of 
the ministers and laymen of our Church for uniform courtesy and 
hearty helpfulness, for which we are deeply grateful. 


THE FIELDS ABROAD. : 

Africa. Permanent buildings have been the predominant feature 
of the four years. In conjunction with the Foreign Missionary 
Society the Albert Academy Building was completed, a fine, com- 
modious structure, of conerete blocks, containing ample room for all 
needed school facilities, dormitories for students, and residence por- 
tion for the American teachers, situated on a five-acre lot in a good 
location. This has given impetus to the school, which has now 
enrolled 173 pupils. The first commencement exercise of the Acad- 
emy took place in January, 1908, with five graduates. The Academy 
- has an endowment fund of $10,000, the interest of which is to be 
used first to purchase a much-needed printing-press, and later, as 
needed, to erect buildings on the grounds for the native teachers 
employed. 

A residence headquarters in a very desirable location has been 
completed, giving greater facility and economy in all of the mission 
work. 

Fifty miles inland, at our station of Rotifunk, a dispensary has 
been erected, and the medical work has become self-supporting ; 
people coming from fifty to one hundred miles for medicine. 

Farther inland, at Moyamba, a commodious residence for mis- 
sionaries and home for the girls combined has been completed. With 
it all, the educational and evangelistic work has been kept uppermost, 
and the churches have been educated toward self-support. 

China. The educational work has been well maintained, and for 
two years we have had graduates from the boarding school, and they 
have joined the teaching force. We are also training our own Bible 
women, and plans are being laid for an interdenominational training 
college, 

The foundling home has been opened in rented quarters, where a 
dozen or more little girls, thrown out to die, have been taken in and 
cared for. Ground has been purchased for the erection of a home 
for these who appeal to all of our hearts. In after years these 
young women, with Christian training from babyhood, may be an 
important factor in the work. 

Perhaps the most important work in China for this quadrennium 
has been the gathering of the native forces, that have been slowly in 
training, into an organized body of churches, and the formation of a 
mission conference in January, 1908. 
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Philippine Islands. Perhaps the most notable thing here is the 
gain in church membership, about doubling each year, and the large 
force of volunteer, unsalaried workers. 

The literature, too, has been a strong feature, our newspaper has 
been regularly maintained, leaflets tayo been gotten out, and, in 
conjunction with other missions, a hymn book, ‘and the translation 
of the Old Testament into one of the native languages is nearly com- 
pleted. A printing-press was recently sent to the field, which means 
more satisfactory work with less expense. 

The Sunday schools organized are a hopeful feature. The railroad, 
-which has pushed its way from Manilla to San Fernando, will greatly 
simplify travel. 

Here, too, a Union Training School is contemplated. A goodly 
number of churches formed were organized into a mission conference 
in February, 1908. At the first session the conference assumed the 
building of a chapel, and at the second annual meeting, just held, 
they formed a church-erection society, both of which means progress. 

These are but glimpses of all the fields; the doors are open wide, 
_ the harvest beckons, the present opportunity is ours. 


GROWTH. 

We have had in the foreign field for the quadrennium forty-two 
missionaries, twenty of whom were sent out for the first time; at the 
close we have thirty-two in service, five of whom are in joint work 
with the Foreign Missionary Society. We have a force of native 
workers numbering sixty; we have nearly trebled our churches, ad- 
vancing from twelve organized churches to thirty-four, and from a 
membership of 503 to one of 1,556, with 6,100 adherents. 

The work of our doctors makes a total of 80,992 cases treated. 
There is no record of the messages of life that were given to the 
sin-sick souls; that record is above. 

Our property valuation has advanced from $33,000 to $98,000. : 

We are reaching out with the message into 240 towns, trying to 
bring a little light into their darkness and superstition, but back of 
these are the multitudes who as yet have never heard. 


THE HOME SIDE. 

The Woman’s Evangel has had a steady advance from an average 
circulation of about 5,000 to 6,500. Receipts for the quadrenntam: 
$11,153.88. It has paid all of its expenses, including salary of editor; 
helped the literature fund, and has a balance of $841. It is a strong 
link between the workers at home and those at the front, and is the 
only publication showing our women’s work. It ought to be in every 
United Brethren home and be read. We have opened departments 
for Young Women and of Literature, as advance steps. 

Our Chinese Mission property in Portland, Oregon, which had been 
rented since close of the school there, was sold in 1907 for $7,000, 
which was expended in China. 
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We have gathered in during the quadrennium, at home, about 
$142,000; received from sale of Portland Chinese Mission property, 
$7,000; foreign income and net medical receipts, about $15,000. 
Total for the quadrennium in exact figures, $174,590.77, an advance 
of $73,000 over the last quadrennium. Total receipts since organi- 
zation, $588,080.84. 

Our advance in membership is from 13,954 four years ago to 20,263 
at the present date. Six thousand is a fair increase, but there yet 
remain about 155,000 women of our Church who have not come to 
feel any responsibility to carry out the last good-by command of 
our Lord and Master, and so we are trying to reach that last woman 
at home. 

We are glad for the little we have been able to do, but when we 
think of the millions still in darkness, when we think of the women 
and children for whom Christ died, bowed down in ignorance and 
superstitition, we feel anew the pressure of our responsibility, and 
that some one else cannot do our work. We have come to think that 
when the Master said, “Go, ye,” he meant us as well as you, and we 
want to work with you for the evangelization of the world.

Applause followed the reading of the report. 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. J am sure we have heard with delight this 
magnificent communication from the Secretary of the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Association, and these achievements will make beautiful 
pages in our history. JI have asked Professor. Ruebush to kindly 
announce a hymn. 

Professor Ruebush led the Conference in singing Number 188, 
“No, Not One.” 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. Mr. Chairman, I 
move you that the report of Mrs. B. F. Witt, General Secretary of 
the Woman’s Missionary Association, be received and adopted and 
printed in the proceedings of the General Conference. 

Seconded. 

THE Presipinc Bisuor. It is moved and seconded that the Report 
of the Secretary of the Woman’s Missionary Association, now read 
in your hearing, shall be approved by the General Conference and 
printed in the proceedings. Are you ready to vote? 

Dr. S. S. Hoven, of Allegheny Conference. I intended to state 
last night, in showing the enormous growth of the foreign field, that 
fully one-half of this is from the field of the Woman’s Missionary 
Association, but it was understood that we would not mention either 
the Foreign or the Woman’s Missionary Association, and that is the 
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reason I would not make any statement, but I have felt now that 
since that report is read that I ought to say that publicly. 

The question is called for. 

THe Presipine Bisnor. Those in favor of the motion to adopt the 
report and have it printed in the proceedings will say “Aye”; con- 
trary, “No.” It is approved and so ordered. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Now, we have the further pleasure and a 
genuine and real honor, indeed, of having an address from Mrs. L. R. 
Harford, known throughout our Church everywhere as the President 
of the Woman’s Missionary Association. [Applause.] 

Mrs. L. R. Harford spoke as follows: 


Mr. CuatrMAN AND Breruren: It was necessary to have a. song 
and to have you stand, because I have a large task before me, and I 
need all your attention; and if I should seem to be repeating what has 
been given to you in the address just read, you will pardon it, for in 
the last few months I have found gross ignorance on the part of our 
Church with regard to the beginning of the Woman’s Missionary 
Association. JI was not able to write what I wanted to say, and 
I may have to digress and speak a little extemporaneously, which I 
hope you will pardon, as my strength has not been quite equal to this 
task which has been put upon me by our Woman’s Board. 


To the Bishops and members of the General Conference of the 
United Brethren in Christ, convened at Canton this nineteenth day 
of May, 1909: 

Thirty-two years ago at the General Conference held at Westfield,. 
Tlinois, in 1877, the Woman’s Missionary Association, which had 
been organized at Dayton, Ohio, in October, 1875, presented a memor- 
ial asking the recognition and authority of the Church. And I could 
wish that Mrs. D. L. Rike, who prepared that beautiful paper, were 
here to-day to give you this paper; but she is on the other side of the 
Atlantic, or I am sure it would have been given to her, and she would 
have taken great delight in it, as she is a woman who has advanced 
with all the years since we were organized. The steps leading to the 
organization were so manifestly the call of God to the work that you 
heartily and unanimously adopted our plan of organization and con- 
firmed the election of the officers. Since that time we have presented 
a quadrennial report of the work done, which you have commended 
and. affirmed. 

We then asked to be gleaners in the home fields and helpers in the 
work abroad, our highest ambition being to support schools in the 
mission fields. You gave us the Sunday schools to cultivate; or, 
rather, you gave Woman’s Day for us to come before the whole 
Church to present our work, With the Watchword, “Two cents a week 
and a prayer,” we started, and have now in numbers of women, young 
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women, and children enlisted,- 20,263. With leaflets, prepared pro- 
grams and our periodical, the Woman’s Evangel, we have had monthly 
meetings for education from the beginning. 

Later came the United Mission Studies of the fields for woman’s 
boards, which were adopted and pursued by many of our local socie- 
ties. Then came the missionary movement among the young people’s 
societies, student volunteers, and the men’s movement which enlarged 
the scope of the missionary education of all the churches. 

‘In the work abroad we began as helpers in Africa and Germany, 
the foreign fields of the Church. Early, at the solicitation of the 
missionaries in the field and the officers of the parent board, we be- 
came responsible for a new field in Africa. _We shrank from this 
responsibility, but with the assurance of the brethren that they would 
give us help and the superintendency of their missionaries in the fields 
we assumed the responsibility. When the opportunity offered we 
opened work in China, an entirely new field for the Church, and 
again in the Philippine Islands. We began work where the Church 
was not operating. In this respect, namely, the supporting of mis- 
sions in the fields where the Church was not operating our Board has 
been unique compared with women’s boards of other churches. We 
had not chosen this plan of work, but from the cireumstances were 
compelled to undertake it. 

We have carried this work for many years hoping that the time 
would come when the General Board of the Church would be able to 
open missions in these fields. Four years ago at the General Con- 
ference I expressed the hope that before another quadrennium this 
might be accomplished. 

Because of the expressed wish of our missionaries in these fields 
that they might have the interest and sympathy of the whole Church, 
we believe the time has come when we should unite our forees so that 
the whole Church will be back of all our mission fields. The trustees 
accordingly appointed a committee to consider the whole matter and 
report to the board meeting just held at Akron. The following is 
the report: 


Report of the Committee on General Conference Relations to the 
Board of Managers of the Woman’s Missionary Association in Annual 
Session at Akron, Ohio, May 11 to 18, 1909: 


This is an age of progress, the spirit of union and codperation for 
more effective service is to be found everywhere. In practical and 
commercial life the forces are combining to an extent unseen before 
by. the world. They believe that thereby they multiply their powers 
and increase their efficiency to do things; combination and. efficient 
superintendency is the very watehword of this commercial age. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that the same spirit is pervading the 
ecclesiastical world. At home and abroad there is a great pulse 
permeating our entire Church, impelling us to combine our forces 
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that we may the better concentrate our efforts and increase the 
effectiveness of our service. The whole wide world for Jesus is the 
vision born at Olivet which calls for enlarged services at home and 
abroad. A vision which is less than world-wide is too limited for 
the King’s children. 

He who sees only the field in which he labors has ceased to stand 
beside the cross of Calvary, and forgotten the commission from 
Olivet. It is the business of the whole Church to preach the whole 
gospel to the whole world as speedily as possible. 

Your Committee on General Conference Relations has carefully 
canvassed the matter of codperation between the Woman’s Missionary 
Association and the Foreign and the Home Missionary Boards of our 
Church. By correspondence and personal interviews the opinion of 
many of the leading men and women of the denomination has been 
secured relative to these important matters. We find that it is the 
general conviction at home and in the foreign fields that codperation 
with the Foreign Missionary Society should obtain. We also find a 
desire quite general among our people for codperation with the Home 
Missionary Society. We, therefore, after much prayer and delibera- 
tion, bring to you the following recommendations: 

1. That we advise that the Woman’s Missionary Association and 
the Foreign Missionary Society codperate in all the mission fields 
of the Church—Africa, China, Japan, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

2. Provided first, That the Foreign Missionary Society will ac- 
cept the responsibility of the work now carried on by the Woman’s 
Missionary Association in Africa, China, and the Philippine Islands, 
and will continue the operation of the same; we agreeing to merge 
all our property interests in the field with that of the Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, and to assume some part of the work in each field 
now occupied by them as shall be agreed upon by the Executive 
Committee. [Applause.] 

3. That we be represented by one-third of the members of the 
Foreign Missionary Board, and the Executive Committee of the same 
who shall be chosen from and by the Trustees of the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Association. [Applause.] 

4. That all moneys given by any woman’s organization for home 
and foreign missions be reported to the Branch Treasurer, who in 
turn shall submit quarterly reports to the Conference Treasurer in 
order that the charge may have due credit in the missionary stand- 
ards as adopted by the missionary boards. [Voices. Good, good. 
Applause. ] 

5. That we ask the Committee on Foreign and Home Missions 
for the General Conference to bring in a recommendation defining 
the field at home from which we may raise funds. 

6. That the form and plan of our organization remain as it has 
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Home Missionary *Society Relations. 


After full consideration of the home side of the work, we, having 
been organized from the beginning of the Association to do both 
home and foreign work, recommend that we codperate with the Home 
Missionary Society. 

Provided, 1. That the auxiliary movement inaugurated by the 
Home Mission Board be discontinued, and that they give the strength 
of their support in turning over the societies already organized by 
them to us. We to give for the first year, $2,000; second, $3,000; 
third, $4,000; fourth, $5,000, and in addition to this we will give 
forty per cent. of the increase of the net general fund of each year, 
for the quadrennium, and at the end of the quadrennium an equitable 
per cent. as shall be agreed upon. [ Applause. ] 

2. That we be represented by one-third of the members of the 
Home Mission Board, and of the Executive Committee of the same, 
who shall be chosen from and by the Trustees of the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Association. [ Applause. ] 

3. That all moneys given by any woman’s organization for home 
and foreign missions be reported to the Branch Treasurer, who in 
turn shall submit quarterly reports to the Conference Treasurer in 
order that the charges may have due credit in the missionary stand- 
ards as adopted by the missionary boards. 

Resolved, Because of the strength of our missions in the Orient, 
and our medical and educational work there, that we ask of the 
General Conference that our mission conferences in China and the 
Philippines be given the same relations as the conference in West 
Africa.

This paper was adopted by a vote of eighty-two to six at the Board 
meeting at Akron, Ohio, May 12, 1909, and has been presented with- 
out reading to this Conference and referred to the committees. 

If this honorable body acceeds to the wishes of our association we 
shall enter into a partnership bringing property valued at $98,000.00. 
When we came to them there was a little standing still of hearts, 
and a woman said, “But we have more property than the general 
board has, and it doesn’t seem to be quite fair.” Our secretary, who 
always looks to figures, looked it up and found that the property 
interests of the Foreign Board are $98,000; so it don’t seem so much 
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after all. [Applause.] We bring an annual income, with a large 
per cent. of increase since our organization, of $40,000. A total for 
the thirty-four years of $588,000 has been gathered by the women of 
this Church. [Applause] We bring to this partnership, in the 
Philippine Islands: Communieants, 1,000; adherents, 4,000; China, 
communicants, 427; Africa, communicants, 1,317; adherents, 577; 
a total of church members of 1,744, with schools, with hospitals, with 
buildings, with homes, with girls, in these different fields. 

Among the results of our thirty-four years’ work will be found a 
beautiful chapel at Weimer, Germany. We have a constituency 
trained to give, as the least sum, two cents a week and a prayer, which 
is the highest mark now set as a standard for the whole Church. 
Allowing one dollar per member, we have for our adult members of 
the association an average of $2.50 per member. 

We are pioneers in the missionary education of the Church, and we 
rejoice in the work now being done in the work of our Church, and 
joined heartily the last quadrennium in classes in “Our Foreign Mis- 
sionary Enterprise.” 

The First Church and parsonage in Portland, Oregon, must be 
credited to the Woman’s Missionary Association; and, but for the 
misunderstanding probably growing out of our mistaken plan of 
work, many more might have been established. 

The call of the city and frontier appeals to us and stirs the heroic 
blood in us; the heritage of our fathers—their fathers who planted 
seed in this eastern part of our country so thoroughly. We want to 
join with you and have a part in starting the Church in the great 
populous centers and giving the gospel to the destitute in the needy 
fields. 

Of the educational and spiritual results, we can make no estimate. 
During the thirty-four years we have sent out eighty-five mission- 
aries, and the joy in the sending out of most of these young people 
has been that they have gone from our homes, born of our associa- 
tion, started and trained in the homes of our people for the work. 
Twelve gave their lives for the cause on the field, and three have died 
after their term of service. Thus far death has not broken the ranks 
of those sent to China or the Philippines. Scores and hundreds of 
natives have gone home with the hope of eternal life. 

The plan proposed of joint control is ideal. Men and women, each 
with their natural characteristics, join in the great work of bringing 
this lost. world to Christ. We firmly believe that this is a great for- 
ward movement, and, if it would not seem like egotism, I would say, 
brethren, that within the last quadrennium you have almost caught 
up with us, and we are now ready to join with you in the forward 
work. [Applause.] We believe it is the just thing, and it is com- 
ing into a great thing; and if this carries it will be a model for other 
churches to follow. JI ought to say that it was not the suggestion 
on our part to ask for representation on the board, but it came from 
the splendid, chivalric men who have been at the head of things in 
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this Church, and the women appreciate it that you should take us as 
sisters and coworkers in this work, if you vote it so. And it is a 
splendid thing that this forward step, which we are not sure that 
our women will fully comprehend when it comes before them, for 
you will hear it before they do—the rank and file—but we are sure our 
women will see it and come up to the standard that has been set by 
this committee and our board meeting. And it is very fitting that 
in this church at Canton, Ohio, which is so largely ahead in many, © 
if not every respect—in church building, membership in Sunday 
school, in men’s classes, and above all, in the Woman’s Missionary 
Association, having the largest one in the whole denomination. 
Many of them are serving us, and are represented in this gallery 
and all through this house. [Applause.] And, brethren, if you 
could have been at our parting meeting in Akron, you could have 
felt the leading of the spirit of God in this as our sisters heard it 
from the first onward march when they were called this way. I 
believe that as God led us out then he is leading us now to better 
things. We cannot tell what all the results will be. We don’t need 
to know the details, but we believe you are as loyal. You are our 
brothers, you are our sons, you are our fathers, and we believe that 
in this codperation you will recognize the training you have had 
[applause and laughter], and if anything occurs that is unpleasant 
we will take. the blame to ourselves for not having trained you 
properly. : 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. I am sure, members of the General Con- 
ference, that with such approaches, at such a time, from such a 
woman, there is only one thing for us to do, and that is to declare 
that we are now and forever yours, and that you are now and forever 
ours. [Great applause.] I certainly have profound feelings of joy 
and gratitude at this moment. What will you do with this magnifi- 
cent communication ? 

BisHor Wrekuey. Has the matter been referred ? 

Tur Presipine Bistior. It has already been referred. 

Bisnop Werkiey. I move that the report be approved and spread 
upon the minutes of the General Conference. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Are you ready? All favorable will say 
“Aye”; contrary, “No.” The report is approved and will be printed 
in the proceedings of the General Conference. What will be your 
further pleasure? 

Bisnop Minus. A number of brethren have passed away since the 
last General Conference who were here present four years ago. It 
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is desirable to fix a time for memorial service, and I move that next 
Friday afternoon at four o’clock be fixed for that service. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipine BisHor. It is moved and seconded that next Triday 
at four o’clock be fixed as the hour for memorial service in memory 
of those deceased friends who were with us four years ago. Are you 
ready to vote? All those favorable will say “Aye”: contrary, “No.” 
The Ayes have it, and that hour is fixed for the memorial service. 
What is your further pleasure? 

Rev. J. E. Four, of Sandusky Conference. T offer the following: 


Resolved, That we make the watchword of this quadrennium a 
twenty-five per cent. increase in all pastors’ salaries, especially all 
those who are receiving the smaller salaries,

Bisuop Maripws. I second the motion. 

Question is called for. 

Dr. S. S. Hover, of Allegheny Conference. I have had a great 
conviction during the past quadrennium that there are things to be 
prepared upon the report which was presented here and which will 
be adopted later—I mean the report on Christian Stewardship and 
on Christian Giving—for meeting the increasing expenses of the 
local church, which includes the pastor’s salary. I am satisfied if 
that be carried out that this twenty-five per cent. increase can be 
made easily, and you can soon get fifty per cent. increase. And I am 
also positive that we can never hope to make advances in the exten- 
sion of the gospel through this country of ours and in the foreign 
field until we arise and grip the idea of providing a very much 
larger income and better equipment in the loeal church. It is abso- 
lutely necessary at this time in our church life, and I most heartily 
vote for this motion, with this distinet understanding that in passing 
it we look forward to working up to a most thorough instruction and 
training of our people to put in operation the principles that will 
enable us to know how to do the thing after we have once said that 
we will do it. [Applause. “Good, good.” Applause.] 

Rev. J. W. Boacsss, of Northern Illinois Conference. Does this 
resolution include the advance in the salary of the presiding elder, 
as well as all the others. [Laughter.]} I am not a presiding elder. 
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THe Presipinc Brstop. Are you ready to vote? All you who will 
adopt the motion will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Ayes have 
it and it is so ordered. I am informed that the Report of the 
Committee on Education is ready. Will you hear it? 


Voices. Hear, hear. 
The printed Report of the Conimintee on Education was then dis- 


tributed to the members of the Conference. 

Tue Presmpinc Bisnor. Who is the Secretary of the Committee 
on Edueation that will read the report? : 

Rev. A. S. Hammack, of Virginia Conference, came forward and 
read the Report of the Committee on Education, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


We, your Committee on Education, beg leave to report as follows: 

Discipline, Chapter X XIII., page 131. 

1. On page 131, under Offices, the paragraphs two and three should 
be eliminated. 

2. On page 133, paragraph eight, under collections, be changed to 
read: “to accomplish these results. an annual offering shall be taken 
on the first and second Sundays of July.” 

The remainder of the paragraph remain unchanged. 

3. We recommend that the General Conference elect a Secretary, 
who shall be known as the General Secretary of Education and 
Christian Stewardship, whose salary shall be paid from the Educa- 
tional Board. 

His province and duties be as follows: 

(a) To promote the Educational Department of the Chureh and 
stir up the minds of the membership on the question of Stewardship. 

(b) To increase the funds under the control of the Board of 
Edueation. 

(ec) To stimulate and promote by addresses, publications, tracts, 
and otherwise, an educational interest and institutions of the Church, 
and keep constantly before the Church Christian Stewardship. 

(d) By addresses, conferences with candidates for the ministry 
and otherwise, seck to promote a ministry educated in our colleges 
and theological seminary, and advise the Board of Edueation as to 
the collecting and loaning of beneficiary funds. 

4, That the General Conference set a time when the educational 
interests shall be given special attention by pastors and people, over 
the entire Church, to be known as “Education Day.” 

5. That Disciplinary recognition be given to the Day of Prayer 
for Students. 

6. That the quadrennium be educational. 

7. That the needs of our school call for additional endowments, 
aggregating one million dollars, and that an effort be made to sceure 
this amount within the ensuing quadrennium, and the Secretary, as 
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he may have time from other duties, and upon the request of the 
management of the several colleges, shall give his aid, for the acecom- 
plishment of this great purpose. 

8. (a) That candidates for the ministry may be licensed as lay 
preachers, according to the diseretion of the quarterly conference. 

(b) That educational attainments, equivalent to the completion 
of a public-school course, half way through the standard high-school 
grade, or to the completion of half the standard academy course nec- 
essary to entering the freshman class of a standard college, be 
required for admission to the quarterly conference. 

(ec) That educational attainments equivalent to the cele 
of a standard academy, or a standard high-school course, be required 
for admission to the Annual Conference. 

(d) That the foregoing, in addition to the completion of the 
annual conference course of reading, be required for ordination. 

(e) That the ideal preparation for efficient work in the ministry 
is a full college course, followed by a theological course, to which 
standard we earnestly urge our young ministers to aspire. 

These recommendations. touching the educational qualifications 
for the ministry, contemplate corresponding changes in the Disci- 
pline, in Section II., item 1, pages 44 and 45, and in Section IIL., 
item 4, pages 47 and 48. 

9. On pages 134, paragraph twelve change to thirteen, and in this 
paragraph the words “Corresponding Secretary,” be changed to “Gen- 
eral Secretary.” 

10. On page 134, paragraph thirteen be changed to fourteen. 

11. On page 135, Section III., paragraph six, that there be added: 
“and that they have advisory relations in the General Conference.” 

Page 136, Section IV., paragraph one, “Union Biblical Seminary,” 
be changed to “Bonebrake Theological Seminary.” 

Page 137, paragraph two, that the words “ex-officio” be changed to 
advisory. 

Page 137, paragraph seven, the words “Union Biblical Seminary” 
be changed to “Bonebrake Theological Seminary.” 

Page 138, paragraph ten, that $8,000 in annual collections be 
changed to $10,000.

Tue Presipinc Bisnorp. The Report of the Committee on Hduea- 
tion is before you. What will you do with it? 
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Dr. A. P. Funkuouser, of Waremia Conference. I move its con- 
sideration item by item. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. . It is moved and seconded that this report 
be considered item by item. Are you ready? Those favorable will 
say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is your order, and the secretary will 
read the first item. 

Secretary Siddall reads the first item, as follows: 


We, your Committee on Education, beg leave to report as follows: 

Discipline, Chapter X XIII., page 131. 

1. On page 131, under Offices, the paragraphs two and three should 
be eliminated. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. In the absence of any motion to amend, I 
will take it that you will pass on. 


Secretary Siddall read Item Number 2, as follows: 


2. On page 133, paragraph eight, under collections, be changed to 
read: “to accomplish these results an annual offering shall be taken 
on the first and second Sundays of July.” 

The remainder of the paragraph remain unchanged. 


Dr. C. W. Brewrpaker, of Pennsylvania Conference. It seems to 
me that some other season of the year would be preferable. I find 
it in all cities, especially my own, that people go to the seashore and 
elsewhere to spend their vacations, and July and August they are 
absent, and that allows the money proposition to fall to those who 
are not so amply able to contribute, unless the other parties are seen 
in the fall and give special subscriptions. I was thinking it might 
be preferable about the first of June, or along near commencement 
time when the college spirit is in the atmosphere. I hardly know 
whether to make a motion at this time or not. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampmrs, of Neosho Conference. TI arise for an ex- 
planation. Do you want the collection taken together, or do you 
mean “first or second Sundays in July? 

THE Presipine Bishop. It should be “first or second.” That will 
be understood. 

Presipent W. E. Souern. There are three or four congregations 
on some circuits and they cannot be reached on one Sabbath, and 
that is the reason it is so stated in the report. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The conjunction “or” would serve the 
same purpose. 
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Presipent Scurty. No, we need both of them to reach all the 
places. 

Rey. J. R. Campers, of Neosho Conference. I don’t see that the 
word “or” is better. If you can’t take the collection one Sunday, 
you can take it the next. J have three appointments on my work. 
Now, either one is right—the first or second. If I can’t reach it the 
first Sunday, I can the next Sunday. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. There is no motion before us. 

Dr. R. J. Wurre, of Erie Conference. A question of information. 
Is that to take the place of the regular collection for beneficiary aid? 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. The chair does not so understand it. 

Dr. R. J. Wire. Is it the purpose of this committee that we go 
with this as a plea—a special plea to the church? 

Tue Presiprxc Brsuop. Is the chairman of the committee present ? 

Preswwent T. D. Crires. If the chair please, it was our under- 
standing that this be a special educational. day, and the offering be 
taken for the general purpose of education. 

Tue Presipixe Bisnor. For the benefit of the different colleges? _ 

Presipent T. D. Crires. Yes, and not for the separate beneficiary 
fund. 

Rev. W. D. Hernpon, of West Virginia Conference. JI think we 
had better change that, and say that the collection be taken during 
a certain month, because in West Virginia we have charges that 
have twelve and fifteen appointments, and it is impossible to get 
through. I would move to amend so that the collection be taken 
during the month of June. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that you would 
change the item so that the final offering be taken during the month 
of June. The ameridment is before you. Are you ready? 

Rev. J. E. Witson, of Southwest Kansas. J would like to remind 
you that the month of June is our Children’s Day and Sunday- 
School Day. It is the first part of the month of June. 

Rey. R. A. Hirt, of Southeast Ohio Conference. While that is 
within the month of June, it ought not to take all of the month. 

Tue Presipina Brsuor. _'Those agreeable to the amendment will 
say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Ayes have it. The question is on 
the adoption of the item as amended. Are you ready? 

Question is called for. 
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Tue Presiping Bisnop. All favoring will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” The Ayes have it and the item is adopted as amended. 
Seeretary Siddall read Item 3, as follows: 


3. We recommend that the General Conference elect a secretary, 


who shall be known as the General Secretary of Education and 
Christian Stewardship, whose salary shall be paid from the Kduca- 
tional Board. 

His province and duties shall be as follows: 

(a) To promote the Educational Department of. the Church and 
stir up the minds of the membership on the question of Stewardship. 

(b) To increase the funds under the control of the Board of 
Education. 

(ec) To stimulate and promote, by addresses, publications, tracts, 
and otherwise, an educational interest and institutions of the Church, 
and keep constantly before the Church Christian Stewardship. 

(d) By addresses, conferences with candidates for the ministry, 
and otherwise, seek to promote a ministry educated in our colleges 
and theological seminary, and advise the Board of Education as to 
the collecting and loaning of beneficiary funds. 


Dr. S. S. Houcu, of Allegheny Conference. I move to amend 
Item 3 by striking out “and Christian Stewardship.” 

Seconded. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that we amend 
Item 3 by striking out the words, “and Christian Stewardship.” 

Dr. S. S. Houcu. Just a word as to the reason. There has been 
another paper presented to this General Conference on the question 
of Christian Stewardship, which I think this Conference would like 
to consider independent of every other great agency. Here is a 
great department already that should be considered separately, and 
receive the complete consideration of this body, favorable or un- 
favorable to it. Whether we shall have an Educational Secretary, 
and free it from that great department of Christian Stewardship, 
ought to be considered with the most careful deliberation. 

Tre Presiping Bisnop. The motion is to strike out. Are you 
ready to vote? 

Rey. W. S. Lynpr, of East Nebraska Conference. I wish to offer 
an amendment to the amendment; that is, that you strike out the 
entire Item 3. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc Brstrop. Are you ready to vote on the amendment 
to strike out the entire item ? 
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Rey. W. S. Lynpr. I wish to say this: It seems to me we are 
overdoing this secretaryship business. _ [Applause.] We will have 
a secretary for every week and every month of the year in all fields 
of labor, and I think it is time you are calling a halt on this way of 
doing business. 

Presiwent T. D. Crires. Mr. Chairman, I think I should have a 
right to speak in order to justify the work of the committee, and to 
make clear to you why we recommend an educational secretary. On 
this floor is being discussed some great and momentous questions— 
questions of vital concern to the future welfare of the great United 
Brethren Church. They are being discussed frankly, freely, candidly, 
honestly. But I appeal to you this afternoon if this question of 
Christian Education is not one of the great fundamental questions 
of our Church life and activity. It is a big subject, a subject entirely 
too large for them to speak upon in just a few moments. A man no 
less a sage and philosopher than Gladstone, of England, said, “As 
goes the colleges and universities, so goes the nation.” So in this 
land of ours, out of twelve thousand Americans who hold positions of 
distinction and leadership to-day, ninety per cent. are either high- 
school or college graduates. 

We have before us just now a vital question—a vital question as 
we look toward the subject of Christian stewardship, a vital question 
as we look toward the question of home building, as we look toward 
the question of better morals in this country, as we look toward the 
matter of leadership in church and State; and that is, shall these 
men who are turned out of the American colleges and universities, 
and who shall lead in the affairs of our national life, be Christian 
men or not? Shall they be Christian men who are best trained to 
leadership under the influence of our Christian colleges? There are 
three things that shall determine whether these men are best prepared 
for the great work that the future holds for them. These agencies 
are the home, the church, and the school system. These three things 
as they operate upon life answer this great question. A true educa- 
tion, the kind represented by the Christian colleges of our Church, 
is a fundamental thing as it makes its contribution to the home and 
the State and the Church. The Christian college owes its right to 
existence and support because it is distinctly a Christian institution, 
and as such they constantly seck to uplift men and women with 
strong minds, and whose lives are crowned with the glory of Chris- 
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tian character. And I submit to vou to-day that any institution that 
stands for the training and development and crowning of life is 
worthy of sane and honest consideration before this great delibera- 
tive body. [Applause.] You will say our colleges are small and they 
can’t do much to change or shape American morals or life. I grant 
that they are small, but I will never admit that the small American 
college is not and will not be a tremendous factor in the shaping of 
the life of this country, and out of twenty-seven Presidents of the 
United States—twenty-six—the last from Ohio, and he is big enough 
to be counted—eighteen of these are college graduates, and sixteen 
of the eighteen were graduates of the small Christian colleges. 

I said this question is a fundamental question. Why? Because 
leadership is a great thing in this and every other church—men who 
ean lead the affairs on to larger things and to larger victories. We 
speak much about prosecuting our home mission work, and it is a 
great question, but I submit to you if, in the last analysis, it is not 
the man in the pulpit who pushes the work. We talk about our 
foreign mission work, and again I ask you if, in the last analysis, 
it is not the trained, consecrated, and educated man who leads the 
affairs on the foreign field. We talk about our church-erection work, 
the building of great, substantial churches all over our land, and 
again I say it is the man that we put in our pulpit there that makes 
the investment in church erection sane and sensible. We have our 
great Publishing House in Dayton, Ohio, a mighty concern, and when 
you are looking for a man who is educated and bright enough, and 
who has business integrity enough, you get a man who is trained in 
a college of our Chureh. And when you are looking for pastors who 
can lead congregations on to great victories, as in the largest 
churches of our denomination, you look to the college and the sem- 
inary for these men. 

I believe I am perfectly sane when I say that the cause of Chris- 
tian edueation is down at. the foundation of our work, and that we 
must build upon it. The men who went into the Philippines and on 
the firing line had the best guns that the government could furnish 
them, but these guns would have been largely useless had it not been 
that trained men were back of the guns to direct the fire. So we 
may put all the machinery in this Church that we please, but unless 
we get trained men back of all this enterprise it will be largely futile. 
So I plead that as this cause of Christian education, great and vital— 
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has been pleading for a chance for these years, that you give it a 
chance by allowing it to have a man who ean direct the great educa- 
tional matters of the Church, help the individual colleges, seek to get 
more men into the ministry, and in every way stir up matters along 
the line of Christian education. And remember, it has only been a few 
years ago that a great interest of this Church was a neglected thing, 
no man cared to take hold of it, until a certain secretary was elected 
to take hold of church erection, and by everlastingly pushing it and 
keeping it before the people, it became a popular thing, and it was 
really popular to give to church erection. We have been keeping 
the cause of Christian education down too far below the surface, and 
when we go to read reports on education, or make speeches on educa- 
tion, the people seem to think it is time to go to sleep. I want to 
tell you it is time to wake up, men. [Amen and applause.] It is 
time to wake up on this great question of our colleges. We need a 
million dollars’ endowment in the next quadrennium if we are going 
to keep pace with the mighty affairs of present-day civilization. We 
have got to wake up in our college centers if we are ever going to 
turn back the men and the women that this old Church needs to 
carry on her enterprises. We must do that thing. I am not particu- 
lar whether you have Christian stewardship in this recommendation 
or not, or whether you give the educational secretary a free field. 
The reason the committee united on this recommendation was be- 
cause we feared a multiplication of secretaries, and you wouldn’t 
give it to us. I wish you would give us the thing the committee 
recommends unless you vote down this amendment. 

Rey. W. Z. Roserts, of Sandusky Conference. T stand for educa- 
tion and the best possible support for our educational institutions. 
The method proposed is not objectionable, only in the application of 
the same. We may state, as I believe, when we create boards as a 
General Conference, and commit to their hands an interest, and then 
elect a secretary—give to that board the possibility of electing its 
own secretary, and sending him out and supporting him. J serve 
notice now that I shall oppose not only the election of a secretary 
in this case, but I shall oppose the election of a secretary under any 
new board that may be formed. Let the board employ the secretary, 
and let the board provide for his salary. If he is to serve in the 
interests of education, let those that are entrusted with that interest 
care for it, provide for it. If he is going to serve in the interest. of 
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stewardship, let your board of control employ a secretary and provide 
a salary for him. If they make a mistake and employ a man that 
will not carry out their wishes, and will attempt to le down on them, 
they can dismiss him and employ another. But if the General Con- 
ference employes a man and elects a man and sends him out, he will 
likely serve during the quadrennium whether he is worth a nickel 
to the Conference or not. J am opposing the item and favoring the 
amendment, because I want it submitted to the board of control. 
[ Applause. | 

Question is called for. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. Are you ready to vote on the amendment 
to the amendment ? 5 

Rev. H. R. Hess, of Virginia Conference. Now, I want to say a 
few words in order to get waked up. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. Let me ask that every speaker confine 
himself to the question. 

Rev. H. R. Hess. I stand for the amendment to the amendment 
to strike the whole thing out. Now, it is definitely understood, you 
may talk as you please, that all the business managers of our Church, 
the secretaries, and the Agent, and the editors, and the whole business 
have to be paid by our people. If we have publishing plants and 
colleges and seminaries, they have been brought into existence by the 
Church. Now, it takes money to pay all these bills. It comes from 
the people in general. I am sure if I could stir up a great interest I 
would. God bless you, I believe in education. Nobody opposes. 
We give all the credit possible to these institutions. Have we not 
colleges? Have we not presidents? Have we not secretaries? Have 
we not agents that are gathering the money? What do you want 
then with this extra secretary? I am in favor of the amendment to 
the amendment, and I think if we will all study this secretaryship 
we will just cut it out and be done with it. 

Question is called for. 

Dr. R. J. Wire, of Erie Conference. I wish to express my appro- 
bation of the very excellent address just delivered by the college presi- 
dent from the West, but I cannot agree with all of his conclusions. 
When he states that the cause of education is very important, we all 
agree with that; that the life of our Church is, in a great measure, 
dependent upon this cause and upon our interest in it; we all agree 
with that; but when he intimates to us that we are to secure the 
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desired goal by the means here proposed, I think that is a question 
that is debatable. Our brother may be right, and he may be correct 
in his view of it, and I may be entirely mistaken, and those who agree 
with me may be mistaken, but at least it is debatable. Now, just 
think of the interest that is taken in this great work, and those who 
are pushing it. What are our college presidents chosen for at this 
age and day? All boards of trustees are looking for, if they have 
not already secured a man—they are locking for a man that can lay 
these interests on the hearts of the people, and can collect money. 
That is the purpose for which the college president is chosen and 
sent out to accomplish. Then they have agents. What are the 
agents doing? What college hasn’t its agent? What seminary or 
academy hasn’t its agent, and what are they doing but laying these 
interests on the hearts of our people. Then we have our bishops and 
our ministers. What are they doing, but presenting this very cause ? 
Now, what is this secretary to do? It defines very clearly in this 
paper what he is to accomplish. First, he is to stir up an interest, 
the very thing which these three which I have just stated are trying’ 
by God’s grace and help to do. Then, second, he is to increase the 
fund under the control of the Board of Edueation. He is not to go 
out to solicit funds for Bonebrake Seminary, nor for any college that 
may be in debt, nor for any endowment that may be demanded. He 
is to seek to increase the beneficiary fund. This is a very important 
fund, and I glory in what has been accomplished by the Church 
through this fund. How is he to do it? Already an assessment is 
laid upon the conference for this purpose. I suppose that he will 
seek to get the people, through conferences, to secure this assessment, 
but can one man accomplish very much in this respect? Will he be 
expected to go out and raise money? He must raise at least three 
thousand dollars over and above what is raised in order to make it a 
paying investment, in order to pay his own salary, traveling expenses, 
and so forth. JI think that the history of the past year shows that 
with the present equipment, and with the present forces at work, 
while we have not accomplished all that we desire, we have done 
something, and if the selection of this secretary would lift every one 
of our colleges out of debt, would convert every college into a univer- 
sity, or do anything commensurate towards reaching that end, T 
would be heartily in its favor, but I don’t see how you can expect one 
man to accomplish it. If he is to aid, will he be at the service of 
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every college president? Will he respond to the eall of agents? 
Will he get into the field and help that solicitor? J think it will 
be very difficult to find a man who will be willing to take the office 
under such circumstances. In view of everything, as it seems to 
me, with these present needs for a secretary in the men’s movement, 
and with all the secretaries that we have for foreign missions and 
home missions and for church erection, all of them important, laying 
these interests on the hearts of the people, shall we be asked to have 
another secretary .and add to the burden of their support ? 

Question is called for. 

Rey. J. H. Parrerson, of Iowa Conference. I move the previous 
question. 

Seconded. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisnor. You must adopt it by a two-thirds vote. 

Presiwent ScHELL, of York College. A question of privilege. I 
want to thank the Conference for its action the other day in admitting 
the presidents of colleges who are present to advisory seats, and I 
am, sure that the three persons who come under that category would 
not abuse their privilege, but I would like, although the previous 
question has been called for, to say a few words as an advisory 
member of this body. 4 

Tue Presiprine Bisnor. Does the General Conference agree? Is 
it their pleasure to hear from Doctor Schell? 

Question. is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Brsnop. As many as favor the previous question 
will indicate it by saying “Aye.” 

Voick. What is the motion? 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. The motion was for the previous question, 

which would close the debate at once on the amendment to the 
amendment without further discussion. . 
_ Rey. J. Sruons, of St. Joseph Conference. It takes two-thirds vote 
to do that. If two-thirds of the delegates want this discussion to 
be discontinued, and want to vote right away, you will vote the 
previous question. If you want more debate and oratory, vote the 
previous question down. 

Tuer Prestpinc Bistor.. As many of you as want the previous 
question will indicate it by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The 
previous question is ordered. As many as favor the amendment to 
the amendment, which is to entirely eliminate item three, will indi- 
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eate it by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The amendment to the 
amendment prevails. Now, as many of you as favor the amendment, 
as amended by the amendment, will indicate it by saying oye.” 
As many of you as favor the item as amended by the amendment to 
the amendment will say “Aye.” The item is stricken out. 
Seeretary Siddall read the fourth item, as follows: 


4. That the General Conference set a time when the educational 
interests shall be given special attention by pastors and people, over 
the entire Church, to. be known as “Education Day.” 


Also the fifth item, as follows: 


5. That Disciplinary recognition be given to the Day of Prayer 
for Students. 


And the sixth item, as follows: 


6. That the quadrennium be educational. 


And the seventh item, as follows: 


7. That the needs of our school call for additional endowments, 
aggregating one million dollars, and that an effort be made to secure 
this amount within the ensuing quadrennium, and the secretary, as 
he may have time from other duties, and upon request of the manage- 
ment of the several colleges, shall give his aid, for the accomplish- 
ment of this great purpose. 

Rev. L. L. Eprey, of West Nebraska Conference. I move that we 
strike out everything after the word “quadrennium” in the third 
line. 

Seconded. 

THE Presipinc Brsuor. The motion to eliminate Item 3 carried 
everything with it. The chair understands that when you eliminated 
the item providing for a secretary it eliminates everything that has 
reference to the office. If the General Conference is agreed, that 
will be the ruling. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. That is the ruling. 

Secretary Siddall read item eight, as follows: 


8. (a) That candidates for the ministry may be licensed as lay 
preachers, according to the discretion of the quarterly conference. 
(b) That educational attainments, equivalent to the completion 
of a public-school course, half way through the standard high-school 
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grade, or to the completion of half the standard academy course nec- 
essary to entering the freshman class of a standard college, be 
required for admission to the quarterly conference. 

(ec) That educational attainments equivalent to the completion 
of a standard academy, or a standard high-school course, be required 
for admission to the annual conference. 

(d) That the foregoing, in addition to the completion of the 
annual conference course of reading, be required for ordination. 

(e) That the ideal preparation for efficient work in the ministry 
is a full college course, followed by a theological course, to which 
standard we earnestly urge our young ministers to aspire. 

These recommendations, touching the educational qualifications 
for the ministry, contemplate corresponding changes in the Disci- 
pline, in. Section II., item 1, pages 44 and 45, and in Section III., 
item 4, pages 47 and 48. 

Rey. J. T. Foster, of West Virginia Conference. I find that the 
change in Item 8, page 44, in the Book of Discipline, is intended to 
set aside the exhorters of the. Church and make them all preachers 
of the Church, with the hope of raising the standard, possibly, the 
educational standard of the ministry. Now, I feel in the very begin- 
ning that this will lower the standard. 

Tur Presiprsc Bisnor. It will be necessary for you to meke a 
motion. 

Rev. J. T. Foster, of West Virginia Conference. I move that 
Items 1 and 2, under Section I., on page 44, remain as they are. I[ 
move the substitution. 

Rey. L. L. Epiey, of West Nebraska Conference. Is this really 
not taking up the work of another committee, that of the Ministry 
of the Church, which has already reported on this item and con- 
sidered this very item ? 

Rey. J. W. Kiracorr, of Pennsylvania Conference. The Com- 
mittee on Ministry of the Church has an item on that very subject. 

Rev. J. T. Foster. I think this item here refers to page 44 and 
also to page 47, as to the standard of the ministry, and, therefore, I 
move a substitution—as a substitution for Item 8, that Items 1 and 
2, on page 44, take its place. 

Tur Presiprxe Bistor. You move to amend so as to strike out 
Item 8 from this report, and to substitute items that are indicated 
by “a,” “b,” “e,” “d,” and “e,” and so forth, clear down the whole 
paragraph. You amend to strike out all of that and substitute what 
is in the Discipline? 

Revied. Le Postar. = ldo: 
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THe Presipinc Bisuor. Is it seconded? 

Seconded. 

THe Presipine Bisuor. It is now before you. 

Preswent F. E. Brooxer., I wanted to’ ask a question. I want to 
know whether we understand that these sections 4, 5, 6, and 7 went 
along with Section 3. 

THe Presipina Bisuop. Everything that was related logically to 
Section 3 went out. 

Presiwent F. E. Brooke. The question was that all of Section 3 
was stricken out, and that does not amend 4, or D5) OF 6; Ori. sek 
want to know whether they are going to remain. There are some 
good things there. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. J understand that they were passed with- 
out any request for amendment. Isn’t that true? 

Voices. Yes, yes. 

THe Presipinc Bisnorp. That is the understanding of the chair. 

Presipent F. EF. Brooke. When the brother suggested there that 
everything after “quadrennium” be stricken out, and that everything 
after that should go, we will have the good remaining for everything 
above that will be preserved. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Certainly, that is right. 

Rev. J. Simons, of St. Joseph Conference. I find that there are 
quite a good many items in these reports on subjects considered by 
other committees, and I move that all the items belonging to other 
committees should be stricken out. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. It is moved and seconded that all items 
in this report that belong to other committees be stricken out. 

Present T. D. Orires. May I explain the action of the com- 
mittee in taking up these matters that do not belong to it? 

Tne Presipine Bisnop. Will you hear Doctor Crites? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Presipent T. D. Orrres. We acted from the beginning—you gave 
us the whole chapter according to the printed slip. 

THE Presipine Bisop. You have heard the chairman state that 
they have acted on the portions of the Discipline that were referred 
to them in the regular way. Were these assignments duplicated in 
any way? 

Rev. J. W. Liniy, of Sandusky Conference. Yes. 
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Dr. S. S. Houeu, of Allegheny Conference. In order that we may 
know the ground already covered, I suggest that we hear from Doctor 
Landis, who has already reported with some of these items that have 
been covered, and if we have provided for them, let us know. Doctor 
Landis, I think, could answer us. : 

Rey. J. W. Litty. Page 136, Section IV., was committed to the 
Committee on Seminary, and it is duplicated right here from 136 
down to the end of this report. 

Rey. L. L. Eprtry, of West Nebraska Conference. We have here 
the General Conference committees, which is an exact copy of what 
was published in the Telescope, and I note that the Committee on 
Education had given to it for consideration page 129, Chapter 23, 
and the Committee on Ministry of the Church had page 44, Chapter 
6, sections 1 to 7, and now this Committee on Education comes in and 
demands that certain changes in the Discipline be made in that 
which was referred to the Committee on the Ministry of the Church, 
and I contend that this is overlapping work, and we will take time in 
discussing both of them, and we ought to strike out of this all refer- 
ence to the Ministry of the Church. It was referred to the Ministry of 
the Church and was considered by this Committee and presented to 
us without authority. 

C. E. Bicetow, of Lower Wabash Conference. There is no Chapter 
93 in the Disciplines that are in our hands. It is not numbered 
correctly. And page 129 refers to the printing establishment and 
Church publications. We would naturally infer that we would not 
consider the subject of education, which is numbered in the book put 
in our hands, 24 and not 28, and which begins on page 131 and not 
129. 

Tue Presipinc Bistop. The motion is to strike out the eighth 
item of the report, with all the subordinate items, and that will 
leave the Discipline to the care of any other committee that may 
have to do with it. But so far as this report is concerned, it will 
leave the Discipline as it now stands. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson, of White River Conference. The report of 
the Committee on the Ministry of the Church covers this entirely. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. IJ suppose you are ready to vote.

Preswent W. E. Scuety, of York College. I am sorry that the 
General Conference is going so far from education that it does not 
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discern an educational matter. This is a matter concerning the 
education of the ministry, and this report originated with the Board 
of Education and came in their recommendations. If you consider 
it now, it is an educational matter and pertains to this report, and 
you will have that much work out of the way. I surely think you 
will save time by voting down this amendment. and considering this 
matter now, and if you cannot see your way clear to give us an 
educational secretary, which I am surprised to-day that this body 
did not do, at least consider this educational matter and give us a 
standing in our ministry and an educational standard.

THe Presipinc BisHop. What is the pleasure of the General 
Conference ¢ 

Rev. Georce P. Horr, of Virginia Conference. May I ask one 
question ? 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. Certainly. 

Rey. Greorce P. Horr. I rise to inquire whether the eighth, ninth, 
and tenth were lower? J see no order by which there might be eighth, 
ninth, or tenth of these residents of Ohio. 

Pror. Marx Kerpet. The Board of Tellers were instructed by the 
action of Conference to announce the seven highest from Ohio and 
five from the outside, so they didn’t compare the others. 
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Rev. Grorce P. Horr. I beg pardon, I heard no such instructions. 

Pror. Marx Kupper. There was one declared elected outside of 
Ohio with 67 votes, one with 77 votes, and one with 81 votes, and there 
were in the Ohio list one with 88 votes and one with 93. The one 
with 93 and the one with 88 are higher than the one with 67, the one 
with 77, and the one with 81. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. That is in answer to the question. 

Rev. J. W. Lake, of St. Joseph Conference, If the majority of the 
board are found to be elected in Ohio, I think jit would be possible 
for the rest of the board to be elected from Ohio if they had a 
plurality vote. I don’t think we could by any rule violate the Disci- 
pline. That simply prescribes that at least a majority shall be from 
Ohio. If the vote cast shall elect more than seven from Ohio, the 
first are really elected. 

Rev. ¢. R. Cuampers, of Neosho Conference. I move that we do 
now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Voices. No, no. 

Senator Marr Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conference. Mr. 
Chairman, your committee desires to report on the location of the 
bishops.

JI cannot do 
it. I simply want to thank you for this vote of confidence. If I 
have now one wish above another, it is that God may give me such 
grace, and such strength of body and mind and spirit that no one that 
east a vote with my name on it will ever have any occasion to wish 
he had done otherwise. [Great applause. ] 


Motion for adjournment was then made and adopted, and after 


benediction by Rev. J. I. L. Ressler, of Allegheny Conference, Con- 
ference adjourned until to-morrow morning at the usual hour. 


SEVENTH DAY—MORNING SESSION. 
TuHurspay, May 20, 1909. 

Conference convened at 8:00 am. The devotional services were 
conducted by Rev. J. G. Dessinger, of Missouri Conference. The 
service opened with an organ voluntary by Professor Leslie. The 
singing was conducted by Rev. EK. H. Pontius. Song Number 208, 
“Revive Us Again,” was announced. 

Rey. J. G. Desstncer. I desire that we might honor God in this 
morning’s service, and then get a full measure of the Holy Spirit in 
our hearts. This is very essential. We have to get our hearts and 
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our minds in proper condition for,this. After this song, we will be 
led in prayer by Brother H. E. Miller and Sister Stout and Brother 
Matt Edmonds, and I hope everybody will be engaged in prayer. Let 
us stand and sing. 

After singing, Rev. H. E. Miller, of East Pennsylvania Confer- 
ence, Mrs. William Stout, of Northeast Kansas Conference, and 
Senator Matt Edmonds, of Northeast Kansas Conference, led in 
prayer. Song Number 194, “TI’ll Live for Him,” was followed with 
prayer by Brother Dessinger. This was followed by quotations from 
Scripture, participated in by over twenty persons. 

The morning discourse was then delivered by Rev. J. S. Kendall 
upon the “Growing Church,” emphasizing especially the message that 
is found presented in the church that grew and prospered in the days 
of the apostles. 

The hour of nine having arrived, the business session opened with 
Bishop Mills presiding. 

Tue Preswine Bisnor. The journal of yesterday’s sessions will 
be read. 

Secretary Snyder then read the minutes of the previous day. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. Are the minutes correct? They will stand 
approved. Is there any miscellaneous business ? 

Rev. H. W. Trursioop, of Northern Tllinois Conference. I desire 
to present the following resolution: 


Resolved, That if during the quadrennium any vacaney occurs on 
any of the boards, that the one receiving the next highest vote in 
this Conference be called to fill such vacancy. 


H. W. Trurstoop,

Pror. Mark Keprrn, of California Conference. I would like to 
ask Brother Trueblood if he will not accept an amendment, saying 
that if the man receiving the highest is not available, the man receiv- 
ing the next highest shall be called to fill such vacancy. 

Rev. H. W. Trursioop. I will accept this. 

Rey. A. S. Hamaok, of Virginia Conference. Do I understand 
that Doctor Trueblood means that to apply to the Board of Bishops ? 

Rev. H. W. Trursioop, That is for the Conference to determine. 

Tue, Presipring Bisop. We want to know the meaning of that 
paper. 
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Doctor TrurBLoop. I did not have the Board of Bishops included 
in my amendment. I was thinking of the other boards. I would 
like the Conference to decide that part of it. 

THe Presipine Bisuor. If it is not in the paper, it is not before 
us. 
R. H. Bennett, of Neosho Conference. If Doctor Trueblood will 
add to his motion a clause that will provide for a vacancy, should it 
oceur in a board which requires a certain number from Ohio, then 
I would like to second his motion; but you will see, easily, how that 
nught get us into trouble, because the next highest in the vote might 
not be from Ohio. 

Tue Presiping Bisnorp. Perhaps you had better vote it down 
rather than to have a misunderstanding of the resolution. 

Rev. H. W. Wippors, of Philippine Islands. JI should like to ask 
for a point of information. Doesn’t the Discipline provide for that? 
The Discipline already covers this point. You don’t need this 
motion. 

Rey. J. T. Rosertrs, of White River Conference. I think the point 
is well taken. The Discipline provides for this. It is left in the 
hands of the board, and I think they ought to have control of it. 

Rey. Georce P. Horr, of Virginia Conference. When they are 
talking about the Discipline, I do not know what thy mean. We 
are making Discipline. That is why we are here. 

Rey. H. W. Trursioop. I would like the privilege of withdrawing 


my motion and then rewriting it, making it more definite, so it will ° 


embrace these things that are spoken of. 

Tne Presiping Bisnor. Is the house agreed ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. I would like to ask 
a question respecting the payment of expenses of delegates. Not 
with respect to myself, but there are some delegates here who paid 
their expenses to the General Conference that are paying their ex- 
penses here, and some of these brethren don’t have a surplus of money. 
It is understood that these brethren are not to receive their money 
until the close of General Conference, and it is working a hardship 
for a few of them. I want to know if this is the sense of the Con- 
ference—if they must wait until the close of Conference to get their 
money. 
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Rev. L. W. Sraut, of Allegheny’ Conference. I think if these per- 
sons will see the General Treasurer, he will relieve them. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver. The chairman of the Committee on Dele- 
gates’ Expenses says these are not to be turned over to the Treasurer 
until the close of the Conference. 

Ruy. L. A. McInryrr, of Wisconsin Conference. The resolution 
adopted by this Conference on delegates’ expenses was to the effect 
that no person was to receive pay on these vouchers unless excused 
by this body, and that the body at large was not to receive their pay 
until near the close of the Conference. It does not say until after 
the close. A great many of the expense accounts have not come in 
yet. If anybody is excused by this Conference, and is going to leave 
the city, he can go to the Treasurer and turn in his expense account. 

Rev. W. F. Grover. That still does not cover my question. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. There seems to be no way to pay these 
vouchers, except in special cases, until the close of the Conference. 
This is your rule. 

Rey. W. F. Gruver. That is what I want to know. 

Rev. L. A. McInrmr. We have a number of instances on record 
where the delegates come here and stay a day or two and then return 
home. It is a question whether their voucher should be paid in full. 
That is why all should wait until the close of the Conference, except 
those members excused by Conference, and: who will leave the city. 

Rev. J. G. Drssincer, of Missouri Conference, I think it is not 
fair. There is a motion that no one can go home unless they are 
excused. If some of the brethren are here who have already paid 
their expenses to come themselves, they ought to have their money, 
and not have to wait. They might as well have it, so, if they need 
it to-morrow or the next day or Sunday, they will have it. That is 
the point we want. 

Pror. Marx Keppen, of California Conference. "I move that-the 
Treasurer be authorized to pay not to exceed one-half of the amount 
due any delegate who is in need of money at the present time. 

Seconded by Rev. L. A. McIntyre, 

L. O. Mitter, Church Treasurer. J hope Brother Keppel will 
withdraw that motion. This will require me to settle twice. We 
want but one voucher, and that will represent the amount returned 
to me by the Committee on Delegates’ Expenses. 
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S. E. Kumusr, of Miami Conference. JI wish to amend the motion 
by saying that these vouchers shall be paid upon presentation to the 
Treasurer now, or at any time during the Conference. 

.Pror. Kerpen. I accept the amendment. 

S. E. Kumurr. I don’t like the expression that people will come 
and stay a few days and go away. I don’t like it. I don’t believe

Voices. Good, good. [Applause. ] 

Tue Presiwinc Bisuop. Then the question before us is that the 
full amount be paid upon presentation of the voucher to the Treasurer 
for® payment. 

S. E. Kumier. Whenever they present the voucher. We are all 
brethren, and have confidence in each other. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Are you ready ? 

The question is called for. 

Tie Presiprnsg Brsuor. All favoring indicate by saying “Aye”; 
contrary, “No.” It is agreed, and the Treasurer is ordered to pay 
the vouchers when presented. 

L. O. Mitier, Church Treasurer. I have a report as treasurer of 
the General Conference Expense Fund which J desire to present at 
this time as a miscellaneous item. Will you hear it? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Rey. L. A. McIntyre, of Wisconsin Conference. <A point of order. 
Is that motion in order? With the report of this committee accepted 
by the Conference, wouldn’t you have to reconsider that report? 

Tue Presmprnc Bisuor. Was the motion in conflict with the report 
of the committee as accepted by Conference ? 

Rev. L. A. McIntyre. That is the way we understand it. 

Ture Presiprnc Bisyop. What was the motion? 

Rev. L. A. McIntyre. That the vouchers be paid at any time. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. What is it in conflict with? 

Rev. L. A. McInryre. That these vouchers should not be paid 
until the close of Conference as far as the committee is concerned. 

THe Presiping BisHor. This is an amendment to that. It covers 
it. 

L. O. Miller, Church Treasurer, read his report of the General 
Conference Expense Fund. 
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REPORT OF GENERAL CONFERENCE EXPENSE FUND. 
To ‘the General Conference of 1909: 

After paying all bills for the General Conference of 1905, there 
remained a balance of $551.89, for which I receipted to the former 
treasurer on July first, of that year. . : 

The last General Conference authorized the appointment of certain 
committees and delegates to Church Union and Church Federation 
meetings without providing for expenses necessarily incurred. There 
being no fund from which to meet such items of expense, and feeling 
it was not the intent of the General Conference that these public serv- 
ants should bear this as a personal burden, your treasurer concluded 
to invest the General Conference funds as they might come into his 
possession, and from the interests thus received, create a contingent 
fund with which, in part at least, to meet such items of expense, and 
which I trust will meet with your approval. The amount of such 
interest accruing was $506.75, and as will later appear, I honored 
expense items amounting to $493.68, proper vouchers for which T 
hold, leaving a balance of $13.07 to be added to the Delegate Fund.

An examination of the detailed statement found herewith reveals 
the fact that there still remains uncollected from the assessments for 
the General Conference of 1905 and 1909, the sum of $4,935.50. I 
call your attention to the percentage of Solicetions on the assessments, 
and respectfully ask you to give instructions to your next treasurer 
as to how he shall dispose of these uncollected balances. 

It may interest you to know the gross amount of funds passing 
through the treasurer’s hands during the quadrennium.

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Another matter that may be of interest to you is the helpfulness 
present conditions render to all of your general departments, in the 
saving of hundreds of dollars’ interest. At certain periods of each 
year the funds of some of the departments run low, and are also 
completely exhausted. With good credit balances in the others, large 
overdrafts can be carried through the books of the general treasury, 
and, as stated, save a considerable item of interest, which would other- 
wise become a necessity. As an instance: Every year of the quad- 
rennium, during the summer months, the balances in both missionary 
societies are exhausted, and overdrafts as high as $12,000.00 to $15,- 
000.00 have been carried without going to bank for borrowed money. 
During the past year, one department was carried during the entire 
year on the credit balances of the other departments, with an -interest 
charge for but two or three months in the summer. A general 
treasury, therefore, serves as a sort of banking institution for all 
of your boards, without the bankers’ charges for loans and overdrafts. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In the preliminary statement of this report, your attention was 
called to the matter of a contingent fund, with which to meet unpro- 
vided for and unexpected expenditures, which cannot properly be 
charged against the general boards. I want to recommend that your 
body make some provision for the creation of some such contingent 
fund, and thus relieve your financial officer from the embarrassment 
of using funds which may be collected for a specific purpose, and 
thereby jeopardize that fund, if the collections for that purpose run 
dangerously near the actual amount needed for it. It need not be 
any considerable sum. I suggest not more than $500.00 per annum, 
as possibly sufficient to cover all such contingencies for the coming 
. quadrennium. 

I desire to call your attention to a practice in many of the con- 
ferences, which, to my mind, needs some legislation in order to cor- 
rect an injustice that has prevailed heretofore. I refer to the deduc- 
tions made from home missions collection of an amount to cover 
the cost of publishing conference minutes before making settlement 
with the general board for its one-half of said collections. The pub- 
lication of conference minutes is a matter that should be provided 
for by each annual conference from its own publication or contingent 
fund. If such deductions are made at all, they should be uniform, 
applying to all conferences, and as against the funds of all general 
boards, for it certainly is an inequity that any one board should be 
charged with such an item. I see no more reason for these general 
boards being asked to meet purely local or annual conference expenses 
than that the several boards should ask the conferences to pay one-half 
of their printing bills. These great annual conferences should be 
magnanimous enough to meet their own incidental expenses, 

This matter is brought to your attention for such action as in your | 
judgment will secure a more equitable adjustment.

Resolved, That the most representative body for making that assess- 
ment would be the Bishops’ Cabinet, where all the departments of the 
Church are represented, and that the Committee on General Con- 
ference Expenses be instructed to place that matter in their hands.

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. The Bishops’ Cabinet meets annually, and 
its annual meeting has been already held, you do not want to put 
this off until next spring. 

Rev. E. R. Baer, of Northwest Kansas Conference. I simply 
want to state that the Committee on Government of the Church has 
made some such recommendations, and their report might be heart. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I did not know that any committee was eon- 
sidering it, therefore I brought it up here. So far as the Publishin 
Louse Board is concerned, they don’t want anything more to lo 
with it. 

Rev. J. A. Surrn, of East Nebraska Conference. There is one 
thing I would like to inquire about. I notice East Nebraska is 
charged with a balance of $102.64. We understood that two years 
ago all our assessment had been paid, and so we made no assessment 
on the conference for General Conference expenses. We understood 
in East Nebraska that it had all been paid; yet there seems to be 
a balance due of $102.64. 

Pror. Mark KeEpPet. T should like to say just a word in regard 
to this report. 

Tur Presipinc Bishop. Excuse me, the motion of Doctor Funk 
is before us. 

Docror Funk. I will withdraw it. 

Pror. Marx Keppreu. For the first time, I discovered to-day that 
there was a surplus in the delegate expense fund after all claims had 
been paid five years ago. Now our treasurer has been worrying four 
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years over that matter, and he is still worried as to just what to do. 
It seems to me that the proper thing for this- Conference to do is to 
require that every item of expense shall be in the hands of the com- 
mittee and properly audited by Saturday night, so that before this 
Conference adjourns that it make complete report showing whether 
there is a deficit or surplus. If it is a surplus, the Conference can 
decide to wipe the slate and make a new start; and so after Doctor 
Funk’s motion is out of the way, I move the substitute that all items 
of expense be submitted to the committee not later than Saturday 
night, and that the committee be instructed to make a complete 
report to this Conference before adjournment, so that this matter 
may be taken up. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. May I rise to a question of privilege ? 

Tue Presiping Bisuorp. State it. = 

Doctor Funx. If the brother says the matter has been brought 
in, I will withdraw my motion. © 

Tuer Presipinc. BisHor. Will you allow Doctor Funk to withdraw 
his motion ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. It is withdrawn. 

Rev. Grorcre Gricer, of Southeast Ohio Conference. I rise to a 
question. We have the impression in Southeast Ohio Conference 
that the deficit of 1905 was deducted from the conference’s share of 
dividends that come to the conference from the Publishing House. 
If that is true, we don’t know why it is here. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. There have been no dividends from the Publish- 
ing House during this quadrennium, therefore that could not possibly 
be true. 

L. O. Mitier, Church Treasurer. I think I can explain the ques- 
tion. I have had a number of inquiries along that same line the last 
few months. You are thinking of the action of the Conference at 
Frederick, Maryland, eight years ago, when it was voted to deduct 
from the conference the amount of their shortage. This report 
covers the last two quadrenniums, and everything since the General 
Conference at Frederick. 

Rev. Georce Geiger. The mistake is not mine. The word of the 
treasurer raised the question about that. I accept the explanation. 

Rey. J. I. L. Resster, of Allegheny Conference. I move that this. 
report be received and adopted. 
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Seconded. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. The motion is on the report of the Treas- 
urer for General Conference Expense Fund. 

Rey. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. I want to say just 
a word. I think that this Conference ought to very greatly appre- 
ciate the good business sense of our treasurer in investing this surplus 
money and securing interest thereon, which amounts to enough to 
pay this extra expense. Nota word has been said; he comes up with 
five hundred dollars interest. -I want to express my appreciation 
of his good business sense and good business judgment in making for 
us five hundred dollars. [Applause. ] 

Rey. A. Orr, of Southeast Ohio Conference. I just wish to make 
an inquiry. JI would like to ask who made the assessment of the 
conferences in 1905 for these expenses. 

THE Presipinc BisHop. I cannot answer. Can any one? 

Dr. W. R. Funx. The Publishing House Board. 

Rey. A. Orr. Then I want to call attention to just one item. If 
you compare the two columns in this report, you will find that South- 
east Ohio Conference is the only conference in this Church in which 
the assessment was raised above what it was in 1905. The majority 
of the conferences, or a number of them, in their assessments, re- 
mained just where they were, and a great many of them were reduced 
from fifty to two hundred dollars, and Southeast Ohio Conference 
was the only one that had its assessment raised or increased, and that 
was increased fifty dollars; the only conference in the Church. If 
you will compare the two columns, you will find it that way. 

THe Presipinc BisHop. It is answered that the conference was - 
increased by the addition of Central Ohio Conference to Southeast 
Ohio Conference by the action of the General Conference. That is 
the secret of the increase. 

Rey. W. S. Lynpe, of East Nebraska Conference. Brother Smith 
called attention to East Nebraska. I would like to have a little better 
understanding about that. It was reported to our conference two 


_years ago, and our conference treasurer reported to me not more than 


six weeks ago that we were not only paid up in this fund, but that 
we were ahead. Now, I would like very much if the treasurer of our 
conference, President, W. E. Schell, who is present, and the General 
Treasurer would get it straightened out. We have not been raising 
any money for this fund for the last two years for the reason that 
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we understand we did not owe anything. We want to know. We 
want to pay it if it is due, and, if not, we are not going to pay it. 

Presipent W. E. Scorer. This deficit has been carried up out of 
the distant past, and I cannot tell anything about that. But the 
assessments of East Nebraska Conference for General Conference 
expenses for this quadrennium have been collected and paid by our 
conference. And, as treasurer of our conference, of course, I am 
not responsible for a deficit carried up some seven, eight, or nine 
years ago, and I know nothing about that, and so this deficit is for a 
previous quadrennium, for which, you understand, your present 
conference treasurer is not responsible. And may I add this word, 
Mr. Chairman, East Nebraska Conference was honored with a mem- 
ber of the General Council, and that member made the visit to Dayton 
to attend the meeting, and also to Chicago at an expense of about 
sixty dollars, and Kast Nebraska Conference itself paid that amount. 
Therefore, as the expenses of members from the other conferences 
were paid out of this fund, I think that amount at least should be 
credited to our deficit, and reduce the deficit of our conference by that 
much. J think that would surely be equitable and fair. 

L. O. Mituer, Church Treasurer. Let me say in reply to Doctor 
Schell that he is mistaken. It was the Council at Philadelphia. 
There were no delegates’ expenses paid to Dayton or Chicago at the 
sessions of the Church on Chureh Union. 

Presipent W. E. Scueti. It says expenses to the Church Union 
and Church Federation Union. I would like to know if the meeting 
at Dayton was not church union. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. The treasurer explained it to mean the 
Church Federation Council in Philadelphia. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presiprinc Bisuop. The question is on the report of the 
treasurer. Are you ready to vote? All favoring the adoption of the 
report will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. 

Rey. W. C. Mituer, of West Nebraska Conference. TI offer the 


following resolution: 


Resolved, That all amounts due from annual conferences on assess- 
ments of 1905 and 1909, for expenses of the General Conference, be 
added to their assessments for the coming quadrennium.

Tuer Presipine BisHop. The motion is before you. 

Rev. W. C. Minuer. I have in mind that West Nebraska is re- 
ported as having a deficit of one hundred and forty dollars. I want 
to see the treasurer about that. There is some difficulty there. But 
I think I can manage that better than the Conference. We had this 
paid into the conference treasurer in time to be sent here. Whether 
he has sent it in, I don’t know. If that was sent in, we would be 
very little behind. 

Pror. Mark Kepren. I would like to move as a substitute for that 
—will you pardon me for explaining before I make that substitute? 

Tue Presipine Bisior. Proceed. 

Pror. Mark Kepren. The first point ought to be perfectly clear 
to the Conference: that at Topeka enough was raised to pay every 
dollar needed. It was all paid, and we had five hundred dollars 
left—enough so that the Publishing House had paid the deficit for us 
when there was no deficit. If we had known the facts at Topeka, 
IT think we would have instructed the treasurer and the different 
boards to have wiped the slate and taken a new start. We don’t 
know the situation to-day. We don’t know whether the expenses of 
the delegates exceed that amount, or whether they don’t. And it 
seems to me that we ought to ascertain whether there is a surplus or 
a deficit. If there is a surplus, we ought to take a new start, and 
quit this washing of our linen as to whether we are all paid up, or 

whether we are not. And I would move as a substitute: 


Resolved, That all matters pertaining to General Conference ex- 
penses be determined by Saturday, May 22, 1909, and that the Com- 
mittee on General Conference Expenses make a final report to this 
Conference before adjournment. 

Marx Keppet. 


- Rev. S. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. I second the motion. 
Presipent F. E. Brooke, of Iowa Conference. I want to submit 
to the Conference that the motion of Brother Miller is a great deal 
more equitable than the motion of Professor Keppel for this reason: | 
The deficits that are shown here are not equal. Some conferences 
have paid in full, some have made partial payments. Now, it is 
fair to presume that when these assessments were made, they were 
made on an equitable basis. Now to let the delinquents come in and 
share in the profits that are there is on the face of it unfair. Let 
each one bring up his deficit and then start in new. That is fair. 
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Pror. Mark Krreret. Mr. Chairman, I would like to say in reply 
that whenever President Brooke assumes that the assessments were 
equitable, he has just as much right to assume that the payments 
were equitable. We have just as good right to believe that we have 
paid our fair share. Therefore, I say to you, brethren, that when it 
comes to a question of equitable assessment, this General Conference 
is as much for one member as another—to one in California, or to 
any one in any other place. The only correct assessment is the one 
based on actual membership—the pro rata assessment. And further, 
a number of conferences that are not paid up collect three times as 
much as conferences that are fully paid up. We should not em- 
barrass the conferences that are not paid up over that deficit. You 
cannot make people pay up a deficit—which is only fictional anyhow 
—by reassessing them. If there is a surplus in the fund, there isn’t 
anything due to the fund; it has already been paid. And now why 
should you talk about any of us owing anything to the fund when 
the fund as a total is over-paid. If I owe a man ten dollars and give 
him eleven, why should you talk about me owing him anything more 
because some fellow over there still owes him sixty cents? 

The question is called for. 

Rev. J. R. CuamBers. If there is one thing that needs adjusting 
and straightening out, it is this assessment business. In a large 
measure, Professor Keppel is right. Some of the smaller conferences 
have paid their share, and more too. Some of them have paid their 
assessments and some of them have not. For instance, my own con- 
ference, with thirty-three hundred members, was assessed $350. We 
paid at the last General Conference, $259.39. This was paid at the 
time of that Conference. But the total expense of our delegation 
at that Conference was not more than $75, it being at the capital of 
our own State. Since that, we have paid the balance and the $225 
that was assessed for this Conference. We have paid $275 more than 
it took to bear the whole expense of the Conference of 1905, and this 
one for our board and traveling expenses. While some of the wealth- 
ier eonferences—worth more per capita—have a deficit of $300 on 
these two sessions. It is not my purpose to say anything about the : 
inequality of the assessments, but I say it is nothing more than right 
to do as the treasurer recommends: that these deficits be collected, 
and when that is done then rub out and begin anew as Professor 
Keppel says. Certainly. you would not think it just for a small 
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western conference to pay its assessment in full, and let others here 
and elsewhere in the Church go without raising any of the deficit. 
Three or four years ago the little Southwest Kansas Conference in 
the short grass country was assessed the same as the Erie Conference, 
with almost twice as many members as the Southwest Conference 
had. Is that justice? Is that right? Is it equitable? Is it like 
Christian brotherhood? Answer the question yourself. That is the 
fact, and here are the figures to show it. I maintain that in as 
much as some of these conferences have paid their assessments in full, 
the rest ought to'do it. Make the assessment on that basis—over and 
above—how much you will have to have, and then use the surplus 
of that, and then make it equitable. 

Rev. W. C. Miter, of West Nebraska Conference. As the mover 
of the question, I would like to speak again. 

Tur Presipine Bisnor. Unless no one else desires to speak—you 
have spoken, you will have to wait. 

Rey. W. C. Miter. TI simply spoke in submitting the motion. 
I made no statement on the motion. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. All right, proceed. 

Rev. W. C. Mitier. It seems to me that the question of honesty 
would enter into this. To come back on the assessment, or the boards 
that made the assessments is not the question. Those boards were 
authorized by Conference to make those assessments, and you ought 
to stand by their action. I don’t see who is to be the judge.as to 
whether these assessments are equitable or not. Is every man to be 
authority for himself, or is the General Conference to be the stand- 
ard? It seems to me that the question ought to be settled. If the 
committee of the last Conference didn’t do right, it ought to be recti- 
fied in the future. Brother Chambers is right when he says that if 
the deficit is collected you do not need to assess so much. Here are 
conferences, the very strongest in the Church, that are three or four 
hundred dollars behind. JI am not speaking for myself. Our con- 
ference is behind. We will make it up. We want honesty in the 
matter, and it seems to me common honesty would pass this resolu- 
tion without any complaint. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. E. R. Bazer, of Northwest Kansas Conference. It seems to 
me we are wasting precious time. The report of the boards making 
these assessments—they are authorized to do so. Some of us feel 
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that we were over-assessed. It is proportionately larger, but we paid 
every cent of it. If not, we will pay it in the future. Now, this 
board was authorized to do this. Why not act on this basis, and then 
in the future this committee—and I refer to the reeommendations— 
can cover this for the next four years. ‘ 

Rey. I. E. Messe, of Minnesota Conference. If we wipe this out, 
we will come up with a greater deficit the next General Conference 
than to-day. I don’t see why the conferences should not pay this 
debt. I can see no just reason why we should not equalize it on a 
certain basis and per cent., and let every conference be equal. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Preswinc Bisuop. The question is on Professor Keppel’s 
substitute. 

Rev. J. W. Litty. I move the previous question. 

Seconded. 

Tne Presipinc Bistor. The previous question will bring it to a 
vote immediately upon Professor Keppel’s substitute, if you vote the 
previous question. Are you ready? All favoring coming to a vote 
on the question indicate by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is 
agreed, and the pending question is Professor Keppel’s substitute. 
Are you ready to vote? All favoring the substitute will indicate by 
saying “Aye”; contrary “No.” Tt does not prevail. The motion 
of Brother W. ©. Miller is now before us. 

Proressor Kepren. I rise to a point of order. The previous ques- 
tion on the amendment carries the’ entire question. 

THe Presiping BisHor. The question is on Brother Miller’s 
motion. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Let us hear the motion. 

Rey. W. C. Miller repeats his motion. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. All favoring this motion will indicate 
by saying “Aye.” 

Pror. Marx Kupper. If the chair please, I want to give notice 
that I will vote for this for the purpose of moving a reconsideration * 
at the proper time. 

THE Presiwing BisHorp. All favoring the motion will say “Aye”; 
contrary, “No.” It prevails. [ Applause. ] 

Pror. Mark Kwppen. TI call for the regular order of the day. 
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Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. I have a 
resolution that I would like to offer. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisuor. The order of the day has been called for. 

Rey. -D. D. Lowery. My resolution is in harmony with the 
things we have been talking about. 

Tue Presipina Bisuop. But we have passed from that, and the 
order of the day is the election of the Publishing House Trustees. 
Please circulate the ballots. 

Rev. M. B. Spayp, of Northern Illinois Conference. I move that 
we suspend the rules and take up the resolution of Doctor Trueblood, 
which has direct bearing upon the boards. 

Seconded. 

Rry. L. L. Eptey, of West Nebraska Conference. A point of order 
from the Committee on Rules. The Comgnittee on Rules in their 
order of business provided for the election of the editors of the 
Telescope. Only one has been elected, and according to precedence 
this would take precedence over everything else. 

Tue Presminc Bisnor. There is unfinished business of the day 
before—the election of trustees. So according to your order, unless 
you order it otherwise, we will take it up at this point. You cannot 
proceed with the nominations until you get this list of boards out of 
the way, and, as they come first, we will start on it unless you order 
it otherwise. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I rise to a question. JI suppose you know what 
you are doing. You are electing your boards without ever having 
had the Report of the Committee on Publishing Interests. This is 
where tangles come in reference to some of these boards. Without 
the reports of these committees being made first, we are very likely 
to make grievous errors. You are having the election before you 
have your reports. Is that wisdom? Is it right‘ 

Voices. No. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. To do this you will have to change the 
order of business you adopted two days ago. 

Rey. J. E. Four, of Sandusky Conference. I move the order of 
business be suspended this morning, and we proceed with the election 
of the associate editor of the Religious Telescope. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. Isn’t there a motion 
to suspend the rules to hear Doctor Trueblood’s resolution ¢ 
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THE Presipine Bisnop. All favorable to the motion to hear Doctor 
Trueblood’s paper will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Ayes have 
it; proceed with your paper. 

Dr. H. W. Trueblood, of Northern Illinois, offered the following

Secretary Siddall read the Report of the Committee on Publishing 
Interests. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTER ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 


We, your Committee on Publishing Interests, report as follows: 

1. That we commend the Agent and the Board of Trustees and 
editors for their excellent business management in their separate 
departments. 

2. That an editor and an associate editor be elected to edit the 
Religious Telescope. 
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3. That an editor be elected for the Watchword. 

4. That an editor and associate editor be elected for the Bible- 
School Literature. 

5. That the Publishing Agent and Trustees be authorized to make 
such changes and improvements in our literature during the quad- 
rennium as may be necessary, and also to adjust any discrepancies 
between the periodicals in size and prices. 

6. That the several departments pay fifty per cent. of the usual 
rental for the suite of rooms occupied by them for office purposes. 

On page 128, Chapter XXII., Item 6, add the following: 

“In case any publication or publications are discontinued the office 
of editor or editors with the salary paid shall cease.” 

That the sum of $500 be appropriated annually from the funds of 
the Publishing House to the Ohio German Conference for their 
publication fund. 

“The General Conference shall elect a board of nine Trustees to 
serve for four years until their successors are elected, three of whom 
shall be residents of Dayton or vicinity.” In Item 10, add to the 
paragraph, “The Agent and Board of Trustees shall have full control 
of credits and collections.” 

Eliminate Item 15, on page 129. On page 130, Section II., Item 1, 
the words “Union Biblical Seminary” be changed to “Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary.” 

And add “The Board of Trustees may elect a book editor upon the 
recommendation of the Publisher, and fix his salary.” 

Add the following paragraphs: 

1. At the beginning of the quadrennium the Trustees of the 
Publishing House shall estimate the amount of money necessary to 
meet the expenses of the next General Conference, and make an 
equitable apportionment of the amount to the several annual. con- 
ferences. 

9. The entire amount shall be divided by each annual conference 
in three equal portions, and one-third of the full amount shall be 
raised in each of the three conference years preceding the meeting 
of the General Conference. 

3. Any part of the apportionment unpaid at the close of the con- 
ference session preceding the General Conference shall be reappor- 
tioned by the said annual conference, and raised within the coming 
conference year.

Tuk Presiping Bistorp. Yes, sir. Proceed. 

Rey. L. W. Sraut. We made the change to harmonize with the 
other reports. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. All favoring the amendment will indicate 
by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Noes have it. The next 
item. 

Secretary Siddall read item five, as follows: 


5. That the Publishing Agent and Trustees be authorized to make 
such changes and improvements in our literature during the quad- 
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rennium as may be necessary, and also to adjust any discrepancies 
between the periodicals in size and prices. 


R. H. Bennett, of Neosho Conference. I wish to inquire whether 
it was the purpose of the committee in making this report that the 
editor of the literature would not be consulted in the matter. This 
item simply makes it the duty of the Agent and the Board, and leaves 
the editor out, and when we select the editor for this periodical, we 
do it with a view of getting efficiency along these lines. I only want 
to know what the committee had in mind. 

Rey. L. W. Stanu. TI wish to say this, that during my twelve 
years’ experience these changes have come from the editor, and the 
board has authority to make these changes. 

R. H. Bennett. Then I move you to amend that upon the request 
of the editor, the Board of Trustees may make such changes. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. May I make a suggestion in keeping with 
Brother Bennett’s idea. That the editors, Publishing Agent, and 
Trustees be authorized to make such changes and improvements. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. All favoring the amendment will say 
agreed. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. Proceed. 

Secretary Siddall read item six, as follows: 


6. That the several departments pay fifty per cent. of the usual 
rental for the suite of rooms occupied by them for office purposes. 

Dr. W. R. Func. Mr. Chairman, with reference to this item, I 
wish to announce here that I did not know anything about it. I 
believe this statement is due from me because I have always tried 
to be liberal toward the other departments of the Church. I have 
not met with this committee with reference to it. 

Rav. C. Wuirney. What percentage does the present rental amount 
to of the full rental? 

Tre Presipinc BisHor. What percentage do the departments now 
pay for their rooms? 

Doctor Funk. I do not have the figures here, and I would have to 
state from memory... The condition of that matter is this: The 
societies are not paying for any of their offices, except when they 
have more than two offices, and then they pay $150 for the additional 
office. That is the situation. 
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THe Prestipine Bisnop. Does that answer the inquiry ? 

Dr. C. Wuirney. I want to know if they should now occupy three 
offices, under this arrangement, if the rental would be $450, or would 
they pay only $225. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I could not say that, for this reason: The three 
offices may be rented at different rates according to their size and 

location. They are not all graded on the fifty per cent. basis. 
~ Dr. C. Winey. Would there not be any way of knowing the 
percentage of those occupying 1104, 1004, and 904. What would be 
the difference between these? 

Docror Funk. They are all scheduled, and I am not prepared 
to state the rental for each particular floor or room. There are one 
hundred and ninety-two offices in the building. One hundred and 
fifty dollars is the lowest price for any office room in the building, 
and the rest grade up from that. I would like to answer the ques- 
tion, if I could; and I would be glad to, if I could. 

Rev. L. W. Srant. I have a communication from Mr. Maeder. 
Knowing that there was a feeling that the Publishing House should 
not be asked to bear all the expense for the offices rented to the differ- 
ent departments of the Church, and in order that I might have some 
data, I wrote a letter and asked the bookkeeper for information. 
There are some two or three departments that pay $150; but deduct- 
ing that the Publishing House pays in rental, by giving free rent to 
the different societies, the amount of ‘$2,140 each year. There ap- 
pears to be universal demand in this Church that the Publishing 
House should pay dividends. Now, if the Publishing House must 
pay $330 annually to the different boards by free rent, when the 
Tfouse could readily rent such offices, the committee felt that they 
ought to be willing to bear at least a part of this expense, and the 
idea of the committee was not to ask them to bear it all, but that 
they should bear fifty per cent. Just one-half of the income from the 
rental of the House to other persons. 

THe Presipina Brsop. 


Do you refer to the rooms they now 
occupy ? 


. 
Rev. L. W. Stauz. For the rooms they now occupy. We felt that 
they ought to bear their share of the expense, and not ask one depart- 


ment of the Church to furnish free all of the offices for the other 
departments of the Church. 
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Bishop Marnews. Mr. Chairman, I would like to say this to the 
Conference: For many years I have been impressed that*proper credit 
should be given the Publishing House for the furnishing of the 
headquarters for our societies free of cost to the societies. The rent 
ought to be made the actual cost of the rooms, and give the House 
eredit in their reports. They never have had credit all these years. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. But we do give credit now. 

Bishop Maruews. That ought to be known to the Church that 
these societies have not been paying any rent. 

Bisor WEEKLEY. I desire to state that in my opinion the societies 
ought to pay full rent for their rooms. I told Doctor Funk, when | 
I was there, that rent was due the House. They are splendid rooms. 
These societies are not connected with the Publishing House. They 
ought to pay rent. They get fine service and good accommodations, 
and they ought to pay as much rent as anybody else pays. 

Dr. A. P. Funknouser. I move that we strike out fifty per cent., 
and make it read: “That the societies pay the usual rental as other 
parties.” 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The question is as to paying the usual 
amount of rent instead of fifty per cent. All favoring say “Aye”; 
contrary, “No.” The amendment does not prevail. 

_ Rev. Geo. P. Hort, of Virginia Conference. I move to amend 
by adding: 


Item 7. That the Board appropriate annually, during the 
quadrennium, $5,000 in dividends for the several annual conferences 
for the itinerant worn-out preachers and their families. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The motion is that the House distribute 
five thousand dollars annually. 

The question is called for. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. The com- 
mittee you appointed to consider Preachers’ Aid matters will report 
something along this line. 

The question is called for. 

Dr. W. O. Fries, of Sandusky Conference. I would like to suggest 
another word for the two words, “worn-out.” I don’t like the use 
of these two words. My father had two or three worn-out horses, 
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and they were turned out to run wild, as it were, through the woods. 
I don’t like the use of that term “worn-out” preachers. 

Bisnor Matruews. Why not substitute the word “superannuated ?” 

Tur Presiping Bisuop. Are you agreed? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. All favoring the adoption of item seven 
will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 128, Chapter XXITI., Item 6, add the following: 
“Tn case any publication or publications are discontinued the office 
of editor or editors with the salary paid shall cease.” 


Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


That the sum of $500 be appropriated annually from the funds of 
the Publishing House to the Ohio German Conference for their 
publication fund. 


Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


“The General Conference shall elect a board of nine Trustees to 
serve for four years until their successors are elected, three of whom 
shall be residents of Dayton or vicinity.” In Item 10 add to the 
paragraph, “The Agent and Board of Trustees shall have full control 
of eredits and collections.” 


Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. May I ask this ques- 
tion? Does that mean that there are not to be more than three 
from Dayton and vicinity ? 

Pror. Mark Keprent, of California Conference. Why not insert 
the words “at least” ? 

Dr. W. R. Funx. I want to make a statement. I am not going 
to make a motion. I would like to have an interpretation of that, 
Mr. Chairman. 

Pror. Mark Kepren. JI would like to make a motion on that 
before you interpret it. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. Proceed. 

Pror. Marx Keppet. I would like to move that the words “at, 
least” be inserted, making it read, “at least three of whom shall be 
residents of Dayton.” 

Seconded. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I want to say why I favor the motion. During 
this last quadrennium one of our committee died almost at the 
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beginning of the quadrennium. Fortunately for us, we had other 
trustees living in the city of Dayton who could be put on that local 
committee. Otherwise, we would have had to have gone nearly one 
hundred miles for a committeeman, which would have meant a good 
deal to us and to you both in time and expense. 

Rev. L. W. Sraun, of Allegheny Conference. The committee had 
that matter before them, and they thought this: If the vacancy 
would occur in Dayton or vicinity, that the vacancy could be filled 
from Dayton or vicinity by the Board. 

A. H. Lauanpaum, of Sandusky Conference. Did he say four 
years, or until their successors are elected 4 

THe Presiprinc BisHor. The vote now is on Professor Keppel’s 
amendment. All favorable indicate by saying “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” . It is agreed. 

Seeretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


Eliminate Item 15 on page 129. On page 1380, Section II., Item 
1, the words “Union Biblical Seminary” be changed to “Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary.” 


Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


And add “The Board of Trustees may elect a book editor upon the 
recommendation of the Publisher, and fix his salary.” 

Doctor Funk. I want to make a motion, to add after “Publisher” 
the words “and the local committee.” 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. The motion is before you. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. May I explain why IJ did not accept the last item? ~ 
The object of this recommendation, as made on the advice of the com- 
mittee, and of the book committee especially, for you know your book 
committee now, as provided for, consists of the editor of the Telescope, 
the editor-in-chief of Sunday-school literature, the editor of the 
Watchword, and the teacher of theology in Bonebrake Seminary, and 
the Publisher. We spend considerable time upon the manuscripts 
submitted to us, but we don’t have time to do critical work. The 
object is that this editor shall have the right to be an expert critic 
as to the merits of the manuscripts submitted for publication. That 
is what it means. It provides for one person to be selected as editor. 
I don’t like the wording at all. This could be solved easily by say- 
ing that the Agent and the local committee be authorized to select a

A Voice. The Committee on Government of the Church has this 
whole matter in hand. 

Bisnop Wrekiey. This whole question will come before that com- 
mittee where it belongs. I move to strike it all out. 

Seconded by Professor Keppel. 

Tue Presipine Bisuorp. The motion is to strike it out. All fay- 
orable will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is stricken out. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows:

3. Any part of the apportionment unpaid at the close of the con- 
ference session preceding the General Conference shall be reappor- 
tioned by the said annual conference, and raised within the coming 
conference year. 

A Voice. I move to strike this out. 

Seconded. 


Rey. J. E. Winson, of Southeast Kansas Conference. I thought 
we were considering this item by item. That is an item that wont 
go to the Committee on Government of the Church. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash Conference. I move, as a 


substitute, that this item be referred to the Committee on Govern- 
ment of the Church. 


Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that this item 
be referred to the Committee on Government of the Church. 

Pror. Marx Keppret. <A motion to refer refers the whole report, 
and you will have to send the whole report. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. If the brother will make his motion cover 
-both items, we will refer them there. 

Rey. W. C. Miter, of West Nebraska Conference. If the motion 
is to refer a part, doesn’t it refer the whole and carry the whole? 

Rev. R. A. Hirt, of Southeast Ohio Conference. Were not all 
these ordered paid ? 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. The motion is before us to refer the re- 
maining part of this paper to the Committee on Government of the 
Church. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. J certainly hope you will not do that and refer 
this whole report. 

Tur Presipine Bisnop. It carries the whole report. 

Bisnop Oarter. I rise to a question of order. Referring only a 
part of this unfinished matter that we are not now prepared to act 
upon does not carry the whole report with it. I make that statement 
as a matter of parliamentary law. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke. I rise to a point of order. 

Tur Presiping Bisuop. State your point. 
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Presipent Brooke. The referring of a part of this report will 
preclude us from adopting the entire report now. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Doctor Brooke is right, it will delay the adoption 
of the report. :

Through some error on our part, on the ballot for 
Publishing House Trustees, the name of Brother George Miller, from 
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the West District, was replaced by that of Dr. H. W. Trueblood, 
whom we desire to use upon another board. Doctor Trueblood’s name 
is not to be used upon this board. We desire to beg Brother Miller’s 
pardon, and ask that one of two things be done: either that these 
ballots be collected and new ballots with the name of George Miller 
substituted for that of H. W. Trueblood, or that every delegate be 
asked before they vote to write, upon the ballot, the name of George 
Miller. 

Pror. Mark Keppen, of California Conference: Does the chair 
rule that we are now under the regular order of business, or that it 
takes a motion to get back to it. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. No, sir, we are under the regular order 
of business. 

Pror. Mark Keprent. Then, Mr. Chairman, JI shall ask for the 
right to distribute these ballots.

Secretary Siddall read the Report of the Committee on Ministry 
of the Church, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTRY OF THE CHURCH. 

We, your Committee on Ministry of the Church, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report: 

On page 44, Chapter VI., strike out all of Section I., and in lieu 
thereof, insert the following: Section I. 


LAY PREACHERS—-HOW LICENSED. 

1. Any person, male or female, desiring license as a lay preacher, 
must obtain from the class of which he or she is a member, by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present, at a meeting called and duly 
announced for that purpose, a recommendation in writing, signed by 
the leader, or preacher in charge, to the quarterly conference of the 
circuit, station, or mission to which he belongs, which may license 
him, after an examination on the questions for applicants for quar- 
terly conference license to preach. 


DUTIES OF LAY PREACHERS. 


2. Lay preachers shall make appointments wherever acceptable to 
the people; read portions of the Holy Scriptures, preaching and ex- 
horting therefrom; give Bible readings; encourage Christians, that 
they with purpose of heart should cleave to the Lord, and sinners to 
flee the wrath to come; and this they shall do as often as practicable. 

3. The license of a lay preacher is subject to renewal annually, at 
the discretion of the quarterly conference. 

On page 44, Section II., paragraph one, second line, after the word 
“he,” add the words “or she,” making the line to read as follows: “must 
obtain from the class of which he or she is a member,” ete. Also 
same section, in third line, after word “members,” strike out the next 
clause, reading, “at a meeting called for that purpose,” and in lieu 
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thereof, insert the following: “present at a meeting called. and duly 
announced for that purpose,” making the item to read: “Any person 
wishing license to preach, must obtain from the class of which he or 
she is a member, by a two-thirds vote of the members present, called 
and duly announced for that purpose, a recommendation,” ete. Also 
in same section, on page 45, second line from top of page beginning 
at the semicolon, strike out the next twenty words, reading: “pro- 
vided, however, that none shall receive license who have not passed 
the Bible Normal Union course, or its fair equivalent,” and in lieu 
thereof, insert the following: “provided, however, that none shall 
receive license who have not passed the “Teacher Training course,” 
or its full equivalent, and whose educational attainments must be 
equivalent to the completion of a public-school course, half way 
through the standard high-school grade, or to the completion of half 
the standard academic course necessary to entering the freshman class 
of a standard college.” 

On page 45, Section IL., strike out all of paragraph five and in liew 
thereof. Insert the following: 

5. “No person who habitually uses tobacco in any form shall be 
granted license to preach the gospel, unless said applicant shall 
solemnly promise to immediately and ever afterward abstain from 
said use. Any person having so promised, but afterward refuses to 
abstain from its use, shall have his license revoked by the quarterly 
conference of which he is a member.” 

On page 46, Section III., paragraph one, first line, strike out first 
two words, namely: “every person,” and insert instead, “any person, 
male or female,” making said line to read: “Any person, male or 
female, proposed as a preacher shall be examined,” ete. 

On page 47, Section III., paragraph two, strike out all of items 
thirteen and fourteen, and following item twelve of said paragraph, 
insert the following paragraph, namely: “Educational Requirements.” 

“3. (1) Educational attainments equivalent to the completion 
of a standard academy or a standard high-school course, be required 
for admission to the annual conference. 

2. That the foregoing, in addition to the completion of the quar- 
terly and annual conference courses of study, be required for ordina- 
tion. 

3. That the ideal preparation for efficient work in the ministry 
is a full college course, followed by a theological course, to which 
standard we earnestly urge our young ministers to aspire, 

On page 47, Section III., strike out all of paragraph three, with its 
caption, namely: “Licensing Women.” 

On page 48, Section III., paragraph six, line three, strike out the 
word “shall,” and insert the word “may,” making the sentence to 
read: “The license of any preacher who uses tobacco, may, upon 
proper evidence, be revoked by the annual conference.” 

On. page 48, Section ITI., after paragraph seven, insert the follow- 
ing paragraph, in lieu of item fourteen on page 47, as follows: 
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SACRAMENTS AND UNORDAINED PREACHERS. 


8. Unordained annual conference preachers who are engaged in 
the active work of the ministry, and who are regularly and industri- 
ously pursuing their courses of study, may be permitted by their 
annual conference to administer the Sacraments of the Church. 

On page 49, Section III., paragraph 10, in second line from top of 
the page, strike out the word “or” and insert the word “and,” reading: 
“sioned by the president and secretary.” 

On page 49, Section III., paragraph thirteen, first line, strike out 
word “minister” and insert word “pastor,” making the line to read: 
“Tt shall be the duty of every pastor to take an offering,” etc. 

On page 50, Section V., paragraph four, item two; “Superannuated 
Itinerants’” strike out the last sentence of said item, beginning with 
the words, “Any of these having served for twenty or more years,” 
ete. 

On page 52, Section VI., strike out all of paragraph seven. 

On page 57, strike out all of Section IX., and in lieu thereof, insert 
the following: 


SECTION IX. 
TRIAL OF PREACHERS—QUARTERLY CONFERENCE PREACHERS. 


1. When a quarterly conference preacher, or a lay preacher, is 
accused of any misdemeanor, the pastor of the charge where said 
preacher holds his or her church membership shall appoint one or 
more competent persons, as a committee, to inquire into the nature of 
the complaints, and if there be erounds for charges, and the accused 
fails to make restitution and proper expressions of repentance, the 
committee shall prefer charges against the accused; if not, the com- 
mittee shall report to the next quarterly conference of which the 
accused is a member, that there is no cause for further action. If 
charges are preferred, the quarterly conference shall appoint a prose- 
eutor, whose duty it shall be to notify the accused to choose a commit- 
teeman, the prosecutor choosing a committeeman, in behalf of the 
Church, and these two a third, all of whom shall be members of the 
Church, before which committee the case shall be tried. The prose- 
cutor shall notify the pastor of the charge when said committee has 
been properly formed, and it shall be the duty of the pastor to appoint 
the time and the place of trial, giving not less than twenty, nor more 
than thirty days’ notice; and he shall also act as chairman in the case. 
Tf a majority of the committee be satisfied that the accusation is sus- 
tained, the chairman shall require the accused to hold his or her 
peace until the quarterly conference, where the accused shall be 
accountable, and it shall be the duty of the committee to transmit 
in written form the proceedings and findings of said trial to the 
quarterly conference, and if the findings are sustained, the accused 
shall be suspended, expelled, or otherwise dealt with, as the quarterly 
conference may determine. But should the accused, after being duly 
notified, refuse, or neglect, or fail to choose a committeeman, the 
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quarterly conference shall appoint*a committee of three persons, who 
shall hear the case and decide. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE PREACHERS. 


2. When a preacher or elder is accused of immorality, trespass, 
imprudent conduct, or disobedience to the order and discipline of the 
Church, the presiding elder of the district, in the bounds of which 
the accused shall reside or hold membership, shall appoint a preacher, 
who shall take with him another preacher or leader, and examine into 
the charge; but as the Apostle says (I. Tim. 5:19): “Against an 
elder receive not an accusation, but before two or three witnesses.” 
If it should appear that said reports are well founded, the examiners 
shall prefer charges against the accused ; if not, he shall report to the 
next quarterly conference, of which the accused is a member, that he 
found no cause for action. If charges. are preferred, the quarterly 
conference shall appoint a prosecutor, whose duty it shall be to notify 
the accused in writing, setting forth all the charges preferred against 
him. He shall also notify him to choose an elder as his committee- 
man, the prosecutor choosing an elder as committeeman in behalf 
of the Church, and these two a third elder or preacher, before which 
committee the case shall be tried. The prosecutor shall also notify 
the presiding elder of the district, and it shall be the duty of the 
presiding elder to appoint the time and place of trial, giving not less 
than twenty nor more than forty days’ notice to the parties concerned, 
and he shall also act as chairman in the case. Should a majority of 
the committee be satisfied that the accusation is sustained, they shall 
require him to hold his peace until the annual conference, where he 
shall be accountable, and it shall be the duty of the committee to 
transmit, in writing, the entire proceedings of said trial to the an- 
nual conference, where the accused shall have a hearing before the 
conference, or a committee thereof: and if the findings are sustained, 
he shall be suspended, expelled, or otherwise dealt with, as the con- 
ference may determine. 

But should the accused, after having been duly notified, refuse or 
neglect to comply in choosing his commiteeman and notifying the 
prosecutor within fifteen days, the presiding elder shall suspend him 
until the annual conference, where, if he shall refuse to appear, he 
shall be dealt with according to the judgment of the conference; 
provided, however, if he be an elder, elders only shall vote in the. ease; 
and provided further, that if the committeemen chosen by the prose- 
eutor and accused fail to agree as to the third member of the com- 
mittee, then the quarterly conference shall appoint said committee- 
man. If the accused or prosecutor be a presiding elder or bishop, the « 
presiding elder or bishop, as the case may be, next adjoining shall act 
as chairman in the trial; provided, that in conferences having only 
one presiding elder, the bishop shall appoint a chairman to act in 
the case. 


3. The foregoing relates only to annual conference members. 
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TRIAL OF BISHOPS AND PRESIDING ELDERS, 


4. When a presiding elder shall be accused of any misdemeanor, 
immoral conduct, or disobedience to the order and discipline of the 
Church, the bishop of the district, in the bounds of which the accused 
shall reside or hold membership, shall appoint a committee of three 
elders, who shall examine into the complaints, and should the accused 
be a bishop, then the Board of Bishops shall appoint a like committee. 
Tf it shall appear that said complaints are well founded, the committee 
shall prefer charges against the accused; if not the committee shall 
report to his quarterly conference that they found no grounds for 
action. If charges are preferred, his quarterly conference shall ap- 
point a prosecutor, whose duty it shall be to notify the accused, in 
writing, setting forth all the charges preferred against him. He 
shall also notify him to choose a committeeman, the prosecutor choos- 
ing a committeeman in behalf of the Church, and these two a third, 
all of whom shall be elders, before whom the case shall be tried. - 
The prosecutor shall also notify the bishop or Board of Bishops, and 
it shall be the duty of the bishop or Board of Bishops to appoint the 
time and place of trial, giving not less than twenty nor more than 
forty days’ notice. The bishop, or some one appointed by the Board 
of Bishops, shall act as chairman in the case. Should a majority 
of the committee be satisfied that the accusation is sustained, they 
shall require him to hold his peace until the sitting of his conference, 
where he shall be accountable, and it shall be the duty of the com- 
mittee to transmit, in writing, to said annual conference, the entire 
proceedings of said trial, where the accused shall have a hearing be- 
fore the conference or a committee thereof, and if the findings are 
sustained, he shall be suspended, expelled, or otherwise dealt with as 
the conference may determine.

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. What is your pleasure? 

Rev. L. L. Epuey, of West Nebraska Conference. If the chair 
please, I move the adoption of the report item by item. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipina Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that you adopt 
this report item by item. Those favorable will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” It is agreed, and the secretary will read the first item. 

Secretary Siddall read the first item, as follows: 


We, your Committee on Ministry of the Church, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report: 

On page 44, Chapter VI., strike out all of Section L., and in lieu 
thereof, insert the following: Section. I. 
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LAY PREACHERS—HOW LICENSED. 


1. Any person, male or female, desiring license as a lay preacher, 
must obtain from the class of which he or she is a member, by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present, at a meeting called and duly 
announced for that purpose, a recommendation in writing, signed by 
the leader, or preacher in charge, to the quarterly conference of the 
circuit, station, or mission to which he belongs, which may license 
him, after an examination on the questions for applicants for quar- 
terly conference license to preach. 


Rey. L. L. Eptey. J think there is just a matter of wording here 
—“he or she”—the use of both pronouns ought to be carried through 
the entire item. A matter of wording, that is all. . 

THe Presiprine Brsnor. All right. 

Rey. J. E. Suannon, of White River Conference. I move that this 
item number one be stricken out. 

Seconded. 

Rev. E. W. Curtis, of Des Moines Conference. As chairman of 
this committee, I desire to make an explanation of this item. The 
committee has requested me to make an explanation of the matter. 
This committee has had before it one of the greatest of tasks. The 
question of the Ministry of the Church, or of the ministerial supply, 
is not only the great question for us, but it is the great question for 
this Church, and it is the great question in all the churches to-day. 

Two things we found as difficulties as we undertook our task. 
There are two weaknesses: one of these is, we have many a field of 
labor without a minister. Another is, in many places the ministers 
in charge of the fields are not succeeding. The question before us 
is, What must we do in order to provide a supply and better 
the conditions? We believe that it would be a better condition 
if every field of labor had a minister, and that, if all of our 
ministers were efficient, every weak and struggling church would be 
built up. 

Now, in regard to the point of the lay ministers. At first thought, 
when this recommendation was presented by the Board of Education, 
I was not inclined to like it. But we have been working with this 
for a few days, and we have studied it well and the best we can, and 
it seems to us, as we endorsed what we presented, unanimously, it is 
the best thing that could be presented at the spresent time. 

The proposition is the recommendation of the committee, and is 
that the office of lay minister be created to take the place of the 
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exhorter. I have been inquiring a little to know how many exhorters 
we have. I find nobody who is able to tell. There are no statistics 
on the subject. I have gone to the presiding elders of the confer- 
ences and asked how many exhorters in their districts, and some have 
said three or four; others have said one, and in some eases the super- 
intendent of the whole annual conference has said he could not 
remember of any. We have not very many exhorters in the Church 
at the present time. It rather looks as though the number is. far 
less than it used to be, if we are correctly informed. Then again, 
I have asked those brethren who are superintendents and leaders in 
the Church, “Is the office of exhorter as useful as it used to be?” 
And in almost every case the answer has been that it is not. Then 
again, we have found out that some of our exhorters are useful 
and good men. We don’t expect to do away with that department 
of the Chureh. We don’t expect to do away entirely with the 
work of the exhorter, but rather to enlarge his sphere, and give him 
a name which is a little more comprehensive. We thmk it is more 
in keeping with the methods of the Church to-day. While it was 
good when the Church was created one hundred years ago, or fifty 
years ago, it seems to me that the lay preacher is more in line with 
what we should have. 

The Christian layman is at work, and is teaching the Bible and lead- 
ing meetings as often, or as actively, as the leaders in the field. And 
_ go the title “Exhorter” does not seem to me to be quite enough to-day. 
The exhorter is not quite a preacher; he is not quite a layman. He 
is neither layman nor preacher; but when we give him the title of lay 
preacher, he is a preacher and he is a layman and he is both. 

[ Applause. ] 

’ The idea of the exhorter, when it was created, was that in the old- 
fashioned style he would stand up and make his direct appeal. That 
is about what it meant. But to-day, with much Bible studying, we 
expect the lay preacher to expound the Bible. He reads the Bible 
and teaches the Word of God where there is no minister in that field 
of labor. Where the pastor wants to be away, or sometimes in his 
absence, he takes hold of the work. 

We have some anticipations that we think may be realized, as we 
look forward, four years from now. We hope that the office of lay 
preacher will be endorsed and taken hold of by this Church—if that 
is done, how many lay preachers will we have four years from now? 
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And we will know what they are doing, and it seems to us it is a 
move in the right direction. 

There is a great deal more, Mr. Chairman, that we thought we 
minight say on this subject, but, as a committee, we are convinced 
it is the right sort of a movement, and we expect it to be endorsed 
by this General Conference. 

Rey. J. E. Saannon, of White River Conference. I surely am 
opposed to this item. In the first place it says that we license these 
laymen to preach. We propose to say in the very next section 
exactly how a man may first be licensed to preach. We don’t want 
our Discipline to say how he may be licensed twice the first time. 
We are licensing the laymen to preach, if he wants to become a preach- 
er; but their wording is that he must be licensed to preach. I would 
like to see the whole matter here with reference to lay ministers 
stricken out and leave the Discipline as it is. 

Then, after a man proves himself as an exhorter, or comes to the 
conclusion that he wants to be a preacher, we have a method of 
giving him license to preach. And the question is not to make him 
both a layman and a preacher. 

I also agree, as Doctor Crites says, a good many deplore the situa- 
tion as it is now that we are giving some people quarterly conference 
license to preach. JI move that it be stricken out, and let the Disci- 
pline remain as it is. And if we have a quarterly conference 
preacher, make him a preacher as it is, and not make him a preacher 
twice. 

Rey. J. W. Lituy, of Sandusky Conference. I certainly am in 
favor of the report of the committee. It will help us out of a 
difficulty that has confronted us for some years. There are good 
men in places that could give and hold services, and do good that 
don’t propose to enter the active ministry to become a member of 
the annual conference. And this will help us if we adopt the 
recommendation of the committee and license laymen just to fill this 
difficulty, believing and thinking we will raise the standard of those 
that propose to enter the active ministry. It gives an opportunity 
to do that in a way that we could not without closing the door to 
some men that can do good in certain localities. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Mr. Chairman, I rise to a question of privilege. 

Tue Presipine Bisrop. What is it? 
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Docror Func. I understand the Board of Tellers are here with 
their report. I think it ought to be heard. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor.° Let us hear. 

Dr. O. W. Brewbaker, Chairman of the Alternate Board of Tellers, 
read the ballot on associate editor of the Religious Telescope, as 
follows:

Dr. W. R. Func. I ask consent that another ballot be taken at 
once. 

Votwcrs. Agreed, agreed. 

The second ballot was taken for Associate Editor of the Religious 
Telescope. 

Tur Presiping Bisuor. Have you all voted? 

The tellers retired to count the votes. 

Tur Preswinc Bisnorp. I hold in my hand a letter of greeting 
from the Congregational Conference of Ohio, assembled in its meet- 
ing in Mt. Vernon. Will you refer it to the Committee on Corres- 
pondence ? 

Dr. W. O. Frims. I so move. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. All in favor of so referring it will say 
“Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is, so referred. 

Tur Presiprng Bisuor. Now, will you proceed with the question 
that was pending when this election was ordered ? 
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Rev. J. Srvons, of St. Joseph*Conference. I would just like to 
say a few words with reference to this first item. I think this item 
is in place and ought to be endorsed by this General Conference. 
First, because it comes from the committee as a unanimous recom- 
mendation. It also came from the Committee on Education, and 
so it has really the endorsement of both committees. I think it is 
not a step backward, but a step forward in the right direction—the 
right move under the men’s movement. I think it is a good thing 
to test the ability of some men to see whether they. have some elements 
of strength as far as the ministry is concerned, and hence it opens 
the way in that direction. : 

It was stated that it ought to be stricken out because we license 
a man to preach twice or three times. We license a man to preach 
in the quarterly conference and then in the annual conference, and 
so on. So I think there is no argument especially about that, and 
I think that we may almost, if not altogether, unanimously sustain 
this item of the report. I wish simply to put my endorsement upon 
this. 

Rev. L. A. McInryre, of Wisconsin Conference. I think you will 
see that the provision is fully covered by that item concerning quar- 
terly conference preachers, and: we have all we want of this, and I 
think it ought to be stricken from this report. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers, of Neosho Conference. I second the motion 
of Brother Shannon to strike it out. 

Presipent W. E. Scuett. The Committee on Education considered 
the question of fixing the standard for our ministry, and so it began 
on this line by recommending or providing for the recommendation 
requiring the tenth grade of education for quarterly conference 
miisters. But our bishops thought we could not supply the field 
throughout our conferences if we make such a requirement “for 
admission to quarterly conference. They seemed to think if we 
would succeed in supplying the fields we should not fix the standard 
that high. Therefore, this provision was brought in so as to provide 
for an individual with a fourth or sixth grade education. So, if he 
had gifts in the direction of the ministry, he could be licensed as 
a lay preacher. Z : 

If you strike out this item, I fear, brethren, you will go right on 
and strike out the next item, and then you will go right on and 
strike out the next item, and leave us where we have always been— 
without an educational standard for our ministers. Now, in the 
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Discipline, as it was provided four years ago, you have what seems 
to be a standard, but there is no connection with that exception, and 
the exception has become the rule. Here and there all over our denom- 
ination we have had men with very inferior qualifications licensed to 
preach, admitted to annual conference, excused from their reading 
courses, and ordained to go out as ministers of the gospel of our 
Redeemer under the banner of this Church. And I think we have 
dishonored our own cause and the cause of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and I hope you will not strike out this first item in this report, which, 
as has been stated, is also in the report of the Board of Education. 
Let it stand. It will provide for this need, which our bishops insist 
should be supplied. 

Rev. J. S. Funron, of Allegheny Conference. I hope you will 
strike it out. It is one thing, perhaps, for a man to be in college, 
and it is another thing for a man to be out meeting these conditions 
face to face. Now, as a matter of fact, when you take this item and 
compare it with the Discipline, the only change it makes, so far as 
this first paragraph is concerned, is that you call one an exhorter 
and the other a lay preacher. That is the situation. You cannot 
make a preacher out of a man by calling him a different name. I 
think that we ought to understand that no man is a preacher until 
he has been ordained. He is simply a layman with license; you 
may call him what you please. Am I right? 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Correct. 

Rev. J. S. Futron. Now, I am glad to say that of the men licensed 
last year in my own conference, the majority of them are to-day in 
institutions of learning. I question seriously if you raise the stand- 
ard to where you cannot come in touch with them, as I have come in 
touch with them, they could not have been induced to have entered 
the institutions of learning. I trust, as far as I am concerned, that 
you will strike out, not only this first item, but the whole report, and 
leave the Discipline just as it is. [Applause.] 

Rev. J. E.-SuHannon. I want to say that I stand by my motion. 
First, if you want these laymen to exercise themselves, give them the 
chance. . If we pass this the very end sought will be defeated. Also, 
if you take the layman who never expects to be a preacher, and label 
him preacher, he will never help you. If you want him to be a lay- 
man, let him be a layman. But if you make him a preacher, you 
will just keep him from exhorting in case he does not want to be a 
preacher. Furthermore, he ought not to have a license to preach, 
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unless there is good reason to believe that he will become a member 
of the annual conference and become a preacher. Otherwise, he 
ought not to have a license at all. It will embarrass the annual 
conferences, and will embarrass them every year by men who never 
ought to have had quarterly conference license at all. 

Bisoop Maturews. I should like just a word. I should like to 
put myself on record for the elevation of ministerial qualifications. 
Brother Shannon has expressed a great truth, as some of us who are 
experienced know that a great many come into our quarterly con- 
ference whether they have ability to preach or not. You may call 
them exhorters, or whatever they may be, and this is one of the 
difficulties in the way. 

Now, if you can suggest some other remedy, besides the negative 
statement, I wish you would do it. The purpose of all of us in en- 
dorsing this is to lift up the standard of ministerial qualifications 
and help this great Church to go forward for the broad advancement 
of the kingdom of God. The negative statement leaves us where we 
are, and you say .yourself it is unsatisfactory. I received a letter 
from a splendid layman saying that one of our own laymen preached 
to the Weaver Memorial Church, and he did splendidly. Now, the 
only question is as to the word “license.” Why not say “authority”? 
But, brethren, this negative statement, I take it, will leave us where 
we are—away down. Why can’t we do something—not vote a 
negative proposition, but substitute something that will mean prog- 
ress and advancement, and put heart and enthusiasm into the young 
men of our Church that expect something ? 

IF. A. Z. Kumunr, of Miami Conference. I move to amend the 
motion by striking the entire matter out, if I can get a second. 

Tu Presipinc Bisnop. You must take it up item by item, The 
motion is to strike out that first item. 

F. A. Z. Kumier. JI mean the entire matter with reference to 
license. Let it remain as it is in the Discipline. 

Tue Prestprne Bisnorp. Take one item at a time; did you mean 
to take the first one? 

Presipent W. E. Scuern. Will the brother, who moved to strike 
out, permit a question ? - 

Rey. J. E. SHannon. Yes. 

Presipenr Scuetn, Will you favor the passage of item three on 
the second page of this report fixing the standard for the regular 
quarterly conference minister ? 
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Rev. SHANNON. Yes. 

Presipent Scuety. And the next? 

Rey. J. E. Suannon. I will say I favor everything that follows 
with reference to raising the standard, except this matter of the 
lay preacher. 

Rey. W. S. Lynpz, of East Nebraska Conference. I want to say 
that I am heartily in favor of every step in elevating our standard 
for ministers. I am sure that we feel we need a higher standard 
and need higher qualifications ourselves. But I am just as strongly 
in favor of the amendment to cut out that item, and-I want to give 
a few reasons for it. 

Some of us, who are out in the field, know something about it. 
I want to say to you that if we had not had the exhorters during 
the past three years, at least one-fourth of the churches would have 
been without a pastor, because we could get no preachers. Another 
thing I want to emphasize is that God calls men to preach. The 
laymen may be able to exhort, but there is a divine call to the 
minister. And you know a very large portion of the Church has 
been brought into membership through the work of the exhorter. 
I am glad the Almighty called me to exhort, and as an exhorter to 
preach. He blessed my labors in bringing hundreds to Christ, and I 
don’t know whether he has blessed me more since I have been a 
minister than before. You let this item pass as it now stands in the 
report, you eliminate from the ministry the exhorter, and you put 
the name of the ministry upon the layman. While you are raising 
the standard, you are pushing the minister up to a higher stand- 
ard. But would you eliminate the supply of ministers where we have 
no ordained ministers or licensed preachers? When you undertake 
to do that, I am against you, and I stand for the amendment to strike 
out that part. 

Bisuor Carter. I wish to say in answer to the question of Doctor 
Curtis that exhorters are not all dead. Sometime ago a colored 
brother was asked if he was a preacher. He said, “No, I zort.” 
They said, “What is the difference between a preacher and an ex- 
horter?”? He said, “When I preach, I must take a text and stick 
to de text; when I zort I can branch.” So we still have exhorters. 

Rey. I. E. Meese, of Minnesota Conference. I don’t believe that 
God ever called me to exhort, and that he made that provision for 
me. I frankly acknowledge to-day that I got up and out of that 
position as soon as I possibly could. As to the idea of the exhorter, 
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I believe, friends, that we ought to have a higher standard for the 
ministry than simply place a man down where he ean exhort. I 
believe to-day that God calls men to the ministry. J can say this 
from personal experience, that it has been through the agitation for 
men to-day that I stand at the sacred desk. JI believe we can put our 
hands upon young men to-day, and I think if it were not for the 
fact that we put our hands upon them, they would never enter the 
ministry and would go along in the laity. I believe we ought to put 
upon thé laity the responsibility that they must feel within them- 
selves that they’ are responsible for the kingdony of God. 

Rev. J. M. Kyicut, of East Tennessee Conference. May I ask if 
these lay preachers could be used to fill charges where they are 
needed ? 

A Voice. Yes. 

Rev. J. T. Foster, of West Virginia Conference. I feel that we 
have it good enough as it is now in the Discipline. It suits West 
Virginia, I am sure. I stand heartily in favor of the amendment, 
and shall favor a like amendment clear down through the report. I 
have learned that you cannot force men into school by any regulation 
of the Discipline. But you may force them out of the Church. In 
this time of great need of men in the ministry, I stand one and all 
the time in favor of that amendment. 

Dr. A. P. FunKHousrer. I move we do now adjourn. 

Seconded.

Great applause followed the announcement of the election of Doctor 
Brane, and there were calls for a speech. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Will Brother Brane come to the platform ? 

Doctor C. I. B. Brane came to the platform and addressed the 
Conference as follows: 


Mr. CuarrmMan and Breruren: I wish I knew what to say. 
[Laughter.] And even if I had my wish, I am afraid I could not 
say it very well. There are times in the history of men and nations 
apparently purposely prepared by the providence of God, when the 
mind assumes the attitude of sober, serious reflection, and every beat 
of the heart is a question—a note of unction concerning human prfiv- 
ilege and responsibility. During such seasons of spiritual exaltation, 
the scales of materialism are completely removed from the eyes of the 
soul. This gay and giddy world—and so all this wealth and wisdom— 
sinks into a state of absolute worthlessness as compared with those 
things that are heavenly and eternal. And right at that particular 
point we realize that the only thing worth living for is to be good 
and to do good. ; 

Under the spell of that impression, I have tried to give to God 
and to this Church about thirty-seven years of honest toil. At the 
beginning, when I was licensed, not to exhort as some of the brothers 
state, but to preach, I was one of the most unlikely candidates for 
the ministry that you ever saw. [Laughter.] JI am not sure that 
I can recall even a brief period in the history of my childhood when 
I did not occasionally experience a longing desire to become a min- 
ister of the gospel, and I distinctly remember at this moment that 
my fear was, in that formative period of my life, that I should never 
become intellectually qualified —morally and spiritually high 
enough to hold that place in the church which our blessed Redeemer 
bought with his own precious blood. 

So thirty-seven years have passed in this service, in this exalted 
position, which to me seems to be the highest, the greatest work to 
which, in the providence of God, the children of men are called. 
The pastorate is my realm. I think I have enjoyed it immensely. 
I have not been of much account in the Church, but I believe that I 
have enjoyed the pastorate as much as any man in it. 

You have called me to-day to a position that will not be new in 
every respect. It will be new in responsibility. If my people at 
home—the congregation I serve—were consulted, J think every man, 
woman, and child, cat and dog in the congregation would vote for my 
return. [Applause.] And after all, the highest points, the sublim- 
est pinnacles to which a man can rise in the kingdom of God is to 
be pastor of a flock of people, little or large, learned or unlearned 
[applause], with a constituency that will sympathize with him-in all 
the needs and desires of his life and labor. Many of these general 
church officers have come through these same experiences to which 
T allude. And we have sympathized with them. 
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I have not missed, I think, calling the name of my bishop and my 
presiding elder and the sick people in my congregation, and other 
individuals with whom I am particularly associated, in my morning 
prayer with my baby by my side; and if I would forget the name of 
Bishop Mills, my baby boy would ask me if I didn’t forget something. 

I bless God that I can say to you that this comes unsolicited by me, 
as every other thing that ever came to me in my church life and 
labor has come. [Applause.] A friend of mine, a man who has been 
close to me in the years past, said to me at the opening of this ses- 
sion, “Will you consent to us voting for you for editor of the 
Telescope?” “No, sir,” I said, “I expect to vote for the present 
incumbent, Brother Phillippi.” And I did vote for him, and now 
T am glad to be associated with him. He has the qualifications that 
will in part at least make up for what I lack. He is young. I 
have always thought that the individual, who has enjoyed the advan- 
tages he has, and who has been favored and permitted to read and to 
- work under the direction of a college faculty, and drink of the various 
streams of knowledge and learning, that he is higher in his point of 
observation and should be correspondingly responsive to the higher 
requirements of life, because he knows more than I do. Now, I am 
glad to be associated with Doctor Phillippi. 

I have no promises to make, I have no prophecy to set forth. You 
have called me to this place by the grace of God, and in his fear 
and with your sympathy and prayers J will give you the best in the 
shop. [Applause-] 

There was a lady passing by a little village once, and she came 
to a little cabin that had served its purpose. There was a little 
colored boy playing with a large number of broken toys that white 
children had given to him; and the lady—I saw it illustrated in the 
paper—was leaning over and looking at the little colored boy, 
and she said, “Little boy, how old are you?”

Tue Presipine Bisuop. It is before you. What is your pleasure? 
Any remarks? Are you ready? 

R. H. Benner, of Neosho Conference. I live more than fifteen 
hours from this city, but I don’t believe IT want to take the contribu- 
tion to pay for a sleeping-car. I don’t think it is right. I don’t 
think we ought to encumber this general body; as a matter of fact, 
I would rather pay for my meals on the way here than to have others 
do it. I don’t believe that this General Conference ought to pay 
the sleeping-car expense, no matter how far it is. I know it is a 
hardship to travel from the western coast here, or from the East. 
But if I cannot come to the General Conference and take my chance 
in the ordinary way of traveling, I will pay it out of my own pocket. 

Rev. F. H. Nerr, of Oregon Conference. I live twenty-five hundred 
miles from this Conference. T think that it is very unreasonable to 
ask a man to come from the Pacific Ooast to this place without 
proper accommodations for rest. I think this Church ought to, 
arrange to pay it. We should not be asked to come in such a way 
that we are not in condition to serve the Church. I think we ought 
to have sleeping-car accommodations. 

S. E. Kumurr, of Miami Conference. JI sat in the General Con- 
ference at Topeka, Kansas, and behind me were a gentleman and lady 
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from Florida. They were speaking to some other party. They said, 
“We have not had the clothes that are on us off of us all the way 
from Florida day and night. We cannot afford it.” And I thought 
that any rule that would deprive them of that was mean stinginess. 
T will tell you what I am here for. That is my purpose in this 
Conference to hit all sorts of stinginess or false economy. I know 
how to be economical. My father, Bishop Henry Kumler, Jr., said 
to me one time when I told him it was costing me three thousand 
dollars yearly to raise my family, that it was entirely too much. 
He said, if I wanted to, I could pull through with six hundred dollars; 
but that was the best I could do for spending money. I was raised 
in a large family, and I know what economy is. But I know it is 
mean to ask a man to come this distance, as some of these gentlemen 
do, from the far West and from the South, and to suffer the hard- 
ships of such a long journey in a crowded, uncomfortable day-coach 
of an ordinary railroad train. 

Dr. C. W. Brewsaker, of Pennsylvania Conference. I am in 
hearty sympathy with this, Brother Kumler. While I don’t need to 
take a sleeper, because I come from my home here in the daytime, 
I know what it means to ride on the train and not take the sleeper, 
and I know the comforts of the sleeping-car. I believe a man is a 
better man to transact business in the General Conference, and it will 
mean better health to him. It will mean more to his family, and 
the respectability connected with it will mean more to the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ. 

The question is called for. 

Pror. Mark Kepret, of California Conference. It seems to me that 
there ought to be no real question as to the necessity for paying a 
bill of this kind. If the Conference does not want to pay the bill 
the thing to do, of course, will be to vote it down. But if it does 
want to pay the bill, it ought not to make a flat rate for sleeping-car 
facilities. They ought to pay the cheapest sleeping-car rate, just as 
they require the cheapest passenger rate, or else pay no rate at all. 

To allow five dollars because a man lives fifteen hours away is sim- 
ply to say to those who come twenty-five hundred and three thousand 
miles—why you can have a little of what you pay, while the fellow 
who lives only fifteen hours—who was wise enough to seek his loca- 
tion just fifteen hours away, he can have all he pays. Brothers and 
sisters, either give us the tourist sleeping-car rate, or don’t give us 
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anything. Give us what is just in payment of rates, or don’t give 
us anything. Four years ago I thought you were paying sleeping- 
car rates, and I don’t mind telling you that I came tourist to Topeka, 
and this year I knew you were not, and so I came first class. 

There is another thing connected with this motion, brethren. It 
was understood at Topeka four years ago that sleeping-car rates would 
not be paid. <A fight was made on that proposition. J think the 
board that estimated the expense estimated it upon that proposition; 
and it seems to me that, if with some of our conferences having a 
very heavy deficit in the fund not yet paid up, that the matter of 
sleeping-ear rates ought to be alive by this time, and that this Con- 
ference ought to adopt a resolution instructing this estimating com- 
mittee to make allowance for that item four years from now, and 
I would so move as an amendment. 

Seconded. 

Rev. W. R. Luoyp, of Consiek River Conference. I didn’t hear 
what the amendment was. 

Pror. Mark Keprrn. The amendment is that the Conference in- 
struct the Estimating Committee four years from now to take into 
consideration the sleeping-car rates for the next General Conference. 
I don’t think we ought to be asked to pay it out of the estimate. 

Rey. W. R. Luoyp. There was nothing said about the sleeper when 
the bills were put in. I put in the bill. I don’t propose to ride with- 
out sleeper, and I put in the bill for sleeper. I have the check in my 
possession for the sleeper, and possession is nine points of the law. 

Rey. N. J. McInryre, of Erie Conference. I wish to say, instead 
of fifteen hours, thirty-six, and a corresponding amount to those who 
live farther away. 

Seconded. 

Rey. 8S. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. Some of the rules have 
been violated. The resolutions were not written. 

Rey. J. W. Lake, of St. Joseph Conference. My understanding 
was that Brother Laughbaum’s motion passed a moment ago to sus- 
pend the rules. Then the rules are out. 

THe Presipinc Bisuor. The only motion before us is the one 
offered by Brother Kumler, which is in writing. Are you ready to 
vote ? 

-The question is called for. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. Those in favor will lift the hand; those 
opposed, like sign. It prevails. 
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Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. JI have a 
resolution I would like to offer.

Tue Presipine BisHop. Those in favor will lift the hand; opposed, 
like sign.

Rev. J. A. Hawkins, of Lower Wabash Conference. Our General 
Conference Treasurer informs us there was a practice in some of 
the conferences of charging the publication of their conference min- 
utes to the Home Missionary Board. I wish to offer the following:

Dr. H. H. Four. Now, Mr. Chairman, I want to give three reasons 
for insisting upon the endorsement of this resolution. JI favor it, 
first, because of the beauty of the name. The name “Otterbein” is 
both classical and musical; second, because it means something; of 
all the Church fathers and founders, none respresent a broader edu- 
cation or deeper spiritual life than Philip William Otterbein. Third, 
because of its educational advantages. The answer to every inquiry 
on the vart of our boys and girls concerning the name of Otterbein 
will be a valuable and much-needed contribution to the larger United 
Brethrenism, for which we are now planning. 

Dr. W. R. Funx, of Allegheny Conference. I am sure this is a 
good thing. We have already tried it at Dayton. The United Breth- 
ren Publishing House will retain its commercial name in the United 
Brethren Church; but we have changed the name of the press to 
“The Otterbein Press,” and it is receiving the endorsement of people 
inside and outside of the Church. It gives us the advantage of send- 
ing forth our commercial printing with a short imprint. To our 
own people it revives the name of Otterbein, to the business men who 
patronize us it does not force upon them denominationalism. If it 
will pay us in this proposition that I have just mentioned, I am sure 
it will be of value ‘as suggested by Doctor Fout. [ Applause. ] 

Dr. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash Conference. I would inquire: 
Does that embrace Bible School Literature also? 

Dr. H. H. Four. Yes, sir. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr. We have both now. I don’t know which we 
have most of—Bible school or Sunday school, If it embraces both, 
I am heartily in favor of it. 

Tue Presiping Brsuop. Are you ready? 

Voices. Ready, ready. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. Those favoring the adoption of the paper 
as offered by Doctor Fout will lift the hand; opposed, like sign.

Dr. W. R. Funx. Mr, Chairman, may I have a privilege? I wish 
to move that Mrs. Alva Kauffman, Secretary of the Woman’s Mis-

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Tur Presiping Bisuor. You have heard the motion. Those favor- 
ing will lift the hand; those opposed, like sign. It is ordered. 

Applause greeted Mrs. Kauffman as she came to the platform. 

Tur Presiping Bisuor. TI have the pleasure to introduce to the 
Conference Mrs. Kauffman, the new General Secretary of the 
Woman’s Missionary Association of the Church.

Mrs. Alva Kauffman addressed the Conference as follows: 


Mr. CuatrMAN AND MEMBERS OF TIE GENERAL CONFERENCE: I have 
but a few words to say. I appreciate the honor that has been con- 
ferred upon me in electing me to this office, and I also realize quite 
fully, I think, the responsibility that is attached to it. All I can 
say for the future is that I shall give the very best of myself to the 
work; and I am sure, if this General Conference—the ministers and 
the laymen, who are here, go back to their respective homes and give 
to us the codperation that is due us as an organization, that God’s 
kingdom will be farther advanced in the next quadrennium and 
through the coming years than it has ever been.

Rev. L. A. McIntyre, of Wisconsin Conference. Are we under 
miscellaneous business yet? 

Ture Presminc Bisuor. Yes, sir. e 

Rev. L. A. McIntyre, of Wisconsin Conference. I move that each 
delegate make out his sleeping-car expense and hand it direct to the 
treasurer. JI make that as a motion. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. Will the Conference agree to that? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. Is there any further miscellaneous busi- 
ness? If not, we will resume the discussion of the Report on Min- 
istry of the Church. It is now before you, and the amendment was 
to eliminate this first item. 

F. A. Z. Kumirr. I would like to ask what that amendment is, 
so that we have it before us plainly. As I understand, it brings be- 
fore this body the question as to the standard of the applicant who 
desires to preach or exhort in the United Brethren Church. I wish 
to diseuss it from that standpoint. 

Rev. E. W. Curtis, of Des Moines Conference. May I answer that 
question ? 

Tue Preswwine Bisnop. Will you hear Brother Curtis’ answer? 

F. A. Z. Kumirr. Yes. 

Rev. E. W. Curtis. It does not set up any standard at all.

F. A. Z. Kumurr. The amendment then is to expunge that first 
article ? 

Secretary Siddall, by request, read the first item again. 

F. A. Z. Kumurr. J have heard a great deal through the Telescope, 
also through the bishops, and from the appeals of vacant pulpits, that 
one of the things needed in this Church is more preachers. Now, 
it seems that we are to take one day of the time of this Conference 
to decide, when a man is called by Almighty God, whether you are 
going to give him a chance to prove that he can preach, or be of any 
use to this Church. What we ought to do is to place some power 
behind him. Stir him up to a high standard. The law of demand 
and supply, brethren—whatever you say, high standard or low stand- 
ard—the demand and supply in our Church for ministers will adjust 
this whole matter. In Miami Conference there is a standard. <A 
man could not enter the ministry there without a certain amount of 
education. But there are conferences, such as Southeast Ohio, West 
Virginia, and many other conferences, where men that are graduates 
of colleges, or from schools, or seminaries would not go to seek places. 
There are some fields that men who are educated can succeed in, and 
there are someefields in which they cannot succeed. There are some 
fields that men of high education would not accept if offered to 
them. Let us not make haste in this matter. God can use men 
that we may not think are up to our standard in education. The work 
of the ministry must not be placed upon the same lines as the business 
standard of to-day. The educated minister is a blessing to this 
Church, and I wish we had more of them, but this Church has grown 
as few others have, and many of our best men, our successful men, 
were not men of great education, but men of great power with God 
and the people. If I should ask the members of this Conference to 
stand up—those who first began the ministry that had even a high- 
school education, how many would stand up of this great body? 
Perhaps only a few. 

The whole question is this. We need ministers. We need educated 
ministers. ‘God bless them. And every man certainly knows this 
that I believe in a high standard of education. But I do not believe 
in putting up a bar. When God calls a man to preach the word of 
God, let him try it, layman or no layman. What is all this talk 
here about a layman. If he wants to preach God’s word, let him 
preach whether you call him a minister or not. I have not heard 
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the word “exhorter” for years. I have not heard that. What is the 
difference? The point I want to make is this, brethren: You don’t 
want to put the bars up so that you will keep out of your Church those 
who feel that they are called of God. Give them a trial. That is 
the point that I ask. Give them a chance to preach the word of God, 
and if they cannot do so let each conference provide for itself. But 
don’t bar them out. 

Rev. J. E. Suannon, of White River Conference. With the con- 
sent of the second, after careful consideration, I ask the privilege 
of withdrawing the amendment. 

Pror. A. A. Maysruies, of Miami Conference. I make a point of 
order, that the consent of the person who seconded the motion is not 
sufficient. It takes the consent of this body. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuorp. This brother has thought over this matter, 
and after the discussion has decided to withdraw the motion; has 
changed his mind, and now withdraws the amendment. If you are 
all willing, just say, “Agreed.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed, agreed. 

Voices. Vote, vote. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. Those favoring giving the opportunity 
to withdraw this amendment will lift the hand; those opposed, like 
sign. The opportunity is extended. 

Rey. J. E. Suannon. I withdraw the amendment. 

Tue Preswine Brsnor. Now it is withdrawn. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire, of Erie Conference. I would like to ask if the 
third item, and all that is in that, is before us at the present time. 

Tue Presiprng BisHorp. Those favoring the adoption of the first 
item will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It is adopted. 

Secretary Siddall read item two, as follows: 


DUTIES OF LAY PREACHERS. 

2. Lay preachers shall make appointments wherever acceptable to 
the people; read portions of the Holy Scriptures, preaching and ex- 
horting therefrom; give Bible readings; encourage Christians, that - 
they with purpose of heart should cleave to the Lord, and sinners to 
flee the wrath to come; and this they shall do as often as practicable. 

Tur Presiping Bisnorp. Those favoring will lift the hand; those 
opposed, like sign. It is adopted. 

Seeretary Siddall read item three, as follows: 


3. The license of a lay preacher is subject to renewal annually, at 
the discretion of the quarterly conference. 
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Secretary Siddall read item four, as follows: 


On page 44, Section II., paragraph one, second line, after the word 
“he,” add the words “or she,” making the line read as follows: “must 
obtain from the class of which he or she is a member,” ete. Also 
same section, in third line, after word “members,” strike out the next 
clause, reading, “at a meeting called for that purpose,’ and in lieu 
thereof, insert the following: “present at a meeting called and duly 
announced for that purpose,” making the item to read: “Any person 
wishing license to preach, must obtain from the-class of which he or 
she is a member, by a two-thirds vote of the members present, called 
and duly announced for that purpose, a recommendation,” ete. Also 
in same section, on page 45, second line from top of page beginning 
at the semicolon, strike out the next twenty words, reading: “pro- 
vided, however, that none shall receive license who have not passed 
the Bible Normal Union course, or its fair equivalent,” and in her 
thereof, insert the following: “provided, however, that none shall 
receive license who have not passed the Teacher Training Course, 
or its full equivalent, and whose educational attainments must be 
equivalent to the completion of a public-school course, half way 
through the standard high-school grade, or to the completion of half 
the standard academic course necessary to entering the freshman class 
of a standard college.” 


Dr. R. J. Wurtz, of Erie Conference. I beg leave to submit the 
following amendment: 


In the third line from the last where it says “whose educational 
attainments must be equivalent to the completion of a public-school 
course, half way through the standard high-school grade, or to the 
completion of half the standard academic course necessary to entering 
the freshman class of a standard college.” I move you that we strike 
out the word “equivalent” in the third line from the bottom, and add 
the words “except under extraordinary cases” to the last line.

Dr. R. J. Wuirn. I have a second to this. Can I speak to this 
now ¢ 

THE Presiping Bisnop, It is before you; you can speak to the 
amendment. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire. I am in favor of this higher qualification, but 
necessarily, brethren, you must in some way leave it to be interpreted 
and construed by somebody as to what this high-school course is. 
Now, we well know that a high-school course means the completion 
of algebra and geometry; it means having two or three years of 
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language, or two years of one language and one of a second language. 
It means the completion of physical geography and a lot of those 
studies. It means a four years’ course after the public school is 
completed, which is really twelve years of training. 

Now, that is not too much for a preacher to have, provided he can 
get it. But we find this to be true that there are men in our churches 
whose hearts are stirred by the Spirit of God; men thirty years of 
age—thirty-five years of age; the men who have not had these ad- 
vantages. And yet these men are called of God, and we send them 
out. They have had really the equivalent of a high-school course, 
but they didn’t get it in the high-school course. Now you say you 
put in that word “equivalent” up there. Now the interpretation of 
that word “equivalent”—of course, the brother objected this morning 
because we added the words “extraordinary cases.” But who deter- 
mines what the extraordinary cases may be? The Conference of 
Miami may put a special interpretation upon that. The Conference 
of Columbia River may put another interpretation upon it, and we 
in Erie another. Now, no matter what sort of a term we have in 
there, somebody has got to interpret it, and I think that it would 
be better to put it so that it would be stated a little more clearly. 
Hence, I favor this amendment that we strike out the word “equiva- 
lent,” and it will read this way: “and whose educational attainments 
must be the completion of a public-school course, half way through 
the standard high-school grade, or to the completion of half the stand- 
ard academic course necessary to entering the freshman class of a 
standard college, except under extraordinary cases.” 

Tue Presipinag BisHorp. The amendment is before you. 

The question is called for. 

Tur Presiping BisHop. Are you ready? Those favoring the 
amendment offered by Doctor White will lift the hand; opposed, like 
sign. It prevails. 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. Are you ready to vote upon the item as 
amended ? 

The question is called for. 

Tuer Presiping Bisnor. Those favoring the item as amended will 
lift the hand; opposed, same sign. It is adopted. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 45, Section II., strike out all of paragraph five and in lieu 
thereof, insert the following: 
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5. No person who habitually uses tobacco in any form shall be 
granted license to preach the gospel, unless said applicant shall 
solemnly promise to immediately and ever afterward abstain. from 
said use. Any person having so promised, but afterward refuses to 
abstain from its use, shall have his license revoked by the quarterly 
conference of which he is a member. 


Tuer Presipinc Bisuor. Are you ready for this item? 

Rev. J. E. Suannon. I move to strike out all of the first sentence 
after the word “gospel,” and for the reason that, if he is going to 
quit a month after he gets his license, he can just as well quit a 
month before. There is no use of saying unless he promises. Let 
him quit. : 

Seconded. : 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. It is before you. Are you ready to vote 
upon this amendment to strike out all following the word “gospel” ? 
Those favoring this will indicate by uplifted hand; opposed, same 
sign. It prevails. Those favoring the item as amended will lift 
the hand; opposed, the same sign. It is adopted. 

Seeretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 46, Section III., paragraph one, first line, strike out first 
two words, namely: “every person,” and insert instead, “any person, 
male or female,’ making said line to read, “Any person, male or 
female, proposed as a preacher shall be examined,” ete. 


Tue Presiping Bisuorp. As many as are favorable to this will say 
“A greed.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipinc Bistorp. Read the next item. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 47, Section III., paragraph two, strike out all of items 
thirteen and fourteen, and following item twelve of said-paragraph. 
Insert the following paragraph, namely: “Educational Requirements.” 

3. (1) Educational attainments equivalent to the completion of 
a standard academy, or a standard high-school course, be required 
for admission to the annual conference. 


Tue Presipinc Bisnop. All favoring will say “Agreed.” > 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


2. That the foregoing, in adition to the completion of the quarterly 
and annual conference courses of study, be required for ordination. . 
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Tue Presipinc Bisnor. All favorable will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


3. That the ideal preparation for efficient work in the ministry 
is a full college course, followed by a theological course, to which 
standard we earnestly urge our young ministers to aspire. 

THE Presiprinc BisHor. All favorable will say “Agreed.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 47, Section III., strike out all of paragraph three, with 
its caption, namely: “Licensing Women.” 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. All favoring will say “Agreed.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Pass on to the next item. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 48, Section IIJ., paragraph six, line three, strike out the 
word “shall,” and insert the word “may,” making the sentence to 
read: “The license of any preacher, who uses tobacco, may, upon 
proper evidence, be revoked by the annual conference.” 


Tur Presiping Bisuop. All favoring will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 48, Section III., after paragraph seven, insert the follow- 
ing paragraph in lieu of item fourteen on page 47, as follows: 
SACRAMENTS AND UNORDAINED PREACHERS. 


8. Unordained annual conference preachers who are engaged in 
the active work of the ministry, and who are regularly and indus- 
triously pursuing their courses of study, may be permitted by their 
annual conference to administer the sacraments of the Church. 


Tur Presiping Bisnop. All favorable will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 49, Section III., paragraph 10, in second line from top 
of the page, strike out the word “or” and insert the word “and,” read- 
ing: “signed by the president and secretary.” 


True Presiine Bisuop. All favorable will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
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Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 49, Section IIL., paragraph thirteen, first line, strike out 
the word “minister” and insert the word “pastor,” making the line 
to read: “It shall be the duty of every pastor to take an offering,” ete. 


Tue Presipine BisHor. All favoring will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 50, Section V., paragraph four, item two, “Superannuated 
Itinerants” strike out the last sentence of said item, beginning with 
the words, “Any of these having served for twenty or more years,” 
ete. 


Tue Presiping Bisuor. All favorable will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 52, Section VI., strike out all of paragraph seven. 


THE Presipine Bisuop. All favoring will say “Agreed.” 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


On page 57, strike out all of Section IX., and in lieu thereof, insert 

the following: 
SECTION IX, 
Trial of Preachers—Quarterly Conference Preachers. 

1. When a quarterly conference preacher, or lay preacher, is 
accused of any misdemeanor, the pastor of the charge where said 
preacher holds his or her church membership shall appoint one or 
more competent persons as a committee to inquire into the nature of 
the complaints, and if there be grounds for charges, and the accused 
fails to make restitution and proper expressions of repentance, the 
committee shall prefer charges against the accused; if not, the 
committee shall report to the next quarterly conference, of which the 
accused is a member, that there is no cause for further action. If 
charges are preferred, the quarterly conference shall appoint a prose- 
cutor, whose duty it shall be to notify the accused to choose a com- 
mitteeman, the prosecutor choosing a committeeman in behalf of the 
Church, and these two a third, all of whom shall be members of the 
Church, before which committee the case shall be tried. The prose- - 
cutor shall notify the pastor of the charge when said committee has 
been properly formed, and it shall be the duty of the pastor to 
appoint the time and place of trial, giving not less than twenty 
nor more than thirty days’ notice, and-he shall also act as chairman 
in the case. If a majority of the committee be satisfied that the 
accusation is sustained the chairman shall require the accused to hold 
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his or her peace until the quarterly conference, where the accused 
hall be accountable, and it shall be the duty of the committee to 
transmit in written form the proceedings and findings of said trial 
to the quarterly conference, and if the findings are sustained the 
accused shall be suspended, expelled, or otherwise dealt with, as the 
quarterly conference may determine. But should the accused, after 
being duly notified, refuse, or neglect, or fail to choose a committee- 
man, the quarterly conference shall appoint a committee of three 
persons, who shall hear the case and decide. 


Pror. Mark Kepprn, of California Conference. It seems to me 
that some questions may arise in regard to that word “misdemeanor.” 
Misdemeanor has a stated meaning in the civil and penal codes, and 
we might get into trouble from the use of that word unless it is the 
intention of the committee, in submitting this, to use the word with 
the meaning that attaches to it in the law. Of course, if that is the 
intention, I see no reason why it should not stand. But, if the 
intention is to speak of scriptural offenses (that is defined), it would 
be better, it seems to me, to substitute some word for the word “mis- 
demeanor.” Scriptural offenses would be better. If a member is 
accused of a misdemeanor, he should be taken before a magistrate. 
If he is tried in the Church for a misdemeanor, he will be liable to 
civil action, when the offense is only a scriptural offense; and some- 
times when a man’s feelings are hurt, he will go to law for redress 
and make trouble. I would like to amend and insert the words 
“scriptural offense” for the word “misdemeanor.” 

Seconded. ~ 5: 

Rey. W. Z. Ropserts, of Sandusky Conference. The word is 
broader than has been interpreted, and aside from that, if only that 
meaning attached—just simply the offense that the law recognizes— 
I should like to ask if this Church, where acts of that sort might 
exist, would care to remain quiet until the courts would pass upon 
the case. The word is purposely placed there, I believe, and covers 
the ground that we want to cover. We hope that a case will not 
arise, but should it arise, we have the law in advance. That is the 
thought. 

The question is called for. 

Tur Presipinc BisHor. Are-you ready to vote upon the amend- 
ment ? 

Bisuop Carrer. I favor the amendment offered by Brother Kep- 
pel. Some of the other churches say any conduct contrary to the 
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Word of God and he uses the words “scriptural offense,” which has 
about the same meaning. JI think it is more in harmony with matters 
pertaining to the kingdom of God than the term that is used, and I 
support it> ; 

Tur Presiping Bishop. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisuop. Those favoring the amendment will lift 
the hand; opposed, like sign. It prevails. : 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The item as amended is before you. 

Rey. W. C. Minter, of West Nebraska Conference. JI have another 
amendment. It seems to me the time given for the trial is too long. 
There is nothing more detrimental to a church or institution than 
to put off the trial of an offense longer than necessary. It should 
not take over twenty or thirty days to notify the necessary parties 
and give the trial in any case. On page eleven, or on line eleven, 
of the second page of this section, we find the time given to be as 
follows: “giving not less than twenty nor more than thirty days’ 
notice.” J move an amendment that these words be changed: twenty 
to ten, and thirty to twenty days; so it will read, “giving not less 
than ten nor more than twenty days’ notice.” 

This was not seconded. 

Tuer Presipinc Bishop. Are you ready to vote upon the item as 
amended? Those favoring the adoption of the item as amended will 
lift the hand; those opposed, like sign. It is adopted. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


Annual Conference Preachers. 


2. When a preacher or elder is accused of immorality, tresspass, 
imprudent conduct, or disobedience to the order and discipline of 
the Church, the presiding elder of the district, in the bounds of which 
the accused shall reside or hold membership, shall appoint a preacher, 
who shall take with him another preacher, or leader, and examine into 
the charge; but as the Apostle says (I. Tim. 5:19): “Against an elder 
receive not an accusation, but before two or three witnesses.” If it¢ 
should appear that said reports are well founded, the examiners shall 
prefer charges against the accused; if not, he shall report to the next 
quarterly conference, of which the accused is a member, that he 
found no cause for action. If charges are preferred, the quarterly 
conference shall appoint a prosecutor, whose duty it shall be to notify 
the accused in writing, setting forth all the charges preferred against 
him. He shall also notify him to choose an elder as his committee- 
man, the prosecutor choosing an elder as committeeman in behalf of 
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the Church, and these two a third elder or preacher, before which 
committee the ease shall be tried. ‘The prosecutor shall also notify 
the presiding elder of the district, and it shall be the duty of the 
presiding elder to appoint the time and place of trial, giving not 
less than twenty nor more than forty days’ notice in the parties con- 
cerned, and he shall also act as chairman in the case. Should a 
majority of the committee be satisfied that the accusation is sus- 
tained, they shall require him to hold his peace until the annual 
conference, where he shall be accountable, and it shall be the duty of 
the committee to transmit, in writing, the entire proceedings of said 
trial to the annual conference, where the accused shall have a hearing 
before the conference, or a committee thereof; and if the findings are 
sustained, he shall be suspended, expelled, or otherwise dealt with, 
as the conference may determine. 

But should the accused, after having been duly notified, refuse or 
neglect to comply in choosing his committeeman and notifying the 
prosecutor within fifteen days, the presiding elder shall suspend him 
until the annual conference, where, if he shall refuse to appear, he 
shall be dealt with according to the judgment of the conference; 
provided, however, if he be an elder, elders only shall vote in the case; 
and provided further, that if the committeemen chosen by the prose- 
eutor and accused fail to agree as to the third member of the 
committee, then the quarterly conference shall appoint said com- 
mitteeman. If the accused or prosecutor be a presiding elder or 
bishop, the presiding elder or bishop, as the case may be, next 
adjoining shall act as chairman in the trial; provided, that in confer- 
ences having only one presiding elder, the bishop shall appoint a 
chairman to act in the ease. 

3. The foregoing relates only to annual conference members. 


Rev. W. C. Miturr, of West Nebraska Conference. I have my 
opinion. I call attention to the time given for trial. This extends 
from twenty to forty days. I move as an amendment that the word 
“forty” be changed to “thirty.” I have had some little experience 
along this line, and I know there is nothing more detrimental to the 
Church, especially in a case where it is a minister or a preacher, to 
allow the trial to be prolonged. 

Dr. Grorce Minier. ‘The brother is out of order. That action 
has been taken, and cannot be considered without a reconsideration 
here. 

Tre Presiping Bisuop. If you wish to amend it, make a motion. 

Rev. W. C. Minter. I did, but there was no second. 

Seconded by Rev. W. H. Washinger. 

Tur Presipive Bisuor. Now, you can speak to your amendment. 
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Rey. W. ©. Mittrr. I was going to say this: That I thought there 
was nothing more detrimental to the Church in a case where charges 
are presented against a minister or pastor than to allow it to drag 
along; and here six weeks may be allowed before it is brought to trial. 
If the brother is guilty, he ought to be brought to trial, and he ought 
to be silenced; and if not, he ought to be put beyond suspicion. And 
forty days is too long to wait, in my judgment. I move that the 
word forty in the seventeenth line be changed to thirty. 

THE Presipinc Bisuop. It is before you. Are you ready? Those 
favoring the adoption of the amendment changing forty to thirty 
lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It prevails. 

Dr. R. J. Wurrs, of Erie Conference. I wish for information. I 
think this is a very important item, and while I have a motion ready, 
I want to ask a question. Now notice, it says that if they find the 
accusation sustained, they shall require him to hold his peace. Now, 
supposing that brother is arraigned for disobedience to an order of 
_ the Church. Now the brother might be disobedient to an order of 
the Church and be a very efficient man, and be right at heart; and yet 
a committee who were prejudiced against that man, and who were 
willing to prosecute him, might arraign him for disobedience in some 
particular. He might have neglected pastoral visiting, as the Dis- 
cipline orders, and if he is found guilty, it makes no difference how 
trivial the offense, that man must necessarily hold his peace. That - 
committee has no discretionary power to forgive him. The annual 
conference might have power to pass it over, but he must necessarily 
pass it over. I submit that as an amendment. Isn’t there some way 
to get at the matter so as to modify it? 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. Will you just stop a moment? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed, 

Tue Presiprne Brsnop. It is my painful duty to announce that 
Rev. C. T. Stearn has died and been taken home. Now, won’t you 
stand and let Bishop Castle offer a prayer ? 

Bishop Castle offered the following prayer upon the announcement 
of the death of Dr. C. T.-Stearn, of Pennsylvania Conference, and 
a delegate for many years to the General Conference: : 


Oh, our Father, we stand in this very solemn presence at this 
moment to recall —with greater emphasis possibly, and with greater 
force than we have known through all these years that we are all 
treading in the pathway that finally comes to an end in this earthly 
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career; that we are all treading in the pathway that finally ends at 
the grave. But we rejoice to believe that in Jesus Christ our real 
true life leads on beyond the grave, which can only be the home of 
the body; and that through the endless cycles of the coming eterni- 
ties we shall live the life that we have been redeemed to, and that 
has been given to us in the person of Jesus Christ. We thank thee 
that thou hast said that “He that believeth and liveth in me shall 
never die.” 

While we have at this moment in this General Conference the sad 
news in a human way, the human view of our brother’s form, of his 
passing into the beyond, we would most devoutly thank thee for all 
these years of splendid life and service that thou has permitted him 
to render to the Church and to the kingdom of God. And now we 
pray. that we may all be impressed with the thought of faithfulness 
in the work to which we have been called. For we stand in this 
critical relationship where we decide our future destiny, and we 
settle here that problem which of all is the most important, whether 
we shall stand in the unending years, the ages of the ages, with God, 
with Jesus Christ in glory, or whether we shall be brought among 
those who are driven into the darkness, where no star will ever meet 
the eye, where no sun shall ever rise, where there shall never be the 
dawning of a morning. 

We thank thee, our Father, that our brother, as we believe, has 
entered upon that bright morning, which shall never know the even- 
ing; that he is enjoying that sun-rise that shall never know the 
sunset; that he is already ushered into the presence of the thousands 
that he has known in life, and in the presence of those that he has 
won to Jesus during his ministry. 

And now we pray thee to bless the Church, the whole denomination 
of which he was a member. We pray especially thy blessing upon his 
friends and upon his brethren who stand in this presence this moment 
with bowed heads. O God, may thy grace in the fullness of Christ’s 
life come to every one of these brethren, and may it come to the 
whole Conference. May they be endowed with purposes of power and 
faithfulness; may they be renewed in these purposes of loyalty to 
Christ, and faithfulness until he ealls them. 

And now we pray more especially for that little circle where there 
is now an empty seat, where the shadows have fallen heaviest 
and deepest, where the room is so dull and dark from the human 
_ view, where everything is so still, where the feet are all muffled, where 
they tread so softly, and where there are heart bursts that come out 
through every vein of expression of the face. Oh, we pray that 
Jesus, like as he did to that family of old where there were the three 
living together, the brother and two sisters, that he may come into 
this home and that he may stay with them, and may his presence more 
than make up for the loss of this one that is gone, for the absence of 
this one. - Now, we pray, O thou Christ, that they may know some- 
thing as they never know before what thou dost mean when thou dost 
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say in the midst of the lamentation of the people, “I am glad.” Oh, 
how cheerless and cold such an expression in such a moment; but 
thou dost say, “I am glad for your sakes.” Oh, may we know how 
Jesus more than compensates, when he comes, for all our losses, 
and may it be so in this hour. 

And now, we pray thee to bless the funeral services and those that 
may be present, and may they all be conducted in harmony with thy 
law, and may we all be the better and the nobler and the truer for 
this. And may it be the purpose of every one of us to regird our- 
selves for the purposes of faithfulness for Jesus Christ. In the 
name of Jesus Christ we ask it, and all glory be to our God and our 
Father, and in the name of our dear brother, the elder son. Amen. 


Dr.-C. I. B. Brine. If the Conference permit, I wish to say a 
word respecting this. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

‘THe Presipina BisHop. Will you hear Doctor Brane say a word 
with reference to the death of Doctor Stearn? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Dr. C. I. B.-Brane spoke as follows: 


I have known this brother ever since I entered the ministry. I was 
associated with him all through these years in a social sense, and in 
the great work in which we are all engaged, and I experience a sense 
of personal bereavement at this moment. T had not heard, until the 
chair announced it, of his death. 

Robert Ingersol said, at the grave of his brother, who had requested 
him to speak on that occasion, “Life is a narrow vale. We strive in 
vain to look beyond the heights. We ery aloud, and the only answer 
is the echo of our wailing ery. From the voiceless lips of the unreply- 
ing dead there comes no word, but in the night of death, hope sees 
a star, and listening love can hear the rustle of a wing.” 

I have often wondered what the wings were he referred to, for I 
have often heard him say that there are no angels. But I bless God 
for a better philosophy than he has. IT am glad, as we stand here 
amid the changing and failing conditions of life—I am glad to lean 
upon the substantial foundation of this Christian house of faith, in 
which we spiritually live and move and have our being. Some day 
you and I shall receive our last call and the highest assignment in 
the range of life in which we are called in the providence of God. 
Thus we shall move out of the earthly house of thy tabernacle into 
the nobler vestment of immortality, resembling the glorified body of 
our risen Lord and Master. 

I have often felt discouraged in life when there are obstacles in my 
pathway. I often wished when the battle is hot and hard, and when 
I didn’t seem to succeed as I would like to—I often wished that I 
could go to my aged mother, as I used to do when I was a boy, with 
the story of my lost marbles or broken bat or some other sorrow that 
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came to my childhood, but alas, my good mother has been called to 
her rest in the painful shuffle of passing years. 

But I praise God he has promised to be everything to us in 
affliction, and especially under circumstances of this kind. He said, 
“T am the resurrection and the life. He that believeth on me, 
though were he dead, yet shall he live; and whosoever believeth in 
me, he shall never die.” I bless God for the hope of meeting this 
brother and the dear friends besides him who have gone on, and for 
the blessed prospect that some day, when the ransomed of the Lord 
shall come to heaven, when we shall all meet without the loss of one. 
God help us to feel in this day of rapid transit and cable communica- 
tion, almost from pole to pole, of wireless telegraphy and heartless 
push for place and power no matter at what or whose expense, let us 
all remember, this solemn moment—-especially the young men and 
women—that the highest privilege of life is not to make money, is 
not to become famous, is not in having a good time, but to make a 
life that shall be a praise to God and a blessing to humanity. 


At this point the ballots for the Church Erection Board was 
distributed by the Board of Tellers, of which Professor Keppel was 
chairman. 

Tur Presiping Bisnop. In order to expedite business, I think we 
can proceed to the vote for editor of the Watchword.

The Alternate Board of Tellers, Rev. C. W. Brewbaker, Chairman, 
took charge of the ballot.

And 
now the Alternate Board will wait upon the delegates, and you will 
cast your votes for editor of the Watchword.

Tur Presipine Bisuor. The ballot is closed and the tellers will 
retire. 

The tellers retired to count the vote. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. We will now proceed to the discussion of 
the Report of the Committee on Ministry of the Church. Doctor 
White had the floor. 

Dr. R. J. Wurre, of Erie Conference. To meet the difficulty, that 
I just suggested, I move you insert the words “and he is found 
guilty of a serious offense” after the word “sustained,” at the begin- 
ning of the sixth line from the bottom of the first paragraph of 
item second. It would then read—that part of it—“should a ma- 
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jority of the committee be satisfied that the accusation is sustained, 
and he is found quilty of a serious offense, they shall require him to 
hold his peace until the annual conference,” ete. 

THe Presiping Bisnop. Is there a second to that amendment? 

Rey. R. J. Wurre. Yes, it is seconded by N. J. MelIntyre, J. P. 
Landis, and W. H. Washinger. 

The question is called for. 

THE Preswine BisHop. Those favoring the amendment will lift 
the hand. : 

Rey. W. Z. Roperts, of Sandusky Conference. I scarcely see any- 
thing in that as presented by the committee. If the charges are 
sustained, and this is the result of the trial before a competent 
committee carefully selected, I don’t see that it adds anything. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire. It is simply a safeguard. Supposing that a 
brother is accused of a minor offense like negligence in regard to 
some disciplinary matter, and that brother confesses his neglect and 
asks to be forgiven, why, it may be ten months before the annual 
conference; but according to the strict interpretation of the law, 
that man would have to be silent no matter how trivial the offense 
may be. It is simply a safe-guard. 

Rev. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. I move the previous 
question. 

Seconded. 

THe Preswine Bisuor. All favoring this motion that the main 
question will now be put will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It 
is adopted. Now those favoring the item as amended will lift the 
hand; opposed, like sign. The item as amended is adopted. 

Rey. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. A question of privilege. 
There are two committees to come before the General Conference. 
I would move that we suspend the rules so as to bring a short resolu- 
tion before the General Conference that can be disposed of by vote, 
or by a very short discussion. We would like to have a statement 
from Doctor Fries. Aside from that it need not be discussed. So 
I make a motion to suspend the rules to bring this motion in. 

Seconded. . 

THE Presipinc Bisnor. You have heard the motion to suspend the 
rules so that an item can be brought before the General Conference 
for immediate consideration. Those in favor of suspending the rules 


will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. They are suspended. Now, 
present your item. 
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Dr. W. O. Fries, of Sandusky Conference. There seems to be a 
sort of general feeling that the work assigned to the Sunday School 
Committee and that of the Young People’s Work might be done 
together; that the two might be correlated. Therefore, IJ am going 
to ask for the resolution that was passed by the two committees in 
joint session to-day at noon. The resolution is in the hands of Profes- 
sor Ambrose, secretary of the joint committee; that will be brought be- 
fore you, and if you will endorse it, it will help them in their work. . 

Pror. H. M. AmsBrosz, of Northeast Kansas Conference, offered the 
following: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this General Conference that the 
Bible school and Young People’s work be coordinated under the 
management of one board, and that the respective committees be 
instructed to form plans of work. 

(Signed) By Vorr or Two ComMMITTEES. 


Rey. Grorce Mitier, of Des Moines Conference. I move the 
adoption of the resolution. 

Seconded. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. Before this is adopted 
may I bring up another matter relative to the correlation of the 
Men’s Movement with these? The Men’s Movement has this to 
present: That the Men’s Movement be correlated with the Sunday 
school, and that the General Conference elect a secretary; and there 
is where we fail to agree. Some want to consolidate it with the 
Sunday-school movement, and some of the brethren believe that the 
Men’s Movement should be separate in itself, and that the General 
Conference should elect a secretary. 

But what I want to say is that the thought of this special Com- 
mitte on Men’s Movement is to merge the Bible classes and brother- 
hood work in the Sunday school, and put it under the direction of 
the Sunday-School Board. I want to say that so that if you want 
to make it a part of the Sunday-School Department you can do so, 
and this committee will have to work to it. If you leave it apart, 
we will work out our separate plans for the Men’s Movement. 

Rey. L. L. Eptey, of West Nebraska Conference. I move that the 
Men’s Movement be placed under the control of the Sunday-School 
Board. 

Seconded. 
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THe Presipine BisHor. It is moved and seconded that the Men’s 
Movement be placed under the control of the Sunday-School Board. 
Those favoring will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It prevails. 

Dr. 8. S. Hoven, of Allegheny Conference. I rise to a question 
of privilege. As I understand it, there were two motions. The first 
was the combining of the Young People’s work and the Sunday-school 
work, and then there was a sort of a side issue that was brought in. 
Did we vote on both of them? My understanding is that we voted 
on one only. ; 

THe Presmine Bistor. The motion was to correlate one with the 
other. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. Can we not vote on the original motion ? 

THe Presiping Bisnop. Those favoring the original motion will 
lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It is adopted. Those favoring 
the motion as amended will lift the hand: opposed, like sign. It 
is adopted. 

THE Presipinc-BisHor. Now, let us announce the names of the 
additional Board of Tellers. M. B. Spayd, J. N. Hanes, F. H. Neff, 
Prof. Robert Antle, Harry Miller, H. R. Hess.

Seeretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


Trial of Bishops and Presiding Elders. 

4, When a presiding elder shall be accused of any misdemeanor, 
immoral conduct, or disobedience to the order and discipline of the 
Church, the bishop of the district, in the bounds of which the accused 
shall reside or hold membership, shall appoint a committee of three 
elders, who shall examine into the complaints, and should the accused 
be a bishop, then the Board of Bishops shall appoint a hke committee. 
If it shall appear that said complaints are well founded, the com- 
mittee shall prefer charges against the accused; if not, the committee 
shall report to his quarterly conference that they found no grounds 
for action. .If charges are preferred his quarterly conference shall 
appoint a prosecutor, whose duty it shall be to notify the accused, 
in writing, setting forth all the charges preferred against him. He 
shall also notify him to choose a committeeman, the prosecutor choos- 
ing a committeeman in behalf of the Church, and these two a third, 
all of whom shall be elders, before whom the case shall be tried. 
The prosecutor shall also notify the bishop or Board of Bishops, and 
it shall be the duty of the bishop or the Board of Bishops to appoint 
the time and place of trial, giving not less than twenty nor more 
than forty days’ notice. The bishop, or some one appointed by the 
Board of Bishops, shall act as chairman in the case. Should a ma- 
jority of the committee be satisfied that the accusation is sustained, 
they shall require him to hold his peace until the sitting of his con- 
ference, where he shall be accountable, and it shall be the duty of the 
committee to transmit, in writing, to said annual conference, the 
entire proceedings of said trial, where the accused shall have a hear- 
ing before the conference or a committee thereof, and if the findings 
are sustained, he shall be suspended, expelled, or otherwise dealt with, 
as the conference may determine. 


Tue Presipinc BisHor. Are you ready to vote upon this item? 
Those favoring its adoption will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. 
It is adopted. Now, will you vote upon the entire paper? 
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F, A. Z. Kumurr, of Miami Coamirencs: I would like to present 
a motion to come in under the Ministry of the Church—an amend- 
ment, or rather an insert. May I read it? 

Tue Presipine BisHop. What item does it refer to? 

F. A. Z. Kumurr. The resolution is as follows: 


-Page 59 of the Discipline, Section XI. Insert as item two. When 
a member of the Church changes residence the pastor of the congre- 
gation from which he moves shall at once send to the pastor of the 
congregation to which he moves, the name and address of the member 
so Moving.

Rey. J. McMinten, of Northwest Kansas Conference. I think that 
ought to have there, membership enrolled within the bounds of con- 
ference. 

Rev. E. H. Suuny, of Northern Illinois Conference. If I under- 
stand that motion, I am in favor of it. I would like to hear it read 
again, please. 

F. A. Z. Kumler read the motion. 

Rey. E. H. Suuny. *I move the adoption of the amendment. 

Rey. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. I wish you would 
say this: That the pastor be instructed to transfer a member im- 
mediately, unless otherwise requested. 

Voices. No, no. , 

Rey. J. S. Fuiron, of Allegheny Conference. I don’t know how it 
is, Mr. Bishop, in other parts of the Church, but I know how it is in 
our section of the Church, and I know that other churches all 
around us are reaping a rich harvest by having such a provision in 
the laws of their church. ' There is in every city and town, wherein 
we preach, from ten to forty or fifty members who have moved there, 
and for purely sentimental reasons are leaving their membership at 
the original place, and are lost to the Church. In the town in which 
I now live the father of a most excellent young lady moved therein. 
All his life he had been a member of the United Brethren Church, 
but had lived out of the reach of the Church for a number of years, 
and some members of his family had gone into a sister church: 
When they moved to Greensburg, it was the intention for the chil- 
dren of this home to go to the United Brethren Church with their 
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parents, but before they had time the former pastor of this sister 
echureh had transferred them to the church there. They were notified 
that the transfer was there and on deposit, and this occurred with 
two or three of the best families that we had when they moved in 
there. 

Their transfers were there on their arrival before the goods were 
unpacked and those churches held them. So I believe the proper 
thing for us to do is to send the transfer of the member unless it is 
otherwise requested, that it remain at home. 

Sroretary Snyper. I think the position taken by Brother Gruver 
is the proper position. If you go out over the western portion of 
our country, you will find hundreds and almost thousands of persons, 
who were formerly members of our churches in the East, who have 
been lost for lack of some information. My son, who is pastor of 
one of our churches in Chanute, Kansas, told me, when I was at his 
house, that they have one hundred good United Brethren in Kansas 
who have had membership in the East somewhere; but no mention 
had been made of them, so they dropped off into other churches, or 
out in the world. He said there were some persons now living in 
Chanute that were once members of the church I first was pastor of. 
In searching for them, I found one brother whose father was the 
itinerant minister in the conference in Illinois in the church where 
I first served. And this man was a member of that church also, 
and he moved into the West, and had never connected himself with 
any church until, at the time of my visit, when he came into our 
organization again. But he had been neglected; had drifted into a 
sort of obscure life, and had become lost to the Church. 

I think there ought to be some way of transferring members that 
go to live permanently into remote places, so that they may not be 
lost to the Church. Of course, if there is a personal request for the 
membership to remain where they are, then it would be very im- 
proper to give information of*their movements. But where they 
move to remain permanently, I think there ought to be something to 
designate their former standing so that they may not be lost to the 
Church. 

Bisuop Weextey. I hope the amendment offered by Brother 
Gruver will be adopted. Ii is what we need. Hundreds and thou- 
sands of our people are lost because they are not looked after, and 
too often in the way he indicates. I sincerely hope you will have it 
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in your hearts to adopt that amendment, and you will save the people 
who move from the East to the West. Do it, brethren. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. J. S. Futron. I simply ask the privilege for the Committee 
on Nominations to be allowed to retire to complete three boards that 
they may come to this body before adjournment, and go into the 
hands of the printer, 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. W. S. Lynpz, of East Nebraska Conterence. It is understood 
that the transfer is to be sent without consulting the member? I 
think you are taking a good deal of liberty without asking the mem- 
ber. I am positively against any such action. 

THE Presipine Bisnor. Now the vote will be upon the amendment 
to the amendment; that instead of sending the names and addresses 
of the members, that the pastor shall send the trasfer unless the 
member requests to be left alone. 

F. A. Z. Kumurr. I will accept Brother Gruver’s amendment. 

THE Presipine BisHop. Brethren, help us in the great States where 
we lose so many members. Those favoring will lift the hand; op- 
posed, like sign. It prevails. Those in favor of adopting this Report. 
of the Committee on Ministry of the Church will lift the hand; 
opposed, like sign. It is adopted. 

Preswent W. E. Scue tt. By action of the Conference yesterday 
the Report from the Committee on Education was to lie on the table 
until the Report of the Ministry was considered. Is that Report on 
Education now before the body 2 

Tue Presiprng Bisuop, A report lies on the table until you take 
it up. 

Presipent Scuent. The motion was that it lie on the table until 
the Report on Ministry was considered. Does that not bring up the 
other ? 

THE Presiping Bisnor. The Repert of the Committee on Eduea- 
tion is now before the Conference. 

Secretary Siddall read item eight of the Report of the Committee 
on Education, as follows: . 


8. (a) That candidates for the ministry may be licensed as lay- 
preachers, according to the diseretion of the quarterly conference. 

(b) That educational attainments, equivalent to the completion 
of a public-school course, half way through the standard high-school 
grade, or to the completion of half the standard academy course 
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necessary to entering the freshman class of a standard college, be 
required for admission to the quarterly conference. 

(e) That educational attainments equivalent to the completion of 
a standard academy, or a standard high-school course, be required for 
admission to the annual conference. 

(d) That the foregoing, in addition to the completion of the 
annual conference course of reading, be required for ordination. 

(e) ‘That the ideal preparation for efficient work in the ministry 
is a full college course, followed by a theological course, to which 
standard we earnestly urge our young ministers to aspire. 

These recommendations, touching the educational qualifications 
for the ministry, contemplate corresponding changes in the Discipline, 
in Section II, Item 1, page 44 and 45, and in Section III, Item 4, 
pages 47 and 48. 


Rey. L. L. Ertry, of West Nebraska Conference. I move to amend 
by striking out every part of item eight with all accompanying parts.

REPORT ON GOVERNMENT OF CHURCH. 

We, your Committee on Government of the Church, to whom was 
referred Chapter V.. pages 30-43 of the’ Discipline, beg to submit the 
following report: 

Section I., item, page 30, strike out the words “where it is,” in 
second line, and insert in their stead the word “if”; also strike out 
the fourteen words after the word “and,” in the third line, and before 
the word “official,” in the fourth line, making the sentence read as 
follows: “A local church may be divided into two or more classes, 
if deemed proper to do so, by the p»stor and official board.” 
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Same page, item 3, change the words “desirable to,” in fourth line, 
to read “desired by”; also, in fifth line, insert the words “to be” be- 
tween the words “members and so,” thus making the paragraph read 
as follows: “When a quarterly conference deems it impracticable 
to maintain the organization of a church in any place, whatever mem- 
bers remain shall be by the pastor transferred to such class as may 
be desired by the member or members to be so transferred.” 

Page 31, Section II., item 4, add the following: “and shall make 
regular reports of his work and the condition of his class to the official 
board and quarterly conference.” ; 

Page 32, Section IV., insert the words “a committee appointed by” 
between the words “of”? and “the,” in sixth line, thus making the 
clause read as follows: “and disburse the same under the direction of 
a committee appointed by the official board,” ete. 

Page 33, insert the following as Section VI.: 


Church Treasurer. 

There shall be a Church treasurer, who shall be the custodian of 
all Church funds from whatsoever source, and who shall disburse the 
same as the official board may direct, or on orders signed by the 
president and secretary of the different boards or organizations. The 
treasurer may be the general steward elected by the quarterly con- 
ference, and may be required to give bond. 

Renumber, consecutively, section 6 to 7, 7 to 8, 8 to 9, 9 to 10, 10 
to-1ils-and- dd tot 12: 

Page 33, Section VI., item 1, add the following: “On circuits, the 
official board of each church shall have power to transact its business, 
the same as the official board of stations.” 

Also eliminate all of item 4, and substitute the following: “The 
official board shall name the bank or depository in which the Church 
funds are to be kept.” 

Also in item 5, change the word “station.” in third line, to the 
words “local church,” making the clause read: “received and dis- 
bursed for the interest of the local church.” 

Also in item 7, change “board” to “boards,” in first line: “official 
board” to “committee,” in fourth line; and “station” to “charge,” in 
sixth line; also insert after the word “account,” in the third line from 
bottom, “an estimate of preacher’s salary for the ensuing year, may 
be made by said committee, prior to the close of the conference year.” 

Item 7 will then read as follows: “The official boards shall be the 
estimating committee of the charge, unless otherwise specifically 
ordered by the quarterly conference, as provided in Section WITS 
paragraph 13, page 36; and said committee shall ‘meet the pastor as 
soon as practicable after the annual conference, and make out an 
estimate of the expenses of the charge for the year, the preacher’s 
salary, the presiding elder’s salary, sexton’s hire, cost of light, fuel, 
insurance, and any other ordinary expenses incident to the year’s 
general account. An estimate of preacher’s salary for the ensuing 
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year may be made by said committee prior to the close of the con- 
ference year,” ete. 

Page 34, paragraph 8, eliminate the words “on stations” at end of 
second line. 

Page 34, paragraph 9, change “for” to “on, 
lines. 

Page 34, paragraph 11, change “board” to “boards.” 

Page 36, paragraph 13, Gaze “shall” to “may,” at the end of first 
line, making it read: “In cases of circuits, the quarterly conference 
may, at its last session for the year,” ete. 

Page 36, paragraph 14, the word “appointment,” in second line, 
should read “apportionment.” 

Page 38, Section VIII., paragraph 9, eliminate all the paragraph, 
and substitute the following: 


” in the first and second 


Business Sheet. 


“The annual conference shall transact its business according to a 
business sheet prepared by the Board of Bishops.” 

Page 41, Section IX., paragraph 12, strike out in first and second 
lines the six words, “after giving at least three days,” and substitute 
the following: “shall publish in the Religious Telescope, not later 
than the third week in December.” Making the paragraph read as 
follows: 

“The Annual Conference Board of Tellers shall publish in the

There shall be a church treasurer, who shall be the custodian of 
all church funds from whatsoever source, and who shall disburse the 
same as the official board may direct, or on orders signed by the 
president and secretary of the different boards or organizations. The 
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treasurer may be the general steward elected by the quarterly con- 
ference, and may be required to give bond. 


J. H. Kiracorr, of Pennsylvania Conference. JI would like to ask 
if that includes treasurers of Sunday-school and Young People’s 
societies, or just the treasurer of the general funds of the church 
outside of them. 

J. M. McGouau, of Sandusky Conference. It refers to all organi- 
zations of the churech—Board of Trustees, Sunday school, Young 
People’s Society, Ladies’ Aid Society—making a general church 
treasurer for the loeal church similar to the General Church Treasurer 
in this body. 

Voices. Good, good. 

J. H. Kiracorr. Is it to take the place of the treasurer of the 
Sunday school, the treasurer of the board of trustees, the treasurer 
of the Christian Endeavor Society? This general treasurer is to 
hold all of the funds? If so, I shall oppose that. Each part of the 
Church should have its own treasurer and hold its own funds. So 
I move that it be stricken out. 

Dr. R. J. Waite, of Erie Conference. I second the brother’s 
motion that this be stricken out. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. The amendment is before you. The 
motion is to strike out the item. 

Rey. R. J. Wurre. It seems to me it would impose upon the treas- 
urer too much of a task. He would have to be an expert bookkeeper 
in some churches to keep those items separate. 

Rey. J. B. Maruras, of Southeast Ohio Conference. The object 
of this and the purpose is to be governed by the wish of the official 
board. It doesn’t require that he give bond. They may ask it 
if it is desired. Now, take a large church like this one in Canton. 
It is left optional with the official board whether the general treas- 
urer shall be required to give bond, or whether he shall not. 

Rev. Geo. P. Horr, of Virginia Conference. There seems to be 
several reasons why this measure is too extensive to include this. 
It will dishearten, I think, many organizations of the Church. 
I believe itt puts in the hands of the official boards privileges 
they ought not to have in the control of the Sunday-school funds, and 
perhaps the other funds of the Church—the Ladies’ Aid and the like 
—where they have no representation. They are expected to raise 
money, and it goes into the hands of the official board who controls 
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it. It will certainly hamper, in a large measure, the work of the 
Church in many places. Besides, it takes out of the hands of the 
trustees—the treasurer of each body is only a local treasurer in our 
congregation—all funds. And I beg that it will not be sustained. 

J. M. McGoueu, of Sandusky Conference. It doesn’t let the official 
board receive funds from the Ladies’ Aid, Missionary Society, from 
the Sunday school, or board of trustees. It says that this treasurer 
shall be the custodian of all funds from whatsoever source, and shall 
disburse the same by order of the official board, or upon orders 
signed by presidents or secretaries of the different boards or organ- 
izations. 

The board of trustees can order whatsoever bills they want, and 
the president and secretary of the board of trustees will sign the 
order, and it goes to the general church treasurer, who pays the 
bills. The same would apply to the Sunday school. The super- 
intendent and secretary of the Sunday school would sign the order 
for the payment of the bills of the Sunday school; that order would 
come to the general church treasurer, and he would pay the bills, 
and the same with the other organizations. It does not give the 
_ official board power to control the funds of the Sunday school, Ladies’ 
Aid, and Young People’s. 

Rey. S. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. We want this stricken 
out; therefore, I move the previous question. 

Seconded. 

THE Presipine Brsuop. The previous question is called for. Those 
favoring the motion that the main question shall now be put will 
lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It prevails. Now, those favoring 
striking out this item will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It is 
stricken out.

In the first place we have lost the unit of the 
official board on the circuit. In the second place, it is out of har- 
mony with the clause that follows on the next page of the Discipline. 
As it stands, it makes the official board of the class on the cireuit the 
unit. With this amendment it preserves the unity and makes the 
official board of the church the unit the same as the official board of 
the station. If you will refer to the next page of the Discipline, 
paragraph nine, “the official board of the station shall meet once a 
month, and on circuits at the eall of the pastor.” If you leave this: 
item as it is, you have no official boards for the circuits, and it will 
leave the affairs of the cireuit in the hands of your local board. 
That is the reason I make this motion. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiine Bisnor. Is it in writing? 

Rey. J. B. Matuias. Yes, sir, it is in writing, signed by two: 
members. 5 

Dr. D. D. Lowrry. I like this as it now stands. We have this. 
arrangement in Kast Pennsylvania, and have had it for some time. 
We need the system you are talking about for the stations on circuits, 
and you cannot successfully operate on these higher and better places. 
on the circuit without official boards organized at each point. These 
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pastors hold their official meetings every month at each of the 
appointments on the circuit. They have precisely the same budget 
system you have in the city station. But if you adopt this amend- 
ment, it will simply put you back to the old system. I hope you will 
vote the amendment down and vote for this item. 

Rev. E. R. Baser, of Northwest Kansas Conference. It was the 
sense of the committee to give a little more power to the local church 
in controlling their own affairs. So that from the local church 
the next should be the quarterly conference. 

Rey. W. ©. Minuer, of West Nebraska Conference. It seems to 
me the official boards on each appointment will be members of the 
quarterly conference, as designated by the Discipline—as members 
of the quarterly conference. So these official boards will necessarily 
make the quarterly conference anyhow, and there is no need of the 
amendment. 

Rey. W. S. Lynosz, of East Nebraska Conference. We would like 
to know what the amendment is. 

Rey. J. B. Marutas read his amendment, and said: I have a word 
further, Mr. Bishop. I don’t believe that this matter is understood 
as it is intended. It leaves the affairs of each local church in the 
circuit in its own hands, and the balance of the charge has no control 
or nothing to say in the affairs of that class. This carries out the 
same principle that we have here, and if it is necessary—if there 
is any question that comes up in any local class that concerns the 
entire charge, the pastor may call together these boards and con- 
sider the matter. So far as the matter goes, it prevents any class 
of the charge from transacting any business that interests the entire 
charge without the consent of the balance of the circuit. 

Rev. O. P. Garnock, of Missouri Conference. Do I understand 
that this Conference has done away with the province of the quarterly 
conference? If not, then this amendment seems to take the province 
of the quarterly conference. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. I think you are right. Those favoring 
the amendment will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. It does not 
prevail. Now, those favoring the item as read will lift the hand;

It is a brief 
paper. It may surprise you, but I want you to hear it. It came 
from my heart. — 


Wuerekas, There occurred a division in the United Brethren Chureh 
in 1889 over questions of policy, and - 

Wuereas, The separation has been painful and ever disastrous to 
both bodies in some localities, and 

Wuereas, The reunion of the two bodies would evince a praise- 
worthy spirit and purpose on their part, and greatly promote the

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Every member stood. [Applause.] 

THe Presipine Bisnop. Remain standing while Bishop Bell offers 
a prayer. 

Bishop Bell offered the following prayer: 


Almighty God, we have been seeking penitently and earnestly before 
thee the enjoyment of fellowship and the enlargement of organic life 
—the uniting of the Christian forces that are about us, and of which 
we are a part—eyver since this General Conference assembled. And 
this burden has been in our hearts all night and all day. We have 
had large expectations for the codperation of thy spirit, and thou 
hast not disappointed us. 

We are sure that thou art stirring our people to seek this closer 
relationship everywhere. And all over our land we are raising the 
question as to what God would have us do. And we hear the voice 
of thy spirit bidding us be one. We deplore whatever of divisions 
have come that might have been avoided, and we pray now for thy 
good providence, which has been over us and over all thy people. 
We pray that they may hear this message, and that the spirit of 
‘God may prepare them with hearts to receive it in the spirit in which 
it issent. And may no prejudice kindle passion, and may no memory 
recall the unfortunate history. And may there be a staying of the 
forces of criticism, and may there be a mighty prevalence of the 
spirit of judgment and of sound mind. And we pray that thov wilt 
to this end grant thy blessing here and there, and consummate the 
desire of our hearts to the glory of God in Jesus Christ, our Lord. 
[ Amen. ] 

Rey. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. May I now call a 
meeting of the Committee on Correspondence to meet immediately 
that we may get this message off ?

EIGHTH DAY—MORNING SESSION. 
Fripay, May 21, 1909. 


Conference convened at 8 am., and the devotional service was 
opened with an organ voluntary by Professor Leslie. Rey. J. E. 
Wilson, of Southwest Kansas Conference, led the devotions. Rev. 
Mr. Pontius conducted the singing. 

Song No. 219, “Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” was followed by repetition 
in concert of the Twenty-third Psalm, led by Rev. Mr. Wilson, after 
which he led in prayer. Song No. 198, “He Knows It All,” was 
followed with prayers by Rey. W. Z. Roberts, of Sandusky Confer- 
ence, and Rev. W. L. Hinshaw, of Southwest Kansas Conference. 
Conference then joined in singing Number 237, “Face to Face.” 
Following this song, twenty-eight different parties quoted short 
passages of scripture. This was followed with song Number 240, 
first and last verses, “’Tis So Sweet to Trust in Jesus.” 

Rev. F. P. Rosselot then read a few verses-of scripture from Paul’s 
Letter to the Hebrews, twelfth chapter, commencing with the eigh- 
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teenth verse, and concluding with the twenty-eighth verse. This 
was followed by his sermon to the Conference on the subject, “The 
Church and Her Failures.” 

The hour of nine having arrived, the business session of Confer- 
ence opened with Bishop W. M. Weekley presiding. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. The Conference will come to order, Will 
you, by common consent, dispense with the roll-call this morning? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. The secretary will read the minutes of 
yesterday’s session. 
Secretary Snyder then read the minutes of yesterday’s sessions. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. You have heard the minutes read. Are 
there any corrections ? 

BisHop Betu. If the Bishop please, just an item about the record. 
If I understand correctly, when reference was made to the motion 
by Mr. S. E. Kumler in regard to sleeping-car, the next is the item 
in regard to Doctor Funk, and there was no indication whether that 
motion was amended or passed, if I heard correctly. I would 
suggest that we have that portion restated. 

SEcRETARY SNnypER. I read the motions just as they were written 
by the movers. 

BisHor Bey. If the chair please, the record does not show whether 
a motion was made or amended. What did prevail? 

Bishop Maturews. It prevailed without any amendment. 

BisHop Bexty. Then simply an amendment that the motion pre- 
vailed is all right. . 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. The minutes will stand approved as 
corrected. 

At this point Ex-Governor J, Frank Hanly and Bishop Mathews 
came to the platform, amid the applause of Conference. 

BisHop Weextry. ‘There are politicians and politicians, lawyers 
and lawyers; and I am about to introduce a man now who, as a 
politician and lawyer, has moral convictions [applause] and the 
courage of those convictions. -[Applause.] A man who has done 
more than any other living man to give the liquor traffic the black 
eye in Indiana. [Applause.]_ A man who had the courage to stand 
up in the midst of a great political convention and bring twenty-five 
indictments against the liquor traffic, and be applauded by the poli- 
ticians around him. [Applause.] I am about to introduce a man 
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who ought to be President of these United States [applause]—Ex- 
Governor Hanly, of Indiana. 
The Conference rose and greeted Ex-Governor Hanly with loud 
applause and waving of handkerchiefs, Ex-Governor Hanly then 
addressed the Conference as follows: 


ADDRESS OF EX-GOVERNOR HANLEY. 


BisHop AND MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL CONFERENCE: I am getting 
so much the United Brethren habit that I am beginning to feel at 
home in your Quadrennial Conference. With grateful heart I ac- 
knowledge the support and constant aid of the members, both ministry 
and laity, of this great Church in the work I have found to do in 
public affairs during the last four years [applause]; work that could 
not have been accomplished without that support. 

As a Methodist, speaking unoflicially and without authority, other 
than the authority that comes from a feeling of fraternity and loving 
interest, I bring you a word of greeting. Thank God, the days are 
rapidly coming when the church of God shall be one in purpose, one 
in aspiration, and one in fraternal fellowship [applause], and that - 
will be a great day in God’s kingdom when Christian men and women 
everywhere are stirred with the same common purpose to claim this 
world for the Christ. When that day comes, things will be doing 
in this old world. [Applause.] Indeed, they are already beginning 
to be done. What world-wide movements there are, and what a 
privilege to bear a part in these great movements! 

But I observe you are operating under the five-minute rule. 
[Laughter.] I shall not transgress beyond that limitation. [ Voices. 
Go ahead, go ahead.] I go away grateful beyond power of expression 
for the opportunity of feeling a touch of the inspiration and the 
devotion that have attended the sessions of this great assemblage: 
Brief though the contact is, I shall be braver and better and stronger, 
and work with a more courageous heart and a more willing mind 
than if L had not felt this magnetic influence. I thank you, and may 
God be with you in all the years to come, intensifying your effort, 
making it effective in the reclamation of men and women for his 
kingdom. Good-by. [Applause.] 


The quartet was called for. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. I will announce that Dr. G. I. B. Brane 
and Ex-Senator Matt Edmonds were appointed as the committee to 
visit the Radical U. B. Conference at Huntington, Indiana. They 
left last evening at 9:45. 

The Arion Quartet then sang, “What Did He Do?” to the edifica- 
tion of the Conference. 

Rev. E. H. Suuny. I move that the General Conference of the 
United Brethren in Christ assembled send greetings to the General 
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Assemblage of the Presbyterian Church now in session in Denver, 
Colorado. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. Will you refer this to the Committee on 
Correspondence ? 

Dr. W. O. Fries. Iso move, Mr. Chairman. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc BisHop. All favoring the reference will say “Aye”; 
eontrary, “No.” It is so referred. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. May I make this announcement? I hold in my 
hand the blank to be filled out by those who wish to procure the 
General Conference proceedings. The proceedings will be bound 
in cloth. The last quadrennial session there were nearly eight 
hundred pages, full proceedings; and we are trying to make the 
cost, that is all. We did not succeed in doing it four years ago; 
hence we are anxious that our people have this important book with 
all these reports in, and all the addresses that are made from time to 
time in this General Conference. It sells at one dollar, bound in 
cloth, and the page boys will distribute these blanks. 3 

Rev. E. H. Suvey, of Northern Illinois Conference. I offer the 
following:

Before we go to 
the order of business, I would like to introduce a resolution, which 
T have in writing and will read, signed by two members.

Professor Keppel read the following resolution: 


The apportionment for General Conference expenses, when made, 
shall be made subject to the following rule, namely: The apportion- 
ing authority shall determine the per capita assessment per member 
for the entire membership of the Church, and the apportionment to 
any conference shall not exceed the general average per capita by 
more than three cents, nor fall below the general average per capita 
by more than one cent per member.

Proressor Kerrey. I move that this resolution be adopted. 
Seconded. 
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: 


Tue Presiping Bisuop. It ‘is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. 

Proressor Keppren. May I speak to the resolution briefly? Broth- 
er Bishop and Members of the Conference: You recall that yester- 
day morning we had considerable discussion about this conference 
expense matter, and I have taken considerable time to go over the 
figures submitted to us by the treasurer, and to work out some facts 
with respect thereto; and I wish to call those facts to your attention 
as pertinent to this resolution. You note this resolution proposes, 
first, that when the total amount to be assessed has been determined, 
the body that makes the apportionment shall determine how much 

_ that would be if it were levied per capita. But instead of levying 
it per capita, they shall levy it to each conference separately, but shall 
not go more than three cents above the per capita in any conference, 
or more than one cent below it; the purpose of the resolution being 
to have the committee have some leeway with local conditions. 

I find that with the assessment reported for the present Conference, 
thirteen conferences of the Church which have 196,904 members were 
all assessed below the average, which is four cents and one mill, 
except East Ohio, which was assessed four cents and three mills. I 
find that one was assessed as low as two cents and four mills per 
member, and that conference had 16,269 members. 

On the other hand, I find, taking the conferences that had less 
than 2,000 members, of which number there are ten, I find that the 
assessment per capita ran: 

In California Conference, nine cents and a mill; Colorado, thirteen 
cents and seven mills; Georgia, eight cents and five mills; Kentucky, 
three .cents and nine mills; Louisiana, eight cents and five mills; 
Minnesota, seven cents and three mills; Northern Nebraska, four- 
teen cents and two mills; Oregon, ten cents and eight mills; West 
Tennessee, eight cents and six mills; Japan, thirteen cents a member: 
and Africa, twenty-two cents a member. 

I find further, taking another group of conferences which are 
contiguous, taking East Nebraska, Missouri, Neosho, Northeast 
Kansas, Northern Nebraska, Northwest Kansas, Southwest Kansas? 
Northwest Nebraska—that group so far as territory is concerned is 
fairly contiguous. I find that in East Nebraska the rate of assess- 
ment per member is six cents and two mills; and in Missouri it was 
six cents and two mills; and in Neosho it was six cents and one mill; 
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and in Northeast Kansas it was five cents and five mills; and in 
North Nebraska it was fourteen cents and two mills; Northwest 
Kansas, it was six cents; in Southwest Kansas it was seven cents 
and two mills: in West Nebraska it was six cents and four mills. 

Now, it seems to me, in territory so closely associated and con- 
tiguous, there ought to have been more uniformity in the assessment. 
I am not criticising the committee; I think it did the best under 
the conditions provided. But the trouble was with us four years ago, 
that we did not give the committee a general rule allowing them a 
leeway both below and above the per capita, by providing that there 
should not be a variation like this, where in Oregon, where it was 
ten cents, or five cents and nine mills above the per capita; or in 
Colorado, where the rate is thirteen cents and seven mills, or nine 
cents and six mills above the per capita. And it is for that reason 
that I offer this resolution. In connection with that I would like to 
call your attention to the fact that one conference assessed—a big 
conference—assessed three cents and two mills per member is paid 
out, and another conference assessed thirteen cents and seven mills 
has paid ten cents and nine mills, more than three times as much 
per member, and it is still in debt. 

For that reason I move this resolution. J thank you. 

Seconded. 

Rey. J. W. Litiy, of Sandusky Conference. This subject is treated 
under the Committee on Government of the Church, and they have a 
recommendation to bring in along this line; and if it ig not received 
by the Conference this can be taken up, and I move that this paper 
be laid on the table until we hear the report from the committee who 
have considered this question. 

Proressor KeppeL. I didn’t know that that report had come in. 
T accept Brother Lilly’s reeommendation that it go to that committee. 

Tur Presipine Bisnop. Professor Keppel’s paper goes to the Com- 
mittee on Government of the Church. . 

Rev. J. T. Roserts, of White River Conference. I think we should 
have the report at this time on order of business. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. Proceed.

Rey. Exr Goop, of Michigan Conference. If the Bishop please, a 
resolution like that was voted upon yesterday. 

T. G. Spancter. That means that lay members be recognized. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver. I move its adoption. 

Seconded. - 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Let us understand. Does that propose to 
make laymen members of the annual conference because they hold 
official relation to the quarterly conference of the local church ? 

A. H. Laveupaum. I can explain. For instance, here is a con- 
ference board of trustees, and any member may not be elected as a 
lay delegate to that conference, and yet he is a member of the con- 
ference as being a trustee, and yet has no voice in the conference. 

Tur Presiping Bisuor. You mean the annual conference ? 

A. H. Lauvcupaum. Yes, sir, the annual conference. For instance, 
in Sandusky Conference we have a number of conference trustees, 
and I suppose they all, or several of the board are laymen, and if they 
are not elected delegates from their respective churches they have no 
voice in the annual conference. 

Rev. W. C. Miter, of West Nebraska Conference. It seems to me 
this is entirely astray by adopting this item. You have your 
Missionary Board, your Church Erection Board, and a number of 
other boards, composed probably half of them outside of the mem- 
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bership of the annual conferente, bringing into that conference a 
disproportionate number from the laity. The idea is that every 
church is to be represented by its representative. These represent 
nobody but themselves; they are responsible to nobody but themselves, 
and to my mind it is entirely out of place and should not be adopted. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. You would have to change other parts of 
the Discipline to harmonize with it, where it describes members of 
the annual conference. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. This petition was acted. upon in East Penn- 
sylvania Conference, and our brethren here expressed the views held 
by some of our men in the East, and, of course, it has been referred 
to the Committee on Government. They didn’t apparently report 
anything upon it, but very often it becomes fit to urge certain matters 
of a technical character with respect to the financial interests of con- 
ference when you have members on the floor who are not really mem- 
bers of that body—I mean to say, of the conference. You have 
sometimes laymen who are elected to these boards who do not happen, 
for some reason or other, to have been elected by their quarterly 
conference as delegates to that session of the annual conference. 
And the provision of this paper is simply that such laymen must be 
recognized as members of the annual conference to enable them to do 
some of the work which necessarily falls upon that board, not simply 
as individuals, but as a board. 

Rev. J. E. Saannon, of White River Conference. We fail to see 
why these men that are proposed in this resolution should transact 
the business of a distinct and separate board in the session of an 
annual conference. I would be opposed to making them delegates. 
If that is the only business to transact, the business of their board, 
let them transact it somewhere else. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. I don’t understand Brother Shannon exactly, 
but I think he questions the position I take. Now, let me explain. 
Of course, I do not know how all your conferences are constituted 
legally, but I do know of the East Pennsylvania Conference having 
a State charter, by which charter all of these boards are covered. 
Consequently, coming under that charter, there are often technical 
reasons why something of this kind should be provided for. Now, 
this may not be the case everywhere, but I don’t see that it would 
affect any conference particularly to have a recognition of this kind 
—Persons who are members of this board. If those men should be 
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worthy of membership in that body because of their representative 
character on other boards, it is a very strange thing to me if the 
annual conference should elect them to such boards if they are not 
worthy men. As to East: Pennsylvania Conference, I don’t suppose 
that conference would elect anybody to that board who isn’t a worthy 
man, and very often you know it keeps such men from being elected 
from their quarterly conference. 

Rey. J. Smrons, of St. Joseph Conference. I would like to make 
this point, that if this amendment carries it will give an advantage 
to certain charges. You may have a board of trustees, and three 
or four or five might be added to that from the annual conference. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. This might increase the annual confer- 
ence board and not the local boards. 

Rev. L. W. Sranu. I wouldn’t oppose it if you would say that they 
shall be advisory members, but I do think it would not be fair as 
it reads. If I live on a charge and am elected a member of a board, 
I might not represent that charge in their feelings and in their 
views, and hence you see what effect it would have. Again, suppose 
the delegate and myself were in perfect harmony, it would give the 
charge two representatives, where my neighbor only had one. We 
believe in equality, and I doubt, under the polity of our Church, 
whether it would be right and strictly legal. I think it best to give 
them an advisory seat, and they have the privilege of speaking. 

G. O. WiuuiaMs, of Sandusky Conference. At this time, when this 
Church is looking forward on the question of lay representation and 
lay movements, I believe it is right that this paper should be adopted. 
In the conference of which I am a member, only in one way we 
have persons that belong to different boards, and we ask them to come 
to that conference without giving them a voice in anything whatever, 
and we ask them to represent the different boards, and in asking 
them we put certain work upon them to visit different parts of our 
conference. And yet we say to them, under the old rule, that they 
do not have anything to say in the conference whatever, and other- 
wise they are better fitted for the work. There are eight or ten dele- 
gates that come there that don’t know anything about the general 
field whatever. I think it would be right and in place to-day to give 
two persons, who represent the different boards, whatever they may 
be, a voice in the annual conference. 

Rev. J. 8. Furron, of Allegheny Conference. Tf that is true of 
the annual conference, why isn’t it true of the General Conference ? 
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Now, I certainly am opposed to that paper. I am perfectly willing 
to grant them an advisory relation, and I move to amend that paper 
that they shall be granted advisory seats. 

Seconded. 

Rev. W. F. Grover, of Virginia Conference. Is it not possible 
for us to enact a law which will give these conference boards a stand- 
ing in the annual conference, and the privilege of participating in 
everything and voting on all matters pertaining to these boards? 
Here is the annual conference which outlines the policy of that 
board; it may so happen that not one member of that board is a 
member of the annual conference, and yet the annual conference 
gives them work to do in which they have absolutely nothing to say. 
Now, it does occur to me that the members of this board—you take 
as an illustration Shenandoah Collegiate Institute of Music, our 
school. A number of the members on that. board are not members 
of the annual conference, and may not be for ten years. They are 
some of the best men we have. The conference will outline a policy, 
and yet the members of this board have absolutely nothing to say 
with respect to it. You take our conference and church erection 
board. The annual conference will outline a policy for that board. 
Some ef the best men in the conference are members of that board, 
but they may not be members of the annual conference in ten years. 
We are asking them to do things while they themselves have nothing 
whatever to do in formulating the plan and helping to manage it, 
and they are our best men. Now, isn’t there some way by which we 
can give these men a standing in the conference—in so far as it 
pertains to the work of those boards? 

Tue Presipina BisHop. The amendment is before you. 

Dr. W. H. Wasurncer, of Pennsylvania Conference. I move the 
previous question. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presmrve Bisnor. The previous question is moved. All 
favoring it will say “Aye”; opposing it, will say “No.” ~The previous 
question is ordered. The question is on the amendment now, as 
offered by Brother Fulton. Those favoring the amendment will say 
“Aye”; opposing it, “No.” The Ayes have it, and the amendment 
prevails. 

Rev. L. L. Eptzy. I rise to a point of order. The previous 
question must be put. ‘ 
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Tue Presipinc BisHop. As many as favor the amendment will 
say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The amendment prevails. As many 
as favor the resolution will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is 
adopted. 

Seeretary Siddall read the next two items, as follows: 


Page 41, Section IX., paragraph 12, strike out in first and second 
lines the six words, “after giving at least three days,” and substitute 
the following: “shall publish in the Religious Telescope, not later 
than the third week in December.” Making the paragraph read as 
follows: | 

“The Annual Conference Board of Tellers shall publish in the 
Religious Telescope, not later than the third week in December, 
notice of the time and place,” ete. 

Page 42, Section IX., paragraph 15, insert after the word “shall,” 
in fourth line, the following: “report the same to the Board of 
Bishops, who shall,” and also insert the word “equitably” after the 
word “same,” in fourth line. It will then-read: 

“Said board shall estimate the amount required for the expenses of 
the General Conference, including traveling expenses and boarding 
of delegates and bishops, and shall report the same to the Board of 
Bishops, who shall apportion the same equitably among, and report 
the same to the annual conferences,” ete. 


Rev. J. B. Marutas, of Southeast Ohio. Mr. Chairman, may I 
ask a question? The Committee on Government of the Church was 
considered yesterday, and we have a supplemental report touching 
this item, and I would like to ask, shall we have it read now, or at 
the time the report is read 4 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. What is your pleasure? 

Rey. J. B. Marutas. This supplemental report is respecting this 
item. 

Rey. A. B. Conpo. I understood the item he refers to was referred 
to our committee. 

Rev. J. B. Matrutas. I didn’t know it was referred. It was stated 
that we had the same matter under consideration. JI didn’t know 
whether it was a direct reference or not. 

R. H. Bennett. It was referred to our committee. We took 
action upon it, but, instead of bringing in a supplemental report, 
which might require the reprinting of this report, we have it in the 
shape of an amendment to offer at this place, simply to save the 
committee the trouble of reprinting this report now. 

Rev. J. B. Mathias read the supplemental report, as follows: 
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We recommend that the third item from the bottom of report, 
page two, be amended by adding: “and any part of the apportionment 
unpaid at the close of conference session preceding the General Con- 
ference shall be reapportioned by the said annual conference and 
raised within the coming conference year.

Rev. W. ©. Minter, of West Nebraska. I move its adoption. 

Seconded. 

Proressor Kupper. It seems to me in this section is where that 
resolution offered this morning ought to be placed. It ought to come 
after this section of the Discipline as has been amended. TJ have 
no copy of the resolution with me, so I can’t read it. 

Secretary Siddall read the amendment of Professor Keppel, as 
follows: 


Amendment to 6, in second line after comma and to end of sen- 
tence, to read: “and that when a congregation introduces such a 
system it should be relieved from special appeals for purposes pro- 
vided for in the weekly system. 


Proressor Keprrt, I would move that as an amendment to this 
section at this time. 

Seconded. 

THe Preswine Bisuop. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. As many as favor its adoption will say “Aye”; opposed, 
“No.” It is adopted. 

Doctor Funx. Does this recommend who is to make that appor- 
tionment ? 

THe Presioing Bisnop. The bishops. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers. On page 41 of the Discipline, item ae Ie 
would like an amendment with reference to the time that the tellers 
are to report the result of the canvass of election for delegates to: 
the General Conference, which now gives them until the first of Feb- 
ruary, to make it not later than the tenth of January. We are 
perfectly willing to sit up all night to get the returns from county 
elections; why should we wait until the first of February to hear 
the result of the election of delegates to the General Conference, 
when-as it was last January the bishops had a special meeting for 
another purpose, and if the reports had been in, as they ought to have 
been in, they could have made up their committees at that meeting. 

THE Presipine Bisoop. What item do you wish to. amend? 
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Rey. J. R. Cuampers. Item 12 on page 41 of the Discipline. 

THe Presiping Bisnop. Hold that, Brother Chambers, until we 
get through with this report. 

Secretary Siddall read the last item, as follows: 


Page 43, Section X, eliminate the word “frontier,” in third line, 
insert the word “the” between the words “and” and “foreign” in same 
line, and change the words “Union Biblical” to “Bonebrake Theo- 
logical,” in sixth line, thus making the paragraph read as follows: 

“The General Conference shall elect a General Church Treasurer, 
who shall receive and disburse, on order, the funds of the Home and 
the Foreign Missionary societies, Church Erection Society, General 
Sabbath School Board, Board of Education, Church Trustees, General 
Conference Expense Fund, Bonebrake Theological Seminary Fund, 
and other benevolent funds of the Church,” ete. 


Rey. M. B. Spayp. I move to amend the item last read to make it 
conformable to our action, and say, “Bible School Board.” 

Seconded. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I rise to a question. I think that is all right, 
Brother Spayd, but I believe your editors are given authority to edit 
according to that idea all the way through the Discipline. Is that 
_the understanding, Mr. Chairman ? 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. I am not informed on that point. 

Doctor Funk. On the question of Bible school, was that passed 
the other day, instead of Sunday school? I know it is disputed, and 
I want it settled. 

Rey. R. J. Wuire. That item will come up under the Sunday- 
school report. 

Rev. J. G. Huser. If we could have had the report of that special 
committee, some of these matters would have been helped wonderfully, 
because that committee’s report, if adopted, will change quite a little 
of the nomenclature of the Discipline. 

Tur Presininc Bisuor. The editors of the Discipline will have to 
harmonize with the report of that committee. It will read Bible 
school, or remain Sunday school as may be adopted in the report 
which will come before us later. 

Pror. H. M. Ameprose. Is it in order to offer an amendment to 
that article? 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Yes, sir. 

Prof. H. M. Ambrose offered the following:

TWENTY-FIFTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


I move to amend Section VIL, item 1, page 34, in Discipline, 
namely: Strike out “be” in the first line, and insert the following: 
“consist of one member for each twenty-five members of the class 
who shall be elected by the class called by the pastor for that purpose 
during the last month previous to the convening of the annual con- 
ference, whose terms of office shall begin with the conference year, 
together with the following-named officers.”

Tue Presipinc Bishop. This amendment is -before you. 

Pror. H. M. Amprosz. I would like to say just a word on that. 
I need not take the time of this Conference to speak at all of the 
importance of the local governing body of this Church; that is not 
necessary. Intelligent men know that, so I will pass that by. I 
want to simply say that there are just about three things wrong with 
the personnel of our quarterly conferences, and consequently with 
our official boards. In the first place they are too small a body, and 
in the next place they are a non-representative body. And the third 
is that they do not, even in a small degree, emanate from the church 
membership. 

The body is too small. Take, for instance, the membership of 
twenty members. You will have an official board, a quarterly con- 
ference of from twenty to thirty. There will be one hundred and 
fifty or more members that will have no representation at all. It 
seems to me entirely too small for the membership, and it is con- 
sequently not representative of the membership. 

In the next place, it is not a representative body, for the reason 
that the body is an ex-officio body. It has been elected for other 
purposes, and hence, in many instances, as no doubt many of you 
are aware, it is simply reduced to a few in number, because in the 
course of the election a number of persons are elected who are new 
at the business and do not attend. The result of the matter is that 
it will. fall in the hands of six or eight, who might be properly called 
sometimes, a sort of cabal, that run the local affairs of the church. 

In the third place, it does not emanate from the church with but 
two or three exceptions, and hence is undemocratic. JT think the* 
movement to-day to give people a voice in matters ought to be 
observed in this particular, This amendment will have the effect 
of enlarging the board and giving an opportunity to the member- 
ship to have a voice in saying who shall sit on the board. I am not 
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striking at the officers, but about getting this additional membership 
in the quarterly conference and the official board. 
Dr. C. W. Brewpaker. I do not agree with the last speaker. I 


do believe and know, from personal experience, that we do have 


representatives on our official boards who represent the people through 
the superintendent of the Sunday school, the presidents of various 
societies of the Church, and treasurers, a number of stewards and 
class-leaders who are the representative people of our various local 
congregations. [Applause.] 

Proressor Kepren. I should like to support the amendment, and 
in supporting the amendment I should like to relate the experience 
of our own local church. We found that, while we had good officials 
in every department of the church, we had difficulty in getting 
enough members at the official board and the quarterly conference 
to accomplish the work that we wanted. And we looked the church 
over and found there was only one way to get at it, and that was to 
appoint more church stewards. And so, instead of having four class 
stewards, or three, we appointed ten, and in that way filled up the 
official board or quarterly conference, and secured a body that would 
be large enough to transact the business of the church in a represen- 
tative way. Now, we boast ourselves that this is a church of the 
people, and yet everywhere where we have any form of government 
belonging to it, except in the delegates to the annual conference and 
in the delegates to this Conference, excepting to those two boards, 
it is not representative, for it is government that is ex officio. 

It is an absolute fact that a good Sunday-school superintendent 
whose heart is in the work has about all that any man can attend 
to in church work without being expected to burden himself out on 
another proposition; and in the same way, a class-leader whose heart 
is in his work and who is conserving the kingdom of God by calling 
on the members of his class has about all that he ought to do. 

On the other hand, it is also true that a few who would gather into 
the quarterly conference and the official board are not all of the 
good men and women in our local churches. And it seems to us that 
it would be a good plan if we could elect certain men or women to 
represent us on the official board and in the quarterly conference 
who would hold no offices, who would have no interest but the broad 
interest of the church, and who would look at things from a more 
clear-cut business point of view than a man or woman who sees all 
of the church rather than one department must of necessity occupy. 
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We want to get down to representative conditions in government. 
We believe that this thing will strengthen the local church; that 
it will hold up the hands of the head of every department, and will 
enable the pastor to do better work. We believe that it can do no 
harm, and that it will eventually do much good; and that is why we 
are in favor of it. Not because we have any fault to find with our 
men who do represent us on the official board and the quarterly con- 
ference now; not because we have any fault to find with them. We 
honor them. We appreciate what they are doing. We simply want 
to add strength and efficiency to their work. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer. I hope that the amendment will not pre- 
vail. We have all the representation in our official boards and 
quarterly conferences that we care to have. If there is any objection 
at all, it comes from the people who say we have already too many; 
and I am very sure that I represent a majority of my constituents 
when I say that they would not favor this amendment at all Theat 
were brought before them. Some one is quoted as saying, “If you 
want work not carried out, appoint a committee of ten to do Tite 
you want to have it carried out, appoint a committee of five; if you 
want it done, appoint a man and hold him responsible for it, and he 
will bring the results.” And-I hope you will vote this down. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. H. R. Hess. If the appointing of ten stewards in a class is 
simply to talk and to make a display and to transact business, why 
we don’t need them there; but if these ten stewards are to go out and 
collect money and do business of that kind, then there is another 
side to it. I see no need of having a great body to argue and talk, 
or just to have a good ,time—like an old colored man said, “to just 
wag with a little.” If these stewards are to collect money it is all 
right, but if not, I agree with what Brother Washinger has said. 
A few men are held responsible for the business. 

Rev. L. W. Sranu. I move the previous question. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. The previous question is called for. As 
many as demand it will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” ‘ 

By request of Rev. W. 8. Lynde, Secretary Siddall read the amend- 
ment again. 

Pror. H. M. Amsrosr. A question of privilege. I ask that the 
secretary read the item along with the clause so that we may see 
how it is stated. 
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Secretary Siddall read the amendment in connection with the 
portion to be amended, incorporating the amendment as he read. 

Rey. E. H. Suury. I wish to ask a question. If this is passed, 
I have more than that per cent. now. What will I do with the 
overplus ? 

Tur Preswing Bisuor. As many as favor the adoption of this 
amendment will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is not agreed to. 

Presipent T. D. Crires. In order that a recommendation of the 
Board of Bishops may get to this General Conference, I have the 
following paper to present that has to do with Article IV., Section 
TX., of this report, page 39, on the election of General Conference 
delegates. 


At the annual conference, next preceding the General Conference, 
the ordained elders shall elect by ballot the required number of min- 
isterial delegates, no one being eligible for an election who is not 
engaged in some kind of active ministerial work, At the same ses- 
sion the.lay delegates shall elect by ballot the required number of 
laymen to represent the conference in the General Conferente.

Rev. S. L. Topp. I move that it™be laid on the table. 

Seconded.

A division is called for. 

Tur Presipine Bisnop. All in favor of tabling this resolution will 
please stand and be counted. Those opposed will stand and be 
counted. It is tabled. [Applause.] 

R. H. Bewynert, of Neosho Conference. I move to amend the 
Report of the Committee on Government of the Church by providing 
on page 41, paragraph 12, Section X., as to time of report of tellers, 
as follows:

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. Will you agree to that? 
Voices. Agreed, agreed. 
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THe Presipinc Bisuop. All favoring the amendment will say

Rev. L. L. Eptey. I move to amend Section IX., item 7, page 40, 
as follows: 


The last clause to read, “and the election shall be held invariably 
during the month of November next preceding the sitting of the 


General Conference.”

Rev. L. L. Eptey. This is in accord with my experience on my 
circuit. This last election being held between the fifteenth and 
thirtieth of November, we had one class that we could reach. We 
set the election for the first Sunday, and there was no one present. 
We announced it for the last Sunday and it rained, and there was 
no election. It might have rained the other two Sundays, but we 
would have had four chances instead of two. I think the whole 
month ought to have been given for this election instead of two 
Sundays: 

Rey. E. H. Saucy. In Decatur we take a carriage and bring them 
in if they get a little slow. 

Rev. F. H. Nerr. Out in Oregon it rains throughout the whole 
month. 

Rev. E. R. Baser. The committee did not understand that the 
pastor had to be present when this election was taken. The Discipline 
does not so specify. 

Rev. L. L. Epztry. We understand, Brother Bishop, that this 
appointment—and it is true of a number of appointments in our 
territory in the West—for certain reasons this is always called on that 
day in order to get the people out, for the alternate Sunday they 
will not come. For that reason we find it almost impossible on our 
charges to hold elections at all. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. I am in favor of this resolution. There is 
no reason why we should be limited, It gives the cities and town 
churches undue advantage. We always had the whole month of 
November until the time limit of two weeks passed through the last 
General Conference, when it went in the Discipline. I think the 
amendment ought to prevail by all means, and give us the whole 
month of November. 

Rev. A. J. Marina, of Erie Conference. I move that this election 
be held on a week day. 
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Voices. No, no, no. . 

A Vorce. I would ask the question, is it a legal election if held 
on Sunday ? 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. You ean hold these elections on any day— 
Sunday, Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, any day of the week. 

F. R. Ricueson, of Oklahoma Conference. Our charge just had 
one class that got to vote, on account of not having the whole month. 

Srorerary Snyper. I can see, Mr. Chairman, how the Discipline, 
as it now is, will accommodate our churches in the Kast, but will 
not accommodate our churches in the West. In our territory that 
covers over so much space, we need more time. J am in favor of 
the entire month of November. In-my conference of more than 
four thousand members, we were not able to cast more than one- 
fourth of the ballots of the conference. 

Rev. J. L. Branpensure, of Lower Wabash Conference. On my 
field of labor, or the district I travel, for two weeks it was impossible 
for me to get the full vote at the time announced. I drove eight 
miles and the people didn’t come out, so we couldn’t get anything 
like a complete vote on our circuit. I am heartily in favor of this 
motion. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. As many as favor the adoption of this 
amendment will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is adopted. 

Doctor Funk. What is the amendment? 

Tue Presipina Brsnop. That the month of ‘November be given to 
the election of delegates to the General Conference. 

Rey. J. M. Knianr. Another delegate says he would like to under- 
stand what the General Conference understands by the three days’ 
notice in Section 1X., number 12, on page 41. 

R. H. Bennerr. A point of order. The matter referred to pro- 
vided for the very point the brother raised. It provides that they 
shall give three days’ notice in the Telescope. 

Proressor Keppen. I offer the following amendment to Disci- 
pline: 

Page 39, Section IX., item 4, fifth line, after the words “min- 


isterial delegates to be elected,” add “and only ministers engaged in 
some form of ministerial work shall be eligible.”

J. M. McGoucu, of Sandusky Conference. The report didn’t say 
three days’ notice. It said notice in the Telescope before the third 
week in December. 

Tne Presipinc Bisnorp. The amendment’ of Professor Keppel is 
before you. 

The question is called for. 

Rey. J. E. Witson, of Southwest Kansas. I would like to 
inquire whether that has reference to our superannuated ministers? 

THe Presmpine Bisuopr. Will you read that again, Professor 
Keppel, so they will all understand it? 

Professor Keppel read his amendment again. 

Presipent W. E. Scuetn. I would like to ask a question. Will 
that include the professors, for instance, in the Seminary or the 
colleges, who are ministers? 

Tue Presipinc BrsHor. They are in active work. 

PresipENT ScHELL. Would you consider them as being in active 
ministerial work ? 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. It would include all ministers engaged in 
college or general church work. That is my opinion. 

Presipent Scuett. I simply want an understanding as to con- 
struction. 

Presiwent F. E. Brooke. ‘Supposing the individual was engaged 
in that kind of work, the work contemplated by this restriction, at 
the time of his nomination, and before the election takes place that 
he would not be; or supposing, after he is elected and -after the 
seating of this body, he would not be engaged. You are raising a 
great many points here I, think, about that action. When we get 
into this special legislation business, sometimes we draw the lines 
too close. Now, there are conditions and there are times when it 
would be very advisable to elect a man as a representative of this 
body that wouldn’t come under the strict interpretation of that piece 
of legislation. Why cannot we leave it to the good sense of the 
people themselves as to whether or not they want to choose a man? 
I should take it that Iowa Conference would know as much as I do. 
There are a great many people out in our territory that could be 
picked out that are as able and as fully qualified with brain matter 
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as the representatives from Iowa here. I think there is sometimes 
such a thing as having an overdose of legislation. 

Rey. J. G. Huser. We ought to have an interpretation on this 
special legislation. For instance, we have in our delegation Doctor 
Landis, the Dean of Bonebrake Theological Seminary, and Doctor 
Fout, the editor of Sunday-School Literature. Would that bar 
them ¢ 

THE Presipine BisHop. Certainly not. 

Rey. W. S. Lynpe. I should say by all means this amendment 
ought not to carry. We have superannuated ministers and those 
who are not superannuated, and I am firmly of the opinion that each 
annual conference should decide for itself who represents it, and I 
am opposed to this resolution. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson. I move to table the resolution. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. It has been moved and seconded to table 
this resolution. As many as favor it will say “Aye”; as many as 
oppose it say “No.” It is tabled. 

Rev. L. L. Eruey. I desire to offer the following: 


To amend page 37, Section VIII., item one, that the Conference 
Treasurer, when not a minister or lay delegate to the annual con- 
ference, be seated as an advisory member of the annual conference.

The annual conference shall also furnish, through its recording 
secretary, to each preacher in charge of a field of labor a list of all 
the ministers and laymen nominated, and it shall be the duty of each 
presiding elder to have printed in convenient form and deliver in due 
time to each pastor printed tickets containing all the names nom- 
inated, with post-office address, for use in the election of delegates. 
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Seconded. 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. A few words of personal privilege. In 
some conferences on my district there was a good deal of trouble 
because the post-offices were not stated. J think it is simply to sug- 
gest to the person where he lives, and in some means determine who 
it is. It thus determines their locality, aiding the membership in 
determining just who the persons nominated for delegates are, as often 
many persons bear the same name except a different initial. It will 
do good. 

Question is called for. 

THe Presipine Bisnop. As many as favor this resolution will say 
“Aye”; opposing it, “No.” The resolution is carried. 

Rey. A. J. Marine, of, Erie Conference. In regard to Section IX., 
item 4, beginning affér the word “eligible,” “It shall also be the 
duty of the lay delegates in separate convention to nominate by 
ballot three times the number of lay delegates to be elected. In 
both cases it shall require a majority of all the ballots east to effect 
a nomination.” The question I would ask, Does a preacher’s wife 
belong to the laity? 

THE Presipine Bisoor. The chair decides that she does. [| Laugh- 
ter.] . Are you ready to vote on this report. as amended ?

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Yes. 

Doctor Funk. Doctor Phillippi makes a suggestion which I think 
is a splendid one.

As many as favor the adoption of this report as amended 
will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is adopted. 

Rev. H. W. Trursioop. The Committee on Foreign Missions is 
ready to report. I move that it be referred to the printer without 
reading. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Brsnop. It is moved and seconded that the report 
on Foreign Missions be referred to the printer without reading. 
As many as favor it will say “Aye”; opposed, “No.” It is so 
referred. 

Rey. L. O. Over, of St. Joseph Conference. There are reasons 
why the Committee on Christian Stewardship ought to report at an 
earlier date than is arranged, and I should like to have that taken up. 
The report is printed and ready for distribution. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer. I move the rules be suspended and the 
report taken up. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. There is a motion before the house that 
the rules be suspended and this report be taken up. | 

Dr. H. H. Four. <A question of privilege. The Committee on 
Home Missions is also ready to report, and ready to go to the printer. 

PresIDENT Brooke. Every report that has to be printed has already 
been ordered printed without reading. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. . That point is well taken. The motion is 
to suspend the rules and consider the Report on Christian Steward- 
ship. As many as favor suspending the rules will say “Aye”; 
opposing it, “No.” The rules are suspended. What is your pleasure? 

Bisuop Beuty. Hear the report. 

Bisuor Maruews. A question of privilege. Am J to understand 
that the action was taken to make the stewards only advisory ? 

Ray. J. W. Lituy. It wasn’t the stewards. It was only the mem- 
bers of boards of trustees. 

Dr. W. O. Fries. I would like to make a statement. Yesterday 
afternoon you appointed a joint meeting, authorized a joint meeting 
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of Sunday school, Young People’s, and also the special committee 
on the Brotherhood. That committee labored hard last night and early 
this morning. We have a report that we would like to give to the 
Conference for consideration without having it printed. There 
are many things involved. It is not a long report, and we wish it 
could be heard this forenoon. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. _ There are two distinguished visitors here 
from another church. JI will merely introduce them at this time. 
It will only require a moment. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

At this point the presiding bishop introduced Rey. Christian 
Staebler, of Cleveland, Ohio, Editor of the Evangelical Magazine, 
and Rey. John Etjen, Assistant Editor. 

Conference arose and applauded them. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. We will hear the report now on Christian 
Stewardship. 

Secretary Siddall read the Report of the Christian Stewardship 
Committee, as follows: 


REPORT OF CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE, 

WueEreEas, in the Providence of God, and the trend of events indi- 
cate that the time has come when there should be a thorough, syste- 
matic, and definite system inaugurated, with a properly-equipped 
agency, authorized by this General Conference to promote Christian 
stewardship and tithing systematically and continuously in finane- 
ing the departments of our work; and furthermore, believing that 
Christian stewardship, as taught in the Word of God, is the only 
correct method and vitally important for the success of the spreading 
of the gospel; therefore, your Committee on Christian Stewardship 
recommends the following: 

1. That a text-book or manual on the principles of stewardship 
and tithing, and on plans and methods of local church financing, to 
be used as a text-book of instruction for official boards and the laity 
of the Church, in a manner similar to the books now used for mission 
study and teacher training. 


2. To study the workings of local church financial plans and 
advocate the best. : 


3. To conduct an educational campaign for systematic and pro- 
portionate giving. 


4. To provide tracts, and by speech and press promote the princi- 
ples of stewardship. 


5. That the laymen and pastors on each charge seek to in- 
troduce a weekly system of giving to meet all local needs, includ- 
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ing pastor’s salary, conference superintendent’s salary, expenses of 
janitor, music, taxes, repairs, printing, heating, lighting, and for any 
other items thought necessary by the local church.

For those churches that are not prepared to introduce im- 
mediately such a system of weekly or monthly offerings, we recom- 
mend the combining of the various departments into two or three 
well-defined groups for adequate presentation. After proper emphasis 
has been given in this way, in a year or two it is hoped that each 
church will be able to combine the entire benevolent interests in one 
weekly system of offerings. 

8. We urge that the bishops, general officers, presiding elders, 
pastors, and official boards unite most heartily in making this cam- 
paign on Christian stewardship, and a weekly system of giving one 
of the most prominent features of our denominational work during 
the next quadrennium. 

9. That the General Conference direct the general departments, 
including the Home Missionary Society, the Foreign Missionary 
Society, the Church Erection Society, the Board of Education, the 
Board of Managers of Bonebrake Theological Seminary, the Sunday 
School Board, the Young People’s Christian Endeavor Union, and 
the Publishing House, to set apart a sufficient amount of funds to 
properly promote such a campaign of educating and training. A 
proper board of management shall be provided, consisting of represen- 
tatives of the departments interested. 

10. That a department of Christian Stewardship be created, and a 
secretary for the same be elected by this General Conference. 

11. We recommend that Chapter 16 of the Discipline, on page 102, 
on Christian Stewardship .Commission, be ehminated, and_ these 
recommendations be substituted.

I heard no second to Brother Light’s 
motion, and do not recognize it. 

A Voice. I seconded the motion, and I insist upon it. 

R. H. Bennerr. <A point of order. The chair has stated that he 
did not recognize that motion, and it is not before the house. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. The point is well taken. I did not recog- 
nize the second at all. ; 

Dr. 8. S. Houcu. What is now before us? 
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Tur Presipinc Bisnop. Professor Keppel’s motion to adopt the 
report down to, and including item nine. 

Dr. S. S. Hoven. Will this report be read again? 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. No, it will not. 

Dr. S. S. Hoven. As I understand, you have not adopted that. 
There is a motion to adopt it in that form. That we vote upon the 
first nine sections only. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Yes, sir. 

Dr. 8. S. Hover. I have this word of suggestion and amendment: 
to the first item, as the first nine items are before you by your ruling, 
and that is as follows: “First. That a text-book or manual on the 
principles of stewardship and tithing, and on plans and methods 
of local church financing—.” Now there insert “be prepared,” then 
follow with the rest, “to be used as a text-book of instruction,” ete. 
They have omitted the verb; if you will notice in that paragraph 
there is no verb at all, and I move to insert “be prepared” after the 
word “financing.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. ‘ 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. As many as favor Professor Keppel’s 
motion to adopt down to and including item nine, say “Aye.” 

Dr. J. P. Lannis. I would like to know if it is possible to amend 
just slightly the form in_item six. Instead of “for educational 
work,” the words “for colleges, Bonebrake Theological Seminary, and 
other educational work” be substituted. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Present F. E. Brooke. Just a word. I would like to have it 
interpreted. 

Dr. S. S. HoueH. By item number six the committee had this 
idea. You will notice this includes every need the church asks 
for and the conference asks for, and there should not be any trouble — 
in any local church by agents coming in on benevolent work, or any- 
thing of that kind, but on the same lines that are here already in- 
eluded in this budget. 

Presipent Brooke. That is all good if it works, but it all depends 
on our tact for work. Sometimes a pastor will get behind one 
interest of the Church and push it through with tremendous success, 
and might not succeed in another. Must we state that he is a repre- 
sentative of foreign or home missions when the man is all for 
Leander Clark College?

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Dr. 8. S. Houeu. They are-all in the budget. 

Present Brooxr. You can’t put an automatic attachment on 
that and make it work itself. JI would like to have something there 
that, where the pastor and people are not pushing them well and they 
are not going, you put up a business here with a sign to keep off the 
grass. If it works, all well and good, and if it don’t work, then there 
ought to be left a place for a representative to come in and help out. 

Presipent T. D. Orires. I move that we strike out the words fol- 
lowing “needs” in the sixth article. Then it will read, “Our churches 
should introduce a weekly system of giving for benevolences as well 

‘as for their local needs.” Strike out the rest of the sentence after 
the word “needs.” I make that motion. 

Seconded. i 

Rev. W. S. Lynne. Irise to a point of order. There is a motion 
before the house to adopt the whole thing down through to item nine. 

Presiwent T. D. Orires. J make this as an amendment. 

Rey. L. O. Oyter. The argument that Brother Brooke used is 
exactly the argument in favor of this paragraph. His argument is 
exactly in favor of this, and the fact that men did not have an 
interest in all of the departments; this is to stimulate the pastor that 
he shall have an interest in all of the departments, and if a man 
will not take an interest in these various departments, there is 
headquarters for him to report to at the end of the year. And 
leaving that out does not relieve the situation. But our special 
agents that have an interest in these various departments are cer- 
tainly welcome to come and encourage the pastor and help the church- 
es all they desire to do. Consequently these special agents do not 
have the door closed against them in visiting the fields to preach 
and to encourage and to stimulate the people. The pastor is put 
there to look after the finances, and he should have an interest in 
all the finances; and the pastor that does have an interest in all of 
them certainly would not object, I am sure, to have an agent come and 
help him and assist him in every way possible. And I sincerely hope 
that this Conference will not vote for that substitute. What is in, 
this report is needed. The general interests of the Church need it. 
Every department needs it. Every financial department needs that 
sentence. : 

Dr. R. J. Wuiren, of Erie Conference. I oppose the amendment to 
strike out this clause as we have it. JI am delighted with the recom- 
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mendations of this committee. I think they are just right, and I 
wish, as one of the pastors of this church, to raise my voice, humble 
as it is, against this constant and special pleading, Our people 
are willing to give, I find, to all the interests of our Zion, and I 
have never met with some of the difficulties that some of my brethren 
suggest, that one of the men will give you a lot for foreign missions 
and won’t give you anything for home missions. I think if you will 
go to the people and lay these interests on their hearts, prayerfully, 
thoughtfully, and intelligently, they will respond. [Applause.] And 
I believe we have come to a condition where we ought to think. We 
ought to adopt, as we are adopting so largely, the budget plan in our 
congregations, and I believe that an intelligent and symmetrical 
presentation of these claims that are all important, that are all 
necessary, will result in the end in greater good. TI believe you will 
get more milk from a cow by milking her twice than you will by 
milking her ten times a day. 

Amos Hoak, of Northern Illinois Conference. It is a fact that we 
set the standard higher for the pastor. You have set an ideal before 
him and he works up toward that end. Now, are we going to let 
the laymen stay where they are? I want to say this, that as part 
of the laymen on that committee, I am ready to work up to the 
standard that you shall set. And I earnestly hope that this Con- 
ference will furnish such leadership and such a standard that the 
layman may come out of that penurious critical condition he has 
been in. [Applause.] I believe in having a standard for our 
ministry and for our branch Young People’s Society, and IT know that 
they will come up to the mark that you set for them. We are 
anxious to do what we ought to do, but we can’t do it all by our- 
selves. We need leadership, and I earnestly hope that this. Con- 
ference will furnish us that, and I believe that there will be no 
trouble at all in raising the finances of the Church. 

I remember, about four years ago, that our branch union paid 
only about two hundred dollars toward missions. We kept urging 
this point and urging it, and last year we had over five hundred dol- 
lars in such a short time. I know that you will say that you sent 
out printed matter, and you have instructions along that line. That 
is true. The farmer does things on business principles now. If 
you send out printed matter (he has no luxury like a wastebasket) 
he throws it in the stove right away. But if you have somebody 
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that will go and talk to him, you will get him interested. And I 
hope you will endorse the whole of this. 

Rev. J. Srwons. There are some preachers, I think—Brother Oyler 
wouldn’t do it—but I think there are preachers in our denomination 
that will use this rule that is given here and plan with it, and then 
make a point and they will hedge up the way for the agent of the 
Seminary or. the special agent of the college, or any special work to 
come in. They will blend the two together and they will put their 
own interpretation on it, and they will hedge up the way. I think 
the statement don’t harmonize. You have got your educational work 
there. I think the amendment really ought to prevail, and that the 
last statement ought to be stricken out. 

THe Presiping Bisnop. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

Rev. L. O. Oyter. This has nothing to do, I think, with the 
agent’s work. 

Presipent T. D. Crrres. It does not state that, and there are two 
sides to any question that is worthy to be discussed. TI am con- 
fident by experience that there are churches that never bring up the. 
amount that has been assigned to them by the annual conference. 
And then, shall the interests suffer? If our people do not look after 
this interest, but wait until conference, this interest will] go by 
default. It isn’t fair. I think the amendment ought to be carried. 

Rey. J. N. Hanes. I want to ask, does this clause simply hinder? 
Are we to say to them, they can’t come, or does the Discipline say 
they cannot? Is that what it means? I move the previous question. 

PRESENT Brooke. Let us know what you are going to do. 

Secretary Snyder read section six. 

Rev. 8. 8. Hover. I would like to ask the question whether it is 
understood that the previous question was ordered. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. As many as will order the previous ques- 
tion please stand and be counted. The previous question is ordered. 

CotoneL Cowpen, of Miami Conference, J would like to inquire 
whether that will cut out Children’s Day and Otterbein Day. 

THe Presiping Bisnor. As many as favor the adoption of this 
amendment as offered by Doctor Crites will say “Aye”; opposing it, 
“No.” A division is called for, Those who favor the amendment 


will please rise, stand, and be counted. Those opposed will stand 
and be counted. The amendment is lost. 
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Proressor Kepren. If the chair please, I desire to offer the follow- 
ing amendment: 


In the sixth item, in second line after comma, and to end of sen- 
tence, to read, “and that when a congregation introduces such a 
system it should be relieved from special appeals for purposes pro- 
vided for in the weekly system. 

(Signed) Marx Kepret. 


Proressor Keppey. As I understood President Brooke, there might 
be cases that this weekly system did not cover. For instance, it 
did not cover the college. If it covered education of any kind, the 
college could not make an appeal; but with the statement as sug- 
gested then it leaves the case open for the institution that is not 
covered by the weekly system, giving some access to him. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

The question is called for. 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. All favoring the adoption of Professor 
Keppel’s amendment will say “Aye”; opposed, “No.” It prevails. 
Are you ready to vote on this paper down to, and including the 
ninth item as amended? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. As many as favor the adoption of this 
report through to the ninth item as amended will say “Aye”; 
opposed, “No.” It is adopted. 

Secretary Siddall read the tenth item, as follows: 


That a department of Christian Stewardship be created and a 
secretary for the same be elected by this General Conference. 


Rev. W. Z. Roperts. I move to strike out all after the word 
“created” to the word “elected.” Then it will read, “that a depart- 
ment of Christian Stewardship be created by this General Confer- 
ence.” 

Dr. 8. S. Hoven, of Allegheny Conference. The importance of 
the work of the Christian Stewardship Commission needs special 
emphasis at this time. As I have gone up and down through the 
Church during the last four years again and again, I have been im- 
pressed with the need of giving our people instruction and training 
in Christian stewardship. 

If the idea of those who have presented this matter be carried out, 
the delegates of this General Conference ought to see the importance 
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of carrying back to their annual conferences and their local churches 
the conviction that Christian stewardship and tithing should have 
the right of way during the next four years. At the coming annual 
conferences, from a half day to a full day should be given for the 
presentation of this vital subject, and plans laid for the study of the 
new book here proposed in every one of the local churches. If the 
bishops of this Church and the general officers, together with the 
presiding elders and pastors and the local leaders, will get back of 
this work and create an atmosphere for the study of this department, 
we shall make remarkable strides in the years before us. 

There should be a general commission appointed by this body with 
authority to employ a secretary, if necessary, to organize and carry 
forward this educational campaign. Each annual conference ought 
to have a commission appointed for this work, and every local church 
in the denomination should organize a committee so that there may 
be classes organized for the study of Christian stewardship and 
tithing similar to those that have been organized for the study of 
missions. 

During the last few years we have been giving our people what 
might be called the horizontal appeal—the needs of the United States 
and the non-Christian lands through the study of home missions and 
foreign missions. This is necessary, and should be continued; but 
has not the time arrived when we should give our people the vertical 
appeal—the claims of Almighty God upon their lives and _posses- 
sions—through the study of Christian stewardship and tithing? 
With these two great appeals—the needs of the millions in the world 
now without the gospel, and the ownership of God upon our lives as 
set forth in Christian stewardship—our denomination shall be able 
under the blessing of God to make a fourfold advance in a few years. 

To begin with, every charge in the denomination ought to be led 
to see the importance of introducing a weekly system of giving to meet 
the pastor’s salary and all local needs. Then this should be followed 
by a most careful, prayerful canvass for a weekly pledge for foreign 
missions, home missions, and the other benevolences, with the under- 
standing that when any one makes a pledge to all of the benevolences 
of the church in this way he will be relieved from further special 
appeals during the year. If we can get our people to recognize the 
claims of Almighty God upon their possessions and honor the Lord 
with their substance by giving weekly for the local needs and for the 
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world-wide extension of the gospel, we shall make such advances as 
shall surprise the world within the quadrennium. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer. Is it the purpose to put in a field secretary 
as stated here—was that the purpose ? 

Rey. W. Z. Roserts. The purpose of the amendment is simply to 
put it under the supervision of the Board of Control that they may 
arrange and elect. We are not to elect a secretary by this body, 
but let the Board of Control select the man. I am tired of multi- 
plying boards that have no authority to carry out the purposes of the 
General Conference in committing work to their hands. 

The secretary rises above the board when elected by this General 
Conference, and advises the board in many instances. Let the Board 
of Control care for the interests committed to their hands. Let them 
employ the secretary, and if the secretary does not carry out their 
wishes they can dismiss him and employ some one else. Why continue 
to employ men here in the General Conference, and then commit 
interests to a committee that are without power to execute? That is 
the thought. I am against it. I favor the amendment. 

This whole business reminds me very much of a little story. A 
colored brother met his congregation at the close of the year and the 
congregation proposed to increase his salary. The motion was that 
it be raised to $400.00. The colored gentleman arose and said, “If 
you please, I am against that motion. The salary for the past year 
was $200.00, and if you raise the salary to $400.00, I will not be able 
to get it. I had to collect it myself this last year, and if you raise 
it to $400.00 it will kill me to get the money.” [ Laughter. | 

You have been running in too heavily at the top. The money comes 
from the same people. Put this matter into the hands of a compe- 
tent committee, and let that committee go forth in this effort and 
push the business and elect its own secretary. That is the proposi- 
tion. 

Dr. W. H. Wasurncer. I favor and concur in everything that has 
been said by Doctor Hough in reference to Christian stewardship, 
and in a paper I presented I named it as one of the twentieth cen- 
tury institutions in this Church—Christian education and Christian 
stewardship—and we asked the laymen to do the very best for these 
two interests during this quadrennium. 

But, I think we must get right down to the foundation of this 
whole question. We must get our pastors right, if they are not right; 
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I believe a large number of thé pastors are setting the example 
and giving God his own. A stream does not rise higher than the 
source, and we must have this keynote sounded from every pulpit in 
this great Church of ours in order to get the people to get in 
harmony with all we suggest here. 

I have been a tither in all these years. JI am not saying much - 
about it. Not merely giving one-tenth, but making a free-will offer- 
ing as much as possible above that. In our conference, may I say, 
we have an individual who directs the work of Christian stewardship, 
and those who were at the recent session of our Pennsylvania Con- 
ference will remember our action there. You may read our con- 
ference minutes. You will find nearly a whole page in the report on 
superintendency. 

And then as to the Young People Society, we elected a young man 
to look after this work in Pennsylvania Conference. And I am here 
to say that he is doing it, and he is going to continue until it reaches 
the farthest point of our conference at least. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I think we are getting down to fundamentals 
in this when we get down to the pastor, and through the pastor ring 
the changes on this subject. For, I think we do not need a secretary 
to do this work if we do it this better way. I am here to say that 
if I am sent as a pastor to any charge, I want to be there as master 
of the situation, and I want my conference to help make me more 
and more master of the situation. 

I think I am abundantly able to preach on this subject after T 
have practiced it—practiced it intensely by setting the example—and 
there will be no trouble about getting the majority of the members 
of my congregation right on this subject if I am right on this sub- 
ject. Therefore, I am heartily tired of many individuals asking 
others to do what they are not willing to do themselves. I give it 
as my best thought that, if we work this by the conference, if the 
superintendent of the conference is right, or presiding elders, and if 
a majority of the pastors are right, I want to say that a majority of 
the laymen will be right on this subject. [Applause.] 

But there is a way to do this without paying very much to get it 
done by means of a secretary’s help. I presented the method to 
scores of individuals and they are trying it, but I want to say, the 
people that I represent do not care to have any more secretaries 
traveling over the country on this and some other subjects when the 
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pastors are abundantly able to do it; when, if they are not able, or 
not willing to do it, the remedy is to amend your pulpits. 

And I want to say, Mr. Chairman, while I am on the floor, if we 
are going to multiply secretaries in this General Conference, I think 
that some one will say that we are in very much the position of Bob 
Taylor’s old colored man, who lay dying. The family physician 
eame and said, “Old man, you are very sick; you are going to cross 
the river pretty soon. Have you anything to say before you go over 
the river?’ And he said in a whisper, “Yes, I wish I had gotten 
another physician.” And they will say that they wish they had 
sent different representatives here if you multiply these secretaries. 

Cioyp C. Roser, of Lower Wabash Conference. I move an amend- 
ment to the amendment of Section X., Christian Stewardship Report, 
as follows:

EIGHTH DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Fripay, May 21, 1909. 


The devotional service was conducted by Dr. R. J. White, of Erie 
Conference. The service opened with an organ voluntary by Pro- 
fessor Leslie. Bishop Bell presided. The Arion Quartet sang, 
“Traveling Home.” Doctor White then read from the thirteenth 
chapter of Acts, and also from the sixteenth chapter of Acts; follow- 
ing which, with the Conference standing, sentence prayers were called 
for, in which eight participated. The devotional service closed with 
song by the quartet, “Morning, Noon, and Evening.” 
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Tue Presipine Bisuor. It was thought best to have a statement 
about a matter that is delicate, and yet a matter that we can 
approach with brotherly frankness. We are all exceedingly anxious 
that our senior bishop shall recover and be ready for his accustomed 
toil. But the other bishops feel that in any case as applied to him, 
or any one of our number, in case of temporary disability, it would 
be the feeling and policy of the bishops, who may not be disabled, 
to tender their services to the conferences that might be deprived of 
the full service of a bishop, and support in every possible way any 
bishop who might be temporarily disabled. That would be the feeling 
and wish and temper of the men who compose the Board of Bishops. 
It might be appropriate for the General Conference to declare its 
sympathy with that sentiment. 

Dr. W. R. Funk, of Allegheny Conference. I move you that this 
be the thought of the General Conference. 

Seconded. 

Rev. H. W. Truesioop. I have an item I would like to read as 
an amendment, on page 56, Number 14, of the Discipline. 

THe Presipine Bisnop. Doctor Funk moved to make my statement 
the thought of the Conference. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. — I will consent to Doctor Trueblood’s amendment. 

Rev. H. W. Trueblood, of Northern Illinois Conference, presented 
the following: 


Page 56, Number 14, under “Vacancy in a District,” at the end 
of the second line, insert “divide the work of said districts among 
themselves, or.” - It would then read, “In case of a vacancy in the 
office of bishop in any district, it shall be the duty of the remaining 
bishops to divide the work of said district among themselves, or hold 
an election by letter ballot,” ete.

Dr. W. R. Funk. T rise to say that I am in favor of this amend- 
ment, but it don’t relate to the motion, and hence is out of order. 
My motion was simply to make the expression of the Board of Bishops 
our action in reference to temporary disability. I hold to my motion. 
I am sure they do not conflict. ; 

THE Presipina Bisnor. Are you ready to vote on Doctor Funk’s 


motion? All favoring will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It becomes 
your action. 
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Tue Presiping BisHor. Doctor Trueblood’s motion is now before 
you, which provides simply an added item of the Discipline by which, 
if a bishop is disabled, his: work is divided among the remaining 
bishops—the Gonferences will be divided among those bishops who are 
in the effective service, at their discretion, or they may hold an 
election, as provided for in case there is considerable time left of the 
quadrennium. 

BisHor WeExkuey. I hope the Conference will see its way to adopt 
that amendment. In case there should be a vacancy towards the last 
of the quadrennium, say within the last year before the General 
Conference, under the old rule, we would be compelled to elect a 
_ bishop. But this has a modifying effect. The bishops remaining 
might be able to divide the work and do it themselves for the re- 
maining months of the year and save the expense. But should the 
vacaney occur early, or in the middle of the quadrennium, the elec- 
tion could be held. 

Tue Presiprinc Bisuop. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

THe Presipinc BisHop. Those favoring the motion by Doctor 
Trueblood will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. Is 
there any miscellaneous business ? 

Rey. L. W. Sranu, of Allegheny Conference. I wish to present 
the following: 


Resolved, That any parts of the Discipline not in harmony with 
the actions of this General Conference are hereby repealed, and we 
authorize the editors of the Discipline to make all parts of the 
Discipline harmonize with the action of this General Conference.

Tue Presipina Bisnop. You have heard the motion to authorize 
the editors of the Discipline to harmonize all parts of the Discipline 
with the action of this General Conference. ' Are you ready to vote? 

Is it the intention to put 
in the hands of the editors of the Discipline to say what the law of 
this Church is, and to put the final interpretation upon what the 
action of this General Conference is? That most certainly does it, 
because they may harmonize clear out of existence the action of this 
Conference. It places it to where they put an imterpretation upon 
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the law. I see how it is entirely right to let them correct grammatical 
errors, to make the wording harmonize, to take out repetitions, cut 
out whatever there may be of repetition in the Discipline. That is 
right. But I oppose the idea of saying that they will undertake 
to harmonize the different parts of this Discipline. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. The chair would suggest that we may be 
helped if the resolution would be read again. 

Secretary Siddall read Doctor Stahl’s resolution. 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. Now that perhaps relieves your mind. 

R. H. Benyerr. That first part I have no objection to. It is the 
last part I am objecting to. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. What is your pleasure ? 

Rev. L. W. Sranzt. May I have a word? 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. Proceed. 

Rev. W. Stamt. The idea ‘T-have im view is this: At the close 
of every act passed, we repeal everything that does not harmonize 
with the act. Unless we do the court rules it right out. And in 
reference to the latter part, if you take the Discipline—the Board of 
Bishops, for instance, a few months ago found where there were 
different section of the Discipline that didn’t harmonize. And if you 
will examine the minutes of the last General Conference, you will 
find that one committee recommended certain things and it was passed 
upon by the General Conference. Perhaps another committee had 
another section of the Discipline, and they didn’t know what the 
other committee had done, and when the report was taken them they 
were not aware of what action was taken in another chapter, and 
hence we have set forth acts in different chapters that conflict one 
with another, and the bishops were in trouble during 
rennium to know which was right.

Now, this simply gives the 
this correction, and if there is anything 
in the Discipline that is not in harmony with this, it is here repealed, 
and they are authorized to strike it out of the Discipline in codifying 
the law.

Tue Presipine Brsnor, Al] in favor of the motion of Doctor 
Stahl will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The action is passed. 

DriW.-R. Fork. I would like to state to the Generali Conference 
in this connection that you appointed a committee the other day of 
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which Doctor Landis is chairman. Some of us are on that. com- 
mittee. We have tried to do something along that line, but have not 
been able to accomplish anything so far. So you need not expect your 
Discipline at an early date. It will require a long time to get out 
what is being said on this Conference floor; which must be done before 
we can edit the Discipline. 

Dr. W. O. Frizs, of Sandusky Conference. I would be pleased 
very much if the General Conference would hear the report of the 
three committees appointed yesterday. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. We had a report under consideration when 
we adjourned, two items of which you had not acted upon. I think 
we ought to finish that up, and then your request would have pre- 
cedence. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Our time is limited. We are almost at the 
close of our second week. Therefore, I ask consent that we have 
two elections. First, the Board of Education, and second, the 
Seminary Board. 

Pror. Marx Kerppren, Chairman of the Board of Tellers. JI would 
like to move that the rules be suspended and the Committee on Nom- 
inations be authorized at the earliest possible moment to report their 
nominations for the remaining boards. I so moye. 

Seconded. 

Rey. J. T. Roserts, of White River Conference. The rules will 
not have to be suspended for that. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. That is what is being done now. Doctor 
Funk asked for unanimous consent. 

Rev. J. S. Fuuiron, of Allegheny Conference. The Nominating 
Committee can go no farther until you have acted upon the Home 
Mission and the Foreign Mission Boards. 

Tue Presmpinc Bisnop. Let me ask for just a moment your 
undivided attention. Here is this Report on Christian Stewardship 
before you with two items unfinished, and under the head of mis- 
eellaneous business, Doctor Fries suggests that the tri-committee that 
had to consider interests which were somewhat conflicting and which 
action. would define our policies in some things, and in order to save 
time ought to be taken up now.

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Tue Preswing BisHorp. Are you all agreed? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Dr. H. H. Four. The Committee on Foreign Missions and Home 
Missions have mutually agreed as to the number of persons consti- 
tuting the Board of Control in each case, and that being the case 
would it be possible for us to report that item so that this committee 
can present the nominations for these boards? There is a niutual 
agreement, and I can see no occasion for holding it up until these 
reports come in printed. These are very important boards, and we 
should not put them off until Monday. : 

THe Preswwinc BisHop. We will proceed with the consideration 
of this Report on Christian Stewardship. The item before the Con- 
ference is an amendment to item ten. Are you ready to vote? 

SecrETARY SnypER. The Conference adjourned with this item 
pending—the amendment offered by Brother Rose—“and the above 
board have power to employ a secretary for this department.” 
Signed by Rose and Biglow. That is the amendment. Doctor 
Roberts moved to strike out all after the word “created” to the 
word “elected,” leaving it read that the department of Christian 
Stewardship be created by this General Conference. Then while 
that was pending this amendment was offered by Brother Rose.

THe Presipine Bisnop. That is what we voted on; but that is the 
amendment to the amendment. So the whole question is in your 
hands. : 

Dr. S. 8. Hovuan, of Allegheny Conference. As I understand, 
that department was to have authority if it deemed it to be wise 
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to do this, and that they could designate some officer that is now 
serving some department, if they prefer, so as not to create absolutely 
a new department.

Tue Presiping BisHor. Are you ready ?

Rev. L. O. Oyter. It makes the officers selected the Stewardship 
Commission. 

Rev. W. C. Muuer, of -West Nebraska Conference. i wish to 
second the substitute. 

Tue Presipinc Brsnop. Are you ready to vote on the substitute 
for the amendment? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. -As many as favor the substitute will indi- 
eate by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It does not prevail. Now, 
the amendment as amended. -Are you ready? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Those favorable will say “Aye”; con- 
trary, “No.” The amendment as amended prevails. Now, on the 
item as amended. Those favoring it will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” The item stands as amended by the amendment to the 
amendment. 

Secretary Siddall read the last item of the Report of the Christian 
Stewardship Committee, as follows:

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuorp. Are you ready to vote on this item? 
Those favoring will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. 
Now, on the report as amended. Are you ready? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. Those favoring it will say “Aye”; con- 
trary, “No.” The report as amended is adopted. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Can we have the election of the Board of 
Edueation by general consent ? 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Proceed. 

The ballots were distributed for the election for the Board of 
Education in charge of Professor Keppel’s Board of Tellers. 

Tue Presipine Bishop. Has everybody voted for Board of Edueca- 
tion? The Board of Education ballot is closed, and the tellers will 
proceed with the count. 

The tellers retired. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Proceed with the distribution of the ballots 
for Seminary Board. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I suggest that when this ballot is closed, we 
ballot for Church Treasurer, with Board of Tellers Number 3 in 
charge, by general consent. 

At this point a picture was taken of the delegates as seated in

J. H. Kiracors, of Pennsylvania Conference. I notice in the nom- 
inations for the various boards that the Pennsylvania Conference 
has only been recognized by the nomination of one person on one 
board.

THe Presiping Bisuop. Have you all voted for Seminary Board? 
If so, the ballot is closed. Now the tellers will distribute the ballots 
in blank and you will write one name for Church Treasurer>

Prof. H. M. Ambrose, secretary, read the report of the Committee 
on Sunday School, Young People’s Societies, and Men’s Movement. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. What will you do with this report? 

A motion was made and seconded to adopt the report. 

Dr. W. O. Fries, of Sandusky Conference. May I state the object 
of bringing this report as it is before the General Conference? I+ 
is hardly worth while to refer it to the printer unless you approve of 
that article that provides for secretaries. We were not certain what 
action the Conference might take in regard to that, and we could 
not go any farther until that was decided. We desire that that 
be settled this afternoon. When that is done, we are prepared to 
go on and finish the constitution for the unas School, the Young 
People’s Society, and Brotherhood. 

Tuer Presipinc BisHop. Would the General Conference like, by 
unanimous consent, to put this report on its passage immediately 
without printing? Are you all agreed? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rey. S. L. Topp, of Indiana Conference. I move the substitution 
that these secretaries be elected by the Board—the several boards as 
mentioned in the report.

Tue Presipinc Bisnorp. The report is before you. What is your 
pleasure? Do you want to adopt it item by item? 
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Dr. R. J. Wurst, of Erie Conference. I move you that the paper 
be adopted item by item. 

Seconded. 

THE Presipine BisHop. It is moved and seconded that this report 
be adopted item by item.

Dr. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. If that article is changed, 
the entire report will need to go’back to the committee for rear- 
rangement. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Will you allow the chair to complete the 
vote on this item as amended ? 

Dr. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash Conference. I believe I ex- 
press the sentiment of the Conference when I say we need light on 
this whole matter. A measure contemplating such radical changes 
ought to be considered well. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The chair suggests that we have a state- 
ment from the chairman of this committee. 

Dr. W. O. Fries. The statement I wish to make is this: Of 
course, if in the items that will follow, the article where the refer- 
ence it to three secretaries, you vote for only one, that will settle 
this part. of it, because the Codifying Committee—if no other— 
will make harmony either way.

As an illustra- 
tion take our greatest financial concerns and you will find out when 
they want anything done, they will get a man to do it ; and the idea 
that will bother a good many of us is having too many secretaries. 
The facts in the case are that what is everybody’s business is no- 
body’s business. If you want these movements pushed to the front— 
and as you have heard the great demand. on the part of the laymen— 
you must elect somebody to take hold of this work and push it, and 
if after four years it is not right, abandon it. Don’t the records of 
the Sunday-school secretary show that he must have help? The 
action of this Conference already shows that the Sunday-school 
secretary is overloaded and must have help. 

Now you come in with these two new departments; doesn’t it 
show that you need men that can take hold of this and push it into 
new fields? It isn’t a question of having a field. It is a question 
of getting these new men into new fields—as it were new coal mines, 
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new oil wells—and dig up these things, and you will find that the 
Men’s Movement, being pushed, will multiply and be a great arm 
of this Church. What this Church needs is the cultivating of the 
farms. It is not a question of having a thousand acres; but the man 
who has a hundred acres, if he will improve that thoroughly, will 
make more out of the hundred acres than the other man out of the 
thousand acres. 

I visited an old German while traveling in the interest of Avalon 
College; I was in his house. He said, “Brother Kumler, come out; 
I want to show you three trees.” He was a wide-awake German. He 
said, “For this one tree I dug two feet wide and two feet deep, when 
I planted it. This second one I dug three feet wide and three feet 
deep, and the third one I dug five feet wide and five feet deep. I 
then hauled rich dirt in all of them. And now,” he said, “notice 
the size of these trees. Notice the fruit on them” ; and the tree that 
was dug five feet wide had on three times, yes, four times the fruit 
that the first one had. This illustrates the intensifying of the ques- 
tion. 

Now this question of three secretaries. Don’t let it trouble you. 
We have, as I suggested, plenty of work to do in the Sunday-school ~ 
department, and will need help for that work. And now you are 
going to add the Young People’s Movement and the Men’s Move- 
ment. Let us place these men in these positions and expect results 
of them. Make them responsible, and let this body elect these men 
and hold them responsible. Then as they go out they can go out 
with more authority, with more dignity, and with aid by the order 
of this whole Conference. 

There isn’t anything before this Conference that so interests me 
as this question. It goes out in the front to the fighting line, where 
the money is, and all we need to do is to send our men, energetic 
men, out into the territory, and you will find that you will not be 
sorry that you have the three secretaries. If, at the end of four 
years, you are not satisfied, you can certainly change the plan. 

Rev. W. Z. Roperrs, of Sandusky Conference. I move to amend 
by striking out this-item of the report. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. It is moved and seconded that this item 
be stricken out. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire, of Erie Conference. I move as a substitute for 
this motion the following: 
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That there be one general secretary, and that the Board of Control 
may employ one or more assistant secretaries.

Rev. W. Z. Roperts, of Sandusky Conference, May I ask a 
question? Do you mean by that, Doctor White, that the present 
arrangement for electing the Sabbath-School General Secretary shall 
stand? = 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Yes. As I understood it, this takes the 
place of the Sunday-school arrangement—General Sunday-School 
Secretary. 

Rev. W. Z. Roserts. If that is the understanding, I accept it. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke, of Iowa Conference. Couldn’t we say 
assistant superintendents ? 

Dr. R. J. Wuirr. Yes, sir. 

Tue Presipine Bisnopr. Now, we want a clear statement. 

Dr. R. J. Ware. I move this as a substitute: That there be one 
general secretary, and that the Board of Control can select an 
assistant secretary. I should say “may select.” 

THe Presipinc BisHop. Do you accept that, Brother Roberts? 

Rev. W. Z. Roserrts. Yes, sir; with the understanding that this 
is the general secretary for the Sunday-School Department, I accept 
that. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire.- Just a word or two. JI think we are all heartily 
in sympathy with the statement just made by Brother Kumiler, that 
this seems to be the psychological moment in this country for em- 
phasis upon Bible study. We all rejoice in this. I know in the 
city of Buffalo a few years ago, we were emphasizing brotherhood, 
and I know now of only one brotherhood in the city of Buffalo. 
But it would have died a natural death if it had not been for the 
coming in of this adult Bible class movement. Most all of these broth- 
erhoods are studying the Bible, and the study of the Bible has given 
them support on which to work, and has given solidity to the move- 
ment. So that this Men’s Movement js practically an Adult Bible 
Class Movement, and I think that we all rejoice in it, and we are in 
favor, I think, all of us, of giving it the proper leadership, and I 
think that this motion provides for ‘that leadership. 

But I am opposed to the election of three men here on this floor 


for general secretaries. Four years ago, none of us dreamed of this _ 
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‘Adult Movement. You cannot tell what may be the case four years 
from now. This puts the matter into the hands of this Board of 
Control. That will undoubtedly be an efficient board of control in 
sympathy with this work. I believe that—while I remember, per- 
haps in my own thought, and I speak for. others—there is danger of 
increasing the number of superintendents along this line; I believe 
IT am in hearty favor, with the rest of my brethren, of giving sufficient 
help. The only question is of having enough, and not too much. I 
believe in giving all the money for generalship that we need; but, 
brethren, there is such a thing as having too many generals, too many 
captains, and too many lieutenants. We have to have some people 
in the ranks, and there are other interests that clamor for gratifica- 
tion—for attention. Just think of the movement in which Bishop 
Mills and others have been so intensely interested, of pushing up this 
benevolent fund. Doesn’t that need leadership? And according to 
the report that has passed, we can have the leadership; we can have 
a secretary. This board can elect a secretary on stewardship They 
ean do it. 

But Iam much more heartily in favor of leaving it with the board, 
because they make the experiment and see if there is any real demand 
for it. I believe that will be the case, so I am heartily in sympathy 
with this for a substitute. 

Dr. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. There are several points 
that we ought to look at very candidly. First, the union of these 
boards—the Sunday school, which involves a constituency of nearly 
four hundred thousand; the Young People’s Society with a constitu- 
ency of eighty-six thousand people; and then the Men’s Movement 
comprising about fifteen thousand. So we have about a half million 
people involved in this movement. And the plan is to boost this 
movement, to build them up; that is the plan. Now, Doctor White, 
in his resolution, means to drop out the young people entirely, except 
as they may be incidentally connected with the Sunday school. 
Now, is that fair? A movement that has been in existence for 
almost twenty years, and has never had a single contribution by the 
denomination as such, will you now hook that up to the Sunday 
school without any recognition whatever? just drop it out like 
that? I say candidly, leave us as we were, if that is your plan; and 
we will, through consecration, do the best we can—try to manage 
this work. 
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And then, on the other hand, you just drop the dignity of this 
men’s secretary, as if it were nothing. Have you forgotten the 
pictures; have you forgotten Mr. Beckley’s drawings? Have you 
forgotten the enthusiasm of last Sunday night and last Sunday 
morning? Has all this gone from the pastors and the lay delegates 
of this great General Conference, and is there no deeper interest 
than that in this mighty Brotherhood Movement? You say it is a 
Bible class movement. True, it is; but I want to remind you that 
in all these great churches, while the Bible class is the basis, it is 
called the “Brotherhood,” and when we begin to minify, when we begin 
to overlook the brotherhood side of this great onward march of 
Christian men, we are simply losing our opportunity. 

Now, I don’t care very much how you arrange this in some regards, 
but we can arrange it better than these motions indicate. Brethren, 
I believe with all my heart we ean do it better. I am hoping if 
you are going to do something like this—break it all up—you will 
do something a little different from what you have planned as yet. 

Pror. A. A. Maysiturs, of Miami Conference. Doctor Huber has 
made my speech on this subject. 

Rev. L. L. Eprey, of West Nebraska Conference. I think this 
General Conference needs to go very slowly at this point. I have 
been trying to bring my mind to bear upon the most important of 
these movements to see what we can do. The question with me about 
this amendment is, Can we. afford to knock out any one of these, or 
put any one subordinate to another, unless there is some relation to 
them that makes them necessarily codrdinate together. The Young 
People’s Movement is undoubtedly a great movement. Most of us 
have been connected with it, and this question has been the question, 
What can we do? The Young People’s convention last summer 
memorialized this Conference to make it a part of its work, to recog- 
nize the Young People’s Work of the Church. And I feel that this, 
under the motion that has been made, has not been fully done. 

In the second place, I submit that in this paper that we have 
brought before us we are loading on the Sunday-School Board two 
other departments that are necessarily—will necessarily have to be 
supported by the Sunday-School Board. Now the question is, Does 
any one of these naturally come there? The Men’s Movement js 
undoubtedly a Bible class movement and belongs to the Sunday school 
—had its origin in the Sunday school—has been worked up to its 
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present efficiency under the Sunday school. I question whether we 
ean take it away, or give it anything that will in any way segregate 
it from the Sunday school. I believe it can be worked through the 
Sunday school; but I believe we will make a mistake to load the 
Sunday school with the Young People’s Movement, and, as a result, 
push it out of existence. And I make a motion, Mr. Chairman, to 
amend the report by taking out of consideration entirely the Young 
People’s Christian Endeavor Union Movement. 

A. H. Laughbaum, of Sandusky Conference. I move the whole 
matter be referred back to the committee. 

Seconded. 

Bishop Matrurews. We have now reached a supreme moment. 
For months we have been looking to this General Conference to give 
encouragement to these great forward movements. That magnificent, 
magnetic man, Brother Beckley, spoke to us on Monday morning, 
with his soul on fire as a loyal member of the United Brethren Church, 
and his heart is almost consumed and brain consumed with the ambi- 
tion to enlist the men and organize the men of the Church for the 
kingdom. All I ask now is to recommit this report, and let us erystal- 
lize our sentiment. That will be worthy of the dignity of the Confer- 
ence. We must do something for this great forward movement for the 
kingdom among the men of the Church. Give them the chance, and 
they will raise thousands of dollars; they will reinforce every depart- 
ment of the Church. They will give life and heroism and force, a 
projectile force to everything connected with the Church. You will 
take the heart out of the men. You chill the mighty tidal wave 
that has come out from the Church with reference to the Men’s 
Movement. I plead for the recommittal of this to the committee. 

Rev. E. H. Suury, of Northern Illinois Conference. I endorse 
the splendid address of our dear Bishop Mathews. In regard to the 
three secretaries, now, dear brethren, J believe we are coming to see 
a vision of larger things. As I understand that committee, the work 
of the Men’s Movement touches that of the Sunday school and of the 
Young People, and if you want to combine them and give us three 
secretaries, one for each department, you will see things happen in 
the days to come in this Church. But, brethren, let us have the 
vision of the larger Church. The reason we are here is because we 
have no vision of larger things. Let us elect three great secretaries 
to go out and do great things for God and this Church. 
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THE Presipine BisHop. Now, suffer the chair to make just a state- 
ment as to our whereabouts. The committee reported recommending 
that this General Conference elect a general secretary for the Bible 
school, a general secretary for the brotherhood, and a general sec- 
retary for the Christian Endeavor—three secretaries to be elected 
here. Now, if this should be adopted their salaries will be fixed by the 
General Conference. And then the amendment was made. Doctor 
White introduced an element which was accepted, which amendment 
would be: Instead of three secretaries, you proceed to elect one secre- 
tary, and authorize this board of control to employ an assistant secre- 
tary if they should see fit. Now, that amendment is before you. I wish 
you would speak to that amendment. If you want three secretaries, 
vote the amendment down. If you want one secretary and assistant, 
then vote for the amendment. Are you ready ? 

The question is called for. 

A. H. Lavensaum, of Sandusky Conference. There has been an 
amendment made and seconded to change it. 

THE Presipine Bisuop. There are some of our brethren that don’t 
want to do that, and I am having respect to their feeling. 

W. H. Unricu, of East Pennsylvania Conference. If I understand 
the chairman, that would facilitate matters very much. If I under- 
stood the chairman, he said he had some doubt as to the three 
secretaries, and it strikes me if that question was decided, and then 
recommit this report, they «ould get the report in proper shape, so 
we could act on it candidly. 

THE Presiwine Bisuop. The chair is ready to entertain a motion 
to recommit. We can easily test the sentiment of the General 
Conference. | 

W. H. Ulrich. If we recommit with the present knowledge, they 
will not have any more knowledge than they have now. 

Bisuop Maruews. The purpose of my remarks, the force of my 
remarks, I hope, shall be for the greater things for the kingdom. I 
am not particular about recommittal, if you will vote right. 

Dr. J. G. Huser. May I have this request? Might we not hear 
from Doctor Shupe, who has studied this question from top to bot- 
tom, and from center to circumference. 

Pron. cA. Ay MaysiInues, of Miami Conference. Brethren of this 
convention: I looked forward to this assembly as one of your dele- 
gates with particular pleasure in so far as my coming had anything 
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to do with the Men’s Movement. I was delighted on last Sabbath 
and on last Monday, when our great layman, Mr. Beckley, spoke 
to you along the lines that you seemed to back him up in. I want 
to call attention to just these two or three things: 

We agree that the Men’s Movement is important. It seems that 
we are divided in this Conference into two bodies; the body that 
might be called “radicals,” and the body that might be called the “pro- 
gressives.” Let us look for the vision. You heard Doctor Roberts’ 
statement with reference to the work that has been done by the 
young people in this country without the expense of one dollar ex- 
cept contributions. 

You remember the one brother who spoke to the Conference and 
said that four years ago this Church had not heard of the Men’s 
Movement, and he told the truth. And yet you had the General 
Conference Secretary of Sunday Schools, and this great movement 
has not grown up as the outgrowth or results of his efforts—and no: 
reflection on him—but in spite of it, if you please. The time is 
here now, my brethren, to take care of this matter. Let me just 
call your attention to this matter. I won’t speak of the matter of 
economy that has been spoken of. Brethren, will you indicate where 
your point of economy comes in? You say we should leave this to 
the man to look after—selected by whom? By the General Confer- 
ence or a certain board? Why not by this Conference? And for 
such a practical objection that was made a couple of. weeks before 
IT came here, when before our class two hundred strong in our place, 
this proposition was made: Let’s have a certain contribution for a 
certain purpose. 

I don’t want to humiliate anybody. One of the less important 
men in our place says, “That is one of your hustlers for a soft snap 
going over the country.” It was not just the man, but it indicates 
the prejudice that exists and I will tell you, you put up the man to 
go over this country, give him the dignity of this General Confer- 
ence, and you will put into his hand the weapon to carry this move- 
ment on to success. [Applause.] 

Voices. Shupe, Shupe. 

Tiiz Presiprve Bisuor. Doctor Shupe is called for. 

Dr. R. J. Wuirr. I have the consent of the second of this motion 
to say assistant secretaries. 

Tue Preswpinc Bisuor. In the plural? 
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Presipent Brooke, of Iowa Conference. I seconded that motion, - 
and I accept it. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire. The proposition is to change so that we shall 
elect the secretary, and the board may provide two: assistant secre- 
taries. 

PRESIDENT Brooke. It was one or more assistants, 

Dr. D. D. Lownry, of East Pennsylvania Conference. A question 
of privilege, please. I simply want to call the attention of the Con- 
ference to the fact that in these discussions and very enthusiastic 
reference to O. P. Beckley, they do not represent him in their posi- 
tions taken here. If they desire to represent him, I have his word 
direct as to what he thinks about the arrangement in the further- 
ance of this movement. In the first place, he does not have any 
sympathy with the brotherhood movement. He does not believe that 
that is the thing to emphasize. But he does believe in the Adult 
Class Movement. Secondly, his idea was the appointment or elec- 
tion of an executive committee or board and this secretary—if the 
Conference sees fit to have one—to be elected by that executive board 
after deliberate attention and search for the right man. 

Voices. Shupe, Shupe, Shupe. ‘ 

Tue Presiping BisHor. Doctor Shupe—is he in‘ the room? 

Doctor Shupe was sitting immediately in front of the rostrum, 
right down below the Bishop, and when he noticed him, he said: 
You are in mighty great demand, young man. Suppose you come 
up here and talk. 

Dr. H. F. Suuper, Editor of the Watchword. Mr. Bishop, I think 
that it is clear to us all that this Church must give larger attention 
to the promotion of the Sunday school; that it must give adequate 
attention to the promotion of the Young People’s work 3 thatent 
must give adequate attention to this new and greatest of the move- 
ments—the Men’s Movement; that we need to give special atten- 
tion to all these. There is a. certain relation between these move- 
ments. There is also, I think, a reason why the departments of our 
Church should be correlated as far as possible; that while we are 
specializing and promoting these interests, they should be correlated 
as far as possible. Is there such relation between these movements | 
as would permit them to be correlated at the head, under the man- 
agement of one board constituting the board of the three interests ? 

If our Church were great enough, we might have a board for 
eack and a secretary for each. But even if we were as great as we 
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might be, there might still be reason why it would be well to have 
them brought close together under a joint board of managers. It 
might be well to have an organization for each of these; a paper for 
each of these; but in a Church of our size it might also be better to 
have the three represented in some one paper rather than in several, 
and to haye one board to conserve the three interests. 

The Sunday school is an old, well established, and well defined 
department, the religious educational ageney of the Church. The 
Young People’s Movement is also well defined, the training depart- 
ment of the Church. There is a close relationship there. The 
Men’s Movement has in it three elements, if +I understand it. 
First, the organizations are largely adult Bible classes, men’s 
Bible classes. But there are two elements of the movement 
outside of the mere organization. One of these is the recogni- 
tion of manhood, and the Church should without fail give the 
proper recognition to the manhood of the Church. There is also 
in it the possibility of enlisting the manhood of the Church in the 
problems of the Church. These two elements are outside of the Sun- 
day-school class. While the Sunday-school class is the basis, these 
other two elements are outside of the Sunday school. Therefore, 
these elements deserve recognition, and that is what is meant by the 
Men’s Movement, as I understand it: to bring together the men in 
force, direct their attention to the great interests of the Church, 
and get them under the great problems of the Church. 

As to the employment of special secretaries, this I think to be 
true. If we had a secretary for each department operating under 
separate boards, more could be accomplished than with a secretary 
under a combined board. They might do more, but we would have 
the present condition of departments without proper correlation. If 
this combined board is broad enough to take on these interests and 
represent them, and if a secretary be provided for it and the board 
be privileged to employ such assistants as may be possible with ex- 
isting funds, or that might be obtainable in the development of the 
movement, it would be a safe proposition. For instance, in this 
new Men’s Movement, the laity, responding to it, may readily-pro- 
vide for the whole time of a secretary to be selected either by the 
General Conference or the board; or it could be left to the judgment 
of the board as to how long such a secretary should be continued, 
or whether it should be attempted. 
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Now, I perhaps should speak only for the Young People’s depart- 
ment. The Young People’s department, I think, might properly 
come under such a board. It would not come under such a general 
board with the idea that it is to be submerged. This board would 
be the board of the Sunday school and young people. I believe that 
the secretary of the board might easily represent the interests of 
both these departments at the Young People’s conventions, in con- 
ferences, and wherever this secretary goes without great detriment 
to either. 

As I understand, the Sunday-school board -now employs several 
men, at least at times. I don’t see why the board could not employ 
for such time as’ might be necessary workers who would represent 
these joint interests, if it were not necessary to employ a special 
secretary for the Young People’s Society, the secretary himself or 
his assistants might represent this interest on many occasions where 
it could not be represented at all otherwise. 

So that, in a broad enough conception of the functions of such a 
board, if the secretary or secretaries are properly utilized, I believe, 
in a Church of our size and our strength, we can go forward and 
represent these interests and bring them to success; not as could be 
done if we had the strength to have men on all the separate inter- 
ests, but adequate for a denomination of our size. 

THe Presiping BisHop. Now, let me ask only that Brother White 
read his amendment. 

Rev. R. J. Wurre. It is in the hands of the secretary. 

Secretary Siddall read the substitute proposed by Doctor White, 
. providing for one or more assistant secretaries. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Let us discuss intelligently the items 
before us. The amendment to the amendment is that the General 
Conference elect one general secretary, and that the board be allowed 
the privilege of employing one or more assistant secretaries. That, 
I understand, to be the amendment to the amendment now before us. 

Rev. W. C. Mitirr. Isn’t that a substitute ? 

THe Presiping Bisnop. It is essentially the same. 

S. E. Kumusr, of Miami Conference. I have made up my mind 
from the beginning to be liberal in my views of the expenditure of 
money for the purpose of the aggrandizement of the kingdom of 
God. Let me tell you something that has come to my mind. One 
of the glories of this work among the young people is the fact that 
it had no recognition by the General Conference. One of the 
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glories of Christianity in the very beginning was—that made it take 
deep root—was persecution. 

Brother Maysilles, in arguing for the three secretaries, has given 
an argument against it, and I will show you why. Mr. Maysilles 
is superintendent of a class of young men in Brookville, Ohio—a 
good-sized village. And he has a class there in attendance of two 
hundred men, and this has come about without any recognition from 
any source. Now, I want to say here upon the floor of this Con- 
ference that Mr. Maysilles and his class have affected the Dayton 
schools and Dayton Bible classes more in two months than a paid 
secretary could in six months. [Applause.] That is all I want 
to say. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer, of Pennsylvania Conference. A few words 
on this substitute. I heartily favor it, and am glad for the emphasis 
laid upon it by Doctor Shupe. The old adage is, “A good beginning 
makes a good ending.” but here is a better: “A good beginning plus 
a good continuance makes a good ending.” Now, if we adopt this 
substitute, we begin well. It calls for a general secretary and gives 
him power, or authority to the board of control to secure the assistance 
of one or more men as the work develops. 

I am interested in the Adult Bible Class Movement, which em- 
braces or includes the Brotherhood Movement, and I am also inter- 
ested in the Young People’s Movement. Most of our young men are 
in this Brotherhood Movement, or in the Adult Bible Class Movement 
—you cannot well divorce the two, and I speak from knowledge. I 
have seen these organizations at work in the smaller congregations, 
and I have seen them at work in the largest congregations in our 
denomination. I am glad for the thought of codrdination in this 
great movement. We have faith and confidence in this Board of 
Control, and when we have elected a general secretary, as we will do, 
this Board of Control will elect one or more individuals to develop this 
work. But they will take for their motto, “Hasten slowly.” “We 
will do it well.” JI believe that those whom we have the honor to 
represent in this General Conference will hail with delight this sub- 
stitute, if you will pass it and stand by it. [Applause.] 

Dr. H. H. Four, of Miami Conference. I am very glad to hear 
the term “vision” used in this diseussion—the vision of the larger 
United Brethren Church. How to fill out that vision is the real 
problem before us. When that is determined, I am sure the Church 
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will be united in its purpose and efforts to accomplish the task. It 
is said in history that when the houses of parliament were being 
designed by leading architects, that a certain young man asked per- 
mission to draw the plans for just one building. He was denied that 
privilege. He then asked permission to draw simply the rough out- 
lines of one building. He was denied that privilege. He then asked 
permission to draw the background of one of the pictures of the 
landscape gardening surrounding that great plant.. He was denied 
that privilege. Then he came to one of the leading architects, and 
simply, in a humble way, asked permission to lead the hand, and 
direct it, of that architect during his work in planning just one 
building. Now, if I am not permitted to draw this plan, or the plan 
that we can all agree upon, or even the outline of it, or even to direct 
the hand or brain that does do it with the plans devised, I am going 
to help in my humble way to fill it out. 

My brethren, I don’t for a moment question the propriety of 
correlating these interests under one board. JI shall not attempt to 
offer a single argument against that proposition. But I do desire 
to defend the great institution, the imperial rank of which among 
present day Christian agencies no one can question. I believe that 
we make a mistake when we say Bible school, Brotherhood, Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor, and thus divide the great 
department in that way. Nine-tenths of what you are pleased to 
term the Men’s Movement is in this great organization know as the 
Sunday school. [Applause.] 

And I appeal to the experience of every pastor within the sound 
of my voice whether or not it has been possible to keep alive the 
“Brotherhoods,” until God in his providence sent us this new move- 
ment. It was born of God in the Sunday school. And before the 
international officers knew it, it rose to such power and dignity as to 
claim recognition as a department of international Sunday-school 
work. Instead of saying Brotherhood, you had better say the Adult 
Department of the International Sunday-School Movement. [ Ap- 
plause. ] 

In the next place, I believe that in the whirl of this movement 
we hardly know what to expect next month or next year, and it is 
hardly possible to meet the growing demands and do the work re- 
quired. But I do believe that whatever of help is employed must be 
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from the standpoint that I have named; and nothing independent, 
nothing that would divide. It is for us to do this, my brethren. 

Tuer Presipine Bisnor. The time is up. 

Dr. H. H. Four. Just this one word. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Dr. H. H. Four. The time is here for two things in this great 
movement that has brought twelve thousand people to our organiza: 
tion in the past twelve months—. 

Rev. H. R. Hess. The brother has consumed his time limit. There 
are others that desire to speak upon this item. Now that is about 
all we have got to do—is to make a few little speeches; but I have the 
interest at heart. : 

THe Preswine Brsuor. Brother Hess you will speak to the sub- 
stitute. 

Rev. W. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference. TI will speak to 
the text. The text preaches. Now, the resolution offered, or the 
amendment offered by Brother White, of Erie, is the very thing 
that this Church needs to adopt now, and I am not mistaken about 
it. I know the feeling on this. Well, I know my own feeling. 
[Laughter.] And sometimes I notice when a brother gets up and 
makes an influential speech, whether it is on the subject or not, it 
carries the whole thing sometimes. 

Now, good sense ought to be used in this, and good judgment. 
We have to resort to that at least. I am sure this board with one 
secretary, with the privilege of adding one more if they are needed, 
is what this Church needs; nothing more or nothing less. 

Rev. G. C. WituiaMs, of Sandusky Conference. I move the 
previous question. 

Seconded. 

THE Presiping Bistop. As many as desire the previous question 
will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is your order. As many as are 
in favor of the substitute offered by Doctor White, which will author- 
ize the General Conference to elect one general secretary and the 
board to elect additional secretaries if necessary—as many of you as 
are in favor of this will indicate by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” 
The Ayes have it. As many of you as favor this item as amended 
by this substitute will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The paragraph 
is passed. The Ayes have it. [Applause.] 

Secretary Siddall read article four. 
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Secretary Siddall read article, five. 

Secretary Siddall read article six. 

W. H. Utricn, of East Pennsylvania Conference. I now move that 
this paper be recommitted to this committee, and they get it in 
shape with constitutions and everything just in harmony with what 
we have done, and we will save one-half of the time. 

’Dr. W. R. Funx. May I ask a question of privilege? Does that 
mean that what we have done this afternoon will again be rearranged ? 

W. H. Utricu. Some words may have to be modified. 

THe Presipinc Bisuor. The chair begs to state that you are almost 
at the end of the report, and if it suits you we will immediately put 
it upon its passage. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretary Siddall read article seven. 

Secretary Siddall read article eight. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Are you ready for the report ? 

Rev. W. C. Mituer, of West Nebraska Conference. I think we will 
make a mistake by substituting Otterbein for Children’s Dayz 1 
don’t believe it will appeal to the popular mind. 

Tue Presiping Bishop. Have you a motion? 

Rey. W. C. Minter. I move to amend by striking out “Otterbein 
Day” and putting in “Children’s Day.” 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipine Bishop. The motion is before you that you strike 
out “Otterbein Day” and substitute “Children’s Day.” Are you 
ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

Rey. J. N. Hanus, of Colorado Conference. I wish to say that the 
name in this is in harmony with the name suggested in the report of 
the Sunday-School Committee. 

Dr. W. O. Fries, of Sandusky Conference. I want to say this, 
Mr. Chairman, that the name Otterbein will appeal to all the classes 
in the Sunday school—the Intermediate Department, the Senior 
Department, the Adult Department. Children’s Day does not. J 
would like for one day in the year in the Sunday school to appeal * 
to every member of the Sunday school, regardless of age, and we ask 
for Otterbein Day. 

The question is called for.

Tue Presipine Bisuor. As many as favor the amendment .to strike 
out “Otterbein” and substitute “Children’s Day” will say “Aye”; 
contrary, “No.” You have adopted the amendment. 

Rev. W. C. Miturr. I just want to answer Brother Fries. Chil- 
dren’s Day appeals to every individual of every age—to the parents, 
to the old people, to the young, and every class—and it has been so 
long in use, and I am sure you will make a mistake if you don’t pass 
this amendment. 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. If you are real anxious for the question 
I wish you would move the previous question. 

Bisuop Carter. I would like to ask the question if this motion 
is to do away entirely in our denomination with what is used in all 
the denominations, the most popular day in all the round year—Chil- 
dren’s Day. Isn’t there some other day to be Children’s Day? I 
honor Otterbein as much as any man; but I am opposed, absolutely 
opposed, to putting ourselves out of harmony with all other denomina- 
tions, and disappoint all the children of this land by not giving them 
what we call Children’s Day. JI am in favor of continuing the old 
day—Children’s Day. — 

R. Antie, of Kentucky Conference. I honor Otterbein, and 
know he is worthy of all honor. But no man, however great, can do 
away with the children, and I think we should still retain the name, 
Children’s Day. 

Rev. Evi Goop, of Michigan Conference. I move the previous 
question. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. That will bring it to the vote on the 
amendment suggested by Brother Miller, which was to strike out the 
word “Otterbein” and substitute “Children’s Day.” As many as 
favor the previous question will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The 
previous question is ordered. As many as favor the amendment 
which strikes out the word “Otterbein” and puts in the words “Chil- 
dren’s Day” will indicate by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Ayes 
have it, and Otterbein is stricken out and Children’s Day will stand. 
| Applause. ] 

Tue Presipine Bishop. I am not quite sure whether we called for 
the passage of the item as amended. 

Voices. No, no. 
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Tue Presipinc Bisnor. As many as agree to the item as amended ~ 


will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The item as amended is adopted. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. You have reached the hour especially set 
apart for memorial services. Do you by unanimous consent agree 
to finish this ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretary Siddall read the next article. 

Dr. 8. S. Hougu, of Allegheny Conference. I’would like to make 
inquiry whether there is provision for the separate departments as 
they will appear in the constitution after the first mention there, or 
will that be entirely eliminated from their respective constitutions ? 
Is this a substitute for their constitutions, or will the constitution 
remain for the Young People’s Society as it is now in the Discipline? 

THe Presipine BisHop. They will remain. 

Dr. 8. 8. Hoven. . I move to further amend item eight by striking 
out all after the words “offerings on Children’s Day.” 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping BisHorp. You have heard Doctor Hough’s amend- 
ment, which will take out the last item—everything after “offerings 
on Children’s Day.” 

Dr. 8. 8. Hoven. It seems to me we are haying entirely too much 
to say about funds to keep the machinery going. Now, the influence 
of this great department, if we go to the people and keep putting it 
on a plain business basis, there is no reason why under the sun, with 
this great combined department back of it, why we cannot raise from 
twenty-five to fifty thousand every year. And we ought to do it, 
and it is a shame not to. I know of different churches, great 
churches, that raised seventy-five thousand dollars last year on Chil- 
dren’s Day alone for one great department. I know of another 
department that raised one hundred thousand dollars last year on 
Children’s Day alone; and what is needed in this denomination of 
ours is fewer special days, and the magnifying of them when we get 
them—that everybody will be educated to the great idea. [ Applause. ] 

Therefore I move to strike out everything, and let them exalt that 
until you get ten times as much as you get now, and promote the 
other great departments with it. 

Tue Presipinc BisHorp. Now, we will have the item read as it 
will appear with Doctor Hough’s amendment to ite 
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Dr. H. 8. Gasper. Do you propose that Church Erection shall be 
supported by that Children’s Day collection ? 

Secretary Siddall read the article as it would be if amended by 
Doctor Hough’s amendment. 

Rey. J. W. Boacess, of Northern Illinois Conference. I want to 
ask a question. Who is implied in the word “member” there — 
members of all the churches that don’t belong to any of these 
organizations ? 

SecreTARY Sippatu. I think probably, as these are stated in new 
terms, they are hardly recognizable. The estimate of three cents 
is the Sunday-school estimate assessed on the Church, and the Sunday 
school adds to the Children’s Day offering. Now, this board is to 
take over and employ the secretary and assistant to develop the 
Young People’s work, and they simply ask that the dues of the 
Young People’s Society, as heretofore turned into the Young People’s. 
Union, be turned into the board. And then it is supposed not to 
make any apportionment; simply to ask the men’s classes to make am 
offering for their work; and appeal to the men—as they desire noth- 
ing new except the voluntary gift of the men’s Bible classes for the 
support of their secretary, if he may be employed. 

Dr. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. This is perfectly in 
accord with what Doctor Hough is saying about this new offering, 
but should we not keep the machinery as we have it—the sources of 
income that we have had in the various departments, referring es- 
pecially to the Young People’s Society and Sunday school? Because 
this new board—the secretary and assistants will doubtless work along 
this line as indicated. 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. Now, will you pardon this suggestion ? 
There seems to be a little confusion as to what is the exact mean- 
ing. I would suggest that we have the item read again by the 
secretary as it now stands, and then read it as it will appear with 
this amendment, and then I hope we are ready to vote. Read the 
item as it stands. 

Secretary Siddall read the item as it stands, and then as it would 
be if amended. 

Dr. S. S. Hovcu. I do not desire to speak on this question, but 
to make an explanation. The Children’s Day offering—since the 
Bible classes are in the Sunday school—that offering can be given 
on Children’s Day, as well as in another month. Why not take it 
on Children’s Day when it is for that purpose? 
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Dr. R. J. Wuitr. What about these fees from the Young People’s 
Society and from the Gleaners? JI am ready to vote as soon as I 
know what is to be done with that fund. If the Young People’s 
Society is merged in this great forward movement, why couldn’t 
the fees they raise come into this fund ? 

SECRETARY SrppaLut. That is what is in this report. 

Dr. R. J. Waitt. Then I am in favor of the item as it stands. 
While we are heartily in sympathy with Brother Hough’s speech— 
he made an eloquent speech, fired with enthusiasm—I think this fund 
would come naturally with this movement to help forward the 
movement. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Are you ready? 

Rev. J. E. Four, of Sandusky Conference. I want to ask one or 
two questions. First of all relative to this contribution from the 
Young People’s Society. JI understand that one dollar is to go to 
this organization from the Young People’s Senior Society, and fifty 
cents from the Juniors. In the constitution of the Young People’s 
Society one dollar is paid; but the society may retain, or the branch 
may retain so much of that in the branch for its own work. Now, 
does it mean that this General Conference, as Doctor Fries suggests 
to me, is changing the constitution of the Young People’s Society ? 

Dr. J. G. Huser. We expect to give the Young People’s Society 
better service than they ever received. So we are asking for that aid. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. Just one question 
along that same line. Now, I understand that this dollar from the 
Senior and fifty cents from the Junior all goes to this fund. Then 
the expenses of the Conference Branch Convention must be provided 
for in addition to it. Is that right? 

Tue Presipina BisHor. That is right. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver. Before we have been dividing, now we must 
make provision for the Conference Branch Convention. 

Cou. Roserr Cowpen, of Miami Conference, It has been suggested 
that I will explain a little about the Children’s Day collection, and 
I will do it in a very few words. It has been in the Discipline since 
1889 that an assessment of three cents shall be laid on the annual 


conferences for the support of this board. But I think there never * 


has been more than one and a half cents per member, or slightly less 
than two cents per member received—never more than that. So we 
will need to increase our funds along that line, if we vote this paper 
through that is proposed. 
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And now on the Children’s Day subject. During the last quad- 
rennium we have had far the greatest prosperity than we ever had in 
the twenty-five years in the work of this Children’s Day; during all 
which time the board has provided a program free-that all the schools 
may take them, with music, absolutely free; but with the suggestion 
that they thank you with an offering. These offerings have been 
very small indeed, until the quadrennium just now closing, when they 
paid over $1,800.00. In the last year we had responses from a thou- 
sand schools that sent us $333.66, and that is the largest we ever had. 

Tue Presipixc Bisnop. The question is on Doctor Hough’s amend- 
ment. As many as are favorable to it will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” It does not prevail. Now, on the report before you as 
amended.. As many as favor its adoption will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” The report is adopted. 

Dr. W. R. Fuxx. May I ask the general consent for casting of 
the ballot for Sunday-School Secretary ? 

Tue Presipixg Bisnop. We have one board of tellers ready to 
report, and if the General Conference desires preferably to cast one 
ballot before we proceed with the regular order for memorial services 
that will be your privilege.

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Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Let us stand while Bishop Castle leads 
in prayer. ; 
Bishop Castle delivered the following prayer: 


O Thou who dwellest in light inaccessible, and -clothest thyself 
with light as with a garment, a light that is so bright as to be blind- 
ing to our mortal vision, so that thou art hidden by the very light 
itself, we come to thee, O thou holy one, with devout gratitude in our 
hearts that thou hast in the person of thy Son, our Elder Brother, 
clothed thyself with the robe of affliction, with the robe of humanity, 
so that we may come into thy presence and speak to thee and have 
fellowship with thee through thy Son, and that thou hast made us 
all welcome and all acceptable to thee in him. 

We thank thee that thou hast put all the wealth of our redemption 
—our redemption from sin here, our redemption from the power and 
domination of the grave, and our glorification in heaven, all in his 
hands, and that we have infinite wealth in Jesus Christ. For thou 
hast made us all complete in him. Thou hast made him unto us 
wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, and redemption. ‘We thank 
thee that across the ages with all the darkness and the deep shadow 
of death, thou hast kindled a light far away in the centuries; and 
by a very dim promise at the beginning, thou hast made the pathway 
of the pilgrims of the centuries luminous in a measure, and this 
pathway has grown lighter in the centuries, and so we to-day stand 
in the blessed light of the risen Son, the glorious Christ, who came 
upon the darkness of the grave and of death as a light never to be 
extinguished. We thank thee that, while the pilgrim in the early 
time came to his grave when it was yet dark, and yet came when it 
was towards the dawning of the day, that he found there the 
light growing brighter and growing luminous with his risen Lord. 
We thank thee that stretching away from that grave where the light 
first showed dimly and the shadows were giving way before that 
light from that grave, until now the light has grown so bright and 
blinding that we come in the midst of the hope of victory, and final 
triumph over death, and our final glorification in heaven. 

Our Father, we thank thee not only for the gift of Jesus Christ 
with all he has brought to us. We not only thank thee for the 
church, the gift of the church that was organized, that was to dis- 
seminate and scatter this light, but we thank thee especially for the 
noble lives that have characterized the centuries, characterized thy 
church through the ages; that have been the means of scattering this 
light so that the thousands and millions that were once in the deepest 
midnight are standing in the glowing brightness of the noon-day 
sun. We thank thee for the noble lives that came so near to us, that 
have touched our own lives, that have worked in our own generation 
and just back a generation or two—lives that we have come to think 
of to-day, lives that have brought. to us the rich inheritance of the 
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gospel, lives that have been so blessed of thee as to have been the 
winners of thousands of lives to Jesus Christ. 

Now, we pray, O God, that as these heroes that have fought so 
many battles, traveled over so many hills and across so many valleys— 
some, who have gone beyond the seas and have fought against the 
powers of darkness in heathenism—we pray that thy blessing may 
be upon us as we think of these lives and upon the homes from which 
they have gone. These dear heroes have fallen asleep, and are lying 
in graves scattered in different places in this country. O God, we 
especially pray that thy blessing may come in great tenderness in - 
these homes that have been solitary in these weeks and in these 
months—homes that are full of loneliness—though there have been 
troubles, and up towards the rising sun of the morning the eyes are 
cast, and longingly they are looking for some one to return as in days 
that are-gone. Oh, we pray for these lonely widows, these widows 
that are in great mourning and distress, and, O Lord, we pray that 
thou wilt come to them very soon and very tenderly in this hour 
while we hold this service. 

We pray that the right impression may be made on each one of 
us, so that we may ourselves be ready for that hour that has come 
to them. When the mist shall gather over our eyes, and when it 
shall be night, when at last the shadows shall settle, slowly or sud- 
denly, may we be prepared for the nightfall. 

Bless all the lonely friends throughout our country. Bless the 
mother that goes up into that chamber in the evening time and feels 
that everything in this world she must be deprived of, and in a meas- 
ure lonely because some little son has gone from her arms; and while 
she lies there, and cries herself to sleep, folding her arms over empti- 
ness, we pray that the spirit of Jesus may come to her most tenderly 
and graciously. 

And now we ‘ask thy blessing upon those who shall address us. 
May their hearts be full of warmth and full of such sentiment as 
shall do us all good. Bless this General Conference as it continues 
its work and prepare it for us, O thou Master, for the time when we 
shall be named in a service like this. We do not know but that 
numbers of us are here to-day whose names shall be called four yeays 
hence, as these names are called to-day. May it be that at that time 
we shall have left behind us the evidence of a victorious and tri- 
umphant life and death, and may the grace of God so abound in us 
all that we shall be ready for that last battle, and may we have the 
victory through him who has always given us the victory. 

We ask it for the glory of God, our Father, and in the name of 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. [Amen.] 


Tir Presipinc BrsHor. Bishop Mathews will speak on the life, 
character, and labors of Bishop E. B. Kephart. 
Bishop Mathews read the following address: 
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BISHOP E. B. KEPHART, D.D. 

Great and good men never die. Their colossal characters are the 
abiding treasure of the ages. The principles which they embody are 
imperishable. The elements of faith, love, and heroism which they 
put into their life-work are not buried with their dust. These higher, 
invisible qualities of the soul outshine the sun and outlast the stars. 

Under the inexorable law of decay the Christian’s mortal body 
finally totters and falls into humiliating ruin, but the life of God 
in him survives and abides. The outward man perishes day by day, 
but the inward man is renewed by the power of the endless life of 
God in him. Over the sacred dust of a good man the Christian sings 
triumphantly, “Death is swallowed up in victory,” because the real 
personality remains and shines in the brightness and glory of the 
larger life that never ends. 

For aught we know, the ears of our honored associate and beloved 
friend are closed to the human words of tribute we tenderly speak 
to-day concerning his life and character. But this service will not 
be in vain. As Mary of Bethany poured out her precious nard 
upon her Lord, not because he needed it, but because such an offer- 
ing enriched her own soul, so our hearts will be enriched and en- 
larged by the generous and sincere tribute we pay to the memory 
of our promoted friend and brother. 

The voice of memory performs a most blessed function in per- 
petuating the virtues of our honored dead, and thereby inspiring to 
like ideals and aspirations those who follow after. And so, with 
tearful hearts, we lay a flower of tribute upon the brow of Bishop 
Kephart, whom to know on earth was to honor, and to associate with 
was to love. How beautiful so to live and serve that after one’s 
departure his surviving friends may speak of the qualities of his 
character and the virtues of his life with special pride and joy. 
This is eminently true with respect to Bishop Kephart. How de- 
lightful it is to recall his superb manliness. He towered high in this 
regard. His massive physique, his intellectual acumen, his dignified 
presence gave him the bearing of a great statesman. He was of 
the Websterian type of character. He possessed a hidden, reserved 
power, not easily aroused. But when deeply stirred he gave forth 
the richest and best within his mental and spiritual treasury. When 
some great occasion stirred his whole being to its depths, he became 
lion-like and moved with cyclonic power, sweeping everything before 
him. Who of his associates does not recall some important and 
exciting discussion concerning some Church interest or proposition, 
involving vital issues, when Bishop Kephart would take the arena. 
and pour forth argument, facts, experience, humor, law, and good 
sense, and triumphantly carry the day? Or at a conference or camp- 
meeting, when the intellectual presentation of a great theme would 
reach such a climax of vision that his own soul, touched by the 
truth he unfolded, -was melted into such tenderness that every fiber 
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of his being pulsated with emotion that sent the word out like great 
billows of power and blessing rolling over his audience? 

Bishop Kephart possessed the strength of a well-rownded manhood. 
When he spoke it was evident that behind his words there was a 
true man. This always gave him recognition and power. Said 
Emerson, “What you are speaks so loud that I eannot hear what 
you say.” Some one has said that “character is the diamond that 
scratches every other stone.” 

Said Wellington, “Napoleon’s presence in the French army was 
equivalent to forty thousand additional soldiers.” 

It was said of Edmund Burke that “you could not stand with him 
under an archway while a shower of rain was passing’ without. ob- 
serving that he was an extraordinary man.” So Bishop Kephart 
was, in every sense and everywhere, a true man. You never need be 
in doubt as to his position and conduct on questions of ethics and 
moral honesty and uprightness. He was true to the very core of his 
being. While he had the tenderness and charity and forgiveness of 
a mother, yet he never condoned a wrong or compromised with evil. 
Bishop Kephart was, therefore, a pillar in the Church. His granite, 
rock-like character gave him inflexibility and steadfastness. He 
stood oak-like in the darkest and fiercest storm. No power could 
defleet him from his well-formed purpose when he believed he was 
right. He was unshaken in his advocacy of a great cause or truth, 
which gripped his mind and conscience. Neither did he faint and 
falter in the midst of the thickest battle, where true men are tested, 
but he moved on, yea, led on, to final and glorious victory. 

Then Bishop Kephart possessed marked versatility. He was not 
a man of one idea. Nature had given him a generous furnishing. 
He was clothed with many gifts, to which his college education and 
training had given added power. Bishop Kephart could not be com- 
monplace. Nature intended that he should be unusual. As a scholar, 
preacher, teacher, college president, legislator, bishop, and adminis- 
trator of Church affairs, he rose up to a high place’ of recognition 
and prominence. 

We all know the wit and humor which enriched his fellowship and 
brightened all his work. The very atmosphere about him was sur- 
charged with radiance, good cheer, and enlivening anecdote. These 
shed a halo of sunshine upon all who had the good fortune to share 
his royal fellowship. Repining, murmuring, fault-finding, and 
unkind criticism were foreign to his nature. And yet he was cour- 
ageous to put his own estimate upon the bad as well as the good. 
Bishop Kephart was an optimist, who looked upon the pessimist 
with pity and felt that extreme pessimism was the evident result of 
a cold heart and a shattered faith. 

Then Bishop Kephart possessed masterful leadership. He was a 
born leader. He was honest, genuine, aggressive, progressive, deter- 
mined, and reliable. One felt that the Church was always safe under 
his official supervision and guidance. He was the parliamentarian. 
and ecclesiastical lawyer of our Church. He was a vigorous and 
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wise administrator of its affairs. He thoroughly knew our Church 
Discipline and was perfectly versed in our Church polity. He be- 
lieved in our Church and in its future, and delighted to say so. As 
a prophet of his age, he strengthened our people in the old Book as 
the Word of God, tried and true. His face was ever turned toward 
the future. He had a vision of the better day coming, and he 
thanked God for the triumphs and blessings of the present in which 
he was privileged to toil, sacrifice, and achieve. How eloquently we 
have heard him speak of his vision of the future and fina! triumphs 
of Christianity, when the gold and crimson of the millennial day 
shall come and the whole earth shall be radiant with the glory of 
our God! Our young men and old men, and even our children, loved 
to follow such a leader. In this respect Bishop Kephart had his 
setting in our Church history alongside all. who wrought in faith, 
love, and heroism in his day. He ranked with Glossbrenner and 
Weaver and Dickson and Hott and others of our sainted leaders who 
_ contributed so richly to the life and thought and strength of our 

Zion. 

Especially was his leadership in our educational work strong and 
distinguished. Being a scholar and educator himself, he was in 
deep sympathy with higher education in our Church. Upon this 
department of Church work he placed the greatest stress of his 
thought and strength. Probably his most valuable service to the 
Church and the young men and women of this generation was in 
the field of collegiate training and educational equipment. He knew 
full well the struggles and temptations of the college student and 
showed himself a true, helpful friend to hundreds who now recall 
his valuable services, cherish his sainted memory, and rise up and 
eall him blessed. 

But I would be unjust and untrue to the memory of Bishop Kep- 
hart if I did not emphasize the scope and breadth of his leadership. 
He did not compress his work and interest into any single depart- 
ment of Christian service. His soul was too big for that. His sym- 
pathies took in every phase of interest in every department of our 
Chureh work. He looked upon the Church as a unit, and knew that 
every enterprise and movement in the local church was an integral 
part of the whole denomination. He looked through the eyes of Jesus 
out upon the whitened fields and knew that “the field is the world.” 
and that Jesus was the cosmopolitan Christ, the world’s Savior, and 
therefore, the Lord of the harvest. ; : 

He was too great to be narrow and too good to be selfish. He 
looked upon our denomination as simply one of God’s channels and 
and agencies for the advancement of all the interests of his king- 
dom. Rare leadership, indeed, was his, and more prized because of 
its rich fruition and inspiring example! It seemed pathetic that 
such a good man should fall far away from his home and the tender 
ministries of his loved ones. And yet it was beautiful that when 
he did fall, he fell with the whole armor on and with his face powaed 
the front line of duty and opportunity, engaged to the last moment 
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for the cause of higher education, so dear to his heart. His sudden 
departure seemed, on the human side, an irreparable loss. His 
release from the burden of the active superintendency afforded him 
a special opportunity for renewed emphasis upon the work of. the 
education of the youth of our Church. But God did not will it so. 
On the cold winter day of January 28, 1906, while he was out in 
the hard field of battle and service, the irrevocable summons came 
and called him into the realm of the unseen. Faithful to the end, 
battle-searred, time-worn, but young in spirit, he surrendered back 
to God a life that had been given in beautiful fidelity to the Church 
and his fellow-men. But few of us knew that God had given Bishop 
Kephart the fire of poetic genius until there flashed from his pen 
the following beautiful lines, which expressed his hope of immor- 
tality and future blessedness: 


“There ’s a river that rolls on before me, 
The bright, rolling riyer of death. 

Its ford in the distance I’m nearing; 
The ford—aye, the boatman I see 
Standing on the brink of the river, 
This side the deep, blue, swelling sea. 


“But just at the brink of the river, 
Close down on its opposite shore, 
Stand many in glory just waiting 
To welcome me home evermore; 
In that land where they say nevermore, 
‘T am sick,’ but, ‘My sorrows are o’er.’” 


His great heart rested in this truth of personal immortality, of 
which he sang, and yet he felt keenly the limitations of his finite 
mind to take in the thought of future felicity in all its fullness. 
Out of this conscious finite limitation was born one of his greatest 
sermons, from the text, “We know in part.” But he no longer walks 
and toils in the shadow of mystery and immaturity. He has emerged 
out of earth’s narrow boundaries into the larger, completed life, of 
which he often spoke so eloquently. His earthly sun set amid the 
crimson glory of the cloudless evening of a well-spent career. He 
has passed into the life of that “perfect day” where his soul reached 
its eternal crowning, in the light of which he now sees face to face, 
and knows even as he is known. 

God save our Church from a dearth of such manly, stalwart men 
and raise up more of like type and spirit—constructive, optimistic, 
full-orbed, heroic, genuine, statesmanlike, faithful, to fll up the 
broken ranks. And may God make us all worthy of his sainted 


memory. < 
Tur Presipine BisHop. We will hear from Dr. D. R. Seneff 
on the life and labors of Dr. 1. L. Kephart, editor of the Religious 


Telescope. 
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Dr. D. R. Seneff read the following address: 


DR. I. L. KEPHART, D.D. 


The final word in reference to those who live worthily is not soon 
spoken. When years and years have come and gone, circles, diminish- 
ing, may be, more or less rapidly, or, may be, enlarging, will still be 
cherishing their. memory and recounting their worth. To them whose 
character and achievements challenge the attention of the historian, 
and secure for them a place in the annals of a people, a more endur- 
ing fame is assured; but, what is better than either or both, either 
traditional or recorded fame, is that character, personal worth, real 
manhood, strikes into the roots of kindred, ongoing life, and, when 
tongues are hushed and records faded or decayed, goes on reproducing 
itself throughout time, and perpetuating itself, world without end. 
Well has it been said by an eminent teacher of our time, “He who 
stands forth clothed with real weight of goodness ean neither be feeble 
in life, nor forgotten in death.” 

I first met, in close association, Dr. I. L. Kephart twenty-three years 
ago. Within the time of his service as president of Westfield College, 
I became pastor of the congregation with which he worshiped. His 
own exacting cares and wearing toils did not prevent his great, warm 
heart from flowing out in kindness to me. As the unobtrusive sun- 
beam steals into the drooping plant and incites to renewal of life 
and vigor, so he came into my life, and won a place in my heart that 
he held ever afterward, and shall hold always. 

As we, at this time, endeavor to express, as best we may, our loving 
appreciation of the lives and deeds of those who have been called, 
for a time, out of our personal fellowship, we are reminded that but a 
few months ago the main periodical of the Church, of which Dr. 
I. L. Kephart was for almost twenty years the editor in chief, came 
to us freighted with the outbreathings of many hearts, hearts pro- 
foundly saddened by a sense of loss, yet exultant in the realization 
of a life noble in purpose, heroic in endeavor, rich in achievement, 
Godlike in character. By those who, in his latest years, stood nearest 
_ him in fellowship and toil, we have, in more ample, heartfelt expres- 
sion, more unqualified approval than oft fall to the lot of man, state- 
ments concerning those vital, personal characteristics and potent, ex- 
ternal agencies that conspired to make him what he was, what he is, 
and what he ever shall be. We can, at this time, subserve our purpose 
in no better way than by recalling some of these. His ancestry was 
rich in those sterling, ennobling qualities that set the currents of 
offspring on the upward way. His childhood and youthful environ- 
ments inured to honest, homely toil and contented selfdenial. His 
ample dower of physical strength, mental vigor, and common sense 
laid broad and deep the foundations for that long-sustained toil, 
that ample culture, that unostentatious refinement that enabled him 
to move with ease, grace, and favor in all ranks of society, and to 
excel in all the varied pursuits into which Providence called him, so 
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that, whether we regard him in his relation as citizen, soldier, teacher, 
preacher, college president, or editor, his activities uniformly bear the 
stamp of honest, heroic endeavor, rare efficiency and satisfying thor- 
oughness. His self abnegation was always assertive, so that if ever, 
by word or sign, he might have gained advantage over a rival, or 
secured unmerited preferment, that word was never spoken, that 
sign was never given. His sense of righteousness and justice put him 
always in sympathy with the wronged and oppressed, and in league 
with every reform, no matter what the cost. His aggressiveness kept 
him in the front ranks of progress. His estimate of life—life as the 
gift of God, not to be enjoyed merely, even religiously; but as afford- 
ing the opportunity to serve the Giver by serving men, had to him 
such weight of august reality, such momentous import, that he lived 
and moved among men in dignified, sober demeanor, going onward to 
his appointed goal in subdued granduer and strength even as the 
onward flow of a mighty river; yet, in times of relaxation, indulging 
in sparkling wit and chaste humor, pure and refreshing as the limpid 
waters that burst from the springs of his native hills. His faith 
in a comforting, guiding, sustaining Providence was such that, in 
sharing the allotments of all who answer a divine call to burden bear- 
ing, in joy and in sorrow, in sunshine and cloud, in triumph and 
defeat, he exemplified beautifully the sentiment of the stanza: 


“T know not what shall befall me, 

I would not if I might; 

Td rather walk in the dark with God 

Than walk alone in the light; 

Td rather walk with him by faith 

Than walk alone by sight; 

Not knowing, I’ll follow where e’er he leads.” 


As now we recall the profoundly candid, discriminating expressions 
of unalloyed praise of the life, character, and service of Doctor Kep- 
hart, and recall what we each personally know of him, there seems 
standing out. before us, personified, the man whom the inspired seer 
characterizes when he asks and answers: 


Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? 
And who shall stand in his holy place? 

He that hath clean“hands and a pure heart, 
Who hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity, 
And hath not sworn deceitfully. 

He shall receive a blessing from the Lord, 

And righteousness from the God of his salvation. 


Many years ago, in the State of Pennsylvania, the owner of a large, 
but hilly and rugged estate, conducted me over his possessions for 
purposes of observation. As we entered an extended woodland, thick- 
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ly covered with undergrowth, with here and there a tree of gratifying 
proportions, we came at length upon a vertible, primitive, forest king 
—a towering poplar, whose crest pierced the heavens at the height of 
one hundred and seventy feet, whose trunk, six feet in diameter at 
the base and round as a Cornithian column, carried its thickness, 
with scarce appreciable diminution and without limb or blemish, 
perpendicularly upward to a height of eighty feet. Filled with 
wonder and admiration, I asked, “How comes this tree to be here?” 
He replied, “Many years ago, when these hills were being denuded of 
their wealth of native timber, my grandfather, who then owned this 
estate, decreed that this tree should be left standing as a specimen 
of hundreds of its kind then fast falling victims to the axeman’s 
stroke.” In view of what, at this time, occupies our minds and 
hearts, memory recalls this incident; and this tree becomes an emblem. 
In early childhood the records of Holy Whit, as taught by parent 
and pastor, disclosed in patriarch, prophet and apostle, a type of faith 
in God, obedience to his commandments and achievement under his 
guidance that seemed in a later day to have suffered decadance, if 
not obliteration. As we peruse the records of our own denomination 
and hold in review the lives and character of the founders and early 
promoters of the Church we love so well, we are made to rejoice 
in the belief that these had rekindled on the altar of their hearts the 
fire that aforetime gave potency of life and power to those. If, 
to any of us, there has come at times the harrowing fear that. we of 
to-day, in our absorbing attention to the ever enlarging good the 
Creator is lavishing upon us, are in danger of loosing the best, such 
a life as that lived by Doctor Kephart reassures us. Looking upon 
the record that he has left us, we dare to say with confidence, Surely, 
God is not suffering our feet to wander from the “old paths.” In 
his life are conserved and exemplified the faith, spirit, and hope of 
patriarch, prophet, apostle, and church fathers. 

In him, neither intellectual culture, research, refinement, promotion, 
criticism, “higher” or “lower,” theology, “new” or “old,” “nor any 
other creature,” dimmed for one hour the simple, animating, sustain- 
ing, Christian faith and hope instilled in his childhood. Instead, the 
accumulating years served but to intensify his veneration for par- 
ental teaching; and at the evening tide, amid the gloaming of his 
receding, eventful day, he found supremely comforting the glow 
of the altar fires kindled by devout, parental hands. 

As this General Conference, so thoroughly representative of the 
Church at large, in uttering its parting word, recalls that its pre- 
decessors five times, by almost unanimous voice, placed him in the 
most influential position they had at their disposal, holding him there 
for almost twenty years, 1t records with deepest gratitude to God 
and profoundest appreciation of the life and service of Doctor Kep- 
hart, that, in his relation as editor, as in every trust the Church 
committed to him, he never fell below, but rather always went above 
its fondest expectations. 
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Viewing him now, standing there in unfaltering faith, abiding trust; 
and glowing anticipation, at the entrance to the unseen; contemplat- 
ing him in his full, rounded-out Christian manhood, we are reminded 
that, as stands the regal, towering, forest tree, representative of a 
noble race, its far-reaching, leaf-laden, sun-crowned branches stretch- 
ing out in mute benediction over the surrounding growths; even so he, 
fairest product of God’s handiwork, our friend, our brother, stands 
and shall stand in blessing over us. 


Tue Presipine BisHope. Rew P. M. Camp will speak: on the life. 
and labors of Rev. Dr. D. W. Sprinkle. 


‘Rev. P. M. Camp. I think it is proper that I state before I read 
that the subject-matter and facts of this memorial were furnished 
largely by the lifelong, bosom friend of Doctor Sprinkle, Rev. J. G. 
Baldwin. 


Rev. P. M. Camp then read the following memorial: 


REY. D. W. SPRINKLE, D.D, 


David Webster Sprinkle was born in Marshallville, Wayne County,. 
Ohio, April 20, 1848, and died in Strasburg, Ohio, March 11, 1908, 
aged 64 years, 10 months, and 26 days. 

His early life was that which was common to most young men of 
his time, having obtained his education mostly in the public school 
of Wayne and Summit counties of Ohio. But although his college 
‘ training was limited, he was a thorough and diligent student all his. 
life. He was a great lover of Christian evidence and theology, a 
faithful student of God’s Word, which grew larger to him as the 
years advanced. 

But these special lines of study were not the limit of his research. 
A single hour spent in Brother Sprinkle’s home revealed the fact; 
that he was a great student of botany, geology, and archeology. He 
had a profound relish for relics and contributed some rare specimens 
to some of our schools. 

When the call came for the defense of the Union and the freedom 
of the slave, Doctor Sprinkle was among the first to answer the call, 
enlisting in the Seventy-eighth O. V. I. He bravely laid bare his 
breast and arm to the enemy till he became a prisoner in Anderson- 
ville, where for eleven months he suffered the indescribable horrors 
of a Southern prison. Upon his release and return to his home in 
Summit County, Ohio, he was reduced from a stalwart youth of 
one hundred and seventy-five pounds to a mere skeleton of but. sixty- 
eight pounds. He was so emaciated on reaching home that his own 
mother could searcely believe him to be her own son. So reduced 
and demented was he from his prison life that his most optimistic 
friends had no hope of his recovery. But as life and energy began 
to return slowly he took into his confidence his dear friend, Rey. 
J. G. Baldwin, and told him of the vows that he had made and the 
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visions that he had beheld in that Southern dungeon of iniquity. 
As hope and life returned to him, he made haste to obey the “heay- 
enly vision” and to fulfill the vow that he had made. 

Doctor Sprinkle united with the United Brethren Church at Rich- 
field, Ohio, in 1866. In 1868 he received his first quarterly contfer- 
ence license from his bosom friend, Rev. J. G. Baldwin, then pre- 
siding elder, who also sent him to his first field of labor in Erie, 
Pennsylvania. In 1869 he joined the annual conference at Clinton, 
Ohio, and was ordained in 1872 by Bishop Glossbrenner, at the 
annual session of conference held in Crawford County, Pennsyl- 
vania. For full forty years he toiled faithfully and heroically in 
the ministry without a vacation. He believed that the “King’s busi- 
ness” requires haste. 

In addition to his regular ministry, he filled several positions of 
trust. For a number of years he served as presiding elder, where 
he always endeavored to inspire a higher standard of the ministry 
and Church life. He was a delegate to six General Conferences, 
serving on prominent committees. At the time of his death he was 
a member of the Board of Trustees of the Publishing House, in 
which capacity he served with honor for eleven years. In resolutions 
adopted by the Board, he was spoken of in the following words: 
“That we recognized in Brother Sprinkle an unquestionable Chris- 
tian character, in complete devotion to the Master’s call; and that 
this Christian character was stamped upon its entire career of life; 
that his eleven years of unbroken service and devotion to the Pub- 
lishing House Board and its work have been marked by love and ~ 
wisdom and judgment; and thus he endeared himself, not only to the 
Board, but to the entire denomination.” 

Doctor Sprinkle also served the denomination on several important 
committees and commissions, and received his degree of doctor of 
divinity from Harriman College, Tennessee, in 1898. 

Some personal traits of character in the life of Doctor Sprinkle 
that we may do well to emulate: 

1. He was unrelenting and undivided in his devotion to Christ’s 
cause. 

2. He magnified the Christ as Lord in all his ministries. 

3. He always aimed to pour sunshine into life, both at home and 
abroad. 

4. When he was reviled he reviled not again. 

—<5 He had a profound love for the unsaved and was instrumental 
in leading hundreds upon hundreds into the light, in which light he 
himself is glorified to-day. ea

REV. CYRUS J. BURKERT. 


The life and influence of any good man cannot be properly esti- 
mated. Like the flower that comes forth in bud and blossom, and 
with its beauty and fragrance brightens and cheers the world, so the 
good man’s life goes forth to comfort and bless the world in which 
he moves and lives, and though dead, he yet speaks. 

Cyrus J. Burkert was a good man, and the life he lived was such as 
any one might covet, and strive to imitate, and such as all must 
admire. His labors were abundant. For thirty-seven years he was 
the efficient secretary of Miami Conference, and was in his fourteenth 
year as presiding elder, having served twenty-five years in the pastor- 
ate on ten different fields of labor. 

He was born in Rebersburg, Pennsylvania, July Tol San ire 
secured his education in the public school of his native village, also 
a course in a select school, and a short course in a Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

He moved to East Germantown, Indiana, in 1862. When the call 
came for volunteers he enlisted in the Fifty-fourth Indiana Regiment 
of Infantry, and was mustered into service at Indianapolis June 3; 
1862. His regiment was sent to Kentucky in August of the same 
year, where, through exposure while on picket duty, he became sick 
and was sent to the hospital at Louisville, where he remained for 
several weeks. He was honorably discharged at Indianapolis, Sep- 
tember 25, 1862. After his discharge he taught school for some time, 
and in 1864 he was appointed by the elder to Liberty Circuit, near 
Dayton, Ohio. 

In 1865 he joined the White River Conference, and at the same 
session received a transfer to Miami Conference, and was received 
into Miami Conference on his transfer September 7, 1865. He was 
ordained by Bishop Edwards, August 24, 1868, and at this same ses- 
sion was elected secretary, and continued in this office until the time 
of his death, November 12, 1905. 

Mr. Burkert was a man of rare ability. He could be used any- 
where in the church and in any office. He was at home in any 
company and in any situation, and was always master of the situa- 
tion. As a preacher he was far above the average. He was unas- 
suming and modest, and yet bold and fearless. He preached the 
great doctrines of the Bible, and made men feel that he had a mes- 
sage which the world needed. We possessed a strong and attractive 
personality, and impressed his hearers with the fact that he was 
living the truth he preached. He selected his text with care and 
carefully planned his sermon. His thought was clear, plain, and 
practical. His sermons were full of truth, and his thoughts were 
often beautifully illustrated by incidents that came under his own 
observation. He was earnest, sincere, and serious. He believed 
that man in sin is lost, and clearly pointed out the way of salvation. 
He honored the Word of God, reading it carefully in the public 
service, and made very frequent use of Bible expressions in his public

prayers. He invariably wrote his sermons and read with ease. He 
excelled as a funeral preacher, not because he preached every one into. 
heaven, but because of his kindness and sympathy and his peculiar 
ability to write an obituary, and to comfort the bereaved and sorrow- 
ing. 

He was also a good pastor. His cheerful disposition, genial face, 
kindly manner, and friendly greeting opened the way to the hearts. 
and lives of his people and all who knew him. He knew the members 
of his congregation; even the children in the primary grades in the 
Sunday school. He took delight in visiting, and was a welcome 
guest in every home in which he was known. During his last pastor- 
ate of five years at Summit Street, Dayton, he made 3,882 pastoral 
visits, conducted 153 funerals, solemnized seventy marriages, baptized’ 
forty-eight, and received 211 into church fellowship. 

As a business man his counsel was sought by many. He stood in 
close touch with the business interests of the conference through 
nearly forty years of its history. He also was vitally connected with 
the general interests of the Church. He managed successfully the- 
affairs of the Church as they were entrusted to him. He was sery- 
ing his fourteenth year as presiding elder at the time of his death. 
He was president of the Board of Trustees of the United Brethren 
. Publishing House for over four years, having been elected to serve. 
for a second term at the meeting of the board at Topeka, Kansas.. 
He was also chairman of the local committee of the Publishing 
House in rebuilding the manufacturing plant, and in planning and 
erecting the office building. 

Doctor Funk said of him, in this connection, “He was a wise coun- 

selor in the affairs of the great institution with which he was con- 
nected. As president of the board and chairman of the local com- 
mittee he stood for the advancement of the work of the Church, 
careful indeed in the affairs of the house, he, nevertheless, was not a 
brakeman on the wheels, nor did he have the false notion, ‘rule or 
ruin.’ He stood fairly and squarely for his opinion. If it was not 
adopted, he acquiesced and worked on just the same. He was always, 
calm, and with keen insight he went into the problems that were. 
brought before him.” 
_ He was always prompt in meeting his engagements, and in meet- 
ing his obligations. _He was also a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Bonebrake Theological Seminary. Here his services were 
also highly appreciated. As an associate and triend he was genuine 
and true. His association and fellowship was delightful. His man- 
ner was pleasing. He was always one of a company. He was not 
unduly, familiar, but maintained that reserve by which alone one can 
be a aa and hold friends, Everywhere he was the same cour- 
teous, Sympathetic, and kind brother and friend. 


His life and example admonishes us that we, in the words of* 
another, ; 
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“Count not our lives by calendars, 

For years shall pass thee by unheeded, 

Whilst an hour, some little fleeting hour, too quickly past, 
May stamp itself so deeply on thy brain, 

Thy latest years shall live upon its joy. 

His life is longest, not whose 

Sunk eyes, wan cheeks, and snow-white hairs bespeak 
Life’s limits. No! but he whose memory 5 
Is thickest set with those delicious scenes 

’T is sweet to ponder over when even falls.”

Rey. J. G. Huber read the following. paper: 


REV. WILLIAM M’ KEE, D.D. 


We are pausing, in these moments, to pay a tender and affectionate 
tribute to the memory of another of God’s honored servants, the Rey. 
Dr. Wm. McKee, who, in the early morning of October 5, 1907, fell 
asleep in Jesus. He was born in Fairfield County, Ohio, February 
90, 1831, and departed out of this life at the ripe age of 76 years, 
7 months, and 15 days. 

Very early in life he developed a keen taste for books and study, 
and entered the profession of teaching with great ardor and splendid 
achievements. At the age of twenty-one he surrendered his heart to 
Christ and joined the United Brethren Church. When twenty-five 
years of age, in 1856, he was received into the Auglaize Conference, 
and two years later was ordained to the Christian ministry. He was 
twice married, first in 1855, to Miss Amanda J. Perkins, and upon 
her death to Mrs. Lydia B. Ulrey in 1875. She, with a daughter and 
two sons, survive him. In 1869 Doctor McKee became a member of 
Miami Conference. In both of these conferences he served with dis- 
tinction important pastorates and labored eighteen years in the office 
of presiding elder. During the Civil War he toiled for two years 
among the freedmen of the South asa schoolteacher and missionary. 

In 1865 he was chosen as Junior Agent of our Publishing House, 
but in the following year resigned to accept the office of treasurer 
of the Missionary Society, to which position he was reélected in 
1869, 1885, and 1889. His most eminent services were in connection 
with the missionary operations of the Chureh. The last general 
office he held was that of Church Treasurer, and after giving his 
report four years ago he gave way for another in a most beautiful 
and Christlike spirit. 

He was seven times a delegate to the General Conference. His 
services as a general officer aggregated a period of twenty-eight years 
and covered more than one-half of his ministerial career. 

As a writer, Doctor McKee was elear and forceful. He was a 
frequent contributor to our Church periodicals and shared in the 
authorship of some of our notable denominational books. 
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Doctor McKee was an able ‘and earnest preacher of the gospel. 
His sermons were direct, logical, and scriptural. 

He was ardently devoted to his home and family, and his noble 
wife and three children were .equally devoted to him. 

At his funeral service, held-in Summit Street Church, a lifelong 
friend said of him: “He was a man of rare modesty and unselfish- 
ness. His whole life was an open book. His character in the home 
as husband and father, in the Church, and in the world as a Chris- 
tian man was ever such as to challenge the admiration, the confi- 
dence, the love, and the esteem of all men.” 

In his last illness he was cheerful and resigned. He was daily 
expecting his departure, and talked of it as if he were going on a 
delightful journey to see his friends. Heaven to him was neither a 
strange nor a far-away land. 

Some years ago, at a service in the Oak Street Church, at which 
Doctor McKee was present, the choir sang the song entitled “Near- 
ing the city”: 


“We are on the ocean sailing; 
Homeward bound we sweetly glide; 
We are on the ocean sailing 
To a home beyond the tide.” 


He manifested unusual emotion. His eyes were filled with tears 
and his face glowed with rapture as the vision of the celestial city 
swept over his soul. He wondered what heaven would be, where 
multitudes of angels sing the “song of Moses and the Lamb.” 

And now he is “come unto Mt. Zion, and unto the city of the living 
God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of 
angels, to the general assembly and church of the first-born which 
are written in heaven, and to God, the Judge of all, and to the spirits 


of just men made perfect, and to Jesus, the Mediator of the new 
covenant.” 


THE Presiwine Bisrrop. Touching the life of Rev. G. H. Hinton, 
Rev. N. L. Vezie will speak. 


Rey. N. L. Vezie spoke as follows: 


REV. G. H. HINTON, 


Rev. G. H. Hinton was born in Indiana in 1884. Early in his 
young manhood he moved westward and settled in the territory of 
Kansas, and lived there during those days of trial which made men 
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moment of his brother’s life he received the baptism of the ‘Holy 
Spirit and the conviction of soul from which he never turned. 

Thirty-two years of his life were given to the ministry of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ in the little conference I represent. Twenty-six 
years he was an itinerant preacher, going here and there, as the 
Church directed him, and in my association of twenty-three years I 
never heard him complain of any field being hard or refuse to go. 
Six years of the thirty-two were spent in the district as superin- 
tendent. 

Two things characterized him and made his work prominent in 
these six years. One was the great gospel sermons which he preached, 
and the other was his love for, and association with children. They 
loved him and looked for his coming. And even to-day the sermons 
that G. H. Hinton preached over that field are spoken of by the 
men and women who heard him. 

Like many of God’s servants, he was permitted to work almost 
down to the last moment of his life. He was traveling the district, 
and after he had held the quarterly meeting in the Garnett Church, 
he said to some of his friends that he felt tired and must have a 
little rest, and so he went a few miles farther eastward to his daugh- 
ter’s, just for a few days’ rest. But during these few days he was 
stricken down. Yet after still a few more days he rallied and began 
not only to think, but to talk of going home, when he was stricken 
down again, and the rifts of the clouds parted and the voice of God 
spoke, “There remaineth forever a rest for the people of God,” and 
he took him to himself. His work on earth was finished, in the sense 
that men toil and labor here. 

But, thanks be to God, he yet speaketh. He was a strong man in 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. I have been with him in the home, in 
the field, in conferences, both annual and General, and he was true 
to his convictions and understanding of the Word of God, and we 
believe he has entered into the rich reward of the sons of earth.

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. The General Conference will be in order. 
By your vote, before closing yesterday afterncon, you ordered that 
we pause an hour this morning to pay, further tribute to those who 
have died during the quadrennium, as we were in the midst of the ~ 
Memorial Service at the time of closing. The first name before us 
this morning is that of Brother D. E. Donley, and Rev. E. H. Shuey 
will speak concerning him. 

Rev. E. H. Shuey, of Northern Illinois Conference, spoke as 
follows: 


MEMORIAL FOR D. E. DONLEY. 


I was asked to bring to you at this time a brief word concerning 
the life of Brother D. E. Donley, late of Alexis, Illinois, and a layman 
of the Northern Illinois Conference—to bring to you a tribute of 
love to the precious memory of our friend and brother—a journalist, 
a churchman, whose life and work was among us. 

Our dear brother was a pioneer in the Young People’s movement 
in our Church. Having been near him in the old Illinois Conference, 
at the beginning of our Young People’s movement, and also in my 
early ministry, his splendid Christian life and noble character so 
appealed to me that I was drawn to him as a noble and a pure man 
of God. In those days of my early ministry, longing for a stay and 
a help, my heart was drawn to his heart; and yesterday, when I was 
called upon to speak in his memory, I thought, there again has come 
the same spirit that we found in Jonathan and David. 

IT think no brother who has fallen during the last quadrennium 
comes nearer to the heart of the speaker than this dear brother, for 
from the beginning to the close of his life he was a very dear friend. 
He was a strong counselor, a man, a layman with a vision, a man who 
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was aggressive, one who was herdic, one whose whole life was poured 
out in the thought for the enlargement of his Church; and I am the 
better, and we are all the better for having met and walked side by 
side with this, our dear brother. 

At the time of the organization of the Young People’s Movement 
of our denomination, we were very grateful over in Illinois to be in 
the front rank, enthusiastic for men. After the last meeting at 
Dayton, Ohio, when we came in our Conference to the matter of 
finding a leader, Brother D. EK. Donley was the choice of all—a man 
whose heart was in the work—a man who, although under the pressure 
of his work as a journalist and a publisher of his paper, yet had 
time for the work of the Church, and whose heart was drawn out to 
the young people. And for years and years Brother Donley stood 
at the head of the Young People’s Movement of his conference, and 
from the beginning, I think, until his translation, he was a member 
of the Executive Committee of our Young People’s Movement. Four 
years ago, at the last General Conference, of which he was a member, 
the thought came of the union of the Northern Illinois and Dlinois 
conferences, and by that union he and myself were brought together. 

Brother Donley was happy as he saw a vision of larger usefulness 
for his conference and for his Young People’s work. When we came 
to know him in his inner life, we would know something of his 
strength and beauty. He was a man who loved his home, his wife, 
and his children; and, while he was a man of affairs of the Church 
and the State, yet he enjoyed and delighted in the caring for his boys 
and their splendid development of Christian character and life. And 
I am sure, this morning, if Brother Donley ean see us, and I believe 
he can, I am sure his heart was made glad that when he was called 
that his son, twenty years of age, took up the pen he laid down and 
goes forth in splendid work as a journalist for his town. 

Then, this dear brother was a man of conviction, as we are to-day 
erying for laymen of conviction, and I thank God they are rising. 
Brother Donley was a man and a layman of strong convictions, of 
aggressiveness, and whose magazine and journal ever spoke out with 
no uncertain sound concerning the things of morals and religion 
that touched the heart of the church and the community in which 
he lived. 

He was also a great strength to his conference, and, as we think 
of his life, and as we think of the associations and the sweet fellow- 
ship that have been ours, and to-day, as we come back for a brief 
moment in memory to these associations and these fellowships of 
other days, Y am sure we press to our bosom more earnestly our” 
precious: Bibles containing the revelation of the life beyond and the 
home beyond, and that in his own: good time we shall see him face 
to face. Again the promise comes to us with comfort and joy, that 


they who have gone before us are indeed entering into the joy of 
God’s saints. 
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We all honor this man, and I am sure we shall bring a tribute, a 
flower, and place a crown upon the memory of our departed and trans- 
lated brother and saint, and may God grant that his spirit, the spirit 
of such leadership, may abide with us until we shall behold the com- 
ing of our Lord. 


THE Presipine Bisuorp. Rev. J. C. Bremer, of Ohio German Con- 
ference, will now speak on behalf of Rev. G. Fritz. 
Rev. J. C. Bremer spoke as follows: 


MEMORIAL FOR REY. GOTTLIEB FRITZ. 


I am to say a few words with regard to Rev. Gottlieb—that means 
in English, “one of God’s loved ones”—Gottlieb Fritz, in his time, a 
most noble and worthy member of Ohio German Conference. In 
the beginning, I must say that I can do so only with a feeling of 
gee reverence in my heart for this most noble and worthy man 
0 od. 

Rey. Gottlieb Fritz was born in Germany in the year 1832, and 
came to this country in 1851 as a young man of nineteen years. 
After a brief stay in Canada, he went to Cleveland, Ohio, and God 
converted him there (according to a note in his day-book which I 
found) on Christmas Day in 1854. He joined the First German 
United Brethren Church at Cleveland, and was licensed as a local 
preacher. ; 

Brother Fritz was a carpenter by trade, and he worked in the 
shipyard in Cleveland, and his preparation, his first preparation, 
which was to him his college and seminary, was this shipyard. He 
had a peculiar way of getting ready for his ministry. As he was 
hewing—he was a good marksman—the chips off of the big timbers, 
preparing them for shipbuilding, he tried to hew them specially 
smooth, for he intended to use them; because at noon time, after his 
midday meal was over, he took out a little short pencil out of his 
vest pocket and put down on these chips that he had hewed off the 
timbers a text, and made a sketch on these chips for his next Sunday 
work. I don’t know as he ever took any of these into the pulpit, but 
that is the way he prepared them. What a contrast with the advan- 
tages of the minister of to-day! : 

Tn the year 1859 he was sent to Newport, Ky., his first field of labor, 
where he joined the Ohio German Conference in 1860. He traveled 
the district of the Ohio German Conference as a presiding elder for 
eighteen years, traveled thousands of miles, because the boundary 
lines of the Ohio German Conference are well spread out. He 
served as a minister of the Church of the United Brethren for forty- 
seven years, and died in Cleveland, Ohio, in the same congregation 
from which he started on April 7, 1907. : 

He died with the harness on, on a Sunday morning, on the seventh 
day of April, 1907, prepared with a sermon to deliver to his beloved 
congregation. He suffered a stroke of paralysis and dropped dead. 
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His congregation came together’ to hear the message from the lips 
of their beloved pastor, but all they could do was to surround his 
lifeless body. That was all there was left of him; his spirit had gone 
into the beyond. 

Brother Fritz was a good man; indeed, he was a great man of God. 
He was a great preacher. He was a great organizer. J may say 
here this morning that under his administration most of the men 
serving in the Ohio German.Conference, to-day as preachers were 
taken into the conference, of whom the feeble speaker before you 
is one. 

I suppose that a good many of this honorable body recollect the 
pleasant face of Brother Fritz. He was often honored and sent by 
his conference as a delegate to the General Conference, and his pleas- 
ant ways and*his friendly, brotherly handshake will be remembered 
by a good many of them. 

I must say this, that Brother Fritz was a man of peculiar character. 
I never saw him angry. IJ met with him in a good many quarterly 
conferences as my presiding elder, and afterwards I met with him in a 
good many quarterly conferences as his presiding elder, and also in 
annual conferences for twenty-seven years. I never heard him say 
a harsh word. He was pleasant, he was friendly, he was a good 
adviser for his brethren. We, as the Ohio German Conference, feel, 
by the departure of this beloved brother, a great loss, and also the 
entire Church has lost one of the worthy members; but our loss is 
his great inexpressible gain. 


THe Presipinc BisHop. We have thirty minutes left us for the 
remaining part of this memorial service. We will be compelled to 
be as brief as possible. Rev. W. F. Gruver will now speak memorial 
words of Rev. W. R. Berry, of the Virginia Conference. 


Rev. W. F. Gruver. It is due Brother George P. Hott that I

MEMORIAL FOR WILLIAM RICHARD BERRY. 


William Richard Berry was born October 11, 1853, one mile north 
of Mt. Clinton, Rockingham County, Virginia. He was the second 
son of Archibald and Elizabeth Berry, of sacred memory. Under the 
influence of these pious parents his heart was in early years turned 
to the claims of the Savior on his life. 

In the year 1870, at a camp-meeting conducted by Rev. J. W. Howe, 
near Singers Glen, he was converted. His opportunities to acquire 
an education were somewhat limited. He was an earnest student 
and a charter pupil of Shenandoah Collegiate Institute. He was 
ordained at Boonsboro, Md., March 7, 1881, by Bishop Glossbrenner.

UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST 


Brother Berry was licensed to preach by Rev. John Reubush, No- 
vember, 1874. He united with the annual conference at Winchester, 
Va., March, 1878, and was appointed to a field of labor. From that 
date, a period of twenty-eight years, Brother Berry was in the regular 
work of the ministry. The following charges were faithfully served by 
him: Pleasant Valley, New Creek, South Branch, Mechanicstown, 
Hagerstown Circuit, Berkeley Springs, Lacey Spring, Singers Glen, 
Dayton, and Frederick Circuit. 

In the year 1882, Brother Berry married Miss Maggie Taylor, of 
Hampshire County, W. Va., who survives him. This proved to be a 
happy union. 

Brother Berry was a man of deep convictions, and when he once 
decided that a measure was right or wrong, he stood firm in his opin- 
ion even if he had to suffer on account of it. 

The last five years of his life were years of affliction; but these 
bodily infirmities he fought with a daring courage that challenges 
the admiration of all who knew him. He desired to be appointed to 
work for another year. But during the week of annual session of 
conference he became convinced that a local relation would be best 
suited to his physical condition. Brother Berry, like others, had 
looked forward to the time when the active toil of life was over, he 
could spend the evening of life in a home of his own. But, alas, 
that evening of life was so brief; he moved into his own house only 
to suffer a few weeks and then to pass to the great home beyond. 
So on the morning of July 30, 1906, he passed “from life to life.” 
Brother Berry loved to preach the word, and had implicit confidence 
in the gospel he proclaimed so faithfully to others. In his pastoral 
work he was far above the average—indeed few ministers of old 
Virginia have been more highly esteemed'during the last quarter 
of a century among the people to whom they ministered, and whose 
homes they visited than was he. 

During the last few vears of toil for the Master it was not the 
work he did, but it was the man himself that maintained a healthy 
spiritual and financial condition in his congregation. His work is 
done—he has answered roll-call for the last time. His funeral was 
largely attended by both ministers and laymen. The services were 
conducted by Presiding Elder W. F. Gruver, from the words, “Well 
done good and faithful servant.” This text was selected by Brother 
Berry a few days before his death, for the reason as~he stated, “he 
did not regard his life a success, but he had always endeavored to be 
faithful.” At the conclusion of the services at the church we bore 
his body to the cemetery which is situated just west of our school 
building at Dayton, Va., and buried it to await the resurrection of 
the just. 

At the following session of the Virginia Conference Memorial 
Services were held, at which time a paper prepared by a very near 
friend, Rev. S. K. Wine, and from which this memorial is mainly 
eompiled, was read and adopted. 
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Rey. W. R. Berry, whose memory we now honor, was a member of 
our last General Conference. 


Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Dr. J. B. Connett will now speak words 
of tribute to the memory of A. G. Cowden, a layman of the previous 


General Conference. 
Dr. J. B. Connett then read the following address: 


MEMORIAL TO A. G. COWDEN. -~ 


A. G. Cowden was one of the lay delegates who represented Lower 
Wabash Conference in the last General Conference; he was also a 
delegate to the General Conference held at Frederick. Maryland, eight 
years ago. I was not informed of the fact that I was to speak 
for him, consequently I have had no means of getting any special 
facts of interest relative to his life. I do not know when or where 
he was born, or his age at death. He died a few months ago at 
his home in Clark County, Illinois, being perhaps between seventy and 
seventy-five years of age. He was one of the most influential laymen 
in our conference, and above the average in culture. : 

He was deeply devoted to the Church, and kept in touch with all 
lines of work in the denomination, and was liberal in giving to the 
support of the gospel. He was also of a cheerful disposition, and 
scattered sunshine everywhere he went. Our loss is his gain, but we 
are richer because he lived and wrought. 


THe Presipinc Bishop. I now introduce Rev. J. W. Kiracofe, who 
will speak on the virtues of his life-long friend and brother, Rev. 


Jee Grim: 
Rey. J. W. Kiracofe then read the following address: 


MEMORIAL TO REV. J. L. GRIM. 


Rev. J. L. Grim was born at Rohersville, Washington County, Md., 
November 27, 1842. He died at the home of his son-in-law, Dr. H. 
Algire, in Baltimore, Md., August 22, 1905. He was the son of 
Rev. Joseph S. Grim, a local preacher of the Virginia Conference. 
For several years previous to his death he was in declining health, 
suffering with Bright’s disease. In his affliction he was submissive 
to the will of God whom he served faithfully. Brother Grim belonged 
to a family of preachers—his father, two brothers, and himself having 
been ministers of the gospel in the United Brethren Church. Having 
been brought up in a religious home, and by Christian parents, he 
was early in life led to Christ. Shortly after becoming a Christian, ~ 
he felt that he was called of God to preach the gospel. From this 
eall he could get no release, but continued to feel, “Woe is me if T 
preach not the gospel.” Recognizing this eall of God he sought 
authority from the church that he might obey. At a quarterly con- 
ference held in Boonsboro, Md., in 1866, presided over by Rev. G. W. 
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Statton, of precious memory as elder, he was granted license to preach. 
One year later he joined the Virginia Conference at a session held 
in the same town. Two years later at a session of the same confer- 
ence held at Mill Creek, Va., he was ordained to the office.of an elder 
by the sainted Bishop J. J. Glossbrenner: His ordination service 
was the most impressive the writer has ever witnessed. The power 
of God was so manifest that all hearts were melted, and all eyes were 
in tears. Christ himself seemed to come in person and lay his own 
. precious hands on the head of this young man and say, “Take thou 
authority to preach the gospel of Christ.” He remained in the 
Virginia Conference for some years, serving charges in Virginia and 
Maryland. He was finally called to Salem Church, Baltimore, Md., 
in the bounds of the Pennsylvania Conference when he took a trans- 
fer to said conference, and remained a member up to the time of his 
death. 

Brother Grim was an active aggressive worker. He was above 
the average as a preacher, and, because of these essentials in him, he 
was sought after and assigned to some of the most prominent charges 
in the bounds of his conference. He always did his work well, and 
to the satisfaction of his charge and the conference. A few years 
before his death he was elected by his conference to the eldership. 
In that capacity he served for several years, until his health failed 
and compelled him to take a lighter field. He represented the Penn- 
sylvania Conference as a ministerial delegate in the General Confer- 
ence eight years ago at Frederick City, Md., where he had organized 
the local church a number of years before. He also served as a dele- 
gate from the same conference four years ago at Topeka, Kansas. 
Though in delicate health at that time he was in his place with his 
delegation, and took an active interest in all of the proceedings of the 
conference. To-day his place is filled by another in our delegation. 
His name is called, but he answers not. “He is not for God took 
him.” And to-day, while we deliberate in the interest of the church 
militant, he is rejoicing in the church triumphant. While we are 
toiling here he is resting in the home of the blest, and his works are 
following him. He went forth weeping bearing precious. seed, but 
he has returned rejoicing bringing his sheaves with him. Shall we 
meet him again? Yes, we’ll meet beyond the river “where the serges 
cease to roll.” Let us be true to the trust committed to our care, 
so that when the end comes, as it will to all, we may hear the voice 
of the Master as he says, “Well done thou good and faithful servant.” 


Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Brother H. N. Whitesell was elected to 
this General Conference from the Virginia Conference, but died 
during the past few months, and Rev. A. 8. Hammack, who was for 
a number of years his pastor, will speak in memory of him. 

Rev. A. 8S. Hammack spoke as follows: 
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For thirteen years it was my “privilege to associate with this man 
of God, nine years of which time I was his pastor. God laid his 
hand on him in the early fall months, and gradually the work was 
being done until at last he fell a victim to death. It was the pleas- 
ure of his conference to elect him a delegate to this General Confer- 
ence, while it was apparent even at the time of the election—when 
the vote was announced—that he could not come, yet he showed his 
appreciation of the good will of his brethren in electing him to this 
position. 

I want to say in reference to this brother, that he surely was faith- 
ful to the cause which he loved, and to the Church of his choice. 
The memory of a good man is always a blessed heritage, not only 
to those closely allied with him in family relations, but to those who 
walked the path of life with him, and this can be truthfully said of 
Brother Whitsell. He was called from time to reward on the twenty- 
fourth of January, 1909. A few days before he passed away the 
Board of Tellers sent to me his certificate of election, and while it 
was impossible for him to utter a word, because he had been practi- 
cally completely paralyzed, yet I held the certificate of election before 
him and he read it. And while his lips uttered not a word, yet the 
expression on his face was one of great appreciation. 

Brother Whitsell was a son of Simon Whitsell, whose father was 
Peter Whitsell, and it was in his house where the first United Breth- 
ren ministers that passed up through the Valley of Virginia found 
a home. It was in his grandfather’s house where the first United 
Brethren preachers preached in that community. Therefore, H. N. 
Whitsell was a descendant of one of the oldest United Brethren 
families in the State of Virginia. 

Early in life he was converted and joined the United Brethren 
Church, and his whole life illustrates the fact that the substantial 
membership of our Church are those who have been trained in the 
doctrines and polity of our Church from childhood. He was true to 

‘his Church. For over fifteen years he lived in Harrisonburg without 
a church home, but by devotion to work, and largely through his 
instrumentality, we have a good church and parsonage in this place, 
A few days before he passed away, I should say a few weeks before 
he passed away, he provided by will that his executrix was to pay 
$100 annually to the local church for a period of five years. 

Rockingham County Sunday-School Association honored him by 
making him its president, and he honored the cause by making his 
county one of the leading counties in the State of Virginia in Sun- 
day-school work. He was deeply interested in the work, and on the 
last Sabbath, the one in which he went out of this life, a few hours 
before he died, he made me understand that he wanted to know how 
the Sunday-school was that morning, because he had been superin- 
tendent of the Sunday school for a number of years. He was super- 
intendent of the Sunday school, and while in the act of reading the 
scripture lesson one Sabbath morning his wife said he seemed to be 
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paralyzed. After this he, of course, had a successor, and in these 
last moments of his life, and in fact I should say the last thing of 
which he spoke was the Sabbath school-in which he was so deeply 
interested. 

Tn his local church he bore his share, and often more than his share, 
in all of the departments of Christian work. Not only has the local 
church lost a strong spirit, but the Church at large a faithful worker. 

At the time of his death he was fifty-three years old. He is 
survived by his wife and five children, three sons, and two daughters, 
who are members of our church in Harrisonburg, Va. Truly, a 
noble son has fallen. 


Dr. C. I. B. Brane. Mr. President, may I have just a word here? 
Tue Presipine BisHor. Doctor Brane. 
Dr. C. I. B. Brane spoke as follows: 


Although these brethren were geographically widely separated from 
each other and from me, yet I knew each and every one of them inti- 
mately. We have called their names for the last time. They were 
familiar forms, and their sweet faces have permanently and forever 
disappeared from these earthly gatherings. JI experience a sense of 
loss, in fact, of their absence and because of the good they did me, 
and because of the larger good they did multiplied thousands of people 
to whom they ministered in sacred things. I am sorry this morning 
that they are gone, but for them to die is gain. 

These ministers have toiled for many years, and J think it but 
right that suitable recognition be given in this memorial way, and 
that we pause as we have always paused, perhaps not with sufficient 
appreciation of the deep solemnity of the occasion, and pay tribute 
to the memory of those who have fallen in the line of service of God 
and humanity. 

I think of Kipling’s closing poem in his “Seven Seas.” I think 
it is fine, and if I can quote it I will do so. It contains my sentiment 
in respect to the good who leave these earthly cares and enter upon the 
enjoyment of things eternal, where they can pitch their notes of 
praise high in the vaulted sky of God’s holy presence. He said: 


When life’s last picture is painted, 
And the tubes are twisted and dried; 

When the oldest colors have faded, 
And the youngest critic has died, 

We shall rest; and faith, we shall need it— 
Lie down for an age or two 

Till the Master of all good workmen 
Shall set us to work anew. 

And those that were good shall be happy; 
They shall sit in a golden chair 

And splash at a ten league canvas 
With brushes of camel’s hair. 
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And they shall find real saints to draw from— 
Magdalene, Peter,*and Paul. 

They shall work for an age at a sitting 
And never be tired at all. 

And only the Master shall praise us, 
And only the Master shall blame; 

And no one shall work for money, 
And no one shall work for fame. 

But each for the joy of the working, 
And each in his separate star, 

Shall draw the thing as he sees it 
For the God of things as they are.” 


THe Presipine Bisuor. It has been discovered since our as- 
sembling this morning that the name of Brother W. ©. Kiesel, lay 
delegate from the East Tennessee Conference to the last General 
Conference, has been overlooked, and Doctor S, W. Paul, who was 
his intimate friend and knew him in all the walks of life, will speak 
a few words in memory of him. 

Rev. S. W. Paul spoke as follows: 


I do not know the exact time or place of the birth of Brother 
Kiesel. I do know, however, that he was born in Virginia, and came 
to the State of Tennessee with his father, Rev. Enos Kiesel, aceom- 
panying John Ruebush. He came to that State to organize the work 
of this denomination in East Tennessee. After Father Ruebush 
died, Rev. Enos Kiesel removed to Kansas, and Brother W. C. Kiesel, 
_ of whom we speak, remained a faithful, stanch layman in East 
Tennessee. And if I remark this morning that he was the most 
prominent layman in East Tennessee, I do not think that I will make 
a statement too strong. Always faithful, loyal, earnest in his chureh 
life and Christian activity, he represented the East Tennessee Qon- 
ference three times in the General Conference, once at Dayton, Ohio, 
once at Toledo, Iowa, and at Topeka, Kansas. 

About twelve months ago, as I now remember, he was called from 
this life to the larger, sweeter life at God’s right hand in heaven. 
And I think that the statement is true when I say that no layman 
could be missed as we missed him in our last annual conference 
session. 

He has not missed an annual session before for the last twenty-five 
years of his annual conference—most of the time a lay delegate. 
When he was not, he was always present giving his counsel and 


advice and encouragement, He was one of the most liberal support- * 


ers of the Church that we had, and when his feet touched the chilly 
Jordan of death he wore the expression upon his face as a conquerer, 
and said to his wife and children, “I am now ready to be offered ; tie 
time of my departure is at hand,” and in glorious triumph passed 
out into the world beyond. 
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Tue Presiping BisHorp. The memorial service will now close with 
a song by the Arion Quartet. 

The Arion Quartet came to the platform and sang beautifully that 
great song, “Some Blessed Day.” 

Bisuop Caste. Don’t you all say that that will be very sweet, 
and to some of us it is not far away—that day—and how sweet it 
will be when He will speak so softly to us, “The hour has come. 
Come home.” It is worth all the toils and all the trials and all the 
hardships of life to meet such a sweet moment as this. And how 
golden and bright will be the stairway which we shall climb up to 
the throne where we shall sit in everlasting triumph, we who have 
been, through his cross, conquerors. { 

THe Presipine Bisnop. I think it ought to be said that Beier 
Hill, of Erie Conference, who for nine successive General Confer-- 
ences met with this body, though not a member of the last General’ 
Conference, has passed to his reward during the quadrennium. Andi 
I am sure we deeply sympathize with his faithful widow and with: 
all the friends, and especially with his conference. j 

S. E. Kumurr, of Miami Conference. We have enjoyed richly 
these beautiful tributes to the men that have been brought to our 
attention, but I wish that we might courteously suggest to the bishops 
that these men who will speak of those who have gone before us might 
have further notice than they received on the conference ground. 
Mr. Connett acknowledged that he knew but two days before of the 
fact that he was to speak. Mr. Bremer must have known several 
days before, because he brought to our attention the remarkable facts 
in the history of the man of whom he was speaking. You must 
remember that that goes upon our record, and the record of the 
General Conference will show these remarkable things. Something 
is remarkable in the life of every man. Mr. Bremer brought out the 
remarkable things in the life of Rev. Gottlieb Fritz. 

Bishop Matuews. May I explain that the bishops announced all 
the names of those that were to speak concerning those who had passed 
away during the quadrennium? As these names came to the Board 
of Bishops, personal letters were written to those who were to speak, 
and then finally a complete list was sent to the Telescope, but by 
some means or other the editor missed the paper, and unfortunately 
one or two names were not announced in the Telescope list, which 
was published six or eight weeks before the General Conference, and 
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that is the reason why Brother*Connett was not informed with refer- 
ence to his assignment. 

Tue Presiping BisHop. The memorial service is now closed, and 
the secretary will read the journal. Let us give heed to business, 
be as brief as possible in our speeches, and not in any way hinder the 
work that must be done in the few hours remaining before us.

Rev. E. H. Suuny, of Northern Illinois Conference. I desire to 
present the following:

Rev. E. H. Suury. Now, Mr. Bishop, we invite you to no mean: 
city. It has been my privilege to go up and down this fair land of 
ours, and after deliberate consideration, I have made up my mind 
that Decatur is the center of the universe. ([Laughter.] And for 
this reason, since we are in the United States and out of Ohio, and. 
the next General Conference must be out of Ohio, we invite you 
over into the United States to hold your next great gathering. 

Our city is in the heart of the great and beautiful prairies of 
Tllinois. Our soil is deep. Our buildings are high. Our progress 
unparalleled. And Decatur is in the very heart of this fair land. 
We are in a city of churches, of schools—the great Milliken Univer- 
sity is nearby. 

I feel assured that we are very great, in that in our public schools 
the Bible is used as a text-book. [Applause.] And because of this, 
I am proud to say we have the cleanest, the most moral and pure 
city of which I know; and because of which, Mr. Bishop, a little 
over a year ago we voted out the saloon from our city, and are now 
the largest city in our State that is dry. [Applause.] 

The churches of the city are beautiful, the ministry is splendid. 
When we go together and meet in our weekly meetings, if I did not 
know I would declare the last brother was United Brethren, as I sup- 
pose they would say the same of us all. We are one. And so we 
invite you to this great city to hold this great gathering. 

We are met to-day in this fair city that is made great because 
nearby is the mausoleum erected in the memory of a great and good 
- man, William McKinley. At the next General Conference, if you 
shall accept our invitation, we shall invite you to the home State. 
of Abraham Lincoln, and we are glad to have also one historic spot 
in our city—we have the old County Courthouse preserved in which 
Abraham Lincoln was a pleader of law. We have removed that old 
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log court-house to a prominence in our park, and made it a beautiful 
historic spot that we would like you to see, if you should come. 

I need not prolong my remarks, but, Mr. Chairman, I wish to make 
an apology. My splendid men’s class said, “Brother Shuey, we want 
you to take $25.00 and spend it in advertisement, and we want to show 
the General Conference that we heartily invite them to our city.” 
We planned for a little button for advertising of our city. We 
purchased them, and only half of them came and only half of those 
are of any use. And go, brethren, I couldn’t give you all a button, 
as I would like to have done. Our plans failed in that particular. 
Will you pardon this? The button bears the picture of the church 
which I represent. One week from to-day—I might say more—a 
year ago, on the church site that is ours we held the greatest revival 
ever known in the United States at one place at one time by one 
evangelist. On our new church site there were saved over six thou- 
sand men and women, and the ground on which we shall soon begin 
to build a structure has been made sacred by this great revival. One 
week ago we broke ground, Anticipating your coming, we are going 
to build a church commensurate to your strength and grandness. 
We hope to build a church that will be the best west of Ohio in the 
denomination. It will seat a thousand on the first floor, and a 
thousand in the basement in the rooms below—eight rooms below— 
a modern church of beauty. And, dear brethren, if you will come 
we will give you the whole city as yours. And I trust that some one 
will at once move that the next session of the General Conference 
be held at Decatur, Tllinois. 

W. L. Davis, of Iowa Conference. Before leaving home I had a 
very strong influence brought to bear with me in which Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, desired the next meeting of the General Conference of the 
United Brethren in Christ. We are endeavoring to build a new 
church at Cedar Rapids, yet I am frank to say that our congregation 
is not sufficiently large to give us the prestige that we should have 
to build a church large enough to entertain the General Conference 


of this Church. I therefore take great pleasure in seconding the ~ 


motion of Doctor Shuey to meet at Decatur, Tlinois. 

Rev. E. H. Suury. Mr. Bishop, one more statement. We are 
only forty miles from the great tomb of Lincoln, and we will arrange 
so the Conference can see that if you come. 
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Dr. W. R. Funk. I rise simply for a question. I suppose there 
are meeting-places that can ke had, and arrangements such as a 
General Conference requires at the hands of those who make the 
arrangements ? 

Rev. E. H. SHUuEyY. We have a fine auditorium that will seat 
four thousand five hundred right in the heart of the city. 

Dr. W. BR. Funk. We want to know what is there. 

Rev. E. H. Suury. Everything we want. 

Dr. J. H. Snyper. I move that the next General Conference be 
held at Decatur, [linois. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that our next 
General Conference meet at Decatur, Tlinois. Those who are 
favorable to going there will signify by saying “Aye”; those opposed 
will say “No.” Decatur is elected. [Great applause. ] 

Rev. E. H. Suurzy. Mr. Bishop, I feel like getting excused and 
going home to commence preparations for you. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. We can’t excuse you. : 

Dr. W. R. Funs. I think we understand that this cordial invita- 
tion this morning places great responsibility on the local church. 

Rev. E. H. Suury. We understand that. 

Dr. W.R. Funk. I make these statements because our Conference 
has grown into a large body. Tt is not an easy task to entertain the 
Conference. If you think it is, I would like to call Brother Cogan 
in testimony as to what it means to the local congregation in money, 
because we now do things on a basis that is beyond and above that 
of former years. I am glad to say it is no small task, for it shows 
our growth and the intelligence of our membership. 

Rev. W. O. Sirrert, of East Ohio Conference. The Report of 
the Ministerial Relief Committee is printed and ought to be dis- 
tributed. 

Tur Presipine Bisnop. Will you have this Report on Ministerial 
Relief Fund distributed? It is printed, and ought to be in the hands 
of the delegates. You will distribute it. 

The report was distributed by the pages. 

Dr. H. H. Four. This action, I take, is final with reference to the 
location of the next General Conference; and I know of no place in 
the great Central West that T would favor in preference to Decatur. 
I had, however, prepared a resolution; I would like to read it as a 
question of privilege. 
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Resolved, That we look with favor upon the proposal to hold the 
next session of the General Conference in some city on the Pacific 
Coast, provided the proposal can be financed so that the cost to the 
expense fund would be about the average cost of such an oceasion, 
and we suggest that negotiations for the proposal shall be committed 
to the Publishing Agent and the bishop of the Pacific District, 


Dr. H. H. Four. Bishop Bell is not present; he was to have spoken 
on this resolution first. It is too late, but I ask to offer it and make 
a few statements on it. 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. The General Conference has voted and 
decided to go to Decatur. 

Dr. H. H. Four. I want to get it before the Conference. 

THE Presipine BisHop. I would say that I came here to nominate 
Nashville, Tennessee, for the next General Conference. 

Dr. W. R. Funx. I believe we ought to hear Doctor Fout. 

Dr. H. H. Four. If I mistake not, within the past ten years every 
leading denomination, that is, the leading denominations of the 
country have taken the initiative in putting their impress upon that 
great Pacific Coast country, which is now under the limelight of 
public attention, by holding their general assemblages and general 
conferences in that great country. The people of those great cities 
have made it possible for them so to do. I believe the time has 
come when the United Brethren Church should go and do likewise, 
and-thus make itself felt in that great West, as it may in this way, 
as it never has done before, for the encouragement of our struggling 
people in that difficult but hopeful field. 

I wish such an arrangement could be consummated. I don’t care 
to take your time, but this is within our possibilities. I am sure 
it is. You have fixed the place, and I am very well satisfied with 
it, but I hope we will keep this matter in the future, and claim our 
place in this great movement. 

Tue Presiwing Bisuop. Let me remind the General Conference 
that. the unfinished business is the election of a general secretary of 
the Sunday-School Board. Unless there is miscellaneous matter, that 
will be the first in order. 

Dr." W.7R: Bunk? oT have two miscellaneous items that I desire to 
call attention to. A number of brethren have been asking me 
whether they can obtain credit at the book-store. Some of them 
have spent more money than they expected to do when they came 
here. There are special bargains at the book-store. You can go 
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there and buy, and the credit book is here, so you will be known 
along that line. It was brought along for the purpose of helping 
those whose credit is good—see? [Laughter.} And I want to say, 
for fear I might be misunderstood, because I want to label it as a 
joke, the fact is that I do not know anybody in this body who does 
not have credit with the Publishing House. [Applause.] I would 
like to emphasize the fact that there are many splendid bargains on 
those counters back there, under the arrangement of the Board of 
Trustees, and you can well afford to look at them. 

TI wish to make this motion under miscellaneous business: In 
keeping with what I understand is the wish of the Board of Bishops, 
at least an action taken in their meetings, that the apportionment 
of bishops’ salary be sent to the General Treasurer at Dayton, Ohio, 
who shall pay same to the bishops quarterly in advance. 

Seconded by Rev. W. O. Siffert. 

Tue Presiwinc BisHop. You have heard the motion. Those who 
will pass it will say “Aye”; those opposed will say “No.” It is 
ordered. ; 

Rev. W. O. Sterert. There is another matter that ought to be 
settled, and that is the matter of paying a visit to, and holding a short 
service at the tomb of President McKinley. We spoke of it last 
week. Now, arrangements have been made for a short sermon pro- 
viding the General Conference will set an hour when we will go. 
This hour should be set in order to make arrangements for cars at 
the proper time. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. Will the General Conference fix such 
an hour? 

Rev. J. R. Guampers. Have we time to spare for that? No one 
would like to take a trip to the last resting-place of President Mc- 
Kinley better than myself; but there has been so much time taken 
up with speech-making, we will not have time. 

Rev. J. A. Hawktys. of Lower Wabash Conference. I move the 
hour be set for the next hour after we are through with business. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc BisHor. It is moved and seconded that the next 
hour after we are through with general business be set for memorial 
services at the tomb of President McKinley.

Secretary Snyper. I have a memorial from the Methodist Church 
to this body.

Secretary Snyper. Will the General Conference hear that com- 
munication before referring it? 
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Tur Presiping BisHor. Have all voted? If all have voted the 
ballot is closed, and the tellers will retire and count the ballot. 

The Keppel Board of Tellers had charge of this ballot and retired 
to count the same. 

Bishop WEEKLEY. May we not hear this message from one of the 
sister denominations? It will take only two or three minutes to hear 
it and then refer it.

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. Doctor Snyder will read the communica- 
tion from the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Secretary Snyder then read the following communication from the 
Methodist Episcopal Church: 


From the Methodist Episcopal Church to the General Conference of 
the United Brethren in Christ, assembled at Oanton, Ohio, May, 
1909: 

Dear Faruers AND BretHreN: As a member of the Commission 
on Federation and Union of the Methodist Episcopal Church, we 
hereby send you our heartiest fraternal greetings. We have followed 
your proceedings with increased interest, and desire to assure .you 
that, as a denomination, we rejoice over all the victories you have 
won for Christ, and especially during the past quadrennium. 

The spirit, theology, polity, and even terminology of both denomina- 
tions are so much alike that when we are in your meetings and con- 
ferences we would naturally think we were in our own did we not 
know to the contrary, and the history of your Church has run so 
remarkably parallel to the Methodist Episcopal Church that we can 
but believe that somehow “an increasing purpose,” a blessed Provi- 
dence must be in it, making for the ultimate triumph of the kingdom 
of God. 

We are glad to report to you that at our last General Conference, 
held in the city of Baltimore, Md., during thé month of May, 1908, 
no subject aroused greater enthusiasm than that of church federation 
and union. The fraternal addresses of Rev. J. H. Lamb, of the 
Evangelical Association, and Dr. T. H. Lewis, of the Methodist 
Protestant churches, and others, touched a responsive chord that has 
been vibrating ever since, and we trust will continue to do so until 
there is a federation or union of all those Arminian American church- 
es agreeing in doctrine and polity. 

We beg leave to inform your distinguished body that at this General 
Conference the Commission on Federation and Union was continued 
for another quadrennium, and the following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted, namely: 

Resolved, That said commission is hereby instructed to invite the 
Evangelical Association, the United Brethren, and such other branch- 
es of Methodism as it may believe are sympathetic, to confer through 
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similar commissions concerning federation, organic union, as in 
judgment of said churches respectfully may be most desirable, and 
to report to the General Conference of 1912. 

In harmony with the instructions of the General Conference, we 
therefore extend to you a most cordial invitation to appoint a com- 
mission with whom we may confer “concerning federation or union” 
as you in your godly judgment may deem best. 

With best wishes for your great General Conference, and praying 
that you may be divinely guided in planning and executing the 
things that will redound most to the advancement of the Redeemer’s

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. My reason for doing this is that the matter 
of uniting with this conference is not generally known, so far as 
I know, to Neosho Conference. I never heard of it—and I generally 
keep my eyes and ears open—I never heard of it until a few weeks 
ago. I think it is nothing but just if you are going to marry a girl 
that you get her consent first; so I think it is nothing more than 
right to let this conference vote on it at its next session, and then if 
they vote to unite, it will be all right. This is only republican- 
ism, and is according to our Chureh government, and I ask you to 
give us this amendment. 





Tue Presiping Bishop. The question is on this amendment. 

Rev. W. C. Mitier, of West Nebraska Conference. I want to 
enter my protest against two or three brethren coming up here from 
each of these conferences and altering the boundaries and mixing 
them all up. This is certainly opposed to the spirit of our Church. 
It is an arbitrary action when the conferences are not consulted in 
many instances, and I don’t think it is right in any case unless 
it is a very trifling matter, at least such a thing as dividing the con- 
ferences and splitting them up, and I propose to enter my protest 
against such a proposition. 

Preswent T. D. Crrres, of Northeast Kansas Conference. I would 
like to inform this General Conference and the brother from Nebraska 
that two or three parties have not done this matter; that the matter 
has had quite a thorough canvass in Northeast Kansas Conference, 
and I have reason to believe the representative of Neosho Conference 
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knew about the matter. J have letters in my possession from almost 
every minister in Northeast Kansas Conference favoring such a 
proposition of union, and the information was all before me and my 
delegation, and through our delegation presented to this committee. 

Now, if there is any probability of this proposed amendment’s 
carrying, especially the last one, I should very much like to have the 
privilege of a substitute motion. I cannot tell whether it would 
earry or not. JI think it is the expressed sentiment and wish of the 
people in that territory that those two conferences be united in one 
conference, taking in a part of Missouri, which lies over to the 
west line, and making a third conference which in size will be hardly 
equal to the other two conferences of Kansas—I mean in area—and 
in membership searcely larger than the size of the other conferences 
in Kansas. And from many standpoints I think it is the proper 
thing to do, and it should be through the authority of this General 
Conference. 

Rey. W. C. Minter. Let me ask a question. Was this matter 
brought up before these annual conferences at their last session ? 

Presipent T. D. Orires. No, sir. 

Rey. W. C. Mitier. Then how do you know it is the sentiment 
of these conferences ? : 

Presipent T. D. Orires. It was not the action of any annual 
conference; it was the expressed sentiment in writing of a number 
of men who do represent the conferences. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery, Chairman of the Committee. JI had no idea 
there would be any discussion on this question. As this matter came 
before the committee, I felt pretty sure, from the spirit and disposi- 
tion of those who brought it before us, that this was quite a unani- 
mous agreement with the exception of Brother Chambers, who had, 
told me, of course, that he could not agree to it. Now, let me say, 
in answer to Brother Miller’s inquiry concerning the gonsent which 
he supposes should be obtained from the conferences and by con- 
ference action: When, eight years ago, the East Pennsylvania and 
Eastern conferences were united, there had not been any previous 
action -taken at the annual conferences, and yet to-day you could not 
get a layman or minister to vote to return to the old boundaries. 
And we believe, where it is agreeable, where the people can harmonize 
in their conference work, that it is the thing to do. I felt that in 
this committee we should have a perfect understanding, and give 
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the privilege to all persons concerned to come before that committee 
and present their claims. You will remember, on this floor I urged 
members again and again to get: together and agree among them- 
selves, and I supposed that this report—and I supposed from the 
situation of things in the committee that this report would come 
before this General Conference, and without a single discussion—I 
thought it was all agreed to. 

Presipent Brooke. This Conference can change the boundaries 
of annual conferences, and if I understand the genius of our law it 
is not necessary that the matter be referred to those circuits to see 
whether or not they will have their boundaries changed when we 
meet in annual conference. If they have to wait until everybody 
interested in the changing of boundary lines is willing, so far as cir- 
cuits were concerned, you would change searcely any boundary lines 
in our Church. Now, then, it is fair to presume that the individuals 
who come to this General Conference, representing each his own 
conference, have the case well enough in hand to legislate, so far as 
the interests of his conference are concerned, as touching boundary 
lines. Now, when the question of boundary lines in Kansas and 
Missouri is brought up, and practical unanimity is secured, I, from 
up in Iowa, think that it is little enough for me to do for us to 
inquire what the brethren in that locality want to do. I don’t think 
the annual conference should first act. JI think we are doing well 
when we act within the organic law of the Church. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers. I insist that you consider this matter. I 
live out in the territory over which the great Democratic party split 
more than fifty years ago, with James Buchanan in the chair, when 
that was a territory and they wanted to bring it in as a slave State 
under the Lecompton Constitution. 

R. ‘HH. Bennett, of Neosho Conference, raised the point of order that 
Brother Chambers had spoken once, but he was permitted to continue. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers. I was going to state that I heard Senator 
Douglass say that he insisted to Mr. Buchanan that the Lecompton 
Constitution be submitted to the people of Kansas if they wanted 
to come in as a State, and President Buchanan said, “If you do that * 
they will vote it down two to one.” Then Douglass said, “So much 
the more reason they ought to vote on it.’ If these men are so 
certain that Neosho Conference wants to be connected up to North- 
east Kansas, why are you afraid to let them vote on it? 
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I talked to Brother Crites last fall, and he never said a word about 
joining. JI never heard a word of it until at my Ministerial Associa- 
tion the matter was brought up. There were eleven members there 
voting—eleven preachers. Six vote in favor of this uniting and 
five against it, and the chairman was against it, but didn’t vote. 

Now, I submit, will you place that upon us without a chance to 
vote? Let the conference vote on it, I say, and if it votes for the 
union I will go heartily; but there is no republicanism, there is 
nothing of the old-time genius of the government of this. Church 
of which we are all so proud, as to place this thing on that people 
when I know it has not been discussed among the people. I don’t 
know what Brother Crites has found out about it. He has cor- 
responded with some men, probably, who are entirely sure of it. He 
never corresponded with me. He never corresponded with anybody 
on my work, and it happened to be that my pastor was at the law- 
suit of which Brother Bennett spoke and heard it over there. I 
didn’t hear of it until I was at the Ministerial Association. Kindly . 
let us vote on it, and then, if they want to unite, it is all right. 

Bishop WerEKLEY. I would like to have the amendment read 
again. 

Rev. J. R. Coampers. That the matter of uniting with Northeast 
Kansas Conference be left to a vote of Neosho Conference at its next 
session. 


Secretary Snyder read R. H. Bennett’s amendment, as follows:

By agreement 
we would like to correct an item or two in that, and I move to 
strike out the word “Franklin” and insert “Fayette and Union,” and 
at close of paragraph insert “Lewis Class in Vigo County and Middle- 
burn, Briley, and Beech classes in Olay County to go to Indiana 
Conference.” 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. Are you agreed to these changes? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretarly Siddall reads the next item, as follows: 

All territory in the State of Indiana lying between the proposed 
Indiana Conference and St. J oseph Conference to constitute White 
River Conference (Page 154, P. 43). : 
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Tue Preswornc Bishop. What is your pleasure concerning this 
item ? . 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretary Siddall read the next item, as follows: 


2. That the State of Illinois be divided into two conferences, as 
follows (P. 9, Page 148 and P. 26, Page 149): Beginning at the 
point east of Danville, where the Big Four R. R. enters the State 
of Illinois, thence west along the line of said railroad to the Illinois 
Central R. R. at Champaign, thence south along the Illinois Central 
R. R. to Tolono, thence west along the line of the Wabash R. R. to 
the Illinois River, thence along said river to its mouth. Danville 
Station, Danville Circuit, and that part of Gussie Circuit lying in 
Tlinois, and Oakwood Circuit to be inthe southern division; Spring- 
field, Decatur, and Oakley Circuit to be in the northern division; the 
northern division to be called the Northern Illinois Conference, as 
now; the southern division to be called the Southern Illinois Con- 
ference, and to be the legal successor of the Lower Wabash Con- 
ference. 


Rev. M. B. Spayp, of Northern Illinois Conference. I offer this 
amendment : 


An amendment describing the boundary between the Northern 
Tllinois and the Southern Illinois conferences. 

Beginning at the mouth of the Illinois River; thence up said river 
to the northwest corner of Green County, thence along the northern 
lines of Green, Macoupin, and Montgomery counties to the northeast 
corner of Montgomery County, thence along a straight line across 
Christian County to the southwest corner of Macon County; thence 
along the south and east lines of Macon County, thence along the west 
and north lines of Piatt County, thence along the west and north 
lines of Champaign county, thence along the west and north lines 
of Vermillion County to the Indiana State line. Cherry Grove and 
Dalton City churches to be in the Northern Illinois Conference.

Tue Preswinc Bisuop. You have heard this amendment. Is 
there a motion to adopt it? ; 

Pror. C. E. Biaetow, of Lower Wabash. J have this amendment 
to offer: That the words “the Southern Illinois Conference, and to - 
be the legal successor of the Lower Wabash Conference” be stricken 


out. I would like to say just a word here. 
Tue Presipinc BisHor. Is there a second to this motion ? 


Seconded. 
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Proressor Biguow. It is a common incident to-day to see how 
far American surgeons can go in cutting parts of the body away 
without destroying human life. We feel pretty well cut up to-day. 
I don’t know why we should not have some consideration shown us. 
Our conference has succeeded and progressed, and now has been torn ~ 
to pieces as a conference in this item. The history of our conference 
shows that it is built up around the memories of some of the pioneers 
in United Brethrenism in the Central West. But if you will allow 
us to retain our name, for you have very graciously invited the 
General Conference to our State at its next session, we will try to 
live through it. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. I think I owe it to the committee to say that 
they are not responsible for these changes as they appear here in 
print, but these gentlemen themselves, for I had them write them 
out. I wouldn’t accept anything until written out and brought to 
us in proper form, and what you have here in print they brought us; 
so that we didn’t make these changes, excepting by the request of the 
brethren of these conferences interested appearing before us. 

Rev. E. H. Saury. My conviction is that the whole thing is 
wrong. I will consent to it if they give up the fight. There are 
some. things to me essential and I loath to give it up, but if this 
is most important, the State lines, and divide the territory, I am very 
sorry for it. Westfield College has taken this proposition, and I want 
to say that out of this, unless we are guarded, injury will come to 
the college that has produced such men as our Doctor Philippi on 
this floor. -And, while I am only one, I am not satisfied with this 
movement, and only consent to the division as a last resort if State 
lines must come. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash. I think it is proper to 
second that, in view of the fact that Upper Wabash Conference 
has consented to have itself divided between these conferences, so 
that the Lower Wabash Conference thought it auspicious to adjust 
these boundary lines; and what Professor Bigelow now asks is that 
we retain our name, Lower Wabash Conference. JT think no one is 
specially concerned in that except ourselves. We want to retain 
our name. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rey. W. E. Straniry, of Upper Wabash. There is one thing that 
should be changed in this report. The word “Gussie” should be 
“Gessie.” 
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THE Preswine Bisuor. That verbal change will be made. 
Secretary Siddall read the next item, as. follows: 


North Texas Conference. Beginning at the southwest corner of 
New Mexico and running east on the line between Texas and New 
Mexico through Texas to the one hundredth meridian. Thence north 
along this meridian across the strip of Oklahoma to the Kansas State 
line, thence west to the northwest corner of New Mexico, and thence 
south to the place of beginning, El Paso, Texas, to be included. All 
other confines and boundaries remain unchanged (Page 150, P. 30). 


Rev. J. S. Futon, of Allegheny Conference. In acting upon this 
all other confines and boundaries remain unchanged. If we adopt 
the other part of the item, will that earry this with it? I think 
that is in the Discipline. I would like to have that item divided. 

Tue Presiping BisHor. Are you agreed to divide that? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Secretary Siddall read the item then, as follows: 


North Texas Conference. Beginning at the southwest corner of 
New Mexico and running east on the line between Texas and New 
Mexico through Texas to the one hundredth meridian. Thence north 
along this meridian across the strip of Oklahoma to the Kansas 
State line, thence west to the northwest corner of New Mexico, and 
thence south to the place of beginning, El Paso, Texas, to be included. 


Dr. D. D. Lowery. That is the way it ought to be. This ought 
to be a separate line. 

THe Presipinc Bisuor. Are you agreed ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipinc BrsHop. Now, the closing item. 

Secretary Siddall read the last item, as follows: 


All other confines and boundaries remain unchanged. 


Rev. J. S. Fuuton, of Allegheny Conference. I ask that the boun- 
daries between the Pennsylvania and Allegheny conferences be 
changed, as follows: 


To amend the item in reference to Pennsylvania Conference on 
page 151, chapter 26, number 33, beginning at the word “to,” strike 
out lines 2, 3, 4, and 5 to semi-colon, and insert “the crest of the 
Tuseorora Mountains.” Strike out in lines 6 and 7 the words 
“forming the northern boundary of the Cumberland Valley.”

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Dr. C. W. BrewpaKker. I move that matter be laid on the table. 

Seconded by Doctor Washinger. 

Tre Presipive Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that this amend- 
ment be tabled. 

Rev. J. S. Futron. They seem to be very much afraid to hear me, 
Mr. Bishop. 

Tus Presipinc Bisuor. Brother Fulton has the floor. 

Rev. J. S. Futron. Mr. Bishop and brethren of the Conference: 
I simply leave it to this Conference to decide on its merits. JI am 
not asking to be rid of the territory that is embraced in the change 
of boundary for fear of trouble, for there is none. I am not asking 
for it to rid myself of work. I am perfectly willing to serve it if 
the judgment in this Conference passes upon it, and says it shall 
remain where it is. 

Now, I will give you’ my reasons for asking for it. First let me 
say that this came to us eight years ago as a compromise measure. 
Of this I do not know more than do those of my delegation as to 
the detachment of other lines; they may speak to that. Going with 
the boundary line as it now is, we go up the Juniata River to New- 
port, and then we strike out along that little narrow-guage railroad 
to another certain post, and then we have absolutely no line at all 
southward to a spur into Perry County. Then we go out along there 
until we strike across a spur and this main mountain range, and 
follow the course of that until we reach the main mountain range, 
and then we go south to Maryland. 

Now, brethren, this brings into our territory but two fields of 
labor, the Esheol Charge, and this territory was always operated by 
the Pennsylvania Conference until the General Conference some 
years ago made a consolidation of territory. You will bear in mind 
—this brings first of all Esheol charge. Their work with several fields 
in Perry County comes to within six miles of this place. Our 
_ nearest church, at Liverpool, is twenty miles away. This is isolated 
away from any other territory of Allegheny Conference by this moun- 
tain range that comes up the Juniata River that breaks through it. 
The other church is in Franklin County, Path Valley. I do not 
know what distance it is; I believe about twelve or thirteen miles 
is their nearest point of operation. to that. I am twenty-three 
miles away, and to reach my next place from this territory, I have 
to cross a spur of this mountain and the main mountain range, and 
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have a distance of twenty-three miles about this same mountain 
range. 

The territory is not well situated for our work, and these people 
are in no sense connected with us, while they are in every sense 
eonnected with them. They do their banking, they do their market- 
ing, they do their business of all kinds in their territory and not in 
ours. If any of them retire they move into Pennsylvania Conference 
territory, and if any of their young men or maidens go in search of 
employment they find it in Pennsylvania territory. Their interest 
im every respect is wrapped up in the interest of Pennsylvania Con- 
ference territory, and it is absolutely isolated from Allegheny Con- 
ference territory. That is the truth in the matter. 

Tue Presiping BisHop. Your time is up. 

Rey. J. S. Fuuron. Will the Conference hear me one minute? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Rev. J. S. Fuuron. Aecording to Bishop Mills, the largest terri- 
tory traveled by any one man, in our section of the East, is in 
Allegheny Conference. Pennsylvania Conference has some moun- 
tainous territory. Their territory is very much more compact than 
‘mine. There is not a debt on either of these places. We are im- 
proving the churches. We did improve the parsonage and paid every 
dollar of it. If I shall live until to-morrow a week, I will reopen a 
church that we have completed and beautified in various ways that 
will cost about $500.00, and the money is in hand. Another church 
in the same charge will be reopened before the fall conference. 

So we are not wanting Pennsylvania Conference to take any debts, 
or anything that is run down since it has come into our possession. 
Now, brethren, J have made my statement. I am perfectly content 
to leave it with you. If this Conference says, in the light of these 
facts, that I am to go home and serve that territory, I will go home 
and serve it. I am simply not here seeking to rid myself of any- 
thing objectionable. If that territory was in any sense associated 
with our territory, I would never have raised my voice. But the 
facts are exactly as I have stated them, in every particular, as I 
ean demonstrate by the map. -In their territory they have all Perry 
County, they have all Franklin County, except a little strip which 
cuts the territory in our conference by lines which are not natural 
im any sense. 

Rey. W. E. Stantey, of Upper Wabash Conference. It was dis- 
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tinctly understood, Mr. Chairman, between the brethren who bring 
this matter before this General Conference and the Committee on 
Boundaries, that it was to be left to the decision of this committee, 
and their report was to be perfectly satisfactory to these brethren per- 
sonally. Why then should this discussion come now? 

Rev. J. 8. Funron. I rise to a question of privilege. I ask that 
committee whether I did not make that statement previously. Doctor 
Washinger did agree, and he did not agree. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer. I said we would leave it to the committee 
and abide by their decision. 

Rev. W. E. Srantey. I do not know that this Conference gives a 
life tenure on the superintendency of a district, and it might be 
possible that these brethren would not have the opportunity of attend- 
ing this district over which they are superintending now, and it is 
probable that their conference may see fit’to relieve them of any 
burden that will come. We are acting, Mr. Chairman, upon the 
principles that were suggested by these brethren to this committee, 
that they would leave it with the committee to decide, therefore we 
brought in this report, and I move that this matter be left unchanged. 

Dr. C. W. Brewpaker. I desire to correct a little statement of 
Brother Fulton. All who live in that community of which he is 
speaking are not seeking employment in that community. Some of 
them go up to Haberton, within his territory, for I have married 
some young people who have come from Haberton, and J am sure that 
is in Allegheny Conference. Some of them go up in that section to 
work, and not in the section in which they live. 

‘Rev. A. B. Srarron, of Pennsylvania Conference. As to Pennsyl- 
vania Conference, she is unanimously opposed to this change. I 
move that the amendment be laid on the table. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Those who will lay it on the table will 
say “Aye”; those who are opposed will say “No.” 

Voicrs. Division, division. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. <A division is called for. Those who will 
lay this amendment on the table will rise, stand, and be counted. 
Those opposed will stand. It is not laid on the table. 

Rey. J. I. L. Resster. I move the previous question. 

Seconded. 

Tue Preswing Bisuor. Those who will order the previous question 
will say “Aye”; those opposed will say “No.” It is ordered. Now,

At this point Dr. C. I. B. Brane came to the platform. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisuop. Doctor Brane will bring us the greetings 
from the Radical Brethren. 


Mr. Cuarman. In harmony with your wish, Senator Edmonds 
and myself went to Huntington Thursday night. We reached the 
Conference Friday morning, and participated in the very first ser- 
vice, which is always the very best. I refer to the devotional services 
of the conference, previous to.which we were taken into the private 
office of the bishops, who received us very kindly and courteously, and 
then took us with them to the Conference, where we participated in 
the devotional exercises. After the roll was called, and the minutes 
of the preceding day or session were read and approved, they accorded 
us an hour in which to present the greetings which you were divinely 
inspired to instruct us to convey to them, and they received us very 
cordially. In a few moments I expressed to them my personal sense 
of gratification and your sense of appreciation, as I knew it would 
be, in that they gave us an hour, one of the busiest hours of those 
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closing days of their session of Conference, in which to present the 
greetings you,sent. And then I read the paper which passed this 
body in relation to the matter, and said to them that I wished deep 
down in my heart that each and every one of them could have been 
present the day before when that action was taken by you, to have 
seen this splendid Conference and Church stand up unitedly and 
unanimously endorse the sentiment contained in your paper. I 
wished, moreover, that they could have been present to hear the 
prayer offered by Bishop Bell for them and for us, that the outcome 
would be a matter of praise to God and a blessing to them and to us. 

I said, among other things, that we regretted the many unpleasant 
things that entered into the case; that we increasingly deplore the 
hurtful things that led up to our separation twenty years ago, and 
hope that God would heal up all the sores of the past, and do it in a 
way that would leave us absolutely one people—one body. They 
seemed interested. Of course, we know some of the feelings 
that obtain in a case like this, but I pass by this point to state that 
they were very kind and very cordial in everything that they did 
and in all that they said. 

And after I made those feeble remarks, Senator Edmonds arose, 
and all I need to say about that address is that he put his hands back 
here [back of his head], and pulled his hair a little forward, and 
then he mixed up his fingers toward the skies [laughter], and the 
busiest man in the whole body was Senator Edmonds. [ Applause. ] 

And I think the Lord made him busy, for he said good things and 
he said them well, and the loudest applause of greeting that I have 
heard for some time came in response to sentiments so well spoken 
by one of your delegates, Senator Edmonds, upon that occasion. 
[ Applause. | 

After these utterances were delivered the conference asked Bishop 
Barclay to respond to our greetings. He did it very well, very kindly, 
very courteously, and, with the exception of a few intimations between 
the lines, it was very kind and cordial, and good in every way. Of 
course it was. And after he was through, and we expressed our- 
selves as being gratified, and tendered them your thanks for this 
courtesy to us, and said that we would now leave, they voted a recess 
of ten minutes, that we might shake hands. 

And this man with the sunflower on, and myself were ordered out in 
front, and we came out, and they came down. They filed by and 
shook hands (Voices. Good, good.), and gave us one of the best, 
one of the most delightful receptions that I have ever enjoyed. 

Mr. Chairman, I requested Senator Edmonds to present these 
greetings instead of myself, and he, in his modesty, declined; but 
don’t let him escape. [Applause and calls for Edmonds. ] 


Tue Presmine BisHop. Senator Edmonds, called sometimes our 
lay bishop, is requested to speak to the Conference regarding this 
fraternal visit. 
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_ Spnator Epmonps. To me that visit was something new and very 
important. JI don’t know that I was worthy of such a position as 
carrying the greetings from this Conference to another conference. 
This is the first time that I have ever met with those brethren since 
we separated, but I want to say this morning, while their numbers 
are not so great, that they look a good deal like we do here. [Ap- 
plause.] They wear very good clothes, and a great many of them 
wear Prince Alberts. They didn’t have any hats on—I don’t know 
what kind they wear. JI mention this to show you that they are 
brethren like unto us. 

Before the services I met a number of these brethren on the out- 
side of the church. Of course they didn’t know what I was there 
for, but they were coming up to me and extending a friendly greeting, 
and the thought came to me, “I might just as well commence on these 
right here.” [Laughter.] I told them what I had come there for, 
and that our time was valuable and business very important, and we 
would like to get to business as early as possible. Well, they called 
the roll and read the minutes of the previous day, so that they might 
show us how they did business. When they got through with all of 
these, we were invited upon the platform and introduced. 

Now, it is not necessary for me to tell you what I said to them, 
because Doctor Brane has already told it here, and it will be taking 
up your time to repeat anything of this kind; but I want to say this, 
that I never had a more cordial reception anywhere. [Voices. Good, 
good. | 

Now, I notice the ladies in that conference are just like they are 
in this Conference. They are very modest. They don’t push them- 
selves to the front, and those men were so eager to shake hands with 
me that they crowded the women out; and when they got through I 
said I wouldn’t stand for it. I went back and shook hands with 
the ladies. [ Laughter. ] 

But among the ladies was one very old lady, and she wasn’t inclined 
to shake hands with me: she held her hand back. So I put out 
both hands and said, “I will give you a good United Brethren shake.” 
[Applause.] I guess she thought that I was over there to gobble 
up the church and bring it in here. But she was mistaken if she 
thought so, for that was not our mission. We were there to invite 
them to come back and “we be brethren.” 

Among Christians I don’t want any better receptions than we 
received over there. It was splendid, and I believe they are religious, 
and that they are honest in their convictions; but while they are 
very cordial, one of those bishops gave us to understand that we 
couldn’t get him [laughter], that he was going to stand by those 
principles. 

And now, as well as they feel, and as hopeful as they are, and as 
much as they may need or feel in need of help, it is my opinion they 
will never meet with us in this general assembly. Well, never is a 
long day; but I only meant that in my time they are not going to 
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meet with you. But these are wonderful times, and such an event 
as I speak of may take place. I am sure we would greet them as 
cordially as they did Doctor Brane and me. [ Applause. ] 


Tue Presipinc BisHop. The Report of the Committee on the 
Seminary will now be heard. Bishop Mathews wishes the floor. 

BisHop Maruews. The division or change of boundaries of the 
conferences just made is of special interest to the conferences that 
have been divided up with the, Northern Illinois Conference and the 
Upper Wabash Conference. I have to confront it as a chairman, 
and I confess that I do not know the method of procedure, because 
some of these conferences have large debts, and now this Upper 
Wabash Conference has been divided into four parts. It is a great 
problem, and I do not wish, brethren, if I am to preside over the 
conferences, to assume the responsibility for settling some of these 
things. There are some debts and obligations and very embarrassing 
things, and now you have taken action here in the adoption ofthis 
Report of the Committee on Boundaries, and divided at least one 
conference up into four parts, so as to give them to various confer- 
ences. I wish somebody would help us out with reference to that 
matter. 

Rev. WinuiamM THompson. I think the report states what is the 
legal successor of the different portions of the conference. I think 
it is very plain, if the bishop will look at it carefully. " 

BisHop Matuews. That is true. I recognize that. But now, 
here is a particular territory—one part of the Upper Wabash Confer- 
ence going over to another conference. Now then, how about that 
part, that territory that is going to another conference, assuming 
their share of the responsibility for the debt? Z 

BisHop WErKLEY. Bishop Mathews, why not call together the four 
conferences and get a mutual agreement or understanding? 

BisHor Matuews. I am asking for information about any em- 
barrassment which might arise. 

Bishop Werekiery. Let the delegations from the four conferences 
have a meeting and agree upon it. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Is that agreed to? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. J. A. Hawkins, of Lower Wabash Conference. At the call 
of the bishop ? 

Tue Presipinc Brsuop. The bishop of the district will call the 
meeting. 
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BisHop Matuews. I will call it at the proper time. 
Tue Presiping Bisnorp. Now we will hear the Report of the Com- 


mittee on Seminary. 
Secretary Siddall read the report, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEMINARY. 


We, your Committee on Seminary, to which was referred Section 
TV. of Chapter XXIV., page 136 of the Discipline, would report as 
follows: , 

We gratefully recognize the blessing of God -upon this important 
institution of our Church, and express our appreciation of the work of 
the faculty and officers. 

We are glad to note the increased attendance from year to year, 
the addition of a department in Psychology, Pedagogy, the study of 
Social Problems, and Sunday schools and Young People’s work. 

We also acknowledge with appreciation the gift of land valued at 
$83,000, secured by the business manager from John M. Bonebrake and 
wife, of Veedersburg, Indiana, and the increased productive endow- 
ment fund. 

We believe, however, that the time is here for greater provision for 
the Seminary. Without trained men we cannot succeed. The im- 
perative demand for more men of training and culture, requires that 
we make the greatest possible provision for this institution in the way 
of new buildings, endowment, and increased attendance of young men 
ealled of God to service in his kingdom. 

We therefore recommend: 

1. That steps be taken to erect on the grounds owned by the Semin- 
ary additional buildings: one a dormitory building with all the modern, 
approved appointments; the other a library building. The old build- 
ing which for thirty-one years has served all purposes is no longer 
adequate, but can be changed into an administration building: These 
additions are imperative if the Church is to afford adequate accom- 
modations for students, and keep pace with the enlarging equipments 
.of the colleges and other seminaries. Pending these improvements 
the present building to be thoroughly modernized and repaired both 
internally and externally, and put into convenient attractive condi- 
tion in time for the opening of the Seminary in September. 

2. That a strenuous effort be made the next four years to solicit 
the entire Church, both for students and for money. 


Change of Discipline. 

Page 136, Section IV. 

Insert “Bonebrake Theological Seminary” in place of “Union 
Biblical Seminary.” 

Item 2 shall read, after the word “provided,” “always, that a major- 
ity of the directors shall be bona fide residents of the State of Ohio: 
also that the alumni shall have a fair representation on the Board 
of Directors.” ; 
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Insert the following for item 5. 

“The board shall elect four persons who, together with the manager,. 
shall constitute the executive committee which shall meet on call of 
the chairman and transact business for the institution in accord with 
the orders and plans of the Board of Directors.” 

Item 7, second line, strike out the words “of the executive com~ 
mittee,” and insert the words “of the Board of Directors.” 

In the same item, line 7, strike out “Union Biblical Seminary” and 
insert “Bonebrake Theological Seminary.” 

On page 138, top line, strike out the words “of its executive com- 
mittee.” 

Item 10, insert $10,000 in place of $8,000. 

Item 11, fifth line, insert “Bonebrake Theological Seminary” in 
place of “Union Biblical Seminary.” 

To item 12, the following be added after the word “candidates” : 
“provided that no person shall be permitted to enter the regular course 
of study who has not had the high-school course, or its fair equiva- 
lent.”

Rev. H. W. Truestoop. I move that it be adopted as a whole. 

Seconded. 

Senator Epmonps. I move that in the third paragraph of the 
report the name of ©. M. Brooke be inserted after the words, “busi- 
ness manager.” 

This was agreed to. 

Proressor Kepren. I offer the following amendment to the Dis- 
cipline: 

Strike out the words “also that the alumni shall have a fair rep- 
resentation on the Board of Directors,” and insert on page 137, para- 


graph 2, line 5, after the word “large,” the words, “at least one of 
whom shall be a representative of the alumni.” 


Seconded. 

THE Presipinc BisHop. It is moved and seconded that this item 
be amended as stated by Professor Keppel. 

Rev. W. C. Mitier, of West Nebraska Conference. It seems to me 
this is-unnecessary. If they have any representation at all it will 
be one, and that is all that he has provided for. 

Dr. C. M. Brooker. I believe there is a very great misunderstanding 
here. The institution has never acted upon the provision to elect at 
large. I think it was discussed in the board, and I think in the Alum- 
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nal Association that they have have nothing to do with the directors 
elected. That has never been done in the history of the institution, 
at least since I have been connected with it as manager. 

Rev. M. B. Spayp. I would like to offer an amendment to the 
amendment, which I think would simplify the matter. It is as fol- 


lows: 


Strike out that word “fair,” and then it will read, “that the alumni 
shall have representation on the Board of Directors.” 


Seconded by Judge Lott. 

Proressor Kepren. If the chair please, the only thing I am trying 
to avoid is so it will not be left up in the air. You have already 
elected your board of directors. And now you have this matter in 
dispute; as Brother Spayd wants it done, you don’t have any way 
of changing the alumnal representation. By accepting the amend- 
ment, I presume you are arranging so the alumni can get representa- 
tion. This is immaterial to me; personally, I would rather the 
-alumni would never have representation on any board that represents 
any college. But if they want it I am willing to give it to them. 

Rev. J. W. Litty. It was agreed that the names of the alumni— 
any names that they might suggest to the Committee on Nominations 
be placed upon the ticket and then let the General Conference de- 
cide. The alumni asked that they have representation of three. We 
thought that was a matter that the General Conference ought to 
decide, as to the number of names to come before the General Con- 
ference on the list of nominations, and the General Conference could 
decide how many they want of that number on this board. 

Bisnor Marurws. Of course we all know that nothing can be done 
without a special enactment by the legislature authorizing such pro- 
cedure. You might indicate something in a general way, but we 
haye no authority. The first step is the enactment of the legislature 
authorizing’ it. 

Dr. W. O. Fries. I would like to ask if it is not true that the State 
of Ohio gives permission to the alumnal association of any educa- 
tional institution to elect representatives or trustees on the boards, 
governing such institutions? It is so in regard to Otterbein Univer- 
sity, and it is so in regard to some other institutions. I think it is 
the law of the State of Ohio that an alumnal association can elect 
a certain number of trustees or directors. 
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Rev. L. W. Sraut. May I ask a question? Isn’t it a fact Otter- 
bein University is governed by a special charter given by an act of 
the legislature of the State and not by general law? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The question is on the amendment by 
Brother Keppel. Those who will adopt it will say “Aye”; those 
who oppose it will say “No.” It is adopted; that is, the amendment 
to the amendment. Those who will adopt the item as amended will 
say “Aye”; those opposed, “No.” It is adopted. 
> F. A. Z. Kumter, of Miami Conference. Under “We therefore 
recommend,” I make a motion to cut out the words, “additional build- 
ings, one a dormitory, with all the modern improved appointments, 
the other a library building,” and insert after “seminary” in first 
line, “a library building.” And it will then read, “that steps be taken 
to erect on the grounds owned by the Seminary a library building.” 
I make that motion. 

Seconded. ; 

Tue Preispinc Bisuor. It is moved and seconded that you strike 
out and insert as Brother Kumler has moved. 

F. A. Z. Kumurr. My reasons are as follows: If you undertake 
too much, you will probably fail in all. A proper library building 
will be quite an expense. If you build that first, you will then vacate 
a very large portion in the main building, and you will at least 
vacate the reading-room in the main building, and thus. the Admin- 
istration Building will be greatly relieved, offering more room for 
students. Again, the importance of this library building is like this: 
In ease of fire now you will lose very valuable books, and there- 
fore I think it ought to be the first building erected. You can secure 
the necessary money to erect this one building much easier than to 
undertake two buildings at the samé time. It is contemplated repairs 
will be made on the larger building, and this is feasible, for with not 
a great expenditure the present building can be made into a dormi- 
tory and the larger and better dormitory to come afterwards. The 
business manager has stated that there has been no difficulty-so far 
as finding room is concerned. The library building is needed, is 
needed now, and to provide for. this is proper, but do not let us hinder 
the entire project by wanting to do too much at one time. 

G. C. WittraMs, of Sandusky Conference. I move this amendment 
be laid on the table. 
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President Brooke asked recognition. 

Seconded. 

Presipent Brooke. I addressed the chair before that was seconded. 

“Tus Presipinc Bisnor. The chair heard Brother Williams’ voice 
first. 

The question is called for. ; 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Those who will lay that motion on the 
table will say “Aye”; those opposed will say “No.” It is laid on the 
table. : 

Presipent Brooke. Does that carry the whole report on the table? 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. It leaves the item unchanged. 

Voices. No, no. 

Tuer Presipinc BisHor. Brother Kumler moved to amend that 
item in regard to building the dormitory and library building by 
striking out the dormitory and building only the library building. 
Now, this laid on the table only his motion to change the wording 
of the report, and the report is unchanged before you. 

Presipent Brooke. Now, Mr. Chairman; do I have the floor? 

Tue Presiping BisHor. President Brooke can proceed. 

Presipent Brooke. The matter I want to take up I will have to 
talk about at random, I presume, because it relates to the matter that 
has been laid on the table; but I would like to say a word before I 
go away, for I must be excused from the Conference. It relates 
to that, and I don’t want to be out of order. I just want to ask the 
privilege of one question. Steps have been taken or recommendations 
have been made in this paper. You as a General Conference are 
authorizing the new management and the new board to make an 
outlay here involving possibly $75,000. Now am I not right in this 
matter? Fifty thousand dollars at least. I want to ask the manager 
or rather the out-going manager whether or nor this is not a fact: 
When he went into that institution he found $30,000 of debts against 
the institution, and I am sure that the statement was made to me 
when I subscribed $100—and it is paid—“If you will help us get out 
of debt, so help, us God, we will never make another dollar of debt 
against the Seminary.” Am I right in that—is that right ? 

Rev. J. E. Four. I rise to a point of order. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. State your point of order. 

Rey. J. E. Four. I plead with you to leave this alone. There will 
be no debt on that institution while I am at the head of its manage- 
ment. 
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Presipent Brooker. It is not my purpose to interfere with, or em- 
barrass the incoming administration; but it ought to be understood 
that while you are recommending certain things to be done in this 
report, that you add to that report that the necessary fusds with 
which to make repairs and build new buildings be secured in advance. 

Rey. J. E. Four. As sure as you live, it will be. 

Rey. J. W. Laks. It seems to me that this is not very clear before 
-us. The recommendation is that steps be taken, and in all matters 
of this kind steps are first taken to finance the enterprise satisfactorily. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Are you ready to vote? 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis. I have been bothered all morning over the last 
item, Item 12. This is a matter that bothers us a great deal at the 
Seminary—a person’s qualifications. You had in the Discipline be- 
fore this item worded this way: 


The faculty may require candidates for admission to the Seminary 
to pass any examination deemed necessary to determine their fitness 
and arrange for examination, etc. 


IT don’t know but that would be enough. A great many people 
have come there. JI am always in favor of raising the standard-as 
rapidly as we dare, as rapidly as is comfortable and just. The 
colleges are sending out very few who go into the ministry. We 
get very few college men. At the same time we have been criticised 
—J will not say cudgeled; that might sound as if somebody were in 
bad humor—but we have been criticised because we as a Church bar 
out students when we close the bar against those who have not a 
high-school or college course; again, we are criticised because. we 
don’t have a high standard. 

I am actually bothered about that thing, and it may be that I don’t 
view it as some of my fellow-laborers of the Seminary do. If there 
is any place where men who can’t go to college can get some degree 
of preparation, where is it? [A Voice. The Seminary. ] 

In other churches this is a fact. In many of the seminaries they 
have been holding up the standard to the college course. In the 
past few years several seminaries have made provisions for men who 
have not had college courses, who can’t get it—at least they think 
they can’t. 

T don’t know as I would object so seriously if this word “regular” 
were to relate technically to what we call the regular course, but I 
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aim told the committee understood by it both the Language Course 
and. the English Course. I believe that I would venture to let it 
stand, providing “regular” should relate only to the Language 
Course. | 

The committee are trying to help us—I understand that—and to 
push up the standard a little in the ministry and in the Seminary. 
If the committee will allow it to be construed that way, I believe I 
will let it stand as it is. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. It is agreed on that point. 

Proressor Kepren. I want tg make a motion. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Proceed. 

Proressor Keprenr. That item 12, as follows, “To item 12, the 
following be added after the word candidates, ‘provided that no per- 
son shall be permitted to enter the regular course of study who has 


not had the high-school course or its fair equivalent,’ ” be stricken out. ' 


Seconded. 

Proressor Krepret. I would like to say a word as to that. Isn’t 
a graduate of the Seminary whom our faculty permitted to enter after 
taking an examination, who was not a graduate of a high school or 
college, worth a great deal more to the Church as a preacher, not- 
withstanding he did not have this rigid requirement given here, than 
he would be worth to the Church if you would shut him out and let 
him preach without a Seminary education ? 

It seems to me that we are trying to grade the school at the wrong 
end. The grading should be in graduating rather than in admitting. 
All over this country we have that same difficulty in publie schools. 
Boys sixteen, seventeen, eighteen, nineteen, or twenty years who were 
out of school when they were young and had not the sense as to what 
was necessary, come to us now and say, “We didn’t finish the common 
schools. We want to get into high school.” And we have a lot of 
fellows in the high schools who say to those boys, “You didn’t grad- 
uate from the public schools; now you can’t go into the high school.” 
And they strike down the hope of that boy. It is a great mistake, 


what we are trying to do here at this moment, although we don’t > 


intend that. That wasn’t the purpose of the committee, but it is 
the real consequence of the act if adopted. We will strike down the 
hope of boys and girls of that kind, who, if allowed to come in on 
the judgment of the faculty—a judgment we ought to be willing to 
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take at any time—would make good ministers of the gospel and much 
better than if we didn’t let them into the Seminary. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire. I am heartily in favor of the amendment, and 
it seems to me what we have in item 12 is just what we need. It 
leaves this whole matter in the hands of the faculty, and I think we 
have a faculty competent to determine the matter as to who should 
enter. And then another thing: I wish to express my hearty appre- 
ciation of the stand taken by the dean on schools. I think it is just 
what we all heartily endorse; and I also suggest that all of those 
about us who are quite conservative and not progressive—all that we 
ask for is just exactly what the dean of this school has here suggested, 
that the annual conferences have exactly the same right that they ask 
for at the Seminary. 

Dr. P. M. Came. I believe what Doctor Landis says here is all 
right, but I am not in favor of striking that out. I know a student in 
the Seminary that has been two years in the freshman class, and 
from what I know he is likely to stay there the next ten years. 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis No, sir. 

Dr. P. M. Came. Well, he will have to make more progress then. 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis. May I explain? That gentleman has been told 
that he had better not try to continue [Applause]. 

Dr. P. M. Camp. That isn’t all of it. He does not talk about dis- 
continuing. I feel that the faculty has plenty of liberty and leverage 
on this as it stands in the recommendation. I believe the faculty has 
been using that liberty right along according to disciplinary recom- 
mendations, and I don’t believe they are going to put the bars up 
too high or throw them clear down, even if this is adopted. 

I believe it will be a stimulus all along the line. I don’t believe 
it will keep anybody out of the Seminary who ought to be there, and 
I don’t believe that it is going to discourage anybody.  Let’s 
have this recommendation just as it is right here and let our people 
know that the Seminary means something to begin with. 

Now, I am situated so close to the Seminary that I hear a good 
many things, and I don’t know just how much a person ought to say 
about it, but there is constantly a feeling that there must either be a 
larger Seminary faculty, so that there can be some discrimination 
with reference to those who have had a college training and those who 
have apparently had no training at all, in order to keep them, or 
else you have got to keep the bars up enough so there will be at least 
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a reasonable degree of progressiveness in everybody that goes into 


that Seminary. 

This is a fact, brethren, that some of the best men, and the 
men that you are looking for, and the men that you want, and the 
men that you must have, will have to be recognized just as much as 
the men who have no high-school training of the kind to get into the 
Seminary. I am just as anxious about the college men that we are 
trying to save to our denomination as I am about the men that have 
no high-school training that you are trying to save to the denomina- 
tion. We are losing at the top more men to-day than we are at the 
bottom, and I consider that one of the men at the top is worth three 
or four or perhaps a half-dozen of those who ean’t get in at the bot- 
tom. J am opposed to tampering with this little bit of a bar to the 
Seminary. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. J. W. Litty. From one end of the Church to the other the 
demand has come for better-equipped ministers—for the trained men. 
You have heard several times on this conference floor about the ‘man 
behind the gun,” and we certainly not only need the gospel, but there 
will never be a substitute for the preaching of the gospel of the Son of 
God. But we need men that are capable of interpreting and presenting 
the word. The present conditions that obtain to-day make it difficult 
in many places for the minister of the gospel. I don’t know that we 
have any more fads to meet to-day than Paul had when he met those 
people of Athens that were always seeking for some new thing; but 
we have perhaps as many. But there was a trained man to meet them, 
and we certainly are but helping the professors or the faculty when we 
simply say no one shall be permitted to enter the regular course of 
study who has not had the high-school course or its fair equivalent. 
Why, certainly that is a very reasonable proposition, and I submit to 
you, brethren, if you are going to raise the standard at all this is not 
too high. 


Now, Mr. Chairman, I wish to call attention to the matter on 


page 137 and under item 3. * 


THE Prestping BrsHop. The one item before us now is to vote on 
the amendment of Professor Keppel, if you will hold that. 
Rev. J. W. Litiy. All right. 


The question is called for. 
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Tue Presiping Bisuor. Those who will pass the amendment of 
Professor Keppel to strike out will say “Aye”; those opposed say 
“No.” The chair is in doubt. Those who will strike out that item 
will stand and be counted; those opposed will stand and be counted. 
It is not stricken out. 

Rev. J. W. Litty. On page 137, under item 3, in reference to the 
Board of Directors: “They shall meet annually in the Seminary build- 
ing at Dayton, Ohio, elect the necessary faculty,”—we would lke to 
add, the committee has agreed on that; it is unanimous—we. would 
like to insert this: “elect a president and the necessary faculty,” in- 
stead of the dean, as now the faculty will have the privilege of elect- 
ing a president. Z 

Tur Presipine Bisuor. Are you agreed upon that? All other insti- 
tutions similar to this that I know of have a president. Are you 
agreed ¢ 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Bishop WEEKLEY. You have already ordered that we meet at 1: 30, 
so that I move that we do now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisuorp. It is moved and seconded that we do now 
adjourn. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Those who will adopt the Seminary report 
“as a whole before we adjourn will say “Aye”; those opposed, “No.” 
It is adopted. : 

Present W. E. Scuety. I want to make an announcement in re- 
gard to the Board of Education, and I would make a request of the 
General Conference. By action recently taken, the Board of Bishops 
are advisory members of the Board of Education, and we would like 
very much as members of the new Board of Education to have the 
bishops members ea officio. We want their counsel and we want 
their help on this Board, and I would like to request of the General 
Conference that this be granted. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Will you do it by consent ? 

Voices. Oonsent, consent. - 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. The General Conference has given consent 
that the Board of Bishops be ex officio instead of advisory members 
of the Board of Education. That makes them voting members instead 
of advisory members.

BisHop Castite. The Conference will now come to order. Brother 
George Miller of Des Moines Conference will conduct the devotional 
exercise. We will be favored with a song and Brother Miller will 
offer prayer:

Hour,” after the singing of which Rev. George Miller led the Confer- 
ence in prayer. 

Bisnor Oastir. I desire this word. I think that whatever else I 
may have been guilty of in life, I have never been a shirker. I have 
always tried to do my best wherever the Church has called me to 
work and serve it. On the program it was my place to preside this* 
afternoon. Owing to the somewhat. congested condition of lungs, 
which I have had more or less during the days that I have been here, 
and owing to the little heaviness of hearing that I am conscious of, 
and also owing to the grooves having filled up a little in the four 
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years, so that I might not be able to follow the paths as clearly as 
four years ago in parliamentary rulings, I ask your indulgence. 

If I were to preside, I might get you all tangled and mixed, so you 
would not know of this General Conference which was head and which 
was foot, and you would not be able to get out of it; in such a 
dilemma I would be*greatly in sympathy with you and feel great 
sorrow for you. 

To save you from this humiliation, I have asked my big, distin- 
guished brother, who is always ready to serve me, to preside in my 
place this afternon, Bishop William M. Bell [Applause].

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. Is there anything of a miscellaneous char-- 
acter that must of necessity have the attention of the General Con- - 
ference for the moment? If not, we will proceed to take up reports of- 
committees and hasten as rapidly as we may. 

Rey. W. O. Srrrert, of East Ohio Conference. I believe we ought 
to take up the report on Ministerial Relief at this time. 4 

Tue Presipinc BisHorp. By common consent we will take up this 
report immediately. Will the secretary read ? 

Secretary Snyder read the report of the Committee on Ministerial 
Relief Bureau as follows: 


MINISTERIAL RELIEF BUREAU. 


Object. 
The object of this bureau shall be to provide a fund for the relief 
of superannuated ministers in the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ, and their widows. 7 


Source of Income. 
1. Five cents per member shall be assessed by each annual con- 
ference. . 
2. The Publishing House shall pay to the treasurer of the bureau 
at least $5,000 annually. 
3. Any other sums obtained by special offerings, gifts, and be- 
quests. 


Method of Relief. ; 

1. Any minister given a superannuated relation by his annual con- 
ference, because of age or other disability, making such relationship 
advisable, shall receive such amounts per annum as the funds in hand 
will justify the Board of Directors to distribute from year to year. 
2. Widows of deceased ministers of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ, while they remain loyal to the Church aforesaid, 
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shall receive one-half the amount paid to a superannuated minister, 
as the funds in hand will justify from year to year. 


Management. 


1. The Board of Directors of this bureau shall consist of the sec- 
retaries of the General Boards of the Church and the Treasurer of 
the General Church. 

2. The Board of Directors shall meet at least semi-annually for 
the consideration of such claims as shall come before them, and to 
make equitable distribution of funds in hand. 

3. The treasurer shall hold and disburse the funds of this bureau 
according to the rules and order of the Board of Directors. 

4, Hach annual conference having a board or committee to recom- 
mend claimants to any local aid fund already provided or who shall 
hereinafter be provided for such purpose, shall secure and forward 
to the treasurer of this bureau the necessary data concerning each 
claimant in said conference. Any conference not having such com- 
mittee shall provide one whose duty it shall be to make and forward 
such report at or near the time of the meeting of their annual con- 
ference. 


Rights of Annual Conferences. 


Annual conferences now having Preachers’ Aid Societies, or min- 
isterial relief provisions, or who shall hereafter provide for such 
relief funds for their own claimants, shall be permitted to continue 
such relief work, as well as share in the benefits of the general fund 
herein provided, providing they comply with the requirements herein 
set forth. This general fund becoming supplementary to their local 
provisions, and thus encouraging annual conferences in continuing 
Satisfactory provisions already inaugurated, as well as to institute 
such provisions in any or all annual conferences.

UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST 


A BILL FOR A PENSION FUND. 


I. This fund shall be ealled the Ministerial Pension Fund. 

The General Treasurer of our Church shall be the secretary and 
treasurer of this fund. This fund shall be for the pensioning of 
superannuated ministers of our Church who are retired from active 
service, by a vote of their annual conference, their widows, and wid- 
ows of deceased ministers who remain unmarried and continue mem- 
bers of our Church, and the children of deceased ministers under 
sixteen years of age. 

II. The sources of this fund. 

1. An annual per capita assessment of ten cents on every mem- 
ber of the Church, to be collected by the pastor and paid to the con- 
ference treasurer, who must make quarterly remittance to the General 
Treasurer. 

Provided that this shall not be so construed as to bar an annual 
conference from securing the above assessment as that body may 
decide. : 

2. The Publishing House shall annually contribute $5,000 to this 
fund, to be paid quarterly. 

8 This fund shall receive such gifts and bequests as benevolent 
persons may give to it to constitute an endowment fund. Said be- 
quests to be loaned on real estate securities and the interest only to 
be used in paying pensions. 

Ill. Distribution. 

1. Each superannuated minister who has served ten years in the 
itinerancy as a preacher, teacher, or general officer shall receive $50 
annually. Each having served fifteen years, $100. Each having 
served twenty or more years, $200. In case of the death of the min- 
ister, his wife shall receive annually the amount formerly paid her 
husband, or such an amount as her husband would be entitled to if 
superannuated, so long as she remains his widow and a member of 
our Church. In ease of the death of both parents, then the same 
amount that would have been paid the parents, if living, shall be 
divided equally between the children until they shall have reached 
the age of fifteen years. Then as each attains that age their pension 
shall cease. 

Administration. 

1. The Board of Bishops shall constitute the Board of Managers 
of this fund. They shall meet annually and make a report to the 
Church, through the Religious Telescope. 

2. Each annual conference and mission district shall elect a local 
pension board to codperate with the Board of Managers and furnish 
information to the General Treasurer, who, under the above rules 
and the direction of the Board of Managers, shall pay out this fund. 

Provided, said fund shall not be available until one year from the 
close of this conference.

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Tur Presiping Bisuop. Thexsubstitute is before you. Are you 
ready to vote? 

Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. We had these 
papers before us as a committee; quite a number of them. We think 
we considered this question very carefully and considered all the 
papers submitted for our consideration. There were some items in 
all those papers that we do not think at this time proper to adopt 
as measures for the carrying out of the purpose of such a work as 
this. Now, for example: in the distribution of funds, as indicated 
in that paper, we don’t know what to do. We don’t know what our 
funds will be, and we can’t very well know, for it is an experiment 
largely until we are‘through with this quadrennium, and then other 
arrangements can be made and definite sums can be fixed to be paid 
to superannuated ministers. 

Besides, it might be that if the provisions which that paper ’sug- 
gests should be adopted that we would have to pay out continually a 
great deal more than we have got, and that means that we have to 
borrow money to do it. 

I think the adoption of the paper as it comes from the conference 
committee will meet precisely the demands of the day and will lead us 
at least to something. more definite when we know just what we can 
do four years hence. It will be a splendid beginning for the fund 
that we desire to create, and I trust that this Conference will vote 
down the substitute and vote for this paper of the committee. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. W. O. Strrert, of East Ohio Conference. I would like to say 
in reference to this matter on behalf of the committee, that we had 
this question before us from the first day of the Conference until 
yesterday, when the matter was concluded by the committee as to 
what we had better do in reference to the Ministerial Relief Fund. 
I would like to have you think about it from this standpoint: that 
there are only two things that we can do. One is, Inaugurate a pen- 
sion bureau upon such a basis as would swing into line all other like 
arrangements that have already been made in the annual confer- 
ences. If you want to make an organization or establish a bureau, 
pension bureau, you have got to levy a pretty heavy estimate upon 
the membership in order to establish the fund, and when you go to do 
that you will find in many of the conferences local arrangements 
made that are fairly satisfactory, which would have to be surrendered 
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or the burden would become too heavy. I find in some conferences 
such local provisions involving local funds in hand, which, if they 
would undertake to turn over to this general fund, they would buy 
a law suit and perhaps lose that local fund. We find in other confer- 
ences local provisions that they are loath to give up. 

So that there is but one other thing to do. If we cannot now estab- 
lish a general pension bureau, we can make one that will be supple- 
mentary to the local organizations and encourage the local organiza- 
tions in the conferences, and this paper that was read first was pre- 
pared with that thought in view: that this fund that is hereby 
created is to become supplementary to the local arrangements that 
are already established or to such as may be established hereafter. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr, of Lower Wabash Conference. The objection we 
have to the committee’s report is that there is no basis of distribu- 
tion proposed at all. There is much to be said in favor of the sub- 
stitute, because of the fact that it proposes a definite basis of distri- 
bution. Why not add to that that at any time of distribution the 
funds shall be distributed on the basis of the ratio of the funds in 
hand to the claims due? Make that the basis of distribution. Now 
let there be at any time when the funds are distributed a distribution 
made in the ratio of the funds on hand to the claims that are pro- 
posed, and we will have what we want. I so move that that report 
be so amended. 

The motion was seconded. 

Rev. W. S. Lynpe. I will accept the amendment. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. The original mover of the substitute ac- 
cepts your suggestion. 

Rev. W. R. Luoyvp, of Columbia River Conference. I think we need 
something definite on this question, and I shall favor the amendment.. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Are you ready for the final word from the 
mover of the substitute, and then proceed to vote? 

Rev. W. S. Lynne. Brethren of the Conference, the very point that 
one of the committeemen spoke of is what I am trying to bring out. 
Tt is something definite. I have been in this Church about thirty 
years, and this matter has been talked of and talked of. We have 
never done anything in regard to it, only in a local sense. And I 
believe we have something definite before the Conference to-day, and 
T am satisfied so far as the method is concerned that this method will 
bring in a fund sufficient at least for a starter. 
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Now, I wish to call attention ta some other things which I approve 
of in my substitute, which I think are much better than those in the 
report of the committee. The first is the name. This is not to be a 
charitable institution, as I understand it. A pension is something 
paid to a man for past service, and any man can come up and demand 
his rights without feeling that he has to humiliate himself before the 
dignitaries of the Church, before he can get it. And if there is any- 
body entitled to be paid, it is the superannuated ministers of the 
gospel, who have nothing to live upon. 

Now another item I want to call attention to is this: That assess- 
ment, as authorized in the report of the committee is too small, only 
five cents per member. That is coupled with the five thousand from 
the Publishing House, an endowment fund, and I think that is a very 
essential thing to perpetuate this. Another thing, the distribution of 
the funds is the main point, I think, in the paper that we ought to 
adhere to, at least for securing the fund, and that is this: that we 
have it so that when a man is superannuated that he knows before he 
is superannuated what he can reasonably expect from the Church. 
Under the article presented by the committee, we have no assurance 
of anything. We must go before the board, and it will be determined 
by them whether we are entitled to anything or not. While under 
the article that I am presenting to you, this man, this superannuated 
_minister goes before his own annual conference, and if he is super- 
annuated in good standing, he is then qualified to apply for this pen- 
sion, which is to be paid providing the money is in the treasury, 
according to this amendment or in‘proportion to the amount that is 
in the treasury. I think it is time we set our foot down, brethren, 
and do something in the matter. 

And further, as to what may be in the various treasuries now for 
the preachers’ aid fund, this paper does not touch that and ought 
not to touch it. We will have need for it in our various conferences: 
we will have men coming up who will need temporary help. Let us 
keep up our conferences’ aid funds and make this a general pension 
fund that will apply specifically to the purposes mentioned in the 
paper. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. Let me simply explain. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. Doctor Lowery may explain. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. The brother made a statement. He over- 
looked an item there. He said there was no provision made for en- 
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dowment. “Any other sums obtained by special gifts and bequests.” 
That is in our report. 

Tuer Presipinc Bisuop. Are you ready to vote on the substitute? 

The question is called for. 

Rev. W. C. Minuer, of West Nebraska Conference. Will the adop- 
tion of the substitute carry it as a whole, or can we amend it? 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. The original motion was to adopt it as a 
whole, and he offers this as a substitute instead of the whole report. 

Rev. W. C. Minter. Can I offer this? 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. It is difficult to get at that when the mo- 
tion is on the substitute. 

Rey. W: C. Minter. Can I offer a substitute now? 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. Yes, sir. 

Rey. W. C. Mitter. I offer it as a substitute for the original; it 
don’t make any difference. That any annual conference failing to 
pay their assessment shall be debarred from receiving the benefit of 
this fund. 

Rev. J. T. Foster, of West Virginia Conference. Now, if we are 
starting a general fund and it:is not to effect our local fund, I oppose 
this substitute; and one item especially and that is, the substitute 
says ten cents a member and the original says five cents a member. 
It does seem to me we are loaded down sufficiently heavy on the five- 
cent basis if we are still to let our local societies be as they are. If 
all the different conferences are going to pay in what they now have 
in their treasuries in one great fund, then take your ten-cent basis 
and possibly it will be all right. But I favor the paper as it comes 
from the committee and oppose the substitute. 

Rev. J. W. Litty, of Sandusky Conference. ~The committee has 
considered this matter for more than one week, and I am assured 
that they have given it more attention than nine-tenths of us could 
possibly have done under the circumstances, and I am in favor of 
the original paper. 

The question is called for. 

Pror. Marx Keppet, of California Conference. I should like to 
ask a question in regard to it, Mr. Bishop. If we should carry this 
substitute, would that prevent us if the substitute is carried from 
moving a substitute ? 

THe Prestping Bisuor. Inasmuch as we have not voted to adopt 
it as a whole, there is a motion to adopt it as a whole pending; and 
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then came the motion to substitute. I take it that, if the substitute 
should prevail, the substitute might be amended by subsequent ac- 
tion. 

Rev. M. L. Garperson, of Michigan Conference. I move the main 
question. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiprinc Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that we take the 
main question. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer. I didn’t understand the other speaker with 
reference to being debarred if the conference don’t pay the full 
amount. Is that right? 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. Yes, sir. 

Dr. W. H. Wasuincer. I would like to say, if it is ten cents per, 
we would like to be debarred. 

Rey. E. H. Suuny. I would like to ask a question. Brother Miller 
has a point in ae Suggestion if a conference fails to pay in its 
portion. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Brother Miller’s suggestion was not sec- 
onded and is not before us and cannot be entertained. The motion 
for the previous question is ordered. If you want to close debate at 
this time, as many as are so minded will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” 
The “Ayes” have it and the previous question is ordered. As many 
as will support the substitute will indicate by saying “Aye.” 

Rev. L. W. Stanz. I was not in and I would like to hear it read. 

Voices. No, no. 

Rev. L. W. Stanu. I have a right and I am going to have it. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnorp. Brother Lynde, come forward and read 
your substitute as rapidly as you can or pass it to the secretary. 

Rev. W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. I would like to know 
if the member was out working on a committee and was late coming 
in. 

Rey. J. W. Laks, of St. Joseph Conference. I want to ask if we 
will have everything repeated for any man that happens to be out 
for any excuse ? 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. That would be a serious question for sure. ~ 
I very greatly regret any necessity for calling for this repetition, so 
far as the chair is concerned; but since it is insisted upon, I am not 
disposed to resist it. 
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Rev. W. S. Lynde came to the platform and read his substitute and 
then said, I believe I will have to ask Doctor Seneff to state his 
amendment again. 

Rev. D. R. Senerr. If the chair please, it reads as follows: 


Provided that if at any time of distribution, the funds on hand 
are not sufficient to pay all claims pending, distribution be made to 
claimants in the ratio of each person’s claim to the sum of all claims 
due. 

(Signed) D. R. SEnerr, 
J. A. Hawkins. 

Tre Presipinc Bisnop. That suggestion was accepted by Brother 
Lynde and his second. As many as will accept this substitute for the 
report on Ministerial Relief Bureau will indicate it by saying “Ave”; 
contrary, “No.” The substitute is lost, and the leading motion is 
before you. The question is on the paper as a whole. 

Rev. Exi Goon, of Michigan Conference. Can we amend, or does 
the previous question keep us from amending ? 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor: No; that does not carry to this. The vote 
disposed of the substitute only. 

Rev. Exvt Goon, of Michigan Conference. T wish to offer the fol- 


lowing amendment: 


Amend Item 2 under “Method of Relief” by inserting after the 
word “aforesaid,” “having children under the age of sixteen shall re- 
ceive a like pension; otherwise they.”

R. H. Bennert, of Neosho Conference. I now move you that the 
whole matter be laid on the table. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. The amendment is before you by Brother 
Good. 

Rev. W. O. Sirrert, of East Ohio Conference. I wish the Confer- 
ence could give this as much consideration as the committee did. If 
they had, they would have come to this conclusion that there was one 
of two things: that is, to set up a genuine pension bureau, one that 
would naturally drive the stronger conferences out of it altogether 
or have them disband all their local arrangements, or make one like 


the committee has brought in. 
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THE Presipinc Bisnop. The chair must call the speaker’s attention 
that he must speak to the amendment offered by Brother Good. That 
amendment is before you. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

Dr. C. W. Brewsaker, of Pennsylvania Conference. I would like 
to ask a question. Does he mean that the widows are to receive a 
pension and the children also to receive a like pension ? 

Rev. Ext Goop, of Michigan Conference. The thought is that if 
the widow has children under sixteen she should receive the same 
pension as her husband received. -The children would receive the 
benefit. 

Rev. A. S. Hammack, of Virginia Conference. Does this pertain 
simply to superannuated ministers ? 

THE Presipine Bisuor. Yes, sir. 

Voice. How about wives of ministers not in the active work? 

THE Presipinc BisHop. They are provided for. As many as would 
adopt the amendment of Mr. Good will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” 
I think the Ayes have it, and the amendment is adopted. Now, on 
the report as amended, are you ready ¢ 

Croyp C. Rosr, of Lower Wabash Conference. - J presume there is 
a mistake in the first item. It says five cents per member shall be 
assessed by each annual conference. It does not say annually or 
how often. I move it be amended by adding “annually” after the 
word “assessed.” ; 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

THe Prestping Bisuop. Everybody is agreed. Are you ready for 
the report as amended 2 

Rev. W. C. Miturr. I move as an amendment to this first item the 
following: 


That annual conferences shall be entitled to the benefits of this 
fund only in proportion to the amount of their assessment paid. 


(Signed) W. C. Miner. 

Seconded by E. H. Shuey. 

‘Tue Preswwine Bisnor. Let me state the motion. Brother Miller 
moves to amend by saying that the payments of the beneficiaries shall 
be made in proportion as the annual conferences may have paid to 
this fund. Now, that is before you, seconded by Mr. Shuey of Illinois. 

Rev. W. C. Minier. I believe in honesty in all of these affairs, I 
don’t believe in assessments being laid upon the different annual con- 
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ferences of this Church that applies to all the Church, and one con- 
ference paying the full amount and another half and get the same 
amount. I think only in proportion as the annual conferences pay 
their assessments they ought to get the benefit. Conferences desiring 
the benefits of it should pay the assessment and only in proportion as 
they pay should they receive the benefit. I believe it ought to pass. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson, of White River Conference. I have an amend- 
ment to item one. 

Ture Presipninc Bishop. That is what is before us. We are now 
considering item one. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson. I have another one. 

Tur Presipine Bisnor. You will have to wait until this is through. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson. Can I bring it up then ? 

Tue Presipinc-BisHor. Yes, sir. ; 

Pror. Mark Keppert, of California Conference. If I understand 
from Brother Miller’s motion, there is an idea that has not occurred 
to him yet. For instance, we will say there are five Pennsylvanians. 
They labor perhaps thirty years in Pennsylvania, and then move out 
in my conference in California, and serve nearly long enough to be- 
come entitled to this in my conference, and then are superannuated, 
and then, because California is not paid up and Pennsylvania is, these 
five men who have devoted all their lives to the work in Pennsyl- 
vania, they must be left out because of the shortage in California. 
It seems to me this is providing for the ministers of the Church, and 
it is to be raised from the whole Church, and no minister should be 
penalized because some little portion of the Church does not pay its 
share. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. Are you ready for the amendment? All 
favorable will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It does not prevail. 

Rev. M. F. Dawson, of White River Conference. I have this 
amendment to item first. 


Resolved, That where the annual conference has a Preachers’ Aid 
Society or other ministerial relief provision of its own, one-half of 
the amount collected from said assessments be retained by the annual 


conference collecting same. 
(Signed) M. F. Dawson. 
H. S. James. 


Rev. M. F. Dawson. Now, as I understand, many of the annual 
conferences have aid societies of their own. We have in White River. 
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We make an assessment merely for this society. This proposes an- 
other assessment for the same purpose, and my thought is that, as has 
been done in other funds in other departments of the Church, 
this fund be divided between this society and the conference societies, 
and thus relieve us of the extra number of assessments. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. Are you ready to vote on the amendment? 

Rey. W. Z. Rozserts, of Sandusky Conference. I am opposed to the 
amendment for the reason that it perverts the funds of the annual 
conferences. These funds are provided in a special way. You cannot 
turn them aside. I had hoped this report might be voted through 
without a single amendment; not because of its virtue, but because 
of the brief time that the committee had to make the report and that 
we could gain time during the quadrennium and in four years have 
a perfect organization at the start. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery, of East Pennsylvania Conference. I simply 
wish to say, Mr. Chairman, that we have some arrangementseof our 
own and have property that we use for this purpose, and other confer- 
ences have arrangements of their own. But I don’t think this would 
be fair to adopt this amendment to make any distinction whatever, 
because these are payable quarterly, as you find in this paper, and I 
think the assessments laid on these conferences for this purpose ought 
to go in this fund, every cent of it. 

Tue Presiping Bishop. Now, the motion of Brother Dawson is that 
one-half the amounts raised under this act for ministerial relief shall 
be sent to the General Treasurer and half remain in the conference. 
As many as wish that amendment will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” 
The amendment does not prevail. Are you ready to vote on the 
report of the committee as a whole. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. J. Simons, of St. Joseph Conference. I wish to ask a ques- 
tion; I would like to ask an explanation from this committee. The 
second item says the Board of Directors shall meet at least semi- 
annually for the consideration of such claims as shall come before 
them and to make equitable distribution of funds in hand. Now 
that, as it seems to me, allows this committee to make the distribu- 
tion of all these funds and we come out at the end of the four years 
and have no money in the treasury. That is possible at least. Is 
that the meaning of it? 


Rev. W. O. Sirrert, of East Ohio Conference. I can explain this. 
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The purpose was not so much to give us a fund as to give us an 
education along this line during the four years. The committee is 
sure, if the General Conference will adopt this committee report and 
work under it until the next General Conference, that there will be 
a pension bureau evolved out of this that will be satisfactory to the 
whole Church. 

The question is called for. 

Rev. L. L. Eptey, of West Nebraska Conference. I would like to 
ask a question, Brother Bishop. We have here a clause in the Dis- 
cipline that has this provision: 


Preachers sustaining a superannuated relation and the widows and 
orphans of deceased ministers shall be provided for by their respective 
annual conferences, as their wants may require. 


I would like to ask, if we adopt this paper will that do away with 
this clause in the Discipline, or is it supplementary to it? 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Supplementary. 

Rev. L. L. Eptey. Another question: I have been trying to find 
the provision for the use of the dividends from the Publishing 
House. As I understand from the committee, it will be used by 
this board that is created by this report, and I want to ask if that 
is in aceord with the law for the use of funds from the Publishing 
House. 

Pror. A. A. Maysittes, of Miami Conference. I move the previous 
question. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuop. Moved and seconded that we have the 
previous question. As many as are so minded, say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No,” The previous question is ordered. As many as will support 
the paper as a whole as it comes from the committee will indicate 
by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis, of Miami Conference. We would like to present 
our report on Courses of Study. 

Tur Presipinc Brsuor. I think we shall be obliged to ask you to 
hear the report of the Committee on Home Missions for certain vital 
reasons. The report of the Committee on Home Missions will now 
be read. 

Srnator Epmonps, of Northeast Kansas Conference. I would like 
to offer a resolution. 
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» . 
THE Presipinc Bisnor. Senator Edmonds has a resolution to pre- 
sent. 
Senator Epmonps. Mr. Bishop, my resolution reads as follows: 


Resolved, That inasmuch as Dr. C. M. Brooke will.in a short time 
sever his official’relation as Manager of Bonebrake Theological Semi- 
nary, we desire, in this formal way, to express our appreciation of the 
eight years of efficient service which he has given to this institution. 

During this period a long-standing debt of $30,000 was canceled, 
and in the same period the endowment was increased from $58,000 
to $170,000. 

This was made possible by the magnificent gift of Kansas land ap- 
praised at $83,000, the donation of John M. Bonebrake and wite, of 
Veedersburg, Indiana, whom we desire to thank for this most gen- 
erous contribution, and also Dr. C. M. Brooke for his skill and good 
judgment and persistency in securing this donation, the most valu- 
able single donation ever made to the Seminary.

Rev. A. 8S. Hammack, of Virginia Conference. A matter which I 
wish to bring before the Conference is this: We have within the 
bounds of Virginia Conference a widow of a missionary, to whom this 
relief bureau does not apply, even after it is in working order. [ 
speak of Mrs. Rachel Evans, the wife of Rev. J. A. Evans, who was 
brought back from Africa and left stranded in America with three 
children, and a son in Africa in the employ of the English govern- 
ment. This son, upon whom she depended for a living, died a little* 
more than a year ago. Hence she has no further help. Mrs. Evans 
depends upon the Virginia Conference since her return from Africa. 
We have paid her out of the Ministerial Benefit Fund-and the Lay- 
men’s Fund, and we feel as a conference we have no right to eall 
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upon these funds for one who has so many years been in the employ 
of the general Church, and we feel that this General Conference 
ought to take some action to provide for this woman at this time. 

I say this does not apply to her, coming back to Staunton as she 
did. She had no church relation, there being no United Brethren 
Church in Staunton, and she connected herself with the Methodist 
Church, there being nothing else for her to do. And for that reason, 
this does not apply to her, and I want to provide that the Missionary 
Board make some provision for her, and therefore offer the following: 


Resolved, That the missionary boards make some provision for Mrs. 
Rachel Evans, widow of J. A. Evans, missionary to Africa, until 
some definite arrangement can be made by the Ministerial Relief 


Bureau, whereby she may become a beneficiary.

~ Vorces. Yes. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. All favorable will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” It is the expressed will and sentiment of the General Con- 
ference. Proceed with the report of the Committee on Home Mis- 
sions. 

Dr. H. H. Four, of Miami Conference. It was a matter of over- 
sight perhaps on the part of that committee to present a little pre- 
amble leading up to that report, and I desire to submit the following 
to be incorporated in the report. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. Do you speak in behalf of the committee ? 

Dr. H. H. Four. I speak in behalf of the committee in presenting 
the following: 


We, your committee on Home Missions, beg to submit the following 
report: We cheerfully welcome and unanimously endorse the recom- 
mendations contained in the memorial presented by the Woman’s 
Missionary Association and adopted by the General Conference. We 
have sought to incorporate in detail every request contained in the 
paper in the following revised constitution. 

(Signed) Commirrer on Home Missions. 


Secretary Siddall read the report of the Committee on Home Mis- 
sions, as follows: 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOME MISSIONS. 


We, your Committee on Home Missions, report as follows: 

_In Article I. of the Constitution, page 103, in the second line from 
the top, eliminate the words “of the Church,” also eliminate in the 
fifth, sixth, and first half of the seventh line of this article and sub- 
stitute the following: ae 

“And is organized for the purpose of extending and establishing 
the work of the church in the home field.” 

The article will then read: 

“This society shall be called ‘The Home Missionary Society of the 
United Brethren in Christ (the legal successor of the Home, Frontier, 
and Foreign Missionary Society of the United Brethren in Christ in 
its Home Work), and is organized for the purpose of extending and 
establishing the work of the Church in the home field. It shall also 
have charge of the general evangelistic work of the Church, employing 
only representative men, and in such fields as it may select.” 

Eliminate Article IT., under “Board of Control,” and substitute the 
following: 

“The Board of Control shall consist of six directors who shall be 
elected by the General Conference, and three directors who shall be 
elected by the trustees of the Woman’s Missionary Association. The 
Board of Bishops and the General Secretary of the society shall be 
members ex officio. A majority of the members present at any regular 
or called meeting shall constitute a quorum.” 

To Article III., under “Organization,” add the following: 

“Six members shall be chosen for the Executive Committee, four by 
the Directors of the Home Missionary Society and two by the Trus- 
tees of the Woman’s Missionary Association. The General Secretary 
of the society shall be a member ex officio.” 

The item will then read as follows: 

“Immediately after the election of the Board, a meeting shall be 
called by the secretary, and an organization effected for the quad- 
rennium by electing a president, vice-president, and executive com- 
mittee. Six members shall be chosen for the convention committee— 
four by the Directors of the Home Missionary Society and two by 
the Trustees of the Woman’s Missionary Association. The General 
Secretary of the society shall be a member ex officio. 

In Article IV., under “Duties of Officers,” we recommend that item 
1 remain unchanged. 


In item 2, after the period in the second line from the bottom, 
insert the following: 

“He shall have the privilege of one page in the Religious Telescope 
subject to the general approval of the editor.” ; 

The item will then read: 

“The General Secretary shall keep a correct minute of all the pro- 
ceedings of the society, conduct its correspondence, and keep a record 
of all bequests, legacies, notes, and other valuable papers coming into 
his possession. He shall also prepare and publish an annual report 
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of the work of the society, also a quadrennial report for the General 
Conference. It shall be his further duty, when practicable, to visit 
fields where the Board is giving aid, with the view of acquainting 
himself and the Board with the condition and needs of the work. 
He shall give himself to the raising of funds by visiting the churches, 
and personally representing the interests of the society. He shall 
have the privilege of one page in the Religious Telescope, subject to 
the general approval of the editor. His salary should be fixed by the 
General Conference.” 

Also in Article IV., item 8, eliminate the third line from the top 
and the first word of the fourth line. 

The item will then read: 

“The General Church Treasurer shall hold the funds of the society, 
subject to the order of the board. The General Conference shall fix 
his salary. The proportion of his salary to be paid by this society 
shall be paid by the executive committee in conjunction with the 
other boards having the services of said General Treasurer.” 

In Article V., eliminate all under “Duties of the Board of Control,” 
and substitute the following: 

“This board shall hold annual meetings, appoint an executive com- 
mittee, make by-laws for the better regulation of its work, appropriate 
funds for current expenses, employ missionaries, open new missions, 
appoint superintendents for mission districts, authorize or dicontinue 
appropriations, dissolve mission districts, fill vacancies in its own 
body and in connection with one or more of the Bishops, ordain mis- 
sionaries in its employ to the office of elder, provided such missionaries 
have taken the course of study required by Discipline, or its equiv- 
alent. It shall also have power to recommend persons for presiding 
elders in conferences where said elders are supported in part by the 
board.” 

Eliminate item 1 under Article VI., and substitute the following: 

“Bach annual conference shall organize a branch society, auxiliary 
to the Home Missionary Society, consisting of three members, naming 
one as its secretary, who shall assist the General Secretary in develop- 
ing interests in home missions and securing gifts for the society. It 
shall also be the duty of the branches to hold home mission rallies 
in their respective conferences, codperating with the general society 
in organizing home mission study classes and the general spread of 
home mission information.” 

We recommend that item 2 of Article VI. be eliminated. 

In Article VII., under the subject of “Funds,” we recommend, 

First, that item 1 remain unchanged. 

Second, eliminate Section 2 and substitute the following: 

“The Home Missionary Society shall be freed from any or all divi- 
sion of funds with the conferences or any other societies, and be 
placed on the basis of a direct appeal. The claims of home missions 
shall be placed before the members of each congregation by the pastor 
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or a committee appointed for that purpose not less frequently than 
ence a year, to secure a definite contribution from all the people.” 

As item 3, insert the following: 

“All the funds contributed under the aforesaid presentation shall 
be thus forwarded to the conference treasurer and by him to the 
office of the society at Dayton, Ohio., within thirty days.” 

In place of the present item numbered 3 under Article VIL, insert 
the following: 

“Assessments made by conferences for the purpose of extending the 
work within their bounds shall be designated as ‘Conference Church 
Extension Funds,’ thereby avoiding confusion.” 

As item 5, we recommend the following: 

Each of our Sunday schools, in its auxiliary relationship to the 
Home Missionary Society, and the Foreign Missionary Society of our 
Church, is expected to observe a monthly Missionary Day, on which a 
brief missionary exercise shall be rendered and a missionary offering 
taken. In places where a monthly Missionary Day seems imprac- 
ticable, each school shall be required to observe such a Missionary 
Day once a quarter. The first and third quarters of the calendar year 
shall be devoted to the study of foreign missions. The offerings dur- 
ing these periods to go to the respective missionary societies. 

As item 6 under Article VII, we recommend the following: 

The Sabbath preceding or following the national Thanksgiving 
Day shall be observed by all our congregations as a “Day of Prayer 
for Home Missions,” when pastors are requested to preach upon the: 
subject, and turn the attention of the people prayerfully toward the 
extension of the Master’s kingdom in the home field. ° 

We recommend that the present item numbered 3 be made item 
numbered 7 and that after the first word in the first line insert “adult 
Bible classes, Sunday schools.” Eliminate all following the comma 
in the third line from the top in this item; it will then read: 

“Individuals, adult Bible classes, Sunday schools, Young People’s 
societies, congregations, and conferences shall be encouraged to sup- 
port their own representatives in important mission fields.” 

We recommend that the item numbered 4 under Article VIL., be 
numbered 8 and remain unchanged. 

We recommend that articles VIIL, IX., X. and XI. remain un 
changed. 

We recommend that all under Article XII. be eliminated and. that 
the following be substituted: 


The Relation of the Ministry to Home Missions. | 


1. Every pastor in charge of a field of labor shall seek to organize, 
and train the membership of his charge to become an efficient force 
in the extension of our missionary work in the home field, by the 
organization of home mission study classes, the introduction of mis- 
sion training in the Sunday school and the promotion of the laymen’s 
missionary movement, which is to be both home and foreign in its 
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educational and benevolent work. He shall strive earnestly to get 
every member of the Church to give systematically to home missions 
and report the offerings for this cause quarterly to the conference 
treasurer of home missions. 

2. The Bishop of the Church and the conference superintendents 
or presiding elders shall promote home missions by sermons, and ad- 
dresses, and by careful inquiry concerning the work being done on 
the various charges for this cause; and they shall seek to develop the 
missionary spirit by aiding the missionary institutes and in the wide 
spread duty of home missions. 

3. The Bishop shall visit new and promising openings, especially 
in the cities and large towns, and give personal direction in establish- 
ing missions within the bounds of his district. 

' That all under Article XIII. be eliminated and the following 
inserted. 


Annual Oonference Treasurer. 


Each annual conference shall elect a treasurer of home missionary 
funds who shall report quarterly the amount received for this cause 
to the General Secretary at Dayton, Ohio, who shall make record and 
receipt for same.

Tue Presipine Bisuor. The report is before you. What will you 
do with it? 

Dr. Grorce Mintier, of Des Moines Conference. I move the adop- 
tion of the paper as a whole. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping BisHor. It is moved and seconded that the paper 
be adopted as a whole, and it is before you. : 

Dr. R. J. Wurre, of Erie Conference. I move this amendment, 
that it be adopted item by item. This is the safe method. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. The motion is before you that you adopt 
it item by item. As many as are so agreed, will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“N6.” The amendment does not prevail. Are you ready to adopt 
the paper as a whole? 

The question is called for. 
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Rey. J. T. Roperts, of White River Conference. I would like to 
ask a question as to this last item: 


Each annual conference shall elect a treasurer of home missionary 
funds who shall report quarterly the amount received for this cause 
to the General Secretary at Dayton, Ohio, who shall make record and 
receipt for same. 


Ought this not be the General Treasurer instead of General 
Secretary ? 

Tue Presipine BisHop. I might ask if anybody wants to answer, in 
the absence of an answer. 

Rey. Exit Goop, of Michigan Conference. J move to strike out that 
part in item 3. We have provision for a conference treasurer to re- 
mit to Dayton, Ohio. I move the Conference that the secretary part 
be stricken out. 5 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. The motion before us is that we adopt it as 
a whole, and you voted down the motion to adopt it item by item. 
Your motion is therefore out of order. 

Rev. J. E. Four, of Sandusky Conference. I think this is the same 
as the foreign work where they report quarterly to the secretary at 
Dayton and through the Telescope give eredit to the charges. But 
I notice here that the treasurers are to remit within thirty days, and 
down below it says they are to remit quarterly, so the report is eyvi- 
dently in conflict. Then I find up here, Mr. Chairman, that it says 
that all the funds raised for this board are to go to the board in 
Dayton where many of the conferences have their home mission 
funds. I should like to ask the question as to whether it is understood 
by this that the conferences are not to conduct their own missionary 
work or whether we are to have an assessment for home missions for 
our conferences which is independent of this? 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. The chair would answer at that point that 
the provision of the committee is that all such matters within the 
conference shall be dominated “Conference Extension Work.” But 
the same right obtains. 

Dr. H. H. Four. Iam sure that matter was made clear in the paper 
and there can be no misunderstanding. In item 3 there is an omis- 
sion by the printer, as item 5; that is, on the second page, the second 
paragraph from the bottom, “As item 5, we recommend the following: 


Each of our Sunday schools, in its auxiliary relationship to the 
Home Missionary Society, and the Foreign Missionary Society, of 
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our Church, is expected to observe a monthly Missionary Day on 
which a brief missionary exercise shall be rendered and a missionary 
offering taken. In places where a monthly Missionary Day seems im- 
practicable, each school shall be required to observe such a Missionary 
Day once a quarter. 


Dr. H. H. Four. Now, J come to the omission: 


The first and third quarters of the calendar year shall be devoted to 
the study of foreign missions. The second and fourth quarters shall 
be devoted to the study of home missions, and the offerings during 
these periods to go to the respective missionary societies. 


I wish to say further, Mr. Chairman, that this item respecting 
the Sunday schools and missions was mutually agreed upon by the 
same committees and stated in the same phraseology, so nobody can 
claim special privilege. We have gone over this matter about three 
times a day for about eight days, and I think there can be no mis- 
understanding between the two committees at any point or turn of 
the road. 

Tue Presiping BisHop. It seems to be clear and the Conference 
will agree that the statement which was made by Doctor Fout, where 
he indicates an omission, shall finally come into the report and be 
printed. 

Rey. J. B. Connert, of Lewer Wabash Conference. In another 
paragraph of the report it says, in regard to the pastor: “He shall 
strive earnestly to get every member of the church to give syste- 
matically to home missions and report the offerings for this cause 
quarterly to the conference treasurer of home missions.” The 
money ought all to be paid to one treasurer; one or the other, ought 
it not? 

Rev. J. W. Laks, of St. Joseph Conference. Isn’t it intended as in 
the General Church that each conference shall make this conference 
treasurer the treasurer-of both Foreign and Home Missionary Boards? 
So it would mean the General Conference Treasurer. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. Certainly. 

Dr. R. J. Wuits, of Erie Conference. There is an item on the sec- 
ond page, about half way down the page. I think it is a very im- 
portant matter and at least should be presented, and we should vote 
intelligently upon it in respect to making assessments. Am I to 
understand that all the assessments for home missions are to be done 
away with? 
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Dr. BH. Hi. Four: Yes, sir. — , 

Dr. R. J. Wuitre. I would like to hear some reasons for that. <As 
one of the pastors of the Church I am willing as a pastor to do any- 
thing that is for the best interests. But there is a little question 
comes to my mind. We want to raise all the money we can for these 
various causes. The Foreign Missionary Society came to us four 
years ago and made a special appeal for that, and under the blessing 
of God it was a success. Now, shall we make the special appeal for 
all these various causes, for Home Missions, for Church Erection 
Society? Is that the better way, brethren? That is the question in 
my mind, now. 

I can remember the time when we were very happy in the General 
Conference to get an assessment on the conferences for these various 
things, and when we got the assessment for all of them we thought 
we had reached the goal, and now the tide is changing and we are 
going back to the free-will offering plan. Now, which is the better 
way, brethren? Of course, if the free-will offering plan for all these 
interests is the better plan, and we have no assessments, then I am in 
favor of it; but why should we make assessments for one interest 
and free-will offerings for other interests? I would like to hear that 
question discussed a little. 

Dr. W. H. Wasntncrr, of Pennsylvania Conference. If the chair 
please, I wished a little while ago to answer the question in regard to 
one treasurer. In many of the conferences there is but one treasurer 
to handle all these funds, and we don’t mean to suggest that that 
shall be continued, and that is not the idea of the committee at all. 
I would state further that I appreciate very much the Christ-like 
spirit that obtained in the meeting of the committee called the 
Budget Fund Committee, leading up to joint meetings of the Foreign 
Missionary Society and the Home Missionary Society and the Wo- 
man’s Missionary Association, and I wish very much that the Con- 
ference may see their way clear to adopt this report of the Committee 
on Home Missions as we present it for that very reason. I think I 
never attended meetings of any kind where the thought of each one 
was more to do the very best for the kingdom of God through these 
various organizations than these, J believe, brethren, if we adopt ; 
this and the other report is adopted, very similar to this, that great 
results will obtain. I believe that we have been led by the Spirit of 
God to this place: 
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A. H. Lavensaum, of Sandusky Conference. I move the previous. 
question. 

Seconded. ; 

Tue Presipine BisHop. It is moved and seconded that the previous’ 
question be put. 

BisHop Carrer. I hope that it will be voted down. 

Tue Presiping BisHop. Will you withdrawn the motion for the 
previous question? Will you withdraw it, Mr. Laughbaum ? 

A. H. Laueupaum. Yes, sir. It is withdrawn. 

BisHop Carter. Mr. Chairman, on the second page beginning with 
Article V., and so on down in the fourth line of the paragraph, “dis- - 
solve mission districts.” I respectfully move that this clause be 
stricken out. 

Bishop WEEKLEY. I second the motion. 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. It is moved to amend Article V. by 
striking out the words “dissolve mission districts,” and that amend-_ 
ment is before you. 

Bisuop Carter. I think the utmost the Mission Board can do is 
to withdraw help from a mission district, but should not be given. 
authority to dissolve it. I distinctly and very sadly remember the 
time when the missionary secretary was authorized by the Executive . 
Committee to go to Chattanooga and dissolve that work in our city, 
and under authority it was done; and ninety-two members, which we. 
had in the first church at that time owning no church property, were 
scattered, and only my immediate family remained for five years there 
true to the United Brethren Church. And where that action was 
taken, we now have two good white churches with two good church- 
houses, and four worshiping places for our colored people, having 
six Sunday schools in that city, where the Executive Committee 
ordered the secretary to dissolve that work. i 

Bishop Weekley is now organizing in Texas where the same action 
was taken years ago that dissolved the Texas Mission Conference, 
and I do hope that, while help may be withdrawn, that we will not 
authorize the Mission Board to absolutely dissolve work. 

Tue Presioing BisHop. As many as are in favor of that amend-. 
ment will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The amendment prevails. 
Now, the item as amended. Are you ready? Those favoring it will. 
say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It prevails. Ao 
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Cou. Rosert Cowpen, of Miami Conference. Near the bottom 
on that second page I notice it is provided that there shall be a 
missionary lesson and offering every month in the year. We now 
have quarterly temperance days and quarterly reviews, which’ make 
eight. The missionary program and offering every month would 
make twelve. That makes twenty assessments for the school during 
the year. I think that is over-doing it. And I move that item five 
be amended by striking out the word “monthly,” in the third line, 
and the word “quarterly” substituted. Also that the sentence com- 
mencing with “in” in the fourth line be stricken out. Said sen- 

‘tence follows: “In places where a monthly Missionary Day seems 
impracticable, each school should be required to observe such a 
Missionary Day once a quarter.” 

Seconded by Judge Lott. 

Rev. J. W. Laxs, of St. Joseph Conference. JI do not favor the 
amendment for this reason: In the Sunday school that I represent 
-we have monthly missionary programs. We arrange a little time 
at the opening service where, for ten or fifteen minutes in a varied 
program, we present the matter of missions. We have this program 
‘every month in the year, the first Sunday of every month. We not 
only take a monthly offering for missions, but we tithe the entire 
income of the school for missions; and we not only do that, but 
‘we have periodical offerings for missions. It doesn’t seem a hard- 
ship to us. It ought to stand. It doesn’t take the place of the reg- 
ular Sunday-school lesson. It is a little special program bringing the 
school, month after month, to the important thing which this school 
is to do. I think we ought to hitch up the great army of our Church 
to the great cause of missions in a more practical, more specific 
way than we have ever done in our lives. I favor the report as it 
stands, and I am not in favor of the amendment. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. Before we proceed further, I would like to 
ask Col. Cowden if-he has it written out. 

Cot. Roperr CowprEn. I have it written. 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. Read it as amended. 

Cox. Ropert Cowpen. It would read, when amended, as follows: 


Each of our Sunday schools, in its auxiliary relation to the Home 
Missionary Society and the Foreign Missionary Society of our 
Church, is expected to observe a quarterly Missionary Day, on which 
a brief missionary exercise shall be rendered, and a missionary offer- 
ing taken. The first and third quarters of the calendar year shall be 
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devoted to the study of foreign missions. The second and fourth 
quarters shall be devoted to the study of home missions. The offer- 
ings during these periods to go to the respective missionary societies. 


S. E. Kumurr, of Miami Conference. Mrs. Mary Albert is here, 
and she knows that the First Church takes about five minutes’ time 
for missions, and it keeps it before the people, and therefore it is a 
good plan. 

Dr. P. M. Camp, of Miami Conference. I wish to say we have a 
monthly Missionary Day, which is the best Sunday of the month. 

Rev.’ W. F. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. There are two 
things: First, you are not compelled to take the missionary offering 
every month. It is left discretionary with you. “Each school shall 
be required to observe such a missionary day once a quarter.” We 
have our monthly missionary offerings in my church, and we would 
not abandon them. 

Ture Presipinc BisHor. Are you ready to vote upon the amend- 
ment of Col. Cowden? 

The question is called for. 

Rev. C. Wurryvey, Home Missionary Secretary. A question as a 
matter of privilege. Is it understood that the statement, that the 
second and fourth quarters of the calendar year shall be devoted to the 
study of home missions, shall go in? 

Dr. H. H. Four. Yes, sir. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. That was so understood. As many as 
would adopt the amendment of Col. Cowden will say “Aye”; con- 
trary, “No.” It does not prevail. 

Rev. W. Z. Roperts, of Sandusky Conference. Relative to Confer- 
ence Extension, I would like to raise a question. The third item— 
“Aggesgsments made by conferences for the purpose of extending the 
word within their bounds shall be designated as Conference Church 
Extension Funds, thereby avoiding confusion.” The question I wish 
to raise is, will the funds collected for the support of the annual 
_ conferences appear in the general report for Home Missions? 

Tue Presiping BisHop. It should be so. 

Rev. W. Z. Ronerts, of Sandusky Conference. I think it ought. 
I so move, Mr. Bishop. 

Seconded by Rev. L. W. Stahl. 

Tue Presiping Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that this item 
under discussion here be amended so as to require that the Annual 
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Report of the Treasurer for Home Missions shall have an exhibit of 
this Conference Extension Fund, as collected in the several annual 
conferences. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 

.. Dr. H. H. Four. Do I understand that this amendment proposes 
that the General Secretary of the Home Missionary Society and the 
General Treasurer of the Church add to the columns of this depart- 
ment for world-wide evangelism Conference Extension Funds? You 
would certainly not demand that the General Seeretary or the 
General Church Treasurer report funds that they do not receive or 
appropriate. This item leaves it optional with the Conference 
whether or not it will arrange for the extension of the work within 
its own bounds. It may or it may not. 

But the very fact that this great department of our missionary 
work has been bundled up with other local interests to the extent, 
as we heard the other day on the floor, that even the expense of 
publishing minutes in some instances has come out of our home 
mission funds is sufficient argument for a change. These con- 
ditions are defeating the department in its heroic attempts to 
accomplish its mission. Only an average of about sixteen or 
eighteen thousand dollars annually during the quadrennium has 
been left to be appropriated to the extension of our work 
in the great and needy territories outside of our conference 
boundaries. Let us put the interest on its merits before our people. 
For the sake of the denomination and humanity, let us do this. 
For the sake of the needs and opportunities of the home land, and 
its relation to world evangelism, let us cut loose from any entangle- 
ments with running the machinery of the local church or local 
business. These are the assets of all the departments, and they 
should be provided for at an equitable expense to all. The great 
and fundamental work of our Home Missionary Society cannot be 
adequately supported by giving it the fragments. If we are to hold 
our place and fill our mission in the world, that, that is fundamental, 
must not be given a subordinate place in our work. There is a call 
for a new enlistment of our forces if our opportunities in the home 
field, which are a call from God, are to be improved. ‘ 

Oh, cut us loose from these embarrassments, and let us do what 
we ought to do—nationalize our dear old Church, in order that we° 
may do our part in taking the world for Christ. Give this depart- 
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ment of our missionary work a chance to present its claims to the 
people, and then give our people a chance to say what they want to 
do with reference to the extension of our work in the home field. 

Four years ago a resolution was endorsed by the General Con- 
ference to the effect that our watchword be “One hundred thousand 
souls for Jesus Christ in the quadrennium.” The remark was made 
at that time that this was not a mere prophecy; it only remained for 
us to rise up and do the work. We have made good on that resolu- 
tion. But as the multitudes are going out- into the great West— 
more rapidly through the gateways of Kansas City, St. Paul, and 
Omaha than they are coming in at New York and Philadelphia and 
Boston—the why of our small growth in membership is explained. 
Hundreds and thousands of our people join this mighty procession 
in finding homes in the great empire States of the West where we are 
not following them to build churches, and instead of increasing our 
membership one hundred thousand during the quadrennium, we have 
stopped at a growth of about one-tenth that number. 

You may criticise me if you will, but the day has come when as 
a denomination we can no longer ignore the problems that confront 
us at home: You may say that we are not sufficiently strong to deal 
with the immigration problem; but out of the immigrant of to-day 
we are to make our to-morrow. And God has commissioned us as 
the school-master of these coming millions, and in training them we 
make our destiny. 

Say what you will, we must as a denomination bear our full share 

of the responsibility of Christianizing America, and of solving the 
tremendous problems that confront the American church, for upon 
the gospel solution of these problems depends not only the salvation 
of our country, but the evangelization of the world. Every impulse 
of liberal education, every impulse of self-preservation, of American 
patriotism, and of denominational loyalty is demanding that at this 
time we place tremendous emphasis upon our home mission work. 
The United Brethren Church is good enough, broad enough, and 
American enough to be represented in every section of our great 
country, and it is up to the young life of the Church to put its 
energy in the decree that it shall be so. I plead, brethren of the 
Conference, that you do not interfere with the plan proposed in this 
paper. Leave it as it is. [Applause.] 

Tar Presiprinc BisHor. The amendment as to church extension 
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work exhibit is before you, and I wish you would decide right 
quickly by your vote whether you think that is desirable or proper 
or not. i 

Dr. H. H. Four. I would like to speak a word as to that. Why 
can’t the Publishing Agent be instructed to put that in another 
column in the Year Book so that our people can see what we are 
doing? Why not? 

Rev. W. Z. Roserts, of Sandusky Conference. The speech that 
was made so eloquently certainly ought to have weight. The only 
thing that seems to obstruct it is the fact that it was fired into 
the heavens. This is not proposed to injure anybody, or put weight 
upon a single interest. It simply comes to you, gentlemen, that your 
local churches and your conferences may be rightly represented in 
the figures that are gathered at the close of each year. There is no 
magnetism in figures. You send out to the world your reports and 
you advertise yourselves. You say this is the result of a year’s 
effort upon the part of the Church. If you haven’t proper credits, 
you advertise to a disadvantage. And if the figures, that represent 
the dollars that have been gathered in your annual conferences and 
expended, be split up in your annual conferences, you advertise to a 
very great disadvantage. We believe simply that the moneys col- 
lected within the bounds of conference should be placed in the 
column and presented in the report. 

That is the pleading, and you do yourself an injustice if you vote 
down this amendment. It doesn’t weigh down the report. It 
doesn’t do violence to the report that comes from the hands of your 
committee, but rather adds strength to it—gives magnetism to the 
figures that should be placed in the annual report, representing the 
work of your missionary society. I beg you not to vote down the 
amendment, but vote it up to your credit, to the credit of your local 
church, to the credit of your annual conference; vote it up, and let 
us have a fair representation in the reports that may go out repre- 
senting us. 

Rev. ©. Winrney, Home Missionary Secretary. There is one 
thing I would like to eall attention to, and that is: much of that 
that goes in the church extension is not home missions. Here sits 
a brother that is handling that money for Miami Conference. They 
take and buy lots with it. Why, I put that in church erection, and 
let it come out in that column. Here is a confusion. We want 
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simply an understanding of this matter. That matter of church 
extension may embrace not only the purchase of land, purchase of 
property, and of churches, but it takes in all of that. While \we 
have given that the brother asks, you take the full reports made 
every year for four years past—there is a column showing what the 
conferences have used within their bounds for home missions. But 
would you improve this as by specifying church extension? You 
are taking in church erection, and it would not come within home 
missions. 

Dr. P. M. Camp, of Miami Conference. I want to say in our con- 
ference the church extension—which is practically the Board of 
Trustees of the conference—is an incorporated body under the State 
law, and is empowered by the annual conference to use-our church 
extension fund for any necessity in the conference for the extension 
of our work, and, as the brother said, about thirty-five hundred 
dollars of which—thirty-eight hundred dollars of which we use for 
salaries of our missionaries in the conference. If the church exten- 
sion or Board of Trustees want to locate a church somewhere, as we 
did in Cincinnati, the board goes down there and buys the location, 
as we did a few months ago, and puts a building on it. That is 
extension work in the conference. 

We went out to the west end of Dayton and we bought two lots. 
We have a right to borrow money to do any kind of business we 
please with our conference church extension fund—anything for the 
promotion of the interests of Miami Conference, and I believe that 
that fund ought to be in a column by itself—Conference Church 
Extension Fund. Use it for salary, for property, for anything we 
need within the bounds of our conference for the extension of our 
work. 

Rev. L. W. Sraut, of Allegheny Conference. May I ask a question ? 

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. Brother Stahl wants to ask a question, 
and then perhaps you are ready to vote. 

Rev. L. W. Srant. The other day this General Conference ap- 
plauded, you might say, unanimously, or with one accord the thought 
that we should arrange in the future that we would get proper credit. 
We might have it in the Year Book, but I think we ought to make 
some provision, and I don’t see how that provision is made—if I 
understand Doctor Camp—if we can get it out of the report. I will 
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be satisfied if we can get it before the world—the report that goes 
out before the missionary societies. 

Rey. C. Wuitney. You have it in the annual report. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. As many as will support the resolution 
of Doctor Camp will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Ayes have 
it. The amendment is adopted. Now, on the amendment as 
amended. Will you adopt it? All in favor will say “Aye”; con- 
trary, “No.” The amendment as amended prevails. 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis, of Miami Conference. I have a single sentence 
to add, and therefore introduce the following: 


After the recommendation of Article XII., just before the words 
“the relations of the minister to home missions,” insert this, “that 
the secretary arrange for the selection of an appropriate text-book 
upon the present great social questions at least twice during the 
quadrennium for the use of classes in Young People’s societies and 
churches.”

THe Presipine Bisuop. Will you do this by unanimous consent? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. M. B. Srayp, of Northern Illinois Conference. In item 
three, “All the funds contributed under the aforesaid presentation 
shall be thus forwarded to the conference treasurer.” Now, insert 
there, “within thirty days,” “and by him to the office of the society 
at Dayton, Ohio.” 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. Are you all agreed? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rey. J.-S. Furron. All of our charters are not like the charter 
of Miami. We have an incorporated body known as our Church 
Extension Board in Allegheny Conference. That does not include 
the salaries paid to the pastors. Now, as we would call practically 
all the Church Extension Board church extension work, would we 
call home mission work the paying of the pastors—paying pastors, we 
eall that home mission work ? 

THE Presiping Bisuop. This report would order you to unify 
in your statistical blank—the unifying of your work is all. 

Bisnop Carter. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the General 
Conference, I will not take much of your time, but my heart would 
reproach me if I didn’t say a few words while this home mission 
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subject is before us concerning the great home mission field of our 
Church in the South. i 

From statements which have been made in connection with this: 
General Conference, I think many have greatly misunderstood the’ 
work of our Church in the Southern District. No great movement’ 
has ever blessed the world that somebody did not oppose, and that: 
somebody did not greatly misunderstand at the beginning. When 
Judson was beginning his great work in India, amid. exceptional 
difficulties, he was asked as to the prospects of his work, and he 
answered that they were as bright as the promises of God. Being 
asked about results, he said, “Wait twenty years, and then look this 
way again.” At the end of twenty years, the Bible had been trans- 
lated into that wonderful language, scores of missionaries were 
gathered about him, and hundreds of souls had been converted to 
Christ. 

Fifteen years ago this-fall the United Brethren Church held a con-' 
vention in Knoxville, Tennessee, attended by Bishop Weaver, and 
Bishop Kephart, and Dr. I. L. Kephart, Bishop Mathews, and Dr. 
D. R. Miller, and John Dodds, and other distinguished men of this’ 
Church, who inaugurated what was called the forward movement in 
the South. At that time we had work in a few rural places, and 
oceupied only one little town in the South, and that was White Pine. 

We had in the General Conference, following that meeting, two 
representatives in the General Conference at Toledo, Iowa. In 
this General Conference there were fifteen representatives from that 
territory. We are in the great centers of the South in these fifteen 
years. We are in Johnson City, with a church and parsonage, and 
the last dollar has been paid to the Church Erection Board this year. 
We are in Knoxville, Tennessee, with a central ehurch, and a number’ 
of other churches girdling that city to-day as a ring far around that 
place, where our men are building up the work with marvelous. 
progress. We are in Nashville, Tennessee, the capital of my State, 
with two churches, and we have returned twelve hundred dollars té' 
the Church Erection Society in the last two months from that city. 
We are in Atlanta, Georgia, the capital of that great State. We 
are in Fitzgerald, Georgia, with two good churches and parsonages. 
We are in Waycross, that great railroad town of that State. We 
will say—down in Florida—you can get in a train in the uppér 
side of Michigan and start south and stop over night on the way 
with United Brethren until you get to Tampa, Florida. | Applause. ] 
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We have six churches in the city of Chattanooga with as good 
preachers as there are in this denomination. We have between 
one hundred and one hundred and fifty thousand dollars of church 
property in the South. We have in the South, besides this vast 
property gathered in churches, Cowden College, a building worth 
thirty thousand dollars to-day, of splendid brick, and it has 
as large attendance as any college of the same length of time that 
has ever been established in this Church. We have other agencies 
making our Church felt all over the South; with these six annual 
conferences, including the Chickamauga Oolored Conference, the 
only conference that our Church has in America of ten ministers for 
colored people—and I plead for them. Brother Patton has ninety 
acres of ground at Chickamauga. He has built up a settlement. 
He is building up a training institution there, and he has had no 
aid from this General Church in his work in the past year. Now, 
in. spite of this great growth—the largest proportionate growth in 
the history of our denomination, and I challenge contradiction—it 
has been repeatedly stated here in the hearing of our delegates that 
we ought to withdraw from that Southern district. 

Dr. Georce Mitirer. I state that the bishop is out of order. The 
¥ime is up. . 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Very well. 

Bisnor Carter. I have one statement to make in regard to the 
matter about the withdrawal from the great work of the South. 
Why should I not be heard 2? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

THE Presipinc Bisnop. Proceed. 

BisHop Carter. There are important reasons why I should be 
heard. Some of us want this matter settled in this General Qon- 
ference as to our relationship to this great Church, Bishop Gloss- 
brenner lived in the South, and his grave is in the South to-day. 
Bishop Glossbrenner and Bishop Hott and Bishop Markwood were 
born in Southern States, and are buried there in the State adjoining 
the one that I live in. Bishop Weekley lives in Missouri, as much 
a Southern State as Tennessee. 

Now, why should we withdraw from that work? Brethren, we 
could not withdraw from it if we desired to do so. You may 
speed it on the lightnings to-day that when Gabriel blows his 
trumpet, the United Brethren people will come up from the South 
and join you in going up to the throne of God. [ Applause. ] 
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Dr. S. S. Houeu, Foreign Missionary Secretary. I have a request 
to make, and not a speech at this time. That by common consent the 
General Conference eliminate item six at the bottom of the second 


page. | 


The Sabbath preceding or following the National Thanksgiving 
Day shall be observed by all our-congregations as a “Day of Prayer 
for Home Missions,” when pastors are requested to preach upon the 
subject, and turn the attention of the people prayerfully toward the 
extension of the Master’s kingdom in the home field. 


This is simply a misunderstanding I suppose. There was a 
desire. to have a day of prayer, but we didn’t agree as to the 
time. Now the Discipline, as it. has been the practice for 
years, has had that as the time of the year for thanksgiving and. 
prayer for foreign missions, although we do not use it as the time 
for special thank-offering, because we do not feel it best to make two 
appeals, and I would like that to be eliminated so it will not conflict. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Are you all agreed to the suggestion of 
Doctor Hough? 

Dr. H. H. Four. I would like to speak on that item. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. It is not a motion as yet. You would 
have to make it a motion; you might lose your time. Do you want 
to make it an amendment? If not, we will pass. 

Dr. S. S. Houcu. It is just a question. The two secretaries— 
the two Brother Fouts—are to lock after this matter, and this was 
not that we put in the special day designated. Otherwise it was not 
brought to my attention. 

Tue Presipincg Bisuor. Doctor Fout wishes to speak in explanation. 

Dr. H. H. Four. Doctor Hough is as sincere as the speaker is. 

Voices. We didn’t hear. 

‘Dr. H. H. Four. My remark was that I didn’t doubt the sincerity 
of Doctor Hough in his statement. But all the way along we have 
understood that in harmony with the other denominations there be 
set aside a day of prayer, and late last night, after all the people 
had gone, we had our last little conference back there in the room, 
and I said to Doctor Hough that the conviction was deepening with 
me that we had all better do a little more praying. 

Dr. S. 8. Hoven. I think there is no doubt at all about that, and 
we can arrange it beautifully. But to go ahead and designate it 
when it was our own understanding that it would not be put in. It 
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‘has been our day—the November Thank Offering for Foreign Mis- 
sions. They can arrange the rest to suit themselves. I do not 
like to surrender that part, but it was certainly not understood. I 
remember Doctor Fout said he had increasing conviction, but that 
does not say he had action on it. I ask that by common consent 
that that be eliminated and the boards agree among themselves as 
to the day they will fix. bs 

_. Dr. H. H. Four. I want to heartily consent; but 1t was not my 
understanding that the matter was mutually agreed upon. I 
do want to insist, however, that the plan arranging the periods of 
the year to be devoted to home and foreign mission study, as this 
paper proposes, was by the Foreign Committee, and because of that 
we thought it altogether proper in harmony with other churches to 
take it in November, as that does not fall within the educational 
period of the Foreign Committee. 

_ Dr. S. S. Hoven. The Sunday school only. Now, Mr. Bishop, 
I would like to have general permission of the General Conference 
to make a statement on this. - 

Rev. J. A. Hawxiys, of Lower Wabash Conference. Has he made 

‘any motion ? 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. He is proposing to speak on the whole 
report. He has been heard, and, if anybody else desires the floor, 
he would have to deliver it. 

Voices. Hear him, hear him. 

Dr. S. S. Hove. I thank you. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Speak loud so everybody will hear you, 
Doctor Hough. 

Dr. S. S. Houcu. To the Members of the General Conference 
and Bishops: I would like to eall attention to several important 
facts. First, we ought to avoid confusion in terms and statistics, 
if we can. It ought to be clear that there are two methods of 
administering home missionary funds in our Church, agreed upon 
and practised for many years. There is an Annual Conference 
Board that administers half of the funds collected for home missions, 
and in some conferences additional offerings; then there is the 
General Board of Home Missions, which administers half of the 
general collection, plus special offerings, and such moneys as have 
been collected through the field agent. By this proposed action, all 
the money administered by the Annual Conference Board for home 
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mission purposes, shall be called “Conference Church Extension 
Work,” and shall be separated from the funds raised for the General 
Home Mission Board, and a special appeal made for that part which 
goes to the General Home Mission Board. I do not think such a 
course wise for the following reasons: 

First.—There will be two independent agencies at work administer- 
ing home missionary funds, and this will lead to friction in the con- 
ferences, and may lead to the misplacing of appropriations, as these 
two agencies will not necessarily act in codperation. 

Seeond.—There will be confusion in terms. The money that is 
administered by the Conference Home Missionary Committee is as 
much home missions as the money administered by the General Board, 
and it ought to be called by the correct name. Let the funds that 
are for church erection and church extension be called “Church 
Erection Funds,” and let all moneys expended for home missions, 
whether by a conference board or by the General Board, be called 
“Home Mission Funds,” and thus give a report of all we are doing. 
Tf the action here contemplated should be approved, it may tend to 
develop antagonism between the General Home Mission Board and 
the annual conference boards. 

Why cannot the conference boards and the General Board get 
together in some way, and codperate in this great work so that the 
cause of home missions, when it is presented, will represent all 
the home missionary work done throughout our country, whether in 
the conference or on the frontier, and thus develop sympathy and 
coéperation with the entire work on the part of every local church ? 

The other denominations are taking the very opposite course to 
that which is here proposed. The Methodist Episcopal Church, for 
instance, has combined both home missions and church extension 
under one board, and the entire claims of both of these departments 
are presented at one time by the pastors to the local churches. This 
avoids the multiplicity of appeals for money. Then they ask for 
big things, and they get them. Beside this, all the money contri- 
buted for home missions in the church named goes to the one treas- 
ury, and the general board of home missions works through the 
conference committees in the administration of home mission funds, 
and thus unity and hearty coéperation on the part of the conferences 
are secured. 

Other denominations are combining their departments of work that 
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are closely related, in a similar way to that just mentioned, so as not 
to embarrass the local churches and pastors by requiring so many 
separate presentations. 

“The five minutes’ time being up, the bishop said: The chair under- 
stands that he is speaking on the call of General Conference. Will 
-you let him have five minutes more? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Voices. No, no. 

Tue Presipine BrsHor. I think you are all agreed; there was such 
a general demand for it; but if you are not satisfied with the 
ruling of the chair, you make a motion and demand the time. Go 
ahead, five minutes more, Doctor Hough. 

Dr. S. 8. Houcu. Am I speaking on the five minute limit? 

Tue Preswwine Bisuor. All five minutes. 

Doctor Hoven. I thought it was ten. 

THe Presipine Bisnor. But you are voted another five minutes. 

Dr. S. 8S. Hoven. The tendeney of this Conference has been toward 
unifying the work, but this action contemplates a division of the 
work, and a multiplicity of appeals. We adopted the idea of a 
weekly offering for all the benevolences, and have made provision for 
a stewardship commission to foster systematic giving. All of that 
is at variance with this contemplated action. Then the Woman’s 
Missionary Association has come and asked to codperate and thus 
unify their work with the work of the entire Church. 

We are ready for such a unified effort, although it will mean the 
turning over to the home missionary work at least $14,000 the next 
quadrennium, plus forty per cent. of the increase of the general fund 
from the Woman’s Missionary Association. 

I contend that this item in the report tends toward narrowness 
and the division of interest, and the tendeney will be to confuse the 
pastors and local churches by the numerous appeals that will likely 
follow, and this will hinder the development of a weekly system of 
giving, and tend to lessen the support of all the general interests. 

Every one of us desires a large increase for home missions, and for 
all the other benevolences; but will this be accomplished by multiply- 
ing separate offerings? I am informed that twenty-eight per cent. i 
of the assessment for home missions was not collected. Should we 
not rather proceed to codperate with the local churches in systematic 
giving with a view to raising in full, and much more, the apportion- 
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ment made for these home interests? Would not that be the better 
way to advance? 

As a representative of the urgent needs of the five foreign fields— 
China, Japan, the Philippines, Porto Rico, and West Africa—I 
beseech you most earnestly, in behalf of the millions in those fields 
who are dying without the Bread of Life, that you refrain from 
multiplying separate appeals for the home work that may bring the 
great work of foreign missions into invidious comparisons and con- 
fusion with part of the work done for home missionary extension. 

Let us call all the money expended for home missionary purposes, 
whether in Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chicago, or on the Pacific Coast, 
by the correct name, “Home Missions”—whether it be administered 
by a conference board or by the General Board, and let us give to 
the world a correct statement of all the money we are contributing 
to home missions. 

Rey. J. E. Parton. Mr. Chairman, it is a pleasure to be with you. 
This is one of the proudest days of my life. I feel happy to be 
present here and hear the discussion—see the broad smiles on your 
faces, and the great spirit of the Christian movement—the great 
spirit which is moving this assembly is that spirit which goes forth 
to seek and to save those who are in distress, and save them if 
possible. 

I do not rise to speak for myself; but I desire to give you a few 
facts about the people that live in the section in which I live. I 
come from the State of Tennessee. I speak in behalf of those who 
a few years ago were chattel slaves. Chattel slavery is the lowest 
condition that is known to mortal man. When a man reaches 
chattel slavery there is not depth of ignorance or darkness beyond 
that he can enter. I rise for the purpose of telling you in regard 
to some of these people in the South. The mission work is to seek, 
as I stated before, to save those who are perishing and sinking down, 
down, and down; and, if not rescued, they will be lost. 

We have in the Southern States in the neighborhood of nine mil- 
lions of colored people, nearly, and a large portion of these are on 
the road to ruin. When you destroy their hope of manhood, every 
idea, every inspiration that goes to make up a good man and a good 
citizen melts away, and his hopes are destroyed. We have in the 
South every day of the week in the civil courts, except on Sunday, 
great crowds of colored people brought up there, and they are brought 
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up, not by dozens, but by twenty-five and fifty, and sometimes one 
hundred at a time; these men, simply on account of ignorance, not 
knowing the ways of life, not knowing how to take an ax and go into 
the woods and cut their way out and make a home where they may 
raise their own bread. But they have not been trained to that. They 
have been trained to lie around town and get a job; and if they 
can’t get it, the jail is their place, and from the jail to the work- 
house, and from the workhouse to the penitentiary. Our jails and 
workhouses are running over in the South, and now they are building 
prisons to hold the increase that come up out of the jails and work- 
houses. 

This missionary work is intended to help conditions in the South. 
I don’t want you to believe what I say; I ask you to send a man and 
find out what is down there. There is a great deal of talk through 
the newspapers. The newspapers usually give the dark side; but 
when we go down to see the needs of the colored people in the South, 
they are in agony and misery unknown to the world; and I hope 
that the missionary board will give a little attention, not to give 
the aid of money—give your attention. There is a great work to be 
done. Sometimes they need more than money. We need encourage- 
ment, and that encouragement will give new strength and fresh 
courage, and give the negro the hope of rising up and being a man 
in the full sense of the word. F 

I wish to say in conclusion that I thank the North for what they 
have done for us. They have done a great work. I remember in 
1864, when the shackles were broken off, good men came from the 
North and opened for me the road to suecess. And I am here to-day, 
and I want to thank you, gentlemen, and thank you, ladies, for the 
kindness that you have done; and, in behalf of the white people of 
the South, I desire to say of late years they are taking a great hand, 
as far as their means and «intelligence will aid them, in helping to 
elevate the negro in his position. They see that the hope of 
this great country in regard to the two races in the South is to be 
solved by education; and I mean education in its true sense—to 
embrace all that there is to help him up, to train his heart, to train 
his mind, to train his head, train his arm, train his feet even to 
walk in the paths which are the paths of business, and go to help them 
to suecess and to ke honest, upright men, and to hurt no one, but 
love everybody; hurt no one—cultivate him in those things and 
he will be a good citizen. 
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Rey. J. S. Futon, of Allegheny Conference. I move to amend 
Article VII. and eliminate the substitutes given for Section II. of 
the Discipline. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipinc BisHor. It is moved and seconded that the report 
be so amended as to eliminate all of Section Il—“The Home Mis- 
sionary Society shall be freed, ete.” 

Rey. J. S. Futroy. I don’t care to take the time of the Conference. 
I think Doctor Hough has presented a great truth. I wish also to 
say that a number of us have been building up a society in our own 
eonference by which we will be able to meet every condition stated 
here to-day. Four years ago we placed foreign missions on its 
merits. We have been besought by the representatives of the various 
issues that we depart from the custom that has been ours, and that 
we shall place side by side, on its merits with foreign missions, these 
various other interests. Our people in Allegheny are complaining. 
We have been seeking to bring something for the society, and if 
we build it up, we have to carry it out, and it isn’t fair to put home 
missions—that which is sent into Dayton, Ohio—the amount that is 
assessed and sent in there—side by side with foreign missions for 
comparison’s sake. That is not a fair comparison, brethren. More- 
over, we have our missions, and if we agree to assess a certain 
amount, and agree that we shall send to you one-half of it to be 
administered by your board, I don’t see where you have any com- 
plaint to make, if we raise four or five or ten times that amount to 
build up churches in our own conferences—to get more money to 
send your proportionate half. I beg to say that I am simply opposed 
to doing this, and then next will come church erection, and next will 
come Sunday school, and the budgets that we have been educating 
our’ people to raise, from year to year, will be torn aside and set 
aside, and I am opposed. to it, and therefore I made this motion 
to amend. 

Presipent F. E. Brooke, of Iowa Conference. I think, Mr. Chair- 
man, that it is only fair that we hear from Doctor Fout on this 
question. Doctor Hough presented his side of the case, and I think 
Doctor Fout ought to be heard. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Is it the desire of General Conference to 
eontinue the discussion? Professor Keppel has the floor first, and 
Bishop Weekley will speak second. 
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Pror. Marx Keppew, of California Conference. I don’t wish to 
speak upon it, except this: This matter was threshed out between 
the two committees and absolutely agreed upon, and it is perfectly 
fair, now that the side of foreign missions has had its full statement, 
that Doctor Fout should have as much time.to present his side for 
home missions, and that is all we ask. [Applause.] 

Bisuop WEEKLEY. I only want to say that I hope, for the sake 
of this Church and for the sake of this country, that you will vote 
down that amendment. 

Voices. Sure, sure. 

Bishop WeEbKLEY. The fact is the assessment plan has not been 
bringing the money we need, and we know it will not bring the 
money we need, and if the assessment plan is continued, we will be 
hampered in our work. Our missionaries will go hungry all over the 
West and South, and we will fail in the next four years. I beg of 
you, for the sake of this Church and for the sake of this country, 
vote that amendment down and give us a fair chance with the other 
great departments of the Church. 

Dr. H. H. Four; of Miami Conference. Mr. Chairman and breth- 
ren of the Conference, my impulse now is to yield my privilege of 
making any further statement. 

Permit me to say this word, that as God knows my heart I crave 
the world-wide spirit of my Master. I have a growing disrespect 
for the man who looks with contempt upon any section of the world 
for which Jesus Christ died. My understanding of missionary work 
is, not only that “home missions are home missions,” as my friend 
said, “in Pittsburg as well as Chicago, and on the frontier,” but 
that the term “missions” is a universal term, that missionary work, 
whether in Chicago or Caleutta, Kansas City or Cairo, whether 
among the Chinese in San Francisco or Canton, whether among the 
Italians in New York or in Rome, whether in the negro shims of our 
Southland or in the negro wilds of Africa, is all one in Christ Jesus. 
[ Applause. ] : 

The real study of the missionary problem to-day is not one of 
geographical lines. It is belittling to the cause to spend our time 
prattling of coast lines girdling meridians and parallels of latitude. 
It must be admitted, however, that our own country is a part of the 
map of the world, and of exceeding importance in power and influence. 
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We are to remember that in our saving ministry we are dealing with 
a vast spiritual organism. Present-day prophets and seers are saying 


> and 


that “a saved America holds the key to the world’s saving,’ 
it is for the church to grip this leverage of the world’s uplift, to 
capture the stupendous forces of American life, and harness them 
to a world need, and the problem of the evangelization of the world 
is solved. 

In our vision of the field we must not overlook the needs and 
opportunities between us and the uttermost parts of the earth. “Be- 
ginning at Jerusalem” and going to the uttermost parts of the earth 
means to go through the negro slums of the South; it means to go 
through the Chinese settlements of the West; it means to go through 
these Italian settlements in New York, where more human souls are 
- contained in one square than are contained on any square of the 
same size under the shining sun. So long as we continue to do 
nothing for the ever-increasing millions of yellow-skinned people 
at home, and for the ten million colored people at our own doors, 
our zeal-for those who are far away will be subject to discount and 
eriticism. : 

T cannot understand, Mr. Chairman, the process of reasoning that 
would conclude that our foreign missionary work would be hindered 
by placing our home mission work before the Church on its merits. 
T cannot understand how a dependency can be jeopardized by increas- 
ing its base of supply. Our home mission churches are loyal to 
our foreign work. A remarkably large per cent. of our workers 
abroad went out from our home mission territory. Our colleges in 
the West are sending some of their brightest and best products to 
the foreign field. When Doctor Schell said the other day that five 
of the graduates of York College had recently joined our missionary 
forces across the seas, my heart said “Thank God.” And when I 
remember that there are more young ministers in Holton College, 
of which Doctor Orites is president, than perhaps in any of our 
other colleges, I thank God for what our home missions are doing 
for world evangelization. Don’t you? My friend fears confusion 
by placing home missions on its merits. The only confusion that 
ean come to our foreign work is a failure to strengthen its base. 

The hand of Providence is making clear that in a very real and 
vital sense our great West is the future arena that is to determine 
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the final outcome for Jesus Christ over every opposing enemy in the 
world. Already the armies are gathering by the thousands and 
multiplied thousands, and the firing of the first cannons are already 
heard. We want a part in that battle that is to determine so great 
an issue. [Applause.] For a decade prior to 1906 we were losing 
in membership west of the Mississippi River at the rate of one 
thousand a year. But thank God, since that time, with our limited 
means and a heroism upon the part of our workers unexcelled, we 
have not only stopped that loss, but we have actually recaptured 
some of the flags that were taken from us, and now we are increasing 
at the rate of several thousands a year. [Applause.] Let us no 
longer be content with half-way measures in providing to do our 
part in building the walls of the empire States of our frontier in 
righteousness. Great opportunities are opening, and God is calling 
that we enlarge our borders. It is a logical proposition that our 
strength abroad will always be measured by our strength at home. 
We will be a world power in proportion as we become a home power. 
[ Applause. ] 

This Church sent a preacher into the mountains of West Virginia 
years ago and found my father, who is in heaven to-day, when he 
had no Savior, and that coming missionary gave me one of the sweet- 
est homes any boy ever had. I am deeply conscious of a debt of 
gratitude to this dear old Church that I shall never be able to pay. 
It has done more for me than I deserve—a hundred times more. 
But, brethren, I feel like giving my life as never before for this 
Church as an agency for the salvation of the world. and there is no 
church at work in this country whose doctrine, spirit, and polity so 
peculiarly adapted it to work under the flag as our own. Whenever 
a United Brethren church is planted, there is a fortress for the enun- 
ciation of the truths that are to save our Republic. “America for 
Christ” is the watchword of a new crusade, the slogan of a holy war 
whose outcome would be a world-wide victory for the King. The 
watchword of the crusaders was “God wills it!” This is the inspir- 
ing watchword of the present crusade. No church has greatér 
opportunity for achievements in the conflict than our own. Her 
Americanism of organization and government, her evangelistic 
spirit, simplicity of message, and intensity of life all. mark her for 
such a ministry. Let us rise to our opportunity and resolve, not only 
to win one hundred thousand souls to Christ during the quadrennium, 
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but also to secure a net gain of one hundred thousand additions to 
the Church. God wills it. But it will require a large increase in 
our home mission resources. I plead, for the sake of our work abroad. 
as well as our work at home, that you vote down the amendment, 
and leave the matter as it comes from the committee. [Applause.] 

Rey. J. I. L. Resster, of Allegheny Conference. J haven’t made 
any speech yet, and I don’t ask the privilege at this time. There 
is an important factor, I think, we are overlooking. We have an 
important part to do. I can say amen to all the brother has said. 
It was a great speech—a good, fair presentation. Now, I would ask 
for Mrs. Kauffman to be heard, from the Woman’s Missionary So- 
ciety. I think we ought to extend that courtesy inasmuch as they 
have something in this matter—as she is secretary of the Woman’s 
Board and met with that committee. 

Pror. Mark Keprret. I should like to say a word on the question. 
Four years ago we cut the Foreign Board loose and gave them a free 
hand, and if ever anything that this Church did was blessed of God, 
that thing was blessed of God. If ever the Foreign Board found 
itself where it could do things, and have something with which to 
do, it was when that thing was done. And to-day, by what we sup- 
posed in the committees’ session was an unanimous agreement, an 
agreement on the part of the women as well as the men, we were 
proposing to cut loose the hands of the Home Board, and give it 
the same degree of freedom that had been given to the Foreign 
Board. [Applause.] We are not enemies of the Foreign Board 
at all. But we are friends, not only of that, but of the home work. 
And in cutting the home work loose, we were doing more, we 
thought—we were putting every conference in such shape that when 
it attempted the local work, which is the home mission work, it could 
have a free hand in that in any way, with no string tied to the Home 
Missionary Board; and I believe that under God that principle will 
be the thing that will do the most for this Church. And the issue 
squarely before us is whether we shall stand where we were with 
the Home Missionary Board tied to the local work in each confer- 
ence so that there must be a constant division back and forth, or 
whether the Home Board shall be given a free hand just as we have 
given it to the Foreign Missionary Board. 

Tip Presipinc Bisnop. Mrs. Kauffman has been invited to speak. 
Will you hear her? 
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Rev. J. J. L. Ressuer. I will withdraw the request, since she 
does not desire to speak. 

Dr. R. J. Wuirs, of Erie Conference. I think we are all proud 
of these brethren who so eloquently and enthusiastically presented 
these different interests of the Church, and we are proud of these 
two interests, and they come near our hearts—the home missionary 
interest and the foreign missionary interest—and we don’t wish in 
any way to pit these two interests against each other, or their 
representatives, 

Why, brethren, what is this discussion when you get to it? What 
is this method that is proposed? Why, instead of a discussion that 
involves home and foreign interests, it is simply a question as to 
how we shall appeal to the people and present these interests. It 
is simply a question of methods. That is all there is of it—a ques- 
tion of method of appeal. Now, some of us are old enough to 
remember when the method of appeal was the free-will offering. 
It was a free-will offering. And I can remember when there was a 
free-will offering for church erection, and a brother from our con- - 
ference, Brother Hill, was elected to this interest to represent it, and 
he tried as best he could, with all the eloquence and power he could 
put forth to get this Church to adopt an assessment of ten cents: 
per member; and when that was obtained we thought we had won 
a great victory. Well, it was just so with these other interests. 
I can remember when we used to discuss about having-a fifty-cent 
raise for missionaries. Well, now it seems that a different method 
has come to the front, and we are ready to forsake the Old Testament 
method, and we know how it worked. I can remember how they 
worked it on me, and how they worked it on my brethren, and here 
are the assessments and we brought in our reports. The bishops 
would say, “Well, have you got all your assessments 2” and if we didn’t 
have our assessments, we would begin to blush and excuse ourselves, 
and say, “I have done the best I could.” Then the bishop would 


put the pinchers on you—you know how it is, brethren. It is simply 


a question of appeal. ® 


I just want to say this in conclusion. If we all go into the free- 
will offering plan, will that be for the best? That is for us to 
consider. 

Rev. L. A. MoInryre, of Wisconsin Conference. I don’t wish to 
make a speech, Mr. Chairman, but I am sure, if the laymen back in 
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the fields get tangled up as much in the fields as we are here, then 
they wont know how to act. We passed a paper for church finances, 
and we were to go home and arrange our system so that we could col- 
lect weekly a certain amount for the expenses of the local church and 
for general benevolences. Many of us are working on that plan. Now, 
if we do that, this report says that we shall be relieved of the special 
appeals for these benevolences. Now you are turning right around 
and putting the special appeal back on us. If that goes through 
—if this report we are on goes through, I am sure you will discourage 
the pastors in trying to work the weekly system of collections. They 
will not stand for the appeals and weekly budgets. I believe the 
thing is to work toward that which we have already passed, and that 
will relieve us of these special appeals. The foreign and home 
funds are represented in that budget. It seems to me that we are 
not doing what we should do, but should work together. 

Dr. J. G. Huser, of Miami Conference. I plead, brethren, that 
these three interests ought to be on the same basis. When church 
erection came in the other day, something like this was added to this 
by request for direct appeal, except where churches have the weekly 
system. That ought to be true with the foreign, that ought to be 
true with the home, and there ought to be an addition like that here. 
It is not, as I can see. There ought to be an addition the same as 
the Church Erection Committee reported. Put it on the same basis 
—the three interests on the same basis. 

Rev. Wituiam Tuompson, of California Conference. It appears 
to me, Brother Chairman, that the difficulty is that we don’t notice 
the relative value of home and foreign missions. I don’t believe 
that God knows very much difference between the two, nor I don’t 
think we do. They are so closely related. 

When I was a pastor at Hastings, Nebraska, a number of years 
ago, there were people that came in the church that could not 
understand a word of English; and I made inquiry of some of their 
relatives, and I found that they were converted in Germany under 
Brother Lorenz. Therefore the love for the United Brethren Church, 
and they attended it accordingly. I suppose that could be said of 
many other localities, and many people converted in foreign lands 
that are interested in our Church here. 

On the other hand, we find, upon the Pacific Coast, Brother Wood- 
ruff, who is located at Stockton and works in the interest of the 
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more there for foreign missions than they could accomplish if they 
were in Japan—not only many being led to Christ there and united 
with the Church, but he says those who are converted there are 
writing their friends in Japan and urging them to attend our mis- 
sions there, and they are led to Christ in that way. 

There is a missionary at Sacramento that was there for years— 
a member of our Church—a lady who makes the very same statement. 
She says so many are being converted in our mission, led to Christ, 
and they go over to Japan to work for God. 

So it appears to me that there is really no line of demarcation 
between home and foreign missions. With the rapid steamship 
lines and telegraph and telephone and wireless and the eables, and 
all these, we are so closely related that we cannot afford, it appears 
to me, to give one the preference over the other. I hope this amend- 
ment will not carry, and that the original motion will. 

The previous question is called for. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Moved and seconded that we order the 
previous question. All favorable will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” 
It is ordered. As many as will adopt the amendment of Brother 
Fulton, which would eliminate item two, beginning with “the Home 
Missionary Society shall be freed,” ete.—as many as will support 
that amendment— 

Rev. J. Srons, of St. Joseph Conference. This question, What 
relation will the Home Missionary Society then bear to the present 
assessment plan ? 

Tue Preswine Bisuor. Just the same as before. 

The question is called for. . 

THe Presiping Bisuop. As many as will support this amendment 
will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It does not prevail. 
ready to vote on the report as a whole? 

The question is called for. 

THE Presipina Bisnor. As many as are so minded will say “Aye”: 
contrary, “No.” The report is adopted. [ Applause. ] bs 

Pror. Mark Krpprn. An election ought to be ordered at this 
time. 

THE Presipinc Brsuop. Can we have the election of the Home 


Missionary Board at this time? The tellers will come forward and 
take charge. 


Are you 
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Rev. J. McMiutten, of Northwest Kansas Conference. I move a 
yeconsideration of the item in the report of Committee Number 14 
relative to the union of Neosho Conference and Northeast Kansas 
Conference. 

Tur Preswixe Bisuor. Did you vote in favor of it? 

Rev. J. McMmuen. If I can have a second. 

Tur Presipixe Bishop. Did you vote in favor of it, Brother 
MeMillen ? 

Rev. J. McMriten. Yes, sir, I did. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. Have you a second who also voted for it? 

Rev. N. L. Vez, of Neosho Conference. I will second it. 

Tur Presipine Bisnop. It is moved and seconded by parties who 
voted in favor of it that you reconsider the motion by which you 
adopted the Report of the Committee on Boundaries.

Tue Presiping BisHor. It was stated there would be no debate.

An element has entered into 
the matter since it was presented to the Boundary Committee, and 
which makes it apparent that this is the wise thing to do by all of 
these delegates rather than the other thing, and the new element 
is the overture of the Northwest Kansas Confernce to come into this 
arrangement. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. Are you ready to adopt this amendment? 
If so, say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” It is adopted. 

BrsHop Carter. I rise to a question of privilege before this vote 
is taken. It was requested from the Southern delegations that 
J. M. Knight would be nominated from the Southern District, and 
I see that ©. R. Dean is nominated. You are already taking the 
vote, and, of course, you would defeat the desire of that district. 

Tue Presipine BisHor. As many as will approve this report as 
amended will say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The report as amended 
is approved.

Mr. Knight’s 
name was already on one of the ballots, and ‘the committee’s hands 
were tied.

BisHorp Weekiry. There seems to be some misunderstanding as 
to Brother McMillen’s paper. It seems to be broader than he meant 
it to be. It restores that part of Missouri Conference attached to 
Neosho to the Missouri Conference again. That was not intended 
at all. It ought to have been an amendment rather than a substitute 
for that item of the report. Now, how shall we get out of the 
confusion? It included more than was intended. Will you agree 
that that part of Missouri that was given to 
reported by the committee ?

Tue Presipineg Bisuor. Attention is also called to the fact that 
Brother Roby is elected on the Seminary Board. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. If it is true there are two names on this 
ballot of persons elected on other boards, I move there be a substitute. 

Tue PresipiInc Bisuor. Not without referring it back to the 
committee. : 

Rev. H. W. Truesioop, of Northern Illinois Conference. Now, 
will this affect the number to be voted for—five laymen? In eutting 
these names out, it will not give the five laymen on this ballot. 

Tue Presiping BisHorp. The election may be invalidated by this 
confusion. I don’t see any other way but to let it go through and 
see how it comes out. 

Rev. W. D. Hernpvon, of West Virginia Conference. I move that 
this ballot be thrown out, and let the committee bring another. ballot 
before us which is correct. 

Tue Preswwoine Brsuor. I hear no second.

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. All in favor will say “Aye”; contrary,

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Rev. J. 8. Futron. I think this word is due this committee under 
the circumstances. We completed our work and placed the copy in 
the hands of the printer. Somehow two of these pages of manuscript 
were lost—our papers and other matters we had to guide us in this 
—they were also lost. We did the very best we could under the cir- 
cumstances. We didn’t have the data before us by which we could 
check off these names accurately. We think that statement is due 
the committee. 

THe Presipinc BisHor. What will be your further pleasure? 

Rev. J. S. Futron. May we be excused to finish our work ? 

Dr. W. O. Frizs. I would like to ask if this would be legal: Since 
the printing-offices are not running, would it be permissible for the 
Nominating Committee to select twenty-seven names, put the names 
on the blackboard, let us see them and write the names of nine on 
the ballot? Could not this be done? 

Dr. H. S. Gasper. I think the suggestion of Doctor Fries is a 
good one, and I move that the rules be suspended, and that that 
plan be adopted.

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. We will hear Senator Dolliver for a few 


“moments. 
Senator J. P. Dolliver, of Iowa, talked as follows: 


Mr. Bisnor AND My Frienps: It places me in a very awkward 
situation to be invited to speak at the end of your long day’s labor 
in the face of a motion pending to adjourn, which is not debatable 
[laughter]; and it imposes upon me a restraint owing to the rules 
of the Senate of the United States, which I can bear only with the 
very greatest fortitude. ; 

I was glad to hear the name of West Virginia mentioned and the 
prosperity of the United Brethren Church in the old mountain 
commonwealth [applause], because I cropped out in those hills 
myself. [Applause.] My good old father, who died not many 
months ago approaching the age of ninety, traveled as a Methodist 
circuit rider in those hills for more than forty years. [Applause.] 
In those days, when theology constituted a more exact science than 
it is to-day, I supposed that you of the United Brethren Church 
and we of the old Methodist Church were strangers, or at least 
needed an introduction; but my familiarity with the current litera- 
ture of you and of us in these days convinces me that we have every- 
thing practically in common, and so I feel entirely at home here. 
[ Applause. ] 

My mind reverts to the fact again that in West Virginia sixty or 
seventy years ago practically all of the vogues of life or duty that 
have since found expression in the theologies of this world took their 
origin. [Applause.] J have even tried to account for that, because 
it requires in any generation the finest. enthusiasm and the most 
self-sacrificing zeal to establish a church organization, and I have 
thought that it must have been the rocks and the stumps which our 
plows used to strike down there-on those hills which developed these 
spiritual graces [laughter], and made them truly hospitable to all 
zealous forms of Christianity. [Applause.] 

It is an impressive thing to me that this Conference represents a 
world-wide proposition, and in that sense it interprets the largest 
life and the highest work that is now in progress on this earth. 
[Applause.] Everything else, all forms of business, all problems of 
government, all questions of mere statesmenship, are small compared 
to the mighty problem with which the church of Christ is hand to 
hand in this generation. [Applause.] 

The great Italian, Messini, said at the bottom of every question, 
is the religious question. I think he meant that in Italy at the 
time he spoke, all problems were more or less connected with questions 
of church government and church influence. But there is a larger 
and deeper sense in which every good question in this world is, at 
the bottom, a religious question. Every great problem of society, 
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every question that is brought to statesmanship, and the philosophy 
of the modern world to-day still will find its ultimate end in the 
application to the daily life of the world of the law of Christ, of 
which you are the ambassadors and the defenders in this world. 
[Applause.] | Questions of labor, questions of race, questions of 
wealth—all these problems—the solution of these looks dim and 
uncertain from any human standpoint—will come at last to a pertect 
solution—the very hour when this world understands what we have 
inherited from our fathers and our mothers. 

Therefore, I never stand in the presence of a conference liké this 
without feeling that it ought to be in the attitude of reverence, and 
of respect not only to you, but the work which you have in hand, 
and I want to see it magnified. I want the outside world to under- 
stand it better. I want to see your institutions of learning and 
philanthropy fortified and strengthened by the contributions of men 
and women of their earthly substance in order that the church of 
Christ may be fortified for the mighty work that lies before it. 

Before everything else—having lived in the same house with an 
old-time preacher of the gospel, knowing some of the sacrifices and 

“labor that fell upon him and upon the woman who stood by his side 
during the seventy years of the active ministry—I have in my heart 
one great hope for the church, and that is that the community, 
the people whom you serve, may better understand the importance of 
providing in a larger way than has every been done before, not only 
for the comfort of the preacher and his family while he is able to 
work, but for the infirmities that come upon all with the approach of 
their old age. [Applause.] I want to see the heart of all these 
churches touched with that duty, in order that the men and women 
who sacrifice everything they have in the world in order to preach 
the old gospel—may find even in the midst of their earthly pilgrimage 
the help that has been too lacking in the generations that are 
behind us. 

Now, I desire to thank the bishop for introducing me, and to thank 
you for the kindness and friendly interest with which you have 
listened to me. 


Tue Presipine Bisuop, It is only fair to say to Senator Dolliver 
that our eyes have followed you with profound interest in these 
days, and we have learned to love you on account of the sterling 
position you have taken on questions referring to moral issues. 

The Presiding Bishop then announced the address of Senator 
J. P. Dolliver in the auditorium at eight o’clock. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. As many as will adjourn will indicate it 
by saying “Aye”; contrary, “No.” The Conference is adjourned 
until six o’clock.

E. M. Horner, of East Tennessee Conference. The report is ready. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. Are you ready for this Report of the 
Committee on State of the Church? Brother Horner will read the 
report. 

E. M. Horner read the Report of the Committee on State of the 
Church, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF CHURCH. 


For more than a century our Church, under the mighty leadership 
of Jesus Christ, has moved steadily forward until to-day we stand 
in the front ranks of the mighty forces God is using for the accom- 
plishing of his purposes. - 

The battles that have been fought have been many, and, while 
some battle scars may be visible, victory has always come to us as 
a body when faithful to our great head. What reverses we have 
suffered have worked for us a more exceeding weight of glory. 

As we look back we are made to rejoice that those living and 
dead who have led in the affairs of the Church have wrought so well. 
At the present time it is necessary that the Church do her whole 
duty, and at the same time look well toward entering the future 
with a mighty influence for good. 

Our membership need to feel more and more the great necessity 
of a better support of the ministry, and turn their attention more 
and more to our young men and women to encourage them to enter 
the white fields of Christian Endeavor. To this end the family life 
should bud and bloom around a family altar where prayers are 
made, and upon which children are consecrated to God. 

We must continue to urge upon our young the calls of God and the 
Church. We must regard the Sabbath day as sacred, and give it 
its proper place as a day of rest and worship. 

We are confronted with amusements of almost every form. Great 
rtudy and prayer are necessary that the line may be found at which 
our feet must stop. 

We refer with regret to the fact that many of our people are 


being seized with the commercial spirit to the detriment of spiritual 
life and growth. 
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It is a fact in which we rejoice with great joy that the temperance 
movement is being given great attention and consideration, and hope 
and pray that the local option movement, the Anti-Saloon League, 
and all kindred organizations will continue to toil and pray, until 
from the rivers to the ends of the earth the saloon’s domination will 
have ceased. 

The Church is being moré and more brought to understand the 
great necessity of both foreign and home mission work in order to 
do our duty in the light of the commission of Christ, an enlightened 
conscience, and of the future of our cause. 

The achievements of the Church Erection Society have gained: in 
the hearts and affections of the people an acknowledgment of its 
great power for the establishing of churches where it would be other- 
wise impossible to establish them, and thus secure a more permanent 
foundation upon which to labor. 

The Sunday schools and Y. P. C. E. U. are accomplishing much in 
reaching out after those whom it is possible by their organizations 
to reach. 

The Church is in a position at this time that enables its young 
men and women to avail themselves of a high-school and college edu- 
cation, which should by all means be urged by parents, pastor, and 
church. officials. 

It is a fact lamented, that everywhere there is a lack of efficient 
men in the ministry. After carefully studying this problem a 
solution is not as yet found. Our ministers as a rule preach the 
word, and are instant in season and out of season, and their sacri- 
fices are many and willingly made. With the Church equipped with 
necessary instrumentalities, let us for the next quadrennium bend 
every energy to make decided steps in advance of what has ever yet 
been accomplished along this line. 

We note with pleasure the growth and influence of the “Council of 
Federation of the Churches” as given by Doctor Sanford in his report 
of the work, and that we, as a Church, appreciate the privilege of 
being connected with this movement.

Dr. R. J. Wuitr, of Erie Conference. I understand our esteemed 
friend, Senator Edmonds, is going to leave us, and we would like 
to have him say something on a report that he wishes to speak of. 

THe Prestpinc BisHor. Will you extend the privilege to Senator 
Edmonds ? , 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Senator Epmonps. The committee has asked me to speak in regard 
to the interest that Bonebrake Seminary has out in Kansas, and they 
referred it to me because this is my fiftieth year in the State of 
Kansas. 

I used to be, when I was a little boy, Kansas was marked on the 
map as The Great American Desert, and in those early days when I 
lived there it used to be a question whether it would ever be a small 
grain State, or for tame grasses, because it was so dry. Some of 
you remember when we didn’t raise anything there; but in the 
building of railroads and making of roads and artificial ponds and 
telegraph wires, whether this is the cause or not—scientific men say 
it is—I don’t know, but I know this, that the rain belt has been push- 
ing west, and I know that.in the year 1875 there was a proposition 
before the legislature to cede the west part of Kansas back to the 
United States. However, that resolution didn’t prevail, so Kansas 
is four hundred miles when you go west, and north and south it is 
two hundred miles. 

The western part of these lands you thought was worthless, 
and hundreds and thousands of families went there under the Home- 
stead Act and located and failed, and abandoned these lands and 
moved away, but since that time the rains have been going west, 
and men have gone on these lands and become very wealthy. The 
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new belt in the western part of Kansas is becoming the most wealthy 
part. The farmers ride in their automobiles. > 

Now, the point is that in Thomas County, out at Colby, you have 
three thousand eight hundred and forty acres of land belonging to 
the Bonebrake Seminary. For your information I want to say, while 
some men underestimate land in the west, I want to say this by way 
of illustration: The home I live on I bought for $3.00 an acre in 
1868. In 1869 I moved on it. It. was a bare farm. J have added to 
it, and four or five years ago I was offered $100.00 an acre for all 
of it. So you will see that Kansas has changed, and I wouldn’t 
give one acre there for two or three acres here in the State of Ohio. 
[ Laughter. ] 

I have been north to Wisconsin. ‘J lived there a short time with 
my father when I was a mere kid. I have been to New York, and 
as far as London. I have been south to New Orleans, and I have 
been to the coast. But I want to say that Kansas is the sunny spot 
of all of them. 

Rev. W. C. Minurr. Nebraska is as good as any of them. 

Senator Epmonps. Nebraska is our sister; she is a pretty good 
State. But I want to say that Kansas has come to the front. There 
is no better State now in the Union than Kansas. She stands for 
-the best government. She has been through all the conflicts to the 
stars. Through storm—that is her motto. But she has got to the 
front. She has been called the experimental station of this nation. 
They start an experiment; if it works, well, they adopt it. If it 


don’t work, we don’t adopt it. But I notice that other States are © 


following up Kansas. 

I want to talk to the question. I want to say in regard to this 
piece of ground: TI have been out there twice; I have been over it. 
There is one section of it that corners right up to the station on the 
Rock Island Railroad. There are elevators there, stores, and other 
things, and if they don’t raise anything there, I don’t think the 
men would build elevators thera unless they have use for 
them. It is as fine a piece of land as a man ever looked on. It 
lays beautiful, and on the left corner is another section, and on 
around towards Colby—as fine land as there is out there. 

Now, my advice to the Seminary is to hold on to this land. [ Ap- 
plause.} They are talking about scholarship, but to live in Kansas 
is as good as any college. There are two thousand acres of this 
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ground in wheat now, and we have a good revenue for the Seminary; 
and you will have a revenue out there, because Kansas is getting 
better every day. 

I. told you I-was offered one hundred dollars an acre. One 
hundred and fifty dollars wouldn’t buy it to-day; it has advanced 
that much. It is my home, and I don’t know what I would do with 
the money, because I wouldn’t want to buy in any other State. I 
wouldn’t want to move away from there. This land will never be 
a drug on the market. 

In regard to Colby, where this land *is located, I want to state 
that they have got a court-house that is a credit to any city, and they 
have a beautiful opera-house, and their houses are built splendidly, 
as though they intended to stay there; and the farmers come to town 
riding in good rigs, and that is the evidence to me that it is all 
right here. ° The mayor said to me (I want to show you how shrewd 
they are out there), he said, “We want to put in an electric plant and 
waterworks before the farmers retire, because they are going to get 
ready to move to town, and before they do that we want to make 
the improvement; for these old farmers when they move to town are 
against everything that takes money.” 

Now, you need not be afraid. Some men think that it is not as 
good as it looks. It is a good way from here, but it is all right. 
[ Applause. ] 

Tp Presipinc Bisnop. Is the committee ready to read the Report 
on Foreign Missions? The secretary will read the report. 

Rev. J. E. Four. May I-make a statement before the secretary 
reads? 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. Proceed. 

Rev. J. E. Four. In this preamble there is a mistake which I wish 
to correct as secretary of the committee. If you will permit me to 
read it, and you will correct it as it should be, it will state it right. 
“We, your Committee on Foreign Missions, beg to submit the follow- 
ing report: We have carefully considered the memorial from the 
Woman’s Missionary Association, which was unanimously adopted 
by this Conference.” That is the fact, and may I also further add 
that we sincerely hope that the statement made in this preamble 
will be understood, and all of the old constitution is to be found here 
without change in so far as it is possible to use it. Only changes 
absolutely necessary have been made, but there were so many changes 
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necessary that we thought it best just to offer this as a substitute, 
and I make this statement for the committee. 

THe Presiping BisHop. The secretary will proceed to read the 
first item. 


Secretary Siddall read the Report on Foreign Missions, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

We, your Committee on Foreign Missions, beg to submit the 
following report: 

We have carefully considered the memorial from the Woman’s 
Missionary Association, and unanimously recommend its adoption. 
In the carrying out of the details of which, and in defining the work 
of administration, it has become necessary to provide the greater part 
of the constitution of the Foreign Missionary Society. We therefore 
submit the following as a substitute for the constitution now in the 
Discipline: 

CHAPTER XVIII. 
The Foreign Missionary Society. 
Article I. Name. 

This Society shall be called the “Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ” (the legal successor of 
the Home, Frontier, and Foreign Missionary Society of the United 
Brethren in Christ in its foreign work). 


Article IT. Functions. 

This Society is organized for the purpose of extending the knowl- 
edge of the gospel of Christ throughout the earth by the utilization 
of the resources of the Church. Said Society shall, through its dis- 
tributed activities, promote an interest in foreign missions by ap- 
proved methods in the home churches, Sunday schoo's, and Young 
People’s societies. It shall disseminate information touching mission 
fields; it shall appoint, commission, and send forth missionaries, and 
conduct any and all work that properly devolves upon such a society. 


Article IIT. Membership. 

Every person, by virtue of becoming a member of the Church of 
United Brethren in Christ, is a member of the Foreign Missionary 
Society. 

Article IV. Organization. 

The organization of the Society shall consist of a Board of Direc- 
tors, an Executive Committee, an Annual Conference Branch Society, 
and a Committee in each local church. 

Article V. Directors and Their Duties. 


Section 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of the bishops 
of the Church, a general secretary, and six directors, who shall be 
elected by the General Conference, and three directors who shall be 
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chosen by the Trustees of the Woman’s Missionary Association. <A 
majority of the members present at any regular or called meeting 
shall constitute a quorum. 

The -officers of the Society shall consist of a president, to be 
elected at the first meeting of the directors in each quadrennium. 
The bishops of the Church shall be the vice-presidents in the order 
of their seniority in office. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall have charge of, and give 
directions to all the work of the Society. The Board of Directors 
shall hold a meeting once each year, and upon the request of the 
Executive Committee, the president shall call special sessions for the 
transaction of important business. The board shall make by-laws 
to regulate the business of the Society; receive and pass upon the 
reports of the general secretary, treasurer, minutes of the Executive 
Committee, and reports from the foreign fields; make a careful study 
of the needs of the work abroad, and appropriate the money necessary 
to earry forward the entire work of the Society; employ secretaries 
for the cultivation of the home Church; appoint foreign missionaries 
and fill vacancies in its own body; in connection with the bishops or 
any one of them ordain missionaries to the office of elder, provided 
such missionaries have taken the courses of study specified by the 
Discipline, or their equivalent; determine the aims and methods to 
be pursued in enlisting the home church in the extension of the 
gospel, elect four members of the Executive Committee, and have the 
use of one page in the Religious Telescope each week, which page 
shall be conducted by the general secretary, subject to the approval 
of the editor. 


Article VI. The Executive Committee and Its Duties. 

Six members shall be chosen for the Executive Committee, four 
by the directors of the Foreign Missionary Society, and two by the 
Trustees of the Woman’s Missionary Association. The general sec- 
retary of the Society shall be an ex-officio member of the committee. 
The committee shall have charge of all the business of the Society 
between the annual meetings. In the appointment of missionaries, 
and in making appropriations not authorized by the board, the com- 
mittee shall, through correspondence, or otherwise, secure the ap- 
proval of a majority of the members of the board. 

Article VII. Branch Organization. 

Fach annual conference shall organize a branch society, auxiliary 
to the Foreign Missionary Society, consisting of three members, nam- 
ing one as its secretary, who shall assist the general secretary in 
developing interest in foreign missions and securing gifts for the 
Society. 

Ht. Article VIII. Local Church Committee. 

A Missionary Committee shall be organized in every local church 
to interest and enlist the entire membership of the local church in 
the work of both home and foreign missions, and devise such methods 
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and measures as shall develop the church into a strong missionary 
agency. 
3 Article IX. Duties of the General Secretary. 

Tt shall be the duty of the general secretary to keep a correct record 
of the Society, and conduct its correspondence. He shall be the 
custodian of all its legal papers. He shall promote the dissemination 
of missionary information throughout the Church by tracts, books, 
and other publications; through conventions, rallies, and institutes 
he shall endeavor to create a missionary atmosphere; direct the 
organization of mission study classes; introduce- missionary instruc- 
tion in the Sabbath school; assist the Sabbath-school superintendent ; 
the president of the Young People’s Society and the pastor to intro- 
duce a regular system of giving to missions. 

He shall diligently study the administrative problem of the work 
abroad, so as to employ such agencies as shall lead to the speedy 
development of a strong native church. 

The general secretary shall prepare and publish an annual report 
of the work of the Society, and a quadrennial report to the General 
Conference. He shall exercise diligence to discover and encourage 
those whom the Holy Spirit has called to foreign missionary work, and 
shall bring them to the attention of the Society and the Executive 
Committee for appointment. He shall call meetings of the Executive 
Committee to transact business. His salary shall be determined by 
the General Conference. 


Article X. The Treasurer and His Duties. 
The General Church Treasurer, elected by the General Conference, - 
shall hold all funds of the Society subject to the order of the board 
or Executive Committee. His salary shall be fixed by the General 
Conference, and the proportion of same to be paid by this board shall 
be determined by the Executive Committee, in conjunction with the 
other boards having his services; he shall make an annual report to 
the board, and a quadrennial report to the General Conference, har- 
monizing his form of statement of receipts with that of the general 
secretary. 


Article XI. The Relation of the Ministry to Foreign Missions. 

Section 1. Every pastor in charge of a field of labor shall seek to 
organize and train the membership of his charge to become an effi- 
cient force in the world-wide extension of the gospel by the organiza- 
tion of foreign mission study classes, the introduction of mission 
training in the Sunday school, and the promotion of the laymen’s 
missionary movement. He shall strive earnestly to get every member * 
of the Church to give systematically to foreign missions, and report 
the offerings for this cause quarterly to the conference treasurer of 
foreign missions. Churches, Sunday schools, and Young People’s 
societies shall be encouraged to support “foreign parishes,” and share 
in the work of foreign mission stations. 
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Sec. 2. The bishops of the Church and the conference super- 
intendents, or presiding elders, shall promote foreign missions by 
sermons and addresses, and by careful inquiry concerning the work 
being done on the various charges for this cause; and they shall seek 
to develop the missionary spirit by aiding in missionary institutes 
and in the wide-spread study of foreign missions. 


Article XII. Annual Conference Treasurer. 

Each annual conference shall elect a treasurer of foreign mission- 
ary funds, who shall report quarterly the amount received for this 
cause to the general secretary at Dayton, Ohio, who shall make a 
record and receipt for same. 


Article XIIT. Missions in the Bible School. 


Each of our Bible schools, in its auxiliary relationship to the Home 
Missionary Society and the Foreign Missionary Society of our 
Church, is expected to observe a monthly Missionary Day, on which 
a brief missionary exercise shall be rendered and a missionary offer- 
ing taken. In places where a monthly missionary day seems im- 
practicable, each school shall be required to observe such a missionary 
day once a quarter. 

The first and third quarters of the fiscal year shall be devoted to 
the study of foreign missions; the second and fourth quarters to the 
study of home missions. The offerings during these periods to go to 
the respective missionary societies. 

Article XIV. A Foreign Mission District. 

A Foreign Mission District shall consist of the missionaries under 
the direction of the Foreign Missionary Society, holding proper cre- 
dentials; and such native workers, as are associated with them, 
located in a specified field and organized to do mission work. Said 
mission district shall hold annual sessions, to be presided over by a 
bishop or a mission superintendent, and in the absence of both the 
said district shall elect its own chairman. At its annual meeting 
the fields of labor shall be fixed, the character of its members exam- 
ined, preachers received and passed in their course of reading, and 
be ordained. 

Article XV. Superintendents. 

When a Foreign Mission District is established, the mission board 
having supervision of the same shall appoint a mission superinten- 
dent for a term adapted to the needs of the field, or to be terminated 
at the pleasure of the board. 

It shall be the duty of the mission superintendent, under the 
direction of the board, to arrange the work and take general super- 
vision of the entire mission district or conference. He shall report 
quarterly the financial condition of the mission, and from time to 
time represent the state of the work and its needs to the general 
secretary of the mission board having supervision of the same. 

When expedient, a general superintendent may be appointed over 
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. . x. ¢ * 
two or more foreign mission districts or conferences. He shall advise 
with, aid the mission superintendents, and perform such other duties 
as shall be determined by the Board of Foreign Missions. 


Article XVI. The Relation of Missionaries to the Boards. 

All missionaries employed by the boards shall be furnished with 
eredentials of their appointment, and be amenable to their respec- 
tive boards in regard to their term of service, salary, and the time 
and length of furlough. They shall report quarterly the condition 
and progress of their work to the mission superintendent; and they 
shall also make an annual report to the general secretary of the 
Mission Board, a copy of which shall be filed with the superintendent. 


Article XVII. Lhe Mission Council. 

There shall be a Mission Council is each Foreign Mission District 
or conference, composed of all foreign missionaries employed by the 
board or boards in such mission. Said council shall be the cabinet 
of the mission superintendent, provided, however, that in matters of 
difference between the superintendent and the cabinet, a two-thirds 
vote of the said Mission Council shall determine the course to be 
pursued, except in matters of interpretation of the policy of the 
board. Missionaries shall be eligible to voting privileges in the 
council only after one year’s residence in the mission field. The 
mission superintendent shall be chairman of the Mission Council, 
and also treasurer of the mission funds, unless other provision is 
made by the board. 

The Mission Council shall convene once a year, and oftener if 
practicable, and receive reports of missionaries in charge of districts, 
stations, or departments of work. It shall codperate with the mission 
superintendent in the general supervision of the work, by committee 
or otherwise, especially with reference to the division of the mission- 
aries’ work, the budget, and the administration of the mission funds. 


Article XVIIT. A Foreign Mission Conference. 

A Foreign Mission District may be constituted a Foreign Mission 
Conference by the General Conference, or in the interim, by the 
board of bishops, upon the recommendation of the Mission Board. 

All foreign missionaries, bearing proper credentials from the Mis- 
sion Board, ordained native ministers, licentiates, and one lay dele- 
gate from each charge, developing self-support according. to the 
system adopted by the conference, may be members of the Foreign 
Mission Conference. 

Other workers employed may become advisory members upon 
approval of the conference. Said Foreign Mission Conference shall 
be presided over by a bishop, or in his absence by the mission super- 
intendent. In the absence of both the bishop and the mission 
superintendent the conference shall elect its own chairman. 

The presiding officer shall appoint a stationing committee, of 
which he shall be chairman, and he shall lkewise appoint all stand- 
ing committees. 
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Article XIX. The Powers and Duties of a Foreign Missionary 
Conference. 

A Foreign Mission Conference shall have power similar to an 
annual conference, subject to regulations of the Mission Board. It 
shall revise, year by year, the list of itinerants, except those who hold 
membership in American conferences, and report the same to the 
Agent of the Publishing House, and compile other statistics of its 
work as nearly as possible in harmony with the Church in general, 
having in mind the requirements of general missionary reports. 


Representation. 

A Foreign Mission Conference shall be entitled to representation 
in the General Conference, as follows: 

1. When a Foreign Mission Conference has one thousand com- 
municant members, ten duly licensed native preachers, and_ five: 
charges which have attained full self-support, and five charges which 
have reached seventy-five per cent. of self-support, it shall have repre- 
sentation in the General Conference in the same ratio as regular 
annual conferences, the delegates to be elected in the usual way; and 
the Foreign Mission Conference shall pay the assessment for General 
Conference expenses. 

2. Until the Foreign Mission Conference has the degree of 
strength specified in Section I. of this article, it shall be represented 
in the General Conference by one delegate, who shall be appointed 
by the Foreign Mission Board; and the said board shall pay the 
assessment for General Conference expenses. 


Article XX. Cowrse of Ministerial Study and Rules. 


A mission conference employing other than the English or German 
languages shall have power to make its own course of ministerial 
study, as nearly as practicable an equivalent of the English course; 
and general efficiency and practical experience, as well as moral 
fitness shall be considered in recommending candidates for ordina- 
tion. It may enact necessary rules for its own government in har- 
mony with the Book of Discipline and the regulations of the Mission 
Board.

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Tir Prestpinc Bisnor. What is your pleasure with reference to 
this report? 

Rev. S. L. Topp. of Indiana Conference. I move that this report 
be adopted as a whole. 

Seconded. 

Tir Presiping Bisuor. The motion is that this report shall be 
adopted as a whole. 

Dr. R. J. Wuire, of Erie Conference. This provision on the last 
page relative to representation in the General Conferenece—I sup- 
pose these brethren from the field have worked this out, but it 
occurred to me that we impose upon them conditions that we do not 
upon mission conferences here in our own field in this country. £ 
think if we can impose such conditions that quite a number of the 
éonferences in America would not have any representation; and 
the question in my mind was this, is that fair? I would like to 
have those who have been working on it to answer the question. 

Rev. J. R. Kina. I am satisfied with this arrangement. In the 
first place, the distance is very great, consequently the expense is 
ereat. And we don’t care to ask for these privileges until we have 
something that will warrant our asking for them; and so we have 
agreed to this arrangement such as you see in the paper before us, 
and, while I am on the floor, I would like to call attention to the 
fact that the committee is somewhat changed from that printed here. 
The change was made by order of the bishops. Mrs. Albert is in 
place of Mr. Domingo, and the other missionaries are appointed as 
members of this committee. 

Rey. F. H. Nur, of Oregon Conference. The use of the term 
“Bible School” and “Sunday School.” It ought to be one or the 
other. 

L. O. Minurr, General Church Treasurer. I rise to a question of 
privilege. J have no right to speak to this Conference on this report. 

Tire Presipinc Bisnor. Will you hear Brother Miller? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

L. O. Minter. I want to eall your attention to the closing sen- 
tence of Article X., and ask this body to modify it. It is in reference 
to the duties of General Treasurer, and that paragraph reads in this 
way: 

He shall make an annual report to the board and a quadrennial 


report to the General Conference, harmonizing his form of statement 
of receipts with that of the general secretary. 
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I ask this General Conference to extend to the treasurer the 
courtesy of eliminating the latter part of that statement, and I want 
to tell you why. I believe you have been satisfied in the main with 
the reports that have come to you. I certainly, as treasurer, would 
not ask this Conference to authorize any general secretary to har- 
monize his reports with mine. I ask you to extend to the treasurer 
the same courtesy, and for this reason, that to change that, will 
cause him possibly many times to make a report to this body not in 
harmony with his own records. , 

When I leave that office, brethren, I want to leave to you a record 
in every department that will be as clear as the noonday sun to any 
man that looks into it, and I do not wish to be asked to come to 
this Conference, or any other, and make a report to you that is not 
in harmony with my own books. [Applause.] I want to say this, 
that so far as the secretary and myself are concerned, I am perfectly 
willing to do everything possible to harmonize our reports, sitting 
up as late as midnight, if possible, to do it. But I would rather 
you would leave that out, and not leave it possible for any man or 
any secretary in this coming quadrennium, or any other, to go to 
your General Treasurer and say, “You must do so and so,” when his 
records are different and his judgment will not tally with that of 
the secretary. 

Dr. J. P. Lanois, of Miami Conference. I move then that we strike 
out of article ten, the latter part of that sentence, beginning with the 
word “harmonize”—“He shall make an annual report to the board, 
and a quadrennial report to the General Conference.” I move that 
we strike out the part reading, “harmonizing his form of statement of 
receipts with that of the general secretary.” 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. You have heard the motion, that the 
article be amended so as to strike out all beginning with the word 
“harmonize.” 

Dr. 8. 8. Hoven. TI don’t think there will be any difficulty in this 
matter. The only point is, if the treasurer reports the amount of 
receipts from the annual conferences as submitted to him by the 
general secretary, then his classification of the same, and his totals 
which refer to such receipts should agree exactly with the statement 
submited to him by the general secretary. As I understand it, the 
treasurer is agreed to do that,- hence I have no objections to the 
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Tue Presiping Brsuor. Those favoring the amendment will lift 
the hand; opposed, like sign. It prevails. 

Presipent T. D. Crives, of Northeast Kansas Conference. I would 
like to call attention to item two under “Representation.” There is 
a constitutional difficulty. Our Discipline provides that we shall 
elect delegates to represent the quarterly conference, and this says 
delegates who shall be appointed by the Foreign Mission Board. I 
wish to move to amend by inserting “elected by mission conferences,” 
instead of “appointed by foreign mission boards.” 

Tue Presiprxc Bisuor. Will you kindly put that on paper if it 
should pass ? 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. It is before you now. 

Rey. J. R. Kine. If this amendment carries, then I should favor 
eliminating representation altogether until we should reach the 
strength indicated in the other artit¢le. We are not ready in our 
fields. We are agreed as missionaries—we are not ready in our field 
to have representation in the usual way until we get stronger. If 
we can’t have it in this way, then I favor not giving us representation 
at all until we can have it in the usual way. 

Presipent T. D. Orires. I thought it was an over-sight. I am 
not objecting to it, but I thought it was against the constitution. 

Rey. L. W. Sranu. The constitution provides that the annual 
conference districts of the Church—it don’t confine them as to how 
the delegates are to be elected. J see nothing in the constitution— 
I am sure the missionary constitution reported don’t conflict with the 
constitution of the Church. 

Presipent T. D. Crires. This says “appointed.” 

Rey. L. W. Srann. “All ecclesiastical power herein granted to 
enact or repeal any rule or rules of discipline is vested in a General 
Conference, which shall consist of elders and laymen elected in each 
annual conference district throughout the Church.” 

Presipent Orires. This here says “appointed,” and we wish 
“elected” put in. . 

Dr. S. S. Hover. The regulations passed already refer to an 
annual conference in this country. The question under discussion 
refers to a Foreign Mission Conference, which is not considered the 
same as an annual conference. The conditions on the foreign field 
are so different from what we have in this country that the regula- 
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tions for a foreign conference should necessarily be different, and 
since we are not, by this action, granting privileges greater than are 
enjoyed by the home conference, there should be no objection from 
the home side. This whole paragraph has been thought out care- 
fully and prayerfully,. and I think there are good reasons why it 
should stand as presented. 

Rey. E. L. Reese, of Louisiana Conference. It seems to me, as 
long as we have our present methods of e'ecting delegates, we ought 
not to make a separate rule for foreign mission territories. Some of 
them will see, no doubt, they are being differently treated and will 
be sensitive along those lines. 

The guestion is called for. 

L. O: Miter. I want to call attention to what I think is wrong. 
The Discipline for four years is incorrect. The society is designated 
as the Foreign Missionary Society of the Church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ. JI think that you should strike out the words “of the 
Church,” which would have it “the Foreign Missionary Society of 
the United Brethren in Christ.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuor. Are you ready for the amendment of 
Doctor Crites ? 

Vorces.. What is it? 

Docror Crites. My first amendment was to substitute “elected by 
Foreign Missionary Conference” instead of “appointed by Foreign 
Missionary Board.” JI thought there was a constitutional difficulty. 
I would be glad to withdraw my motion if you want it that way. 

Voices. Withdraw it. 

Docror Crrres. I will with the consent of the second, but I still 
think it would be better to have it “elected.” 

Tre Presipinc Brsuop. Will you be patient with the chairman if he 
says this has been thought out and prayed out? Do you all agree 
that it may be changed ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. J. E. Four. There is another error. - In article sixteen, “The 
relation of missionaries to the boards”—the “s” should be left off of 
the word “boards” in wherever it occurs in the article—“all mission- 
aries employed by the board,” ete. Leave the “s” off. 

Dr. J. M. Pururert, Editor of the Religious Telescope. I wish 
to eall the attention of the Conference to the second line above 
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article six on the first page: “and have the use of one page in the 
Religious Telescope each week.” There is an advertising agent in 
the Publishing House over whom the editor has no control, and 
whose contracts he must respect, and the way this is worded will 
sometimes override the contracts of the advertising agent. If this 
is interpreted in this report, and also in the Report of the Committee 
on Home Missions, which is worded in the same way, so as to make 
these pages suit the same advertising regulations of the Telescope, I 
am perfectly satisfied; but the words you have here are not quite 
suitable, as it sometimes ties up both the advertising agent and the 
editor if we leave it as it is here. 

Rey. L. W. Srauz. Suggest what you want. 

Dr. J. M. Puituipret. The only suggestion I make is that we don’t 
understand that these pages are subject to the same regulation as 
other pages. This interpretation is all. JI don’t ask for a change 
of words, if the General Conference puts this interpretation on it. 
I might say, Mr. Chairman, that all these months these missionary 
pages have been favored in the making up of the form. TI have often 
left out matter of my own which is good in order to make room for 
advertising on other pages to preserve these pages to the missionary 
societies, and I expect to continue that, but simply want it under- 
stood. 

Rev. P. M. Camp. I would like to have the Conference hear 
Brother Senseny on that. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop, Will you hear Brother Senseny ? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

J. L. Senseny, Superintendent of the U. B. Publishing House. I 
will speak but a moment; and I want to explain what Doctor 
Phillippi has brought out. The point is that they have asked for a 
page in the Religious Telescope for each of these societies. Now, 
if I understand what they mean, it is this, whether a specified page 
—17, 18, or 20—shall be their page. It does not mean that they 
intend to take an entire page every week, because if we have to give 
them that entire page, and ean’t give way to some advertisement, 
the publisher of the paper would have to throw up the advertisements 
entirely. Sometimes an advertisement comes in and it takes part 
of that page, and we have to omit something. It might occur on the 
home mission page one week and on the foreign mission or church 
erection page another week. The secretaries of these various socie- 
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ties don’t like any advertisement on their page. Now, it is for the 
General Conference to say whether we are to have advertisements 
on any page; but the publisher can’t publish the Religious Telescope 
unless he can take care of the advertisements which are secured by 
the advertising agent. The Telescope is now published at a loss. 
I am sure it would create a greater loss on the Religious Telescope 
should this item be adopted, and it should not be entertained for a 
moment. I think it is understood between the publisher and the 
editor that if an advertisement should come up casually on those 
pages it should be admitted. I believe the Conference will also 
so interpret this matter. It is only fair to the business department. 

BisHop Bein. I rise to suggest that we could easily remedy it by 
inserting, after the words “Religious Telescope,” “as near as may be 
practicable each week.” That leaves us with a common-sense in- 
terpretation. 

A Voice. I second the motion. 

Dr. J. M. Puivuerr. I am willing to let it gu this way if the 
Conference puts such an interpretation on it. 

BisHop Beit. I don’t care to urge the amendment if they are 
satisfied. 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. Are you all agreed to that interpretation ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Dr. S. S. Hougu. Some verbal changes. This report as to the 
administration part, on the third and fourth pages, was prepared 
before it was definitely known that there would be a federation or 
cooperation rather of the Woman’s Missionary Association with the 
Foreign Missionary Society. I think all you want is to grant the 
same privilege of cutting out the “s,” and where it is “or boards” 
to make it “or board”; that occurs there three times. That is a 
mere verbal change. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. &. S. Hover. Now, while I am on the floor, may I call 
attention to three other changes? Under article three, “Member- 
ship,” there is a repetition of “church of.” It should be cut out in 
harmony with what you did in the first one suggested by the treas- 
urer. And on the last page, article nineteen, you will notice it is 
“the powers and duties of a Foreign Missionary Conference.” That 
is a typographical error; it should ‘be “a Foreign Mission Confer- 
ence.” So far as I am able to discern, those are all the errors. 
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Tue Presiping Bisuor. Now, are you ready to vote upon the 
report as amended ? 

The question is called for. 

Tue Preswine Bisnop. Those favoring the adoption of the report 
as amended will lift the hand; opposed, the same sign. It is adopted. 

Rev. J. E. Four. Between these organizations there is another 
matter which is only in fairness to both organizations, and that is 
that it was definitely understood that if one had a day of prayer the 
other was to do some praying. : 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. They are agreed on it, I think. 

Rev. J. E. Four. So, when the Home has a thanksgiving day, it 
is understood that the Foreign should have a day. And I therefore 
suggest that we strike out the word “Home” and make it “a day of 
prayer for missions,” or make it the same day. There is not to be 
any offering taken, I understand. Therefore, it ought to be for the 
extension of the kingdom of Jesus Christ. 

Dr. S. S. Hover. I second the motion, Mr. Chairman. 

THe Presiping Bisuop. If you are agreed to that, just say 
“Agreed.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Dr. 8. S. Hoven. Why not make it the month of November in- 
stead of the day designated as the time of thanksgiving for prayer 
for missions in this Church? And when we go to prayer we will 
carry both foreign and home missions on our hearts. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Are you all agreed that the month of 
November shall be observed as a time of special thanksgiving and 
prayer for missions? 

Voices. , Agreed, agreed. 

THE Presiine Bisnor. Now we will have the Report of the 
Committee on Federation. 

Secretary Siddall read the Report of the Committee on Church 
Federation, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH FEDERATION. 

Inasmuch as the magnitude of the achievements wrought under 
God through the National Federation of Churches and Christian * 
Workers, during the last four years, leading up to the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America, which convened in 
Philadelphia, December 2-8, 1908, has brought a wealth of experience 
of quickened consciousness, of larger hopes, broader and dearer visions, 
stronger determinations (the worth of which in the kingdom of God 
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ean only be estimated by infinite wisdom) to solve the questions like 
those of marriage and divorcee, Sabbath desecration, social evils, 
child-labor, the relation of labor to capital, problems that are created 
by foreign immigration, the bettering of the conditions of the labor- 
ing classes, and the moral and religious training of the young, ete. 

We recommend: 

1. That we approve the purpose and plan of Federation. 

Recommended by the Interchurch Conference of 1905, adopted 
by the National Assemblies of the Constituent Bodies, 1906-1908, and 
ratified by the Federal Council at its meeting in Philadelphia, 
December 2-8, 1908. 

2. That the Board of Bishops shall appoint ten members, to which 
number we are entitled, to this Federal Council at its next session, 
December, 1912. 

8 We recommend that the $500, our apportionment of the ex- 
penses to hold Federal Council, plus the expenses of delegates to said 
convention, and expenses of all similar commissioners be paid by the 
General Church Treasurer out of the contingent funds. 

Wm. H. Wasuincer, Chairman, 
J. H. Ruepusn, Secretary. 


Rey. L. W. Stanu. I move its adoption. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presioine Bisnop. The motion is to adopt this report. Are 
there any remarks upon it? 

The question is called for. 

Tum Presipive Bisnor. I would like to ask whether the treasurer 
is here. He has to be present when this is read—the apportionment 
of $500 from our denomination to the Federation of Churches. 

L. O. Mizumre. I simply wish to state this. Tf I understand the 
bishop, it is respecting the creation of a contingent fund. You will 
remember when I made the report on General Conference delegate 
expense fund, I called your attention that you had no contingent 
fund with which to meet such an expense as this. I asked you to 
create a fund by which these expense items might be met. In the 
closing part of that report I suggested that possibly $500 a year 
would be sufficient to cover that item, but since T made that recom- 
mendation I have been informed that the expense of the Federation 
alone will-exceed that amount, and it will be wise for you therefore 
to provide seven hundred and fifty or eight hundred dollars. 

Just how you will do that remains for you to detetmine. I thought 
possibly it might be done in this way—by passing a resolution that 
the treasurer should collect, as far as possible, the unpaid balance of 
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General Conference Expense Fund for the last two quadrenniums, 
and set that aside as a contingent fund, or, if not that, to set aside 
a certain percentage of the collections from the Delegate Expense 
Fund and create a contingent fund. But you ought to have surely 
a fund of seven hundred and fifty or eight hundred dollars, that will 
be known as a contingent fund, with which to pay such items as are 
referred to at the closing part of this report, and some other items 
which the members are not expected to meet. 

E. M. Horner. I would like to ask whether-that is annually or 
quadrennially 2 

L. O. Mititrr. Annually. 

THE Presipinc Bisuop. The only point now is that we are on the 
eve of the adoption of this report without making any provision for 
the amount that is indicated here. Do you wish to adopt the report 
as it is without any provision ? 

B. H. Gruver, of Virginia Conference. I believe there is no 
motion made. Does this mean four or five thousand dollars during 
this quadrennium for the expense of the commission to these differ- 
ent councils and conventions? Is that what I understand, Brother 
Miller ? 

L. O. Miter. I will say this, Brother: I believe that this 
Church ought to go in this Federation movement with the same heart 
and spirit that any other denomination does, and send to that Federa- 
tion Council a representation from this body. The provisions of the 
Church Federation require that $50 for each representative from 
each denomination is necessary to meet the current expenses of that 
Federated Council. You ought to have a representative body in that 
general council the same as the other denominations, and, in doing so, 
meet their legitimate expenses. 

Rey. J. R. Cuampers, of Neosho Conference. Does that council 
meet every year? 


L. O. Mitre. Tt does. 


Bishop Maruews. Every three years it meets, but the Executive 
Committee will meet every year. But the contributions are annual. 
The thirty-three denominations all agreed to it, and our representa- 
tion agreed to it on condition that this General Conference would 
endorse that agreement and indicate the amount, and so Doctor 
Sanders, whose duty it is as secretary, apportioned this. There are 
ten delegates representing our denomination; that would make eight 
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hundred, and the expense of these delegates to the council and others 
would inerease it. 
Dr. R. J. Wurre. I wish to introduce the following resolution: 


That such a per cent. of the General Conference Expense Fund be 
set aside as is necessary to meet the absolute expenses of the Com- 
mission on Chureh Federation.

_ of the Committee on Itineracy? 

Secretary Siddall read the Report of the Committee on Itineracy, 
as tollows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ITINERACY. 


We, your Committee on Itineracy, beg to submit the following 
report: 

First.—Section II., paragraph five, page 63, second line—that the 
word “account” be stricken out and the word “record” be inserted. 
The paragraph will then read as follows: He shall sit as president 
at the trial of members, and see that a correct record of same is kept. 

Paragraph twelve, page 64, Section II., be so changed as to read: 

“Fe shall preach annually a missionary sermon at each appoint- 
ment, and by a careful study of conditions use such plans as shall 
edueate his people in the privilege of giving, and secure the largest 
possible contribution. The publication of the names of the donors 
shall be left to the option of each annual conference. He shall be 
held to strict account for the faithful performance of his duties.”

Rv. W. CO. Miter, of West Nebraska Conference. I move its 
adoption. 

Seconded. 

Tre Presipinc Bisuor. It is moved and seconded that this report 
be adopted. Those favoring its adoption will lift the hand. 

Rev. J. L. Burxer. I wish to move to amend this report to 
harmonize with the action the other day. 


In view of the change made in Chapter V., page 33, concerning the 
Official Board, we recommend the following change in Chapter VIL., 
page 63, paragraph four: Strike out these words in lines one and two, 
“he leader and steward or stewards of each class or station in con- 
nection: with,” so it will read, “he in connection with the official 
board shall,” ete. (Signed) J. L. Burxet, 

©. iE. Hise: 
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Rav. J. J. Roperts, of White River Conference. JI second the 
motion, and also the same as to item three, Section II., Chapter VII., 
page 64, in the Report on Church Erection—“He in connection with 
the official board,” instead of “with leader and steward.” It should 
be the same in both instances. 

THE Presipinc BisHop. Are you all agreed? Just say “Agreed.” 

‘Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rev. J. G. Huser. I would like to call attention to the word 
“annually” and the letter “s” in the last paragraph of the report— 
“He shall preach annually a missionary sermon at each appointment.” 
That idea ought to be obsolete. J would like to change it by leaving 
out the words “annually a,” and add the letter “s” to “sermon”— 
“He shall preach missionary sermons at each appointment.” 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. Are you agreed to that? Just say 
“Acreed.” 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipine Bisnop. Those favoring the adoption of this report 
as amended will lift their hand; opposed, like sign. It is adopted. 

Dr. R. J. Wuirr. I beg leave to reconsider the vote just taken on 
the motion that I made about that expense. The treasurer has in- 
formed me that it would be very much better, he thinks, to have a 
resolution like this, that one-fourth of one per cent. of the receipts 
of all these church boards be taken to meet this expense, that it be 
not all taken out of one fund. ; 

Tuer Presipine Bisnor. Do you all agree that we shall reconsider 
the vote? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

THe Presipine Bisnop. Now make your motion. 

Dr. R. J. Were. That this be substituted in place of that: 


That one-fourth of one per cent. of all the receipts of the different 


funds coming into the treasurer’s hands be set aside for a Contingent

Rev. W. F. Gruver. I wonder if it is understood that in some of 
these States it costs anywhere from two and a half to six dollars 
to have a trustee appointed by the court, and that appointment 
recorded. And if you make this an election annually without the 
knowledge of some of these boards of trustees, there will be constant 
changes, and you had better leave this subject to the laws of the 
State. I raise the question if the court will not have to make a 
new record of this, and if it does it costs for every trustee in the 
State of West Virginia. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. Some of the gentlemen couldn’t- under- 
stand what that meant. Some of them thought the law now in the 
Discipline constituted it to mean election every year, and some 
thought it didn’t mean every year; T have always held that way 
myself. I have been presiding elder, and served as presiding elder, 
and held that the Discipline requires that it means every year, and 
I wish that those three words be added. » It says “annual election.” 
Tt don’t add any expense in the State I live in. There never was 
any expense to make a board of trustees in our State. 

Rev. L. W. Srant. I move to strike out that item of the report.

TWENTY-FIFTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


Rev. L. W. Stauzu. Now, I think our present Discipline reaches 
the law of almost every State. You ought to elect them annually 
under our Discipline. If we want to continue them for twenty-five 
years we can. I think it is the best that we can* get. 

Rev. J. L. Branpenpurc. What is in there is just what we want. 
Unless you change the number of trustees it doesn’t cost you any- 
thing; if you diminish or increase, then you pay the extra, but with 
the same number of trustees in the State of Indiana you ean go right 
along, year after year, electing them, if you don’t change the board. 

Rey. W. E. Sranuey, of Upper Wabash. I know that to be differ- 
ent in Indiana, for, during the eight years I have been on the 
district, every time we have elected a new trustee we have been com- 
pelled to pay for the recording of his name. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. I favor Brother Stahl’s amendment. We have 
now precisely what we want. If you don’t want to continue a trustee 
longer than a year, you can elect another,~for he holds office at the 
pleasure of the quarterly conference [Voices. Sure, sure.], and if 
you desire to keep him, you can keep him for twenty-five years. You 
can’t improve upon this by any action you may have here to-night. 
Let us keep what we have, it is good enough. 

Rey. J. L. Branpensure. I was presiding elder fourteen years. 
I searched the law from top to bottom in the State of Indiana, and 
I never was required, or my board, to pay when we did not change 
the board. 

Rev. J. T. Roperts. A good many years ago I investigated this, 
and a lawyer told me when a change was made it had to be made in 
the recorder’s office, and we have always done that, and one name costs 
us fifty cents. 

Rey. D. W. Cunnineuam, of West Virginia Conference. Whenever 
we have an election of the officers of the Board of Trustees, whether 
it is the same board or not, it has to become a matter of record. 

Rey. Grorcr Gricer, of Southeast Ohio Conference. We are re- 
quired by the law to hold the election annually, which gives our 
trustees trouble every time we incorporate a church under our form 
in the Discipline. We believe it is what we need in Ohio. Besides ~ 
that, we will lose our incorporation unless we organize each year, 
and that costs one dollar whether we elect or not if we maintain 
our incorporation. 


Tue Preswine Bisuop. Are you ready? Those favoring the 
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motion of Brother Stahl to strike out this item to lift the hand; 
opposed, like sign. It is stricken out, and the report is voted down, 
for there is nothing left. 

Dr. W. O. Frizs. I move that we do now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Proressor Keppent. Will that suspension of the rules we had 
yesterday, to meet at eight o’clock to-day, continue until Monday? 
Tf not, I move that when we adjourn we adjourn to meet at eight 
o’clock for business.

Monpay, May 24, 1909. 


Conference convened at eight a.m. Devotional exercises conducted 
by Rev. J. N. Hanes, of Colorado Conference.

and we would like the consent of the Conference that the boundary 
remain as it now is.

Rey. C. E. Hetsen, of Oklahoma Conference. Do we understand 
Mr. Bennett to mean that by this the boundary lines remain as they 
are? 

THe Presipinc Bisnor. It seems to me that it would be much 
easier for Neosho to take care of that part lying up near its boundary 
than Oklahoma Conference. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. The Oklahoma delegates requested to con- 
sider it at their conference. Brother Heisel is the presiding elder 
and is supposed to know what they want. 

Tue Presiping Brsuopr, Any further corrections? If not the 
record will stand approved, Bishop Castle has a word for the 
Conference. 

Bishop Castle spoke as follows. 


Brethren, just one word in this moment of your haste. TI want 
to bring to you a little bit of a message, to bring to you three 
scriptures that I hope you will remember; it may be my last message ; 
it will be to this General Conference, I am sure, and I think these 
scriptures will help you in the battle of life. I want you to remem- 
ber Numbers 11:14 where the greatest leader of the ages was up 
against difficulties that were frustrating and very harrassing to him, 
and in the midst of his grief and overwhelmed condition, he cried 
out, “I am not able.” Did any of you ever come there? If you 
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have not, you will come there during this year and during this quad- 
rennium to places where you will say, “I am not able.’ Now, I 
want to send you across the centuries for some help. I want to 
have you turn to IJ. Corinthians, the ninth chapter, and eighth 
verse: “And God is able to make all grace abound towards you 
that ye always having all sufficiency in all things, may abound to 
every good work.” 

Now, when you are not able, when I am not able, go across to that 
scripture and say, He is able. And finally, I want you to consider 
at this place, Matthew 9:28, where two blind men came to Jesus 
and wanted their eyes opened, and he said to them, “Believest thou 
that I am able to do this?’ He is able. Do you believe it? 
[ Voices. Yes, yes.}| Do you believe it, brethren? Let us go with 
that message, “Believest thou that I am able to do this?’ And those 
three scriptures I want you to take in range through the years, and 
you ministers may find sermons in them. Numbers 11:14, II. 
Corinthians, 9:8; Matthew 9:28: “I am not able’; “He is able’; 
“Believest thou that I am able?” 

IT thank you for these moments, for I will think of you, for it 
has been a mount of transfiguration to me. J cannot tell you how 
I have been delighted to look into your faces and take your hands. 
Some of these days we shall vanish, and then we shall come again. 
The Lord bless you all and preserve us unto eternal life. 


Dr. W. R. Func. Mr. Chairman, are you under miscellaneous 
business ?

Mrs. Atva KaurrMan. Because four years ago the wrong consti- 
tution was printed in the Discipline, it is thought best that I read 
our entire constitution, because you will not be able to follow it at 
all. The articles of incorporation remain as they are. 

Mrs. Kauffman then read the constitution, as follows: 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE WoMan’s Misstonary ASSOCIATION. 
ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION, 

1. The name by which this corporation shall be known is “The 
Woman’s Missionary Association of the United Brethren in Christ,” 
and the said corporation is not for profit. ; 

2. The principal business of the said corporation is to be trans- 
acted in the city of Dayton, County of Montgomery, State of Ohio. 

3. Said corporation is formed for the purpose of engaging and 
uniting the efforts of women in sending missionaries into all the 
world, and supporting said missionaries and other laborers in said 
mission fields, and of securing by gift, bequest, and otherwise, the 
funds necessary for the purposes aforesaid. 

4. Said corporation is to have no capital stock. 


CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 
Name. 
This association shall be known as “The Woman’s Missionary 
Association of the United Brethren in Christ,” according to its 


article of incorporation under the laws of the State of Ohio. 
Its general offices shall be located at Dayton, Ohio. 


ARTICLE IT, 


Purposes and Functions. 

This Association is for the purpose of engaging and uniting the 
efforts of the women, the young women, and the Junior Christian 
Endeavorers of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, in help- 
ing to send and support missionaries in both the foreign and the home 
fields, to assist in the carrying forward of the work in said fields, and 
of securing by gift, bequest, and otherwise the funds necessary to 
aid such missionary operations. This Association shall work in co- 
operation with the Foreign Missionary Society and the Home Mis- 
sionary Society of the United Brethren in Christ, wpon whose boards 
and Executive Committees it shall have one-third representation. It 
shall disseminate among the women, young women, and the Junior 
Christian Endeavorers of the Church, literature and information 
concerning the needs of the mission fields where operating, and 
conduet any and all other work that usually belongs to such an 
organization. 

It is empowered by its articles of incorporation to receive by gift, 
bequest or purchase, real and personal property, and hold the same 
for the uses and purposes of said Association, the same as any other 
corporation of like character. 
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ARTICLE IL. 
Relation to the Church. 


This Association shall work under the direction of the General 
Conference of said Church, to which the general secretary shall 
submit quadrennial reports. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Membership. 

The annual dues for membership in said Association shall be $1.00. 

The payment of $10.00 at one time, or by installments within five 
years, shall constitute a life membership. 

The payment of $25.00 at one time, or by installments within five 
years, shall constitute a life directorship. 

The payment of $100.00 at one time, or by installments within five 
years, shall constitute a life patronship. 

A certificate is given at the time of payment in full, and this 
certificate does not exempt from annual dues. 

Life patrons shall have all the privileges of full members of the 
Board of Managers; life directors shall be advisory members of the 
same. Life patrons and life directors shall have privileges of full 
members, and life members shall be advisory members of the branch 
within whose bounds they reside. 


ARTICLE V. 
Organization. 


The organization of this Association shall consist of a Board of 
Managers, Conference Branch, and Loeal societies and bands, to be 
organized under the constitution for each, hereto attached. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Board of Managers. 

The Board of Managers shall consist of the Board of Trustees, 
the life patrons, and three delegates from each branch society, who 
shall be elected to the branch annual meeting preceding the meeting 
of the board. 

Said board shall meet annually at such time and place as shall 
be designated. 

ARTIGLE VII. 
Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Trustees shall consist of nine members, who shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of the Board of Managers, 
six of whom shall be residents of Dayton, Ohio, or vicinity. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Duties of Board of Trustees. 


The Board of Trustees so elected, shall asemble before the close 
-of the annual meeting of the Board of Managers, and organize by the 
election of all the officers provided for in Article IX.

It shall appropriate funds of the Association as the interests of 
the same may demand, and attend to the administration of the affairs 
of the Association. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Officers. 

The officers of the Association shall consist of a president, three 
vice-presidents, a general secretary, a recording secretary, a treas- 
urer, and a chairman of the Board of Trustees, all to be elected by 
the Board of Trustees, as provided for in Article VIII. The office of 
general secretary and treasurer may be held by one person. 


ARTICLE X. 
Duties of Officers. 

1. The president shall preside at all meetings of the Board of 
Managers, and shall have general oversight of the work during the 
year. 

In the absence of the president, one of the vice-presidents shall 
assume her duties, and in case no vice-president is present a presi- 
dent pro-tem shall be elected. 

9. It shall be the duty of the general secretary, under the super- 
vision of the Board of Trustees, to attend to all of the business con- 
nected with the Asociation, donations, keep all documents pertaining 
to the Association, attend to all correspondence. She shall submit 
annual reports to the Board of Managers, to the Foreign and Home 
Missionary societies, and quadrennial reports to the General Confer- 
ence. She shall have power to call special meetings of the Board 
of Trustees. 

3. It shall be the duty of the recording secretary to keep minutes 
of the proceedings of the annual meeting of the Board of Managers, 
and of the regular and called meetings of the Board of Trustees. 

4. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to receive all funds coming 
into the Association, and transmit the same’ to the General Church 
Treasurer, by whom they are to be disbursed for work in the foreign 
and the home fields on orders of the executive committees of the 
respective societies. The administration expenses of The Woman’s 
Missionary Association shall be under the exclusive control of the 
Board of Trustees; said expenses to be met by the General Church 
Treasurer on orders from the treasurer of The Woman’s Missionary 
Association. 

5. The chairman of the Board of Trustees shall preside at all 
meetings of the trustees, and in her absence a temporary chairman 


shall be elected. 
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ARTICLE XI. 
Special Funds. 
All donations, bequests, and funds contributed to any special 


object of the Association shall be held sacred to the uses and purposes 
intended by the donor. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Department of Literature. 

-1. The object of this department is to fully inform the women 
of the Church on the subject of missions, and thus stimulate them 
to greater efforts. Its office is to encourage the use of missionary 
literature, and to increase the circulation of the Woman’s Evangel, 
missionary leaflets, and missionary books in the study course. 

2. The officers of this department shall be the General Literature 
Committee, branch secretaries of literature, and local secretaries of 
literature. The head of the department shall be the General Litera- 
ture Committee. This shall be composed of three members, the 
department secretary, who shall be elected by the Board of Managers, 
the editor of the Evangel, the third to be appointed by the Board of 
Trustees. This committee shall choose a chairman and a treasurer. 

3. This committee shall plan the work of the department, provide 
all the literature and helps of The Woman’s Missionary Association, 
except the Woman’s Evangel. Through the department secretary of 
literature, this committee shall send out plans and suggestions to 
Branch secretaries of literature, assist in developing the work in the 
branches, and make an annual report to the Board of Managers. All 
money received from the sale of literature shall be retained by the 
General Committee for the maintenance of the work. When neces- 


sary, an appropriation shall be granted them from the surplus Evan- 
gel fund. 


ARTICLE XIIt. 
Department of Young Women. 

1. The object of this department shall be to enlist the young 
women in the cause of missions, to lead them to personal consecra- 
tion, and to raise funds for missionary work. 

2. The-head of this department shall be a secretary, who shall be 
elected by the Board of Managers. 

3., The secretary shall send out plans and suggestions to branch 
secretaries of young women, aid in developing the work in the branch- 
es, conduct the Young Women’s Department in the Evangel, subject 


to the approval of the editor. She shall make an annual report to 
the Board of Managers. . 


ARTICLE XIy. 
Department of Junior Christian Endeavor. 


1. The purpose of this department shall be to educate the children 
in missionary work, and to train them in definite prayer and sys- 
tematic giving for missions. 
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2. The head of this department shall be a secretary, who shall 
be elected by the Board of Managers. 

3.° It shall be the duty of the secretary to send out plans and 
suggestions to Junior Missionary superintendents, and develop the 
work of this department, and she shall work in harmony with the 
general superintendent of Junior Christian. Endeavor. She shall 
prepare programs for the monthly missionary meetings, have charge 
of the Junior Department in the Evangel, subject to the approval 
of the editor. She shall make an annual report to the Board of 
Managers. 


ARTICLE XV. 
Method of Amendment. 


This constitution may be altered or amended at any annual meet- 
ing of the Board of Managers by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present. 


BRANCH CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be called the ——-—— Conference Branch of 
The Woman’s Missionary Association of the United Brethren in 
Christ. 


ARTICLE II. 


The object of this society is to awaken an interest among women, 
young women, and the Junior Christian Endeavorers in behalf of 
Christian missions, and to raise funds for their support. 


ARTICLE II. 


The membership of’ this society shall consist of the members of the 
Association within the limits of this conference district. 


ARTICLE IV. 

1. The officers of this society shall be a president, two vice-presi- 
dents, a secretary, a treasurer, a secretary of literature, and a secre- 
tary of young women, who shall constitute an Executive Committee 
to supervise the entire work of the Association within the conference 
district. It shall be their duty to make earnest efforts to secure the 
organization of local societies in all the United Brethren congrega- 
tions within the bounds of the conference. 

2. The duties of the president shall be those usual to the office. 

3 In the absence of the president the vice-president shall assume 
her duties. 

4. It shall be the duty of the secretary of this society to keep a 
correct record of its proceedings, and the proceedings of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and submit an annual report to the general secretary 
of the Board of Managers not less than ten days before the annual 
meeting of the board. 
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5. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to receive and hold the 
funds of the society, and transmit the same quarterly to the treasurer 
of the board; the last remittance to be sent in not less than ten days 
before the meeting of the Board of Managers. 

All moneys. given by any woman’s organization, for either foreign 
or home missions, shall be sent to the branch treasurer. 

The branch treasurer shall submit quarterly reports to the conference 
foreign and home missionary treasurers in order that the charge 
may have due credit in the missionary standards as adopted by the 
missionary boards. ; 

6. The branch secretary of literature shall have oversight of the 
work in her department. She shall select and secure missionary 
literature and helps for sale during the year, and supply the sales 
table which she shall conduct at the branch meeting. She shall see, 
by correspondence, that a secretary of literature is established in 
each local, and plan for the extension of the work. She shall in- 
crease the circulation of the Woman’s Evangel, endeavor to obtain 
a wider reading of missionary leaflets, and urge the use of the books 
of the Mission Study Course. She shall keep a record of the work 
of the Literature Department in the locals, make annual reports to 
the branch, and-to the department secretary of literature. 

7. The branch secretary of young women shall develop the work 
of this department in her branch. She shall make quarterly reports 
to the branch secretary in an annual report to the secretary of the 
Young Women’s Department. 


ARTICLE Y. 

This society shall hold annual meetings to elect its officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, and to transact any business 
pertaining to its work. Its members shall consist of the officers: 
and three delegates from each local society, two delegates from each 
Young Women’s Band, two delegates from each Junior Christian 
Endeavor Society, the life patrons and life directors of said branch. 
The life members of the branch shall be advisory members. 


ARTICLE VI.” 


This society shall provide for the expenses of its delegates to the 
annual meeting of the Board of Managers by a contingent fund 
derived from the loeals within the branch. 


Locat Constirution, 
ARTICLE I, 

This society shall be called the ———_— Local Society of 
Branch Society of The Woman’s Missionary Association of the 
United Brethren in Christ, Any woman may become a member of 
the same by consenting to the constitution of said Association. 
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ARTICLE Il. 


The officers of this society. shall consist of a president, two vice- 
presidents, a secretary, a treasurer, a secretary of literature, and two 
or more collectors. 


ARTICLE’ Ii. 


1. The duties of the president-shall be those usual to the office. 

2. In the absence of the president the vice-president shall assume 
her duties... 

3. It shall be the duty of the secretary to keep a record of the 
proceedings of each meeting, the names of the members, the life 
members, life directors, and life patrons, and report quarterly to the 
secretary of the branch society. 

4. Jt shall be the duty of the treasurer to hold all moneys of the 
society and transmit quarterly all funds, except the local contingent, 
to the treasurer of the branch society. 

5. The local secretary of literature shall keep the society informed 
as to the best missionary literature, and urge the purchase of sufficient 
quantity to supply the needs of the society. She shall secure and 
maintain the largest number of Evangel subscriptions possible, and 
urge the use of the Mission Study Course. She shall keep in touch, 
and work in harmony with the plans of the branch secretary of 
literature, and report to her at least annually. 

6. It shall be the duty of the collectors to visit members of the 
church and solicit names, collect quarterly dues, and report the 
number of visits and amount collected at each quarterly meeting. 


ARTICLE IV. 


1. Any young woman may become a member of this society by 
the payment of five cents per month. 
2. Any child may become a member by the payment of two cents 


per month. 


ARTICLE Y. 


This society shall meet quarterly for business, and shall arrange 
its year with reference to the annual meeting of the branch society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


This society shall appoint a missionary superintendent of Junior 
Qhristian Endeavor, who shall have charge of this department of 
said society, hold the missionary funds, and report quarterly to the 
treasurer of the local society. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Any man may become an_ honorary member by the payment of 
regular dues. 
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ConstTITUTION FoR YouNG Women’s Mission Banps, 


ARTICLE f. 


This society shall be called the Young Women’s Mission Band 
of ———_—— 


ARTICLE TI. 
The object of this society shall be to enlist young women in the 


cause of missions, to lead them to personal consecration, and to 
raise funds for the Woman’s Missionary Association. 


ARTICLE Ii. 


Any young woman may become a member of this society by the 
payment of five cents per month. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The officers of this society shall be a president, two vice-presidents, 
a secretary, a treasurer, a secretary of literature, and two or more 
collectors. 


ARTICLE VY. 


The president shall preside at all meetings, and have general over- 
sight of the society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The vice-presidents shall act in their order in the absence of the 
president. 


ARTICLE VIL. 
The secretary shall keep a record of members, keep minutes of each 
meeting, and give notice gf meetings. She shall send quarterly 


reports, also. prepare an annual report with the names of the offcers 
to the branch secretary of young women. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
The treasurer shall receive all funds and render a report each 


month. She shall transmit all moneys quarterly, except the local 
contingent, to the branch treasurer. 


By-Laws. 


1. This band shall hold regular meetings once a month. The 
annual meeting shall be in March, so as to send reports through 
branch officers to the Board of Managers. At this meeting officers 
shall be elected for the ensuing year, and annual reports be read. 

2. This band shall be entitled to two delegates to the branch 
meeting, who shall be elected at the meeting preceding the branch 
meeting. 

3. By young women is meant women above fifteen years. 

4, Any young man may become an honorary member by the 
payment of regular dues. 


These by-laws may be supplemented according to local needs. 
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Rev. J. I. L. Resster. I move this be adopted and become a 
part of the Discipline. 

Seconded. 

Dr. 8. S. Hoven, of Allegheny Conference. Just this one word: 
This will be a substitute then for everything that is in the Discipline? 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. I so understand it. 

Dr. S. S. Hoven. And also by mutual agreement of the two 
societies it was designated that the Junior Christian Endeavor 
Society should be cultivated by the Woman’s Missionary Association. 
1 thought that statement should be made because it was yutually 
agreed upon in the joint committee. 

R. H. Bennurr. May I ask the doctor a question? I thought 
you used the word “cultivate” ? 

Docror Hoven. I merely mean “cultivate” in the sense of protect 
the educational work and offering. 

R. H. Bewverr. It has nothing to do with the organization 4 

Docror Houcu. No. 

Tur Presiwivc Bisnop. Mrs. Albert is here, the editor of the 
Evangel. Perhaps she has something to say before it is adopted. 

Mrs. Mary Ausert, Editor of the Woman’s Evangel. I think it 
was perfectly agreeable to both the Home and Foreign Boards, and 
“we appreciate very much their hearty agreement that the women 
should have the Junior Department for a field of cultivation. We feel 
that the children, in a very vital sense, belong to the women, and they 
can do a great deal of work with them, and so we appreciate very 
ereatly that you have enlarged our field by adding the Juniors to it. 

Tur Presipinc Bisuor. All favoring the adoption of this will 
say “Aye”; contrary, “No.” Tt is adopted. 

Con. Cownen, of Miami Conference. I have a resolution in my 
hand which I would like to hand to the secretary signed by three 
members of this body. I will ask Doctor Paul to speak to it and 
explain it. 

Secretary Siddall read the resolution, as follows: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this General Conference that 
Chicamauga Conference should have the active support and assistance 


of the different boards of the Church.

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Dr. S. W. Paut, of East Tennessee Conference. I wish to take 
but a few moments of time in explanation of this resolution. 
As you know I have been in the midst of this conference 
for the last three years, and also in the midst of the colored people 
all my life. I have been very sorry to know that we are the only 
church of any size that has not an active, vigorous work among the 
colored people of the South. The Free Methodist Church, with only 
about forty thousand, has a very strong, vigorous work that is bringing 
returns to their church in every way, and even the Wesleyan Metho- 
dist Church has quite a strong work. Thus far, we have not aecom- 
plished very much, and yet we have a number of strong, good men, 
and I have been exceedingly anxious that this General Conference 
put its sympathy and hearty endorsement on the work of the colored 
people of the South, for I surely believe that a few dollars could not 
possibly be invested in any field that would bring: larger returns to 
this denomination, that is to say in dollars and cents. I would 
say it without any fear of contradiction, for there is not a people 
-beneath the sun that contributes more money, according to their 
ability, towards the gospel of Jesus Christ than the colored people 
cf the South. 

I remember very well of walking into a little church a few months 
ago, into the Sunday school; there was just a handful of 
men and women, pick-and-shovel men and wash-women; and after 
the preacher preached the sermon, he said: “I want to raise five 
hundred dollars to meet the indebtednes on this property.” I did 
not believe there was twenty dollars in the crowd, but in twenty. 
minutes by the watch five hundred dollars in cash were on the table 
in front of the pulpit. That is simply characteristic of the people, 
and they are calling upon us; our Church appeals to them, and I 
rejoice in the truth that there isn’t a church in the land whose record 
is cleaner along this line than ours. It is as white as’ the snow. 
But, brethren, I submit to you, is our work done among the colored 
people because the crack of the slave-driver’s whip is no longer 
heard? because the heart-rending groans of broken-hearted mothers 
and children is a thing of the past? Is our work done as a denom- 
ination? We need to do our part in the evangelization, in the civil- 
ization, and up-lifting of those people, of which there are something 
like eight millions in the South. Why not? And I submit to you 
again, you can say what you will about the race problem, you can 
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disfranchise the colored men as men, or you can break off their 
influence; but the solving of the racial problem of this country is in 
giving them the gospel of Jesus Christ, and the churches of this 
country can do more in solving that problem and elevating to citizen- 
ship in this country in a way that will be a credit to ourselves and 
protect them, and we ean do that. Wherever you come in contact 
with the class of colored people who have had this influence brought 
to bear upon them and have enjoyed it, they make us good citizens. 
That is right and that is true everywhere. I simply want this 
General Conference to put its approval and support and hearty 
endorsement on the work among the colored people in the South- 
land. We cannot afford to do otherwise, and I pray to-day that we 
may go away from this General Conference with the endorsement of 
this Church on our work as we ought to do. [Voices. Amen.] 

Rev. H. Housvron, of Chicamauga Conference. I have lived among 
the colored people of the South for years. I was born in that 
blessed old section of our country. I took part in the great battle 
for freedom; I was a saved man twenty-four years; and I never had 
crossed the Ohio River until I came to this Conference. I was a 
minister in East Tennessee and -was ordained by Bishop Clark. 
Bishop Simpson, of Philadelphia, of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
came there. We had no churches; everything was torn to pieces by 
the war; white and black were wondering what we would do, and J 
was ushered out in the front ranks to bring up and gather the frag- 
ments together. We went to work and we bought an old dilapidated 
church that was used for a prison in the city of Chattanooga in 1865. 
We went to work without a dollar, and we just kept working and 
working and working, and to-day there stands on a beautiful hill in 
touch of the court-house, just one square from the center of Chat- 
tanooga, a building that is worth forty-five thousand dollars. We 
are workers if you give us a chance and don’t press us too hard. 
The Methodist Episcopal Church has poured’in the money. 

I went to the post-office one morning and I got a little slip of 
printing, and it said, “What are you colored people trying to do 
for yourselves?” TJ didn’t know what it meant. I was-just out of 
slavery, and I carried it to Colonel Stanley, the Colonel in the regi- 
ment, and he said, “T know what it means.” I said, “Help me read 
i422 He told me what it meant. I sat down and wrote over to Phila- | 
delphia and Doctor McCabe answered it; he sent me a blank, and in 
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fourteen days I had the money to make the first payment, and from 
that on we went ahead and we are going along, and a few years ago 
they had to put up a larger extension. They called a rally, and as 
Brother Paul says, five hundred dollars were raised at one time, 
thirteen hundred dollars in six weeks’ notice were brought in by the 
colored people to pay off the debt, and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church gave a thousand dollars. 

The United Brethren Church went down to Chattanooga and 
bought a lot in a prominent place of the town and built the colored 
people a beautiful little brick church, and now they have got that 
church all right, and a big congregation and a nice school going on. 
The Congregational Church away back in 1867, under the manage- 
ment of John Howard, I believe it was, built a beautiful church 
and they stuck to it. And that is not all. They distribute litera- 
ture among the people; and what we want is something that can 
keep our people together. We have been struggling and I have 
had hard work. 

Bishop Weekley and I, one Sunday afternoon, like Jesus 
Christ going along the river and gathering up those mighty fisher- 
men, gathered up people from the streets that I knew, local 
preachers and ordained a few of them, and they have gone over on 
the other side. But we are here and we want your help and your 
sympathy. We want your help and we want the United Brethren 
Church to recognize our colored people, and do just what we can do. 
God bless you. 

Rey. W. C. Minter, of West Nebraska. TI call for a reading of the 
resolution again. 

Secretary Snyder read the resolution. 

Question called for. 

Rev. H. R. Huss, of West Virginia. I just have two or three words 
to state. One is in regard to the position that the United Brethren 
in Christ has ever sustained towards the colored man. The Church 
stood for his liberation first and last and all the time, but we have 
not taken much part in their salvation since their liberation and their 
freedom. It is a query in my mind, if there are as many as six 
to ten millions of colored people in the South, why in the name of 
common sense should we go clear to Africa to find a colored man. 
Why should there not be an effort made to do something for those 
poor people in the South. There is a wonderful struggle over the 
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African now in our own country, and I feel that this resolution 
ought to go through, and these brethren ought to support it. [| Ap- 
plause. | 

Tue Preswing BisHop. As many as favor it will say “Aye”; 
cpposed, “No.” It is adopted. 

Pror. Marx Knerenr. I wish the Conference would bear with me 
for just about three minutes before I make a motion. I know that 
many of the brethren feel that I have been too insistent upon this 
matter of the delegates’ expenses, but I would like to talk about three 
minutes before making a motion. 

Jur Presipinc Bisuor. What is your pleasure? 

Vorors. No, no. 

Ture Presiping Bisuor. Can’t you present the motion at once? 

Proressor Keprren. Then I will have to take five minutes, and 
it would only take three minutes before. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. All right, three minutes. 

Proressor Kepren. I don’t want to be misunderstood in regard to 
it. I have paid my debts to the last cent, always, and expect to do 
it. We want everything honest in the sight of God and man, but 
by taking the figures and going back over them for 1905, and the 
assessment was at the rate of five cents and three mills per member 
throughout the membership of the Church, and in many of the con- 
ferences there was a difference in the assessment of from twenty-two to 
twenty-three and four cents per member, and those conferences have 
paid as high as eight or nine cents per member. I find also that the 
strong conferences of the Church are paying from ten to twelve cents 
per member, while these same weak conferences are paying from 
fifteen to twenty-two or three cents per member, and it seems to me 
that the mistake was made in making the assessment in 1905. For 
instance, Colorado was assessed $185 then, and only $120 in 1909, 
and I would like to offer the following: 


Resolved, That in reassessing the deficit the committee compute the 
assessment against the delinquent conferences at twice the general 
average assessment per member for the whole Church, and that only 
the amount of delinquency due under such rate of assessment be 
reassessed against any delinquent conference.

Tur Presipinc Bisnor. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. Are you ready to vote? 
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Rey. M. L. Garperson, of Michigan Conference. I move it be laid 
on the table. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presipine Bistop. As many as favor the motion to lay it on 
the table will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is not tabled. 

W. H. Utricu, of Hast Pennsylvania Conference. If I am not 
very much mistaken this Conference has already, several days ago, 
fixed that assessment—the basis of that assessment by a motion or 
resolution made by Brother Keppel, and I inquire if that is not so. 
If I am right, then he is out of order. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers, of Neosho Conference. The resolution re- 
ferred to by Brother Ulrich referred exclusively to the assessment 
for the coming quadrennium, and nothing about the last Brother 
Keppel moved in regard to this delinquency. 

Rev. R. A. Hirr, of Southeast Ohio Conference. It is true that 
the committee made the assessment before. We have already received 
our assessment and whatever is not paid we owe, and our conference 
was the only conference that was assessed upon which the assess- 
ment was raised, and we owe $140 or $150 yet and we expect to pay it. 

Rey. Eni Goon, of Michigan Conference. TI think Michigan Con- 
ference’s part of the former assessment was about as much as any. 
Four years ago we felt somewhat mortified that our assessment was 
not paid, but I have been determined that if I had any influence with 
Michigan Conference that our assessment should be paid, and we 
stand to-day with our assessment over-paid, and IT am glad of Piles 
and I think with the heavy assessment which we bore that these 
other conferences ought not to repudiate their assessment when they~ 
are not any higher than ours. We have paid over seventeen and a 
half cents a member in Michigan Conference for this General Con- 
ference assessment in the last three years, 

Tur Presipine BisHorp. Are you ready to vote? Ag many as 
favor it will say “Aye”; contrary, “No,” 

L. O, .Minuzr, General Church Treasurer. Brethren of the Con- 
ference: I believe that T understand this proposition about as well 
as any member of this General Conference, and T want to say this? 
no matter what the past assessment was, whether it was equitable or 
not, a number of the conferences that have been assessed beyond 
that which they ought to have been have paid their assessments 
largely in full, and I think it would be an Injustice, a gross injustice 
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to the conferences which have come so nearly paying out their full 
assessment, to relieve those who have paid but a very small portion. 
One conference in this entire denomination paid only three per 
cent. of the amount assessed against them, while other conferences 
that may have been assessed out of proportion have paid within a few 
dollars of a hundred per cent. I believe you will do the right thing, 
and it would be a matter of equity if you will leave this as it is, 
and to continue to collect all of these unpaid balances. 

The question is called for. 

THe Presipine Bisuor. A division is called for. As many as 
favor Professor Keppel’s resolution will stand and be counted; as 
many as oppose it will stand. It is lost. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnor. Now we will hear the Report on Church 
Erection. 

Secretary Siddall read the Report of Committee Number 16 on 
Church Erection, as follows: 


REPORT OF GOMMITTEE ON CHURCH ERECTION. 
On page 123 substitute for Article VIL, Section 1, the following: 


ARTICLE VII. 
Branch Societies. 

Section 1. Each annual conference of the Church is hereby con- 
stituted a branch of the general society, and shall elect a Board of 
Directors of not less than five of its members. This board shall 
organize by electing a president, secretary, and treasurer. It shall 
also adopt rules of regulation for its government in harmony with 
the rules and government of the general board. The branch secretary 
and treasurer shall submit annual reports to their conference boards, 
and to the secretary of the general board. 


The following is substituted for Article VIIL: 


ARTICLE VII. 
Haster Offering. 

1. It shall be the duty of each annual conference to make it in- 
cumbent upon every pastor, and all of our churches to observe Church 
Erection Day, on or about Easter, at which time offerings shall he 
taken in all of our churches, Sunday schools, and Young People’s 
societies for church erection. An average of ten cents per member 
shall be the minimum standard to be obtained for this purpose. 

9. When desired by pastors, the general secretary shall furnish 
envelopes and literature for the Haster offerings. 

3. In churches where the budget plan is in vogue, ten cents per 
member of said church shall be apportioned for church erection. 
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In Article X., paragraph one; second line, substitute the clause 
“the general secretary” for “the Board of Managers.” 
That paragraph two be stricken out from Article X. 


ARTICLE XI. 

Section two of Article XI. shall be expunged. 

Section three to be numbered “section two,” which.shall be followed 
Tee: 3. A record of all loans placed by the general board on 
churches and parsonages shall be kept by the secretary of the branch 
society in conferences where such churches and parsonages are 
located. 

Src. 4. The branch society shall assist the general board in 
promptly securing all loans as they become due on churches and 
parsonages within its jurisdiction. 


ARTICLE XIL 
Grant Fund. 


A Grant Fund shall be opened. Through this fund fifty per cent. 
of the Easter offerings received from each annual conference shall 
be refunded to its branch treasurer by the General Church Treasurer 
when desired. Said fund to be applied at the discretion of the branch 
society. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Section two of Article XIII. shall be expunged. 


ARTICLE NIV. 
The following shall be substituted for paragraphs one and two 


under Article XIV.: 


Parsonage Fund. 

Section. 1. The parsonage funds shall be under the control of 
the General Church Erection Society. Loans from this fund to aid 
in building parsonages shall be made on the same regulations that 
loans are made on churches. 

Sec. 2. All our Ladies’ Aid societies and kindred organizations 
shall be requested to make annual contributions to the General Par- 
sonage Fund. Where such* societies do not exist, the pastors shall 
each year appoint one or more women in their congregation or con- 
gregations to solicit money for said fund. 


ARTICLE XY. 
Administration of Funds. > 
1. All moneys collected for the various funds of church erection 
shall be paid to the treasurer of the branch society, who shall promptly 
remit the same to the General Church Treasurer. 


2. All special donations and bequests shall go direct to the treas- 
urer of the general board. 
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ARTICLE XVI. 
Lot Fund. 


Section 1. This fund shall be applied for the purchasing of 
desirable lots in strategic towns and cities of the various conferences 
where we have no churches. Said lots to be gifts to the local churches 
that may be organized in such places. If at any time a church to 
which a lot has been donated from this fund should be abandoned 
said lot shall revert to the General Church Erection Society. 

Sec. 2. This fund shall be created and sustained by levying an 
annual interest of two per cent. on all loans hereafter granted. 

Sec. 3. It shall be available when $5,000 has acerued in its 
treasury. 

Section 2 to be expunged from Article XIII. This article to be 
numbered eighteen. 

Article XV. to be numbered Article XVII. 

In fourth line of paragraph two of said article, the words “assess- 
ments in full” to be stricken out and “Easter offerings” substituted. 

Article XVI. to be stricken out. 


INSTRUCTIONS. 

1. In conferences where independent societies are operated at 
variance with the order and rules of the Discipline of the Church, 
the general secretary and chairman of the Executive Committee, 
with the bishop of the district, shall confer and meet with such 
boards, or their representatives, to codrdinate their work with that 
of the general board. 

2. The general secretary and General Church Treasurer shall urge 
the immediate refunding of all over-due loans.’ 

All articles and sections, or parts thereof, not in harmony with the 
above be, and are hereby repealed.

Rev. L. W. Stanu, of Allegheny Conference. I move the adoption 
of the report. 

Seconded. 

Rey. C. F. Tuompson, of East Ohio Conference. I would like 
very much, members of the Conference, if you would pass this as a 
whole. If you undertake to cut it up we might be here all forenoon, 
possibly, for I think we have used plenty of time and have settled 
this matter between us on our board. We did our best to get the 
ideas of our brethren who knew something about the conditions, and 
I am satisfied. J plead with the Conference to pass this as a whole, 
and not get into discussion over it, for I am satisfied that if we 
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undertake to change it, it will take us a little while to settle the 
matter. We gave it careful consideration. We went into the 
matter and discussed it thoroughly. Everybody had his say that 
was on this committee, and surely you can’t help but say that the 
wisest men of this Conference are on the committees, hence I pray 
that you pass this as a whole. 

Dr. R. J. Wurre, of Erie Conference. I want to ask this question 
for information. I have no motion to make. The Lot Fand, 
Section 2, “This fund shall be created and sustained by levying an 
annual interest of two per cent. on all loans hereafter granted.” 
Now, what does that mean? Does that mean that when you loan a 
church five hundred dollars that they will have to pay two per cent., 
and that two per cent. will go to this lot fund to be placed to that 
fund? . ’ 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Yes, sir. 

Dr. R. J. Wuirr. Is that what it means? Another question: Is 
that in harmony with the constitution ? I thought the constitution 
provided that money should be loaned without interest, and here you 
are going to charge us two per cent. 

Rev. J. Staons, of St. Joseph Conference. T presume that Brother 
White is right about that. We thought that this was perhaps in 
violation of the constitution, but that the action of the Conference 
would make it legal and all right. The argument for two per cent. 
is ‘simply this: It was thought that it would be a means, or an 
agency by which loans that have been made would be returned 
sooner, and also that it would repair our fund which is very much 
needed, and we had no thought it was in violation at that time, but 
if it is, it would be out of place. 

Rey. J. T. Roserts, of White River Conference. One of the 
strong arguments about this fund has been that it is a loan without 
interest. I move that this item be stricken out. 

Seconded. 

W. H. Utricu. I want to say in behalf of that, that every man 
who has anything to do with finances knows that two per cent., in 
the first place, is a very small interest, and it is two-fold in its bene- 
fit. In the first place, if you give money to any organization without 
any interest, there is no incentive to pay back the loan. You will 
find that if they have to pay interest that the Church will be doing 
something. They will be making better arrangements to pay off 
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the loan and rid their church property of debt. They will do that 
eight times to one; and you will find also, as we have been told by 
the secretary, that a number of different churches have loans, and 
they do not even know it. It would be a nice reminder that they 
do owe to the General Church Erection Society some money, and 
they will make preparations to pay it. In addition to that, this 
will create a lot fund without any hardship or burden upon anybody, 
and that lot fund will be a great stimulus and a great help in the 
hands of the Church Erection Society to help it to reach out and 
make preparation in new territory, and occupy places that in no other 
way could be reached. J think we should adopt this. This will 
enable lots to be purchased and churches to be organized, and people 
will be put in a position that they will be the owners of some real 
estate, and they will have some credit and some financial standing. 

A. H. Laucupaum, of Sandusky Conference. May I ask Brother 
Ulrich a question. 

W. H. Utricu. Yes, sir. 

A. H. Laveusaum. May I ask if we pass this, and it is unconsti- 
tutional, will it avail us anything? 

W. H. Utricu. I would like to have this passed, and if there is 
any legal obstruction in the charter to prohibit this it cannot hurt, 
and it simply means nothing. Let us try it, and those provisions, 
if I am not mistaken, in regard to the constitution, are subject to 
regulation and control of this General Conference. 

A. H. Lavausaum. They are when you have them under con- 
sideration. ‘ 

Rev. J. Smrons, of St. Joseph Conference. You will find the 
constitution on the same page that this Discipline refers to, and it 
takes in the constitution, so that we have that. 

Doctor Funk. On page 125, you have this item under Article 
XI., Section II.: “All aid rendered shall be only as a loan, the 
principal to be refunded without interest at such times and in such 
amounts as the board and the church aided may agree upon.” Now, 
as I understand it, this refers to that section. The article, of course 
—the number of the article is changed, being Article XVI. in the 
report and Article XI. in the constitution, but the section is the 
same, and I suppose the committee means that as an amendment to 
that article. 

W. H. Utricn. You will notice simply at the conclusion of our 
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report, “all articles and sections, or parts thereof, not in harmony 
with the above be, and the same are hereby repealed,” and this will 
naturally take its place. : ; 

Dr. H. S. Gasper, Church Erection Secretary. Members of the 
General Conference, we are the only Church that loans funds without 
interest; the only Church Erection Society that does that. The 
Methodist Episcopal Church charges five per cent. on all loans; the 
Christian Church, which has made such a great record in her build- 
ing operation, charges four per cent. on all loans. The Congrega- 
tional Church charges three per cent. on all loans, and we are the 
only one of the great churches that has not been charging any 
interest on loans. Of course it may be argued now that opposed 
to this they have a Gift Fund: but you may say we have created 
a Grant Fund here. Now, brethren, this provides that the General 
Board and the branch societies can work together and strive for the 
same end. The purpose of the one will be the purpose of the other. 
We can make our Easter offering something worth while, and that 
money will be sent by the pastors to the conference treasurer, and the 
conference treasurer will send it to the “General Treasurer, and he 
will then open an account with each conference branch and refund 
iifty. per, cent. sof ‘all he receives to that conference branch under 
the head of a Grant Fund. Do you see? . It will work well. T 
am sure that we can make the Easter offering, as I said, something 
worth while. We can raise every penny, and more than this, in our 
Sunday schools. The General Secretary will prepare a general 
program in which we will enlist the boys of the Sunday school to 
play the part of some poor church, and we will provide an entertain- 
ment and large congregations will be gathered, and it will be an easy 
matter to raise ten cents or more per member; then we will not be 
bothered with the inside assessment, brethren; we will realize one or 
two dollars then where you realize one dollar now and have a 
splendid reserve for the conference work, and we will work together 
and work for the same end. We will have a Grant Fund and a Loan 
Fund, and, with two per cent. interest on the loan, then we can buy « 
lots in some of these towns and cities and enter them, because that 
is the crux of the situation; for in entering the cities there is no fund 
with which to buy a good loeation. 

THe Presipine Bisnop. Are you ready to vote? 

The question is called for. 
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Rev. L. A. Mclyryre, of Wisconsin. I would like to ask for 
information, whether the two per cent. is in addition to one per cent. ? 

Rev. H. S. Gaset: No. 

Rey. I. E. Meese. The question I want to know is this: In case 
the two per cent. is not paid—-I understand this is to be paid an- 
nually, is it not? 

Dr. H. S. Gasper. Yes. 

Rev. Il. E. Meese. In ease this is not paid, does it call for the 
entire amount at once? 

Dr. H. S. Gasen. That will be settled by the board. That will 
be by agreement with the board and the local church. 

Tuer Presiprine Bishop. All favoring Doctor Roberts’ motion to 
strike out that item will say “Aye”: opposed, “No.” It is not 
stricken out. 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. Are you ready for the original motion ? 

Dr. H.S. Gaver. In Article VIL. at the close of that first section, 
“the branch secretary and treasurer shall submit annual reports to 
their conference boards and to the secretary of the General Board.” 
May I offer this amendment that we add, following that, the words, 
“by April first of each year” ? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

J. M. McGouen, of Sandusky Conference. If I can get a second 
I would like to make a motion to amend, that is by striking out the 
Section II., Article XIV., relative to Ladies’ Aid societies. 

W. H. Unricn. That is advisory. 

J. M. McGoucu. The latter part is compulsory: “Where such 
societies do not exist the pastors shall each year appoint one or more 
women in their congregation or congregations to solicit money for 
said fund.” The amount has been placed at ten cents per member 
for the entire membership, and now it puts more on the Ladies’ Aid 
societies. I want to make that motion. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. They enjoy it. 

J. M. McGoucu. I make a motion to strike out the last sentence 
in Section II., about where there are no Ladies’ Aid societies. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. It is moved and seconded as you have 
heard. Are you ready to vote on the motion ? 

Dr. H. S. Gane. I want to say this,"brethren. The purpose of 
this is to take this offering out of the public house and let our women 
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take care of this matter, and I believe that when our pastors present 
it to you in a kind and intelligent way, we will have women every- 
where that will be glad to do something for the Parsonage Fund, 
which is a separate fund. 

THe Presipine Brsnop, All in favor of the amendment will say 
“aye”; contrary, “No.” It is not agreed to. 

Proressor Keppen. I ask for information. IT would like to ask 
Brother Gabel if, after we adopt this constitution as reported, is it 
his understanding that those loans now outstanding shall then become 
subject to this real tax? 

Dr. H. S. Gasper. It is deemed by the board that we cannot do 
that. 

THe Presipinc Bisnop, As many as favor the adoption of the 
report will say “Aye”; contrary, will say “No.” The report is 
adopted. [ Applause. ] 

Drie S--GAren. 1 think, brethren, we will raise two dollars now 
where we raised one before. [ Applause. ] 

Tue Presipine Bisuop. The Sunday-School Report will be read. 

Dr. W. O. Frizs: I would like to make this statement concerning 
this report. Last “week the report of the Bible Schools Committee 
was prepared and printed and distributed. Just as it was distributed 
there was a combination of committees formed of the Young People’s 
Society, and the Sunday school, and the Brotherhood, and a special 
committee formed and the work of correlating the three departments 
together given to this joint committee. We understood that the 
report of this joint committee would take the report on Sunday 
schools and the Young People’s societies, and also the report of the 
Committee on Men’s Movement. Now the report that we have to 
present is the report given by the combined committees, a part of 


which you heard the other day and approved and sent back to be 
completed. 


THe Presmpine Bisnop. Is it printed ? 

Dre Wa. O. PRies,, Tejas not printed. .It was ready Saturday after- 
noon and we found the printers were off duty, and we thought this 
morning we wouldn’t have time to have it done, and if you will 
permit the secretary to read it through, and then read it item by 
item, giving due time, I believe it can be considered satisfactorily 
in this way. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed, hear, hear. 
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Tue Presipine Bisnop. We will hear it. 

Secretary Siddall read the Report of the Joint Committee on 
Sunday School, Young People’s Societies, and Men’s Movement, as 
follows: 


REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEES ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS, YOUNG PEOPLE'S 
SOCIETIES, AND MEN’S MOVEMENT. 


CHAPTER XTV. 
Department of Bible Schools, Brotherhood Work, and Young People’s 
Societies. See Discipline, Page 88, Chapter XIV. 

We recommend the following to take the place of all on pages 88, 
89, 90, and 91, down to Section 3; also all on pages 94, 95, 96, 97 
(except Article VI.), and all on page 98 down to Section 3. 

In order to secure a general and systematic study of the Bible, 
the development of the various forms of men’s work in our Church, 
and the training of our young people for the best service, we ordain 
the following constitution for the department to be known as the 
Department of Bible Schools, Brotherhoods, and Young People’s 
Societies, which department shall be the legal successor of what was 
heretofore known as the General Sunday-School Board and Young 
People’s Christian Union.

Department of Bible School, Brotherhood, and Young People’s Work. 
Secrron I. 
ARTICLE T. 
CONSTITUTION OF THE GENERAL BOARD. 
Name. 

This organization shall be known as the General Board for Bible 
Schools, Brotherhoods, and Young People’s Societies of the United 
Brethren in Christ. 

ARTICLE II. 
Object. 

The object of this-board shall be to promote the organization, 
growth, and efficiency of Bible schools, Brotherhoods, and Young 
People’s societies, and hold such conventions as may be deemed wise 
and necessary. 

ARTICLE III. 
Members of the Board, 

The board shall be composed of nine members, at least five of whom 
shall be laymen, and a general secretary who shall be elected by the 
General Conference for four years, together with the editors of the 
Bible school literature, the editors of the Watchword, and the General 
Publishing Agent. The bishops shall be ex officio members of this 
board. A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE IV, 
Officers and Meetings. 

1. This board shall be convened by the general secretary within 
thirty days after election, and shall be organized by electing from 
their own number a president and recording secretary. 

2. The General Treasurer of the Church shall be the treasurer of 
this board. : 

3. The board shall meet annually in the month of April or May, 
on such day or days as it may from time to time determine; other 
meetings may be held upon the call of the secretary. 


ARTICLE Y. 
Assistant Secretaries. 


For the advancement of each of the departments recognized under 


this board, said board shall have power to employ additional secre- 
taries. 


ARTICLE YI. 
Hxecutive Committee. 


The board shall elect five from its own number as an Executive 
Committee, who shall act in the absence of the board. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Vacancies. 
The board shall be em 


powered to fill vacancies occurring during 
the quadrennium. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Funds. 


1. The source of funds for this board shall be an assessment of 
three cents per member levied upon the membership of the Church, 
the offering from the observance of Children’s Day, an offering from 
each organized Men’s Bible Class and Brotherhood taken during the 
month of January, a fifty cent fee from each Young People’s Society, 
a twenty-five cent fee from each Junior Society, and the anniversary 
offering taken on Young People’s Day. 

2. The funds of this board shall be used to assist in maintaining 
Bible schools in home and foreign lands, in organizing and promot- 
ing the best interests of Bible classes, brotherhoods, leagues, ete., and 
for defraying the legitimate expenses of the board; provided that 
the principal of all permanent funds shall be carefully invested, and 
only the income therefrom be expended. 


3. All applications for literature and Bible schools shall be made” 


through the General Secretary, the granting of which request shall 
be subject to regulations prescribed by the board or Executive Com- 
mittee. Appropriations shall be made only to Bible schools con- 
ducted in harmony with the disciplinary provisions of the United 


Brethren Church, or to schools giving satisfactory evidence that they 
will soon become such, 
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ARTICLE IX. 
Duties of Officers. 

1. The president shall preside at the meetings of the board. He 
shall also call special meetings of the board when in his judgment, 
and that of the Executive Committee, it is necessary. 

2. The recording secretary shall keep an accurate record of the 
business transactions of the board in a book provided for that pur- 
pose, and under direction of the president shall issue the call for the 
regular and special sessions of the board. 

3. The General Church Treasurer shall hold in trust the funds of 
the board, and disburse the same on orders properly signed by the 
president of the board and the general secretary. 

4. It shall be the duty of the general secretary, when at all 
practicable, to visit the conferences in the interests of the work of 
the board. He shall endeavor to stimulate interest in Bible schools 
by presenting the most approved methods of work. He shall urge 
the organization and maintenance of all regularly recognized depart- 
ments, such as Cradle Roll, Home Department, Teacher Training 
Classes, and Children’s Day observance. He shall aid in developing 
mission study and Christian benevolences in all our schools, brother- 
hoods, and Young People’s societies. He shall give special attention 
to organization and development of men’s Bible classes, brotherhoods, 
and Young People’s societies. He shall keep a record of all bequests 
and legacies, notes, and other valuable papers coming into his pos- 
session, and turn the same over to the General Church Treasurer for 
safe deposit. He shall prepare and publish an annual report of the 
work of the department; also a quadrennial report for the General 
Conference. He shall perform such other duties as the board may 
direct. 


Section If. 
Annual Conference Relations and Duties. 

4. Each annual conference shall elect annually a conference board 
consisting of five members. This board shall meet immediately on 
the adjournment of the annual conference, and organize by electing 
a president, secretary, and treasurer. The duties of this board shall 
be: 

a. To stimulate the development of the Bible school, Brother- 
hood, and Young People’s work within the bounds of the conference. 

b. The secretary shall collect and preserve the statistics of the 
schools, Brotherhood, and Young People’s work of the conference, 
and transmit a copy thereof to the general secretary of the General 
Board, and in conjunction with the officers of the branch union of 
the Young People’s Society, provide for such conventions as may be 
deemed necessary. 

c. It shall represent the interests of this department before the 
annual conference, and hold an anniversary service at each annual 
conference session. 
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2. The annual conference may levy an assessment on the charges 
not to exceed two cents per member for the use of its conference 
board, said assessment to be additional to the regular assessment 
levied by the regular board. 


Pastor’s Relations. 

3. The pastor shall have general supervision over the Bible 
schools, Brotherhood, and Young People’s societies of his charge, 
and shall be present at their sessions as often as practicable. He 
shall be present and preside at the reorganization of his Bible schools. 
It shall be his duty to organize a Bible school at each appointment 
. on his charge where there is not one already. He shall encourage 
the organizations of Young People’s societies and Brotherhoods on 
his charge where at all practicable. He shall furnish such statistics 
of schools, Brotherhoods, and Young People’s societies as are re- 
quired by the annual conference chart, and such other statistical in- 
formation as may be requested by the authorized heads of the depart- 
ments. It shall also be his duty to see that Children’s Day and 
Young People’s Anniversary Day are observed, and that liberal 
offerings are taken upon these days and sent to the general secretary. 
These offerings shall be in addition to the conference assessment for 
the General Board. 


Section JIT. 

Section TIT remain unchanged. 

We recommend the following changes in Section IV. 

Section IV., Article IL., strike out article and insert: 

“The object of the school shall be to gather in all people for the 
study of the Bible, and for the study of the various activities of 
the church, to secure the salvation of souls, to train for Christian 
service, to promote worship of God.” 

Section IV., Article TIL, clause two, strike out “or five.” 

Section IV., Article IIT., clause three, insert “the” before “school” 
in second line. 

Section IV., Article IIL, clause five, add to the clause: “provided 
regularly-organized adult classes may select their own teachers, sub- 
ject to the approval of superintendent and pastor.” 

For Section IV., Article V., insert the following: 


Missions in the Bible School. 

Each of our Bible schools, in its auxiliary relationship to the Home 
Missionary Society and the Foreign Missionary Society of our 
Church, is expected to observe a monthly missionary day, on which 
a brief missionary exercise shal] be rendered and a missionary offer- 
ing taken. In places where a monthly missionary day seems im- 
practicable, each school shall be required to observe such a mission- 
ary day once a quarter. 

The first and third quarters of the calendar year shall be devoted to 
the study of foreign missions; the second and fourth quarters to the 
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study of home missions; the offerings during these periods to go to 
the respective missionary societies. 


All other items in Section IV. to remain unchanged. 
We further recommend: 


1. That the Board of Control of this department be authorized 
to adopt the present constitution for Young People’s societies, both 
Senior and Junior, and the present constitution for Branch Christian 
Endeavor unions, and insert the same in this chapter. 


2. That the Board of Control also be authorized to prepare a 


suitable constitution for local Brotherhoods, and insert the same in 
this chapter.

A. A. MaystuuEs, of Miami Conference. I rise to a point of order. 
The substitute he desires is to the same point as this, and you can’t 
substitute for the same thing. 

THe Presipine Bisuor. Brother Kumler’s refers to the report par- 
ticularly, while Doctor Seneff’s refers to other reports. 

R. H. Bennetr. <A point of order. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. State it. 

R. H. Bennerr. A substitute cannot be put where it applies to 
the whole Discipline, and not a special thing. 

Tue Presipninc Bisnop. The point is well taken. The question 
is on Brother Kumler’s amendment to substitute “Sunday school” 
for “Bible school.” Those favoring it will say “Aye”; contrary, 
“No.” It prevails. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr. I offer my motion now. Will the secretary 
read it? 

Rev, M. B. Spayp. Whereas this report is not printed, I move 
we take it up item by item. 

Seconded. . 

Doctor Funk. I move to amend that item which refers to bishops 
being advisory, and make them ex officio members. 

Seconded. 

THe Presipine Bisnop. All favorable will say—“Aye”; opposing 
Tie oNoO.) Jit prevails: 
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THe Presipineg Bisnop. As many as favor the adoption of this 
report will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is adopted. 

Dr. J. G. Huser. The whole paper is now adopted ? 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. Yes, sir. 

Dr. J. G: Huser. I would like to call attention to say that there 
were some items in the general constitution that ought to be inserted 
here for the sake of continuity. 

THE Presipine Bisnorp. To preserve the continuity ¢ 

Doctor Huser. Yes, that there should be corrections made to 
make it cover the general constitution in whatever way they may be 
effected, to make the constitution so as to preserve their continuity. 

Dr. W. O. Fries. I think Brother Huber is perhaps correct. I 
think the word “adapt” does not take in as much as it should; that 
this Board of Control may adapt to this organization those things 
in the Young People’s Christian Union that properly belong here. 
For instance, the matter of the Junior superintendent. We couldn’t 
make all these, and we referred them. 

Tue Presipinc Brsuor. Are you agreed to that? 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. The most important committee has not 
been heard from yet, the Committee on Course of Reading and Study. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr. I beg pardon for offering my resolution before, 
and I would like to offer it now. Will the secretary read it? 

Secretary Siddall read the resolution, as follows: 


Resolved, That the word “Bible” be stricken out and the word 
“Sunday” substituted everywhere in the proceedings of this General 
Conference where the word “Bible” is used as an equivalent of 
the word “Sunday” to designate what we have hitherto called “Sun- 
day school.” 

(Signed) D. R. Sennrr, 
H. HB. Four. 

Tue Presipinc Bishop. As many as favor it will say “Aye”; 
opposing it, “No.” It is carried. 

Proressor Mark Keprren. J want to ask a question for informa- 
tion. The word “proceedings” in the brother’s resolution may carry 
more than we want. The record of proceedings will carry the 
addresses of the various brethren. 

THe Presiping Bisnor. The official record, as I understand it. 
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Docror Funx: Brother Beckley comes and asks that he be heard 
upon the report that we have just passed. We have heard him on 
several occasions, and he feels that he has been shut out by the 
passing of this report so hastily. 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

O. P. Becxuey, of Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, Secretary of the 
Men’s Movement. I thank you, brethren. I will take only a few 
minutes. In that Article V. it speaks of the board—granting per- 
mission to the board to elect assistant secretaries. JI wish that you 
‘might make that not: “assistant secretaries,” but “additional secre- 
taries.” Now, for this reason: First of all, this work, especially the 
men’s work, is too big a work to be managed by an assistant secretary, 
and it needs a man put on the same high plane, given the same 
recognition that you would give the Bible school or any other work, 
and you cannot afford to relegate the men’s work to second place, 
indeed you can’t. I plead for a chance for the men; for the highest 
recognition that you can give them, and we will make good to you, 
and we will pay our own bills in the next quadrennium. We will do 
it. Now don’t pass this thing in a hurry and give the men second 
place. 

Tue Presiping Bisnor. Will you agree to settle it here? 

Vorcrs. Agreed, agreed, all right. 

Dr. W. O. Fries. We insist this is a very important matter. We 
understood the General Conference refused to give them three secre- 
taries, and we brought in this report believing the General Conference 
had ordered that. If we change that and say “additional” or “other” 
secretaries, and put them on the same plane as the general secretary, 
the General Conference ought to have elected three secretaries. 

Voices. Sure, sure. 

Bisnop Brti. It does not follow at all that the General Confer- 
ence would have to elect three secretaries. It simply gives it in the 
hands of the board, and most assuredly I want to put myself on 
record as standing for the suggestion of Mr. Beckley. I move 
to reconsider. 

Bisnor Marurws. We have heard Brother Beckley, and I speak not 
only in the atmosphere of splendid earnestness, but after prayer, 


and if we do not accede to the request of Brother Beckley I will go 
home down-hearted. 
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Pror. Mark Keppen. May I ask a question? Are we to under- 
stand now that if the board sees fit to elect another secretary that 
that means that he will be of equal rank with the brother whom we 
have elected as the secretary of this department, and will he do as he 
pleases without regard to the secretary of this department? Is 
that the meaning of this resolution which we have adopted ? 

THe Presiping BisHop. The meaning, I suppose, is that he is 
responsible to the board; the board metes out his work and he is 
responsible to the board, as I understand it. 

Proressor Kepret. In other words, there isn’t a head to the 
department now, but they can have three heads to it? 

Bishop Brix. A head to each department ? 

Proressor Keppen. I suggest that the resolution ought to have been 
written out and signed by two members and had time for discussion. 
It seems to me it was out of order; the majority of delegates were 
unaware as to what we were doing: I think the better way—we 
need not debate—would be to take Bishop’s Bell’s motion to recon- 
sider, and do it in a legal and regular way, and I would second his 
motion to reconsider, 

THE Presipinc BisHop. The motion is to reconsider. 

Rey. J. W. Lane, of St. Joseph Conference. Does that bring the 
whole report before us, or just the one section ? 

THe Preswinc Bisuop. The whole report. As many as favor 
reconsideration will say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is not re- 
considered. A division is called for. 

Rey. W. F. Gruver. I want to know what we are considering, 
the whole report or just one item? 

Tue Presipine BisHop. The whole report, with a view of getting 
at this one item. 

Rev. W. F. Grover. I don’t want to open up this whole report. 

Tue Presiie Bisop. A division has been called for. We want 
to settle the matter as to whether it shall be reconsidered or not, 
and the chair decided that it was. 

Rey. J. T. Roperts, of White River Conference. <A point of order. 
If we reconsider it the whole question is to be reconsidered: we can’t 
reconsider one item of the report. 

THe Presioinc Bisnor. The whole paper comes up, but this one 
item is in hand, largely. 
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J. B. Marutas, of Southeast Ohio Conference. I believe that this 
Board of Control is perfectly able to wrestle with that question. 

Tur Presiping Bisuop. A division is called for. As many as 
wish to reconsider the paper—as many as favor reconsideration will 
please stand and be counted. Those opposed will stand. It is not 
reconsidered. 

Rey. J. E. Suannon, of White River Conference. We still have 
another question. The report was passed, a request was made, and 
then the question of consent was called for. - The question is, can 
you change a report after it has been adopted by simply calling 
for consent 4 

Voices. No, no. 

Proressor Kepepen. A question of information. Brother Bishop, 
we don’t understand it. My question is whether we can legally 
change a report on the suggestion of a man who is not a member 
of this Conference. The motion was not made by any delegate, and 
the rules require it to be in writing and signed by two members. 
What we were trying to do was to reconsider so we can get at it. 

Rey. L. W. Stanu. I raise this point of order. Can’t a body do 
anything they wish along that line by general consent, or unanimous 
consent @ 

THe Presipinc Bisnop. If there are no objections. 

Proressor Kerprt. There are objections, Brother Bishop. 

THe Presipinc Bisuop. There are objections. 5 

Dr. D. R. Senerre. Have we reached a point where we can’t do 
what we want to? J am sure we want to do what Brother Beckley 
asks us. 

Bishop Briu. We ought to. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr. A reconsideration of the motion would have 
brought that matter before us. Now, I move that we reconsider it. 

R. H. Bennerr. A point of order. As T understand the matter 
it stands this way, if my point is right, that the paper is passed and 
consent was asked to change that clause, and the chair announced 
that it would be changed by general consent. There has been no 
appeal from that decision, nor no action. Then there was a motion 
to reconsider the original action which failed, and it stands now 
exactly as'‘announced by the chair, unless there is more action taken. 

Rev. W. Z. Roserts, of Sandusky Conference. I move that we 
proceed with the order of the day. 

Seconded. 
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Rev. J. E. Witsoyn. What is the standing of this paper that we 
have just passed? We want to know whether we have additional, 
or whether we have assistant secretarics. 

Secretary Snyper. Assistants. 

Proressor Keprrn. A point of order, Brother Bishop. We 
would like to have a ruling on the point of order; the point is this, 
the rules of this body provide that a motion shall be made by a 
member of the Conference; that motion was not made by a member 
of the Conference, and there was not unanimous consent to its going 
that way, and my point of order was that it was therefore out of 
order, and the question before us is still the original report. 

Tue Presipinc BisHor. Professor Keppel is right; we have been 
doing things by common consent. : 

Proressor Keppen. But never before by a motion by a man who 
was not a member of the Conference. 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. He didn’t make a motion. 

Proressor Keprpen. He made a suggestion. 

Rey. W. Z. Roserts. Common consent was not obtained. There 
were objections to that. 

Bishop Matuews. I simply want to make what seems to me a 
statement of parliamentary law. I think, as I interpret it, there is 
a confusion here. The law is that.a motion can be made to recon- 
sider the report as adopted if you will announce that you wish to 
consider a particular thing. I think if the brethren wish to re- 
consider a particular part of that report, a motion to reconsider, 
announcing that you wish to reconsider it, that will hold you to it. 

THE Presipine Bisuor. I tried to announce that it was a par- 
ticular point. Let me make this suggestion that you ‘go on with the 
business, and later, if you wish to reconsider it, do go. 

Proressor Keppen. Mr. Bishop, I rise to a question of order, that 
the chair has sustained a point that technically it was not done, 

THE Prestprng Bisnop. The chair is trying to get you out of 
this. 

Proressor Keppen. We will do it legally; it will only take two 
minutes. 

THe Presiprne Bisnor. Were there objections when I asked to 
have it done by common consent ? 

A Voice. Yes, there were. 

Tue Presipine Bisrop. Then it could not be done.

I have talked this over with 
Col. Cowden, he is agreed, he is willing; we had a very fine ta’k 
about it, it is all right. 

This doesn’t load him up with a great big job; this is going to be 
a great big job, men, when you give these men a chance, something 
is going to happen that has never happened in this Church before ; 
it is going to be a big job, something more than he can handle. It 
is not fair to him, it is not fair to the work, it is not fair in any 
respect. Now pass this motion and make these men strictly respon- 
sible to the board, and I assure you that it is the most progressive 
step this Conference has taken for this organization.

As many have entered upon their course of reading, 
might they not be able to complete it under their present course? 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis. That was all right. JI am glad to have it 
brought out. This was to accompany it. 

Tue Presminc Bisnop. The report is before you as read by 
Doctor Landis. All favoring its adoption will say “Aye”; opposing 
it, “No.” It is adopted. 

Rey. W. F. Gruver. There are some communications here this 
morning from other churches. 

The Committee on Correspondence filed with the secretary greet- 
ings from the Methodist Episcopal Church and the reply thereto, 
as follows: 


From the Methodist Episcopal Church to the General Conference of 
the United Brethren in Christ Assembled in Canton, Ohio, 
May, 1909. 

Dear Faruers AND BRETHREN: 

As a member of the Commission on Federation and Union of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, we hereby send you our heartiest fra- 
ternal greetings. We have followed your proceedings with increasing 
interest and desire to assure you, that, as a denomination, we rejoice 
over all the victories you have won for Christ, and especially during 
the past quadrennium. | The spirit, theology, polity, and even ter- 
minology of both denominations are so much alike that when we are 
in your meetings and conferences we would naturally think we were 
in our own did we not know to the contrary, and the history of your 
Church has run so remarkably parallel to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church that we can but believe that somehow, an “increasing pur- 
pose,” a blessed Providence must be in it, making for the ultimate 
triumph of the kingdom of God. 
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We are glad to report to you that at our last General Conference, 
held in the city of Baltimore, Md., during the month of May, 1908, 
no subject aroused greater enthusiasm than that of church federation 
and union. The fraternal addresses of Rev. J. H. Lamb, of the 
Evangelical Association, and Dr. T. H. Lewis, of the Methodist 
Protestant churehes, and others touched a responsive chord that has 
been vibrating ever since, and we trust will continue to do so until 
there is a federation .or union of all those Arminian American 
churches agreeing in doctrine and polity. 

We beg leave to inform your distinguished body that at this Gen- 
eral Conference the Commission on Federation and Union was con- 
tinued for another quadrennium, and the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted, namely: 

“Resolved, That said commission is hereby instructed to invite 
the Hvangelical Association, the United Brethren, and such other 
branches of Methodism as it may believe are sympathetic to confer 
through similar commissions concerning federation, organic unions 
as in the judgment of said churches respectively may be most desir- 
able, and to report to the General Conference of 1912.” 

In harmony with the instruction of the General Conference, we 
therefore extend to you a most cordial invitation to appoint a com- 
mission with whom we may confer concerning federation or union, 
as you in your godly judgment may deem best. 

With best wishes for a great General Conference, and praying that 
you may be divinely guided in planning and executing the things 
that will redound to the advancement of the Redeemer’s kingdom,

the National Sunday-School Association, and in that way secur- 
ing our certificate which bears the stamp of the International Asso- 
ciation. Now, your action a moment ago, in saying “additional 
secretaries,” puts that responsibility upon some other secretary that 
is to be elected in the future, and I think we ought to be clear on 
this, and I insist on this so we are not disconnected with the Inter- 
national Association.

Tue Presipinc Bishor. In this connection the chair wishes to say 
this word. You have kindly made the bishops members of a Com- 
mission on Church Union, a permanent commission. As far as feder- 
ation is concerned, we have all we want and all we need in this 
larger federation and splendid arrangement, bringing millions of 
Christians into fellowship, and into harmony along many lines of 
work, Now, as a member of that commission, I speak for myself. 
I do not feel like attending any of its meetings, and giving my time 
to them for the purpose of trying to bring about such relations as T 
have mentioned, with similar bodies, like the Methodist Protestants 
and the Evangelicals, and I wish to say here now, that the Chicago 
plan cannot be worked at all between our Church and these smaller 
ehurehes; it is utterly impracticable and out of place since the ~ 
Congregationalists have dropped out; and as far as I am concerned, 
when I attend any. of these meetings and discuss questions relative 
to the Methodist Protestants and the Evangelicals, and the United 
Evangelical Association, it will be with a view of bringing about 
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absolute organic union between these little churches. [ Applause. | 
Now, I am not discussing the merits of any of these things. I only 
wish to state my own feelings upon the subject, and I think I express 
the sentiment of these brethren upon the platform with me. 

Doctor Funk. I want to ask this question: Has there been any 
provision made for the expense account connected with the member- 
ship of our delegation in the federation of churches? 

THe Presipine BisHop. It has been provided for. 

Rey. M. L. Wrexuey, of West Virginia Conference. I move that 
this paper from the Radical Brethren be referred to the permanent 
commission on Church Federation Union.

THe Presiping Brsnor. Are you ready to vete-on the paper as

Rey. Grorce Gericer, of Southeast Ohio Conference. There are 
some mistakes in the report as it comes to us, making it seem ob- 
seure, especially on page 25, as we have it here, on page 25, Section

The commiittee asks to have stricken out from the fifth line the words

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Mrs. L. R. Harrorp. The only time I was out of the Conference 
was the time I should have been here, and so J must beg your 
privilege of presenting a matter. 


Having been instructed by the pastor and membership of the First 
United Brethren Church, of Omaha, to invite the next General 
Conference to convene in the city of Omaha, I wish to present this 
request to be acted upon in case the place now decided upon should 
not meet the requisites. We have a city of 160,000, six trunk line 
railroads east and west and two north and south. We have ample facili- 
ties of auditorium, rooms for meeting, with the great Young Men’s 
Christian Association with new buildings, the Young Woman’s Chris- 
tian Association with new building,.with ample committee rooms ad- 
jacent to the auditorium, with a determined church-membership to

Rey. L. W. Stan. This has reference to the membership. It 
1s correct as it is. 

Bisnor Bety. Mr. Chairman, I only need to supplement with a 
few words. I support what Doctor Fout has said. To be sure T 
have been anxious for the last years since I have known the great 
territory that lies west of the Rocky Mountains, that we might have 
more of our boards and great gatherings located in that large place. 
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I have discussed it with the seerctaries of the various boards, and we 
have raised the question as to whether or not we couldn’t have our 
board meetings on the Coast, if we could not get the General Con- 
ference to locate there. The reason for such-a thought has been that 
a fine campaign could be made in our prominent cities leading from 
Chicago clear through to the Coast in which a delegation or a depu- 
tatiom or train load of people would make stops and hold _ brief 
services. This would of itself introduce a splendid feature in our 
Church life in the great West. Then the fact is, we have a feeling, 
if the men of the East and these boards of the General Conference 
itself should survey that part of that great continent, we should all 
be more intelligent and more interested in, and more sympathetic 
with the problems of the great West. We have felt that if this 
could be done, it could be done by two different methods. First, 
the delegates might be very glad to add to the average expense of 
holding the General Conference, or of holding the board meetings 
from their private funds, supplementing the funds that they are 
allowed for the trip, and so make it possible to hold great meetings 
out there, without enlarging the expense accounts to the boards or 
the General Conference. JI may say that the chief cities along the 
Pacific Coast have been so anxious to have the representative Chris- 
tian people come that way, that they have in many instances, through 
their Chambers of Commerce and other bodies, organized to provide 
additional funds, and in that way some of the greatest gatherings of 
the continent have been held on the Coast. And you will find the 
enterprising cities of Seattle, Portland, Tacoma, Los Angeles, and 
San Francisco always ready to support a proposition of that kind, 
that they may make it possible for the people of the East to come to 
the Coast. As you know, we succeeded in locating the National 
Sunday-School Session for 1911 in San Francisco. That was made 
possible by the citizens of San Francisco taking hold of it and 
standing by us. We went to Louisville with financial support, 
and I was willing to raise the question with this delegated body as 
to whether it would not consider coming if we should be able 
to make some financial adjustment that would not increase the cost 
of this assemblage to the Church as a whole—whether you would 
not be able to consider coming to the Pacific Coast with your next 

gathering. It seemed to me that it was a fair proposition, that 
the Church would probably consider it highly hospitable, and I would 
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like to have you think of it kindly—either the board meetings or the 
meeting of the General Conference. All the great churches of 
this country have been doing this sort of thing, and with great 
profit and great delight. Delegates have gone back East saying, “We 
are glad we came,” and we have been able to say on the Pacific Coast 
that we are glad also that you came. ; 

Rev. E. H. Saury. Mr. Bishop, I beg your pardon for speaking 
so much. J love my dear Bishop Bell; I love him with all my heart, 
and I am glad for this good speech, but it seems just now the situa- 
tion is that he is on the caboose and I am on the cow-catecher. It 
is settled for this coming gquadrénnium. 

THE Presiping Bisuop. Very good. We will hear the Report of 
the Committee on Formulas.

Dr. R. J. Wuirre. It does seem to me, brethren, that we are not 
ready to adopt so exhaustive a report as the brother suggests. We 
ask the pastor to report how much he is to receive as salary, and all 
the finances. Then he is to report how many in the Sunday schools, 
and then you turn around and ask the superintendent to make the 
report. It is reported twice. J find it is a great help for an officer 
in the church to report for his department. He feels responsibility 
for it, and while the Discipline does require that the pastor reports 
how much salary is received, I find it a great help to leave that to 
the steward; he feels it an honor to report it, and here we make the 
pastor practically responsible for every department of the church in 
reporting it, and I think it would be a great advantage to cut out 
these items, and yet the report is in such shape that I am not now 
in condition to make an amendment that would meet the condition. 

Rev. M. B. Spayp, of Northern Illinois Conference. I want to 
move first that this substitute be adopted in place of what they have 
in the report. 

Seconded by L. W. Stahl. 

Tue Preswine Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that, this be 
substituted for what is in the report. : 

SrecreTARY Snyper. It is a supplement instead of a substitute. 

Rev. M. B. Spayp. Since the districts have been enlarged in so 
many conferences, and the presiding elder holds only two quarterly 
conferences, as in many cases, would not this full report from the 
pastor give us an over-sight, a bird’s-eye view of the conditions as 
they obtain in the field? I have very carefully looked into this 
matter, very carefully examined this statement, as I think most of 
you have, and it is just what you need to give us the information 
that we must have. We get it for the first quarter of the year, and it 
comes to us when we don’t attend quarterly conference, and enables 
us to keep our hand on the whole Church, every department of the 
ework of the Church throughout the year, and we ought to have it 
adopted. 

Dr. D. R. Senerr. Do I understand Brother Spayd makes a 
-motion to substitute that ? 

Rev. M. B. Spayp. Yes. 

Dr. D. BR. Senerr. I understood the bishop to say that he used 
this as a substitute to the presiding elder’s report ¢ 

Tur Presipinc Bishop. Are you ready to substitute this? 
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Rev. W. C. Miturr, of West Nebraska Conference. I don’t know 
what is in that report; I don’t know anything about it. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Read it again. 

Secretary Siddall read blank for pastor’s report to be read at 
quarterly conference—the substitute. 

Rey. M. By Spayp. It is practically what is used, and gives us the 
names of the officers which the Discipline requires us to keep on 
record. Here is a way for us to get the names of the Young People’s 
Society, superintendent of Sunday school, and all. 

Question is called for. 

Secretary Sippauy. This contains all the provisions of the origi- 
nal report, and in addition the addresses of the various officers. 

Rey. L. L. Eptey. Now, is it understood that the substitute is to 
take the place of the pastor’s report to the quarterly conference ? 
It covers stewards, class-leaders, Young People’s societies’ president, 
and so on all through the list. Now, is it understood that the pastor 
will get these items, and this is the report that he makes to the 
quarterly conference ? 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. He makes this report. 

Rey. L. L. Epruy. Or is it for the other officers? 

THe Presipine Bisnor. The pastor puts it all in his report. 

Rey. J. W. Lake. As I understand it, if the presiding elder is 
present at the conference, the information sought comes to him 
first hand from the proper officers, the proper reports. If the presid- 
ing elder is not there when the quarterly conference is held, then 
the pastor has these items as reported in the quarterly conference, 
and he transmits them to the presiding elder on this plan proposed, 
and if the presiding elder is present he utilizes only so much of the 
blank as may be necessary to convey to the presiding elder so much 
as he. cannot obtain from the reports. 

Rev. 8. 8S. Hover. I would like to ask if the substitute has in it 
the various items as to collections? 

Srorerary \Sippann. It has. 

Rev. 8. 8. Houeu. There is an item which is not in here, “Thee 
Board of Christian Stewardship.” I move to amend by adding the 
Board of Christian Stewardship. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

THe Presiping Bisnor. It 4s agreed to. 

Proressor Krppet. I would Jike to: understand this substitute. 
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This is a pastor’s quarterly report. Now, how is the pastor going 
to make this quarterly report when the people that he is to get the 
report from have not yet reported? It seems to me if this is being 
prepared to help the presiding elders that it ought to be labeled 
in some other way. than it is being labeled now. There are some 
things that a pastor ought to report to his quarterly conference, but 
he ought not report to his quarterly conference the things which 
should be reported by the other local departments. Those local 
departments ought to make those reports, and if that is what they are 
trying to get in the thing—I can’t tell.exactly what they are trying 
to get in, because they don’t agree themselves; but if that is what 
they are trying to get in, it ought to be put in such shape so the 
pastors will understand. If the pastor must go out before these 
quarterly conferences and see the various people and get their fig- 
ures, it is going to put a burden on him which we don’t want to 
put on him. 

Tur Presiprinc Bisnor. I should think that these other officers 
ought to report. 

Proressor Kerrren. They should make these reports, and he 
gather his report out of theirs. 

Rev. H. R. Hess, of West Virginia Conference. I am a pastor, 
and I have looked over these reports, and there are a number of items 
here that should be given by the stewards and the various officers of 
the church in their reports to the quarterly conference. Now, if 
the elder needs that report it should be so inserted. The item should 
be put on this report and sent to the presiding elder who isn’t there. 
We don’t need to burden the pastor to make such a report for 
three months; it is out of order. I am a pastor, and I think I know 
something of the work, and it does just what Brother Keppel says 
he gathers all these up and reports what should be reported by 
these various officers. We need something to draw the memnibers 
there, give them something to do. It is so mixed up we don’t know 
how to. get it straightened: out, but it needs to be straightened out. 
I move what is adready in the Discipline be used instead of this, 
as an amendment to the whole thing. 

Rev. W. D. Hernvon, of West Virginia Conference. All nese 
different officers that are mentioned here are expected to be at’ the 
quarterly conference with their reports. Then the pastor takes those 
and puts them on his, and this is his report and their reports: com- 
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bined. All the pastor has to de: is to write to the Publishing House 
and get these and put them in the hands of his officers, and if they 
can’t come they can send the report, and the presiding elder gets 
from the pastor the whole thing combined. 

Rev. H. R. Hess. Here is a point and then I am done. The 
elder makes the report to the quarterly conference. The pastor is 
the very first man to report and then comes the officers. 

Rev. R. A. Hirt, of Southeast Ohio Conference. I would like to 
know if there isn’t a substitute for this report that we have. 

Tue Presipine BisHop. It is before the house on a motion to 
substitute. 

Rev. R. A. Hirr. Now, what I am in favor of is voting the sub- 
stitute down and taking the report of the committee and adding to it 
whatever we want. 

Rev. L. W. Stann. I served fourteen years in the presiding elder- 
ship; I am not in it now. We have a large conference of eighty- 
eight fields. We have a superintendent, and the pastors hold about 
fifty per cent. of their own quarterly meetings, and if the quarterly 
meeting was held by myself, I got certain items that I wished from 
the pastor’s report. I called upon the stewards to make their report; . 
they make their report and I include their report in this blank and 
I send this blank to my presiding elder. It is the only way to get 
full and complete statistics. It is not intended that we are going 
to relieve these other officers, the officers of our quarterly conference 
in making their reports and the presiding elder’s reports. I report 
such items, and we gather up these various facts from the other 
officers at the quarterly conference. Let us vote this through, breth- 
ren; I see no reason why we should vote it down. These small con- 
ferences may not need it, but the larger ones do. 

Dr. R. J. Ware. I move you that the substitute be amended so 
as to read, “The pastor’s quarterly report to be sent to the presiding 
elder when he is absent.” 

Rev. W. S. Lynpe, of East Nebraska -Conferenee. I move the 
previous question. 

Dr. H. S. Gasper. I second Brother White’s motion, but I would* 
like to suggest to him that he make it read, “Pastor’s quarterly report 
to the presiding elder.” 

Rev. R. J. Wuire. I will accept it. 

Rev. C. W. Brewsaxer. Didn’t we adopt the name of “conference 
superintendent” the other day @ 
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Voices. No, no. 

Rev. C. W. Brewsaker.. Then I am in the wrong. 

Tue Presipinc Brsuop. As many as favor Doctor White’s amend- 
ment say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is adopted. 

Tue Prestpine Bisuorp. Now are you ready to vote on the substi- 
tute? As many as favor it say “Aye”; opposing it, “No.” It is 
adopted. 

H. E. LeFever, of Pennsylvania Conference. There are some 
other supplements to be read. 

Secretary Siddall read them, as follows: 


We recommend that uniform blanks be provided for the reports 
of the various officers of the local churches to the quarterly confer- 
ence and official board, and that they be so arranged that they can be 
filed in a loose leaf ledger, and that these reports shall be made in 
duplicate, and that one copy shall be filed with the clerk of the 
quarterly conference to become a part of the records of said con- 
ference. (Signed) H. E. LeFrver, Secretary. 


Doctor Funk. Does that mean that these reports are to be printed 
in a way so that they are to go in loose ledgers? Is that the mean- . 
ing of that? I hope you understand what you are doing. If you 
are going to turn your Publishing House into a blank book company 
you will multiply your expenses rapidly. You have no idea what it 
will amount to. 

Rev. W. F. Grover, of Virginia Conference. Now, do I under- 
stand that these blank reports sent out will harmonize with the 
quarterly conference record that the Publishing House has been 
putting out?. Take the Virginia Conference, they have bought new 
quarterly conference records, and unless these blanks harmonize with 
those reports they have simply lost all that money. I suppose they 
will harmonize in a large measure, and that this loose blank record is 
not to supplant our quarterly conference record. 

Docror Funk. I suggest that that be read. 

Secretary Siddall reread the recommendation. 

Docror Fux. I move to eliminate that which refers to the loose 
leaf ledger. 

Seconded. 

Tre Presipinc Brsoop. Those favoring will say “Aye”; opposing 
it, “No.” The motion prevails. 

Rev. W. C. Mutter, of West Nebraska Conference. I have another 
matter to present, and that is that blanks be published for all officers 
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recognized as members of the quarterly conference, presidents of -the 

Ladies’ Aid societies, ete., as members of the quarterly conference. 

Wouldn’t it be easier to get in reports from them in that way? - 
Secretary Siddall read as follows:

Resolved, That the Board of Bishops be authorized to prepare and 
insert in the Discipline a form and formula for each of the follow- 
ing: The ordination of deaconesses, the consecration of home mis- 
sionaries, and also foreign missionaries.

In the matter of the resolutions offered by Dr. Geo. P. Hott and 
Dr. A. P. Funkhouser, that the General Church Treasurer should be 
the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ, and second, that subordinate treasurers in the 
annual conferences, local congregations, societies, and institutions 
not otherwise recognized by statutory enactment, be regarded as hay- 
ing legal standing by virtue of their relations to their superiors. We 
recommend : 

1. That Section X. of Chapter V., page 43 of the Book of Disci- 
pline, be amended to read as follows: 

SECTION X, 
General Church Treasurer. 

The General Conference shall elect a General Church Treasurer 
who shall be the treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ, and who shall receive and disburse, 
on order, the funds of the Home, Frontier, and Foreign Missionary 
Society, Church Erection Society, General Sabbath School Board, - 
Board of Education, Church Trustees, General Conference Expense 
Fund, the Bonebrake Theological Seminary Fund, and other benevo- 
lent funds of the Church. Said treasurer shall give bond for the 
faithful performance of his duty, the bond to be fixed by the Board 
of Bishops, and the salary by the General Conference. 

2. That part second of said resolutions be not adopted by this 
General Conference, for the reason that it would not give any better 
legal standing to our various treasurers than now given by our 
Church Discipline and the laws of ‘the different States. 

Third. : 

In the matter of the claim of Dr. H. A. Thompson against the 
United Brethren Publishing House for salary amounting to $300.00 
as editor of the United Brethren Review, for the period commencing 
January 1, 1909, and ending June 30, 1909, after hearing the state- 
ments of Doctor Thompson in behalf of himself, and S. E. Kumler 
in behalf of the Board of Trustees of the Publishing House, and ‘after 
eareful and proper consideration, we find: 

1. That Doctor Thompson accepted the employment and entered 
upon his duties as editor of said Review with full and complete. 
knowledge of the action of the last General Conference, in granting 
authority to the Publishing House Board to discontinue the publica- 
tion of said Review, as shown by paragraph 6, Section I., Chapter 
XXITI., page 128 of the Book of Discipline. 

2. That said Publishing House Board discontinued said publica- 
tion in good faith, and under the authority given in paragraph 6, 
Section JI., Chapter X XII., of the Book of Discipline. 

3. That Doctor Thompson has performed no services as such 
editor since the thirty-first day of December, 1908. 
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4. That Doctor Thompson is not entitled, either morally or 
legally, to any salary for said period. 
We therefore recommend that said claim of Doctor Thompson be

REPORT OF LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY MOVEMENT COMMITTEE. 

We, your Committee on Laymen’s Missionary Movement, submit 
the following: 

The Laymen’s Missionary Movement was born November 15, 1906, 
at a mecting held in Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Chureh, New York 
City, by a company of laymen who met to celebrate the centennial 
of the Haystack Praver Meeting. It is not a new organization, but 
a movement along interdenominational and international lines to 
secure a heartier codperation of the laymen of the various churches, 
and to stimulate them to inereased effort toward the evangelization 
of the whole world. It secks to realize its aims by cooperating with 
missionary boards and local churches. Its ideal is to reach the entire 
world with the message of the gospel in this generation. 

We consider this movement to be the more significant because 
coming from the laity, and we place upon it our hearty endorsement. 
In harmony therewith we ofter the following recommendations: 

1. That we cheerfully and prayerfully -aecept 5,000,000 people as 
our minimum share of the unevangelized world for whose evangeliza- 
tion we are responsible. This will require a large increase of our 
missionary foree, and a four-fold advance in gifts for missionary 
purposes. We do not believe this unreasonable nor impossible, and 
we set this as the goal we will endeavor to reach at the earliest 
possible date. 

2. We believe every true disciple should give as much toward 
disseminating the blessings of the gospel to those who do not enjoy 
them as he gives to secure the blessings for himself and his family. 
We therefore recommend that the standard of Christian benevolence 
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for our people is that we give as much for the general work of the 
Church as we give for our local interests. 

3. That the missionary boards provide and circulate such literature 
as will enlighten our people along the lines of this aggressive move- 
ment, and that special emphasis be placed on weekly offerings and 
mission study. 

4. That a laymen’s missionary committee be appointed in each 
local church to codperate with the missionary societies in this 
movement. 

5. That we recommend this great movement to the attention of 
men’s Bible classes and brotherhoods, and that, as far as possible, they 
be enlisted in its work. 

6. That this report be especially referred to the laymen of this 
General Conference for their consideration and approval.

Secretary Siddall read the report, as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ORPHANAGES AND OLD PEOPLE'S HOMES. 

We, your Committee on Orphanages and Old People’s Homes, 
submit the following report: 

Resolved, That the Quincy United Brethren Orphanage and Home, 
located at Quincy, Franklin County, Pennsylvania, be recognized as 
sustaining a well-defined relation to the Church, as a general insti- 
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That at least one person duly appointed by the General Conference, 
in addition to the Bishop of the East District, be authorized by the 
General Conference to be part of the Board of Control, and that 
Christmas be recognized as the time for the annual free-will offering 
for the support of the institution. 

We further recommend that in order to secure the best results from 
concentration, that no similar institution be established without the 
approval of the Board of Bishops, as to its proper location. 

We likewise recognize the Old People’s Home, located at Mechan- 
iesburg, Pennsylvania, as an institution of great need in.our Zion; 
where our worthy, aged poor in need of a home can spend the remain- 
ing days of their earthly career. We therefore recommend that it be 
recognized as a general institution of the Church, and that this 
General Conference appoint one person, who, with the bishop of the 
East District, shall codperate with the Board of Control, and make 
such provision as shall best meet the needs and demands of the 
Church.

Tur Presiorse Bistor. You have heard the report. What is 
your pleasure? 

Rey. J. Smrons, of St. Joseph Conference. I move its adoption. 

Seconded. 

Tue Presiping Bisnop. It is moved and seconded that you adopt 
this report. Are you ready? 

Rev. H. J. Kivzmrunr, of Pennsylvania Conference. I think I 
am trespassing on this General Conference for time, but I wish a 
word on the Quiney Orphanage. The words, “Am I my brother’s 
keeper?” were answered by the Man of Galilee in his relation to 
suffering humanity. I am very sure that the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ has not kept pace with the dealings nor the 
example of Jesus Christ in her relations in this particular form of 
organized work. I would not be slow to admit, of course, what we 
have done in a way and in a form in this line of work, but I am 
sure that at this day and age in which we live we should recognize 
our relation to the Quincy Orphanage, one of our own institutions. 
I would take off my hat to every county institution, every State 
institution, and every fraternal organization that has a children’s 
home, but, my friends, the Chureh of the United Brethren in Christ 
ean’t take care of her orphans by proxy. JI am sure that no good 
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Odd Fellow or Mason would care to have his children go away from 
home, or in a State institution when they would be within reach of 
a home among their own jurisdiction, and J am sure that United 
Brethren people would prefer to have their own sons and daughters 
in their own educational institutions when it comes to educating 
them; and I am quite as sure that United Brethren people would 
prefer to have their children in a United Brethren Orphanage. It 
is no more than just. The Quincy Orphanage was founded six years 
ago on April first. At the present time we have in that home sixty 
orphan children, either full orphans or half orphans, those who are 
within the proper bounds of the work of the orphanage; and I am 
sure, my friends, that I stand here to assure you that the orphanage 
at Quiney is doing a blessed work in relation to these dependent 
children. These children are scattered over four States, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Virginia, and Ohio, as far west as Springfield, 
Ohio; and I am sure that the character of its work to-day stands 
for the principles of the home. They are brought up there in right 
surroundings as the child is brought up in the home, as far as it is 
possible for us to mete out these regulations to these children. As 
to our present equipment, we have a splendid farm of one hundred 
and sixty-three acres. We maintain a well-regulated dairy, poultry 
department, and everything that goes with the equipment of a farm. 
We are running this line of our work strictly from the industrial 
standpoint for the training of these children’ industrially. Our 
dairy department has someeof the very best blooded stock that it is 
possible for us to secure, and so we set before our children the very 
highest standard in training, and what is true of that is true also 
of the intellectual and spiritual training. Our farm is managed by 
the very best modern and scientific brains. For the last twelve 
months our cash farm receipts for products sold exceeded $4,631.48. 
This was produced from hay, fruit, butter, and eggs, and you can 
easily see that we are up to date so far as the farm management is 
concerned. J wish to plead, in a word, for the concentration along 
the line of this work. JI am sure, as a Chureh, we ought to learn 
from mistakes that we have made not to make mistakes along other 
lines. I think we ought to profit by mistakes along that line by 
concentrating on the orphanage. Tf the time comes in the provi- 
dence of God that we need one that is under the control of the 
bishops, there should not be a multiplication of orphanages. We 
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should have one strong, central institution which you could look up 
to, which will have prestige and honor and power, and accomplish 
the work of the demands made upon it. This Church, our Publish- 
ing Plant at Dayton, Ohio, stands forth as illustrations of concentra- 
tion, and I am sure, friends, you will all feel the importance of that 
idea of concentration and make this a strong institution. We want 
to throw such protection around it that will give it prestige, and I 
am sure it would meet with the approval of the rank and file of our 
Chureh. They are the ones that would receive the direct benefit. 
They are ready to support it. So far as financial support, it stands 
on its merits. Have a free-will offering, and there isn’t anything in 
this report that is imperative, and what every person should vote 
for heartily. There are a lot of reports scattered about here as to 
the orphanage, and I trust you will look them over and see what is 
being done at this time. 

Rey. O. W. Stusser, of East Ohio Conference. I would like to ask 
Brother Kitzmiller this question: To what degree are you able to 
supply the demands for children for the homes? If not able to sup- 
ply the demands, what children take precedence ? 

Rev. H. J. Kirzminter. To the full extent of the demands that 
have been made upon it. It stands as an institution for dependent 
children such as are in need, and we are prepared to meet all demands 
upon. us. 

Rev. O. W. Stusser. Have they been able to give homes to all 
applicants ? ° 

Rev. H. J. Korzmimurr. To all those who are entitled to it. 

Rey. W. C. Miuurr. What are the conditions? 

Rev. H. J. Kivazwinier. The conditions are that they are to be 
absolutely in need of a home. ; 

Rev. N. L. Vezte. I would like to say this: That I am in favor 
of this orphanage and old people’s home, but under the condition 
that this paper places it, I am not in favor of it. I don’t think we 
have come to that place where we, as a Conference, ought to take 
this institution over, and especially under the conditions that they 
ask us. If this is a general institution of the Church, then why 
not the General Conference elect all the directors and all the boards; 
and another thing, we have multiplied special gifts and special de- 
mands for gifts until we are almost burdened with them, and if this 
institution that has been practically self-sustaining, and only on the 
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edge of our territory, why appeal to the Church for a special gift on 
Christmas time? Now, if these people are getting along all right 
and nice over there, God bless them. It is a good work, but I am 
not in favor of taking this over and making it an institution of the 
general Church. Then, if we do, I am in favor of controlling it 
absolutely. And you must remember this: That Kansas is the 
center of things in this work, and Pennsylvania is away over on the 
edge, and way beyond us two thousand miles is the border of the 
Church on the other side, and for us people out in the Middle 
West, and on the Pacific Coast, this institution would be practi- 
eally useless. We need something of our own, and if we go 
to make anything general, you put it absolutely under the control 
of the Church and the General Conference, and locate it out some- 
where near the center. JI am opposed to the paper. 

Rev. H. J. Kirzmmter. There isn’t anything improper as to the 
financial portion of the report.’ It doesn’t say the whole Church 
shall support it. We don’t ask for taxation without representation. 

R. H. Benner, of Neosho Conference. This is a question I am 
interested in. J am as well acquainted with orphanage work as any 
line of: benevolent work, and if I made a statement against the care 
of orphans, my wife would Yeproach me for it as soon as she found 
it out. We have in our home at various times from one to four 
orphan children, and she is a member of an orphanage board, and we 
have studied it carefully. It is one of the great reformatory things 
in this country. The question is necessarily a local one. It can- 
not be otherwise than a local one. And to ask this Church to take 
up that orphanage only, and not place one anywhere else where we 
can study the local conditions and have this Church back it up, is 
wrong in principle. It is not right. I think the Church ought to 
be ashamed of itself, the local church, that is giving so little atten- 
tion to the needs of its poor people everywhere; but this does not 
remedy it; it makes it worse. You concentrate all the work away 
down where it can’t possibly benefit very much territory. You can’t 
send a child from Kansas, or can’t send one from Ohio, over there 
to Pennsylvania without raising the blood in every relative that child 
has. It can’t be done, and it ought not to be done. It is wrong 
in principle. Then comes the proposition that is asking for a 
Christmas offering. In the first place, that is the time that it 
ought not to be asked for; and in the next place, we have got about 
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fifteen of those special offerings during the year. I guess there are 
more than that. JI think there is one report that requires about 
twelve of them, and it is wrong, in my judgment, to come with so 
many. It discourages us. The budget plan is the very one that 
will encourage us to take up the specific items and work them out 
right. Now, you come to this one which is local, and ask them to 
send money down to this particular orphanage where they couldn’t 
get a child in if they needed it, and they will not stand for it. 

Tur Presiping Bisuop. Can’t we have a motion on this before 
discussing it further ? 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. It may not be known to this General Con- 
ference—and Brother Kitzmiller is a modest man—that if it were 
not for Brother Kitzmiller I don’t suppose we would have an orphan- 
age in this Church at all. He started the thing, giving his farm; 
and in giving himself and his life to this work, and as I under- 
stand the paper now, he simply comes and asks the Church to help 
as far as they may be willing by a voluntary offering. 

R. H. Bennett, of Neosho Conference, introduced the following: 


That we express it as the sense of this General Conference that 
we sympathize with orphanage work everywhere, and believe the 
Church ought to care for its dependent children. JI move to sub- 
stitute that for the whole report.

Rey. A. B. Starron, of Pennsylvania Conference. I feel as though 
the Conference ought not in any way discourage the orphanage down 
in the bounds of the Pennsylvania Conference. As Doctor Lowery 
has suggested, Brother Kitzmiller and his wife have donoted one of 
the most magnificent farms in the Cumberland Valley to this Church. 
They are down there at the present time. We have that splendid 
farm. We have a great building for the children, a large admin- 
istration building, a large boys’ building, and there are, I believe, 
sixty orphan children already being taken care of there, As I 
understand it, this is the only work that our Church has along that 
line. Well now, the modest request of the committee is simply that 
this orphanage, which is the only one which our Church has, be 
recommended to the general Church at large, as other denominations 
support their orphanages by Christmas offerings. It is at the option 
of this Conference to recommend a Christmas offering for the sup- 
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port of this orphanage. Please do not turn it down, brethren. I 
feel that it is one of the most worthy beneficiaries in our Church. 
’Vote for it and encourage this great work. It is open to children 
from all parts of the Church, and God knows it is a work in which 
we all ought to engage and sympathize—the taking care of orphan 
children. Let us not discourage it here. We certainly do not 
mean, by voting this report, to discourage the founding of orphan- 
ages in other parts of the Church. Let them be founded if the 
conditions demand it; but inasmuch as this is the only orphanage 
that we have, don’t do anything here that will discourage the work, 
but do that which will help it along. [Applause.] 

Dr. W. O. Fries, of Sandusky Conference. I would like to ask 
a question as a matter of information. I think all on this General 
Conference floor-are in favor of an orphanage institution. The 
statement was made that our dear Brother Kitzmiller has donated 
this to the Church. Now, some of us would like to have light as to 
what board he has made this donation, how that board is constituted, 
and so forth—a little information as to the present management of 
the institution, and I think the General Conference is entitled to 
light on that matter. 

‘Rey. H. J. Kirzmiturr. I can answer. The board at present is 
constituted of members of various conferences—Miami, Allegheny, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania— 

Rey. N. L. Vezin. How ean you deed it to several conferences ? 

Rey. H. J. Kirzminuter. It was so recognized in the Church. 

Rey. L. W. Stant. Can I answer the question? It is deeded to 
this conference under the laws: of Pennsylvania. The corporation 
owns it and holds it for the Church, and the institution is regularly 
incorporated under the laws of the State of Pennsylvania, and the 
laws of our State do not require a majority of trustees shall be a 
resident of the State of Pennsylvania, so you can make them from 
Kansas if you wish. 

W. H. Unricn, of East Pennsylvania Conference. I would like 
to say a few words before we vote upon this. I am acquainted with 
this institution, and am one of its directors, one of the Board of 
Trustees. You have been told about this institution; but if you will 
read the question that is now before us, you will find there is noth- 
ing in it that is obligatory; and as you have been told that there is 
but one—this is the only institution of the kind in the Church at 
present. It seems to me that it would be unkind if we had just 
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cut out a certain section, and called this the orphanage for that 
section. This paper provides that you may establish other orphan- 
ages. But what is the trouble with our schools and our colleges? 
Not that we have too many, but that they are not properly located. 
This paper guards against the very error that we have made before, 
that they shall not be located except by the consent of the Board of 
Bishops. I fail to see anything in this matter that can harm any 
one. They would not look at the other side. I believe it will help. 
I believe it will stimulate this object of taking care of the orphan 
children. If there is one thing that appeals to us before any other, 
it is that when a mother comes to die she can feel that the Church 
has an institution which will take care of her orphan children; and it 
will make her dying bed, as it were, a bed of flowers. We don’t ask 
you from Kansas to send us money, but we ask you to recognize us 
as a church institution, and that the Church stand by that principle; 
and if you are in a position in Kansas, or elsewhere, and it is a 
proper location, all you need to do is to ask that honorable Board 
of Bishops, and they can give you permission to locate. If there 
are men whose hearts are yearning—and I believe there are men and | 
women, and especially the sisters, who have stood and seen those sad 
sights when poor children have been turned out and not properly 
taken care of—and if this is recognized as a church institution, I 
feel confident that their tender hearts will rise and pulsate together 
until they will in some way support this institution. I say this 
Chureh needs more than this. This is only one. We need more. 
What we need to guard is to see that they are earefully located, and 
for that reason we have put it in the hands of the bishops. 

Rev. W. L. Hrysuaw, of Southwest Kansas. As Kansas has been 
alluded to frequently by speakers on the floor, I want to say for one 
that I heartily indorse that paper. We are assured that while there 
is room in that orphanage for any that we may wish to send from 
the far West, and that they will receive just as careful attention as 
if they lived in that district [applause], I am sure that the paper 
does not for a moment prevent the establishing of other orphanages 
in the West. You can simply have the order of the Board” of 
Bishops. 

Rey. Ext Goon, of Michigan Conference. That took all my fire. 
I would like an answer to this question which was asked of me: 
What is the value of the property that was given to the Church? 
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Rev. H. J. Kirzminter. The present value is $50,000; a con- 
servative estimate. 

Presipent T. D. Crires. Any man or men who, because of the 
love they have for Christ’s little ones, establish an institution to care 
for them ought to have the recognition of the Church. [ Applause. ] 

Rev. W. C. Minter. I just want to add one thought to what has 
been said. I believe that in the passing of this paper you will be 
doing much more to get an orphanage in the West than if you 
objected to it. If we place our approval on this paper, it will be 
an encouragement to any one in the West to put their property in 
this shape. I am in favor of the paper. [ Applause. ] 

R. H. Bennerr. JI say there isn’t a man here whose heart is more 
open than mine and responds more quickly to the orphanage question. 
‘I believe in it thoroughly, through and through. But I say this: 
Does it commit the Church to the support of this orphanage? They 
say it den’t make it compulsory. All our churches donate to the 
regular orphanage work, and we have got to go into the Church 
and teach them disloyalty to the United Brethren Discipline, or make 
the offerings at Christmas time, when you say it is to be taken for 
that orphanage. Then we have to take one position or the other. 
It is wrong in principle to undertake to have the general Church 
take up these things that are necessarily local. 

The question is called for. 

Tur Presminc Bisnop. The question is called for. Those who 
will adopt the substitute will signify by saying “Aye”; those opposed, 
“No.” It is not adopted. Those who will adopt the report will 
say “Aye”; those opposed, “No.” It is adopted.’ [Applause. ] 

G. C. Wintrams. As the question of place for the next General 
Conference was voted on without competition, I wish to make a 
motion for the reconsideration of that question, with the under- 
standing— 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. Did you vote in the affirmative ? 

G. C. Wituiams. I did, sir. And in place of that I would sub- | 
stitute the following:

Are we operating under Roberts’ Rules 
of Order? 

Tue Presipinc Brsuop. Yes, sir. 

Presipent T. D. Orrres. The question was settled. 

Tuk Presipine Bisnop. It ean be reconsidered to-day or to-morrow. 

Bisnore Wrekury. This was settled forty-eight hours ago, was 
it not? 

Tne Presipinc Brsuop. Then it is out of order. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Did you rule it out of order? It was settled 
on Saturday. Yesterday was not a business day, and the next 
regular day it may be reconsidered. 

Rey. E. H. Suury. Saturday is right. 

Tue Presipina Bisnop. Then it is in order to-day. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. The question is on reconsideration 2 

Time Presmpina Bisnop. Yes. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. And it requires a two-thirds vote? 

Tne Presipinc Bisnor. Yes. Those who will reconsider the 
question of the location of the next General Conference will say 
“Aye”; opposed, “No.” It is not reconsidered. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. You have appointed a committee to edit the 
Discipline. Now, I am certain that the new Discipline under the 
arrangement you have made cannot possibly be issued at the date 
given. 

Voick. What is the date? 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I think it is July 15, and I don’t believe the 
Discipline can be ready by that date, with the editing and the eodify- 
ing that is to be done, as Doctor Landis leaves for the West for 
nearly a month’s visit to different places, in a couple of weeks. Is 
that correct 2 + 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis. Yes, sir. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. We cannot possibly have the report of the 
stenographer for the next two weeks. Am I right, Mr. Hall? 

Craries J. Harn, Recording Secretary. Yes, sir. 
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Dr. W. R. Funk. So you see where we are, and there ought to 
be some relief. 

BisHop WEEKLEY. We ought to have it by the time the confer- 
ences open.

JI am sure 
that it is befitting for us to-day, as a General Conference, to recog- 
nize the birthday anniversary of this beloved worker of our Church. 
Years do not always mean old age. Some men live many years, but 
retain a youthful spirit, and I believe that I am saying to-day the 
truth when I state that Col. Robert Cowden is a young man at 
the age of seventy-six. [Applause.] His life has been a useful 
life, not only to our denomination, but to the great Sunday-school 
movement of the world. He has been recognized as a man of ability 
in the Sunday-school field, and especially in the Teachers’ Training 
Department, and this recognition has been justly referred to time 
and again by eminent speakers during this General Conference. Not 
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only has his life been a useful life, but it has been a beautiful life 
—hbeautiful in nobility of character. There is beauty in true man- 
hood. There is beauty in incarnating the life of Jesus Christ, and 
showing to the world that Christ lives in us. And I believe that 
Col. Cowden has, during his life as a leader in the Sunday-School 
Department of our Church, shown nobility of Christian character 
and of Christian manhood. From that life has gone out the sweet 
fragrance which shall go down through the years, even after these 
anniversaries cease, and IJ am happy to-day, if Col. Cowden will 
come forward, to present to him on behalf of the General Conference 
‘seventy-six carnations. [Great applause.] Col. Cowden, I trust 
that your life shall continue as fragrant and as beautiful as in the 
past, even as fragrant as the flowers which I now hand to you. 
[Hands carnations. ] 

Cou. Ropert Cowprn. Mr. President and Friends: It seems to 
me this minute that my whole hfe has been a series of surprises, 
and this is one of the sweetest and freshest and most delightful to me 
that I have ever had. I am entirely unprepared to make a speech, 
and you don’t want one, I am sure, at this late hour in your session. 
I said yesterday, in introducing a speaker at the other building, 
that if I were asked my age, I would say promptly, “Seventy-six 
years to-morrow.” That would be to-day—for which I am not to 
blame. But if I were asked my size, I would say that I was twelve 
feet tall and weighed a quarter of a ton. I felt that way yesterday. 
I am larger to-day. JI have grown some. This is a very precious 
hour to me, I am sure, because of this token of your appreciation 
and love. I don’t know that I ought to say, and yet I may be 
indulged in saying, that when I came out of the army at the age 
of thirty-three, having served four and one-half years in the army, 
and rising from the rank of private to first lieutenant, and being 
mustered out, that I thought my work was done, but as I now see 
it, it wasn’t begun yet. The work of my life, for which I will be 
remembered, if remembered at all, has been done since that time, 
and in a way that I had not at all planned for—never did plan 
for it. When they elected me superintendent of a little Sunday 
school in a little hamlet of a dozen poor families that eouldn’t get 
away, like myself, that was the beginning of my Sunday-school 
career, and had I my life to live over again I don’t see how I very 
well could have improved it, and yet I just went forward Danae 
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almost as plain as a mole when I went, first feeling my way. But 
this Church has favored me. This Church has made me all that 
I am, under God—my mother and my Church have made me all 
that I am, and to that mother and to this Church I never can express 
my gratitude sufficiently. I want to thank you from the very depths 
of my soul for this token of your appreciation. [Applause.] 

BisHor Carter, The Presiding Bishop. May I say, before putting 
the motion to adopt the resolution concerning Col. Cowden, without 
disparaging any other great man in our Church, he is the most loved 
man in my home. When the darkest shadow that ever fell upon 
our home came, Col. Cowden went all the way from Dayton to 
Chattanooga to comfort our hearts, and because of this love that we 
bear for him, when that college was named for him, myself and 
family decided to take the large library and art hall or room and 
fit it up in the name of our daughter, to link it forever in that 
institution with his name. Those who will pass this resolution will 
say “Aye”; those opposed, “No.” It is passed. 

Rey. W. 8. Lynne, of West Nebraska Conference. I rise to ask 
for a little information. In reference to having blanks printed for 
our quarterly conference members—I want to know whether we shall 
have blanks printed for them. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Sure.

Rey. I. E. Meese offered the following: 
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Resolved, That it be the sense of the General Conference, now in 
session, to request the different conferences throughout the Chureh 
to secure the publication of their conference minutes at the United 
Brethren Publishing House. 


Dr. W. R. Funk. Mr. Chairman, I hope that resolution will not 
pass. I believe the conferences ought to be left to do as they please. 
If you knew what it meant to us, and how we are put in competition 
with every little printing shop all over the country, and how we try 
to do the very best we can, and yet are referred to prices quoted by 
these small printing offices, you would not pass that resolution. 
Then if you will just allow this statement, that we can go out and 
get commercial work at better prices and can meet requirements 
easier, you will see why we have made no determined efforts to get 
conference minutes for publication. ‘Now, Mr. Chairman, this 
thought comes suddenly to me, and I have this to say, brethren: We 
will gladly print your minutes for you if you want us to do it. 
Don’t misunderstand me. But if you want us to print them, 
please note that there are things entering into it: We pay 
our people living wages. If you will allow me to make this 
statement of experience so that you may understand some of 
the problems that we meet along that line, because I do honestly 
believe before God to-day, from things said in this General Con- 
ference, that the brethren feel that they ought to know the facts, 
and when it comes to that I am willing to meet the records along 
the line. Just three weeks ago I tried to get an experienced printer : 
and pressman. He was in the city of Dayton. He was employed 
by a certain firm. I knew he was needed, and had a record as a 
workman of producing a high-grade of work. I sent Mr. Senseny 
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to him and asked him to employ him if he could. He went to see 
him. He was getting $35 a week, and he came to us and worked 
for one week and left us and went to Chicago at $40 a week, That 
is what we are facing in the management of the United Brethren 
Publishing House. These conditions obtaining, and the eight-hour 
day practically all over the Publishing House, I cannot compete, 
as your agent, with the office that pays $6 to $7 or $8 or $9 or $10 
or $12 or $15 a week to their employes, and work eight and a half, 
nine, and ten hours a day. It is a physical impossibility, and so 
I want you to see the situation as it is. Now, I know that this 
resolution was introduced in all kindness, and I appreciate it; 
personally, I appreciate it. If I thought that the vote of the other 
day was a vote of depreciation of the management of the United 
Brethren Printing Establishment, you would have had in your hands 
long ago my resignation; so I want you to see what it means to-day 
in an open and frank and clear statement along the line; and this 
resolution, coming as it did, gives an opportunity of saying’ this, 
and I say it in all kindness, and in all earnestness, and in al) 
sincerity. I hope you won’t insist upon its passage, but let it 
drop out, and let the dear brethren in the conferences do as they 
think they ought to do. I believe that is right. [Applause.] 

Tuer Presiprne Bisuor. Do you withdraw the resolution? 

Rey. I. E. Mersz. I do. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. It is withdrawn. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. I would like to offer this resolution:

Rey. H. R. Hess. I ask this question: Who are the general 
officers of this Church?

Tie Presipinc Bisnor. The point is well taken, that we should 
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not attempt by resolution in these closing moments what was voted 
down in a general paper a few days ago. 

Dr. D. D. Lowery. I didn’t know that any such thing was 
reported. % 

Tue Presipine Bisnor. It is thought that this would be giving 
certain advantages in a number of large conferences where there 
are a number of men filling official positions from these conferences, 
and it was considered not proper to pass it the other day. I ruled 
it out of order. 

Rey. ©. Wuirney. May I ask for information? That resolution 
that was passed on evangelism—will that take evangelism out of 
the Home Missionary Society? I understand it is to codperate 
with all evangelism under the Church so far as it can. 

Rey. A. B. Starron. It is my impression that we missed one of 
the reports—the Committee on Young People’s Work. It was neither 
passed nor stricken out. } 

Tue Presipina Bisttor. I understand it was incorporated in the 
report of the three committees this morning, the Sunday School, 
Men’s Work, and Young People’s 

Rey. I. E. Mersr. There were previous reports made out, and 
when this was done this was consolidated into the report of the 
whole. Now, we have no specific report for the Young People, as 
I understand it, before us. Now then, if we have no specific report 
for the Young People, then the question I would like to ask is this: 
How shall we proceed with our Young People? 

Tne Presiping Bisnor. I understand that it was passed to the 
printer without reading. The brethren engaged in the Young Peo- 
ple’s work will know whether it has been acted upon or not. 

Dr. J. G. Huser. That report was read before it was printed, 
When it came up this morning, I thought of something that might 
be done in connection with it, but T really do not know that we could 
act upon it unless it be the single item referring to the name, and 
approving the action of the Young People’s Society of Christian 
Union, and your attention was called to the continuance of relations 
between the Young People’s organizations and this new board, and 
that the-new board should make that clear in the Discipline. It 
takes a little time and study. I talked to Doctor Fries about it this 
morning, and we don’t see now clearly how that ought to be arranged 
in the Discipline. But I would like to answer the question Brother 
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Meese raises, namely: That the local organization will remain as 
it is, the branch organization will remain as it is, and the general 
name, The Young People’s Christian Union, may be retained as in- 
corporated in this united constitution, and in that way we have a 
kind of affiliation. But there seems to bé a link lost out between 
the branch and the general union, and there ‘will need to be some 
statement made in the Discipline regarding that, and there will be 
statements made in the Watchword and the Telescope both; so that 
T am hoping that our young people-throughout the Church will not 
begin to feel that they have no place in it in which to crawl, no 
place which they may call their home, because they have. They 
have just as much as the Sunday school has; just as much as the 
men’s organization. This is to be a united organization of all these 
different children of the Church, and J hope those who go home from 
the General Conference will have that feeling that we are not 
orphans, that especially the young people are not lost out, that they 
are fully recognized in this new organization. 

Rey. I. E. Meese. Let me ask a question: Wouldn’t it be easier 
if we would endorse what was done at the biennial respecting the 
adopting of the name of the union ? 

Dr. J. G. Huser. I move that the General Conference endorse the 
action of the last biennial convention held at Indianapolis, Indiana, 
June, 1908, in changing the name from Young People’s Christian 
Union to Young People’s Christian Endeavor Union of the United 
Brethren in Christ. 

Seconded. 

Tur Presipinc Bisnop. Those who will adopt this will say “Aye”; 
those opposed will say “No.” It is adopted. 

Rey. W. O. Strrert, of East Ohio Conference. Before the con- 
ference closes, I want to say on behalf of East Ohio Conference, we 
express our great pleasure with your presence and influence among 
us. The East Ohio Conference in a large measure has been per- 
mitted to look in upon you and receive the intellectual inspiration 
for good, in love and enthusiasm for the Church, which must result 
in good to the work, and we want to invite you to come back again 
at your very earliest convenience. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Will the General Conference indulge a word? 

Voices. Hear, hear. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. When my report was read the other day on 
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publishing interests, I was askéd in regard to the office-building. I 
gave, in a sense, an evasive answer, which, I understand, has been 
used in a very unkind way by some, and so I have decided to make 
a statement, a clean breast of the whole matter, whether it hurts the 
institution or the house or not; simply tell things, whether it is a 
protection or not a protection. Do you understand what I mean? 

A. A. Maysities, of Miami Conference. I don’t believe that is 
the proper thing to do. I think Doctor Funk was right in making 
his statement the other day. He asked any who wished the infor- 
mation to come to him and he would give it to them. That is the 
business of our Church, and if he feels that that matter will do us 
harm in a business way, he ought to be complimented for the state- 
ment he made. [Applause.] 

Rev. L. We Stann, 1 think i¢ will-he-a mistake for-ewo reasons: 
It is not right to our tenants, and it is not good business policy. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. I never know just exactly what I am to do. I 
am told on the one hand I ought to have told it. T am told on 
the other hand I ought not to tell it. That is my position. 

THe Presiping Bisuop. J think they are satisfied with your 
former statement. 

Rev. ‘J. W. Liury. TI think the scriptures tell us, “Blessed are ye 
when ye are persecuted for righteousness’ sake.” 

Bisuop Carter. Then most of us have had a blessing. 

Preswent T. D. Crires. I have another little resolution here: 


Resolved, That we earnestly desire the Committee on Program for 
the General Conference of 1913 to leave at least one-third of the 
evenings open, to be used for business sessions, if such shall become 
necessary.

Dr. W. R. Funk. May I have a word, because in the arrange- 
ment of this program you do not know what difficulties were en- 
countered. There are many things in connection with it: The 
departments all want the best place. They are go extremely 
anxious to have their departments before the General Conference 
that they just get right after it. Some of them forget to come until 
we have settled on a night, and then we have to take up a lecturer 
and move him over to the next week. They all want a night. There 
are about twelve-of them, and if you have.three or four or five lec- 
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turers to help out the expenses, how are you going to leave a third ° 
ot them open ? 

Presipent T. D. Crires. Cut out the lectures. 

Dr. W. R. Funk. Then how could you pay the expenses? I am 
perfectly willing now that you suggest what you do. For my part 
IT am agreed to a three weeks’ session, provided you can elect men 
who will stay here and do business, but if they are going away on 
the second Saturday evening they are here, then I say we had better 
have it for only ten days. 

Presipent T. D. Crrres. In support of the resolution, I just 
want to say I introduced it because of the fact that it has been 
felt very generally that there wasn’t time enough to do the work 
of this General Conference that ought to be done. I have heard 
it expressed again and again that it would have been far better had 
we put in the time in business session than some other things that 
we did while here. We could not, of course, cut out our own general 
interests.- They must be presented. If anything is to be cut out 
it is the general entertainment, and whether that is practicable or 
not, I do not know. I brought in the resolution to find out what 
was your sense and your wish concerning it. 

E. M. Horner. I only want to call attention to one point that 
possibly some of you had not thought of: The laymen have put in 
this General Conference, I believe, upon a reasonable estimate not 
less than $7,500 in the loss of salaries, so I believe you should not 
lengthen our sessions, but cut down ‘the days if it does take some 
night sessions. 

Dr. W. R. Fux. If you vote it through we will try to work for 
it, but it throws some hard wo1k on somebody. The expense account 
is getting to be a big thing in connection with the General Con- 
ference, and the making of some money by these entertainments that 
are profitable, is neeessary. Then there is another thing, brethren, 
don’t forget it, that the coming of William Jennings Bryan, the 
lecture of Bishop Bell, the lecture of Senator Dolliver, and of Gov- 
ernor Hanly, and the sending out of the knowledge over this nation 
that they were here, at a United Brethren General Conference, has 
been worth a great deal to the United Brethren Church. [Applause. ] 

Pror. Mark Kepret. I would like to say, in connection with the 
matter, that it seems to me that things have gone admirably. We 
have been able to finish on schedule time. We have had the finest 
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kind of entertainment in the way of lectures and program that any- 
body would want. [Applause.] If there has been any delay, we 
delegates have been to blame for it, because the first thing we did 
was to tie ourselves up with a bundle of red tape rules, which re- 
quired the printing of little reports that were only three lines long, 
that we could have disposed of in ten minutes’ time. It seems to 
me that if a little more work be put in on getting workable rules 
before we would get here, we would save two days by doing it. For 
instance, I will particularize: We can arrange: to have all our elec- 
tions on one day. We spent more than a day on them at this time, 
but if we had put them all on one day no delegate would have lost 
any of the regular business, and we could have gone on in like 
manner. The bishops know who the brethren are that talk the most 
during a session. [Applause.}] With a little forethought they 
could assign every one of these brethren something to do on the 
first or second day, and in that way we can have every night, 
possibly. 

Bisuop Wnrkiey. Make them the Board of Tellers. 

Pror. Mark Krpren. If you come to Los Angeles you will have to 
take more days, and we will take one day of your session to go to 
the sea shore and orange groves. 

Rev. W: C.-Mintzr. I would say, if that is to be done, Brother 
Keppel would have to be employed pretty thoroughly. ~ : 

Rey. H. R. Hess. I am sure of one thing, that the bishops of 
this Church know who can talk the most, and some one has to do 
some talking, but there is an end to all things. I want to say this, 
that you had better vote the resolution of Brother Crites down. We 
will do ourselves credit if you vote that down and make him feel 
good. 

Question is ealled for. 

Dr. S. S. Hover. Is the motion withdrawn? 

Tre Preswprne Bisuor. It is withdrawn. 

Rev. H. R. Hess.. Was it withdrawn before I made my speech ? 

Tur Preswie Bisuop. — Yes. [| Applause. ] 

Dr. S. 8. Hoven. TI would like to inquire whether in any of the* 
reports there has been a definition concerning a mission district, or 
how a mission district could be constituted an annual conference. 
I don’t remember of any such action. In the foreign mission con- 
stitution we put a special statement as to a foreign mission, and 
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how it could become a foreign mission conference, and it was desired 
by the bishops to have a plan by which the mission district in this’ 
country might be constituted an annual conference. I have the 
following to offer: 


Resolved, That a mission district be constituted an annual confer- 
ence by vote of the General Conference upon the recommendation by 
the Board of Home Missions, or, in the interim, by the Board of 
Bishops.

It is only a mission district. An annual conference at home or a 
foreign district, not a foreign mission conference. 

Rev. J. R. Cuampers. Mr. Chairman, I move you that we do 
now adjourn. 

Seconded. 

Pror. Marx Kepren. It seems to me, Brother Bishop, in the 
giving of our thanks we were a little bit forgetful. It may not 
seem to some of us that we were, but I have a very distinet recol- 
lection of that band of men and women who toiled in the basement 
below day and night, who have given ten long weary days and nights 
to the entertainment of this Conference, and while they have not 
said anything, while they have not made any speeches or passed 
any resolutions, you couldn’t have gotten along without them, and 
I would like to move that in addition to the resolutions of thanks 
already passed, we express to the ladies and to the gentlemen, to the 
boys and the girls, and all who served in the basement below in 
serving ug, we express our most heartfelt and hearty appreciation.

Dr.~W. R. Furr. Sure. 

Dr. C. W. Brewpaker. I move you, Mr. Chairman, that we ex- 
press our unanimous hearty appreciation for the constant attention 
and splendid service given to us by the newspaper reporters, William 
R. Thom, of the Repository, and Robert B. Smith, of the News.

in the Home Missionary Society and other gatherings and groups 
of this body the matter has been discussed. Many have desired that 
we might be able to finance the splendid quartet and send it on an 
evangelistic trip for a year or two. Some have felt that it would 
cost too much, and there are other evangelists who have offered them-

selves for the Church. I only beg to say that Reverends Upson and 
Parker have decided to enter the evangelistic field, the two of them, 
and any of you who may want to invite their services should write 
to Rey. C. S. Parker, at Elkhart, Indiana. JI wish to state that 
the Columbia River Conference will meet in Spokane, Washington, 
June 3, and if any of you are coming to the Coast so that you could 
stop there, we should be delighted to have you look in on us. The 
Oregon Conference will meet in Philomath, June 11. Beginning 
on the eleventh the morning is given to conference business, and 
the Afternoon on Bible study and a discussion of many topics 
concerning church work, and in the evening evangelistic services.

Voices. Agreed, agreed. Z 

Bisuorp Marnurews. It might be a matter of interest to announce 
that we are arranging two great State events, Indiana and Illinois, 
composed of men, ministers and laymen, of these great States, to 
be held at some central place, and have some great speakers, as 
William Jennings, Bryan, and all the rest to discuss the great 
interests, emphasizing with as much emphasis as we possibly can 
evangelism, Christian stewardship, and the brotherhood movement, 
the Sunday-school work—all these things, and I would ask your co- 
operation and your sympathy in this great plan that we have to 
begin in these two great States. The reason why I have joined with 
the brethren in this is because State lines furnish us an opportunity 
to have a great convention in Indiana and a great convention in 
Illinois. I would like to say one word with reference to the matter 
of evangelism. It has been on my heart, and I think God has natur- 
ally given me a heart, in addition to his spirit, to emphasize 
the work of evangelism. -It is my conviction that if we help the 
Home Missionary Society and this commission on evangelism, to 
send out graduated evangelists, able preachers of the word, that 
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can command the attention of the people in the cities as well as in 
the country places, that such a movement shall go all over this 
Church as shall bring into our Church hundreds and thousands of 
members, and quicken the heart and life of the whole denomination. 
I want to say that I have been very much delighted with this 
General Conference, very much indeed, one of the great Conferences 
in the history of this Church, and yet it is my conviction, a con- 
viction that grips me, brethren, that consecrates to God, and acting 
in the consciousness of the presence of God and in the feeling of 
the Holy Spirit which he gave us, to’ go out and save lost men and 
build up the Church in all the elements that will make her strong 
to advance; and these forward movements will bring such a fellow- 
ship among us as shall not only glorify God, but multiply the num- 
bers and power of our denomination. I thank God to-day for the 
way in which the General Conference has got under this great men’s 
movement, the brotherhood movement, the foreign missionary move- 
ment, the home missionary movement, the redemption of America. 
I propose now, as I go back to the great dark city of Chicago— 
we have no money—I can’t tell you—I can’t tell you of the pain- 
ful limits we are under for money. Mighty opportunities are there 

tod organize Sunday schools, get men to go in these dark places 
and join with other denominations in increasing our own societies 
by a half dozen. And I say not only Chicago, but up in Michigan, 
and Wisconsin, and Minnesota, and I pray that since the foreign 
missionary society have agreed that they would work for $200,000 
to carry forward, the work of God, I pray that we may work for at 
least $100,000 for the redemption of America, to build up the 
kingdom of Jesus Christ in this home land. Why, Bishop Berry, 
who has charge of the great evangelistie work—he is chairman of 
the committee on evangelism in this great country—is making 
everything hum. He is setting on fire the whole Methodist Church, 
organizing all the conferences in the interests of evangelism. 
Brethren, I pray that the spirit of evangelism, I mean organized 
evangelism, organizing every conference in the Church with com- 
mittees that will carry out what we put in resolutions, by convens 
tions, of farming the little places and the weak places everywhere, 

that a great baptism of evangelism shall grip the whole Church, 
such as shall bring into the kingdom in our communion hundreds 
and thousands. I want you to pray for me as I go back to that 
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dark city, and for that great country with its magnificent oppor- 
tunities. No money to do anything, just the same as these brethren 
in the far West and the Pacific Coast and the South. Why, $100,000 
would be a drop in the bucket to use in this great home land of ours. 

BisHop Carter. Brethren of the General Conference: I also 
desire to express my profound gratitude to you that you have 
counted me worthy to reélect me for bishop of our Southern District, 
and if you wish to know about that work and what is being accom- 
plished in that field, I wish you would consult men like Col. Cowden 
and other officials who have been there. That work in the South 
is in one of the most remarkable territories of the denomination. 
We control four of the greatest commercial interests of the world: 
the cotton interests, by. which we are clothing seventy-five per cent. 
of the human family; andthe iron interest—iron men tell 
us they will depend entirely upon the South in the next twenty-five 
years; and the coal interest. England has ten thousand square 
miles of coal country alone. Kentucky alone has sixteen thousand 
square miles of coal, and we have sixty-five thousand square miles 
of coal in the South. And then one-half of the timber standing 
in this country to-day is in the South, as given by the statistics. 
In one little town in North Carolina there are over forty manu- 
facturing establishments there for furniture, and that furniture 
goes as far west as San Francisco, and as far east as Africa. Mil- 
lions of dollars are now invested in our timber in the South, and 
people are going there by the multiplied thousands, and that work 
is growing and we need consecrated men. We need your sympathy, 
we need your prayers, we need your confidence, and I beg that you 
will think lovingly of our work and pray for us as we go forward 
in that wonderful field,.amid such opportunities and in the best 
climate in the world. 

Rev. C. W. Recarp. I certainly have not made many speeches 
in this conference, but I did think of claiming my right. TI thought 
we would have time enough to have you visit the Memorial Monu- 
ment, but I see that we have gone beyond the time, and I feel now 
that we will not be able to get in, because the Monument ¢loses 
at 4:30. I feel very sorry on this account. I want to say this, as 
my parting word to you: It will be impossible for me, in just a 
. sentence, to put before you the joy that I have felt in this entire 
fellowship from the beginning until now. I want to say this, that 
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I have been up in the midst of,it all. There has not been a moment 
since you have been here that my heart was not overflowing because 
of the privilege of this good fellowship with the Church of my 
choice. I also want to say that if some of you are not able to get 
out of the city this evening, we will give you your breakfasts in the 
basement of the church, a last bite of something to eat before you go, 
to-show you that we still love you. And we wish you well through 
the years to come. [| Applause. ] 

Dr. W. R. Funx. I believe this word ought.to be spoken in regard 
to the work of this local congregation. J think I am in position 
to say this, that I have never, in the three General Conferences that 
we have handled, ever had such organization as was found in this 
local congregation, splendid in every particular. [Applause. | 

Bishop Werrekiey. Mr. Chairman. Keep your eyes on the West 
District and see what happens the next four years. Now, may we 
have a final word, after you vote to adjourn, a final word and bene- 
diction from our much beloved Bishop Castle. We will read the 
journal, and then the motion to adjourn will be given; then Bishop 
Castle will speak his final word and dismiss us. 

Secretary Siddall read the journal of the day’s proceedings. 

Rey. L. W. Sraut. The record is not correct in reference to 
Allegheny Conference -and Pennsylvania Conference. The trouble 
has been stated on this Conference floor, and henee there is no 
necessity for any committees to adjust any matters that have been 
adjusted. We simply ask that the action as to the boundary between 
Allegheny and Pennsylvania should not take effect until the meeting 
of conference this fall. Allegheny Conference will supply these 
churches until fall, and the pastors will report to Allegheny Confer- 
ence and pay over the money that is collected, and then the Pennsyl- 
vania Conference will take them, and we will release them from that 
time on. 

R. H. Bennurr, of Neosho Conference. It occurs to me that there 
might be a little embarrassment about time, and the Board of Bishops 
will know whether it might oceur. As this now stands, the action 
of this body cannot take effect until the fifteenth of August, and, as 
I understand it, the Board of Bishops will immediately proceed + 
hold their conferences. Now, if the districts have been changed— 
if the bishops’ districts have been changed any it might become a 
little embarrassing. By changing the minutes so that part could 
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take effect at once, it might be better. I don’t know whether that 


1S sO or not. 

Dr. 8. S. Houeu. I notice the record in regard to consecration 
service in regard to foreign mission, was stated as “ordination.” I 
suggest that whoever made the motion include the form for the 
consecration of foreign missionaries. 

Dr. W. O. Frits. I offered the motion. I should have said “con- 
secration,” but the word “ordination” applies to deaconesses. 

Tue Presiping Bisuor. I stated to the secretary that it should 
be “consecration” at the time. 

Dr. H. H. Four. The resolution that I offered this morning has 
but little of the phraseology that I thought I was using. J meant 
to say that the record of Saturday afternoon, that part of it con- 
taining personal remarks growing out of the misunderstanding of 
the parties and work of the General Conference regarding the three 
missionary societies be expunged from the journal. 

Tue Presmine BisHop. Without the use of names? 

Dr. H. H. Four. Without the use of names. 

Voices. Agreed, agreed. 

Rey. J. Stwons. There has been no reference made to the splendid 
addresses made by Brothers Kendall and Rosselot, and I think they 
ought to be included in these resolutions. I so move. 

Seconded. 

THe Preswinc Bisuop. It is moved and seconded that proper 
reference be made in your resolutions to the services of Brothers 
Kendall and Rosselot. Those who will pass it will say “Aye”; 
opposed, “No.” It is adopted. 

Tue Presipine Bisuor. I think we are probably ready to adjourn. 
I am in the sweetest spirit of my Lord and Master. Now, let our 
great quartet come forward and sing a closing song, and then Bishop 
Castle will make his closing remarks and dismiss us. 

Bisnop Bett. Mr. Bennett, of Neosho, calls attention to the time 
when the Discipline will take effect, and I am wondering whether, 
instead of saying the enactments of this General Oonference do 
not obtain until the fifteenth of August, whether we have not 
taken such action as that, because the committee to prepare the Dis- 
cipline said they couldn’t publish it until the fifteenth of August, 
we ought not to allow conferences like those on the Pacific 
Coast District to come under the provisions and enactments of 
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this General Conference. How about that? I am fearing we may 
have some embarrassment at that point. Hitherto general officers 
have taken their positions on July 1. This action, if you meant 
that exactly, to accommodate the committee on publication, will 
make the general officers take their positions August 15, if they do 
not become general officers of this body until the fifteenth. If you 
are going to say that nothing goes into effect by this General Con- 
ference until the day you publish the Discipline, it seems to me we 
ought to have a motion to discriminate between the date when we 
publish the Discipline and the date when our enactments go into 
effect. 

Bisuor Werektey. Mr. Chairman, my motion was that the new 
Discipline be published by the fifteenth of August. It did not 
include the other acts of the Conference with reference to officials 
at all. Only the publishing of the Discipline. 

Tue Presipinc BisHop. Can we not consider, brethren, that we 
go forward under our new legislation the best we can, using such 
changes as we may be able to use, and applying them as far as we 
ean do that, and live under the old Discipline until the new 
Discipline comes out? 

Dr. J. P. Lanpis. When this editing committee was appointed, 
it was for the purpose of considering the work here, supposing that 
they could do a great deal of this work on the ground, and it was 
found to be utterly impossible. We couldn’t even keep up with it. 
We have to get access to these documents. That is the reason why 
we ask for the postponement. 

BisHor Maruews. I might say that having had something to do 
with the editing of the Discipline, it is almost impossible to get out 
the Discipline in time for the legislation to take effect for the first 
conferences. If you say the fifteenth of August, then this legisla- 
tion takes effect the fifteenth of August, and if there is nothing 
definitely fixed, don’t you think something ought to be done? 

Dr. W. R. Funx. If you are going to cover the conferences, it 
ought to take effect at once, because next week Bishop Bell starts 
out in his district. It is just as important that that work come 
under the present legislation as any other district, so, Mr. Chait- 
man, I move you that the legislation of this General Conference take 
effect from this date. 

Tue Presiping Bisuorp. You have heard the motion. Is there a 
second ? : 
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R. H. Bennertr. Wouldn’t it be better, by general consent, to agree 
that the minutes may be changed where they affect that proposition ? 

Tur Presiping Bisuor. It is moved and seconded that the minutes 
be so changed as to read in harmony with the motion of Doctor 
Funk. 

Rev. W. C. Mitter. I would like to ask how you are going to put 
this legislation into effect until this body, or any body knows what 
it is, and can any bishop, or anybody, go to conference and tell what 
the Discipline is now ? 

+ Dr. W. R. Funx. He will do the best he can. 

Rev. W. C. Mituer. There are a lot of things he couldn’t tell 
anything about. I should think we ought to go under the old Dis- 
cipline until the new one is published, and we know what it is. 

Bisuop WEEKLEY. It seems to me that we can hardly pass that 
motion because they have already ordered that those in office remain 
until the first of July. ’ 

Dr. W. R. Funk. It doesn’t effect them, Mr. Chairman. Just 
legislation, and not the officers. 

BisHop WeEKLEY. Well, so it may be clear. 

Pror. Mark Keppent. It seems to me this motion would put us 
in a very awkward position in very many places. For instance, you 
take the matter of home missions where a conference has levied 
its assessments and made its financial arrangements. It is now 
going to run some months before that arrangement is completed. 
The new plan absolutely changes the plans of Conference. I don’t 
see why we couldn’t adopt the resolution directing that the Disci- 
pline shall go into effect as the different conferences are held, and 
let each conference, as its meeting time comes along , proceed under 
the new Discipline, and the other conferences all accel under the 
old until it does come. I understand there are legal minds here 
saying you can’t do it, but I don’t see why you can’t do it if you 
want to. : 

Bisuop Bei. Professor Keppel, and others, there was a special 
resolution passed that assessments made by annual conferences should 
be reported and divided according to the present boundaries. 

Pror. Mark Kerppeu. Why can’t we do it in all things ? 

Bisnor Bey. I think it possible. 

Tue Preswinc BrsHor. There may be some matters in regard to 
committees, matters of committees and conferences, that you may 
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be able to apply at once. ; Otherwise, you are compelled to wait for 
the Discipline. But I think you can apply most of these just 


at once. 
Rey. D. R. Senerr. I offer the following: 


Resolved, That, except as otherwise provided, the legislation of this. 


General Conference go imto effect at once. 
(Signed) D. R. Senerr, 
W. R. Funx. 


Tur Presipinc BisHor. ‘Then that is accepted by the mover and 
the second. Those who will pass that will say “Aye”; those opposed 
will say “No.” It is passed. Now, are you ready to adjourn? 

Voices. Ready, ready. 

Tue Presipinc Bisnop. The quartet will come forward and sing 
for us a parting song. 

It was announced that the quartet could not be gotten together. 

The journal was read and some corrections were made. 

Tue Presipinc Bisuop. Are there any other corrections? If not, 
it stands approved. 

BisHop Oastir. Brethren, I had my word this morning. There 
are times when silence is real eloquence, and silence is golden, and 
such a time, I think, we are at now. So will you please stand and 
sing a stanza, and then we will be dismissed. What shall we sing? 

Dr. W. R. Funk. “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 

Conference rose and joined in singing this beautiful song, and 
Bishop Castle offered the following closing prayer: 


Our Father who art in heaven, we come to thee in this happy 
moment. We thank thee from the depths of our heart for thy 
gracious providence that has so tenderly, with a very motherly and 
fatherly care, watched over each one of us during these days in which 
we have been together in a business organization. We thank thee 
for the providence that watched over all our brethren in their coming 
to this place, and that we have here been permitted to witness the 
manifestations of thy presence and power, not only in directing the 
business of this Conference, but also in the seasons of worship and 
spiritual fellowship that we have had _ together. 

We thank thee that we belong to such a distinguished family, 
that family of which God himself is the father; and we are very 
sorry and pained and humiliated that we have not been better 
members of such a family, that we have not done better eredit as 
sons of such a father, that we have not brought better credit and 
better glory to this family. 
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Now, for all our weaknesses that have been grievous, and that have 
been offensive to one. another, we pray to be forgiven. Whatever 
word may have been uttered that has pained another heart we pray 
that its influence may at once be suspended, and that the injury may 
be blotted out, that we may go away from this place each one con- 
scious of being in the sweetest fellowship that the life and spirit 
of Jesus Christ can give. [Voices. Amen.] 

And. now we pray that thou wilt go with these brethren as they 
go to their homes, some in the nearby and some in the faraway, 
climbing the mountains and crossing the valleys. We pray that the 
angel of thy presence may sweep ola with every train and may 
guard by night and by day all these bretiren and sisters, and we 
pray that it may be our privilege to meet again in our respective 
homes and greet our families. May thy care be over them until we 
shall meet, and we ask that every home here represented may have 
thy blessing and thy care. 

We ask thy blessing especially upon these, thy servants, who 
stand at the head of thy Church; these bishops chosen to go forth 
for another four years and lead the Church in the business and 
spiritual work that les before these conferences. Lord, preserve. 
their lives and their health. They are especially exposed by their 
much traveling, going night and day. Oh, do thou keep them as they 
travel. Go with them in the homes where they stay. 

And especially we would pray for our brother who has been afflicted 
during these days. Do thou bless him and restore him, if it be thy 
will, to working health, to full energy and power. 

We would especially pray thy blessing upon our missionaries who 
have returned to us here for this fellowship, and for the services 
that they have rendered. We ask thy blessing upon them as they 
linger in this country, and when they shall go away, some of them 
across the far- reaching seas, do thou go with them and bless them 
and preserve them in their work. [Voices. Amen.] We pray for 
the mission fields. O God, do thou pour in a fresh way the spirit 
of life and power upon these fields, and may there come great 
revivals in these mission fields, beyond the seas as well as in our 
own country. 

And we pray, our Father, especially that this Church may be given 
as never before to the spirit and power of true evangelism. We 
thank thee, O thou blessed Christ, that when thou hast conquered 
death, came out of the grave as victor, carried all of thy church out 
of the grave, and before thou didst leave the little band, having led 
them’ out, we thank thee that thou didst lead them out and halted. 
Oh, we pray that we may feel that from here we are led out to be 
halted for the larger preparation, for the greater things; thou didst 
say to them, “Tarry.” O God, may we go to our fields, to our homes, 
and tarry somewhere until new power ‘shall come to us. May all 
these boards tarry when they meet in their rooms to transact business. 
May they find the spirit of the Master saying, “Tarry,” and may they 
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not stop short in their tarrying until they are endued with power 
from on high, and we pray that this Church may arise into a new 
evangelism, and, oh, may revivals swing this Church as never before. 
[ Voices. Amen.] Set its ministers all on fire. [Voices. Amen.] 
Thou hast made them—oh, thou hast made them for a flame of fire. 
Thou has made them to be thy ministers, and we pray that new power 
may come to their expression. May tongues of fire obtain in a 
spiritual sense as never before. ; 

And now we pray, O our Father, for thy blessing especially upon 
these aged ones, these who have the snows of many winters on their 
temples, and whose steps are now in the pathway that goes to follow 
those beyond. We pray that thou wouldst strengthen them for that 
hour when this pathway shall lead them to the verge of the grave. 
We pray that there may come to them when they stand this side of 
the grave a vision of what lies beyond, the hills be luminous with the 
light of the Son of God, and we pray that we may be in the best 
and sweetest of fellowship until that hour comes, when the news shall 
sweep with the speed of the lightning that such and such a one has 
fallen. Oh, we pray thee for any who may go down during this 
quadrennium, may go down in great triumph. We ask especially that 
these who stand in such centers of power and influence may be pre- 
served and kept in their work for the sake of the institutions they 
represent. Bless our Publishing Agent. [Voices. Amen.]. O 
God, protect him and keep him and comfort him and give him a life 
and light of brightness and glory for the fellowship of Jesus, as the 
business affairs may sometimes come and pile their loads upon him 
until he may be swept almost from his feet. We pray that there 
may come a sweet breath sweeping through his brain and through 
his heart that shall engage him in all these business affairs. [ Voices. 
Amen. | 

We pray for the editors of our periodicals. O God, may the 
periodicals come with a breath as fresh as from Mount Olivet. Oh, 
may thy spirit come breathing down over all these men, and may they 
write from the lofty summits of vision, and may they breathe a 
power through their words upon this Church as it has never had, 
such as they have never breathed. 

And now, our Father, we stand in this moment, in this silence look- 
ing to thee. Oh, give to these, thy servants, while our eyes are closed, 
give to them a vision of Jesus. We thank thee that we can see 
farther when our eyes are closed than when they are open. [ Voices. 
Praise the Lord.] We thank thee that some of the blind men and 
blind women of this world, who have not seen the hills and the 
valleys, can see farther away than those who have the best of sight. 
[Voice. Amen.] Oh, give us a vision of Jesus as we stand in this 
presence. We pray for the Holy Spirit to come down on this 
audience [Voice. Lord, send it.] to settle upon us. Is it not thy 
pleasure, O thou Christ, to make this a very benediction to us 
before we close. Oh, come sweet, blessed spirit in a revelation of thy- 
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self to us. [Voice. Lord, help.] We know thou art here. Oh, 
reveal thyself to us that we go away surcharged with his life and his 
power, And if we no more meet after we are separated, in the flesh, 
if we no longer or never again press each other’s hands and look into 
each other’s eyes, make us in this moment very conscious of the 
blessings we have had in these pressures of hand and these visions 
of others’ eyes. And we pray that if we do not thus meet again 
may it be that in that coming day, and oh, how quickly it will be 
here. [Voice. Yes, it will.] How quickly the night of death and 
the grave will be over with and we shall meet in that bright morn- 
ing, in that glorious morning. Oh, when we shall find the gates 
lifting and the doors swinging, and we shall enter into that city 
where they have no need of a candle, no need of the light of the 
sun, or the moon, or the stars, but where God himself and the Lamb 
are the light of that city. Oh, bring us, every one of us, into that 
sweet city [ Voice. Lord, bless.] into that glorious life where we 
shall know thee better. We leave our health, we leave our means, 
we leave our business, we leave our families, we leave our possessions, 
we leave our voices, we leave ourselves here on the altar depending 
upon Jesus Christ as our leader, and we pray that thy altar may 
sanctify the gifts and make us fit for the future years for thy glory. 

And may the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with you all 
forever more. Amen.
